He gave the impression 
of being cold and arrogant and on the whole interview was 
generally uncooperative. 

Near the end of the interview subject was asked whethe 
or 'not he would be willing to submit to a Polygraph examination 
as>to answers given by him during the Interview of 6/26/62. 
8ubject stated he would not be willing to take a Polygraph test 
concerning answers given by him diuring the interview. 8ubject 
declined to give any reason for his unwillingness to take a 
Polygraph test. In this connection, subject was asked whether 
or not he would take a Polygraph test as to his negative answers 
to- the questions as to whether or not. he had furnished any 
information to the Soviets, as to whether or not he had been 
recruited by the Soviet Intelligence Agents and whether or not 
he had made any deals with the Soviets in order to obtain per- 
mission to return /to the United States.

reported. Subject reported to have resided at Minsk, Russia, 
where he was employed as a metal worker for the Belo Russian 
Radies and Television Factory at Minsk. Subject reported to 
have married a Russian girl on 4/30/61 at Minsk, Russia. Sub- 
^Ject has a daughter born 2/15/62 at Minsk. Subject, his wife 
^ and daughter returned to Ft. Worth, Texas on 6/14/62. Upon 
.interview by Bureau Agents at Ft. Worth on 6/26/62, subject 
J^enied he furnished any information concerning his experience 
*v in the U. S. Marine Corps to the Soviets. Subject also denied 
^ he was recruited by Soviet Intelligence or that he had made any 
deals with the Soviets in connection with his return to the 
United States with his wife and child. Subject is currently 
unemployed, is seeking work and is temporarily residing with 
his brother at 7313 Davenport, Ft. Worth. 
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DETAILS: 


Od March 20, 1962, the Office of Naval Intelligence 
advised that on October 31, 1959, LEE HARVEY OSWALD, hereinafter 
referred to as subject, an.' ex-Private First Class, U. S. Marine 
Corps Reserve, Serial No. 16^3230, bad visited the United States 
Embassy, Moscow, Russia, where he had signed a handwritten statement 
requesting^ his U. S. citizenship be revoked, stated he bad applied 
for Sovietr citizenship, and had affirmed bis allegiance to the 
USSR. Subject allegedly told the Embassy he had advised unnamed 
Soviet officials that as a former Marine radar operator, he would 
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available to them infornatlon about bis Marine Corps speciality 
vben be became a Soviet citizen. 


On June 5, 1962, a review of the files of tbe Passport 
Office of tbe U. 8. Department of State (USDS), revealed that 
by a personal letter dated January 30, 1961, addressed to tbe 
Secretary of tbe Mavy, subject advised be was preparing to return 
to the United States of America and wished to have rectified the 
**gross Injustice** done to him by the U. 8. Marine Corps (USMC) 

In giving to subject a **belated dishonorable discharge." Subject 
also stated In bis letter be bad received an honorable discharge 
after three years service on September 11, 1959. In his letter, 
subject asserted be was still a citizen and alleged be had gone 
to tbe Soviet Union to reside only for a **sbort time." 

Tbe files of tbe Passport Office further revealed that 
subject had been released under honorable conditions to Inactive 
duty In tbe U. S. Marine Corps Reserve on September 11, 1959, 
with obligated reserve service until December 8, 1962. On 
August 17, 1960, subject was given an undesirable discharge from 
tbe U. S. Marine Corps Reserve by reason of unfitness. 

This review of the files of the Passport Office also 
revealed a USDS memorandum dated May 4, 1962, stating that on 
the basis of evidence, subject bad not expatriated himself under 
the pertinent lavs of tbe United States. 

A review of the files of the Passport Office of the 

USDS, Washington, D. C. , on August 22, 1961, concerning subject 
revealed tbe following Information: 

By letter dated May 1961 to the American Embassy, Moscow, 
USSR, subject advised be had no Intention of returning to the 
United States unless he were given a guarantee that he would not 
be. prosecuted for any act pertaining "to this case." Subject 
also Indicated he had married a Russian girl born In Leningrad, 
Russia, and wanted to bring her to tbe United States with him. 

This review of tbe files of tbe Passport Office also 
revealed that on July 8, 1961, subject appeared at the American 
Embassy In Moscow at which time he stated be was employed in the 
Belo Russian Radio and Television Factory, Minsk, Russia, as a 
metal worker. In the research shop. Subject stated he took no 
oath of allegiance of any kind to the Soviet Union nor was be 
required to sign any paper In connection with his employment. 

Be gave his earnings as 90 rubles a month. Subject also stated 
he was married on April 30, 1961, to MARIAN NIKOLAEVNA PUSAKOVA, 
a dental technician. Subject stated his Intention to apply for 
an exit visa Immediately upon his return to Minsk. He said he 
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desired to bring his vife vith him to the United States, 

This review of the files of the Passport Office also 
revealed that on July 10, 1961, subject executed an "Application 
for Renewal of Passport," at the American Embassy in Moscow* 

Bis residence at that time was USSR, Ulipsa Kalinina 4, Apartment 
24, Minsk. This renewal application Indicated that subject was 
issued U. S. Passport Mo. 1733242 on September 10, 1969, at 
Washington, P. C. Subject's jrenewal application was referred to 
the State Department for consideration and decision. 

This review of the files of the Passport Office also 
reflected that by memorandum dated August 18, 1961, the State 
Department had authorized the American Embassy in Moscow to 
renew subject's passport for direct travel to the United States. 

A review of the files of the Passport Office on the 
USDS, Washington, D. C., on January 29, 1962, revealed the 
following information: 

Ih a letter of July 15, 1961, to the American Embassy 
in Moscow, subject advised he was continuing his efforts to 
obtain an exit visa for bis wife and for himself. 

By letter dated "August 1961," to the American Embassy 
in Moscow, Subjbct furnished a copy of his marriage certificate 
and a copy of his wife's birth certificate. 

By letter dated August 8, 1961, to the American Embassy 
In Moscow, subject inquired if it would be permissible for him 
to travel^through Poland by train after leaving Minsk. Subject 
pointed/ ne could not afford to fly from Moscow to Mew York City. 

Be added he believed he could catch a military flight to the 
United States from Berlin, Germany* 

By letter dated October 4, 1961, to the American Embassy, 
In Moscow, subject asked the Embassy to assist him in obtaining 
exit visas from the Soviet authorities* 

U. S* Department of State Operation's memorandum dated 
Janiiary 16, 1962, at the ^erlcan Embassy in Moscow, pointed ^ut 
that a letter dated January 5, 1962, was received from subject 
stating he expected to reotlve an exit visa within 45 days* This 
memorandum also pointed out that the American Embassy in Moscow 
had been formally notified by the Soviet Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
of the issuance of a foreign passport and an exit visa to subject's 
wife. 
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On September 18, 1961, ROBERT UEJf OSWALD, the subject** 
brother at .7313 Davenport Street, Fort Worth, vho is a sales | 

coopdinator. Marketing Department of Acme Brick Oompanj, Fort 

Worth, stated he had received a letter dated September 10, 1061^ 
from subject who mentioned that he was working in an **electrical 
shop** at Minsk, Russia. Mr. OSWAU) advised that subject had 
stated in this letter be owned a shot gun and occasionally went 
bunting. Mr. OSWAU) also advised that subject bad married a 
Russian Rlrl, an orphan, f^rst name MARINA, Age 18,or 19. Subject 
had told his brother that she was a nurse. This girl prior to 
her marriage to subject resided with an uncle and aunt. Mr. 

OSWALD stated that from description of subject's wife furnished 
by subject she seems to be a very intelligent and attractive 
girl. According to Mr. OSWALD, subject's wife desired to come 
to the United States with subject. Mr. OSWALD also stated that 
subject's letter was not too optimistic as. to his chances of getting 
to return to the United States at an early date. Mr. OSWALD 
indicated bis belief that the Russians were "bolding up" subject's 
return to the United States. Mr. OSWALD also advised that subject 
has been "critical of the Russians" in bis letters and be, Mr. 

OSWALD, was surprised that the Russians would allow subject to 
make such criticisms. \ f 

On October 13, 1961, Mrs. MARGUERITE C. >^WALD, J.808 ' 

J^gle Street, Apartment No. R, Vernon, Texas, adviMd that \ 

about two months previously she had received from her son, the ’ 

. subject, a letter in which be advised that be and bis wife had ^ 

been to Moscow to contact the American Embassy in order to obtain 

renewal of bis passport and obtain permission to return to the < 

United States. In this letter subject indicated that the prospects 
were good for him to be allowed to return to the United States 
but he did not know whether bis wife would be able to return with 
him. Subject indicated be would not return unless she were allowed ;■ 
to accompany him. Mrs. OSWALD advised she bad not received a 
letter from subject for a period of about six weeks and bad 
begun to think he might be on bis way home even though be had 
not told her for sure he was going to return home nor had he 
furnished the date on which he might arrive. Mrs. OSWALD also 
stated I'Ahe had received another letter about a week before 
October 13, 1961, from her son, the subject, who made no reference 
whatever to his trip to Moscow or to bis returning home. In this 
letter subject stated he was"0keyl* Mrs. OSWALD stated she had 
no information as to whether or not subject and bis wife were 
going to be allowed to return to the United States. She had no 
idea idien they might be permitted to leave the Soviet Union. 


By letter dated October 19, 1961. L. A. ^CK. Officer 
in Charge, fJpmigratloniand-NaturalltatlAn Service (l&NS), 

1100 Main Street, Dallas, Texas, advised that subject, of Apartment 24 
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Hor 4 Kalinin Street, Minsk, Russia (File Mo. A12530645), had 
filed a petition for a non-quota lamigrant visa in behalf of * 
his wife, MARINA M. P. OSWAli), a native and citizen of Russia, 
According to Mr. MACK, subject had listed his occupation as 
electrical technician and his former address as 7313 Davenport, 

Fort Worth, Texas. 

On February 28, 1962, HENRY KUPIEC, Foreign Adjudications 
Division, Passport Office, USDS, advised that subject, by a letter 
dated January 16, 1962, to the American Embassy in Moscov had 
advised he would not consider returning to the United States alone 
for any reason as it appeared to him that his passport would be 
confiscated upon his return. Subject also forwarded to the 
American Embassy an affidavit for support of his wife. 

On March 27, 1962, Mrs. FRANCES VAN COTT, Office of 
Special Consular Services, USDS, advised that subject had filed 
an application for a repatriation loan at the American Embassy 
in Moscov on February 24, 1962. Subject indicated his desire to 
retiirn to the United States with his alien wife and a one-month 
old child. Subject had $200.00 of his own money. The USDS 
approved a loan about March 1, 1962, for subject in the amount 
of $500 for minimum accommodations. Mrs. VAN COTT also advised 
that subject's wife, MARINA NIKOLAEVNA PRUSKOVA. was having 
difficulty obtaining an American visa. 

On March 29, 1962, WILLIAM ABBOTT, Office of Security, 
USDS^ advised his files reflected information to the effect that 
Staff Sergeant JOHN EDWARD PIC, AF 11313239, had on February 12 
'And 16, 1962, reported receipt of a letter from his half-brother, 
ROBERT L. OSWAID, 7313 Davenport, Fort Worth, Texas, concerning 
subject of this case. Sergeant PIC reported subject was expected 
to return to the United States in the Spring of 1962 and subject 
would be traveling with bis Russian wife who had recently acquired 
a visa to enter the United States. Sergeant PIC stated he was 
unable to determine from ROBERT OSWALD'S letter whether the purpose 
pf subject's travel to the United States was to re-establish a 
permanent residence or to visit on a temporary basis. Sergeant 
PIC advised that he, PIC, is scheduled to return to the United 
States in July of 1962 but he does not know the location of his 
next assignment. Sergeant PIC also advised that subject might 
possibly visit him at his next duty station and that if this 
occurred, Sgt. PIC would notify his superiors at his station con- 
cerning the visit. Sergeant PIC also advised that his cousin, 
MARILYN MURRETT, U. S. citizen, formerly employed in Japan as a 
school teacher in 1959, has since departed Japan. Sergeant PIC 
did not know the current address of MURRETT, or whether she bad 
been corresponding with the subject. 
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A review conducted on June 5, 1962^ of the files of 
the Special Consular Services, USDS, revealed that by a tele- 
gram dated March 7, 1962, the USDS had authorized the American 
Embassy in Moscow to furnish a repatriation loan to subject to 
cover the cost of his passage to Mew fork Only. 

On May 4, 1962, R. McC. TOMPKINS, Brigadier General, 

U. S. Marine Corps, advised that subject wrote the following 
letter dated March 22, 1962:

U. 6. citizenship. Also that the United States State Department 
has no charges or complaints against me what/so ever . 

**I refer you - to the United States Embassy, Moscow, or 
the U. S. department of State Washington D. C., for the verifi- 
cation of l^ls fact. *“ 

"Also, I was aware of the finding of the board of 
officers of 8 August 1960. I was notified by my mother, in 
December 196^. 

"My request to the Secretary of the Mavy, his referral 
to you and your letter to me, did not say anything about a RevTew , 
which is what I was trying to arrange. 

"Tou mention 'reliable Information* as the basis for 
the Undlserable discharge. I have no douth it was newspapers 
speculation wnich foreward your 'reliable information *,. 
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**Under U, S. law governing the use of passports and 
conduct abroad I have a perfect right to reside in country 
I wish too. 


**I have not violatedj^ Section 1544, Title 18, U, 6. 
code, therefore you have no legel or even noral right, to 
reverse ny honourable discharge from the U.S.M.C. of Sept. 11. 
1960, into a undiserable discharge. 

**Tou nay consider this letter a request by ne for a 
full rev lew of ny case in the light of these facts, since by 
the time you recive this letter I shall have returned to the 
U.S.A. with ny family, and shall be prepared to appear in person 
at a reasonable time and place in my area, before a reviewing 
board of officers. 

"If you choose to convene a review board you my con- 
tact me through the below address in the United States alter 
May 15th 1962.

A review on May 5, 1962, of the files of the Security 
Office, USDS, revealed that the Office of Security had advised 
the Director of Naval Intelligence, Department of the Navy, 
Washington, D. C., that subject had not ex-patriated himself 
under the pertinent laws of the United States. 

On May 18, 1962, Mrs. ROBERT L. OSWAID, subject*s 
sister-in-law, 7313 Davenport, Fort Worth, advised she had 
received a postal card from subject on about May 15, 1962, which 
had been dated April 10, 1962. On this card, subject stated he 
had nothing to report concerning his move to the United States; 
that they were waiting for the Embassy to finish its paper work 
which had been **very slow". Mrs. OSWALD stated she did not know 
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vben subject and bis fanily would arriwe in Fort Vortb, Sbe 
stated that subject bad first set the date for bis arrival as 
May, 1962, but that be bad changed it to June, 1962. Mrs. OSWAU) 
advised that her husband had written to subject and invited bis 
to cose to Fort Worth. Subject replied to this invitation that 
be did not hnow where they would be going. - Mrs. OSWALD stated 
that sbe got the impression from subject's letters and cards that 
subject desired to return permanently to the United States. Mrs. 
OSWALD promised to advise the local FBI office immediately upon 
subject's arrival at Fort Worth. 

On June 4, 1962, Mrs. FEAlfCBS YAM OOTT, Office of Special 
Consular Services, USDS, advised that by a telegram dated May 31, 
1962, the U. S. Embassy in Moscow bad informed the Department of 
State that subject, his wife and child planned to depart Moscow, 
Bussia, on June 1, 1962, for Rotterdam, Holland, where they would 
board "Maasdam" on June 4, 1962. The SS "Maasdam" was scheduled 
to arrive in Mew York, Mew York, June 6, 1962. The l^partment of 
State bad notified subject's mother by letter relative to this 
schedule. 


In the "Fort Worth Star Telegram," evening edition, 
a daily newspaper. Fort Worth, Texas, on June 8, 1962, there 
appeared a photograph of subject and a headline, "Ex-Marine 
Reported on Way Back from Russia." This article stated that 
subject, a former U. S. Marine, who denounce>d bis American 
citizenship to become a Russian, was reported June 8, 1962, to 
be en route home. This article went on to state that subject 
had turned in his American passport October 31, 1959, at the 
Embassy in Moscow, saying he would "never return to the United 
States for any reason." This article further quoted subject as 
having later told American newspaper men that leaving the United 
States "was like getting out of prison." This article also 
contained the following information: It quoted subject's sister-in- 

law, Mrs. R. L. OSWALD, 7313 Davenport, as saying her husband bad 
received frequent letters from his brother indicating be was 
anxious to return to this country. Sbe said sbe and members of the 
family had not learned that subject was en route home. This article 
stated that subject's mother, Mrs. MARGUERITE OSWAU), could not 
be reached for comment. 

This article also stated that subject's appearance at 
the American Embassy in Moscow came as a shock to his mother and 
toOtbWf ; that be had left Fort Worth following his discharge from 
the Marines, telling bis family be was going to Mew Orleans in 
search of a Job. / 
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In the **7ort Worth X^ress,** a dally newspaper. Fort 
Worth, Texas, issue'll June 8, 1962, carried a front-page story 
to the effect that subject, a former Fort Worth Marine, who once 
wowed he would **never return to the United States for any reason,** 
was on his way home from Bussla. 

This article stated further that United Press Inter- 
national had reported on June 8, 1962, that subject, along with 
his Russian Wife and child had left the Soviet Union within the 
past ten days and was en route to the United States. 

This article further stated that subject*s brother, 

B. L. OSWALD, 7313 Davenport, Fort Worth, told the press that he 
and his mother, Mrs. MARGUERITE OSWALD, have been hearing from 
subject regularly. R. L. OSWALD was quoted as saying that subject 
had wanted to come back for sometime but that he had not heard 
that subject had left Russia. 

This article further stated that subject bad arrived in 
Moscow in November, 1959, two months after his release from active 
duty in the Marine Corps; that subject had been refused Soviet 
citizenship at the time but that be was allowed to live in Russia 
as a **resident alien.** Subject was reported to have been a student 
while in the Soviet Union, pesslbly at Minsk. 

This article went on to say that subject was never 
granted Soviet citizenship and that he is believed to have 
retained his American citizenship. ' This article stated that several 
days after subject arrived in Moscow in 1959, his mother called him 
long distance and at that time subject refused to talk to her. She 
did not hear from him again until a letter came January 6, 1960. 
According to this article, when subject first went to Russia he 
told newsmen be was a worker and wanted to live in a workers country 

This article further quoted that subject said **I would not 
want to live in the Ibited States and be either a worker exploited 
by capitalists or a capitalist exploiting workers or become 
unemployed.** This article also quoted subject as having said **I 
could not be happy living under capitalism.**

This article went on to quote subject as saying/his 
own personal experiences in civil and military life had shown him 
the correctness of communist theories. 

This article also quoted subject as having said he began 
studying communism when his family was living in New Orleans, 
Louisiana; that he had discovered a book in the library titled 
**Das Kapital,*' by KARL MARX. This article also quoted subject as 
having stated that he had Joined the Marine corps at age 17 because 
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be felt be could not get a Job and because he vanted to relieve 
the financial burden of the family. This article also quoted 
subject as having said that when be left America it vas like 
"getting out of prison.** This article concluded by saying that 
vben subject had visited bis family shortly after his release 
from the Marine Corps he had talked optimistically about the 
future and that some of his plans had included going to college, 
writing a book or Joining CASTRO *s Cuban Army. 

On June 22, 1962, ALISTAR McZX>NAIJ>, Assistant Manager, 
Cabin-Tourist Department, Holland-Amerlca Line, 29 Broadway, 

New Torkt I^ew York, advised that the records of Holland-Amerlca 
Line reflect that subject, bis wife and child arrived in tte 
United States on June 13, 1962, aboard the SS Maasdam at Hoboken 
New Jersey. Subject, his wife and child traveled tourist class 
and were destined to 7313 Davenport, Fort Worth, Texas. 

On June 22, 1962, the records of Immigration and 
Naturalization Service (I&NS), 20 West Broadway, New York, New 
York, revealed that subject, bis wife and child, I&NS file Ho. 
A12386726, arrived in the United States aboard the SS Maasdam 
on June 13, 1962.

Passport No. 1733242, that his daughter, JUNE, born February 15, 
1962, at Minsk, USSR, had the same passport and that subject*s 
wife, MARINA NIKOLAEVNA OSWALD, bad Russian Passport KY 37790. 
Subject whs admitted as a U. S. citizen with a renewed U. S. 
Passport. MARINA NIKOLAEVNA OSVAU) vas admitted with an M-1 
Immigrant Ylsa as the spouse of a U. S. citizen. ' This M-1 
Immigrant Yisa vas issued at- Moscow on May 24, 1962. 

On June 22, 1962, FREDERICK J. WIEDERSHEIM, Inspector, 
I&NS, advised he had Interviewed subject upon the latter *s 
arrival in the United States and that subject bad said that he 
vas employed as a mechanic in Russia; that be bad threatened 
to renounce his U. S. citizenship but never carried through vlth 
the threat, never voted in Russia and held no position in the 
Russian Government. 

.On June 26, 1962, Mrs. ROBERT L. OSWAIJ), sister-in-lav 
to subject, 7313 Davenport, Eott Worth, stated the subject, bis 
vife and child bad arrived in Fort Worth on June 14, 1982, and 
that they vere currently residing at 7313 Davenport, Fort Worth. 
Mrs. OSWALD stated she bad not notified the local FBI office of 
subject's arrival in Fort Worth for the reason that the family 
had been barrassed by newspaper reporters and that for that 
reason subject did not desire to leave bis residence.

OSVAU) and his faaily arrived in Fort Worth on lune 14, 
1962. Be stated they left Holland June 4, }962, by the MS 
Kaasdan, and arrived in Bev York City June 13, 1962, and f lev 
to Love Field, Dallas, Texas, vbere they arrived on June 14, 1962. 

OSWALD stated that be borrowed approximately $435.00 
from the American Embassy with which to make the trip to the 
United States. OSVAU) declined to answer the question as to 
why he made the trip to Russia in the first place. Xn a show of 
temper be stated he did not care to **relife the past.** 

During host of the interview, OSWALD exhibited an 
impatient and arrogant attitude. OSWALD finally stated that 
Soviet officials had asked him upon his arrival why he had come 
to Russia. OSWALD stated that be told them, "I came because X 
wanted to.** OSWALD added that he went to Russia to **see the 
country.** . 


OSWALD advised that newspaper reports which have appeared 
in the public press from time to time are highly exaggerated and 
untrue. Ee stated that the newspaper reports bad pictured him 
as out of sympathy with the United States and had made him look 
attractive to the Russians. OSWALD stated that by reason of such 
newspaper reports be had received better treatment by the Soviets 
than he otherwise would have received. 

OSVAU) stated that upon his arrival in Russia in 
October, 1959, he was sent immediately to Minsk, Russia, where 
be was given a Job as a metal worker in a television factory. Be 
stated that he spent his time reading blueprints and translating 
blueprint instructions into the finished product. Be advised 
that he earned eighty rubles per month* which was the equivalent 
of about $72.00 per month in American money. Ee advised that 
he was permitted to reside at Minsk as a "resident alien." 

OSWALD stated that he was able to speak the Russian 
language upon his arrival. Be explained that while be was In 
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th« U, 8. Harlne Corps In Cslifornis be bed studied and 
Bsstered the Russian language by self Instruction. 

If OSWALD denied that be has ever been a aeaber of 

the CoBUBunist Party in the Dnited States. He denied that 
he sent to Russia because of his lack of syapathy for the 
institutions of the United States or because of an adniration 
for the Russian system. He admitted that he had read books by 
KARL MARX vbile a resident of Res Orleans, Louisiana, but he 
stated that be was merely interested in the economic theories.

OSWAU) stated he does not knos shere his birth cer- 
tificate is and he denied that he took same to Russia sith him. 

OSWAU) denied that be had renounced his United States 
citizenship and stated that he did not seek Soviet citizenship 
shile in Russia. OSWALD stated that he sas never approached by 
the Soviet officials in an attempt to pull information from him 
concerning his experiences shile a member of the U. 8. Marine 
Corps. OSWALD also stated that he sas not recruited at any time 
shile in Russia by the Soviet Intelligence. He stated that he 
made no deal sith the Soviets in order to obtain permission to 
return to the United States. He stated that the Soviets made It 
very difficult for him to obtain permission for his sife to leave 
Russia, and that the process of obtaining permission for her to 
leave sas a long, difficult course requiring much paper sork. 

He stated that no attempt sas made by the Soviets at any time to 
**brainsash** bin. OSWAU) stated that he never at any tine gave 
the Soviets any information shich sould be used in a detrimental 
say against the United States. He stated that the Soviets never 
sought any such information from him. OSWALD denied that he at 
any time shile in Russia had offered to reveal to the Soviets 
any information he had acquired as a radar operator in the U. 8. 
Marines. 


OSWALD stated that his sife*s passport, a Russian 
passport, Ko. XY37790, requires that she give notice to the 
Soviet Rmbassy in the United States as to her address mhile in 
the United States. OSWALD stated that the passport also requires 
her to make reports as to her whereabouts periodically. OSWALD 
stated that he plans to contact the Soviet tebassy in Washington,

This also became his stock 
reply to questions when he appeared during 
the Atlanta hearings. * * * WILKINSON has 
since been convicted of eontenpt of Congress

ALCOCER and his Vlfe, DOLORES^AI^O D^^ALCOCER, 
and her friend, MARIA LUISAH^ON, departed Mexico City on 
November 20, I963, aboard Branlff Plight #50 destined for 
San Antonio where they Intended to rest. ALCOCER *s 
daughter had been killed when run over by a car In Mexico 
City on November 1, 1963, and this was the reason for the 
trip. His Mexican Passport No. 51035 and his wife's 
Passport No. 51034 were stamped with U.S. entry on 
November 20, I963, and re-entry Into Mexico on November 26, 
1963. The ALCOCERS eurrlved In San Antonio on November 20, 
1963 (Wednesday), and could get no hotel room In any of 
the major downtown San Antonio hotels so they spent the 
night at the Sea V/lnds Hotel on Commerce Street. On the 
morning of November 21, I963, they checked In at the 
Gunter Hotel In Room 1002. Shortly after 9 A.M. on 
Novanber 21, I963, they departed the Gunter Hotel for 
a shopping tour and as they left the hotel they saw 
a very fat woman -wearing glasses, green cotton dress, 
age 50, about 5' 7” tall and weighing possibly as much

fat woman was standing In front of Carl's Store near 
the Gunter Hotel. They noticed her because of her 
extreme obesity. They thereafter went on to Jos^e's 
store auid other locations in San Antonio shopping. 

They returned to the vicinity of the Gunter Hotel 
shortly after 1 P.M, on 11-21-63 and stcU^ted Into the 
Manhattan Restaurant to have lionch. At this time they 
notlqed that the fat woman was still standing at the 
same -location. At the same mcxnent everyone on the street 
became excited because President JOHN KENNEDY was 
passing down the street In a Caravan so they returned 
to the sidewalk to watch the Presidential procession. 

The fat woman left the area after the Presidential 
procession and It appeared that she ha’d been standing 
In the same place In fronr of Carl's store for several 
hours . 

On November 22, 1963* following the aSsaslnatlon 
of President KENNEDY In Dallas, Texas, the ALCOCERS were 
watching the television prolans and at about 6 P.M. 
following the apprehension of the subject, they were 
watching an Interview of the manager of the guest house 
where the subject stayed and during the course of this 
Interview, the television camera picked up the same fat 
womam they had seen lo San Antonio the previous day. All 
were in agreement on this. The fat woman was not Inter- 
viewed at this time on television. Both ALCOCER and his 
wife, DOLORES, believe that the fat woman was at the 
guest house at the time the manager of the guest house was 
being Interviewed on television and suspected she might 
have stayed as a guest at the same house where the subject 
steiyed. On November 24, 1 963 , (Sunday), following the 
murder of the subject by JACK RUBY, they picked up a 
television program In which JACK RUBY's sister was being 
Interviewed and th^r Identified her as the same fat wcxnan 
they had seen In San Antonio on Noveaber 21, I 963 * and who 
had been seen qn. television d\jrlng the Interview of the 
manager of the subject's residence.

JACK L. RUBY, also known as Jack 
Leon Ruby, Jack Rubenstein; 

Murder of LEE HARVEY OSWALD, 

Hovember 2 1 , 1963 

LEE HARVEY OSWALD was taken into custody by 
the Dallas, Texas, Police Department, on November 22, 

1963. Be was held in the Dallas City Jail charged 
with the assassination of President JOHN F. KENNEDY; 
the attempted murder of Governor JOHN OONNALLY of Texas; 
and the murder of a Dallas police officer, J. D. TIPPJTT, 
all of which occurred on November 22, 1963. 

Plans of the Dallas Police Department to remove 
OSWAID from the Dallas City Jail to the Dallas County 
Jail on the morning of Sunday, November 24, 1963, at 10 a.a., 
received publicity through news media, on the basis of 
releasee of information by the Dallas Police Department. 

The Sunday morning edition of "The Dallas Tines 
Herald", dated November 24, 1963, reported on the first page 
that Dallas Chief of Police JESSE CURRY had said that 
OSWALD would be put into the custody of Sheriff BILL 
DECKER on Sunday, November 24, 1963. When reporters 
asked when the transfer to the County Jail would take 
place. Chief CURRY was quoted as having said, "You 
better be around here about 10 a.a." 

Captain W. B. FRAZIER, Dallas Police Department, 
on November 24, 1963, at 3:20 a.m. , stated that OSWAlD's 
planned transfer had been publicized as a fora of cooperation 
with the press and news agencies. 

Captain C. S. TALBERT, Dallas Police Department, 
at 7:26 a.a. stated that in his personal opinion, no effort 
would be made to "sneak" OSWALD out of the City Jail when 
he was transferred to the County Jail, as the Police 
Department hoped to maintain proper relations with the 
press . 
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On the morning of Sunday, November 24, 1963 » 
OSWALD was removed from the Dallas City Jail to the third 
floor office of the Bomicide and Robbery Bureau. At 11:19 
a.a. , OSWAID was escorted to mn elevator leading to the 
basement of the City Hall, where he was to be transported 
in an armored car. With his right wrist handcuffed to the 
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left wrist of one officer and a second officer holding 
bis left am, OSWAli) was then escorted to the ranp of 
the underground parking area. 

At approximately 11:24 a.m. , when OSWALD, with 
his escort, reached the ramp area, a man subsequently 
Identified as JACK RUBY darted into the clearing and 
fired at close range one round from a .38 caliber revolver 
into the left side of OSWALD'S stomach. RUBY was immediately 
apprehended . 

OSWALD was rushed by ambulance to Parkland 
Hospital In Dallas. Surgery was begun at 11:32 a.m. 
and OSWALD was pronounced dead at 1:07 p.m. , without 
having regained consciousness. 

The shooting of OSWALD occurred while he was 
surrounded by a large group of law enforcement officers and 
newsmen, who had gathered In the basement area. The 
Incident was recorded by several cameramen. RUBY was 
charged on November 24, 1963, with the murder of OSWALD 
and remained In custody. 

At 2:30 a.m., on Sunday, November 24, 1963, 
an anonymous male, speaking In a calm and mature voice, 
advised an employee of the Dallas FBI Office by tele- 
phone, "I represent a committee that Is neither right 
nor left wing, and tonight, tomorrow morning, or tomorrow 
night, we are going to kill the man that killed the 
President. There will be no excitement and we will 
kill him.. We wanted to be sure and tell the FBI, Police 
Department, and Sheriff's Office and we will be there 
and we will kill him." 

Representatives of the Dallas Coxinty Sheriff's 
Office and Dallas, Texas, Police Department were advised 
of the receipt of this Information. The above information 
was given to the Dallas Sheriff's Office at 3:00 a.m., 
November 24, 1963, to Deputy Sheriff C. C* IK COT and to 
Captain W. B. FRAZISR, Dallas Police Department, at 3:20 
a.m., on the same date. 

When Deputy Sheriff DC COY was called, he advised 
that he had also received a call from a man who said, **I 
represent a committee of around one hundred people who have 
voted to kill the man who killed the President". MC COT 
said that Sheriff DBCUR had been advised and that security 
precautions were being made to protect 06WA1D. 
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Captain FSAZIZR, wban contacted, stated that 
plans to transfer OSWALD to the County Jail sight be 
changed In vlev of this threat. Be said he would give 
this information to Chief CURRY immediately. Be was 
also advised that the Dallas Sheriff*s Office had 
received a similar call. 

At 8:15 a.m., Bovember 24, 1963, the Special 
Agent in Charge of the Dallas FBI Office advised Chief 
of Police JZSSE CURRY of the facts concerning the anonymous 
call. Chief CURRY stated he had received this information 
and was taking all precautions. Chief CURRY stated he had 
changed the schedule for moving OSWALD and had two armored 
cars available. OSWALD was scheduled to be placed in one 
of them which would mean that the other armored car could 
be used for diversion purposes. 
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JACK L. RUBY, officially JACK RUBENSTEIK until ho 
obtained legal sanction to change bla nane at Dallas, Tsxas, 
Oecesber 30, 1947, was born of Polish Innlgrant parsnts at 
Chicago, Illinois, March 25, 1911, ons of sight ehlldrsn. 

Temlnatlng his formal sducatlon aftsr ths first 
year of high school, RUBY became a ticket scalper, according 
to his brother, SAMUEL RUBY, and In his late teens or early 
20 *s, traveled from Chicago to the West Coast, where he worked 
for a time as a crew member soliciting subscriptions for 
Hearst Publications. RUBY stated that during this period, he 
also sold tip sheets at West Coast race tracks and on one 
occasion sold painted turtles at a fair at Pomona, California. • 

He returned to Chicago, where he continued his ticket 
scalping operation In the late 1930 's, handling tickets to 
local sporting events. 

About 1940, according to RUBY, he was working for 
LEON COCA In helping to organize a Junk handlers and scrap 
Iron handlers union, AF of L, terminated by the untimely death 
of his employer, LEON COOK, who was shot to death by another 
union organizer at a union meeting at which a dispute ensued. 
RUBY stated he was held In Jail overnight but was not charged. 

As a result of the death of his friend, LEON COOK, JACK ROBY 
adopted the middle name LEON. 

In 1940, he traveled the New England area, selling 
punchboards, and returned to Chicago. His next significant 
move was to enter the Air Corps of the U. S. Army on active 
duty Kay 28, 1943. 

According to U. S. Amy Air Corps records, JACK RUBY 
served honorably from May 28, 1943, to February 21, 1946, when 
he was discharged to the Inactive reserve as a PFC. He saw no 
foreign service, but did qualify as a sharpshooter with the 
M-1 carbine rifle February 10, 1944, at Seymour Johnson Field, 
North Carolina. 

After returning to Chicago, JACK ROBY entered business 
with his brothers In the Advertising Specialties Company. After 
approximately a year, he sold out to his brothers, taking as 
his share $14,000 cash assets of the company, and cane to Dallas 
in 1947, where his sister, EVA RUBY, who had moved to Dallas 
earlier, was operating the Singapore Supper Club at 1717 South 
Ervay. 
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A confidential infonant of the Chicago Office on 
November 24, 1963, stated that in theidd-1940'8, JACK RUBT . 
operated a "book" in Chicago and vas a close friend of ABE f 
ZUCKERUAN, also knoen as ZUCKIE, who eas shot in Chicago 1s 
the mid-1940's, apparently because ZUCORMAN did not cut 
LEONARD PATRICK, a Chicago hoodlum, in on the proceeds of 
his "book.” PATRICK then told JACK RUBT to leave town, 
accusing him of operating a "book" without PATRICK'S sanction. 
PATRICK warned RUBY that if he did not leave Chicago, he would 
"get what ZDCKIE got." According to the informant, RUBY 
left Chicago for Dallas at this time. . 






Chicago, on November 24, 1963, 
stated that JACK RUBT had been a close friend of JOE 
SCARAIfUZZO, who owns a gun shop on Hals ted Street near 
Taylor Street in Chicago. 


The records of the Chicago Office of the FBI reflect 
that JOSEPH SCARAMUZZO is the owner of Scaramuzzo and Sons Oun 
Shop, 831 South Halsted Street, Chicago. Three of the four 
guns used by members of the Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico 
in the apparent attempted assassination of President HARRY 
TRUMAN at the House of Representatives, Washington, D. C*» 
March 1, 1954, were purchased from Scaramuzzo and Sons, SOI 
South Halsted Street, Chicago. 

Another Chicago informant on November 24, 1963, V 
advised that he believes RUBY is related to HARRY RDBENSTBIN, 
who owned the Hotel Olympic on North Clark Street, Chicago, 
about 15 years ago. HARRY RUBENSTEIN killed a man, but 
according to the Informant, was able to fix this charge by 
paying $25,000 to a Chicago police captain. 


Records of the Chicago Police Department reflect 
a HARRY RUBENSTEIN, hotel owner, on the near North Side, was 
sentenced to one year probation on a charge of manslaughter 
in Chicago in 1946. 


Still another Chicago Informant on November 24, 
1963, advised that JACK RUBY is related to HARRY RUBENSTEIN 
and worked for him as a bartender in a bar at the Bankers 
Building in the Chicago Loop. 



After first coning to Dellas in 1947, JACK SUBT 
returned in late 1947 to Chicago for a short tine, but 
returned vhen bis sister, EVAGillNT, indicated she needed 
bis help in running the Singapore Club. 

He then returned, put the noney he had into the 
Singapore Club, and according to JACK RUBT, changed the 
nane of the club to the Silver Spur. He continued to 
operate this club, and in 1952, also took over the operatic 
of BOB WILLS ' Ranch House Club. Shortly thereafter he nent 
broke and lost control of both clubs, returning to Chicago 
for a short tine. 

Within a year he returned to Dallas and again took 
over running the Silver Spur, continuing to operate it until 
about 1956. He also took over the Hernando's Hideavay, shich 
he operated for about three nonths and then opened the Club 
Yegas, in which JOE BONDS was his partner. He continues to 
operate the Club Yegas, although his sister, EYA GRANT, has 
been doing nost of the nanagenent. 

In 1960, JACK RUBT took over the operation of the 
Sovereign Club, a private club caterinL to professional people, 
prinarily doctors. In December, 1961, RUBY converted this to 
a public club known as the Carousel Club, which he still 
operates as a striptease Joint at 1312} Commerce Street. He 
states that his brother, EARL RUBT, and RALPH PAUL, of Arlington, 
Texas, have an interest in this club. 

EARL RUBT, brother of JACK RUBT, characterises JACK 
as a promoter, stating that in addition to running various clubs, 
he has usually been promoting items such as prefabricated log 
cabins and a dietary iron supplement. He is interested in weight 
lifting and is a strong believer in Cynical fitness and 
particularly cultivates the friendship of doctors. 

EARL RUBT further indicates that JACK RUBT is 
irresponsible in the use of other people's money. 

EARL RUBT stated that JACK has employed off-duty 
officers of the Dallas Police club as special

Texas Penal Sys tem^servTn^tim^Torsoaomy , stated JACK 

RUBT was very friendly with police officers of the Dallas Police 
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Departaent, coBaencing vith the tlae that an officer aaaed 
JOBHHY 8ID£S was killed. JACK BUBT held a benefit for hla 
at his club and turned the proceeds over to the officer *a 
faally. BUBT encouraged police officers frequenting hla 
club and gave thea Jobs and vould give thea free dinners and 
drinks, ad aake voaen ^ 

officers, according togg^Sl^S^Sl also an 6 7C 

Inaate of the Texas Penal Sjstea. stated BUBT carried 

a card Indicating he saa an honorary peace offices 

According to CABL A. DOLSZK and others, JACK BUBT 
Is noted for being a hot teapered Individual who resorts to 
fisticuffs on the spur of the aoaent and received the alck» 
naae SPARKT • before coalng to Dallas because of this trait. 
DOl^EN, she"books striptease acts, stated that JACK BUBT has 
violent aoods and Intense anger and recalled occasions when 
BUBT has struck people In a sudden fit of anger. OOLSBH 
recalled that on one occasion he discontinued a conversation 
vlth BUBT because he thought BUBT vas going to hit hla. He 
also recalled that on one occasion BUBT approached tvro or 
three Hungarian refugees standing on a street corner at night 
and slthout provocation, suddenly attacked these aen and beat 
thea severely. 

PBAMK FZBBABO, Hev Haven, Connecticut, advised that 
In 1962, shlle oaployed as a handyaan at the Carousel Club, 
Dallas, for JACK BUBT, he got Into an arguaent at the Horseshoe 
Bar, Dallas, vent to the Carousel, vhere he changed his shirt 
and coat, and then vent to the Lasso Bar nearby. JACK BUBT 
case In and told FZBRABO not to threaten hla or cause his 
friends any trouble and then hit FZBBABO three or four tlaes 
vlth brass knuckles, causing a vound over FZBBABO*s left eye, 
vhlch vas treated at Parkland Hospital, Dallas. 

According to BKHHT H. BICKZBS, foraer operator of a 
night club In Dallas, JACK BUBT on occasion could not pay his 
striptease perforaers, and vhen they asked hla for their pay, 
he vould get aadi and beat thea up. Because of these reports, 
BICKZBS barred BUBT froa the University Club, vhlch BICKZBS 
vas then operating. 

According to SAttL BUBT, Southfield, Hlchlgan, brother 
of JACK BUBT, JACK carried a gun, and vhen he asked JACK irtiy 
he carried a gun, JACK told hla It vas because he often had a 
large aaount of cash In his possession froa his business. 
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8AIIUBL HUBT, brother of JACK BUST, considers JACK 
religious, and JACK often visited bin on Jewish religious 
holidays and is s sember of s local congregation. He i* 

unmarried, although he exhibits considerable interest in uonen 

ALICX KBAySS HICHOLS of Dallas, former girl friend 
of JACK RUBY, describes him as very emotional and noted that 
after the death of his mother, he was almost inconsolable. 

She described him as having a quick temper and on occasion 
he becomes physically violent on very short notice although 
h^ usually does not hold a grudge. 

According to CDEORGB SXMATOR, current roommate of 
JACK RUBY, RUBY belongs to no societies or groups, political 
or othervise, and seldom if ever engages in political discussi* 

Immediately folloving the assassination of Fresldent 
JOHN KSNMKDY, at Dallas, Texas, on Bovember 22, 1963, RUBY 
closed the Carousel Club. At about 3 or 4 a. a. on Hbvember 
23, 1963, he talked to 8ZNAT0R at length about the assassin 
nation and was considerably upset by it. He gave the 
appearance of having been crying and did cry while he sat 
and talked with SSNATOR about the assassination. 

8EKAT0R again saw RUBY o n t he evening of 
Bovember 23, 1963, at which time RUBY appeared to be **broodiikg 

All persons interviewed indicated that they knew of : 
particular interest in politics by RUBY. JOSKPH P. ROSSI, a 
D«llas real estate dealer , 'described RUBY as very anti-communl 

Investigation has not established UB BARYBY 
OSWALD and JACK RUBY knew each other. 

JOHN MARCUS, attorney of Bvanston, Illinois, advised 
that while visiting in Cuba on Labor Day Weekend in 1959, he 
met a man at the Tropicana night club, Havana, who gave his 
name as JACK RUBY, who indicated he was familiar with Chicago 
and had acquaintances there. RUBY stated he owned a night 
club in Texas in which RUBY stated he had **e very thing** in- 
cluding gambling. RUBY told MARCUS if he ever passed through 
Dallas to stop at RUBY'S club. The meeting lasted about 10 
minutes and no political statements of any kind were made. 





Prior to th« arrost on Kovombor 24, 1963, of 
JACK RUBY, folloving th« shooting of LEX HARVXY OSWAIO, 

RUBY was last arrested by the Dallas Police Departaent 
on March 14, 1963, on an over<>due traffic ticket and previous 
to that on February 12, 1963, on a charge of staple assault. 
The assault vas a fight occurring in the Burgundy Rooa of 
the Adolphus Hotel at Coamerce and Akard Streets in 
downtown Dallas, where RUBY was alleged to have assaulted 
DON TABON, 8546 Forest Bill, Dallas, Texas, by hitting hla 
in the face several tiaes with his fists for no apparent 
reason. 

GXOBGE SNIDER of the Records Bureau, Dallas Police 
Department, in addition to the information furnished above, - 
stated that JACK RUBY had been arrested August 21, 1960, for 
a violation of the cknce hall ordinance; June 21, 1959, for 
permitting dancing after hours; December 5, 1954, for inves- 
tigation of violation of State Liquor Lavs; May 1, 1954 
for Investigation of carrying a concealed weapon (pistol) 
and investigation of peace bond violation; on July 26, 1953, 
for investigation of carrying a concealed weapon; and on 
February 4, 1949, for disturbing the peace. All of these 
arrests have been by the Dallas Police Department. 

Records of the Texas Department of Public Safety, 
Drivers and Vehicle Records, Austin, Texas, reflect that 
JACK RUBY has been issued twenty traffic tickets from 
April 21, 1950, through February 28, 1963, for negligent 
collision, running red lights, speeding, illegal turn, 
running stop signs, and accident. On May 29, 1956, be 
vas placed on six months probation in connection with holding 
a drivers license and on December 3, 1959, he was convicted 
as an habitual aotor vehicle violator in Corporation Court, 
Dallas, Texas, placed on twelve months probation, at the 
end of which time he vas required to pass another 
examination before his license could he reinstated. 

JOHN MC KXX, President, Dallas Crime Commission, 
aditeed that his records reflect that the Texas Liquor Control 
Board on February 18, 1954, suspended the liquor license 
of JACK RUBY, Silver Club, 1717 S. Srvay, Dallas, Texas, 
because of a violation pertaining to lewd and vulgar show, 
to wit strip tease act and consumption of alcoholic beverages 
during prohibited hours. 

On March 26, 1956, JACK RUBY was suspended from 
use of his liquor license for three days beginning April 
15, 1956, the violation being a dishonored check.

In March, 1961, in connection vith nn application 
for a beer license, JACK SIBT listed an arrest of "about 30 
years ago in Chicago, arrested for selling copy song, ten 
days in Jail". 

Beginning October 22, 1961, JACK RGBT*s liquor 
license at the Carousel, 1312} Conmerce sas suspended 
for three days for soliciting for alcoholic bererages 
for consusptlon on licensed prenises. 
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On Movenber 25, 1963, the following Individuals 
furnished information with regard to the method of security to 
be set up concerning the transfer of LEE HARVET OSWALD from the 
Dallas City Jail to the Dallas County Jail on November 24, 1963: 

Chief JESSE CURRT, Dallas Police Department, advised 
that plans for the removal of OSWALD from the City Jail to the 
County Jail was left to the discretion of Homicide Captain WILL 
FRITZ; who was in charge of investigating the murder of Officer 
J. D. TIPPITT of the Dallas Police Department, by OSWALD on 
November 22, 1963, and the murder of President JOEDt F. KEMNSDT 
and the shooting of Governor JOHN OONNALLT. He advised that 
FRITZ told him he planned to remove OSWALD sometime during the 
following day, i.e., November 24, 1963. He stated that be did 

not specify any time and that the time of removal was left to 

the discretion of FRITZ. He also add be did not at any time 
give the press a specific time as to when OSWALD would be 
removed. He said he told the press, when asked, that they 

should be back at 10:00 AH on November 24, 1963. 

Chief CURRT related that the Deputy Chief, N. T. FISHER, 
had instructed Captain CECIL TALBERT of the Patrol Division, to 
make certain that the proper security was set up in the basement 
of the Dallas Police building. 

Assistant Chief H. W. STEVENSON, Dallas Police Department, 
advised that on November 24, 1963, LEE HARVET OSWALD was to be 
transported from the Dallas City Jail to the Dalbs County Jail. 

He advised that in preparation for this transfer, extensive 
security precautions had been put into effect, which called for 
all pertinent areas to be cleared and secured; this phase to be 
under the control of Captain CECIL TALBERT. After the area was 
secured, he instructed Captain O. A. JONES, Forgery Bureau, to 
be in charge of placing additional detectives in the pertinent 
area. In addition to officers under TALBERT*s and JOHNSON*s 
supervision, his homicide officers were in charge of the actual 
transporting of OSWALD from the Police building to the trans- 
portation vehicle. He said the transportation vehicle was to 
be an armored car driven by a Dalhs County Deputy Sheriff. He 
gave specific instructions as to who would be allowed in the 
pertinent area of the loading of OSWAIJ) into the transportation 
vehicle and also in the surrounding area. He advised that tbmre 
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vere from 60 to 80 officers stationed throughout the pertinent 
area. STEVENSON added that he has no idea as to ehat caused 
the security breakdown. He stated that a full investigation 
is currently being conducted by the Dallas Police Department. 

N. T. PISEER, Deputy Chief, Radio Patrol, Dallas 
Police Department, advised that Captain CECIL TALBERT eas 
giver, instructions to set up proper security in the basement 
of the Police building and on the route to be taken to the 
Dallas County Jail from the City Jail. He stated that 
Captain TALBERT eas in charge of the setting up of the 
security. 


Captain CECIL TALBERT, Radio Patrol Division, Dallas 
Police Department, advised that on Hovember 24, 1963, be utilised 
18 officers of the Dallas Police Department and 25 reserve officers 
for setting up the security of the removal of LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
from' the Dallas City Jail to the Dallas County Jail. Be said 
be made specific plans and gave specific instructions with re- 
gard to the route to be taken by the transportation vehicle. 

Be also gave specific instructions to the officers responsible, 
regarding the route and method in which OSWALD was to be taken 
from the third floor of the Police building to the basement of 
the Police building. He also gave specific instructions with 
regard to persons who would be allowed to be in the parking 
area. These would be only accredited newsmen. Police officers 
and officials. He further advised that a thorough search was 
made of the pertinent transfer area prior to the arrival of 
OSWALD in the basement of the building. He estimated that when 
unauthorized persons were cleared from the building, and condi- 
tions were proper for placing OSWALD in the transportation car, 
there were approximately 150 news reporters and television 
cameramen in the pertinent area. He gave his men instructions 
to check all newsmen for their passes, identifying themselves 
as newsmen. 

Captain TALfiERT said that he bad no idea as to how 
JACK RUBY got into the basement and was as close as be was to 
the prisoner, OSWALD. Captain TALBERT said he had no idea as 
to what caused the Mcurity breakdown. 

Captain O. A. JONES, Forgery Bureau, Dallas Police 
Department, advised that on Hovember 24, 1963, be was given

instructions relatlre to the transfer of LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
from the Dallas City Jail to the Dallas County Jail. Be said 
it was his Job to see that the amored truck, shich sas to 
transport OSWALD, sas placed into position in the basesent. 

He said he received other specific instructions to keep the 
press and ness sedia east of the basement drivesay. Be Issued 
these instructions to the officers under his cossand. Captain 
JO^ES advised that he does not knoe the reason for the security 
breakdown. 


Lieutenant VERNON S. SMART, Auto Theft Division, 
Dallas Police Department, advised that he received instructions 
from Assistant Chief JIM W. STEVENSON, on November 24, 1963, 
to take all available detectives in STEVENSON *s Division and 
go to the basement of the Dallas Police Station building to 
assist in handling the transfer of LEE HARVEY OSWALD from the 
City Jail to the Dallas County Jail. He advised that he mas 
performing his duties mhen he heard a sound as if a fire- 
cracker mas going off. He said he immediately thereafter 
found out that JACK L. RUBY had shot LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 

DON RAY ARCHER, Detective, Auto Theft Bureau, Dallas 
'Police Department, advised that on November 24, 1963, he had 
a security station in the basement of the Police building in 
connection with the transfer of LEE HARVEY OSWALD from the 
Dallas City Jail to the Dallas County Jail. He advised that 
he feels the possible reason for the security breakdomn mhieh 
occurred mas the presence of such a large number of nems media 
personnel allowed to cover the transfer and also mas possibly 
due to the brilliant illumination caused by the lights set up 
for television cameras. 

T. D. MCMILLAN, Detective, Criminal Intelligence 
Division, Auto Ibeft Bureau, Dallas Police Department, advised 
he mas instructed by Lieutenant SMART of the Auto Theft Bureau, 
to report to the basement of the Mice building in connection 
mith a security detail on November 24, 1963. He said that 
mhile fulfilling his assignment, LEE HARVEY OSWALD, mho mas 
being transferred from the Dallas City Jail to the Dallas 
County Jail, mas shot by JACK RUBY, in the basement of the 
Police Station. He said be bad knomn RUBY since about 1957 
and that shortly after the shooting occurred, be talked to 
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BIST. He said that RCBT told blv that he, (RUBT) , had 
walked down the ravp from Main Street into the basoBent 
on the east side. RUBT told hla that he had been to the 
Western Union office and sent aoney to a girl in Fort Worth 
and then walked to the police and Courts building. He said 
that RUBT told his that he could not have tised his arrival 
better. He said be asked RUBT if he had been challenged 
and RUBT told his that one Policesan, whoa he did not naae , 
shouted at bia, but that he Just ducked his head and kept 
on going. He said RUBT told bia that Just as he arrived 
at the bottoa of the rasp into the baseaent, US HARTST 
OSWALD appeared. He said he asked RUBT how he knew USE 
HARVET OSWALD and RUBT replied that he was present on Friday 
night, Hoveaber 22, 1963 at a press conference at the Dallas 
Police Departaent, at which tiae OSWAIJ) was also present. 

Lieutenant JAKES B. GILHORE, Platoon Supervisor, 

▼ice Section, Dallas Police Departaent, advised that he 
has known JACK RUBT for approziaately 12 years and has 
had frequent contact with hia on an official basis while 
covering the night clubs in Dallas. 

Lieutenant GILHGRE advised that he was in the Dallas 
Police Departaent building on the night of Hoveaber 22, 1963 
at which tiae be recalled seeing JACK RUBT in one of the 
passageways. He said he chatted briefly with RUBT and 
RUBT did not appear any sore upset or disturbed than anyone 
else over the activities of the day, i.e., the assassination of 
President KEMHEDT which occurred that afternoon. He said 
RUBT told hia he had distributed soae sandwiches to the 
KLIF radio station eaployees who were in the police building. 

He said he recalled seeing RUBT in the baseaent of the 
building that sane night, however, he did not pay hia any 
attention in view of all the other activities. 

HENRT WADE, Dallas County District Attorney, 
voltinteered inforaatlon on Hoveaber 24, *1963 that on Hoveaber 
22, 1963 nuaerous photographers and news reporters were at 
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the Dmllms police Dapartaent in connection vlth the arrest of 
UEE HARVEY OSWALD and soae of then were cosplalnlng that 
OSWALD was being held Incossunlcado. In order to prore to 
then that this was not true IADS arranged for these people 
to view OSWALD, and during this period WADE observed that 
JACK RUBY was asong the photographers and television c a aera- 
aen present. He advised that he asked Captain FRITZ of the 
Police Departaent to arrange to have OSWALD aoved froa the 
Dallas Police Departaent to the Dallas County Sheriff's 
Office on the evening of Hoveaber 22, 1963, and Captain 
FRITZ declined, stating that Sheriff BILL DECKER did not 
like for prisoners to be aoved in the night tiae and that he 
would handle this at a later date. Captain FRITZ subsequently 
announced to the press that he would be aoved to the Dallas 
Sheriff's Office Jail at 10:00 a. a. on Hoveaber 24, 1963. 

Mr. A. D. HODGE, owner of the Buckhorn Bar and 
Trading post, 217-19 South Ervay, Dalla», Texas, advised 
on Hoveaber 24, 1963 that he has known JACK IDOH RQBT for 
over 20 years. He said that on the evening of Hoveaber 
22, 1963 after the assassination of president KENHEDT, he 
had been talking to soae of the officers in the Dallas 
police Departaent. He said that subsequent to this he was on 
the elevator In the police Departaent building and saw JACK UGH 
ROBY on the elevator. He said RUBT greeted hla and asked hia 
if he had been arrested. He took this as a Joke and they 
both laughed. He did not ask ROBT why he was there, and ROBT 
did not volunteer that inforaation. 

WILBUR JAT CDTCHSHAW, Detective, Juvenile Bureau, 

Dallas Police Departaent, advised that he had a security 
station in the baseaent of the Dallas police building on 
Hoveaber 24 , 1963 in connection with the transfer of LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD froa the Dallas City Jail to the Dallas County 
Jail. He advised that about three alnutes before OSWALD 
had been brought out of the jail office a television caaera 
had been rolled through the double doors leading into the 
corridor froa the baseaent lobby. This caaera was rolled 
past hia, and he recalls three aen with their heads down 
were pushing it. 
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CUTCBSBAW advised that iMMdiataly after OSWALD 
was shot by JACK RUBT and the ezciteaent had died dowa, he 
noticed that this caaera was being rolled back up the rasp 
toward the basewent lobby area and only two aen were ^whing 
the cawera. He stated he questioned thea as to the whereabouts 
of the third aan and they stated there had only been two 
sen all along. He said he turned the foregoing inforsation 
o«er to the Hoalclde and Robbery Bureau. 

ROY LBE LOWERY, Detective, Juvenile Bureau, Dallas 
Police Departaent, advised on Hovei^er 24, 1963 that he 
was assigned to the security detail guarding transfer of 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD froa the Dallas City Jail to the Dallas 
County Jail. He said he recalled a Channel 5 television 
caaera was rolled down the corridor to the raap area in the 
baseaent of the police building Just prior to the arrival of 
OSWALD in the area. He said that he was under the iapression 
that there were three aen pushing this caaera and all had their 
heads down. He said this caaera was never put into operation, 
the cable was never connected and the lense cap was never 
reaoved. He said that following the shooting of OSWALD by 
JACK RUBY the action of the two caaeraaen, who pushed the 
caaera froa the area,. was brought to the attention of 
Lieutenant R. E. SWAIN, JR., and that these aen were taken 
to the Hoalclde Robbery Bureau for questioning. 

LOWERY advised that he was of the opinion that 
JACK LEON RUBY probably entered the pertinent area in the 
baseaent of the police building under the pretext of being 
with the above aentioned Channel 5 television news aen. 

At 10:30 p.B. on Hoveaber 24, 1963, Officer DWAYNE 
MC GRATH, Dallas police Departaent, who was assigned to 
guard JACK RUBY was heard to aake several stateaents to the 
effect that Ibe whole business of transferring USE HARVEY 
OSWALD to the Dallas County Jail was bungled. HC GRATH Slid while 
he was in the dressing rooa changing his unifora he overheard 
one of the officers aake a stateaent to the effect that 
RUBY gained entrance to the baseaent of the Dallas police 
Building with a press pass. MC (SATH did not know who gave 
the pass to RUBY. 
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Nr. 6B0RGE ROBERT PHENIX, 3950 Klondike, Dnllns, 
Texas, advised that be Is a aewsnan associated trith KBXtO~^ 
for the past six weeks. He said that on the ■ornlng of 
Hoveaber 24, 1063, he went to the Dallas Police Station 
and was inaediatelj admitted to the bMenent without identi- 
fying himself. He advised no one foestipne d him regarding 
his Identity or as to his business there.* FgSXIX- advised 
tba*t he was carrying a 16 millimeter sound camera. 

He related that prior to LBS HARTXT 08VALD*s being 
brought to the basement floor, he set up his location across 
the ramp Just north of tpe hallway leading from the elevators 
He was present when OSWALD was shot by JACK RUBT. Be stated 
that at that time several officers Jumped on the individual 
who shot OSWALD and disaxhned him. He said that the police 
immediately blocked off all exits; however, be displayed a 
badge which reflected that he was with the KERREDT newsmen, 
and be was immediately allowed to leave the basement. He 
stated that at no time did he display any identification ns 
to his name or bis occupation. He stated, to his knowledge, 
no other newsmen were asked for their identification^ 

Efforts were made to contact Captain FRITE, who was 
in charge of the investigation and movement of LEE HARTET 
OSWALD. On November 25, 1963, Captain FRITZ advised that he 
had been on duty constantly for the past 46 hours and desired 
to obtain some rest. He said that he would be willing to 
furnish any information during interview at a later date. 

JACK L. ROBT was transferred to the Dallas Cwuity 
Jail, November 25, 1963, where he is lacareerated,- awaiting 
further court action. 

District Attorney HBNRT lADK advised oh Hoveaber 19 
1963 , that arrangements have &een made to- present the facts 
concerning RUBT. to a State Grand Jury at an early date.

An undated letter contained in an envelope postmarked 
December 31, 1983, at Guadalajara, Jalisco, Mexico, was 
received by Attorney General ROBERT F, KENNEDY. The following 
is a translation of this letter: 


I ask you to forgive these few bold lines 
addressed to so distinguished a person. 

Mr. ROBERT, X am a Mexican by race and 
nationality. Also, Mr. ROBERT, I am communicating 
with you because I do not trust anyone in the matter 
I intend to deal with. 

I am referring to the death of your brother, 
P*erhaps , my information may prove quite helpful even 
though various officials of the United States may be 
involved and affected by it. I, your servant, am 
willing to identify them. I will tell you only later; 
however, with patience. It concerns the plan which 
I never thought would be carried out. 


I used to be a friend of LEE OSWALD, and 
also of ALBERT, as well as three more people. I knew 
about the plan, but I never thought that it would turn 
out to be a true plan. r y ^ ( 
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I lost their friendship because I did not 
accept to introduce Communist propaganda into my 
Mexico. To be more specific, I separated from them 
and never saw them again until I found out about the 
death of the President, your brother. 

, Forgive me for not explaining any more , but 

it is an extremely delicate subject for you and for 
me. I ask you to see to it that justice is done now 
that this is in your possession.

Upon Interview on January 10, 1964, YLARIO ROJAS 
VILLANUEVA, 1367 Manuel Acuna Street, Guadalajara, Jalisco, 
Mexico, furnished the following information: 

In either June or July, 1962, ROJAS was in Mexico 
City on a visit and was sitting in a park in the Tlalpan 
area when he was approached by a Cuban who talked to him 
about smuggling Cuban propaganda into Mexico. The Cuban 
said he would see him later in Guadalajara. 

Around the middle of August, 1962, the Cuban arrived 
in Guadalajara in an automobile, a description of which ROJAS 
was unable to furnish, and drove ROJAS in the automobile to 
Ciudad Juarez, Chihuahua, across from El Faso. They drove 
at night and arrived at Ciudad Juarez in the forenoon. ROJAS 
went to a movie in a theater, the name of which he cannot 
recall , in Ciudad Juarez and apparently the Cuban went over 
into El Faso. 

When the movie was over, ROJAS was picked up in 
front of the theater by the Cuban, who at that time Introduced 
him to an individual. ROJAS has no independent menoiTT of this 
Individual's name, but recognizes him by photograph as LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD. The three went to a bar where they discussed 
the introduction of CASTRO propaganda into Mexico via Cozumel, 
an island located off the coast of the Yucatan Peninsula. 
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They talked at length. Including discussion of everyday 
matters, for about four hours, and they also did quite a 
bit of drinking. The Cuban apparently turned his car over 
to 037/ALD, and the Cuban and ROJAS spent the night in a 
hotel in Ciudad Juarez, name and location of which hotel 
RCJAS cannot remember. ROJAS said he did not sign a register 
since' the Cuban was paying all the expenses. 
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ROJAS said the following morning they left Ciudad 
Juarez on a flight of Aeronaves de Mexico and flew to 
Monterrey. After a short stop in Monterrey, they proceeded 
directly to Guadalajara. It is to be noted that Aeronaves 
de Mexico has no such flight as that described by ROJAS. 

After arrival in Guadalajara the Cuban gave ROJAS 400 pesos 
($32 U.S.) and told him he would receive further instructions 
at a later date. 

In about the latter part of December, 1962, the 
Cuban came to Guadalajara and gave ROJAS 900 pesos ($72 U.S.) i Ij 

and told him to proceed to Cozumel by bus within about five ^ 
days. ROJAS, went to Cozumel as instructed, arriving there 
just after Christmas, 19S2, There he was me^ by two Cuban ' 
men and a Cuban wom an w hose first name wa^\ fcflISTINA ,f -*^0JAS 
explained lhat*P although he cannot recall the names of the 
Cubans, he has th^ written down in a notebook which he 4 f r e') 

left with DANIB^OLIS, a mun lcipal-policemaq jn . Co^uge I aILS — ^ 
ROJAS stated SOLIS would not deliver the book to anyone but 
him. 


About December 28, 1962, 0S7ALD arrived in Cozumel, 
having proceeded thei^ from Jamaica via Compania Mexicana de 
Aviacion (CMA) . OSWALD, the three Cubans, and ROJAS again 
discussed the introduction of Cuban propaganda into Mexico, 
taking it off boats on the high seas, then to Cozumel, and 
from there by boat to the mainland of Yucatan where it would 
be taken inland by either bus or truck. During the time of 
these discussions OSWALD and the three Cubans stayed at the 
Hotel Haya in Cozumel and ROJAS stayed with DANIEL SOLIS. 

OSI'/ALD remained in Coztimel for two or three days 
and then returned to Jamaica by air. The three Cubans and 
ROJAS continued to reside in Cozumel until about February 15, 
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1963, when OS!?ALD again came to Cozumel from Jam. 
this occasion OSi/ALD stayed three days in Cozyroel. , 

after his arrival an American by the name of yALBERT a rrived 
from Jamaica . All conversations between this American, 4-^ 
OSVALD, and the three Cubans were in the English language, 

ROJAS stating that all three Cubans spoke very good English. 

The Cuban woman, CRISTINA, told ROJAS that they had discussed 
the elimination of President KENNEDY. She stated that 
OS 7ALD was for killing President KENNEDY, but that ALBERT 
and the Cubans did not agree with OSWALD. 




ROJAS stated that he has ALBERT'S last name entered 
in the notebook which is in the possession of DANIEL SOLIS. 

He claimed he got ALBERT'S name from a United States Government 
credential in the bath house of the Hotel Islena where 
ALBERT stayed. ALBERT retvirned to the United States via 
Jamaica the day after his arrival in Cozumel. ROJAS was told 
by CRISTINA that OSWALD had stated to the Cubans that he and 
ALBERT had laid plans to eliminate the President. OS:?ALD 
allegedly stated that, no matter what the opposition, he 
would have to go through with it because otherwise he might 
lose his life, indicating that he was acting under orders. 

ROJAS stayed on in Cozumel until early March, 1963, 
and then returned by bus to Guadalajara. He stated that be 
never helped to bring in any Cuban propaganda to Mexico and 
wanted to break relations with the Cubans. For this reason 
he moved to his present address in Guadalajara without 
leaving a forwarding address because he fears the Cubans may 
try to contact him again. 


ROJAS could not explain why he cannot remember the 
names of the three Cubans in Cozumel after having been with 
them for nearly three months. He described the first Cuban 
in Coziimel as a man about 4C years of age, five feet eight to 
nine inches in height, heavy build, dark brown hair, medium 
complexion, wearing small mustache. The second Cuban who 
was in Cozumel was described as about 45 years of age, five 
feet nine to ten Inches in height, medium build, meditim dark 
complexion, short beard, dark brown in- color. 
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CRISTINA vas described as a female Cuban, about 29 
years of age, five feet three to four inches in height, 
medium build, medium complexion, black hair, brown eyes. 

The American named ALBERT was described as a white 
American, about 55 years of age, six feet in height, medium 
build, brown hair, light complexion, wearing Texas type hat. 
CRISTINA told ROJAS that ALBERT was from Mississippi. 

ROJAS stated he is willing to go anywhere if his 
expenses are paid to make any identification and to pick up 
his notebook with the full names of the individuals mentioned. 
It was noted during the interview that he appeax'ed sincere, 
but stated he is desperately in need of money. He lives in 
a slum area of Guadalajara. He is 31 years of age, about five 
feet nine inches in height, medium build, dark brown hair, 
dark complexion, brown eyes, and has a mustache.

ALCARAZ ARAGON said that when he engaged In the dls- • 
cusslon concerning OSWALD with his girl friend, BARRIE MILLMAN, 
it was public knov/ledge that OSV.^ALD had been In Mexico City 
prior to the assassination of President KENNEDY and he said 
he did inenticn to MILLMAN that OSV/ALD may have been acquainted 
with KEICJAN, since both of these Individuals were reportedly 
adlierents of the Communist Ideology and both had visited in 
Mexico. 

ALCARAZ ARAGON Stated definitely that he had never 
met anyone lie could Identify as OSWALD In the company of 
KENNAN, although he had seen other Americans In the con^any 
of KENIIAN at various times In Sanborn's Restaurant, which Is 
adjacent to the American Embassy building in Mexico City.

It is to noted that the i7hlte House was in receipt 
of a paper entitled *N^S6ible Psychological Rotlvatl^ns In the 
Assassination of President KENNEDY" written by JOSE l>sI<ASAGA 
of Miami, Florida. This speculative paper attempted to 
establish that the motivation of OS.7ALD In the assassination 
of President KENNEDY was FIDEL CASTRO or a CASTRO agent and 
that OS /ALD was motivated during his trip to Mexico between 
September 27 and October 2, 19S3. The paper alleged that 
OS./ALD held an extended interview with the Cuban Ambassador 
in Mexico City whom he met in a restaurant on the outskirts 
of Mexico City, from which restaurant they both later left 
in the Ambassador *s car for a talk without being overheard.

The^ource of this latter information was alleged 
to be SALVADOk D1AZ''Y£RS0N« This individual was interviewed 
at Miami. He stated that while in Mexico City November 20-29^ 
1933, attending the Congress of the International Federation 
of r-rof&ssional Newspaper Organizations, he was at the offices 
of the newspaper "Excelsior" on the night of Movember 25, 

1983, There he learned through the Mexican press that the 
Mexican Government had arrested onov SILVIA DURAlf; that DURAN 
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allegedly bad OS:?ALD as a guest In her bouse during his visit 
to Mexico; and that DURAN placed OSWALD in contact vitb ^ 
officials of tbe Cuban Embassy in Mexico City. ? 

DIAZ VERSON vent on to claim that be was told by 
Dr. BORRELL NAVARROS, an exiled Cuban newspaperman employed 
by "Excelsior," that 0S.7ALD and DURAN on the day following 
OS./ALD's arrival in Mexico City went to a restaurant called 
the Caballo Blanco or possibly the Caballo Bayo where they 
met an official of the Cuban Embassy. DIAZ VERSON claimed 
that be knows nothing about OS^YALD and the Cuban official 
leaving the restaurant together in a car. 

It was ascertained that Dr. EDUARDO BORRELL NAVARRO, 
a former Cuban ‘Cabinet Minister who on occasion writes feature 
articles for the Mexico City daily newspaper "Excelsior," 
currently resides at 1303 Romero Street, Apartment 301, 

Mexico City. BORRELL NAVARRO was interviewed by a confidential 
source abroad on January 11, lv84, at which time he furnished 
the following information: 

SALVADOR DIAZ VERSON was in Mexico City as claimed 
and discussed LEE OSJALD with BORRELL and other Cuban exiles. 
DIAZ VERSON also visited BORRELL in BORRELL 's home. . 

BORRELL did not tell the story credited to him by 
DIAZ VERSON concerning the visit to a Mexico City restaurant 
by OS:7ALD and SILVIA DURAN. BORRELL had never heard this 
story or any similar story before. 

BORRELL knew of no meeting between OS//ALD and Cuban 
Embassy officials other than the meetings which allegedly 
occurred at the time OS.7ALD visited the Cuban Consulate in 
Mexico City. 

BORRELL knew nothing concerning any visit by OSWALD 
to the hone of DURA17. 

It is to be noted that DURAN, whose complete name is 
SILVIA TIRADO DE DURAN and who was an employee of the Cuban 
Consulate in Mexico City, was questioned by Mexican authorities 
on November 23, 1963.* At that time she confirmed that OS3ALD 
had visited the Cuban Embassy in Mexico City during the time

b» vas in Mexico City from September 27 to October 2, 1963. 
She, dleged that the purpose of his visits to the Cuban 
Embassy was to obtain a Cuban visa. She stated she had 
given him a telephone number to use in calling her concern- 
ing the visa, but denied that he had ever visited in her 
home. 

On January 17, 1964, a source who has furnished 
reliable Information In the past advised that he had been 
unable to locate a Caballo Blanco Restaurant In Mexico City, 
but stated that there Is a Caballo Bayo Restaurant located 
on the outskirts of Mexico City. The source said this Is an 
extremely large , typical Mexican restaurant which does a 
very thriving business. He advised that on January 11, 1964, 
he ej^ibite^photographs of former Cuban Consul EUSEBIO 
4 zCUE\^ 0I-E^ who was in charge of the Cuban Consulate at 
t^e time u OS.iTALD's visit there, of Cuban Ambassador JOAQUIH 
HERNAHDEZ'^RMAS, of SILVIA DURAN, and of the subject to 
employees of the Caballo Bayo Restaurant and had conducted 
extensive Interviews of these employees. The source said he 
was unable to find anyone among the employees who could 
recall any of the persons whose photographs were exhibited 
as having been at the restaurant.

On January 23, 1964, Mr. ELDRIOGE A. SMIGHT, 

Regional Security Officer, United States Embassy, Mexico, 

D. F., Mexico, made available a letter written in the 
Spanish language, dated December 2, 1963, which had been 
directed to President Lyndon B. Johnson by PB03O GUTIERREZ 
VALENCIA, a credit investigator for a Mexico City department t 
store* ^ 

The letter from GUTIERREZ sets forth that he was 
at the Cuban Embassy in Mexico City on September 30, 1963, 
or October 1, 1963, to conduct a credit investigation of 
an employee of that ^bassy, and upon leaving be observed 
a Cuban in the cempany of an American citizen also leaving 
the premises of the Cuban Embassy. These two individuals, 
according to this letter, were engaged in a heated discussion 
in English involving **Castro, Cuba, and Kennedy.” GUTIERREZ 
in his letter also alleged that the Cuban observed by him 
at that time was counting American dollars and that both 
persons departed the area in an automobile. GUTIERREZ'S 
letter also indicated that be had later seen photographs 
of LEE HARVEY OSWALD and had concluded that the American 
seen by him as indicated above was LEE HARVEY OSWALD. .

On J?.nuary 27, 1964, inquiry at the Credit Depart* 
■eat of the Mexico City department store knovn as *'Palacio 
de Hierro," Calle Durango ^30, revealed that GUTIERHEZ is f ' 
known there as a credit investigator but is usually out on 
the street and contacts bis office at infrequent intervals.

On January 29, 1934, GUTlEiilEZ was located at 
Mexico, D. F., and be advised that be is currently employed 
by the afore-mentioned Mexico City department store as a 
credit investigator and that during the period 1947 to 
September 20, 1S4S, be was the Assistant Commandant of the 
Penitentiary of the Federal District, located on Calle 
Lucumberri, Mexico, D. F. He said that during the period 
1S43 to 1943, be was connected with the management of the 
restaurant "X«e Bendez Vous," Mexico, D. F. 

GUTIEjI^I on January 29, 1864, advised that when 
be was the Assistant Commandant of the Penitentiary, JACQUES 
MOaNABD, the alleged killer of LEON TRGrS2T, was then incar- 
cerated^t that Jail and that a well-known communist^ Dr. 
ESXHEBytHAPA, was then the Parole Board Director at that 
prison. During that time, according to GUTIERREZ, Dr. CHAPA 
and various of her communist friends were teaching communist 
ideology within the Penitentiary and were fomenting various 
problems there. He stated that these activities were brought 
to a bead when there was a prison riot at the Penitentiary 
on May 10, 1947, by the prisoners who were against the 
communist principles of Dr. CHAPA and rioted in order to iJ 
secure her dismissal . 

GUTIERREZ stated that Dr. CHAPA formally accused 
him of being an anti-communist at that time, which was a 
correct accusation since be most certainly was anti-communist. 
He stated that Dr. CHAPA was finally dismissed from her ' 

position by official order of her superiors. 

GUTIERREZ offered the above facts as substantiating 
his self-avowed anti*communist feelings over a long period 
of time . 

GUTIERREZ stated that he has, in his capacity as 
a credit investigator, investigated many highly placed i/ 
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persons, such as the former United Jtates Embassy Military 
Attache in Mexico City, Brigadier General PHILIP H. BETHUra; 
BERTHA VALDEZ DE POATUONDO, the wife of the former Cuban 
Ambassador to Mexico, JOSE ANTONIO POATUONDO VALDOR; 
LEOPOLDO ROMEAO, a Vice Consul in the United States Embassy 
Citizenship Jection; and JUAN JOSE AREVALO, an ex-President 
of Guatemala, in addition to other highly placed Mexican 
officials. 


' GUTIERREZ on January 29, 1934, advised that be was 
the author of a letter dated December 2, 1963, directed to 
President Lyndon B. Johnson, in which he furnished background 
information concerning himself and in which he set out that 
on September 30, 1933 or October 1, 1963, be visited the 
Cuban Embassy in Mexico City and upon leaving that Embassy, 
he saw an American accompanied by a possible functionary of 
the Cuban Embassy also departing. In this letter be had set 
out that the Cuban was counting United States dollars 
and that both the American and the Cuban were engaged in a 
heated discussion when he observed them, fils letter, a 
carbon copy of which be bad in bis possession on January 29, 
1934, sets forth that he was able to overbear words such 
as "CASTRO, Cuba, and KENNEDY. " His letter also set out 
tnat these two individuals, upon leaving the Cuban Embassy, 
got into an automobile and drove away. His letter further 
stated that when he later saw photographs of Subject OSWALD, 
he Immediately recognized these photographs as being identical 
with the person observed by him at the Cuban Embassy, as ^ {j 
described above. 


On January 23, 1964, GUTIERREZ stated that on 
Jeptember 30, 1933, or October 1, 1963, be bad occasion to 
go to the Cuban Embassy in Mexico, D. F. , in connection 
with the investigation of a Cuban female employee of that 
Embassy who bad desired to secure 2,000 pesos ($160 U. S.) 
credit at the Palacio de Hierro department store. He s^id 
that he bad been to the Mexican Foreign Office and bad found 
that this woman, whose name be could not recall, was not 
registered with the Mexican Foreign Office as an employee 
of the Caban Embassy and that, for this reason, be bad gone 
to the Cuban Embassy and established that she was employed 
there. ^ 
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GUTIE^tilEZ. stated tluit on the dates indicated aboeo^ 
be went to see this woman and upon arriving at the Cuban | 

&bassy in Colonia Tacubaya, Uexico, D. F., be parked his f 
car on Calle Francisco Marques at about 10:30 a.n., parking ' 
Just outside the parking area reserved for the use of the >1 
Cuban Embassy vehicles. 

He said that be entered the Cuban Embassy at about 
10:30 a.m. on that date, and upon entering, be was able to 
locate the woman be wanted to see without engaging anyone 
that be could recall in a conversation about her. He said 
that this woman showed him a card which identified her as a 
''Second Counselor" of the Cuban Embassy, but that when he. 
asked her to show him her "Carnet" to identify her as an 
employee of the Cuban Embassy accredited by the Mexican 
Government, she said that an application bad been made to - 
the Mexican Foreign Office but that her status bad not, at 
that time, been recognized or accredited by the Mexican 
Government. GUTIERREZ said that this was an obvious falsehood 
because be had checked at the Mexican Foreign Office previously 
and bad found that no application was on file for this female 
employee of the Cuban Embassy and that the Mexican Foreign 
Office bad no knowledge of her presence in Mexico. v 

GUTIERREZ Stated that he told this Cuban Embassy 
employee that she would have to have a "fiador" (second - 
person who would guarantee payment) in order to have her 
credit application approved. He said she indicated she could 
not furnish a "fiador" and that, for this reason, her credit 
application was not approved by the department store and 
no further action was taken. ^ 

GUTIERREZ felt that he might be able to locate the 
application made by this woman, as well as any notes or 
report he may have made of his investigation in order to 
firmly establish the date he was at the Cuban Embassy and to , 
establish her identity. * ^ 

GUTIERREZ further informed that upon leaving the 
Cuban Embassy, which was within a very few minutes after he 
had entered, he paused in the courtyard between the entrance 
to the main building and the gate in the wall which leads to ^ 
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the outside sidewalk to light bis cigarette lighter and > 
that be was bunped into by a person who was also leaving >-? 
the Cuban Eobassy and who was accompanied by an adult f 

American. GUTIERREZ said that the person who bumped into | 
him had a very light complexion and that, since be was 
accompanying an American, be, GUTIERREZ, said in English, 
**Excuse me," and the person who bumped into him responded 
in Spanish, "Esta bien, chico," which is a common expression 
used by Cubans to indicate that no harm was done. GUTIERREZ 
stated that be then recognized that the person who bumped . 
into him was a Cuban and be described this individual as ^ 
follows:

GUTIER3E2. Stated that when the Cuban busped into 
him and iaunediately thereafter, be noted that the Anerican 
and the Cuban were engaged in a heated discussion in English 
and, although GUTIE.1IIEZ admittedly speaks very little English, 
he said he beard the words ''Ur. CASTRO" and "EENNEOY" mentioned 
during the heated conversation between these two individuals. 

He said that he became interested because he noted immediately 
after the Cuban bumped into him that the Cuban bad some 
American currency, the denominations of which be could not « 
observe, in his hand and appeared to be running through or \J 
counting this money. 


GUTISR1D5E stated that be walked across the courtyard 
toward the exit gate in the wall surrounding the Cuban Embassy 
about two 3 irards behind these two individuals and that they 
continued their heated discussion. He said be could not 
determine the exact nature of the discussion, other than 
hearing the above-mentioned names, and be said that these 
two persons walked through the gate and turned to the left , 
on the sidewalk in front of the Cuban Embassy, which faces 
on Calle Francisco Marques. 


Immediately after passing the gate, GUTIERBES said 
he saw the Cuban hand the money he bad in bis hand to the 
American and that the American took this money with bis left 
hand, folded it and pushed it into his leftband trouser' pocket. 

GirriERTiEE stated that although his car was parked 
to the right of the entrance gate, he continued to walk 
behind these txK) persons to the corner of Calle Francisco . 
Marques and Calzada Tacubaya, which is the corner on which U 
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tbe Cuban Embassy is located. GUTIERREZ further advised that 
the two persons he vas following turned to the left at this < 
corner, which is also along a side wall of the Cuban Emibassy, 
and be observed the Cuban take a key from his pocket and 
unlock tbe door to an automobile which was parked there. > 
Both tbe Cuban and tbe American then got into tbe car. v 

GUTIERREZ stated that be did not note the license 
number of this vehicle but was sure that tbe vehicle bore 
Mexidan plates since these plates bad white numerals on a 
black background, which is the coloring of tbe current 1962- 
19S3 Mexican plate. He was unable to say whether tbe license 
plate was for tbe Federal District of Mexico; whether it 
may have been a ''diplomatic" plate; or may have been from • 
some other state or territory of Mexico. ^ 

He said he did note that this car was a Dina 
Renault automobile, was a solid light beige color, and^was |/ 
a fairly new or current model. ~ 


GUTIERREZ said that he then walked to his own 
automobile, which was parked down the block on Calle Francisco 
Marques to the right of the main Embassy entrance, and 
entered his car and drove back to the corner where be bad 
last seen tbe Cuban and the American. He said he thought 
he possibly might follow them to determine where they were |t 
going but upon reaching the corner, the automobile these ' ^ 

two had entered was nowhere to be seen. 


GUTIERREZ said that because of his interest in tbe 
heated discussion and the fact that the iimerican had taken 
money from the Cuban, be returned to the Chban Embassy on . 
October 4, lSc3, in order to see if he could possibly identify 
the Cuban he had seen there previously as an employee of that 
Embassy. He said that on this occasion he used a pretext 
of a credit inquiry concerning an address in Cuba for tbe 
former Cuban Ambassador, PORTUONDO, but learned nothing .and , 
did not observe the Cuban he had seen on his previous visit ^ 
anywhere on the premises. 

GUTIERREZ stated that following the assassination 
of President ZEHKEOY, he observed photographs of OSUALD in |/ 
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various Uexico City newspapers and iaaaediately came to tbe $ 
firm conclusion that tbe American he had seen with tbe Cuhan» 
as indicated above, was identical with the person depicted t 
in these newspaper photographs as LEE HARVEY OSVAIi). Be 
said that upon first viewing a photograph of 05T7ALD in a 
Uexico City newspaper, be commented to bis wife that he was 
certain that OST/ALD was tbe person be bad seen with the 
afore-mentioned Cuban at tbe Cuban Embassy on September 30, 
1SS3/ or October 1, 1963, 



GUTIERREZ; stated that tbe only additional information 
be can provide is that be seems to recall that the person he 
thlnlcs was OSV/ALO during tbe conversation called tbe Cuban . 
**EBH1E** on at least two occasions which be could overbear. 

He said that the use of the name '^ERNIE" may indicate that 
this Cuban's name may be ERHESTO, which would be the normal 
Spanish name for a person who might be known as ERNIE or ^ 
ERNEST. ^ ^ 

GUTIERREZ said that it is bis recollection that 
tbe American was talking very rapidly and that tbe Cuban was t 
speaking English in a very rapid fashion also. V/ 



GUTIERREZ further advised that two days following 
tbe assassination of President KENNEDY (on or about 
November 24, 19S3), he again returned to tbe Cuban Embassy 
for the purpose of trying to identify the unknown Cuban be 
bad seen in the company of tbe American, but was again . 

unsuccessful and saw no one there who in any way resembled v 
this Cuban. 
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GUTIERREZ on January 29, 1964, also examined a ^ 


photograph of OSVJALD which had appeared in Mexico City news- 
papers and a front, side and full length photograph of 
OSV/ALD taken on August 9, 1963, by the Police Department ' 
at New Orleans, Louisiana, and he stated that these photographs 
are, in his opinion, identical with the American seen by him . |t 
at the Cuban Embassy, as mentioned above. ^ 

A photograph of OSUALD which had appeared in **Life" 
magazine and depicts 0S\7ALD passing out pro-Cuban literature 
on a street in New Orleans was mixed in with siz'teen 
miscellaneous photographs of other persons and demonstrated 
to GUTIERREZ, and he indicated no recognition of this \) 

particular photograph of OSWAU). 


It is to be noted that GUTIERREZ seemed to be an 
intelligent and mature individual who was apparently sincerely 
convinced that he saw OSWALD at the Cuban Embassy on one of 
the dates mentioned, and on January 29, 1964, be indicated 
bis only desire is to assist the United States in its struggle 


against communism. He made no mention of possible compen- 
sation and, in fact,' stated that be would attempt to secure 
the credit application made by the afore-mentioned female 



During a contact with GUTIERREZ'S wife on January 27, 
1964, it was noted that be resides in a dilapidated apartment 
building adjacent to the bull ring off Avenida Insurgentes 
Sur, Mexico, D. F., in a rather poor section of the city, 
and it would appear that such an apartment would normally be ^ 
occupied by a person of very limited financial means* 

It was noted that the description of the American, 
as provided by GUTIERREZ, generally fits that of OSWALD 
except that he estimated the age at 27 to 30 years, with 
dark brown hair and very light complexion, which is at slight ^ 
variance with the description of OSWALD. 
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On February 3, 1964, GUTIERREZ advised that aQ ^ ^ 
exhaustive search of the credit reports nade by him in ' T. 
September and October, 1963, revealed that the credit report 
he made on a female employee of the Cuban Embassy at Mexico 
City on or about October 1. 1963, had been destroyed because \J 
her credit application was rejected. 


GUTIERREZ stated that it is bis definite recollection 
that the female Cuban Embassy employee was employed in the 
Commercial Department of that Embassy because that is the 
section he visited to contact her on or about October 1, 1963. ^ 

GUTIERREZ stated that the Commercial Department 
of the Cuban Embassy has an entrance doorway on Calle Samora* 
near the corner of Calle Francisco Marques and that he entered 
those offices through the entrance on Calle Samora. He ~ 
stated that he left those offices through the doorway leading 
to the patio section of the Cuban Embassy property and exited 
the premises through the gate which leads onto Calle 
Francisco Marques, Mexico, D. F. These happenings occurred 
on or about October 1, 1963, when he observed the American ■ 
believed by him to be OSWALD in the company of a Cuban ^ 

as previously related by GUTIERREZ. 



GUTIERREZ stated that he was able to locate a 
credit report unde^the department store file number 121189 
for one J0SEF1N^;:1:(5R£NZANA«^RNAND£Z, which shows that be 
conducted the credit investigation concerning this individual 
in Colonia Coyoacan, Mexico, D. F., on October 1, 1963. 
GUTIERREZ recalled that he had traveled to Colonia Coyoacan 
for the investigation of LORENZANA immediately following 
his visit to the Cuban Embassy on October 1, 1963, and that 
this is his only means of establishing the date of his visit 
to the Cuban Embassy as having occurred on October 1, 1963. % 


On February 3, 1964, GUTIERREZ stated that he now 
estimates that he entered the premises of the Cuban Embassy 
on October 1, 1963, at about 10:30 or 10:35 a.m. and left 
those premises at about 10:50 a.m. on that same date. He 
said that be can fix the time rather closely because he was 
in Colonia Coyoacan conducting investigation concerning 
LORENZANA at about 11:15 a.m. on October 1, 1963. { 
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Enclosed are thirty copies of a letterhead . - 
memorandum, dated and captioned as above. {/ ,

1/29/64, the Embassy at Mexico City on 1/23/64 made 
available a Spanish text letter dated 12/2/63, which 
bad b^n directed to President Lyndon B. Johnson by 
PEDRO^TjTIERRE&^WJEeNCIA, a credit.J.nvestigator for a * 
Mexlfi O City department store. This letter had apparently 
been in the possession of the White House or the State . 
Department at Washington, D. C., and had been forwarded i 
to the Embassy at Mexico City for appropriate action. 
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' For the Bureau *s .Information, PEDRO GUTIERREZ 
VALENCIA appears to be an intelligent and sincere individual, 
vho seems convinced that the American seen by him in the 
; company of a Cuban at the. .Cuban Embassy on or about 10/1/63 
is identical with photographs he later observed in news- 
papers at Mexico City of LEE, HARVEY OSWALD. The Legal 
Attache is of the opinion,' however, that the possibility 
of a monetary transaction between OSWALD and an unknown 
Cuban on the sidewalk outside the Cuban Embassy in broad 
daylight where the transaction could be observed by anyone 
on the street is highly remote. It is also to be noted 
that the identification made by GUTIERREZ VALENCIA was 
based on newspaper photographs of OSWALD which he first 
observed more than three weeks after the events related 
by him had occurred.

17, 1964, Mexico, D. F., vras^ent JJO' Attomey General ROBERT 
F. KENNEEY by one ERNESTOT^LORESXluNA, not further Identified. 

Olie letter states In part: "We take the liberty of 

reproducing with care certain documents idilch arrived frcmi 
Tapachula, State of Chiapas, addressed to OSWALD, assassin 
of your brother. " ^e letter continues that these documents 
were addressed by a clerk In the shoe store of VICTOR COHEN, 
FIDEL CASTRO'S Intimate friend, and the man who was delivering 
shipments from him to OSWALD and three other people udio were 
to assassinate president LOPEZ MATEOS of Mexico, The letter 
states that COHEN Indicated he was Interested In the President 
of the Ikilted States. It Is also Indicated that more documents 
possibly exist In COHEN'S residence. 

The writer claims COHEN was CASTRO 's treasurer and 
that It was noted prior to all this that he was keeping various 
Individuals of different nationalities In his house. Including 
OSWALD, who was In Mexico looking for work and then went to 
Texas. There were no enclosures to this letter.

VICTOR COHEN CHARAFF was contacted February 11, 1964, 
at his store. La Naclonal, Calle Ponlente 35 * Tapachula. 

He was advised briefly concerning the contents of the letter 
directed to the Uhlted States which Indicated that he was pro- 
FIDEL CASTRO and had been In contact with LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 

He stated he would be happy to cooperate In all possible 
respects to resolve this matter. 


COHEN stated he Is not at all Interested In politics, 
neither the politics of the united States nor of Cuba nor of 
any other nation. He Is not pro- CASTRO, he has never known 
CASTRO or any of his adherents, has never belonged to ai^ CASTRO 
type organization, and would not belong to any such organization. 
He is a practicing capitalist with a prceperous business and 
extensive property In Tspachula, where he has 4o eiqjloyees. His 
businesses in Tapachula take all his time. He Is well regarded 
by the municipal authorities In Tapachula and suggested that, 
among others, the head of the local Dsmlgratlon Office *could be 
contacted concerning him. 


Because he Is prosperous and because he is Jewish, 
he has many enemies locally. 


Ihe name ERNESTO FLORES LUNA has no significance 
whatever for him. 


He has no business or properties In Mexico City and 
has never lived In Mexico City, although he frequently visits 
his father In Mexico City. He stated this could be conflraed - 
by his father, but added that his father Is an elderly man. 
and should not be dlstiarbed. 

He has not had contact with any North American^ or 
other foreigners in the past year and has never let rocmis at 
his house or other property to North Americans or other 
foreigners.

CASTRO. He has one typewriter and none of his eoqployees use 
It.

As has been previously reported,* a confidential 
source abroad on November 28. Iv63, made available a copy of 
the bus manifest of a company called Transportes Frontera. 

Ihis manifest covered the trip of the bus of this company 
Rliich departed )lexico City on October 2, 1963, for Nuevo 
Laredo. The bus had a scheduled departure time of 1:00 p.m. 
from Mexico City on October 2, 1963, uid a scheduled arrival 
time at Nuevo laredo of 6:00 a.m. on October 3, 1963. The 
passenger listed as occupying seat 4 on this manifest vas 
“OSWLD.” no first name given. The destination of this - 
Individual was given as "Lared." 

No ticket number was listed by the name "OSWLD* 

’ although ticket numbers appeared beside the names of the 
) lumaining passengers. It is to be noted that this passenger 

manifest was rather poorly prepared in longhand with the names 
of some of the passengers being incomplete and in some cases 
almost illegible. Toward the bottom of the Bianifest is a 
notation, ”9 Laredo, 7 Monterrey"; however, including the name 
"USWLD," 10 passengers appear on the list with a destination of ^ 
Laredo. 


FRANCISCO ALVARADO, ticket salesman and di^atcher at 
the Transportes Frontera terminal in Mexico City, was interviewed 
several times by two reliable sources, the last of these 
interviews being on December 17, 1963. ALVARADO had no personal 
recollection of OSWALD and could offer no explanation as to why 
no ticket number appeared beside the name "OSWLD” or jas ^o the 
reason for the discrepancy in the number of passengers -listed 
for Laredo.

ALVARADO advised that no information concerning 
the Identities of the passengers other than that appeai^ing on 
the bus manifest is maintained by the bus company. x, 



As has been previously reported, FRANCISCO SAUCBDO jS 
\TLEZ and DIONISIO REYM PAZ, cha tffeurs on the trip on which 
t^ie name "OSTiLD” appeared as a prssenger, were exhaustively 
interviewed on two different occasions. Thej' had no personal 
recollection of OSWALD nor could they offer any explanation 
concerning the discrepancy in the number of passengers and 
t've fact that no ticket number appeared beside the "OSinJ)" 
entry. 


In the course of the second interview SAUCEDO 
explained that tickets bearing a prefix of 39 covered travel 
from Mexico City to Monterrey and those with a prefix o^ 10 
covered the travel from Mexico City to Nuevo Laredo. SAUCEDO 
also pointed out that tickets collected from the passengers 
oil a given trip are forwarded to the offices of the bus conipany 
In Monterrey. ^ 


On 12/9/63 TELESPORO QUIROCA, ticket agent at the 
fransportes Frontera Office, Calle Zimapan 104, Monterrey, 
i;as interviewed. All tickets listed by number on the passenger 
manifest for the October 2-3, 1963, trip from Mexico City to 
, Ihievo Laredo were located. QUIROGA could offer no explanation 
’as to why no ticket number was listed for "OSliLD," and “It was im- 
possible for him to locate a ticket which might -have been u$ed 
by OSWALD. 


It has been previously reported that OSTfALD stayed at . 
the Motel Del Comercio, Calle Sahagun 19, Mexico City. On 
•January 20, 1964, GUILLER3I0 GARCIA LUNA, manager of this hotel, 
advised as follows: 


The hotel does not use a system of registration cards- 
for guests arriving at the hotel, but rather uses a registry 
book. On the first day a guest arrives he, -himself, makes 
the initial entry in the book, this including the name of • 
t!e guest, the place from which he is arriving, his 
occupation, and his nationality. Thereafter on each day the 
n-;est continues at the hotel the same information is entered 
in the book on the page designated for that day, but the entry 
is made by a hotel employee. No exact home address is

obtained fron the guest since he Is required to pay in advance* 
As has been previously reported, OSWALD registered at the ^ 
hotel on September 27, 1963, with the point from which ho was J 
arriving being shown as ”USA (Texas) his occupation was 
Shawn as *'photo,” and under the column for nationality was i 
listed ”U. S. citizen.” The handwriting on this entry in the 
registry booir has been identified with the known handwriting 
of'^OSfALD by the FBI Laboratory. 

0S7AL0 was listed as staying in room 18 of the hotel 
during his entire stay there from September 27 through the 
night of October 1, 1963. Mr. GARCIA LUNA pointed out that 
rooms 18 through 23 occupy one floor of the hotel. He 
examined the registry book for the period 0S.7ALD was at the 
hotel and was able to furnish information on three of the 
guests who occupied rooms on the same floor as OSWALD during 
a part or all of the tine that OS VALD was at the hotel. He . 
said he recalled these guests because they frequently stop', 
at the hotel when in Mexico City. The guests he recalled, 
were the follawing: 

Mr. I-'ER2Z PLIEGC, who registered from San Luis 
Fotosi, is a railroad employee who visits the Hotel Del 
Comercio frequently. He occupied room T9 on September 26, 

27, and 23, 1963. A Captain ES;iUIVEL of Veracruz occupied 
’ room 19 on September 33, 1283. Mr. GARCIA LUNA described 
bin as a Mexican Army Captain whom he believes to be well-known 
in Veracruz. 

MARIO RESENDIZ, a merchant who registered from 
Saltillo, Coahuila, occupied room 21 from September 26, 1963, 
to October 3, 1963. This individual reportedly has a 
merchandising business Involving the sale of flowers and 
miscellaneous items in Monclova, Coahuila. GARCIA LUNA 
claimed that he is well-known in Monclova. 

Mr. GARCIA LUNA could furnish no information on 
other guests occupying rooms on the same floor as 0SS7ALD n 
which would ass-ist in their location.

On January 21, 1964, ALFONSO FEREZ FLIEGO, home 
address Espana 304, Guadalajara, Jalisco, Mexico, office 
address Bolivar 8-401, Mexico City, was interviewed in 





Mexico City. He advised that be frequently stops at the - ^ 
Hotel Del Comercio and confinaed that be had resided at the 
hotel during the period September 26-28, 1933, in room 19. 

He said that unfortunately be bad not noticed OSWALD *s 
presence in the hotel during that time and could furnish 
no information concerning 0S:7ALD'8 activities while in Mexico 
City. 


The following investigation was conducted in 
Veracruz on January 23-24, 1964: 

EHMEST HCLH, Vice Consul, American Consulate, 
contacted logical sources of his office. None of these 
sources able to Identify Captain ESQUIVEL. 

Vt. Commander CHARLES EDSON, assigned to the 
Mexican Naval Academy as an instructor by the U. S. Navy, . 
was unable to locate any information identifiable with ^ 
Captain ESQUIVEL. 

Inspector ALBERTO MORALES, Veracruz Folice Department 
contacted sources at the military establishments in the 
Veracruz area and was unable to obtain any information 
concerning Captain ESQUIVEL. ' 

Investigation to locate ESQUIVEL is continuing. . 

Intensive investigation is continuing to locate and 
interview MARIO RESENDIZ of Monclova who has not been located . 
to date.

It is noted that the Transportes Frontera bus manifest 
was submitted for Laboratory examination by Mexico City letter 
of 12/11/63. The Laboratory Report of 12/17/63 stated that due f.

reached as to .whether the name and destination of OSWALD were 
written by the writer of other entries on the manifest. The 
Laboratory transmittal letter of the same date stated that' 
characteristics of the handwriting on the manifest indicated 
that at least two persons made entries on the manifest and that 
one of these persons nay also have made the entd.es on line four, 
this being the OSWALD entry. It was also stated that 
similarity in several lines of writing on the manifest indicates 
that persons other than the passengers themselves may ba^e*- 
entered the names and destinations on the manifest. Thcr* Laboratory 
Report also concluded that the name of the passenger (OSWALD) 
and the destination on line four of the manifest were not 
written by subject OSWALD.

~7^Burris and Assistant District Attorney John L^;f^mpos were ■ 
interviewed at Alice, Jin Wells County, Texas, and furnished 
the following information: '[ . > v. 

Jacob S<7 Floyd was a prominent Alice attorney 
prior to his death on February. 26, .1964. \ In 1952, Hr . Floyd 
was Involved in a political campaign against the Parr family 
which was then prominent in Duval and surrounding counties. 

In September, 1952, Floyd's son, Jacob S. (Buddy) Floyd was 
murdered at his residence in Alice, Texas, under circumstances 
which suggested the assassin may have been attempting to kill 
the elder Floyd. 

Mr. Alfredo Xeirvantes 'Martinez, a Mexican National, 
was implicated in this murder but fled to l^:i(^ to avoid 
prosecution. Jacob S. Floyd, Sr., began an~ intensive Invest i* 
gat ion along with Burris and Campos in an effort to locate 
Ceirvahtes in Mexico and have him extradited to T^as. This 
investigation has continued until the present daifeT 

On July 13, 1962, an undated letter was delivered 
at Alice, Texas, to Judge laughlin who in turn delivered the 
letter to District Attomey Bxirris. This letter was addressed 
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RE: I£E H&RVEV i>ikU> 


to **She Office of Judicial Police, Jim Wells County, Alice, 
Texas.'* The letter was written in the Spanish language. It 
was directed to "Mr. Coaonandante or Mrv^hief of Homicide," 
and was signed with the name/Ylarlo V-f^Rojas, Chilarde 665, 
Guadalajara. Burris stated neither he nor Mr. Floyd had any 
previous knowledge of Rojas. 

In this letter, Rojas made reference to Alfredo 
Cervantes and claimed he had personal knowledge of a plan 
to murder Jacob Floyd which had resulted in Floyd's son 
having been murdered by mistake. Rojas stated Cervantes had 
threatened to kill him (Rojas) if he should fxumish this infou 
mat ion to anyone. Rojas indicated if the Texas authorities 
were interested in learning the truth, he would agree to talk 
with Mr. Floyd in secret. 

On July 14, 1962, Floyd answered the above letter 
telling Rojas he would not come to Gxiadalajara but would meet 
Rojas at either R^osa or Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, and would pay 
the expenses of Rojas in making this trip. On July 18, 1962, 
Burris wrote a similar letter to Rojas. 

On July 23, 1962, Floyd received a letter from Rojas 
advising he would come to Nuevo Laredo if his expenses were 
furnished. Floyd then obtained appropriate air line tickets 
and mailed thqu to Rojas in Me::ico. 

On August 5, 1962, Floyd, Burris, and Campos met 

Rojas at the Nuevo Laredo Motel, Nuevo Laredo, Mexico. Rojas 

informed them he was 32 years of age and resided at Guadalajara, 

operating a bar at Chapala, Mexico, near Guadalajara. Rojas 

initially refused to f\nmish any Information until he was paid 

in advance which Floyd declined. Rojas then related that 

Alfredo Cervantes had been a etas tamer in his bar and he was 

well acquainted with Cervantes. Rojas stated Cervantes had 

a family and resided in the town of Ajiji, Mexico.

Rojas then related a story to.^e effect that two 
Anglo men Identified to him as Norman^eocon of Indio, Calif- 
ornia, and Louis^eano had been hired by Cervantes to kill 
Jacob Floy<i^ Sr. Rojas claimed he had met these men and Cer- 
vantes had discussed this plan with him. . Rojas talked at 
great length about this matter and finrnished detailed descrip- 
tive information concerning the two associates of Cervantes.. 
Rojas stated Cervantes had warned him that Rojas would be

killed If he furnished this information to anyone. : 

Burris related that Rojas spoke very few words of ' r 
English and the above. Interview was conducted in the Spanish 
language with Campos serving as Interpreter. At the conclvis‘*.04i 
of this conference, Floyd agreed to pay Rojas $40.00 in cash 
after Rojas had insisted that this money be paid him in addi- 
tion to his expenses. Floyd and his associates left Rojas 
at the Huevo Laredo Motel.

Burris related that on August 6, 1922, he directed 
a letter to Mr. Robert Adams, American Consul, Mexico City, 
relating the information received from Rojas and requesting 
that the story f\jmished by Rojas be checked to determine 
whether it was true and what sort of a person Rojas was. 

Burris also furnished Adams V7ith information that Neocon 
and Feano were said to visit a resort town by the name of 
Chapalita in Mexico and that they were driving a red Bulck 
Station Wagon when Rojas reportedly saw them. Burris fijmished 
the description of Rojas as dark hair, brovm ^e% 5 *9" in 
height, weighing 162 pounds and v;earing a mustactn 



On .September 13, 1962, Adams replied to Burris 
saying that a thorough search and inquiries at hotels and 
motels at both Chapala and chapalita failed to develop any 
information indicating that Reocon or Feano or anyone fitting 
their descriptions or driving a red Bulck Station Wagon had 
been seen at either of those toi-7ns. Adams also reported that 
his inquiries Indicated Rojas and his wife and three children 
resided at Chilarde 665, Guadalajara, Jalisco, Mexico, where 
Rojas rented a room from a Mrs. Sara Nuno. M^ Rojas re- 
portedly worked most of the time whereas Mr. Rojas worked only 
intermittently. The neighbors of Rojas reported that he often 
made trips to the border area but they did hot know what he 
did on these trips. These neighbors considered Rojas to be 
Irresponsible and lazy, it was reported that Rojas had been / 
known to associate with one jose^txvalcaba, described as an 
Investigator for the Mexican Government. It was reported that 
Ruvalcaba was well acquainted with the Alfredo Cervantes case 
becavise of the wide publicity it had received several years 
before Including Information that a reward was offered for 
Cervantes* presentation in Texas.

Mr. Burris related that on August 16 , 1962 , lie 
received a letter from Rojas alleging that after Burris 
and his associates had left Huevo laredo on August 5 , 1962 , . 
Rojas had crossed the border into Texas and had been beaten 
up by united States Customs Officers. Burris stated he had 
looked into this matter and determined this v;as a completely 
false allegation. In the above letter of Augiist 16 , 1962 , 
Rojas stated he was "sorely pressed" for money, that the orJ* 
inal $ 40.00 had not been enough to obtain more information 
and he' insistently demanded more money. Burris stated that 
this letter of Rojas suggested that Rojas was very confused. 


Buorris stated that he had discussed Rojas on many occa** 
sions V7ith Floyd and with Campos and that they all felt that 
Rojas was definitely a "phony." Burris and Campos both pointed 
out that Rojas had never furnished any information which was 
capable of being verified and that Rojas was constantly seeking 
and demanding more money for his seirvices. The last letter 
received from Rojas was dated llovember 5 , 1963 , in which he 
continued to plead for money but this letter was never acknow** 
ledged. 




Burris and Campos stated that they are of the opinion 
that Rojas is "a liar" and that he deliberately tries to exploit 
people for mon^. They pointed out that Rojas furnished very 
little background information concerning himself; that he 
apparently never came to the United States, and that his story 
of being beaten up was obviously false. They stated that 
while Rojas spoke almost no English, he was well dressed and 
seemed to speak Spanish well. 

Burris related on February 28 , 1964 , that ^ter the 
initial contact with Rojas, Jacob Floyd refused to have any 
further contacts with him and turned this eptire matter over 
to Burris. Burris stated there was no Information in the 
files maintained by Mr. Floyd's law office concerning Rojas 
and neither Clarence Perkins or any other attorneys in Floyd's 
office would have knowledge of Rojas. Burris stated he has 
all the correspondence and other records pertaining to the 
Rojas matter in his own files and he would be completely 
willing to testify at any time concerning these matters and 
make his records available if such action would serve any 
good purpose.

BACKGROUND OF INQUIRY 


On November 28, 1963, and again on March 6, 1964, 
a confidential source abroad made available the original of 
a passenger list or manifest relating ^to departure No. 2, 
Bus Ho. 340, October 2, 1963, of the;<^Transportcs Frontera, 
S. A. de C. V." bus line, which has its headquarters in 
Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, and its ^xico City Terminal 
at Buenavista Street No. 7. 


The confidential source abroad advised that the 
above-mentioned passenger list or manifest was clear evidence 
that LEE HARVEY OSWALD had departed from Mexico City on the 
bus connected therewith, which had left Mexico City at 1:00 p.m. 
and was scheduled to have arrived at Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas 
(across the border from Laredo, Texas), at 5:30 a.m., 

October 3, 1963. 


The information recorded on the passenger list is 
handwritten; the names are not complete; and portions of it

FRONT ERA BUS TERMINAL 


The Information which follows was made available by 
a second confidential source abroad on Marqh 9, 1964: 

On March 5, 1964, GILBERTO I^ZANO GinZAR advised 
that he Is the Manager of the Mexico Cis|:y Teimnal of Transportes 
Frontera Bus Company, Buenavlsta Street No. 7, which has 
a franchise for "through service” between Mexico City, ' / 

Monterrey and Laredo, Mexico, but Is not permitted to sell 
tickets or pick up passengers at Intermediate localities. 


LOZANO stated that the Transportes Frontera Compare 
has made a complete study of Its records and procedures and 
has now arrived at the conclusion that the person designated 
as "OSVLD” on the October 2, 1963, passenger manifest did not 
purchase a ticket and could not have traveled on the trip to 
which It relates. He pointed out that the list of passenger 
reservations, tickets sold, and passengers actually boarding 
the bus In Mexico City are recorded on the form which Is 
'provided for that purpose and Is maintained on a clip board 
;on the counter from which ticket sales normatly are made by 
the ticket salesman and dispatcher, FRANCISCO^^VARADO. He 
admitted that ALVARADO occasionally Is assls^ea during rush 
hours or a tesjporary absence from the counter by the baggage 
^ndler, LUCI0'^;.0PE,i\M£DINA, who may receive and record reser- 
vations on the manlfest^but does not handle the actual receipt 
of payir*ent for tickets. j ' \ ^ T- ' ! .

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Acccrdlnj to Mr, L0Z/J7O, & rosorvation is recordod 
by asslcnlnc a scat nurabor as available and recordine opposite 
tbe seat nunbcr assignod, the name and destination of the in- 
dividual requesting the reservation. That reservation is 
respected under nornal conditions until two hours before 
departure tlr.ic; however, in the event all seats are not filled, 
it nay be hold until the actual departure of the bus. Prior 
to the* departure of the bus, a final check is nade of passengers 
in connection with tickets sold for that particular trip, and 
at that tine the dispatcher connunlcates by radio to the 
conpany headquarters in Monterrey the nunber of "paying" pas- 
sengers on the bus in relation to the Monterrey or Laredo 
destinatiens for which they purchased tickets. 

Fa/JTCI3CC /iLV/iPwiDC, ticket salesnan and dispatcher 
for Transportes Front era, advised that ho prepared nest of 
the hand'/i'iting on the October 2, 1963, nanifest on which the 
name "OS'iTLD" and destination "Larcd" appear opposite Seat 
Ho, 4, He stated that he did not write the "OST/^)" reserva- 
.tion infornation and it was his opinion that the reservation 
had boon nade and the infornation recorded by the baggage 
handler, LUCIC L0F3Z. With respect to tho nanifest for 
October 2, 1263, iVLV furnished the follovving explanations: 

He is quite certain at the present tine that the in- 
dividual designated on the list as "03T/LD" did not purchase a 
ticket and did not travel on t!:e trip relating to that nani» 
fest. Wo ticket nunber was recorded for that person, and a 
search of the conpany *c records in Monterrey had failed to 
locate a ticket stub which was net otherwise accounted for in 
connection v/ith that particular trip. 

The notations by ALVARADO of "9 Laredo, 7 Monterrey" 
reflected that he had reported by radio to the Monterrey office 
of the conpany that the bus had departed with nine "paying" 
passengers for Laredo and seven "paying" passengers destined 
for Monterrey. Listed under "H/.MS OF FA3SSNGERS" wore "OSHLD" 
Vlth nc ticket nunber, indicating be did not travel} "ANG^ . 
tJPEREZ" v/ith no ticket nunber or destination, which conflrned 
that he Iiad\wot purchased a ticket and had not boarded the bus; 
'and "HICXJLAS^GOIIZitLEZ," Seat Ho. 10, listed as having traveled 
on a pass to Terr eon.

/XVAR/JX) explained that the passenger nanifest vas 
nercly a v/orlsshect, and he often used it for extraneous nota- 
tions, usually arithnetical, Ho was unable to account for 
the nunber "7C” on the left-liand nargin of the aanifest* Be 
believed that the nuuber "16" was his suonation of the total 
nunber of paying passengers on the bus. The nunbers in the 
upper jright-hand corner appear to represent the addition of 
"136" and "41," but ALVAR/JX) could offer no explanation for 
the notations. The "13" and "2" at the botton of the oani- 
fest vere his notations to the effect that the bus departed 
at 13:00 hours on October 2, 1963,

Both LOZAI^O and £LVAR/JX) stated that they had no / 

recollection of LEE HARVEY OSUALT, could not recognize his I 

photograph as being of any individual who had been at the | 
tcrninal or travelled on that bus line, and have no personal 
knowledge with respect to his contacts and activities in 
Mexico, They could offer no explanation as to bow Mexican 
authorities bad arrived at the conclusion that 0SI7ALD had 
travelled on the Transportes Frcntera bus* of October 2, 1963, 
but pointed out that after the naae was located on the nani- 
.fest, they had not been given an opportunity of reviewing, 
•analyzing cr chocking out the date thereon, »

LUCIO LOPEZ MEDINA, baggage and freight handler at 
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Iransportes Frontera, related that he often assists the 
ticket salesman by recording reservations and Is quite certain 
that he wrote the ”OSVXU" and ”LARED” opposite Seat No, 4 on. 
the passenger manifest of October 2, 1963. He stated that he 
also had recorded the reservations and ticket sales to ”FCO. 
SAUCAdO," ore of the drivers, opposite Seats Nos. 1 and 3, 
”Al'’Gtb GALLEGOS,” Seat No. 8, and possibly other Items on the 
manifest. He acknowledged that le had no personal recollection 
of OSVALp^ could not recognize his photograph as being of 
anyone vhd’ had been at the bus terminal, and did not believe 
that OSVALD had embarked on the bus of October 2, 1963. 

LOPEZ I EDINA eipressed the belief, however, that 
the reservation was made by the Individual In person, as he 
did not recall having received a reservation by telephone 
from any person who sp*oke very little Spanish. He stated 
that he has no knowledge of English. 

GILBERTO LOZi\NO stated that his company, the Flecha 
Roja, and Iransportes del Norte are the only bus lines which 
afford direct service, between Mexico City and Nuevo Laredo, 
lamaullpas. t ' I .

Servlclos jUnidos Autobuses Blancos, Flecha Roja, S.A. de

localities within Me>:lco, as well as to Nuevo Laredo, Tamaullpas, 
and Laredo, Texas.

Cn March 9, 1964, RIC/JUXJ>BELTRAN\mEDINA, Manager, 
of the Mexico City terminal of the bus line Known as "Trans- 
portes Del Ilorte” at Avenida Insurgentes Sur 137, reported 
that his company provides bus transportation to and from 
various localities of Northern Mexico^ but principally to 
Nuevo Laredo and Laredo, Texas, where it makes connections 
with the Greyhound Lines in the United States. He explained 
that the company makes two trips daily from Mexico City to 
Laredo with departures scheduled at 8:30 AM and 9:00 FM, and 
arrivals in Laredo at 2:00 Ai-i and 2:30 FM, respectively. 


Kr. BELTRAN stated that his office makes passenger 
reservations and ticket sales manifests in duplicate and 
maintains a copy thereof as a permanent record. He stated 
very emphatically that those records had bean searched by 
agents of the Mexican Presidential Staff, the Ministry of 
Government, the Federal Judicial Police, and himself, and no 
record bad been located which might be identifiable with 
LEE H/.RVEY 03I7ALD, Ho mentioned that he had assisted with 
the various searches made of the company's records and that 
he, personally, had extended the search to include lists for 
several days prior to and following October 1, 1963, with 
completely negative results. 

EELTRAl! advised that his company, the "Flecha Roja,** 
and '•Transportes Frontera" are the only bus lines which are 
chartered for direct service between Mexico City end Nuevo 
Laredo, Tamaulipr.s, or Laredo, Texas.

As has been previously reported,- a confidential 
source abroad on November 28, 1963, made available a copy of 
tlic bus manifest of a company called Transportes Frontera. 

This manifest covered the trip of the bus of this company 
which departed Mexico City on October 2, 1963, for Nuevo 
Laredo. The bus had a scheduled departure time of 1:00 p.m. 
from Mexico City on October 2, 1963, and a scheduled arrival 
time at Nuevo Laredo of 6:00 a.m. on October 3, 1963. The 
passenger listed as occupying seat 4 on this manifest was 
"OSWLD," no first name given. The destination of this 
individual was given as "Lared." 

No ticket number was listed by the name "OSWLD" 
although ticket numbers appeared beside the names of the 
lemaining passengers. It is to be noted that this passenger 
inanifest was rather poorly prepared in longhand with the names 
of some of the passengers being incomplete and in some cases 
almost illegible. Toward the bottom of the manifest is a 
notation, "9 Laredo, 7 Monterrey"; however, including the name 
"OSWID," 10 passengers appear on the list with a destination of 
f-nredo. 


FRANCISCO ALVARADO, ticket salesman and dispatcher at 
the Transportes Frontera terminal in Mexico City, was interviewed 
several times by two reliable sources, the last of these 
interviews being on December 17, 1963. ALVARADO had no personal 
recollection of OSWALD and could offer no explanation as to why 
no ticket number appeared beside the name "O^WLD" or as to the 
reason for the discrepancy in the number of passengers listed 
for Laredo. 



ALVARADO advised that no information concerning 
the identities of the passengers other than that appearing on 
the bus manifest is maintained by the bus company. 

As has been previously reported, FRANCISCO SAUCEDO 
VDLEZ and DIONISIO REYNA PAZ, cha*ffeurs on the trip on which | 
the name "OST7LD" appeared as a prssenger, were exhaustively 
interviewed on two different occasions. They had no personal 
recollection of OSWALD nor could they offer any explanation 
concerning the discrepancy in the number of passengers and 
the fact that no ticket number appeared beside the "OSl^LD'' 
entn^. 

In the course of the second interview SAUCEDO 
ercplained that tickets bearing a prefix of 39 covered travel 
from Mexico City to Monterrey and those with a prefix o^ 10 
cc'vered the travel from Mexico City to Nuevo Laredo. SAUCEDO 
also pointed out that tickets collected from the passengers 
on a given trip are forwarded to the offices of the bus company 
in Monterrey. 

On 12/9/63 TELESFORO QUIROGA, ticket agent at the 
Fransportes Frontera Office, Calle Zimapan 104, Monterrey, 
t.as interviewed. All tickets listed b 3 ' number on the passenger 
manifest for the October 2-3, 1963, trip from Mexico Citj'’ to 
J't’evo Laredo were located. QUIROGA could offer no explanation 
ns to why no ticket number was listed for "OSbXD," and it was im- 
possible for him to locate a ticket which might have been used 
hy OSWALD. 


It has been previouslj’’ reported that OSWALD stayed at 
f’e Ilotcl Del Comercio, Calle Sahagun 19, Mexico City. On 
•’rnuarj'- 20, 1964, GUILLERJIO GARCIA LUNA, manager of this hotel, 
advised as follows: 

The hotel does not use a system of registration cards 
for guests arriving at the hotel, but rather uses a registry 
*'ook. On the first daj*^ a guest arrives he, himself, makes 
the initial entry in the book, this including the name of 
t! e guest, the place from which he is arriving, his 
occupation, and his nationality. Thereafter^ on each day the 
n *est continues at the hotel the same information is entered 
it! the book on the page designated for that day, but the entry 
made by a hotel employee. No exact home address is 
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obtained iron the guest since he is required to pay in advance..' - 
As has been previously reported, OS./ALD registered at the ^ 

hotel on September 27 , 1963 , with the point from which he was 5 
arriving being shown as "USA (Texas)," his occupation was f 
shown as "photo," and under the column for nationality was ' ; 
listed "U. S. citizen." The handwriting on this entry in the 
registry boolr has been identified with the Icnown handwriting 
of 0S7ALD by the FBI Laboratory. 

0S7/ALD was listed as staying in room 18 of the hotel 
during his entire stay there from September 27 through the 
night ox October 1, 1963. Mr. GARCIA LUKA pointed out that 
rooms 18 through 23 occupy one floor of the hotel. He 
examined the registry boo?r for the period OS./ALO was at the 
hotel and was able to furnish information on three of the 
guests who occupied rooms on the same floor as OS./ALD during 
a part or all of the tine that OS./ALD was at the hotel. He 
said he recalled these guests because they frequently stop 
at the hotel when in Mexico City. The guests he z^called 
ware the following: 

Mr. I-ERSZ FLIEGC, who registered from San Luis 
Fotosi, is a railroad employee who visits the Hotel Del 
Comercio frequently. He occupied room 19 on September 26, 

27, and 23, 1963. A Captain ESQUIVEL of Veracruz occupied 
room 19 on September 33, 1963. Mr. GARCIA LUKA described 
him as a Mexican Army Captain whom he believes to be well-known 
in Veracruz. 

MARIO RESEHDIZ, a merchant who registered from 
Saltillo, Coahuila, occupied room 21 from September 26, 1963, 
to October 3, 1963. This Individual reportedly has a 
merchandising business involving the sale of flo*wers and 
miscellaneous items in Monclova, Coahuila. GARCIA LUNA 
claimed that he is well-known in Monclova. 

Mr. GARCIA LUKA could furnish no information on 
other guests occupying rooms on the same floor as OSf/ALD 
.vhich would assist in their location. 

On January 21, 1964, ALFONSO PEREZ PLIEGO, home 
address Espana 304, Guadalajara, Jalisco, Mexico, office 
address Bolivar 8-401, Mexico City, was interviewed in 
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Mexico City. He advised that he frequently stops at the 
Hotel Del Comercio and confinaed that he had resided at the I* 
hotel during the period September 26>28, 1933, in room 19. . x 

He said that unfortunately he had not noticed OSi7M<D*5 '* t 
presence in the hotel during that time and could furnish 
no information concerning OSV/ALD's activities while in Mexico 
City. 


The following investigation was conducted in 
Veracruz on January 23-24, 1964: 

ERNEST HCLH, Vice Consul, American Consulate, 
contacted logical sources of his office. None of these 
sources able to Identify Captain ESQUIVEL. 

^Lt . Commander CHARLES EDSON , assigned to the 
Mexican Naval Academy as an instructor by the U. S. Navy, 
was unable to locate any information identifiable with 
Captain ESQUIVEL. 

Inspector ALBERTO MORALES, Veracruz Police Department, 
contacted sources at the military establishments in the 
Veracruz area and was unable to obtain any Information 
concerning Captain ESQUIVEL.

A confidential source abroad who la thoroughly 
familiar with the workings of the Mexican Ministry of 
Gobernaclon (Interior) has furnished the following informa- 
tion concerning the procedures utilized by the Mexican 
Immigration Service in connection v/lth the entry and 
departure of non-Mexican citizens into and out of Mexico. 

It is to be noted that the Mexican Immigration Service is a 
part of the Mexican Ministry of Gobernaclon. 

Tourists usually enter Mexico on a Mexican tourist 
card. There are tv/o types of such cards, one being called 
the FM“8 which is valid for a stay in the country of only 
Fifteen days and one called the FM-5 which has a validity 
for 180 days' stay in Mexico. Both types of tourist cards 
are Issued in duplicate. Both types are issued at Mexican 
Consulates throughout the world and can also be obtained 
from the Mexican Immigration Service at border ports of 
entry . 


At the time of entry into Mexico the traveler sur- 
renders the duplicate portion of the tourist card and both 
the duplicate and the original, which remains in possession 
of the traveler, are stamped with a rubber stamp which shows 
the name of the Mexican representative handling the entry, 
the date of the entry and the name of the port of entry. 



( 


V/hen the traveler leaves Mexico he sxirrenders the original 
portion of the tom’lst card' and It Is stamped with a rubber . 
stamp which carries the name of the Mexican representative, 
the date of the departure and the name of port of departure. 

Each Mexican port of entry Is required on a con- 
tinuing basis to prepare a form called Form FM-11. This 
form Is a recapitulation which covers non-Mexican citizens 
entering and depairtlng Mexico as tourists. Entries and 
departures are maintained on separate lists of FM-11. The 
FM-11 for both entries and departures Is prepared each 
"qulncena" (fifteen-day period). Entries and departures 
are set up on the FM-11 In chronological order and there- 
after, within each date, the names of the tourists are 
listed In alphabetical order. Basic Information appearing 
on the FM-11 Is taken from the tourist card presented by 
the traveler. At the time the FM-11 Is prepared a number 
Is placed on the tourist card, these numbers being In sequence 
according to the alphabetical order of the names within each 
date and thereafter by date. By way of example, the first 
traveler In alphabetical order entering at a port of entry 
on the first day of the month or a "qulncena" Is assigned 
number one. Thereafter all travelers entering that port on 
that date are assigned nmbers In sequence according to 
alphabetical order. This sequence continues on the second 
day of the month and throughout the remaining days 
of the "qulnc ena . " 

Investigation In Instant case has disclosed that 
subject OSV/ALD entered Mexico at Nuevo Laredo, State of 
Tamaullpas, on September 26, 1963.

This source made available for exaiilinatlon the 
forms FM-5 and PM-8 for all non-Mexican citizens entering 
Mexico at Nuevo Lairedo as tourists on September 26, 1963, as 
well as the copies of forms FM-11 containing the recapitula- 
tion of the entries to Mexico at Nuevo Laredo on this date. 



From the tourist cards (FM-5 and FM-8) and the 
copies of the form tM-11 the folloving simnary of informa- 
tion concerning each person vho entered Mexico at Nuevo 
Laredo on September 26 , 1963, has been obtained. The sum- 
maries have been divided into those persons traveling on 
forms FM-5 and those traveling on forms FM-8 since the 
forms FM-11 are so set up. The number appearing before 
each name is the number which appears on the form FM-11.

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BOWEN stated that this bus arrived in Mexico City 
abort 10:00 A.rn., September 27, 1963, and he boarded 
another bun cn the afternoon of the 27th and went to 
Puebla, Mexico, whore ho stayed at the Teresa Hotel over* 
night* From there he boarded a train and went to JESUS 
CARAN7.A3, Mexico, and stayed at the Railroad Hotel about 
two nights, and returned to Laredo, Texas, on October 2, 
1963. ' 



When rjurrjed about his activities since September 1| 
1?63, ho became indignant, and wanted to know why the FBI 
was interested in his itinerary, adding that this was a 
free country and he could travel whenever and wherever 
he pleased* , , : . . . 

Under further interrogation, BOWEN stated that during 
the month of September, 1963, he stayed at the St* Anthony 
Hotel, Laredo, Texas, until his trip to Mexico on 
September 26, 1963. After returning from Mexico on October 2, 
1963, he remained in Laredo at the St* Anthony Hotel until 
the latter part of October when he went on a lengthy t Ip 
in the United States , visiting churches and collecting 
religious books. He added that the records at the St. 

Anthony Hotel would not reflect that he stayed there in 
September or October inasmuch as the owner of the hotel ^ 
owed him momey from a typewriter that was stolen from his 
room and did not charge him for use of the room and therefore, 
did not sign his name on the hotel register* 

Referring to the lengthy trip he took in the United 
States the latter part of October, November, and most of 
December, he stated that he first went to Houston, Texas, 
where he stayed two nights at the Spur Hotel near the 
Greyhound station having left Laredo, Texas, in mid-October* 
Froms. Houo ton , he went to Memphis, Tennessee, to see Dr* 

A. dXmulA; however, did not see him as he arrived there at 
nighc* He stayed in Memphis two nights at the William 
Len Hotel. From there, he went to Charlotte, North 
Carolina, where he stayed at the YMCA and then went on to 
Columbia^ South Carolina, and back to Laredo, Texas, just^ 
before Christmas. After Christmas, he went on another trip 
and visited Houston, Texas; Lake Charles and Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana, and returned to Laredo, Texas. He added that this 
occurred in January, and in February, he made a trip to 
Birmingham, Alabama*

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BUWEH Qtatcd that hit has never eteyed In Texmelueant 
Moxlon, adding that ho hao only been through there on hie 
way to Mexico City* He denied being interviewed in Mexico 
by anyone, and denied ever using a duel identity or ever 
having been in any other foreign country.

n.lWEN stated that during his travels in Mexico, he 
slwrjy3 st>t/s with Pastors and Christian people and sometimes 
does the same thing in the United States. He could not 
furnish names of people in the United States with whom he 
has stayed, explaining that he just could not remember their 
names* He stated that he is well known in Mexico, parti- 
cularly Vera Cruz, and Oaxaca, and mentioned the following 
names of persons who know him and with whom he has stayed 
.iii the past; MOSIS'YlAUM, Pastor in Vera Cruz; LEONARD 


INGRAM and PERClN<CpX, both preachers in Mexico City; JOHN 
-HiARRIS, Preacher in Arizaba, Vera Cruz. He added that COX 
and INGRAM are both listed in the directory, Mexico City. 
He also knows the man in charge of the Bible Society in 
Mexico City, however, cannot recall his name. He stated 
that he visits other cities in Mexico, however, could not 
recall all the names. 


BOWEN was again exhibited photograph of OSWALD^ 
and reiterated that he could not identify OSWALD as being 
on the save bus with him on September 26, 1963, and has 
never seen him at any time. When confronted with the fact 
that three other people on the same bus identified him 
and OSWALD as being seated in the same seat, he stated 
that he was saying only v;hat he knew, and that possibly 
other people are not being truthful. 

When queried about his background, BOWEN stated 
that he organized the Boys Club in Knoxville, Tennessee, in 
1934, now known as the Boys Club of America. At this point. 










BOWr.l<' Wiis pressed for his full background, specific 
details regarding his activities since September 1, 1963, 
names of friends, relatives, and people he has visited, 
etc., dnd he became very indignant. He stated that he had 
furnished ail of this information to the Birmingham 
FBI Office and did not have to furnish it again. He stated 
that did not understand why the FBI was interviewing 
him e/-~i*ywhore he went, and wanted to know what he was 
being charged with as he might get a lawyer. He was advised 
that he vj.as not charged with anything and was not under 
arrest. At this point, he stated that he did not want to 
make any further statements. When asked where he intended 
to go from Laredo, Texas, he stated he did not know, and 
refused to say where he was going.

OSCAR FERRINO, owner, St. Anthony Hotel, Laredo, 
Texas, advised that he recalls JOHN HOWARD BOWEN staying at 
this hotel In October and November, 1963; .however, did not 
recall the dates and his records would not show Inasnuch as 
a typewriter belonging to BOWEN was stolen Iron his room and 
he, FERRINO, paid BOWEN $30.00 lor the loss ol this typewriter. 
He did not actually give BOWEN $30.00, but let him .stay In the 
room free, which would be about fifteen days lor that amount 
of money.

Further* Mr. TIMMONS described OSBORN as a person 
who "acted mysteriously and secretively" and that to his 
knowledge had not attended any ministerial school and his 
only affiliation nth any religious group was the "Plymouth 
Brothers" which he described as an English non-denomlnatlon 
sect. 

On February I 8 , 1964, lookouts were placed with 
the Immigration and Naturalization Service at Eagle Pass, Texas, 
and a lookout was placed with the Immigration Service at Pledras 
Negras, Mexico. Both of these services indicated they 
would advise should OSBORN enter or leave Mexico at either 
of these locations.

'^TAY IN NUEVO LAREDO, TAMAULIPAS: Several hotels 

were checked in the foregoing locality without 
determining that he had stayed at any of them on 
September 26, 1963. However, taking into account 
that on the following day, September 27, 1963, be 
registered at the Hotel del Comercio in the Federal 
District, it must be assumed that he initiated his 
travel immediately without delaying in Nuevo Laredo, 
Tamaulipas. 

"METHOD OF TRAVEL: Passenger lists of the Mexican 

Aviation Company were reviewed, and it does not 
appear that the above-mentioned OSWALD made the 
trip by that means. Furthermore, since the 27th 
of September was a Friday, he would not have been 
able to travel by plane in view of the fact that 
during that month the company was not making daily 
flights to Mexico (city).

Nevertheless, this data 
constitutes another error, this time by Miss SOLALINDE, 
typist charged with making up said lists, who admitted 
that she had made a mistake, since the FM-8 which she 
had in view with respect to the alien OSWALD does not 
have any place thereon the appropriate notation to 
the effect that he traveled by automobile. 

'On the other hand, there is annexed hereto a list of . 
the Automobile Temporary Import Permits issued on 
September 2S, 1963, by the Customs authorities at 
Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, together with the Immigration 
data of each person.

On March 12, 1964, Imolgration Inspector JOSE MARIO 
DEL VALLE advised that *’Klloveter 26*' is the Mexican Imiaigration 
and Customs checking station vbich is located on Mexican Federal 
Highway No. 85 twenty->slx kilometers (16 miles) south of 
Laredo, Texas, and Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas. 

DEL VALLE related that subsequent to his submission 
of the renari't receded above, he had been advised by Mr, 

GILBERTpj^AZARES^EREZ, Chief of the ^Mexican Iimigration Office 

at Nuevo 'Larede^ that a report bad'*been recelCved fronT thcTXhlLef 
of the civil Registry at Colombia, Nuevo Leon, to the effect 
that no information identifiable with OSWALD had been located 
in the divorce records of that locality. 

With respect to the method utilized by Inspectors of 
the Mexican Immigration Department in handling departure data 
concerning aliens who have entered Mexico with tourist cards 
valid for a limited time, DEL VALLE stated that he had made 
the following observations during the course of his Investigations 
In the area of Nuevo Laredo: 

In connection with aliens entering the country, reason» 
able care is exercised by personnel of the Immigration Department 
to record information concerning method of travel and the exact 
hour of entry, as this can become a matter of interest to the 
Mexican Government in the event the traveler fails to leave 
Mexico within the period of time permitted by his tourist card, 
or should a person who has entered as the owner of an automobile 
attempt to leave the country without removing that vehicle. He 
pointed out that a late departure usually occasions the assess- 
ment of a fine against the individual guilty of this violation, 
and both Mexican Customs and Immigration are constantly alert 
for the possibility that a traveler by automobile may illegally 
have disposed of the vehicle in Mexico despite warnings against 
this procedure which appear on the Automobile Temporary Imporr 
tat ion Permit. 

In regard to departure records, however, he had 
determined that although the Immigration Inspectors are charged 
with obtaining accurate data for completing the FM-11 forms 
(separate lists of persons entering Mexico and - departing from 
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the country which are submitted semimonthly by each Mexican " 
port of entry and departure Immigration Station and record ' 
basic data which appears on the tourist cards *or travel ’ 
documents of each traveler) | in actual practice very little 
attention is given to ascertaining actual "destination** and 
"means of travel,'* as this Information is not of primary 
interest to the Mexican Immigration Department other than as 
a meShs of identifying the traveler and verifying bis departure 
in the event any question of investigative interest should arise* 
He had found that it is the usual practice for the typist who 
prepares the FU-11 forms for "departures'* TOrely to copy from 
the cancelled tourist card the "desti nation'* as the place where 
the card was Issued and as "means of travel" the same as that 
reflected on the card at the time the traveler entered the 
country. He also had verified that when an automobile or bus 
stops at the Kilometer 26 checking station traveling toward 
the border, the Immigration i^gent merely collects the tourist 
cards of the passengers who are identified as aliens, places 
his personal cancellation and date stamp on the tourist cards 
he has handled, and subsequently delivers them to the desk of 
the typist who is to organize them in alphabetical order by 
date and copy from them the data which is required on the FM>11« 



Inspector DEL VALLE expressed his personal conviction 
that the recording of "auto" as OST/ALD*s means of departure from 
Mexico had been merely a mental lapse on the part of the typist, 
although his having departed through the Kilometer 26 checking 
station does Indicate with certainty that he left the country 
in a motor vehicle of some type.

The travel document with which LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
entered Mexico September 26, 1963, 1b described as a Mexican 
Ministry of "Gobernacion” (interior) Form FM-8 and is com* 
monly. referred to as a "tourist card." At the time OSWALD 
traveled to Mexico, this particular travel document was valid 
for a single trip to the interior of the country and residence 
therein for net longer than fifteen days. 


The tourist card utilized by 05V.'ALD, which is re- 
prciuced on tlie follovilng page, records the following data:

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A review of the tourist cards (FM-8 and FM-5) in j 
possession of the Immigration Department of the Mexican 
Ministry of Gobernaclon (Interior) revealed that 79 persons 
departed from Mexico at Nuevo Laredo, Tamaullpas, on October 
3, 19^3/ among them LEE KKFMEY OSV/ALD. 


A comparison of information recorded on the tourist 
cards mentioned above, vjlth special attention to "method of 
travel,’’ with information appearing on the FM-11 forms (sep- 
arate lists of persons entering Mexico and departing fran the 
country t-.'hich are submitted semlmcnthly by each Mexloeui port 
of entry and departure Immigration Station and record basic 
data which appears on the tourist cards or other travel docu- 
ments of each traveler) disclosed that no effort Is made to 
obtain and make any record of the "destination" or "method 
of travel" of the traveler. It v;as observed that In no In- 
stance did ary notation appear on the travel documents to In- 
dicate the manner of travel upon departure from Mexico or 
destination In the United States, v/hlch would appear to Illus- 
trate the disinterest of Mexican Immigration authorities In 
obtaining an accurate record of this Information. 


It was observed that on the Ft4-ll forms, the "desti- 
nation* of the traveler at the time of departure was convicted 
Invariably with the same Information as the -place of residence 
recorded on the tourist card, the place of Issuance of same, 
or a notation that the Information was not available. 


An analysis cf the tourist cards and a conqparlson 
thereof with the FM-11 forms for departures on October 3/ 
19*^3 • re*'ealed tlie fol3ov;lng: 

FM-5's (TOURIST CAHDS)

A review cf these tourist cards as -

In two cf these Instances It Is clear 
that the traveler departed from Mexico 
by highway at the "Kilometer 26" 
highway checking station, as the 
official v'ho cancelled the totirlst 
cards had made similar cancellations 
for travelers by automobile. 

(6) Five Instances v/ere noted where mode 
of travel Into Mexico Is shown as 
being by railroad and departure from 
Mexico Is also shown as being by rail- 
road. 
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(7) In one Instance means of travel Into 
Mexico Is shown as being by bus and 
no Information appears as to mode of - 
travel upon departure, 

(B) One Instance occurs where mode of 

travel Into Mexico Is shown as being 
by automobile and no Information 
appears as to mode of travel upon 
departure . 

(9) In one Instance no data appears on 
either the tourist card or PW-11 as 
to the mode cf travel upon entry or 
departure from Mexico. 





As specific examples cf the fact that Information 
appearing cn the FM-11 as to "means of travel" at the time 
of departure Is, at best, a guide or Indication but cannot be 
accepted completely, the follov;ing are worthy of mention: 

It . 

FH-5 #^3256^16 (Chron. ?;'117) records that HERBERT 
ROBERT" VOORHEES, 73 years of age, a resident of Beloit, 
Wis6onsin, had entered Mexico cn June 5» 19o3 at Nuevo Laredo 
at 17:CC o’clock with Mexico City as his* destination. Bxe 
FM-5 has a typewritten notation at the top "train " which 
apparently v;as his methcd of travel at the time of entry to 
Mexico; nevertheless, the FM-11 for October 3/ 19^3# reflects 
that VOORHEES departed from Mexico by "Ferrocarrll" (railroad ) 
despite the fact that his tourist card was picked up for 
cancellation and bears the October 3> 19^3^ date stamp of 
Immigration Official ALBERTO ARZAHEUDI CHAPA, who, according 
to Information received from the Mexican Immigration Depart- 
ment, was cn duty from 12:00 midnight to 8:00 AM at the 
'Kilometer 26” hlghvjay checking station and would not have 
handled any departures by train on that date. 

FH-5 #^328866 (Chron. j^ll^) for FHILLIP TRITSCHLER 
'• STEFFEN, cU years of age, a resident of Davenport, Iowa, In- 
. dicates he entered Mexico on August 7, 1933# at Nuevo Laredo. 
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The tourist card carries the stainped impression ”FERR0CARR3X^ 
as the means of travel in the same color ink as the date stan^) 
of the Immigration Official whc received him. He departed at 
Nuevo Laredo cn October 3» 1953^ and the tourist cardibg^s 
the cancellation stamp on that date of Official 
>h£rrEBA. The FM-11 lists his means of travel upon departure 
as *'r al lroad ’* despite the fact that COVEA HERRERA placed his 
cancellation stamp on numerous to’jirlst cards of persons 
traveling by car or bus at the "Kilometer 26" highway check- 
ing station on that same date, and it is quite certain that 
STEFFEII departed from Mexico by motor vehicle. 

FI I- 5 55^^3291^7 (Cliron. ;5?100) for MAMIE /fTTilLLER * 
records in typev;rltten form under "Remarks" that she had 
entered by rail en route to Mexico, D. F. , the date being 
stampe.d as September 7, 1963. The FM-5 #^^55353 of CHARI£S 
L,H«IlLIER (Chron. fj^lOl cn FH-11) records that MILLER"entered 
Mexico cn September 20, I 963 , at Matamoros and the means of 
travel is stamped "AUTOBUS," Both travelers departed from 
Mexico at lluevc Laredo on October 3# 1963* with their tourist, 
cards being handled and stamped by official EDUARDO CBr LEON 
- eiLLER; nevertheless, the FM-11 reflects that MAMIE A, MILLER 
departed by railroad and CHARLES L, MILLER by "autobus. "

RICHARD T. SCHUBERT and BEATRICE LV* SCHUBERT, of 
Lewisville, Texas, 'bearing FI-1-5 Forms §kkoSkj\ and #ll496472 
(chron. ;'-lio and s^'lll), respectively, both Issued on the 
sane date by the Mexican Consulate at Dallas, Texas, entered 
Mexico cn the same date, October 1, 1963, and their tourist 
cards vxepe stamped for entry by the same Official, ALEJANDRO >• 
-RCCHA t:-FIJI 0SA. Both cards reflected their destination as 
Mexico, D. F. ; however, the tourist card of BEATRICE L, 

SCHUBERT carries the typewritten notation that she entered by 
"A uto 1 3 hrs ." and that of RICHARD that he entered by "Tren * 

15 hr"s . " TKey departed on October 3, 1963, and their tou ^st 
cards were stamped by the same Official, TEOPIL0**ST5Tft^BSCOBEDO. 
Neither tourist card bears any notation 'as to their means of 
travel upon departure, but the FM-11 reflects that both of 
them departed b?/ "railroad . ” 

FH-5 ^'^1050009 (Chron. i'/115)* for OTELLO MERICHI 
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TADDIA, reflects that he entered JMexlco at the Mexico City 
Central Airport on Hay 21, 19-3^ an^ the FM-11 records that 
he departed ty plane at Nuevo Laredo on October 3^ 1953. It 
was not possible to locate any notation on the cancelled FM-5 
concerning his mode of travel upon departure, and it is noted 
that the cancellation stamp is that of Immigration Official 
EDUARDO DE LECH SILLER, whose date stamp for October 3 j 1953# 
vjas noted cn a number of tourist cards for persons listed on 
the FIl-31 as having departed by railroad. 

Inspector JOSE'tiario VALLE, of the Inspection 
Eepartrrent of the Mexican Ministry of Gobemaclon (toterlor), 
v;hc conducted investigation at Nuevo l,aredo concerning the 
travel In T-iexlco of LEE HARVEY OSWALD, advised on March 12, 
19^3, that the typist vihc piepares the FM-U has no information 
available to her other than th=t which appears on the tourist 
cards. She prepares the FTI-11 for persons entering the 
country from the duplicate copy of the tourist card which Is 
surrendered to the Immigration Official at the time of entry. 
The FII-11 for departures Is prepared on the basis of data 
which she taker from the original of the tourist card which 
is surrendered to the Immigration Official \ 4 >on departure * 
from the country. 

Hr. DEL VAILE ackncvrledged that the Mexican Immigra- 
tion Department does net have any major interest In '•method 
of travel" or "destination" of the departing traveler other 
than to make certain that the individual vho enters the 
country v/lth an autcmoblle is removing the vehicle r^on 
departure. He add®d that the typist v/ho prepares the depar- 
ture FM 11 usually records the means of travel as being the 
same as that appearing on the tourist card in connection with 
the traveler's entry to the country; however, in some Instances 
she may "guess" at the means of travel on the basis of the 
usual assignment at the airport, railroad station, or hlghv/ay 
checking station of the Immigration Official whose cancellation 
stamp appears on the tourist card. 

Cn March 13, 19 MACLOVIO HERRERA, Chief of the 
Travel Control Files of the Mexican Department of /linmigratlon. 
Ministry cf Interior, and his a.ssistant, EDUARDOjilVAS, made 




the follov/lng comments concerning Mexican Immigration recorfll^ 
and procedures: ' ? ' " 

The "means of travel" and "destination" data 
appearing on the departure FM-11 forms are not Information 
In v.’hlch the Mexican Immigration Department has any substan- 
tlve Interest and Is filled out by the typist only because 
the -sam.e form, is used to record both arrival and departure 
Infonnation. The same information v/lth respect to "arrivals" 
is most essential to assist the Immigration Department In 
maintaining a record and control of aliens who are In Mexico 
as temporary residents v/lthout authorization to be gainfully 
employed. There is no source of Information from which the 
typist preparing the m-11 can obtain data for it other than 
the tourist cards, data provided to her by the Immigration 
Official who may bundle a group of cards together and label 
them as having been taken up on a departing train, or other 
vehicle, or her ovm knov/ledge of the Immigration Station 
where the cancelling Official may have been working during 
a particular period of time.

Inspector, Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, was interviewed on 
February 22, in the pre^nce of Assistant Chief 

of Mexican Immigration APJiOLDO^lJERINA. CHAPA is 
an elderly person in his late 60 's. CHAPA stated 
he lias been interviewed on several occasions by 
Mexican officials and from the Mexican Immigration 
records showing that he, CHAPA, cancelled the tourist 
permit cf LEE HARVTY OSWALD on October 3, 1963, he 
knows that he, CHAPA, was on duty at that time and 
cancelled OSWALD'S tourist permit, but that he 
personally recalls nothing concerning the cancellation 
of OSWALD'S tourist permit. 

CHAPA viewed a photograph of LEE HARVEY OSWivLD 
and stated he did not recognize the photograph as being 
that of anyone he had seen previously. CHAPA did not 
recall who else was on duty with him on October 3, 1963, 
but stated that he. CHAPA, was "Jefe de Turno" (trans- 
laxion, in charge of the shift) and was the person who 
actually stamped OSWALD'S tourist permit cancelled.

CHAPA stated it was his duty to collect the 
tourist permits of persons departing Mexico and to stamp 
them cancelled and take them to the Mexican Immigration 
headquarters located in Mexico at the International 
Bridge. The clerical employees, according to CHAPA, 
in the Immigration headquarters then record the 
cancellations' on the ledger books. CHAPA denied it was 
his duty to record the mode of transportation being used 
• by the tourist. He stated, however, that if he were to 
: record the mode of transportation being used by the 
tourist, he would write "auto." for automobile and 
"autobus" for bus.

GARZA stated that 
the bulk of j>ersons entering Mexico are tourists and enter 
under the FM-5 or FH -8 tourist permits. 

GARZA stated that the FM-11 is a form for recording/l^ - 
the statistical data for a I 5 day period of persons entering// 
and departing Mexico i n all ca tegories, either Mexican *• 

nati^als or foreignersT GARZA stated" that the FM-11 is typed 
aalTy and"contains only the information taken from the FM-5, 

FM-8, or from any other type of permit being used by the 
person entering or departing Mexico,. The FM-11 is typed daily 
for a period of 15 da,vs and then this 15-day record 
of all persons entering or departing Mexico at Nuevo Laredo 
is forwarded to the Mexican Immigration Service Headquarters 
in Mexico City. GARZA stated he has five days from the end 
of the 15-day period in which to forward the FM-11 to Mexico 
City.

LEE HARVEY OSWALD 


T-1, a confidential source 'who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, reported that as a result 
of the assassination of President KENNEDY and the publication 
of the facts concerning OSWALD'S leftist connections and his 
prior residence in the Soviet Union, loany members of the 
American Communist Group in Mexico (ACGII) were extremely 
fearful, expecting police harassment of all leftists. 

The ACGM is a loose association of a 
predominantly social nature of present 
and/or past members of the Communist 
Party, USA, and their friends and 
associates who share a common sympathy 
for communism and the Soviet Union. 


The source identified CHARLES SMALL, true name 
CHARLES NELSON SMOLIKOFF, who was born in Brooklyn, New York, 
on March 16, 1911, as being one of the most prominent 
associates of the ACGU. According to the source, SMALL is 
a United States citizen who resides in Mexico, D. F., where 
he operates a tourist- type store at Calle Niza No. 47. 

SHALL sells silver Jewelry and other gift items at his 
store. T-1 stated that SMALL resided in Miami, Florida, 
from 1939 to October, 1954, when he moved to Mexico.

POST CARDS, AND PAllPHLET 


In connection with the possibility that a silver» 
colored bracelet considered to be of Japanese origin was 
given by OSWALD to his wife, MARINA NIKOLAEVNA OSWALD, upon 
hjs return to Dallas, Texas, from Mexico, after October 3, 
1963, T-*l advised on February 18, 1964, that SMALL was not 






known to handle imported Japanese merchandise in his store in 
Mexico, D. F. , which merchandise would be similar to the 
type of bracelet given to Mrs. OSWALD, 

T-1 stated that post cards had never been observed 
on sale in SMALL *s store at any time, and this would seem to 
obviate OSWALD'S having purchased at SBlALL's store six colored 
post cards, depicting scenes in Mexico, which reportedly were 
among OSWALD'S possessions. T»1 also advised on February 18, 
1964, that SMALL had not been known to have available for 
sale or distribution any pamphlets exactly like or similar to 
the pamphlet r.eportedly located among OSWALD'S possessions 
with the inscription on the cover page: "Hipodromo de las 

Americas, S. A., Mexico, D. F." 

T-1 advised that additional inquiries would be made 
at SMALL *s store for any possibility that OSWALD could have 
purchased or obtained the above-mentioned bracelet, post cards, 
and/or pamphlet at his store and that a check also would be 
made for these items at the four known outlets of Japanese 
merchandise in Mexico, D. F., which are known to T-1. 

On February 19, 1964, T-1 advised that careful 
review had been made of all the bracelets in SMALL 's store 
and none of thesewere of Japanese origin or appeared in any 
way similar to a photograph of the above-mentioned bracelet. 

T-1 advised that a complete verification was made 
of T-l*s previous observations that no post cards exist at 
or are sold at SMALL 's store in Mexico, D. F. 

T-1 advised that the six colored post cards, 
depicting various scenes in Mexico, which were in OSWALD'S 
possession were designed and manufactured by one FISCHGRUND, 
one of the two largest manufacturers of post cards in Mexico, 
and that these post cards are sold in a great number of 
stores in Mexico. T-1 emphasized that it would be an impossible 
and Infeasible task to attempt to trace the six colored post 
cards at the many stores throughout areas in Mexico where 
OSWALD might have been. 

' T-1 advised that a check of four known outlets of 
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Japanese merchandise In Mexico, D. F. , was made and that 
these outlets do not handle any type of bracelet which would 
be similar to the one which OSWALD gave his wife. 

T>2, a confidential source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that 244 stores, including 
Jewelry stores, tourist-type gift shops, and stores handling 
silverware, in Mexico, D. F., were contacted during the period 
March 6 through 13, 1964, without locating any store which 
carries the type of bracelet which OSWALD gave his wife. 

T-2 concluded that OSWALD could not have purchased 
the bracelet in Mexico since the import tax on such an article 
not manufacture! in Mexico would be prohibitive for resale 
at a profit, unless OSWALD bought it from an ambulatory street 
vendor, in which case the bracelet might have been smuggled 
into Mexico by a Japanese sailor at the port of Acapulco, 
Guerrero, Mexico. If the latter occurred, OSWALD might have 
bad a problem upon presenting the bracelet to an engraver in 
Mexico because he would have been handling t^nuggled merchandise. 

T-3, a confidential source who has furnished reliable 
Information in the past, contacted 59 stores in Mexico, D. F., 
during the period March 7 through 14, 1964, which included 
Jewelry stores, stores selling silverware, and stores handling 
engraving, and was unable to locate any store which carried 
the type of bracelet OSWALD gave his wife. 

As a result, T-3 did not believe OSWALD could have 
purchased the bracelet in Mexico because the import tax on a 
bracelet not manufactured in Mexico would prohibit resale at 
a profit. 


T-3 also stated that, if OSWALD bought the bracelet 
in Mexico, he could have purchased it from a street vendor, 
who could have obtained it from a Japanese seaman in Acapulco, 
Guerrero, Mexico, in which case OSWALD would have had a 
problem getting the bracelet engraved because it would have 
been smuggled into Mexico. 

MEXICO CITY THOROUGHBRED RACE TRACK 


T— 4, a confidential source abroad, advised that on 
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March 19, 1964, DANIEL GALINDO, Assistant Manager of the 
Hlpodromo de las Americas, S. A., Mexico, D. F. , a thoroughbred 
race track, stated he was familiar with the pamphlet entitled 
"Hlpodromo de las Americas, S. A,, Mexico, D. F." GALINDO 
related that this pamphlet was published by the race track 
three or four years ago, explaining in English and in Spanish 
the "Rules for Betting In 1>2 Selection and Quinielas." 

This pamphlet was given wide distribution at the 
race track and at souvenir shops, hotels, motels, drugstores, 
and restaurants and for a time was inserted in the programs 
on racing days for patrons of the track. The race track still 
has some copies of this pamphlet on hand, but has not 
distributed it* during recent years. The same information 
recorded in the pamphlet is now published in the racing program 
for a given day whenever space is available for that purpose. 

GALINDO stated such a pamphlet could possibly have 
been picked up from any of the numerous localities in Mexico, 

D. F. , where the pamphlet was previously distributed if copies 
are still available, but all the localities are now unknown 
to him« 

JAI ALAI IN MEXICO CITY 

T-5, a confidential source abroad, advised in 
■i- connection with the possibility that OSV/ALD might have 

attended a Jal alai game in Mexico, D. F. , that the "Mexico 
City Dally Bulletin," a free English publication circulated 
at hotels, motels, drug stores, and tourist-type stores in 
Mexico, D. F. , lists daily the following as a sport event 
of interest: 

"Jal alai, the ancient game from Spain, 
can be seen every day but Monday at 
Fronton Mexico, Plaza de la Republica, 
at 7:30 p.m. (men players) and every 
afternoon except Thursday at 4:^0 p.m. at 
Fronton Hetropolitano , Bahia Todos 
Santos 190 (women players) . Parimutuel 
betting at both." 
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T-5 related that on March 19, 1964, GUADALUPE 
GAYTAM SANCHEZ, caretaker and resident at the Fronton Mexico, 
Plaza de la Republica No. 3, Mexico^ D« F* , for thirty years, 
was unable to identify the photogiraph of OSWALD. GAYTAN 
SANCHEZ stated that ENRIQUE MARTINEZ DE VILLAGRAN has been 
the doorman at the Fronton Mexico for twenty years and, as 
such, observes every person who enters to determine that this 
person is properly dressed and not the type who might cause a 
disturbance at the Jai alai game. 

T-5 advised that on March 19, 1964, ENRIQUE 
MARTINEZ DE VILLAGRAN was unable to identify OSWALD'S 
photograph, but stated the photograph appeared similar to an 
American who had entered the Fronton Mexico five or six months 
previously on several occasions for a period of a week and a 
day. He was not certain the American could be identical with 
OSWALD nor did he have any specific information about the 
American, his whereabouts, or his background. 

T-5 related that on March 20, 1964, IGNACIO VADILLO 
B. , the general cashier for the Fronton Metropolitano , Bahia 
Todos Santos No. 190, Mexico, D. F. , stated Jai alai is not 
played at this Fronton. The game played there is Fron«»Teois . 
which differs from Jai alai in that the players do not use a 
cesta (a basket fastened to the hand of the player) , but a 
racket similar to a tennis racket is used. 

VADILLO B. stated few, if any, Americans frequent 
the Fronton Metropolitano and those who do so are usually 
remembered. VADILLO B. was unable to Identify the photograph 
of OSWALD as an American who might have been at the Fronton 
Metropolitano. He suggested that OSWALD'S photograph be 
displayed to ESQUIEL TAPIA ROMERO, an Inspector for the 
Treasury Department for the Federal District of Mexico, 
because TAPIA ROMERO is always on duty at the front door of 
the Fronton Metropolitano to observe all customers as they 
enter, > 


T-5 advised that ESQUIEL TAPIA ROMERO viewed the 
photograph of OSWALD on March 20, 1964, and stated definitely 
that OSWALD had not been at the Fronton Metropolitano.

Reference is made to the report of SA Robert P. 
Gemberling, Dallas, dated 1/22/64, in captioned case, 
page 225, wherein is set forth in FD-302 dated 1/16/64 
the interview of MARINA OSWALD concerning the silver colored 
bracelet with the name MARINA engraved on it and which was 
among the personal effects of LEE HARVEY OSWALD and MARINA 
OSWALD and acquired by the Dallas Police Department through 
search of the residence of RUTH PAINE, 2515.J5th Street, 
Irving, Texas, on 11/22/64. p ^ 
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It is noted that MARINA OSWALD identified the 
bracelet as a gift to her from her husband; that she stated 
that the bracelet was given to her immediately after OSWALD 
had returned from New Orleans early in October, 1963; and 
that OSWALD had purchased a similar bracket for himself 
with his name on it prior to the time they moved from 
Dallas to New Orleans in the spring of 1963. 

She stated that OSWALD wanted her to have a 
bracelet like. his; that he had not stated where he bought 
the bracelet, and that she did not know he had gone to Mexico 


The lead for the Dallas office is set forth because 
the above information presents the possibility that if OSWALD 
bought a bracelet with his name on it prior to leaving Dallas 
for New Orleans and since he wanted a similar one with bis 
wife’s name on it, he purchased the second bracelet where 
he purchased the first, probably in Dallas, Texas.

To date the node or method of travel utilized 
OSWALD on his Journey from Mexico City to Nuevo Laredo, 
Tamaulipas, Mexico, on the United States border and subsequent 
departure from Mexico at Nuevo Laredo on 10/3/63 has not been 
established • 



As has been reported, it appears that OSWALD departed 
Mexico sometime between 12:00 a.m. to 8:00 a.m. on 10/3/63 at 
Nuevo Laredo inasmuch as the original of his tourist card 
(Mexican Government Form FM-8) was processed and turned in at' 
Nuevo Laredo and was handled by Mexican Immigration Inspector 
ALBERTO ARZAMENDI CHAPA, who worked the 12:00 a.m. to 8:00 a«m« 
Shift at Kilometer 26, the Mexican Immigration and Customs 
land route control point located approximately sixteen miles 
south of Nuevo Laredo, where it appears the tourist card was 
surrendered. 


Since it is highly possible OSWALD nay have traveled 
to the United States-Mexico border by autonobile upon his 
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departure from Uexlco In October, 1963, the following list of 
Banes has been compiled* These represent a list of persons 
who departed Uexlco at Nuevo Laredo, 10/3/63, traveling in 
Uexlco on either tourist forms FU-5 or FU-8 and are being 
listed to point out that they represent all those persons 
(non-Uexican citizens) who surrendered their tourist cards 
at Nuevo Laredo on 10/3/63, which tourist cards carried a 
stamped or typed notation Indicating that they had entered 
and departed Uexlco in autonobiles and were either the owners 
of the vehicle and/or those who were being held legally 
responsible by Uexican authorities for the presence of the 
vehicle in Uexlco or traveling as passengers in the automobile. 
Since 0SWALD*s mode of travel has not been definitely 
established, it can be assumed that it is highly possible that 
OSWALD may have been a passenger in one of these automobiles 
upon bis departure from Uexlco, The number appearing before 
each name is the number which appeared before these names on 
the Uexican Government Form FU-11 and has been reported and 
appears on the below indicated page of referenced letterhead 
memorandum (LHU) along with background information appearing 
OB the tourist cards of these persons. 



The FU-11, as has been reported, is a compilation of 
separate lists of persons (non-Uexican citizens) entering 
Uexlco and departing from the country which is submitted semi- 
monthly by each Uexicsn port of entry and departure Immigration 
station and records basic data which appears on the tourist 
cards or travel documents of each traveler.

The tourist cards of all the above-listed persons 
reflect they were handled upon their departure from Mexico at 
Nuevo Laredo by various Immigration Inspectors other than 
ALBERTO ARZAMENDI CHAPA, with the exceptions of ELENA S. 

DE CORONADO and BERTA ALICIA RAMOS, who it appears may have 
been traveling together as their cards reflect they both 
entered Mexico at Ciudad Miguel Aleman, TamauHpas, Mexico, at 
the same hour by automobile on 10/2/63 and departed Mexico at 
Nuevo Laredo on 10/3/63 . As has been reported , ALBERTO 
ARZAMENDI CHAPA worked the 12:00 a.m. to 8:00 a.m. shift at 
Kilometer 26 and records reflect he handled OSWALD'S tourist 
card upon his departure from Mexico. This would seem to 
indicate that the other persons listed may have surrendered 
their tourist cards at Kilometer 26 at different times of the 
day during 10/3/63 than did OSWALD. 


It should be pointed out that, although records 
reflect that the departure of the above-listed JOHN H. BENNETT 
reported resident of 10250 Haitian Drive, Miami, Florida, was 
not handled by ARZAMENDI CHAPA, it appears that in all

to the border sane time during the period 12:00 a«a« to 6:00 
a.m. on 10/3/63. Records reflect he was stopped by 
InunigratloD authorities at Kilometer 26 that date after he 
advised be had lost the FM-8 tourist card which had been 
issued to him upon his entry into Mexico, which according to 
records occurred at Nuevo Laredo on 9/8/63, He subsequently 
appeared before GILBERTO CAZARES <iARSSA, head of the Immigration 
Station at Nuevo Laredo, at 9:00 a.m., 10/3/63, at Mexican 
Immigration Headquarters in Nuevo Laredo. At this time a 
statement was taken from BENNETT in which details regarding 
the loss of his tourist card were set forth and, since it was 
found that BENNETT had been in the country for more than the 
fifteen^day period authorized by the FM-8 under which he was 
traveling, he was fined 200 pesos ($16 U.S.) and a Mexican 
Government tourist card was then prepared on which 

BENNETT'S departure from The' country was recorded. The above- 
mentioned statement was signed by CAZARES and BENNETT and was 
also signed by two witnesses, SILVERIO VILLAREAL M. and 
ALEJANDRO ROCHA S,, in all probability employees of the 
'Mexican Immigration office at Nuevo Laredo, . 

It is felt that explanation of the loss of the 
tourist card at Kilometer 26 by BENNETT, the subsequent trip 
to Immigration Headquarters at Nuevo Laredo, and activity 
prior to the taking of the statement there at 9:00 a.m. on 
10/3/63 in all probability consumed more than one hour's time, 
which would indicate that BENNETT nay have reached Kilometer 26 
sometime between 12:00 a,m. and 8: CO a.m. on 10/3/63, between 
which hours it appears OSWALD passed that point on his way to 
the border.

It is noted that the above-named individuals were 
among those listed in referenced LHU as having been among 
those who were reported as having departed Mexico at Nuevo 
Laredo on 10/3/63 and a request was made by referenced air tel 
to conduct investigaticm which included the leads set out 
below to locate and interview them. These leads are being 
set forth again at this time inasmuch as it is felt that 
particular attention and emphasis should be given to the

If practical, whether 
the name, "Osvid, " on the passenger manifest was 
written by someone other than the person who wrote 
the names of the other pcissengers on the list or at 
least whether the person who wrote "Oswld” did not 
write most of the other entries on the list. 

4. The reverse side of the passenger manifest 
contains some mathematical calculations. If their 
significance can be established we may be able to 
shed fbrther light on whether Oswald was ever Issued 
a ticket. In particular. If the price of the tickets 
Involved could be ascertained, both In pesos and In 
dollars, perhaps this would explain the confutations. 

In the event that your Investigation Indicates that 
Oswald was not a passenger on the bus, we desire that 
you conduct appropriate Investigation to ascertain 
whether Oswald crossed the border into the United 
States In an automobile and. If so, the Identity of 
the owner of the car and any passengers who accompanied 
Oswald. 

The entire Mexican aspect of this InAcestlgatlon Is one of 
particular Interest to the Commission. In addition to the above Investi- 
gation, we are also very Interested In your continuing attempts to locate 
and question other guests at the ^tel del Comerclo on the same floor as 
Oswald. It Is very likely that representatives of the Commission will be

According to Mexican Immigration records, OSWALD 
had surrendered his tourist card at Nuevo Laredo to ARZAMENDI 
CHAPA between 12:00 midnight and 8:00 AM on the same date. 

INTERVIEW OF HERBERT ROBERT VOORHEES 

A confidential source abroad stated that on March 
26, 1964, HERBERT ROBERT VOORHEES was residing at Calls 
Masones No. 19, Apartment 10, San Miguel de Allende, State 
of Guanajuato, Mexico, and, \Q}on being located next door to 
his residence, VOORHEES advised as follows: 


His true name Is HERBERT FRANCIS VOORHEES, but for 
unknown reasons his name was listed Incorrectly as HERBERT 
ROBERT VOORHEES on his birth certificate. He uses his true 
name as a commercial cartoonist. 



Until six years ago, he had lived the greater part 
of his life In Chicago, Illinois, where for twelve yeai^ he 
had resided at the Lake Lane Apartments, 6214 Wlnthrop Street. 
He Is a widower and for the last six years has traveled, 
primarily by train, to Mexico, where he has met several 
friendly Americans and artists In San Miguel de Allende. 

He obtains a Mexican tourist card, valid for 180 
days' stay In Mexico, which causes him to return to the 
Uhlted States every six months to have his status In Ifexlco 
as a tourist re-established for another l80-day period. 

He explained that the train from Nuevo Laredo, State 
of Tamaullpas, Mexico, does not pass through San Miguel de 
Allende, and he leaves the train at San Luis Potosl, State of 
San Luis Potosl, Mexico, and travels to San Miguel de Allende 
by bus. 

Initially, he stated he was 74 years. of age, hard 
of hearing, and would have to stop to refresh his recollection 
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bef oz^ he coitld be positive about anything ><hlch took place 
In the past, since he has difficulty remembering the exact 
details of his travels. He was positive that .his last 
departure from Mexico was by bus and not by train. 

He affirmed Initially that he last departed Hiexlco 
by "Greyhound bus" In the Ccirly part of October, 1963- He 
e;q>lalhed that It was a "Greyhound bus" In his mind because 
the bus on which he traveled In Mexico had "Greyhound dogs" 
painted on the sides, the ticket he purchased v/as a "Greyhound 
bus ticket, " and his Jo\omey In the united States was continued 
on the Greyhound Bus Lines, but In Mexico the name of the bus 
company he used was Transportes del Norte, He entered Mexico 
by train some months prior to October 6, 1963# since by thlt 
date he had to leave Mexico to renew his tourist card. 

At first he could not recall any Information concern- ‘ 
Ing the trip he repeatedly referred to as the one taken by him 
on the "Greyhound bus." He could not recall the exact date 
he entered Mexico at Nuevo Laredo by train from San Antonio, 
Texas, to which he proceeded from Kansas City, Kansas, via 
the "Katy Railroad Line, " but he was certain that It was 
several months prior to October 6, 1963# ^dien his Mexican 
tourist card would have expired. 

By writing down the dates of trips made during 1963# 
he was able to recall that on or about October 2, I 963 # he 
left San Miguel de Allende at 7:30 AM by "a second-class, 
yellow bus" for San Luis Fotosl, where he arrived Just before 
noon the same day. 

At the Transportes del Norte bus station at San Luis 
Fotosl he purchased a ticket straight through to San Antonio, 
Texas, because Transportes del Norte Is affiliated with the 
Greyhound Bus Lines In the United States. He purchased a 
Gz^yhoxmd bus ticket to San Antonio, Texas, which Included 
transportation aboard a Transportes del Norte bus In Mexico. 

His travel to Nuevo Laredo was aboard a Transportes del Norte 
bus and from Laredo to San Antonio aboard a Greyhound bus. 

After piirchaslng his ticket, he ate lunch and left 
San Luis Fotosl on a Transportes del Norte bus at about 2:40 
FM on October 2, I 963 . 
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He did not know his ticket number, could not recall 
IT his name was registered on a passenger list, and did not 
know whether or not the bus he bo 2 irded had proceeded from 
Mexico, D. F. , to San Luis Fotosl. He saw the bus arrive at 
the bus station at San Luis Fotosl but did not remember 
whether or not passengers were aboard. 

He and other passengers boarded the bus at the 
Transportes del Norte bus station In San Luis Fotosl. He 
assumed the bus he boarded was made up at this city because 
"It smelled clean. " He stated he did not coimt them, but 
there were at least four passengers on the bus and probably 
several more. He did not notice any other Americans aboard 
the bus. 


The bus arrived at Laredo, Texas, at approximately 
2:00 AM, October 3* 1963- While aboard the bus at Nuevo 
Laredo, State of Tamaxillpas, Mexico, he had Inquired If It 
would be possible with his type of bus ticket to leave the 
bus at Laredo, Texas, and later proceed to San Antonio, Texas. 
He was told that he could take a Greyhound bus at any time 
later with the "Greyhound bus ticket" which he had purchased. 
He was emphatic that after he went throxogh U. S. Customs and 
U. S. Immigration at Laredo, Texas, he reboarded the bus and, 
at his request, was allowed to disembark from the bus alone 
on one of the streets in Laredo In order that he could proceed 
to the Southland Hotel. He could not recall exactly vdiere 
U. S. Customs and U. S. Lmalgratlon are located In Laredo. 
After resting at the Southland Hotel, he went to the Greyhound 
bus depot In Laredo that same day and boarded a Greyhound bus^ 
using his through ticket to San Antonio, Texas. 

He was very certain that the bus stopped In Mexico 
at about 1:00 AM on October 3* 1963» at the "Mexican Immigra- 
tion check station about tv:elve miles from the Mexlcan- 
Amerlcan border, " the lights In the bus were turned on, and 
a Mexican Itamlgratlon official boarded the bus to check each 
passenger's Identification and travel documents. 

VOORHEES First Notices American 

At this point the Mexican Immigration official 
ushered a young American man off the bus. This was the first 
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time VOOHHEES realized an American was on the bus. He 
described the American as about 20 yezu*s of age, five feet 
nine inches tall, not heavy, of medium build, clean*^ shaven, 
bareheaded, coatless, and cleanly attired in shirt, slacks, 
and shoes. VOORHEES recalled that he had considered the 
/knerican lightly clad, since he did not wear a coat during 
the cool night. VOORHEES repeatedly stated "he was not a 
beatnik. " The American was carrying one small bag, either a 
zipper bag or a small duffel bag. VOORHEES was unable to 
describe the exact type of bag but was certain the American 
did not have a suitcase. 

VOORHEES was certain he sat on the right side of 
the bus because he habitually sits on the right side, looking 
forward. He remembered that he did not sit toward the front 
or back but somewhere in the middle of the bus. 

During the trip VOORHEES talked with a "Mexican- 
Amerlcan" man who sat across the aisle from him. The Mexican- 
American, whom he remembered as a middle-aged,, thin-faced 
man who spoke both English and Spanish well, said he was 
going to the United States, but VOORHEES could recall neither 
his destination nor his xiame. The Mexican- American was 
traveling on the bus with his wife and VOORHEES believed he 
was returning to "his business" in the United States. He 
gave the lu?5resslon of being very nervous, smoking one 
cigarette after another. VOORHEES did not know xxhether the 
Mexican-American is a Mexican or a United States citizen. 
During the trip VOORHEES discussed with the Mexican-American 
the fact that he, VOORHEES, is a commercial artist. 

I-lhen the American was taken off the bus, he was 
taken from the back of the bus to the front, and the Mexican- 
American remarked to VOORHEES that the American was having 
trouble over his papers. VOORHEES remembered clearly that 
when the young American was taken off the bus most of the 
passengers on the bus were sleeping, and he also recalled 
that at the beginning of the trip at San Luis potosl there 
was some sort of discussion between a Mexican woman and the 
driver of the bus with regard to a seat number. He could 
describe neither the Mexican woman nor the bus driver. He 
was certain that he was not acquainted with anyone aboard 
the bus.

noticed the American, and he could not state vdien the latter 
first boarded the bus. He had the lnqpresslon the American 
could hot speak Spanish and presumed the American was taken 
off the bus to the "check station office" \diere someone must 
have spoken to him In English. 

He clearly recalled seeing the American at the 
U. S. Customs checking station In Laredo, Texas, at about 
1:30 AM, October 3, 1963, when a Mexican woman's liiggage was 
being examined and the young American was standing by. The 
American was trying to dispose of a banana by eating It 
hiorrledly, "gulping It down, " and he was told by a Customs 
officer that he coxild carry the banana Into the United States 
and did not have to gulp It down so fast. 

Vhen asked If he had talked with or been near the 
American, VOORHEES stated he was not near the yoxuig American 
at any time during the bus trip or vdille checking through 
U. S. Customs at Laredo. 

VOORHEES did not recall seeing the American again 
after he sav; him at the U. S. Customs checking station In 
Laredo and coi;ild only presume ^at the American returned to 
the bus when all passengers left the checking station and 
reboarded the bus. VOORHEES left the bus at Laredo by himself 
when the bus driver let him off on an unknown street with an 
unscheduled stop at about 2:00 AM, October 3, 1963- He 
believed that all other passengers remained on the bus until 
It reached Its scheduled destination, idilch he presimied to 
be the Greyhoimd bus depot In Laredo. 

After refreshing his recollection about the bus trip 
from San Luis potosl to Nuevo Laredo, he was certain the bus 
arrived at Monterrey, State of Nuevo Leon, Mexico, at about 
11*00 PM on October 2, 1963# and all passengers had to change 
to a smaller bus of the same bus line, Transportes del Norte, 
to proceed to Nuevo Laredo. He did not see the American 







dxirlng this change of buses and did not recall seeing him 
prior to the "check station stop at the 26 kilometer point 
before arrival at Nuevo Laredo. " He believed that some 
passengers other than those who traveled from San Luis Fotosl 
had boauc^ed the bus at Monterrey, but was not certain of this. 

, VJhen shown a photograph of OSWALD among other photo- 
graphs, he Immediately recognized the photograph and exclaimed 
that this was a photograph of OSWALD. When asked how he knew 
this to be so, he stated he has been a commercial artist all 
his life. Is a member of the Academy of Fine Arts In Chicago, 
Illinois, and can recognize a face. 

He repeated that he was unable to conclude definitely 
that the young American aboard the bus was OSWALD, stating he 
could not be positive, but he affirmed strongly that the 
American was ^’the same general type" as OSWALD. VOORHEES 
then said, "Hov; do you like that. If ^at was OSWALD on that 
bus and I didn't know It." 

Vflien shown a full-length, front-view photograph of 
OSV/ALD, he Immediately exclaimed that the yotmg American was 
"about the same size, the same type* and It seems to be him , " 
but VOORHEES v/ould not state positively that the young American 
was OSV/ALD, pointing out that he coxild not make a definite 
Identification of someone he saw only momentarily several 
months earlier. He was emphatic that there was every 
similarity between the photographs shown to him and his 
recollection of the young American aboard the bus but he would 
not be more definite In connection therewith. He expressed 
the V7lsh that he had been more observant of the young American 
on the bus. 


He attenpted to recall other details about the trip 
to assist In determining tdiether or not the young American was 
Identical with OSWALD, but he was unable to do so. He stated 
that. If he were able to recall any other possible details with 
regard to the above, he would contact the source. 

He could not recall any further details of his trip 
and the young American and was apologetic for not being able 
to do so. He stated that. If the incident regarding the

young American at the "Mexican Immigration check station" had 
happened dxorlng the day, he would have sketched the young 
American's face, as he generally does idien there Is an 
Incident, and, had he done so, others could have decided 
vdiether or not the young American was Identical with OSWALD.

VOORHEES explained that on this occasion he took 
the hus to make desirable train connections to Kansas City, 
Kansas, traveling by train from San Antonio, Texas, to Kansas 
City and from there to the home of his daughter, Mrs. NANCY 
M. TOUHY, 886 West Array Trail Road, Addison, Illinois, 60101. 
Iftjon his retm?n to the ikilted States, he visits his daughter 
and can be located through her at any time. 

He advised that when he Is at San Miguel de Allende 
he can be reached by telephone during the day through RODOLFO 
PEREZ R., owner of the Auto Mercado Super Market, telephone 
number 33# which Is located next door to Calle Masones No, 

19# San Miguel de Allende, State of Guanajuato, Mexico, and 
he utilizes post Office Box No. 200, San MlgiJel de Allende, 
for receipt of mall. 


Efforts to Identity Other Passengers 


VOORHEES coxild not^dentlfy photographs of JOHN 
'BOWEN# also known as ALBERT^SBORNE. (JOHN BOWEN was a 
passenger aboaird a bus operated by "Servlclos unldos Auto- 
buses Blancos, Flecha Roja, S. A. de C. V." (The Iftilfled 
Services of White Autobuses Red Arrow, incorporated) on idilch 
OSV/ALD traveled from Laredo, Texas, to Mexico, D. F., cm 
September 26-27# 1963. ) 


• VOORHEES also was unable to Identify the photographs 
of JUAN-44ATEO DB-CtJBA and ADA FRANCISC^^ISLIP DE OS>€OBA. 

(JUAN MATEO DE CUBA and his wife, ADA FRANCISCA BISLIP DE 
DE CUBA, were among the "aliens" who sxirrendered their tourist' 
cards to Mexican immigration upon their departure from Mexico 
at Nuevo Laredo on October 3# 1963# between 12:00 midnight and 
8:00 AM.) 





According to VOORHEES, the Mexlcan-Aroerlcan he 
talked with aboard the bxis en route to Nuevo Laredo had a 
thinner race than that of JUAN MATEO DE CUBA.

JUAN HATEO IE 
CUBA and ADA FRANCISCA BISLIP DE DE CUBA had been Interviewed 
previously and recalled a "young American" who traveled with 
them on the bus and who had experienced some trouble making 
himself Intelligible to a Mexican border official. They had 
stated that they believed their travel was by a Transportes 
Frontera bus, although subsequent Inquiry established that they 
had traveled on the same Transportes del Norte bus as VOORHEES.

Bus that departed Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, approximately 2:00 PM, 
September 26, I 963 , and arrived Mexico City, Mexico, AM 9/27/63. 
the trip he, OSV/ALD, sat beside an elderly white male. 

As reported In this report, photographs of ALBERT 
OSBORNE, also known as JOHN HOWARD BOWEN, have been Identified 
by other passengers as the elderly man who sat beside OSWALD on 
the bus trip. OSBORNE, also known as BOWEN, during Interviews 
has admitted making a bus trip from Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, to Mexico 
•;lty on September 26-27, 1963* but denies knowing OSWALD, 
does not Identify photograph of OSWALD as likeness of person he 
sat by on the bus and claims he was the only English speaking 
passenger on the bus on which he made the pertinent trip. 

By communication dated February 22, 1964, the Bureau 
directed the Dallas Office to prepare a report under the OSWALD 
caption Incorporating all known facts regarding OSBORNE-BOWEN 
and to set forth all logical leads to resolve questions of 
Identity of OSWALD-BOWEN, nature of his activity since June, 1962, 
extent of his relationship with OSWALD, reasons for his use of 
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dual identity, and his being untruthful during Bureau 
Interviews, The conununlcatlon further directed that OSBORNE 
be Interviewed when located to resolve the above points. 

On March 3, 1964, OSBOflNE was located and Interviewed 
at Nashville, Tennessee, such interview being Incorporated In 
this report. 

After that Interview, the Bureau directed Dallas, In view 
of the extensive Investigation conducted regarding OSBORNE In 
this matter, to prepare a report restricted to OSBORNE setting 
forth all background data developed concerning him. Including 
interviews conducted with him. 

On January 17, 1964, the Kansas City Office reported 
that LAWRENCE DIMSDALE, Administrative Hearing Examiner, 

Social Security Administration, Kansas City, Missouri, advised 
SA MARION C. STREET that no record could be located for JOHN

MC FARLAND, 10 Fulwood Park, Liverpool, England, were ihter- 
\ iev/ed December 12, 1963* at which time they furnished certain 
. j'»fonnatlon, part of which follows: 


The MC FARLANDS remembered LEE HARVEY OSWALD as 
they got jnto conversation with him on the trip from Nuevo 
laredo to Mexico Cdity, Mexico, on September 26 - 27* 1963. 

Ihey recalled that OSWALD traveled alone, but also spoke to 
two Australian girls who were In their mid-twenties that boarded 
taoeodc the bus In Monterey and left the bus In Mexico City. 

T*>ey stated OSWALD sat behind them, the MC FARLANDS, and next 
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tc an eighty-year-old Ifiilted States citizen who looked to 
be about sixty years of age who lives In Cuernavaca and 
the State of Tennessee, Ihe Individual that sat beside 
OSWALD was allegedly a retired schoolteacher who taught 
3n India and Arabia and Is currently writing a book on 
the Lisbon Earthquake of 1775 • 

A review of FBI files reflects one JOHN HOWARD 
BOWEN, bom January 14, 1887 , at Chester, . Pennsylvania, 
cr.ce resided In Houston, Texas. 

On June 4, 1942, CHARLES MfTPICKEL, Rural Route 
7, Henderson Springs, Tennessee, Sevier County^ advised fcz 
i^er.t of the FBI, Knoxville, that one J. H^Jj-BOWEN, whom he 
believed to be an Italian, had resided In the vicinity of 
Henderson Springs for the past two years. He stated that 
BOVJEN operates a camp for boys known as the "Campfire Council." 
According to PICKEL, one of the boys at the camp told GEORGE 
SK/wRP, of Route 7 j Henderson Springs, Tennessee, that “he' had 
reeji BOWEN tear down an American Flag and stomp It Into the 
gi’our.d. PICKEL said that BOli/EN had three large police dogs 
at his hone, which were very dangerous, PICKEL complained 
that the boys at the camp were committing some acts of 
tV.ievery and property damage In the neighborhood. PICKEL 
rtated that BOWEN spends time traveling over the country roads 
3r. and amund Henderson Springs and that he knew for a fact, 
that BOWEN had once traveled to Mexico City. 

At the request of the FBI, PAUL LILLY, Patrolman, 
TeriTiessee Highway Patrol, made an Investigation of the al^ve 
alJegatlon, On August 2i, 1942, Patrolman LILLY, by letter, 
advised the FBI, lOioxvllle, that he had contacted Mr, GEORGE 
SHARP, Mr. CHARLES M. PICKEL, and others, and all of these 
persons had told him that the main trouble concerning BOWEN 
was on account of some vicious dogs which BOWEN had at his 
camp, LILI.Y stated that the neighbors told him they were 
.deathly afraid of these dogs and that something had to be 
doT.e about them. LILLY reported that he talked to some 
workers at the camp and they told him they had never seen 
. or heard of any activities that would lead them to believe 
that BOWEN was or had been disrespectful to the United States. 
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Mr. HAL. C.' STEPHENS, Executive Director, Boys' 

Club of Knoxville, Inc., residence address UOJ Caswell 
Avenue, Knoxville, Tennessee, advised that he was not per- 
sonally acquainted with JOHN HOWARD BOWEN but stated that 
hs had heard a lot about BOWEN since BOWEN v/as formerly 
Director of the Campfire Council at Knoxville, Tennessee, 
from 1938 to the Spring of 1943. STEPHENS stated at this 
time the Cairpflre Council was abandoned and the Boys' Club 
orga!il 2 ed and BOWEN was let out of boys' work. STEPHENS 
stated that he knew of nothing derogatory concerning BOWEN'S 
loyalty to the country, but it was rumored that BOWEN was a 
homosexual and for this reason he was let out of boys ' work 
in Khox'^^ille. STEPHENS stated that he knew of no prosecution 
o''roer:ing BOi’/EN and, to his knowledge, no charges were .ever 
placed. He stated that he never received any -derogatory In- 
p.'TTr-ati^n cor-cerriing BOWEN's loyalty to the country, but 
'hat he, STEPHENS, does know that, when he took over the 
books and inventory of the Campfire Council for the newly 
org^ized Boys' Club, items on the inventory, such as boats 
and motors, were never accounted for. 

STEPHENS related that- as Director of the Campfire 
Council, BOv/EN operated a Campfire Council Camp in Sevier 
Ccur.ty. f-.'-r several years. According to STEPHENS, BOVJSN 
x;as single an-d he stated that at this time he would be at 
least eighty years of age. STEPHENS advised that he knew 
oP no relatives of BOUEN residing in this area and ha-d never 
heard cf any close acquaintances of BOWEN residing in this airea, 

STEPiENS stated that when BOVEN left Knoxville 
he. i*eportedly vient to Mexico where he was reported to be 
doing missionary work among the Indian# . STEPHENS stated 
that BOV.EN reportedly had been a missionary prior to coming 
'v Knoxville and claimed that he had been a missionary in 
India. 


Mr. STEPHENS advised that a recent news article 
appeared 3n the Knoxville Journal on or about November 14, 
19 '^ 3 > which read as follows:

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"to the Mlxteca Indians In Mexico for the 
past 20 years, left New York yesterday for 
a speaking tour In England, Spain, Portugal, 
and Italy, BOWEN organized the Campfire 
Council for Boys, which evolved Into Boys'

from 1929 to 19^3* when he left for missionary 
work In Mexico. BOWEN was Invited by evangeli- 
cal groups of each country." 

STEPHENS stated that he wrote the Knoxville journal 
a reply to the above news article In which he had Infoitaed 
them that BOVJEN had never been a Director of the Boys' 

Club. He stated that he understood that BOWEN In the past 
had friends submit news Items to the JOURNAL f or reprint, 

Mr. STEPHENS advised that he had no knowledge 
of BOWEN'S residence In Knoxville when he was with the 
Campfire Council and he stated BOWEN'S residence In Sevier 
County was limited to his operation of the Campfire Council 
Camp. STEPHENS stated that he was sure that BOWEN has 
never returned to Knoxville nor resided In Knoxville since 
he left In 19 ^ 3 . 
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The news article referred to by HAL C, STEPHENS 
of the Boys' Club regarding BOWEN'S reported departure 
for Europe appeared in the November 14, I963, issue of 
the Knoxville Journal ; however, an examination of the records 
of the morgue on December 30* 1963 j did not disclose any 
correspondence relative to this particular article, Ihe 
morgue did reflect a news article dated December 5* 1953# 
in the Knoxville Journal , which reported that JOHN HOWAHD 
BOWEN resided in Laredo, Texas, and had established a 
missionary station and a Baptist Church in Mexico, He 
was reported to be the first protestant missionary in 
the land of the Mlxtecas Indians, His address was listed 
as Box 306, Laredo, Texas. Hie source of this item appeared 
to be a letter addressed to the Journal from BOWEN, 

The newspaper file contained a postal card 
from BOV/EN bearing an illegible postmark of Tampa (Florida?), 
November ?, 1954. On this postal card BOWEN advised the 
Knoxville Journal that he was mailing some photographs to 
the Journal. He" stated that last Christmas he announced 
he was retiring but after a trip to England, where he spoke 
at a missionary conference, he decided to return to Mexico, 

The news file contained a letter dated April 7# 
1958, from a Dr, MARTIN'IIILDAGO, Oaxaca, Oax, Mexico, He 
wrote that BOWEN, a missionary, had saved two schoolchildren 
from being struck by a truck. In dashing in fi*ont of the 
truck to sweep the children from the path, BOWEN was slight- 
ly injured on his left side when he came in contact with the 
truck. The writer stated that this was the same missionary 
who had saved three chlldrenfpom a burning hut about eight 
years previously, 

A short article in the Knoxville Journal dated 
April 12 , 1958# described this incident, based on the above 
letter. 

The newspaper file also contained a letter dated 
September 11 , 1961, from an ALBERTO OSBORNE, which was post- 
marked at Texmelucan, Pue, Mexico. Hiis letter reported 
that BOWEN v;as injured when he fell on a bus between Mexico 
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City and Publea, and it reported that BOWEN had been doing 
laissionary work in Mexico since he left IQioxville in April, 
1943 . Ttie letter set forth that BOWEN was invited to Mexico 
by the late Dr, C, E, LACEY, a missionary of the Southeni 
Baptist Convention, Ihe letter reported that BOWEN would be 
eighty-two in January ( 1962 ), but that he could easily pass 
for a -nan in his middle 50 's. This letter went on to relate 
that BOWEN, prior to coming to Knoxville, had served as a 
missionary in India and had been active in missionary work 
since I 910 except the time he spent in I&ioxvllle. 

The Knoxville Journal published a short news 
article on September 15, 19^31, based on the above letter. 

On December 20, 1963* Mrs, CLARA BULL, Knoxville 
Credit Bureau, advised that a search of her files reflected 
no credit record for JOHN HOWARD BOWEN, 

On December 20, I 963 , Mrs. CHARLES DAVIS, 

Records Department, Knoxville Police Department, advised 
she found no arrest record in the files of her office for 
JOHN HOWARD BOV/EN. 

The newspaper files also contained tv/o photo- 
graphs that purport to be pictures of J. H, BOWEN. One photo- 
graph depicts a white male wearing a waist length zlppered 
Jacket and a sun helmet.

PATRICIA-WINSTON and PAMELAriSiMFORD, 153 North

WINSTON and MUMPORD viewed photograjto of BOWEN 
that were obtained from the files of the Knoxville Journal 
and stated the photograph of BOWEN wearing the sun helmet 
was not familiar to them. They said that the picture taken 
in 195 ^ of BOWEN standing in front of a castle was familiar 
and possibly could have been the man who sat next to OSWAIJ) 
on the bus trip from Laredo to Mexico City, on September 

26 - 27 , 1963 . 
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In this regard. It Is pointed out that both 
'aII’STON and MUMFORP had previously stated that they made a 
trip from Nuevo Laredo to Mexico City on a Flecha Roja bus on 
September 26 - 27, I 963 , and Identified LEE HARVEY OSWALD as 
" passenger on that bus with whom they conversed.

JOHN HOWARD BOVEN is an ordained Baptist Minister 
v;ho, over the years, has collected funds for construction of 
several churches in Mexico. BOWEN has not been in Mexico since 
late September or early October, 19^3 * at which time he advised 
OSBORNE he was thinking of giving up his missionary work be- 
cause many of his contributors who helped him financially 
over the years are now deceased. OSBORNE suggested that 
BOWEN could be located through the Hotel Jong or Jung, New 
Orleans, Louisiana, where he was recently employed and was 
making efforts to qualify for Social Security benefits, OSBORNE 
also opined BOWEN might be located through Hotel St. Anthony, 
Laredo, Texas. 


OSBORNE claimed he has no way of comm\micatlng 
with BOVEN and does not know his exact address in the United 
States, although he believed BOWEN was in the United States 
.at that time. He said BOWEN never lived at 4-A Emilio Carranza 
Street, San Martin De Texmelucan, Pueblo, but did pick up his

Dallas T-4 reported that several officials of 
the Baptist Church in Mexico City had reported they have 
no kncwledge of JOHN H. BO’WEN or ALBERT OSBORNE.

a native mud wall dwelling in Texmelucan, where the only 
person having knowledge of his movements is the teen-age 
caretaker who, himself, frequently visits his family in 
Oaxaca, Mexico, when OSBORlffi is not there.

OSBORNE claimed that he resided in Canada from August 
21. 1917, to the present time and Is a naturalized citizen of 
Canada because of his services in the Canadian Armed Forces. 
OSBORNE’S Canadian Passport #4-347367, which was Issued in 
June, 1953, was cancelled and Canadian Passport #5-605377, 
dated October 10, 1963, was Issued to him by Chief Clerk PERCY 
T0IATU0U3H, Of the Canadian Consulate General's Office. This 
passport Is valid until October 10, 1968, and was delivered 
to OSBORNE personally on October 10, 1963. At the time. 

OSBORNE applied for a new passport, he exhibited his birth 
certificate and a record of service In the Canadian Armed 
Forces. In addition, he signed an affidavit claiming that 
no one knew him in New Orleans well enough to act as a guarantor 
because he was "In transit." OSBORNE *s file contained a letter 
from OSBORNE dated October 16, 1963, at Mexico, D. F. , which 
was received at the Canadian Consulate General's Office on 
October 18, 1963. This letter thanked the office employees 
for their kindness and enclosed $5.00 with the Instructions 
that BLACKSTOCK purchase a little present for the clerical 
employees at the Canadian Consulate General's Office.

OSBORNE, bad come to New Orleans from his residence in Montreal, 
Canada, by bus and that be was on his way to Mexico City by bus 
that be was making this trip as part of bis vacation.

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On February 10, 1964, Dallas T-4, supra, advised . 
tbat OSBOHNE had not called for his mall at the American 
Express Company, Mexico City, Mexico, since that office was 
previously contacted and additional letters had been received 
addressed to JOHN HOWARD BOWEN from GEORGE FULLER ^UIDLIN, 
Jonesvllle, Virginia, postmarked January 29, 1964; from 
P. -O. Box 517, Eagle Pass, Texas, postmarked January 31, 

1964, and from Plsgab Home Movement, Plkevllle, Tennessee, 
postmarked February 5, 1964. 

T>4 further reported that JOHN HOWARD BOWEN was 
known to the Senior Cashier, American Express Company, for the 
pz:Et eight years and has cashed numerous U. S. Postal Money 
Ciders In amounts of $25 - $30 each. The cashier does not 
know ALBERT OSBORNE and Is unable to substantiate '^be 
claim tbat the American Express Company, Mexico City, had 
agreed to honor payments for OSBORNE In the name of BOWEN 
because BOWEN had died and OSBORNE was carrying on BOWEN *s 
missionary work. This Individual i^s only known at American 
Express Company as BOWEN and as being connected with some 
type of religious activities In Mexico. 

T-4 reported tbat Inquiries at Texmelucan, Mexico, 
on February 8, 1964, revealed OSBORNE bad not been seen there 
since about January 15, 1964, but the caretaker reported that 
be had received post cards from ALBERT OSBORNE postmarked 
February 3, 1964, with a return address of General Delivery, 
Birmingham, Alabama; . postmarked January 22, 1964, at Chatta- 
nooga, Tennessee, with return address of General Delivery, 
Atlanta, Georgia, and postmarked January 21, 1964, at Chatta- 
rooga, Tennessee, contained in the envelope of the William 
l.en Hotel of Memphis, Tennessee. Caretaker claimed he was 
unaware of the present whereabouts of OSBORNE, but believed 
he was still In the United States. 

T-4 quoted the caretaker as stating tbat he had 
not mailed any letter to LOLA LOVING of Forest Grove, Oregon, 

In late. January, 1964, but pointed out tbat OSBORNE may have 
walled such letter before departing Texmelucan. 

T-4 reported that Mexican Immigration authorities, 
Mexico City, are Interested In detaining OSBORNE if he returns 
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to Mexico as he was ordered to leave Mexico in 1958 as an 
undesirable alien and at that time exited Mexico at Laredo, 
Texas, April 5, 1958. The Mexican Immigration files show 
BOWEN to also be known as JOHN H. OWEN.

JOHN HOWARD BOWEN was interviewed February 8, 1964, 
and he furnished the following information: 


BOWEN advised that he has been in the Russellville, 
Alabama, area, speaking at various rural Baptist Churches, 
and has been residing at the residence of WYLIEVoPTAIN , R ural 
Route, Russjellville, Alabama. He stated he Intended leaving 
the Russellville, Alabama, area February 11, 1964. en route 
back to Z«aredo, Texas, by way of j New Orleans, Louisiana. 

BOWEN stated to the best of his knowledge he was 
born at Chester, Pennsylvania, on January 12, 1885, and his 
father's name was JAMES A. BOWEN, and his mother was EMILY 
BOWEN. He did not know his parents, but he was reared in an 
orphanage In Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. His grandmother, 

SARAH HALL, participated to a limited extent in giving him 
guidance and shelter during the early years of bla life. His 
grandmother and relatives are all deceased, and he has no known 
re latives of any kind. 

BOWEN attended elementary school Intermittently 
in the Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, area, but took correspondence 
courses and has completed the equivalent of about two years of 
college. He also took a correspondence course In theology, 
which he completed In about 1914. About fifty years ago, he 
was ordained as a minister by the Plymouth Brethren Church, 
lu Trenton, New Jers^F, and about forty-five years ago he was 
ordained as a minister by the Northern Baptist Convention at 
Binghamton, New York. He also Is recognized as an ordained 
minister by the Missionary Baptist Convention and he currently 
considers himself associated with that church body. 

BOWEN stated he considers himself an Itinerant 
gardener and preacher. He was formerly a member of the First 
Baptist Church at Knoxville, Tennessee, and more recently was 
a member of the First Baptist Church at Laredo, Texas. Be has 
visited and worshiped at the latter church Intermittently for 
t»'s past twenty years. 

About thirty years ago, BOWEN applied for a Job as 
a Juvenile counselor, with the Tennessee Valley Authority at 
Knoxville, Tennessee, and recalled that he was fingerprinted 
on that occasion. From about 1929 to about 1934, BOWEN worked 
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vith Juvenile delinquents for the City of Knoxville, Tennessee. 
While doing this work, he became well acquainted with Doctor 
A. D^HUELLER, who Is now associated with the Veterans 
Hospital In Memphis, TennAssee, and lives at 4035 Tutwller 
Road, Memphis,, Tennessee. He also became well acquainted 
with Miss MARY* ELLIOTT, who Is a prominent social worker In 
the Knoxville, Tennessee, area. 

BOVEN states since becoming ordained about fifty 
years ago he has traveled extensively In the United States, 
particularly In the Stanton, Virginia, area, and In the 
southern part of the United States as an Itinerant Baptist 
Minister. During the past twenty years, he has also made 
numerous trips as an Itinerant Baptist Minister throughout 
Mexico. He stated he has never been to Canada or England 
or any other foreign country, except In about 1939, he once 
visited Bermuda. On these itinerant preaching -tours, he 
resides In the homes of the host pastor, and he moves from 
place to place frequently. He considers his home to be the 
St. Anthony Hotel, Laredo, Texas, and he Is well known there 
by the manager, OSCAR FERRINA. He has been residing at that 
hotel Intermittently for the past twenty years, and" has made 
trips to Mexico for the past twenty years as an Itinerant 
preacher . 

BOWEN stated he has no passport, but carries for 
identification purposes the following Items:

BOWEN stated that In 1956 he contacted an unrecalled 
attorney In Philadelphia to apply for Social Security. This 
attorney experienced great difficulty In obtaining a date of 
birth for him. The attorney was not able to completely verify 
his birth, but furnished him with a card reflecting the follow- ■ 
Ing data:

Filed: 

The above card bore the signature of a person which 
appeared to be BERWIN F. ‘'WATKINS as the person who executed 
the birth data form. BOWEN stated he doubted If the above 
was exactly correct, but It was the best birth data which the 
attorney could obtain through unknown sources. He could not 
recall the name of this attorney and was not certain If WATKINS 
was his name or not. BOWEN stated he had been unable to obtain 
Social Security benefits because of his inability to obtain 
correct birth data. 

BOWEN states that in about 1958 he was residing 
.at the Reece Hotel, Oaxaco, Hexlco, and also residing in that 
same hotel was ALBERT OSBORNE, who was a retired itinerant 
Baptist Minister from Canada. OSBORNE was about 70 years of 
age, 5*8" tall, 190 pounds, hair gray and balding, and had an

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Eogllsh or Scottish accent. BOWEN acknowledged that OSBORNE 
was about his same size and age. 

A census of some type was then being taken by 
Uexican* authorities, and BOWEN was unable to locate his 
identification papers. Be, therefore, borrowed the identi- 
fication papers of OSBORNE on that occasion, and exhibited 
them to the Mexican authorities. He thereafter returned 
these papers to OSBORNE. He later found bis own identification 
papers, and states be has never before or since claimed to be 
anyone other than JOHN HOWARD BOWEN. 


BOWEN stated be next saw OSBORNE in about the Spring 
of 1961 or 1962, at the Railway Express Company Office in 
Mexico City, Mexico. He pointed out he corresponds occasional- 
ly with OSBORNE, but has not seen him since the. above occasion. 
He recalled having beard through friends in Mexico that OSBORNE 
was traveling in Mexico as an Itinerant Baptist preacher in 
December, 1963, and January, 1964, but he was planning on re- 
turning to Canada, and possibly taking up residence in the vi- 
cinity of Vancouver, Canada. 



BOWEN observed a photograph of a man standing in 
front of a castle-like building, holding what appeared to be 
a camera, and he Identified that person as being ALBERT OSBORNE. 
BOWEN explained that he has a copy of that same photograph, 
which was sent to him by OSBORNE, and it apparently was taken 
during a trip to England or Scotland. 

BOWEN also observed a photograph of a man in a 
zippered Jacket and a helmet, and Identified that as being 
a photograph of himself, which had been taken about twenty 
years ago at Veracruz, Mexico. BOWEN stated that ALBERT 
03B0RNE has traveled in the same areas in Mexico as an 
Itinerant Baptist preacher, and OSBORNE has stayed at the 
two Independent churches in Texmelucan, Mexico, where the 
churches maintain a home for ministers. These churches also 
distribute food for children from destitute families. He 
explained that it was entirely possible persons might confuse 
him with OSBORNE, because they are both Itinerant Baptist 
preachers, are alK>ut the same size and age, and both travel 
extensively in Mexico. 
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BCiTEN stated he was not interviewed in Mexico 
at Texmelucan or anywhere else. by the FBI, regarding OSBOBNE 
or OSWAUO. He pointed out when he came to Laredo, Texas, 
recently be learned that the FBI had been making Inquiries 
there regarding his recent trip to Mexico. Be stated that 
he thereafter looked through bis papers and files at Laredo 
' and learned that be bad made a trip by bus from Nuevo Laredo, 
Mexico to Mexico City, on September 26-27, 1963. 

BOTEN explainel that at the bus station in Nuevo 
I ¥*='Xico, at about 3:30 PM. September 26. 1963, he 

bC'iiXiei a bus en route to Mexico City, and signed his own 
name, JOHN HOWARD BOWEN, to the roster of passengers. He 
f^at in the third seat from the front on the right side. A 
young man who apparently boarded the bus at the same time 
sat in the seat adjacent to him. He described this person 
as follows: 

Sex: Male 

Race: White 

Age: 29 

Height: 5*8" 

Weight: 150 lbs. 

Hair: Blond and thin 

Complexion: Dark 

He explained this passenger had a small zipper 
bag which he placed in the rack above his feet. Be did not 
talk to this person or hear him speak to anyone else on the 
bus. He presumed this person was Mexican or Puerto Bican, 
because be was dark complected and did not appear to be an 
American. He recalled that directly in front of him was a 
man and a woman who were about sixty years <af age. The man 
was retired from the Bermuda Police Department, and he ap- 
parently bad been traveling extensively since bis retirement. 
BOWEN recalled that two Mexican women and a small child occupied 
. the seat directly behind him. He could not recall who the 
other passengers might have been on the bus. He did recall 
that the bus was fully occupied when it left Nuevo Laredo. 
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B01TEN stated the young man sitting next to him 
vent to sleep shortly after getting on the bus, and did 
not converse vlth him or anyone else. At about 4:30 or 
5:00 PU, on September 26, 1964, the bus stopped for a 
lunch «top at Sabinas Hidalgo, Mexico. This young man 
went to the restroom and ate a lunch at the bus station. 

Fhen be returned to the bus, he went to the rear of the 
bus where be reclined on a rear seat and went to sleep. 

BOWEN stated he did not recall seeing the above 
person again during the trip to Mexico City, and has not 
seen him before or since that time. He did not know where 
the above person got off the bus. BOWEN stated he does 
not recall having specifically seen a particular photograph 
of subject LEE HARVEY OSWALD, but is rather certain he had 
seen some newspaper photographs of him. He stated be does 
not feel that the above person was identical to LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD, because the above person was quite dark complected.', 
and appeared to be a Mexican or Puerto Rican. 

BOWEN stated be arrived in Mexico City on the 
above bus about 9:30 AM, September 27, 1963. Be thereafter 
boarded another bus in Mexico City and went to Puebla, 
Mexico, where he resided at the St. Augustine Hotel. The 
next day, he boarded a night train at Puebla and traveled 
to the Railroad Hotel in Jesus Carranga, which is north 
of Juchitan, Mexico. He remained in this area for about 
one week, contacting various native ministers, and de- 
livering Bibles to them. He preached some in Juchitan 
and Tehuantepec, area. Be then returned to the area of 
Puebla, Mexico, where he resided with various persons 
connected with Baptist churches in that vicinity. He then 
traveled back to Laredo, Texas, in about the middle of 
November, 1963. While in Mexico City, he usually resides 
.at the Canada Hotel Annex, which is on Cinco De Mayo Street. 
BOWEN stated at no time on this trip did he again see the 
above-mentioned person who had been on the bus with him 
from Nuevo Laredo. 
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BOWEN stated he intends to travel from the 
Russellville, Alabama, area to Laredo, Texas, by way 
of New Orleans, and expects to be at the St. Anthony 
Hotel, Laredo, Texas, about February 15 - 17, 1964, where 
he wlLl remain Indefinitely. He stated that, at Laredo, 
be could locate the bus ticket which would verify the 
date of the above-mentioned trip Into Mexico In September, 
1963. Be stated he may also have there correspondence 
from ALBERT OSBORNE. 

BOWEN Stated be has never taught school, has 
never been to any foreign countries, other than Mexico and 
Bermuda. Be stated he has never written a book, knew nothing 
about the Lisbon earthquake of 1775. Be could not recall 
seeing any American girls on Instant bus, and knew of no 
one on the bus who might have talked to the young man 
sitting In the seat adjacent to him. 

BOWEN stated he definitely Is not identical to 
ALBERT OSBORNE and, with the one exception, he has never 
posed as ALBERT OSBORNE. BOWEN stated he would cooperate 
fully In this matter. Be volunteered to have his photograph 
and fingerprints taken on this occasion.

FERRINO stated that BOWEN usually stays at

JOHN HOWARD BOWEN was interviewed at the St. Anthony 
HoteX# Room 105» Laredo, Texas, at which time he related the 
following information. 



He made available two ticket stubs from the "plecha 
ncj?” (Red Arrow) Bus Lines, one purchased at Nuevo Laredo, 
Mexico, bearing number 0921, dated September 26, 1963* 
lefJectlng fare of $71.^0 pesos, from Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, 
tlie other purchased in Mexico bearing number 1142 and dated 
October 1* 1963* reflecting fare of $71.40 pesos from Mexico- 
1,’r VO Laredo.

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BOWEN stated he departed Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, 
appT cxlma tely 2:00 p.m., September 26, 1963* on a plecha Roja 
Bii-j and arrived in Mexico City around 10:00 a.m. , September 27, 
iS?63. He stated there were no other Americans or English 
Eieaklng persons on this bus and to his knowledge, none of 
th? Mexican passengers spoke English. He sat near the front 
cf the bus next to the window and there was a young man 
".^^^tlng next to him. 

This man appeared to be Mexican, about 29 years of 
il". dark brovm hair, had Spanish look, al^out 5'8"> 150 pounds, 
K« V3S shabbily dressed, v^a ring khaki pants and was carrying 
r trovm zlppered traveling bag wnich he placed on the top 
of the bus.

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BOWEN stated that this bus arrived In Mexico City 
3 > rut 10:00 a.m., September 27, 1963, and he boarded 
?*, ether bus on the afternoon of the 2?th and went to 
P\ rbla, Mexico, where he stayed at the Teresa Hotel over- 
night. Erom there he boarded a train and went to JESUS 
CARaNZAS, Mexico, and stayed at the Railroad Hotel about 
tvjo nights, and returned to Laredo, Texas, on October 2, 

When queried about his activities since September 1, 
L/ 63 . he became Indignant, and wanted to know why the FBI 
W3£ interested In his itinerary, adding that this was a 
f X es country and he could travel whenever and wherever 
Vi pleased. 

Under further Interrogation, BOWEN stated that during 
f'? month of September, 1963, he stayed at the St, Anthony 
Laredo, Texas, until his trip to Mexico on 
September 26, I 963 . After returning from Mexico on October 2, 
i?63, he remained In Laredo at the St. Anthony Hotel until 
the latter part of October when he went on a lengthy trip 
Iv- the United States, vlsltlnjciurches and collecting 
religious books. He added that the ^ecoI^is at the St. 

A'thony Hotel would not reflect that he stayed there In 
September or October Inasmuch as the owner of the hotel 
o--.ed him money from a typewriter that was stolen from his 

om and did not charge him for use of the room and, therefore, 
did not sign his name on the hotel register. 

Referring to the lengthy trip he took In the United 
States the latter part of October, November, and roost of 
D..'ceraber, he stated that he first went to Houston, Texas, 
w'^ore he stayed tvxo nights at the Spur H^tel near the 
Ji ?yhound Station having left Laredo, Texas, In mid-October,. 

Fi om Houston, he went to Memphis, Tennessee, to see Dr. 

A. D. MULA; however, did not see him as he arrived there at 
. night.' He stayed in Memphis two nights at the William 
L-rt Hotel, From there, he went to charlotte. North 
Carolina, where he stayed at the YMCA and then went on to 
Columbia, South Carolina, a«d back to Laredo, Texas, Just 
before Christmas. After Christmas, he went on another trip 
and visited Houston, Texas; Lake Charles and Baton Rouge, 
L'^ulslana, and returned to Laredo, Texas. He added that this 
occurred In January, and In February, he made a trip to 
3*»'mlngham, Alabama. 
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BOWEN stated that he has never stayed In Texmelucan, 
H;xlcc, adding that he has only been through there on his 
way tc Mexico City* He denied being Interviewed In Mexico 
by anyone, and denied ever using a dual Identity or ever 
hPvlng been In any ether foreign country. He further stated 
that he has never used the name of ALBERT OSBORNE. He 
knows a man by that name who Is also a preacher and 
rlsslonary in Mexico. He last saw OSBORNE In Mexico City 
in nrld-sumn'er of I963. and he and OSBORNE were last together 
In Caxaca, Mexico, In 1959- He added that he and OSBORNE 
3 ,'Ok very much alike and were often mistaken for each other 
3n Mexico. 

BOWEN stated that during his travels in Mexico, he 
always stays with pastors and Christian people and sometimes 
dojs the same thing In the Unl.ed State.,. He could not 
J jrrlsh names of people In the United States with whom he 
has stayed, explaining that he Just could not remember their 
i-arues . He stated chat he Is well known In Mexico, parti- 
cularly Vera Cruz, and Oaxaca, and mentioned the following 
pamrs cf persons who know him and with whom he has stayed 
.. :n the past: MOSIS'NAUM, pastor In Vera Cruz; LEONARD 

; rNQRAM and PERCY. COX, both preachers In Mexico City; JOHN 
■ P'.RF.IS, preacher In Arlzaba, Vera Cruz. He added that COX 
and INJRAM are both listed In the directory, Mexico City, 

IJ:- also knows the man In charge cf the Bible Society In 
Mexico City, hov/ever. • cannot recall his name. He stated 
chat he visits other cities In Mexico, however, could not 
?:call all the names. 

BO’.\TEN was again exhibited photograph of OSV/ALD 
end reiterated that he could not Identify OSWALD as being 
CP the same bus with him on September 26. 1963, and has 
pr ver seen him at any time. When confronted with the fact 
that three pther people on the same bus Identified him 
and OSWALD as being seated in the same seat, he stated

9 typewriter belonging to BOWEN was stolen from his room and 
Jie, FERRINO, paid BOWEN $30.00 for the loss of this typewriter. 
He did not actually give BOWEN $30.00, but let him stay In the 
: oom free, which would be about fifteen days for that amount 
of money. 

In view of this, he did not record BOWEN'S name 
cn the register. In checking his records further, he noted 
that BO'WEN stayed at the St. Anthony Hotel three nights In 
n^cember, 19^3, commencing on December 29. 

FEFIRINO added that BOWEN checked out of the hotel 
at 7:00 a .m. , February 17, 1964, and did not say where he was 
rclng.

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The following investigation was conducted by 
SA FRED T. LEE, JR., at Eagle pass, Texas. 

On February I 8 , 196^* Reverend WALTER* L. • HLUCHAN, 
Minister, Pertecjstal Church of God, advised that on about 
. February 8, l^o4, he had received an undated letter from 
ALBERT OSBOHNT Tfhoa he knows as JOHN HOWARD BOV/EN. Return 
address on the letter was ALBERT OSBORNE, Eu-lllo carranza- 
'-^-3, Texmelucan, Pus., Mexico, In this letter OSBORNE 
indicated that on about December 20, 1963, he had returned 
to lexmelucan after preaching for some time in England, 

Spain, Northern France, and Northern Africa. OSBORIE did 
not indicate in his letter the length of time he had spent 
in Europe, but did indicate he expected to remain in Ttexmelucan 
for some time. Reverend HLUCHAN advised he could not 
furnish any additional information concerning the whereabouts 
or travel plan of OSBORNE, 

On February 19, 19^U, Reverend JAMES '^TIMMONS, 

Baotlst Minister, advised he has known OSBORNE since about 
19 ^^. TIMMONS advised he has not seen OSBORNEfor some two 
years and does not know anything concerning his present 
whereabouts or activities. TIMMONS indicated that he 
recently sent a letter to OSBORJEwlth a return address 
Eagle pass. Post Office Box 517, but that he has not received 
any reply to this letter. TIMMONS continued by stating 
that in the past OSBORIEhad frequently visited Reverend JOE 
AMARINE, Mission Secretary, Southern Baptist Convention, 

Alice, Texas. 

Further, Mr. TIMMONS described OSBORlEas a person 
who "acted mysteriously and secretively" and that to his 
knowledge had not attended any ministerial school and his 
only affiliation with any religious group was the "Plymouth 
Brothers" which he described as an English non-denomination 
sect. 
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Dallas T-5, supra, reported the following 
crmatlon; 

Dr. and Mrs. JOHJf^C PARLAND, 7A Rlversdale 
F'^ad, Liverpool, England were contacted by Detective 
Inspector WILLIAM BESTALL of the Liverpool City Constabulary 
,cn February 12, 1964. 

The MC FARLANDs viewed the photos of ALBERT OSBORNE 
JOHN HOWARD BOWEN. They definitely Identified the photo 
ol OSBORNE taken October, 1963* as being Identical with the 
n they previously described who sat next to OSWALD on the 
bus trip. Into Mexico on September 26, 27, 1963. They were 
rot that positive In Identifying the other photos, however. 

Mrs. MC FARLAND stated that she remembered OSBORNE 
3; speaking with a slight North England accent and when she 
questioned OSBORNE If he had ever been In England he replied 
l'» the negative, stating that his mother was English. She 
was led to believe by OSBORNE that he was an American Citizen 
a>d had traveled In Mexico extensively as he appeared to 
Icrow Intimately the countryside they were passing through 
while on the bus trip from Nuevo Laredo to Mexico City, 

Both the MC FARLANDs were specifically questioned 
32 to whether they had any knowledge of previous trips 
03UALD had made to Mexico and they replied they were under 
tl.o Impression OSWALD had never been to Mexico before be- 
cause he appeared to be completely Ignorant about the country 
ni’i language. 

The Hotel Cuba never came Into their conversation 
w^th either OSWALD or OSBORNE. Mrs. MC FARLAND stated OSBORNE 
Vt-G carrying a ha versa ck-type bag containing canned food and 
c h.' was under the impression he was returning to some sort 
o] -school or mission In Mexico and she believed It was at 
rr ^rnavaca . 


On February 15, 1964, Detective Sergeant J. STANDISH, 
Giimsty police, England, conducted Investigation and Interviewed 
rel3tlves of ALBERT OSBORNE In the Grimsby area. The persona 
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Interviewed were WALTER' OSBORNE, who resides In an old people's 
»-orae In Grimsby and Is ALBERT OSBORNE'S )5rother. The other 
Individual Interviewed was a Mrs. LILLJE-'FEATHERSTONE, sister ^ 
<o ALBERT OSBORNE who resided at Station Road, Greatcoates,^Ji^ / 
Lincolnshire and Is a rural district outside Grimsby, 

Both WALTER OSBORNE and Mrs. FEATHERSTONE 
inmedlately Identified all photos as being that of their brother, 
ALBERT, Itiey stated that ALBERT was born In Grimsby and left 
Eigland as a young man with a Lincolnshire Army Regiment for 
Gibraltar and Bermuda. This was rf>me time prior to World War I 
as by that time he was In Canada and studied for the ministry 
end served as a chaplain In the Canadian Arn^r during the period 

1914-1918. 


They stated It was almost 40 years before ALBERT 
returned to England and that very little was actually known of 
)'is life. He corresponded Infrequently with them and they have 
lieard that he was married and had a son but have no Idea of the 
present whereabouts of them. 



They did state, however, that for approximately 
the last five years they have used the address In corresponding 
vith him as ALBERT OSBORNE, care of JOHN H. BOWEN, Box 308, 
Laredo, Texas, and they continued to use that address until 
ALBERT suddenly appeared In Grimsby In early November, 1963» 
According to WALTER OSBORNE, ALBERT traveled to Prestwick, 
Scotland In the company of a group of scientists who were going 
tc Iceland to photograph a volcano which has emerged there from 
the ocean. It Is not known whether he got off the plane In 
Irestv/lck before or after the expedition did the photographing 
in Iceland, however, he traveled over night by train from 
Prestwick and arrived early In the morning at Mrs. FEATHERSTONE ' s 
heme. He remained there four or five days and left for London 
't.tatlng he was going on to Spain. 

Mrs. FEATHERSTONE then received a letter dated 
December 14, I963, postmarked New York City, In which ALBERT 
stated he had arrived back In the United States at New York on 
December 5» 1963.

WALTER stated he heard from ALBERT by letter 
postmarked Mexico, January 8, 196^, In which ALBERT used the 
following return address: Emilio Corranza 4 a, Texmelucan, pue, 

Muxlco. He said that ho had destroyed the envelope so that It 
was not possible for Sergeant STANDISH to determine from where 
the letter had been sent. 
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Neither WALTER OSBORNE nor Mrs. FEATHERSTONE vas 
2 tle to shed any light on the name JOHN H. BOWEN except that 
ALBERT had told them In the past to write to him care of that 
name ln_.Laredo. They had never heard him mention BOWEN In any 
of his letters or In conversation J*lth him,

Mrs. FEATHpiSTONE advised, however, that she has 
a sister, a Mrs. ADA' AMOS, who resides on Manchester Street, 

''i3ry, Indiana, and It Is the only other relative she has who 
resides In the United States. She added she does not think 
Ml'S. AMOS and ALBERT have been In close contact over the years as 
Mrs. AMOS visited them In Grimsby a few years ago and at that 
time advised she had seen or heard very little from her brother, 
AIB-ERT, even though they were In the same country. 

Dallas T-5 also furnished photographs of certified 
copy of an entry of birth given at the General Register Office, 
Somerset House, London, Application No. 51^371. This document 
reflects a birth In the District of Calstor, Sub-Dlstrlct of 
Great Grimsby In the County of Lincoln, England, on the 12th 
day of November, 1888, at 106 Oxford Street, New Clee, England. 
Ihe baby Is reflected as a boy, name-ALBERT, father-JAMES 
OSBORNE, mother-EMILY OSBORNE, formerly COLE, with the birth 
having been recorded December, 1888. 

On February 26, 1964, Mrs. ADA AMOS, 353 Marshall 
Street, Gary, Indiana, advised ALBERT OSBORNE, her brother, 
vas born November 12, 1889, Grimsby, England, parents JAMES 
Tpd EMILY COLE OSBORNE, both deceased. 

Mrs. AMOS said ALBERT OSBORNE attended primary schools 
In Grimsby, England, was subsequently employed by Grimsby 
Grocery Store and enlisted In British Army In 1908 and 
served most of his enlistment In India. She said he bought 
himself out of the Arn^ In 1914 and migrated to the U. S. 

'luring the same year. He settled In the South living most of the 
.time In unrecalled areas of Tennessee. .. 

She stated her brother was occupied as a preacher, 
church affiliation not known, and was also engaged as an 
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ector and lecturer Involving places and speeches on India. She 
stated Albert married, wife's name and whereabouts being unknown, 
had one son, reportedly killed In action In the U. S, Armed 
Forces during World War II, has a daughter-in-law and grandson 
In the united States, whose names and whereabouts unknown. 


She stated ALBERT once lived In Laredo, Texas, 
address and occupation not recalled. She has some vague 
Vnowledge that he was affiliated with some Christian 
Association and fulfilled engagements making talks on India. 
She stated that at one time, he was affiliated with an 
unrecalled boys canp In the South, possibly Tennessee. She 
remembered In ALBERT'S Infrequent correspondence and letters 
that he frequently traveled to Hexlco, crossing at Laredo and 
El Paso, Texas, but recalled no Information regarding possible 
travel to Canada, Spain, or Scotland. 


Mrs. AMOS recalls ALBERT formerly lived In New York 
City and Washington, D. C., addresses unknown, and does not 
'/.now whether ALBERT Is a naturalized United States Citizen. 
Mrs. AMOS was unable to supply any Information regarding 
ALBERT having lived In Canada or about possible Canadian 
citizenship. 

Mrs. AMOS has not seen ALBERT In over 20 yea.rs at 
.’hlch time he visited her home In Gary, Indiana, for one 
night, this being the only occasion she has seep him In 55 
years. She recalled that at that time he was Involved 
preaching and lecturing. She said she has not been In dose 
contact with him because of a minor disagreement regarding 
Ms borrowing money from her. She recalled that he wrote 
her during the 1920s requesting funds at which time she sent 
him some money In care of JOHN HOWARD BOWEN In New York 
City. She has no knowledge of ALBERT OSBORNE using the dual 
Identity of BOWEN or ever utilizing any name other than his 
'/rue name. 


Mrs. AMOS said she has never heard of ALBERT 
having any scientific or technical skills or being Involved 
in oceanograplyor other scientific projects. She recalled 
that In earlier years he did manifest some talent as an artist 
and spent time sketching. 
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Mrs. AMOS stated ALBERT has brothers, ARTHTO*; OSBORNE, 
date of birth April 9* 1882, residing Horncastle, Hope ’ 

Castle, England; WALTER OSBORNE, born March 28, 1868, residing 
Old peoples Horae, Scather Road, Scather, England, and 
Bisters, iOSETTA^GELL, born May 19, 1886, residing 87 Sthellers 
^cad, cleethorpes, Lincolnshire, England; Mrs. FLORRY 
> BOn), born July 9* 186A, residing 32 Ownlt Street, Abbeywood, 
London, SE2, England. Other sister and brothers are RHODA, WILL, 
71?:, FRANK, and ABBOTT, deceased. 

Mrs. AMOS related that sisters ROSETTA CELL, FLORY 
and EMILY FEATHERSTONE have been In closer contact with 
ALBERT and might be able to furnish more recent Information 
r« warding his activities.

OSBOPJIE taken October, 1963* and reported that In his opinion, 
th^t person Is Identical with JOHN HOWARD BOWEN wlrmhe, 

BliUTIINGA, Interviewed at Florence, Alabama, February 8, 196^* 
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Ml3S PAMELA LILLIAN 'MUMFORD furnished the following 
Irfcrmatlerh: 

She continues to be employed as a legal stenographer 
at Dlllavou and Cox, Attorneys, 6ll Wilshire Boulevard, Room 
700 , Los Angeles. She resides at the Jaquellne Apartments, 

153 North New Hampshire Avenue, Apartment No. 212. 

Miss PATRICIA WINSTON, who was her former roommate 
and with whom she was traveling around the world, departed Los 
Ang?les on January 21, 1964, and is presently residing with 
her parents in Flat 4, #8 Wood Street, Manly, Sidney, Australia. 

Three photographs of ALBERT OSBORNE, also known as 
JOHN HOWARD BOliTEN, were displayed to Miss MUMPORD. The first 
photograph was taken in October, 1963» in connection with his 
passport application and shows his head and shoulders. He is 
wearing a white shirt. The second and third photograhs were 
taken on February 8, 1964, and he is wearing a dark suit, white 
shirt, and striped tie, and is holding a pipe in his right hand. 
The?e are stand-up, full face and profile photos. 

Upon viewing these photographs. Miss MUMFORD advised 
that she was positive that this individual was identical to the 
roan whom she had seen and who sat next to t,kk HARVEY OSWALD on 
the bus which had come from Nuevo Laredo, and which she and Miss 
WINSTON had boarded at Monterey, Mexico, on September 26, 1963 j 
and which arrived in Mexico City on September 27, 1963* During 
the time that Miss MUMFORD was oft the bus, OSWALD sat next to 
this man, whom she had previously described as "the Englishman". 
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y ALBERT OSBORNE, whose permanent address is 920 
Salinas, Box 308, Laredo, Texas, was interviewed at his 
temporary place of residence at the Central TVCA, Nashvill e^ ~ 
Texmessee, where he is registered under the name JOHN H. BOVEN. 


At the outset of the interview, OSBORNE denied his 
^ rue identity and claimed that his name was J(^ H. BOWEN; 
bcwever, he later admitted that his correct name is ALBERT OSBORNE 
avd he furnished the following background information concerning 
himself: 


, OSBORNE indicated that he was born November 12, 1888, 

at Grimsby, England, to JAMES OSBORNE and EMILY COLE OSBORNE, 
both of whom are deceased. He identified his brothers as WALTER 
C5BORNE, Grimsby, England; ARTHUR OSBORNE, Grimsby, England; 

^ILI TAM OSBORNE, deceased, and FRANK C€£CRNF, deceased. Be 
i'^entified bis sisters as EMILY FEATHERSTCPfj; , Grimsby, England; 
FIORE BOND, Londcn, England; ROSETTA GELL, Lincolnshire, England, 
and ADA AMOS, Gary, Indiana. He stated that he was educated at 
St. James Academy at Grimsby, England, until the eighth grade. 
CS30RNE stated that he Joined the British Army in 1908, serving 
In India, Arabia, and Bermuda. He purchased his discharge from 
the British Army in 1914 while in Bermuda and thereafter came 
directly to the United States and proceeded to Washington, D. C., 
there he obtained employment in several grocery stores under his . 
correct name, ALBERT OSBORNE. While in Washington, O. C., he 
took a correspondence course in Religion from the University of 
Chicago. Thereafter, he went to Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
vhere he attended the Philadelphia Bible ^College for approximate- 
ly one year while living and working as a Janitor at the YMCA 
In Philadelphia. In 1916, he proceeded to Canada, where he 
joined the Canadian Army as OSBORNE and remained in the Canadian 
Army until the cessation of hostilities in World War I. There- 
after, he returned to Washington, D. C., where he met a Syrian, 
vliose name he does not recall, and went into the rug cleaning 
business with this individual. 


OSBORNE indicated that the rug cleaning business was 
of an itinerant nature and he and the Syrian traveled throughout 
the United States in this venture. During this period and at 
the suggestion of the Syrian, he adopted the name JOHN H. BOWEN, 
In order to obtain a more Americanized name and for the purpose 
of eventually obtaining American citizenship and an American 
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passport in order that be might accompany the Syrian to the 
latter's native country. He indicated, hosever, that he'm.d 
c?t thereafter take any steps to obtain American citizenship 
Cl to obtain an American passport. He stated that he took no 
fleps to have his name changed legally but merely adopted the 
Dame BOWEH. After leaving the rug cleaning business, he vorked 
fox several years as an itinerant gardener primarily in the 
S*^!ites of Tirginia and North Carolina. In 1929, he vent to 
Tn'ixville, Tennessee, where he became affiliated with the THCA 
lo that city in boys' work and indicated that he organized the 
cieaDlzation which subsequently became known as the Boys Club 
c r Averica. 

OSBORNE indicated that he remained in Kooxville, 
Iccnessee, until about 1943 when he became an Itinerant 
Baptist preacher throughout the south, having been ordained 
a? a Baptist Minister in the Bethany Baptist Church, Philadelphia, 
Pf rnsylvania. In 1916 after he attended the Philadelphia Baptist 
College, 

OSBORNE stated that he first visited He:^ico in 
1339 as a tourist and became interested in missionary work 
has been In and out of Mexico numerous times since then. 


He Indicated that for the past twenty years he 
I x!t maintained occasional residence and a permanent mailing 
al^ress at 920 Salinas, Box 308, Laredo, Texas. In this con> 

I ^'ctlon, OSBORNE denied that he had ever received correspondence 
from relatives addressed as "Albert Osborne, care of John H. 
Frwen, Box 308, Laredo." He said he was well known at Laredo, 

T Exas, as JOHN H. BOWEN and was a member of the First Baptist 
('huich in that city. 

OSBORNE stated that he got in trouble in Mexico 
in about 1956 when the Mexican authorities were conducting sort 
of a census in order to identify Americans residing in Mexico. 

F? stated that when he was questioned by Mexican authorities he 
was required to produce identification documents and the only 
d-icuments he had were his' birth certificate and Canadian Army 
enlistment papers in the name of ALBERT OSBORNE, which he pro- 
duced, stating, "This mixed my name up. with people In Oaxaco," 
acd indicated that he was known in Mexico by the names OSBORNE 
and BOWEN. 
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Fe indictied that he had used the same JOHN E. BOFEN 
I i?: the Taited States since about 1916 except vhen he applied for aad

U was questioned concerning his source of funds to provide the 
financial assistance and books and he stated that these funds 
came from various independent Baptist Churches and members of 
Bt-r tint Churches with whom be was in contact. He was questioned 
C''>ncex 2 l£g the identity of others who knew of his work in Mexico 
;« i be mentioned he was well known to PERCY COS, who is well 
kr^rsn in Baptist missionary circles in Mexico City, and whose 
Usma is listed in the Directory of Americans Residing in Mexico 
*1117 . Be also Indicated LEONAFD IKGRAM, who operates a publish- 
I'vg bouse of religious materials in Mexico City, could provide 
i> Carnation concerning bis work as a missionary in Mexico. He 
i 'Heated he was well known to the Bible Society known as the 
d- >cLeaea Bible Society in Mexico City. 

Regarding churcbes from whom he has received finan- 
c ! al support, he indicated that the First Baptist Church, Roanoke, 
V^rglDia; Isab»ll Baptist Church, Leighton, Alabama, and several 
e:h?r churches in that area as well as some churches in Florida, 
t '=? iiiratlty of which he was unabl«»x,^^o prcv.lde, assisted him 
fMancially. He indicated that EARI^IRB?, who is postmaster 
4* 'Leighton, Alabama, was a person who had rendered considerable 
f/uaaclal assistance to him. OSBORNE emphasized that he 4id 
C3t solicit these funds but that these churches and individuals 
% ?w of his work and voluntarily sent contributions from time to 
time. 
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OSBORNE was specifically questioned concerning 
ri^rlfic activities since June, 1962. In this connection, be 
Iriicated that in June, 1962, be was at Laredo, Texas. Be 
r la led that since that time be bas been traveling around con- 
ciiexably. When questioned for specific places be bad been 
in bis activities, be indicated be bad spent some time in Mew 
Oilears and Baton Rouge, Louisiana, and other Louisiana towns 
and cities looking for old, rare books which he collected and 
Tn? able to sell for a profit. He indicated that he stayed 
in locning houses and cheap hotels, none of which he was able 
tr identify. He was questioned concerning his contacts during 
‘^iMt period but was unable to provide specifics. 

OSBORNE was questioned specifically concerning his 
titp to Mexico City on September 26, 27, 1963. OSBORNE indi- 
<;>li'd that he was a passenger on the Red Arrow Bus Lines from 
I-aiedo, Texas to Mexico City, on September 25, 26, 1963. When 
irninded that he had previously furnished bus ticket stubs of 
tb Red Arrow Bus Lines indicating that he Journeyed to Mexico 
( from Laredo on September 26, 1963, OSBORNE indicated that 
it was possible that the date of the beginning of his Journey 
September 26, 1963, but that it was his first recollection 
he left on September 25, 1962. Be maintained that on the 
trip to Mexico City there were no other English-speaking people 
who were fellow passengers and specifically denied that LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD, whose picture he had viewed on several occasions, 
wae a fellow passenger. Be stated he was seated on the bus 
with a young Mexican or Spanish-appearlng person who apparently 
^ke no English. He stated that this person boarded the bus on 
tte Mexican side of Laredo. He said this person was wearing 
khdiki pants, colored shirt and no bat, and he indicated this 
person tended to be bald-headed and bad a sallow complexion. 

H*t got off the bus at the first coffee break at Sablno Hllidgo. 
nr= seat mate re-entered the bus after the coffee break, but 
proceeded to the rear of the bus where he slept. OSBORNE indi- 
cated that the only conversation he had with any person on the 
.bus was with two elderly Mexican women who were holding a young 
br.by . 
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He stated that the rature of his conversation with these 
elderly women was to apologize to them for any inconvenience he 
nay have caused them in pushing his seat back since they were 
rested behind him. He stated he did not know where the boy who 
,W 23 his seat mate at first left the bus, indicating he may have 
l»jft the bus at Monterey, Mexico. He denied seeing and talking to 
an English couple and denied seeing and talking to two Australian 
girls who boarded the bus at Monterey. It is his present pecollectloi 
thrt he arrived at Mexico City September 26, 1963» at 9s30 P.M. and 
■'■''ok a bus to P*uebla where he stayed at the Teresa Hotel.

He indicated that he remained there two or three days 
and then picked up some religious books at the Evangelical Book Store 
and proceeded to Texmelucan and went to a residence maintained by 
missionaries who are native preachers who come and go from that 
residence. He indicated that he returned to Laredo on October 1, 

1963 by Vera Cruz and thereafter went to New Orleans, Louisiana, 
v>;ere he obtained his Canadian passport on October 10, 1963« He 
remained in New Orleans about three days and returned to Lsredo, 
id'ere he remained a few days and then went to New York City via 
bus leaving New York City for London as mentioned above. He 
Indicated he was in New York City approximately two days staying 
the William Sloan on 3^th Street under the name OSBORNE. 

OSBORNE admitted he had been untruthful in, three previous 
interviews concerning his own identity and had furnished false 
Information concerning JOHN H. BOWEN, whom he had previously 
Indicated was an acquaintance for whom he, OSBORNE, has been 

* Jrequently mistaken. He indicated that his reason for his untruthful 
ness was that he had been caught up in his own web of furnishing 
false information years ago to the Mexican authorities which 
established his dual identity as OSBORNE and BOWEN. 

It is noted that OSBORNE had in his possession at the 
time of the interview Canadian passport No. 5-605377 in the name of 

• neverend ALBERT OSBORNE, occupation - Clergyman. His place of 
birth was listed as Orlmsby, Lincoln, England. November 12, 1868. 

Ihis passport is valid until October 10, 1968 . It was issued at 
tJaw Orleans, Louisiana, by 0. P. BLACKSTOCK, Consul of Canada. 
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Ccntelned with the Canadian passport was an international 
Certificate of vaccination In the name of ALBERT OSBORNE, l44l 
Driiinmond Street, Montreal, Canada, which was Issued at the U, S, 
Quarantine Station, Laredo, Texas. A notation contained In this 
.docxinent Indicated he was vaccinated on September 24, 1963* at 
tl)e above mentioned Quarantine Station. It was also noted that 
CSBORNE had In his possession Social Security Card No. 449-36-9745 
Jn the name JOHN HOWARD BOWEN, It was also noted he had In his 
possession a Texas Company Gasoline Credit Card, T11372, In the 
name JOHN H. BOWEN. Typed on this card Is the above Social Sec\irlty 
Number. . The expiration date or the date of Issuance on this gas 
riedlt card was obliterated. 

OSBORNE was questioned concerning his means of livelihood 
In the past several years. He Indicated that he was an expert 
gardener and when funds became low he obtained Jobs at various places 
?j 3 an Itinerant gardener. When questioned for names of persons or 
concerns for whom employed, he was able to furnish only the name 
'if Tyler Nursery Con5>any, Tyler, Texas, as a place where he worked 
during the summer of 1963. However, he Indicated that he had 
*. orked at various homes In other Texas cities Including Austin, but 
i.:alntalned that he could not recall names of such employers nor 
v.’33 he able to furnish Identities of other cities where he had 
•':*rked as a gardener, 

OSBORNE was advised that his photograph had been positively 
Identified by other English speaking people on the Red Arrow Bus 
from Laredo, Texas, to Mexico City on September 26, 27 , 1963. OSBORNI 
again denied that he was on a bus with any other English speaking 
people and that he himself spoke no English to anyone on the bus. 

He stated that since he had finally revealed his true 
identity that he would have no ptirpose In being further iintruthful, 
and that If he were a passenger on the bus with LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
end other English speaking people, he would freely admit same now, 

' but he continued to maintain that he had never seen OSWALD or been 
a fellow passenger with him on the bus or the above-mentioned 
English couple and Australian girls.

^CAR FERRINO, owner of the St, Anthony Hotel, 

Laredo, Texas, advised that JOHN HOWARD BOWEN has been staying 
at the St, Anthony Hotel In Laredo for many many years as he 
travels to and from Mexico, FERRINO stated that BOWEN Is 
a Baptist Missionary who teaches the Baptist Religion in 
Puebla, Mexico, and at present Is operating a school for 
approximately 25 to 30 boys, FERRINO advised that he has 
nc records for BOWEN at the hotel for the past two or 
three months Inasmuch as a typewriter belonging to BOWEN 
W3s stolen at the hotel and that he gave BOWEN free 
rent at the rate of $8,00 per wehk for Room 108 which Is 
the room BOWEN always occupies until typewriter Is paid 
for and, therefore, did not enter his appearance at the 
he tel In the registry book, FEFIRINO stated that BOWEN 
It approximately 80 years old, but appears to be around 
6C or .70 years. Is heavy set, bald headed, and Is approximately 
5-9' tall, 

FERRINO stated that he forwards BOWEN his mall each 
Friday to the address of "JOHN HOWARD BOWEN, Emilio 
C’T’ranza ^-A Texmelucan, Puebla, Mexico", 
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on January 15, 1964, OSCAR PERRINO, St. Anthony 
Hotel, Laredo, Texas, advised Special Agent ROBERT L, CHAPMAN 
that approximately two weeks prior to that date, JOHN 
HOWARD BOWEN had passed through Laredo from Mexico. He 
stated- that BOWEN told him that BOWEN had been Interviewed 
In Mexico by the Federal Bureau of Investigation and he was 
then en route to Austin, Texas, for Interview by the 
Federal Bureau. of Investigation In Austin. He said BOWEN did 
net leave any forwarding address, but stated he was en route 
to Kansas City to straighten out his Social Security and 
said he, BOWEN, would write to FERRINO and tell him where 
to forward his, BOWEN'S, mall. BOWEN did not state what the 
FBI had Interviewed him about In Mexico. 

On February 14, 1964, Miss NANCt^DA VIS, Secretary 
to K. W. NEWMAN, Manager, William Len Hotel, Memphis, 
Tennessee, advised Special Agent WILLIAM H. LAWRENCE from 
records that one ALBERT 0SB0RN_, listing his home (no number) 
at Drummond Street, Montreal, Canada, William Len Hotel, 

Folio No. 90193, checked Into this hotel on January 17, 

1964, stayed In Room 205, at the rate of $4.68 and checked 
out Janxiary 18, 1964, leaving no forwarding address, made 
no telephone calls, and occupied the room by himself. 


On February 14, 1964, Mrs. SHE HOWARD, RoomjClerk, 
who checked OSBORNE Into the hotel, and Mrs. MARTHA^RENNAN, 
cashier, who checked him out, and Bellman RAYN^'* DANNER, who 
took his bags to Room No* 2D5, all advised Special Agent 
WILLIAM H. LAWRENCE, after viewing photographs of ALBERT 
OSBORNE, that they did not recall him and had no Idea as 
to his purpose In being at Memphis, Tennessee. 
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-^bn Febriiary 16, 1964, WILLIAM S. SHIVELY, JR., 6650 
Dorth Cllpplnger- Drive, Cincinnati 43, Ohio, advised he was 
unacquainted with any ALBERT OSBORNE or any JOHN HOWARD B0W^« 

He said he Is a third-year student at the University 
cf Cincinnati and had hitchhiked from Cincinnati to Laredo, Texas, 
during September, 1963» and bought a railroad ticket from there 
to M’^xlco City, Mexico, on September 22, 1963. He said he lived 
ot the Royal Prince Hotel while In Mexico City and had also 
visited Veracruz, Mexico, for several days, staying at the Einporlo 
Hotel, "bn October 2, 1963, he left Mexico City for Laredo, Texas, 

. via a bus line, name unrecalled, since he failed to make train 
connections. At Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, Mexican authorities checked 
out the passengers on the bus by taking their tourist cards that 
'•ere Issued upon entering Mexico. He said his tourist card was 
taken also. 

Upon being shown the photqgraph of ALBERT OSBORNE, he 
said he merely recalled seeing someone who looked like that person 
either' at the bus station In Mexico City or on his bxis ride from 
nexlco City to Laredo, Texas, on October 2, I 963 . SHIVELY said 
he had no conversation with OSBORNE who was not recalled as 
traveling with anyone else. Also, SHIVELY stated he was unac- 
quainted with the other passengers on the bus, which had about 
’hlrty passengers. He stated he could not remember where OSBORNE 
departed the bus and did not know his destination or whereabouts. 
Also, he said he was unable to recall what luggage. If any, OSBORNE 
had, or the type of clothing he wore. 

SHIVELY advised he was unable to recall ALBERT OSBORNE'S 
lielght, weight, color of eyes, color of hair other than greying, 
any peculiarities.' He said that had he had any conversation 
with OSBORNE, SHIVELY would have been able to furnish more 
information. 
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SHIVELY volunteered that he had read newspaper 
accounts that LEE HARVEY OSWALD had been In Mexico at about 
the same time as SHI'\^LY visited that country, SHIVELY stated 
that he had not seen OSWALD in Mexico, was unacquainted with 
OSWAIJ), and had no information about OSWALD. 
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Dallas T-7, a confidential source abroad, advised on 
Febiuary 7, 1964, that under that date the Spanish police reported 
tb7ir records fail to reflect entry into Spain of AIBERT OSBORNE 
or JOHN HOWARD BOWEN, elderly white male. Further, no record of 
0SH''P'{£ was located in the Embassy records, Paris, France. 

Dallas T-6, supra, reported under date of February 4, 1964, 
tbxt efforts by the Royal Canadian Mounted Police Headquarters, 
0tt;«7/a, Canada, haddeveloped no additional information regarding 
ALBFUT OSBORNE than that previously reported but efforts were 
* iuuing. 


Little Rock T-1 reported on February 3, 1964, that JOHN 
EC (t.T) BOWEN left a fcrwazdlng address at the Hot Springs, Arkansas, 

U. S. Post Office, on January 29, 1964, of General Delivery, 
Rus-!rllville, Alabama. 

The following investigation was conducted by SA HORACE H.

Mrs. WILET'UPTAIN, Route 2, Leighton, Alabama, advised 
Februiry 13, 1964,* JOHN HOWARD BOWEN lived at her home during most 
of pproxlmately two weeks he visited North Alabama, in late January 
and early February, 1964. She advised she did not know details of 
BC7!L*T*s itinerary en route back to his home in Mexico, however, she 
sell she transported BOWEN to Russellville, Alabama, on February 10, 
1961 where he said he planned tc board a Greyhound Bus at 11:32 a.m., 
Febtuary 10, 1964, en route to Mexico, the exact place she did not 
knoT. stating she understood BOWEN conducted much of his business at 
Laredo, Texas. Sbe said BOWEN Indicated be intended to contact 
fr le ads at Birmingham. Alabama, and at New Orleans, Louisiana, 
en 'oute*. He never identified these friends by name or address. 

She stated she expected BOWEN to reach Mexico on or before 
Feh-uary 17, 1964. 

Birmingham T-1 reported on February 13, 1964, that the 
Pest Office, Russellville, Alabama, received a postcard postmarked 
Blr’ningbam, Alabama. February 10, 1964, advising the Russellville 
Pc3i. Office to forward mail for BOIfEN to JOHN HOWARD BOWEN, General 
Delivery, Corpus Christl, Texas.

Mrs, DYKES was exhibited two pbctographs of BOWEN, which 
sl€ aas unable to identify. She further advised she never heard of 
ti € ':ame ALBERTO OSBORNE. 

Mrs. Df^S made available a group photograph of BOWEN 
alvg with seme of his parishioners, which was apparently taken in 
Dicvbex; 1961, and it was seat to her by BOWEN as a Christmas card. 

Mrs. DYKES advised she had no other information available 
p«T* lining to BOWEN other than it was her impression that he was 
m ing a bona fide Baptist mission in Mexico. 
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Mrs. EUGENE (L0LA)\1^VING, 261*/ Seventeenth Street, Forest 
Grove, Oregon, said on January 31, 1964, that her husband is no 
longer living but that prior to bis death, both he and she had been 
active missionaries for the Pentecostal Church of God, serving for a 
nuinbe’ of years in Indonesia. 


In the early 1950's, they returned from Indonesia, and in 
about 1956 they and their daughter, SHARON, vent to Mexico. City, 
vbeis they opened a Bible School for the Pentecostal Church of God* 

Not long after beginning their work, they met another missionary 
bj the name of ALBERT OSBORNE. This man, whom she believed to be a 
Baptist, bad a mission at Teams lucan, not far from Mexico City. His 
mission consisted of bis ovn large home where hs gathered in young men 
who appsscf d ' to have no homes or ties, trained them and then sent them 
out O’ their own as missionaries. 


It was not long before the LOVINGs found that OSBORNE was 
using t*o names. His second was JOHN HONARO BOWEN. In fact, OSBORNE 
readily admitted the use of both names *and voluntarily explained that 
JOHl^ HOWARD BOWEN, at one time, had been an associate of his in the 
misslrn at Texmelucan but bad died. Monetary contributions for the 
missi’.n, which Is dependent upon such donations, kept coming in to 
TsxB'elucao In BOWENfS name, and rather than lose this money, OSBORNE 
bad gone to banking officials and explained the situation. Specif- 
ically mentioned by OSBORNE were American Express authorities In 
Mexico City, who had agreed to honor the contributions and make the 
paywests to OSBORNE, using BOWEN's name. Consequently, over the 
years since that time, OSBORNE bad assumed the dual Identity. 


Mrs. LOVING continued that she and her husband and daughter 
were in Mexico City until about 1958 and that during that time and 
eve? tbe years since, OSBORNE has used both names indiscriminately. 
She 1 tinted out that he continues to correspond with her and that 
she Dcvei knows, from letter to letter, which name be will be using. 
She v'ually writes to him, however, in the name of AIBERT OSBORNE. 


Mrs. LOVING went on to say that she had received a letter 
cnly a week ago from OSBORNE. The return address, which she had 
torn ffow the letter, was ALBERT OSBORN, Emilio Carranza 4-A, 

Texnii lucan, Pue. Mexico, which, she saTd, was the address of his 
irissicn. She expressed the belief that OSBORNE would be at that 
aidless at the present time, having only recently returned from 
Europe. She recalled that in recent weeks, possibly in the past 
voni^b or two, she had received a letter from OSBORNE in Spain. 
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Mrs. LOVING readily and without hesitation identified two 
photographs of JOHN HOWARD BOWEN and one of ALBERT OSBORNE as being 
those of the same person, ALBERT OSBORNE, the nan she had known in 
Mexico. She frequently referred to OSBORNE as a **flne old nan” and 
indicated that she regarded him highly. At one period in his life 
he supposedly served for twenty years as a missionary in India. Mrs. 
1/)' ING believed him to be an American citizen but said she knew of 
no connections of OSBORNE in the United States except some friends 
in Texas, whom be visits from time to time. She identified one of 
his ft lends as the Reverend WALTER L. HLUCHAN, Post Office Box 1343, 
Ea^le Pass, Texas, who operates a mission near Eagle Pass. Mrs. 

L0\ INS said that it bad been Reverend HLUCHAN who had introduced 
OSnORtTE to her and her husband and that Reverend HLUCHAN knew 
OSPOPWE well and possessed detailed information concerning him. 

Mrs. EUGENE (LOLA)LOVING, 2617 7th Street, Forest Grove, 
Oreg'^D, advised on February 11, 1964, that she had destroyed the 
last la tter which she had received from ALBERT OSBORNE. This was 
the letter which bore the return address of ALBERT OSBOIW, Emilio 
Carianza 4-A, Texmelucan, Pue. Mexico. Mrs. LOVING went~*on to 
say that she felt that the letter w^ written from Texmelucan 
altl'ough this may have been only because she was aware that that 
aas bis normal address. She recalled definitely thiit the letter 
bad come from Mexico because it bore Mexican postage stamps which 
sh3 bad removed and saved for a friend. 

Mrs. LOVING further advised that every month she sends a 
financial contribution to OSBORNE, always sending the contribution 
to him at Texmelucan. The contributions are usually by check, the 
ch'^cks being cashed at American Express in Mexico City. 

Mrs. LOVING added that she was currently preparing a con- 
tribution of dothlng which was to be sent to OSBORNE. She pointed 
out, however, that regulations prevent shipment of such clothing 
into Mexico and consequently such clothing contributions are picked 
up by OSBORNE when he comes to the United States for visits. He 
norrslly informs her as to what point she should mail such clothing. 
Those locations are usually in Texas, Mrs. LOVING said, since that 
is vhere he usually vislti^. 

Mrs. LOVING recalled that in the last letter received from 
0S*1<^RNE, the one which had been destroyed, he had .told her that the 
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clothing this time should be sent to him in either name^ AlfiERT 
OSCORNE or JOHN HOWARD BOWEN, Post Office Box 308, Laredo, Texas. 
Mrs. LOVING said that this vas the address of a friend of OSBORNE *s 
but that she bad never known the name of this individual. She 
coTJDsnted that she presumed, in view of bis mailing instructions 
to her, that OSBORNE might be at this Laredo, Texas address either 
at present or soon if be is not currently in Texmelucan.

Iteveiend lALTER LADDIE HLUCEAN, Pentecostal Church of 
Christy 711 Madison, Eagle Pass, Texas, advised as follovs: 



In 1939 he iras assigned by the Pentecostal Church of Christ 
to do Missionary type work at Vera Cruz, Vera Cruz, Mexico, In the 
latt-Tr part of this year, 1939, he met a person who was Introduced to 
bin 's JOfiP HOWARD BOTVEN at the residence of Reverend A, Cs^HORSTMAN, 
tb't a missionary for the Pentecostal Church of Christ at Vera Cruz. 
At this time the person be met as JOHN HOWARD BOWEN, but whose true 
cans he now.knows to be AlBERT OSBORNE, was living at Nocheslan, ,, 
Oaxaca, Mexico, which location is between Oaxaca City, Oaxaca, 

Mexico, and Puebla City, Puebla, Mexico. OSBORNE had suffered 
finai-cial losses due to a flood in Oaxaca and at, that time be 
(BU'CHAN) bought a Remington portable typewriter from him (OSBORNE) 
for 150 pesos ($30.00 in United States money). OSBORNE was at this 
tim? selling Bibles and distributing religious literature but was 
app'itently not connected with any specific church or religious 
de*i''mination. ' 

After this he did not see OSBORNE for approximately eight 
mcatbs but during the following twelve months, 1940-41, he visited 
OSD'J’tNE several times at Nocheslan, Oaxaca, Mexico, when he (HLUCBAN) 
chanced to be in Nocheslan on duties connected with his missionary 
wcr' . 

I 

In 1941 he (HIAJCHAN) became extremely ill from fever and 
because of ill health left Mexico for about nine years. During this 
period he did not see OSBORNE and did not receive any information 
ccncerning him. In late 1949 ox early 1950 be (HLDCHAN) returned 
tc Mexico City to continue bis missionary work. During the next 
eight or nise years, 1950'58, he saw OSBORNE on about four or five 
occtsions, most of which were at the Mexico City, Mexico, home of 
Mis. LOIA IXiVINlT, wife of a now deceased misslcnary who now resides 
at 2323 A Street, Fcrest Grove, Oregon, and that at some unrecalled 
d«te between 1950 and 1958 OSBORNE changed bis residence from 
NccuSsIbs, Oaxacs , Mexico, to Texmelucao, Puebla, Mexico, which 
Icc -^ioo is also knrw.a as San Martind, Puebla, Mexico. 

In about 1958 OSBORNE was in seme difficulty with the 
Mexican Immigration authorities at Mexico City concerning his 
residence in Mexico and his using the name JOHN HOWARD BOWEN. 
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On one occasion during this period be (HLDCHAN) vas 
at the residence of Mrs. LOLA LOVING in Mexico City and OSBOBME, ' 
who iras also At the residence, vas discussing bis problems vith the 
Mexican Immigration authorities. At this time OSBORNE explained 
in bis (BLUCHAN's) presence tbit many years ago (HLUCHAN did not 
recall if OSBORNE indicated a specific number of years) he, OSBORNE, 
bad come to Mexico with one JOHN HOVARD BOWEN to do missionary type 
voik. A short tii^ later be lost or misplaced his Mexican Tourist 
Caid ahicb permitted him to live legally in Mexico and it happened 
that BOWEN, with whom he bad coae to Mexico and with whom he was 
dolijg missionary work, was leaving Mexico and did not need his 
Mexir.an Tourist Card. OSBORNE explained that for this reason BOWEN 
gave him his Mexican Tourist Card to use for identification as a 
toi l i St legally in Mexico. OSBORNE explained that subsequent .to 
this he (OSBORNE) was known to persons whom he met as JOHN HOWARD 
B0t£N and among all his acquaintances he used only this name. 

Reverend HLUCHAN stated that he positively does not know 
any reason other than the above as to why OSBORNE used the name 
JOITF HOWARD BOWEN. Reverend HLUCHAN stated although he met OSBORNE 
in 1P39 be has probably seen him less than a dozen times, has never 
berc closely associated with him and has not seen him since sometime 
in 1961. Reverend HLUCHAN stated he does not know of any ministerial 
training OSBORNE may have had, OSBORNE has indicated that prior to 
going to Mexico be had done missionary work in India for many years; 
be bas never beard OSBORNE called anything but "Mr.”; he has never 
knrao OSBORNE to have an associate or to organize a church, in. Mexico; 
be bas never known the religious faith of OSBORNE; as td. his know- 
ledgs OSBORNE has distributed literature of the Methodist,. Baptist, 
and other churches and had at times indicated a connection with an 
unliF’^wn church in England. Reverend HLUCHAN stated OSBORNE has for 
many years given religiqus instruction to Mexican boys who resided 
at Ms residence and has distributed religious type literature in 
Mexico. Reverend HLUCHAN pointed out that during the time he bas 
knovn OSBORNE since 1939, the only letter he recalls receiving from 
him was one he received in early February, 1964, indicating a return 
address of EMILIO CARRANZA 4A, Texmelucan, Puebla, Mexico, which 
letter was signed ALBERT OSBORN^, and including information that 
OSBORNE had apparently rjeturned to Texmelucan shortly before 
Christmas, 1963, after plartlcipating in evangelistic services in 
England, Spain, Northern France and Northern Africa. 
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Reverend BLUCHAN pointed out that be was vague on soae 
dates regarding his contacts with OSBORNE as he was unable to 
recall clearly the det^ls of these contacts. Reverend HLUCHAH' 
stated that he has never known OSBORNE to be connected with any 
occ’-pation or activity other than missionary type work ia Mexico 
anl does not know anything unfavorable concerning him. 'Reverend 
Hluchan concluded by stating that he could not give any additional 
inf orwation. or reason why OSBORNE bad used the name JOHN HOWARD 
BCW^N when bis true name was ALBERT OSBORNE. 
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The folloving investigation vas conducted by Special ^ 

Agent DEAN W. CASTEICER: 

AT JOIJESVILLE, VIRGINIA // 

On February 17, 1964, GEORGE FULLER ^CE ID LIN, age 16, 

Jo..'' svllle, Virginia, sen of JOS^CRIDLIN, Judge, Circuit Court, 

Lee County, Virginia, and a student at Jonesville, Virginia, High 
S .h;.>ol, advised that be bad met a JOHN^ HOWARD BOWEN a couple of 
y&^rs ago, vhen be vas in Appalachia, Virginia, for a church meeting. 
Es said as a result of this, and Influence of his mother, he became 
interested in the missionary verk that BOWEN was reported to be 
dv^ing in Mexico, and therefore, sent him some mc>.ey to be used in 
Ih-f missionary work. He recalled that about January, 1964, he sent 
ab'ut $14,00 to him in Mexico, but hr rould not recall the address. 

Hr mentioned bis mother, Mcs. JOE CEIHLIN, would be able to furnish 
more information concerning BOITEN. Ke was shewn the photograph of 
ALL CRT OSBORNE and he said he could not be sure if this person is 
id»^atical with BOWEN. 

On February 18, 1964, Mrs. JOE'^t^RIDLIN, Jonesville, 
Tiiginia, advised that she knew a JOHN HOWARD BOWEN, and a photo- 
gfitph of ALBERT OSBORNE was shown to her. She said that this 
photograph resembles the person she had met as BOWEN. She recalled 
she first heard about BOWEN through her sister, Mrs. L0UlS^<';f1J14JER 
'^FRALET, Appalachia, Virginia, when be first came to Appalachia, ' 
Virginia, about 20 years ago and spoke to a group in Appalachia, 
Virginia, about his missionary work. She did not see BOWEN until 
about two years ago wher> he returned to Appalachia, Virginia, and 
stayed with hsr sister. Mrs. FRALEY, for a sight, and while in 
Appalachia, ha spoke before a group at the Baptist Church. She 
said that about six years ago she decided to send some money to 
BC'-EN to help out in the missionary work he had said he was doing 
in Mexico. She stated since then she has been receiving corres- 
per deace from BCVEN and pxes-htly has numerous letters that he has 
written. She said that the last letter she received from him was 
postmarked Chattanooga, Tennessee, January 22 , 1964, which had a 
retjTc address of JOHIi HOWARD BOWEN, Niza 22, Mexico, D. F., and 
this letter mentioned that in December, 1963, he had a back injury 
•ao 1 went to Hot Springs, Arkansas, for treatment, but when he got 
tbsta the pain went away and he returned to the Mexican border and 
be still did not have any pain. Also in this letter was a receipt 
fc* $50.00, dated December 31, 1963, signed JOHN HOWARD BOWER, on a 
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receipt forin of the lllxteca Baptist Church, Number 151. Mrs. 

CRIDI.IN explained she had sent BOVEN $50.00 to be used in his 
ipisn ionary work. She said that when she would send clothes lor 
use in the missionary work they would always be sent to Box 308, 
La-'v.io, .Texas, at BOWEN 's request. 

She related that her son had sent a Cashier's Check lor 
$14.00 to him recently and it was sent to JOHN HOWARD BOWEN, Nlza 22, 
Uetico, D. F., but be has not received any indication that BOWEN 
les'^lved this money. 

She received a letter dated January 6, 19S4, Irom JOHN 
BOfVARD BOWEN which mentioned that he was going to Hot Springs, 
Arkansas, for treatment for a sprained back. Also this letter 
cc.ntTined a report of the gifts he had received from Americans and 
Me ..':ans- to be used in the mission. She also received a letter in 
October, 1963, which indicated that BOWEN was going to Spain to talk 
r€g'>rding his mission. A letter postmarked November 28, 1963, 

Madrid, with return address of JOHN HOWARD BOWEN, Plaza de las 
Ccrt3S 2, Madsia, Espana, indicated that he was returning the next 
weak. Also, at one time, BOWEN had given hie address as JOHN 
HCWAUD BOWEN, Av. Juarez 8, Mexico, D. F. 

AT A PPALACHIA. VIRGINIA 

On February 18, 1964, Mrs. LOUISE FULLER FRALEY, Appalachia, 
Virginia, said she first met JOHN HOWARD BOWEN about 20 years ago 
wbEP be came to the First Baptist Church, Appalachia, Virginia, and 
spoke in the church. She related she had not seen him again until 
abcut one and one-half years ago, when she received a message 
frcir him that he was in Knoxville, Tennessee, and wanted to come to 
App' lachia, Virginia, to speak at the church. She arranged lor 
biv to speak on one occasios^ and he stayed that evening in her home. 
She said she knew ve.ry little about BOWEN except what he has written 
in bis letters. Sbe ascertained from these letters and conversations 
wit!i him that BOWEN reportedly was 82 in January, 1963, his wile bad 
been, killed in 1963; and hJs children had died in India where be 
reportedly had been a missionary for the Baptist Church. He bad, in 
September, 1962, mentioned that a Deacon in the First Baptist 
Chuich, Knoxville, Tennessee, had given him eccugh money to finance 
hie mission for three years. He was also well acquainted wit^ 
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Mr. and Mrs. FRED ALLEN, 1400 I^orth 4tb, Knoxville. Tennessee. He 
mentioned be bad been checked by the Internal Revepne but when they 
found be operated a mission they discontinued their investigation. 

He is not sponsored by the Baptist Church in his mission 
wozk, but reportedly is doing the missionary ^mork on his ovn. She 
said on ocoasions she has contributed money to BOWEN'S mission. 

She said she does not know anything about BOWEN except 
what be has written or told her. The photograph cf ALBERT OSBORNE 
was exhibited to her and she advised that OSBORNE'S photograph 
appekrs to be identical with the person she knows as JOHN HOWARD 
BOliPN who visited in her home about one and one-half years ago. 
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The following Baptist ministers advised SA ROBERT LEE 
UORRISON on February 20, 1964, that ARTHUR OSBORNE and/or JOHH 
HO'KAHD BOWEN is unknown to them. They said that in the event they

M'rs. BESSIE' WHITE^ Vice President, Plsgab Home Movenent, 

Plkevllle, Tennessee, advised she has known of JOHN HONARD BOVEN for 
about the past four years. She stated she received information 
thxough some source, unrecalled at the present time, that BOVEN was 
a supervisor of a mission in Mexico, and she has been making con» 
tributions to be used to support one of the Evangelists. She said 
thni BOVEN is a representative of the Pentecostal or Full Gospel 
Church and that he reportedly has several Evangelists working under 
him at this mission that he operates. She said that the Evangelists 
are reporteiily Mexicans and are working throughout Mexico. 

' She indicated that she contributes $35.00 per month at the 

present time but originally only contributed $25.00 per month. 

Thir money is supposed to be used to support one of the Evangelists 
and she receives a receipt each month from the person who received 
th«r money. The money is sent to BOVEN, who, in turn, makes the money 
available to the Evangelists. BOVEN also furnishes a receipt indi-> 
eating that he receives the money that she contributes. She stated 
that she makes the contribution in the form of bank drafts, which 
are drawn on the First National Bank of Pikeville, Pikeville, 
Tennr'ssee, and these drafts are made payable to BOVEN. She said 
that these cancelled bank drafts, as well as ttm receipts, are 
proisc^ntly in her possession. She said that she has received infor- 
mation that other persons were contributing to this same cause, but 
she did not know the identity of any of these persons. She said 
that BOVEN has never solicited any contributions from her, however, 
he did notify her that the cost of supporting one of the Evangelists 
had increased from $25.00 to $35.00 per month. She has never seen 
BOViTIi and her only contact has been through the United States mails 
by letter. 


She said that she knew very little about BOVEN, but he has 
advised her in his letters that he is originally from Knoxville, 
Te'i:<?ssee. She does not know anything about his background but'- 
uuderstands that he has been in Mexico for about 18 years doing 
missionary work. In addition to the money sent each month, the 
Plsgah Home Mission occasionally sends used clothing and other 
articles to BOVEN to be distributed to the needy. 


She said that the only name she ever knew this person by 
was JOHN HOWARD BOWEN and his last address was Nlza 22, Mexico, D.F., 
as of about two weeks previously. She said that the name of the

She advised that her records show that OSBORNE appeared 
on'M'jy 31, 1963, and placed a $4.00 down payment on his order. ■ 

She stated that the handbills were made up on June 1, and locked 
np o* June 3, 1963. She advised that OSBORNE probably appeared on 
Juce '1, 1963, picked up his handbills and paid the balance of 
$5.8'^ in cash. The total cost for the handbills was $9.89.

NOTE: A man named John Bowen sat next to the subject during the V ■ 

bus trip from Texas to Mexico City on 9-26, 27-63. Bowen has been N. | 
identified as Albert Osborne, born 11-12-88 in Grimsby, England. 

He is a self-ordained Baptist minister who runs a mission in Mexico 
and appears to be a con man. He was interviewed in Nashville 3—3—64 
at which time he admitted furnishing false info as to his identity 
and denied any knowledge of Oswald or being a passenger on the above 
bus. We have conducted considerable investigation and have established 
that Osborne was sitting next to the subject on the bus on the above- 
mentioned trip and to pursue this point further will not furnish us 
any additional productive data. It does not appear that Osborne has 
any personal knowledge relating to Oswald or any connection with 
Oswald. His hesitancy and vagueness during interview is ittributable ^ 
to the fact that he is a con man operating a missionary in Texmelucan 
and is soliciting funds for this missionary under the name -of Osborne 
and Bowen. He recently advised one of the contributors that Bowen 
had been his associate in the operation of the mission and had died 
and so as )Bot to lose money Osborne arranged with banking authorities 
for payments in both the name of Osborne and Bowen. By letter 3-30-64. 
we furnished the . Commission the copy of the Dallas report and 
suggested it may desire to subpoena Osborne and place him under oath 
in view of the fact that he has continually lied to us. We also 
advised INS and the Chief Postal Inspector by letters 3-30-64 as 
indicated in the outgoing. Legat, Ottawa, had_^ei^requested to obtai 
all data available concerning Osborne from|^^^B|^S had little data 
of value and requested additional data of a^xdentxx^ng nature from 
us. There is no further need to continue the Osborne aspect of ttfis 
investigation- in that we have resolved he has no connection with

A passenger on the Transportes Del Norte bus in 
question recalled that on arrival at Kilometer 26 a young 
male passenger, possibly an American, e:(pcrienced some 
difficulty vitn the Mexican immigration official which 
necessitated his getting off the bus« On returning to the 
bus the young male made a disgruntled remark.

INTERVIEW OF PERSONNEL AT TRANSPORTES 
DEL NORTE TER:.:INAL , tTEXICO CITY 

On April 3, 1364, the Mexico City Terminal Manager 
for Transportes del Norte, RICARDO MEDINA BELTRAN, reiterated 
that he had no recollection whatsoever with respect to OSV.VJL.D 
and explained that he has no contact with passengers except 
under unusual circumstances since his office is removed from 
the passenger area of the terminal. 

On the same date bus drivers RCGELIO CUEVAS and 
RAB»N GONZALEZ were contacted upon their arrival at the 
Mexico City terminal and advisod that they reside in Monterroy, 
Nuevo Leon, Mexico, at Magna Vista No, 232 and at Juan Mendez 
No, 1407 Altos, respectively* A.1 though they had no independent 
recollection in connection therewith, they were aware of the 
fact that the company's records reflect that they v/ere the 
drivers of bus No, 332 between Mexico City and Monterrey on 
October 2, 1S63. They stated that they usually leave the 
bus at Monterrey, and it was their understanding that on 
October 2, 1963, all passengers from bus No, 332 were trans-’ 
f erred to another unit which transported them to Nuevo Laredo 
with a relief driver. . They viewed all available photographs 
of LEE KARVEY OSV/ALD and stated they were unable to recall 
his having been a passenger. They pointed out that they 
rarely notice the passengers and would not remember one of 
them unless an incident or special circumstance created a 
special reason for noticing and recalling '^hem. 

On April 2, 1964, ANGEL CURIEL informed that he is 
a ticket salesman at the Mexico City terminal of Transportes 
del Norte and that he recognized his handv/riting on the 
October 2, 1963, passenger list for bus No, 332 in connection 
with the Items listed under "destination'* and "ticket number." 
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He explained that be undoubtedly exchan^^ed ticket No, 136SC 
for the travel agency purchase order and recorded tho nuziber 
of the ticket before delivering it to the passenger, CURIEL 
viewed available photographs of OSV;ald and stated he could 
not recall him in connection with his ducies at the bus line, * 

« 

On the saxae date salesman illGUEL S/.UCEDO advised * 
that the handwriting on tho passenger list under *'naae of 
passenger" of the word "Chlhuahuenses" opposite seat No, 12 
indicated that he received the telephonic reservation of tho 
space by the travel agency. SAUCEDO did not recall the 
matter and was unable to identify photographs of OSVA\LD in 
connection therewith. 

Ticket salesnen CANUTO S. ROJAS and JUAN GASCON 
advised that they recognized their handwriting on the 
October 2, 1963, manifest in connection with seme of tho 
reservations and ticket sales, but upon viewing photographs 
of OS^VALD could not recall having seen him at tho Uexico City 
terminal of Transportes del Norte. 

MEDINA and the four ticket salesmen mentioned above 
explained that the diversity of serial nximbers for tickets 
sold on the passenger list in question is occasioned by the 
fact that they each sell from different blocks of tickets for 

the various destinations involved.

IKTERVIEV.’S OF PERSOJWEL AT TRANS FORTES 
DEL NORTE BUS TERMINAL RESTAURANT, 

MONTERREY, NUEVO LEON 


On April 6| 1934, an eighth confidential source 
abroad interviewed tho following personnol of the restaurant 
located in the Transportes del Norte terminal at Monterrey, 
Nuevo Leon: 

DAVID SANCHEZ GONZALEZ, Manager and cashier 
MARIA OTILLA TOVAR, waitress 
RAFAEL ZAVALA CASTILLO, counter man 
MANUEL CUELLAS GARCIA, counter man 

All lour of these persons advised that they work a 
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2:00 PKI to 2:00 AU Bhlft and that all were on duty during 
that shift on October 2-3, 1S63. Ko ono else worked during 
this shift. 

Upon being shown various photographs of OST'ALD, ^ 

none was able to recall having seen hiia .in tiio restaurant at 
any time. . * 

According to the source , the restaurant is located 
within the Transportes dal Norte torninal in Jiontorroy, there 
being a ticket counter at one end of tha terminal, a waiting 
room in the center, and the restaurant at the opposite end 
of the waiting room from the ticket counter, 

INQUIRY AT KONTERREY, NUEVO LOOK, KAIK 
OFFICES OF TRANSPORTES DSL NORTE 

A fifth confidential source abroad provided the 
following information: 

On April 2, 1984, RAL:0K TFJ^YINO QUEZADA, Vica-?rcsldoat 
and General Manager of Transportes del Norte at Llontcrroy , 

Nuevo Leon , caused a search to be made for and succeeded in 
locating an envelope containing the tickets surrendered by the 
passengers to the bus drivers for the Mexico City-Monterrey 
travel in bus No, 332 on October 2, 1953. Among those tickets 
was No* 136C8 which reflected ^hereon that it had boon used 
for seat No, 12 on that trip, ’ 

TREVINO advised that the company records roflect^^that 
following the arrival of bus No, 332 in Monterrey at 9:15 i'-;, 
October 2, 1SS3, all passengers destined for Nuevo Laredo or 
beyond were transferred to bus No, 373, which \vas driven by 
ALVARO IBARRA and departed from Monterrey at 9:50 Pil. He 
explained further that, because the company has thirteen trips 
daily between Monteney and Nuevo Laredo, no effort is made to 
maintain a record of the passengers who board the bus at 
Monterrey in connection therewith, Mr, TREVEIO explained that 
IBARRA recently married and resides at Nuevo Laredo, Tanaulipas. 

On April 3, 1954, Mr, TREVINO stated he had.lccatod 
the portion of ticket No, 13538 for travel from Monterrey -to 
Laredo and that its presence in the envelope for that trip of 
October 2-3, 1963, was definite indication that the travel was 
performed, 
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ANALYSIS OF TICIETS UTILIZED 
FOR TRANSP0RTE3 DEL NORTE 
TRAVEL FROM t^XICO CITY TO 
MONTERREY AND FROM MONTERREY 

TO NUEVO LAREDO AND LAREDO ; 

Tho envelopes furnished by llr. RAMON TREVINO QUEZADA, 
Vice President and General Manager of Transportes del Norte at 
Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, covered the travel of passengers 
from Mexico City and San Luis Potosi to Monterrey on Bus 332 
and travel from Monterrey to Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, Mexico, 
and Laredo, Texas, on Bus 373. An analysis of these tickets 
is set forth below: 

Ticket No. 13820 Is in two sections and covered 
transportation from Mexico City to Monterrey and 
from Monterrey to Laredo. The Mexico City-Monterrey 
portion reflected that seat No. 2 was assigned for 
this ticket. The manifest prepared in Mexico City 
shows the name of "St a." (Miss) COSIO for this 
ticket and seat number. 

Ticket No. 12519 is in two sections and covers 
transportation from Mexico City to Monterrey and 
Monterrey to Nuevo Laredo. Seat No. 3 was assigned 
to this ticket. The manifest lists this ticket and 
seat number to "Sr." (Mr.)t A, ilARTINEZ. 

Ticket No. 61840 bears the word "Canje" 

(Exchange). The original tic2:et for which this 
ticket was exchanged had No. SCC132. Seat No. "4: - 

was assigned to' this ticket, v/hich covered trans- 
portation only from Mexico City to Monterrey. No 
corresponding ticket for the trip from Monterrey 
to Laredo or Nuevo Laredo was found in the Bus 373 
envelope. The Mexico City manifest lists MARGARET 
A. ViOLFF as being assigned- the ticket and seat 
number. There appears to be a discrepancy, in that 
the manifest shows a final destinatibn of Laredo 
for WOLFF but apparently she traveled only as far 
as Monterrey at this time. ' 
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Ticket No. .7315 covered travel Jroa I^e;:ico 
City to lionterrey and indicates seat No. 5 was 
assigned to the bolder of this ticket. This is 
also an exchange ticket and appears to have been 
exchanged for ticket bearing *.'o. 331432. It v/as also 
noted that it appears to be the ret^ra portion of a 
round-trip ticket. The tilexico City passenger can!- 
fest lists this ticket and seat nunber as being 
assigned to ROBERTO P. GONZALEZ and showed his final 
destination as Konterrey. 

Ticket No. 9511 consisted of two sections 
covering passage from ilexico- City to Iwonterrey and 
Itonterrey to Laredo, Texas. It also was an exekange 
ticket and appears to have been exchanged for Ticket 
No, 39532. The Llexico City-ilonterrey portion of 
the ticket indicates that seat No. 7 was assigned 
to this ticket holder. The two portions appear to 
be the return portions of a round-trip ticket and 
the reverse sides of the tv/o portions indicate that 
the ticket was issued on September 11, 19S3, by 
Transportes del Norte at Nuevo Laredo. The Mexico 
City manifest lists this ticket and scat number as 
assigned to PAULA RUSIONI. 

Tickets No. C340 and No. £341 were each found 
to be in two sections, covering travel from Mexico 
City to Monterrey and from Monterrey to Nuevo Laredo. 
Both tickets were exchange tickets. No. 8940 having 
been issued in exchange for Ticket No. 6711CG and 
No, 3841 having been issued in exchange for Ticket 
No. 6711GS. Qoth tickets were indicated to be 
return portions of round-trip tickets; however, 
neither front *nor back of the ticket contained any 
information indicating the original place of 
issuance. The Mexico City-Monterrey portions cf 
the two tickets indicated that scat No. G v;as 
assigned to the holder of Ticket So, 8340 and seat 
No. 9 was assigned to the holder of Ticket No. 

8941. The Mexico City manifest indicated that these 
tickets and two seat numbers were utilized under 
the name of J. M. DE CUBA. Presumably the socend 
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seat was utilized by the v/ife of DE CUBA. 

Ticket No, 13742 consisted of two portions, 
covering travel from Uezico City to Llonterrey and 
llonterrey to Laredo, Texas. The lloxico City- 
Itonterrey portion reflects seat No. 11 was assigned 
to the holder of this ticket. The l!exico City 
manifest indicates that AUGUSTO AGUILAR bad this 
ticket and seat number. 

Ticket No. 13SC3 consisted of two portions, 
covering travel from Zlcxico City to llonterrey and 
Monterrey to Laredo. The Mexico City-IIonterrey 
portion indicated seat No. 12 was assigned tc tl;e 
holder of this ticket. The Mexico City manifest 
showed this seat and ticket number v;as assigned 
to "CHIKUAHUEN3ES . " As set forth above, investi- 
gation has established that this ticket number was 
sold to H. O. LEE on the basis of an exchange order. 

Ticket No. 13S21 consisted of tv;c portions, 
covering travel from Mexico City to Monterrey and 
Monterrey to Laredo, Texas. The Mexico City- 
Konterrey portion reflected seat No. 14 was assigned 
to the holder of this ticket. The Mexico City 
manifest indicates that this ticket and seat number 
were utilized by “or." (Mr.) EULALIO RODRIGUEZ. 

Ticket No. 13319 was in two portions, cover- 
ing travel from Mexico City to Monterrey and 
Monterrey to Laredo, Texas. The Mexico City- 
Monterrey portion shov/ed that seat No. 15 was 
assigned to the holder of this ticket. The Mexico 
City manifest lists this ticket and seat number 
in the name oi' "A. VIAJES," Investigation has 
established that a travel agency named "Auto Via jes" 
arranged for the purchase of this ticket for travel 
by ANASTAS 10 RUIZ 13ZA. 

* 

Ticket No. 13927 was in two portions, covering 
travel from Mexico City to Monterrey and from v. 
Monterrey to Laredo, Texas. The Mexico City- 
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Uonterrey portion of the ticket indicates seat No. 

16 was assigned to the holder of the ticket. The 
Uexico City manifest lists this ticket and scat 
number in the name of Ph. van dor VORk. 

Ticket No. 716 covered travel from ilexico City 
to Monterrey, via Sah Luis Potosi. The ticket 
indicates seat No. 17 was assigned to the holder of 
this ticket. The Mexico City manifest lists J0RG2 
DAVILA as utilizing this ticket and seat number. 

Tickets No. 13740 and Ko. 13741 each consisted 
of two portions, covering travel from Mexico City 
to Monterrey and Monterrey to Laredo, Te-xas. The 
Mexico City portions of these tickets indicated that 
the holder of Ticket No. 13740 was assigned seat 
No. 18 and the holder of Ticket No. 13741 was 
assigned seat No. 19. The Mexico City manifest 
reflects that these two tickets and seat numbers 
were utilized by JOSE BARRIGA and wife. 

Ticket No. 1392C consisted of two portions, 
covering travel from Mexico City to Monterrey 
and Monterrey to Laredo, Texas. The Mexico City- 
Monterrey portion indicated seat No. 21 was assigned 
to the holder of this ticket. The Mexico City mani- 
fest reflects that this ticket and seat number were 
utilized by. "or." (Mr.) AGAPITO DEL RIO. 


The above sixteen tickets balance v/ith the manifest, 
in that it carries a notation of "13," indicating that sixteen 
passengers were on Bus 332 at the time it departed Mexico City 
at 0:30 AM on October 2, 1SS3. Officials of the bus company 
have pointed out that K. VILLANUEVA, listed by seat No. 6 
with Ticket Ko. S9232 and a final destination of Monterrey, 
did not travel on this trip. They base this statement on the 
fact that an "X" appears by his ticket number in the right-hand 
column of the manifest. 


Investigation by a sixth confidential source abroad 
at the Transportes del Norte office in Guadalajara, Jalisco, 
MexicO| on April 2 and 3, 1934, resulted in the location of a 
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naniXest for a feeder bus of that contpany, v/hich left Guadala^ 
jara at 8:00 AM on October 2, 1GS3, to siake connections with 
Bus 332 in San Luis Potosi on the sar.c date. The envelope 
containing the tickets covering the Mexieo City-itonterrey 
trip of Bus 332 on October 2, 1033, indicated that ten passen- * 
gers boarded the bus at San Luis Potosi for Monterrey. Follow- 
ing is an analysis of these ten rickets: 

Tickets No. 36204, No. 33205 and No. 33205 were 
each in two portions, covering travel fron San Luis 
Potosi to Monterrey and fron Monterrey to Nuevo 
Laredo. They were all exchange tickets and were 
exchanged for Tickets No. 773SC, No. 77809 and No, 

77300, respectively. The San Luis Potosi-Nonterrey 
portions of the three tickets showed that the holders 
were assigned seats No. 22, No. 23 and No. 24, 
respectively. 

It is noted that the Mexico City nanifest for 
Bus 322 indicated that scats 22 through 23, inclusix'O, 
bad been reserved by the Guadalajara Office of 
Transportes del Norte for travel to Laredo and 
officials of the conpany in Mexico City explained 
that passengers holding these reservations would 
board the bus in San Luis Potosi. 

An exanination of the passenger manifest for 
the feeder bus from Guadalajara to San Luis Potosi 
disclosed that three seats were reserved on that 
bus under the name of HILDxi QU2ZADA, holder of 
Tickets No. 77890, No. 77833 and No. 77300. A 
notation indicg.ted that this latter ticket was a 
half-fare ticket. 

Ticket No . 9449 covered passage only f roa San_

Ticket No. S44S covered passage from San Luis 
Potosi to Monterrey only and was issued in exchange 
for Ticket No. 00751. Holder of this ticket was 
assigned seat No. 24. The Guadalajara manifest for 
the feeder bus showed that a passenger whose name 
is sonev/hat illegible but is probably JOSE CRUZ, 
had a final destination of Monterrey and was the 
holder of Ticket No. 00751.

Ticket No. 9335 covered passage from San Luis 
Potosi to Monterrey and the holder was assisted 
seat No. 32. This ticket holder has not as yet 
been identified. 
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Ticket No. S450 covered passajje froa San Luis 
Potosi to Konterrcy. It v/as issued in euchansc for 
Ticket No. 28662 and the holder t/as assigned seat 
No. 27. The holder of this ticket has not as yet 
been identified. 

Ticket No. 33123 consisted of t\vo portions, 
covering transportation frem San Luis Potosi to 
Monterrey and froa Monterrey to Nuevo Laredo. The 
holder of the ticket v/as assigned seat No. 6. The 
holder of this ticket has not as yet been identified, 
but it is believed that it nay have been the ticket 
utilized by HERBERT ROBERT VOCRHEES, true nane HERBERT 
FRANCIS VOORHEES. V00RHEE3 has been previously 
identified as one of the persons who passed the 
"iCiloroeter 23" check point during the tour of duty 
of ALBERTO ARZAI.3iNDI CHAPA. Intervievr of him has 
been reported previously, it being noted that he 
advised that he purchased a ticket at San Luis 
Potosi on October 2, 1S53, for travel to Laredo. 

Departure time indicates that he traveled on Bus 
332 to Monterrey and, according to his story, he 
changed buses in Monterrey to continue on to 
Laredo, which would indicate that the continuing 
travel was performed on Bus 373. 

It should be noted tliat the" envelope for Bus 332 con<> 
tained tickets covering passage only from Menico City to 
Monterrey and from San Luis Potosi to tionterrey. In the 
cases set forth above where there was a second portion of a 
ticket covering travel from Monterrey to Laredo or Nuevo 
Laredo, the portions of the ticket covering the Monterrey 
to Laredo or Nuevo Laredo travel were contained in the 
envelope of Bus 373.-. Apart from the cases listed above in 
which travel from Monterrey on was involved, the following 
three tickets were contained in the envelope of Bus 373: 

Ticket No. 34555 covered passage from Monterrey 
to Nuevo Laredo and v/as the first half of a round- 
trip ticket, Monterrey-Nuevo Laredo and return.^ 

The ticket bears a rubber stamp impression on the 
reverse side, showing it was sold by Transportes 







del Korte at Monterrey on October 2, 1853. 

Ticket No. 20243 is a one-v/ay ticket iron 
Monterrey to Nuevo Laredo and bears a rubber stanp 
impression on the reverse side, chowins it v;as 
sold by Transportes del Norte at Monterrey on 
October 2, 1853. The front of the ticket bears 
a rubber stamp impression in Spanish, transla- 
tion of which is "Departure, 2130 Hours." 

Ticket No. 5926 covers passage from Nuevo 
Laredo to Laredo, Texas, and shows a price of 
3 pesos (24^ U.S.). Rubber stamp impression on 
the reverse side of this ticket indicates it was 
sold by Transportes del Norte at Nuevo Laredo on 
October 3, 1833. 

As was pointed out by Ur. RAIION TREVINO QUEZADA, no 
manifests are prepared in Monterrey in view of the thirteen 
trips daily made by buses of Transportes del Norte between 
Monterrey and Nuevo Laredo. For this reason, no additional 
information is available in bus company records to identify 
the two passengers who traveled from Monterrey to Nuevo 
Laredo on Tickets No. 34555 and No. 2C248, and the passenger 
who traveled from Nuevo Laredo to Laredo on Ticket No. 5823. 
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BUS PASSENGER ANASTAS 10 RUIZ UEZA 
IDENTIFIED PHOTOGRAPHS OF LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD 


A seventh confidential source abroad advised as 

follows ;

On April 3, 1934, ANASTASIO RUIZ lEZA, Sullana No. 
710, Mexico, D. F., furnished the follov/ing inforsation: 

He was a passensor on a Transportes del Norte bus 
which departed Mexico City at S:30 ALI on October 2, 1933, 
cn route to Laredo, Texas. He boarded the bus at Mexico 
City and his final destination was Chicago, Illinois, where 
he intended to visit a relative. Upon boarding the bus in 
Mexico City, he was assigned a v/indo\v scat on the right side 
of the bus about three rows fron the front and utilized this 
same scat throughout the trip to the United Staxes-Uexico 
border • 


Notwithstanding his desire to cooperate in this 
matter, RUIZ felt that, of necessity, he would have to termi- 
nate the interview as he had to go to work, and he commented 
that he would be most happy to furnish further details con- 
cerning his trip of October, 1933, if contacted on the weekend 

RUIZ was exhibited several photographs of LEE HARVEY 
OSV/ALD, including a photograph’ of OSV/ALD which had appeared in 
"Life" magazine and which is represented as being a picture of 
OSY/ALD passing out pro-Cuban literature on a street in New 
Orleans^ Louisiana, (This is a profile photograph of 0SV.'AU) 
showing his right arm extended and his torso.) Also included 
among the photographs was a profile, front view and stand-up, 
front viev; of OSWALD taken by the Kev/ Orleans, Louisiana, 
Police Department, Under New Orleans Police Department No. 
112723, dated August 9, 1SS3. 

At that time RUIZ advised he could not . recognize or 
recall the individual depicted in these photographs as being 
identical to any of the passengers he had observed on the 
afore-mentioned Transportes del Norte bus trip to tJia, United 
States-Mexico border in October, 1933. 





On April 5, 1SS4, AlIASTASIO P.UZ2 13ZA, who advised 
he is employed in the Auditor’s Office, Customs Section, 

Mexican Ministry of the Treasury and Public Credit, 2>Ie:cico, 

D, F., advised that he had given nuch thought and consideration 
to the circumstances of his trip in October, 1SS3, and had 
made every effort to reconstruct in his mind the events of ^ 
that trip. After consulting with a superior at his place of 
employment, following the earlier interview, and determining 
that cooperation in this natter would not be inimical to his 
best interests, he was willing to furnish full details regard- 
ing the trip as he recalled them and advised as follov/s: 

He was a passenger on a Transportes del Hcrte bus 
which departed Mexico City at C:30 ALI, October 2, 1933, en^ 
route to Laredo, Texas. He had boarded the bus in Mexico City 
and had occupied seat No. 15, a window seat located on the 
right side of the bus about three rows from the front. After 
arrival in Laredo, Texas, he v/as scheduled to depart from 
Laredo on a Greyhound Line bus with his final destination being 
Chicago, Illinois. He had made arrangements for this trip 
through a Mexico City travel agency •known as Auto Viajes 
Internacionales, S. A., located at Lafragua No. 4, Mexico, 

D. F. 


He still had the Transportes del Norte ticket stub 
in his possession for the Mexico City-Laredo, Texas, portion 
of the trip. This ticket stub; was observed to be No. 13319, 
with total fare listed as G3.5C pesos ($7.50 U.S.). The 
back of the -ticket stub contained a date stamp notation of

"Autoviajes Internacionales." RUIZ ex

RUIZ also had in his possession an Identification 
Check No, 114453 issued by the t<estern Greyhound Lines, with 
a stamped notation "Valid for one year." It was observed zhat 
the bottom portion of the Identification Check contains a 
section with the printed words "Last coupon reads to: Chicago, 







111 . *' It is noted the v/ords "Chic&so , 111 . ” were inserted 
at"that point in inUed handv/ritins. The rear portion also 
contains the stamped notation "3cp 2S 12:54 PLI *G3" and also 
a stamped notation "Autoviajes Intcrnacioaalcs. ” 


RUIZ had in his possession a ticket folder v;hich 
he advised had been given to him by the Auto Via jes Inter- 
nacionales travel agency at the time he had made arrangements 
for his trip. It was observed that the folder was issued by 
the Auto Viajes Internacionales travel agency. On the front 
cover of the folder are the follov;ing typed notations: ”A. 

RUIZ M,, Scat No. 15." Also typed in the appropriate blanlcs 
were Instructions to RUIZ that his bus would leave at 8:30 All, 
October 2, 1B33, and instructions were typed that ho should be 
at the Transportes del Norte terminal, Insurgentes Sur No. 137, 
at 8; 00 All on October 2, 1S83. 


In addition, RUIZ had in his possession a receipt of 
the Auto Viajes Internacionales, S. A,, No. 5G3C, reflecting 
that on September 28, 19S3, that travel agency had received 
from ANASTASIO RUIZ MEZA a total of 542.50 pesos ($43.40 U.S.). 
The receipt contained the travel agency’s stamped notation 
"Paid, Set. 28, 19S3." 


RUIZ stated that when he bearded the above-mentioned 
Transportes del Norte bus in Mexico City on October 2, 1S33, 
he believed there were about fourteen or fifteen other passen- 
gers who boarded the bus with him; As far as be can recall, 
the bus departed the Me::ico City terminal vfithout delay at 
8:30 AM on October 2, 1863. Seated next to him on the bus 
was an individual v/hom he described as being tail, heavy and 
about 54 years of age. This individual v/as of Me::ican e::trac- 
tion and was traveling to Houston, Te::a3. He cannot recall 
this person’s name, •but believed he might be a' resident of 
Mexico, He also believed this individual may have had a 
United States border crossing card in his possession. This 
person sat on the bus next to RUIZ to San Antonio, Texas, 
where he departed the bus. Changes of b'uses occurred, at 
Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, and at Laredo, Texas, on the 
trip north. Ir 

(The Transportes del Norte manifest for the trip 
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of October 2, 19S3, Bus 332, lists spccc for one EULALJO 
RODRIGUEZ in seat No. 14, which adjoins seat No. 15, with the 
final destination for RODRIGUEZ listed as Houston.) 

RUIZ recalled that directly across the aisle and 
slightly to his rear, the seating arrangocents of the bus being 
staggered on either side, was a young "Ecuadorian" couple, 
assumed to be man and v/ife, (seats No. S and No. 9). He was 
not certain that this couple v;as from Ecuador but believed 
they were South Americans. RUIZ identified a photograph of 
JUAN I.1ATE0 DE CUBA as it appears on Llexican Government Tourist 
Form FM-5 No. 3S2529S as identical to the above-described 
"Ecuadorian." RUIZ also viewed a photograph of ADA FEANCISCA 
BISLIP DE CUBA as it appears on I_o::ican Government Tourist 
Form Flu-5 No. 3625295, which depicts IJrs. DE CU3.1 wearing 
eyeglasses. RUIZ could not be sure this woman is identical 
with the woman traveling in the company of the person whom 
he identified as JUAN VJvTEO DE CUBA. He stated the woman who 
was seated next to DE CUBA v;as not wearing eyeglasses . He 
cannot recall who was seated directly behind the BE CU3AS on 
the bus. 


(The above-described tourist forms describe Hr. and 
Mrs. DE CUBA as being residents of .^.ruba, Dutch V/est Indies. 

The Transportes del Norte manifest for the above-described 
trip lists space for J. M. BE CUBA and one other in scats No. 8 
and No. 9.) 

RUIZ recalled that a Hexican couple, believed to be 
man and wife, was seated in the two seats located directly 
behind the driver. Based on conversation during the course 
of the bus trip with this person, RUIZ believed he- v/as-a 
retired Mexican Army Captain and recalled that' he and his 
wife traveled all the way to Dallas, Texas, where they left 
the bus. He believed this couple lived in Colonia Santa Maria 
La Rivera in Mexico City. 

(This couple probably is identical v/ith Mr. and Mrs, 
JOSE BARRIGA, although the Transportes del Norte manifest for 
that trip lists space for them in scats No. 13 and No. 19, 
which would be the two seats located directly behind RUIZ.)

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Seated directly in front of hin (scat Ko. 11) tras 
an individual of Mexican extraction v.’ho v/as traveling to 
Houston, Texas, and left the bus at San Antonio, Texas; how- 
ever, be could furnish no information as to v/hether this per- 
son is a resident of Mexico or the United States. 

(The Transportes del Norte manifest for the above- 
described trip lists space for one AUGUSTO AGUILAP. in seat 
No, 11, which is the seat located directly in front of scat 
No. 15, AGUILAR'S destination was listed as Houston.) 

RUIZ could not recall any details concerning the 
other passengers who boarded the bus at Mexico City or whether 
there were any Americans who boarded at that point. 

After the bus departed Mexico City at 8:30 Ail, 

October 2, 1963, it did not stop until arrival in San Luis 
Potosi, State of San Luis Potosi, Mexico, at about 1:00 PM 
the same day. 

Upon arrival o^f the bus at San Luis Potosi, he 
believed everyone got off the bus at the TransportCv? cel 
Norte terminal, as this stop in San Luis Potosi v/as utilized 
as a meal stop. 

After about one-half hour, everyone again boarded the 
bus for the journey to Monterrey, RUIZ believed that from six 
to eight new passengers boarded the bus at San Luis Potosi, 
but he could furnish no particulars regarding those persons. 

He thought the bus departed San Luis Potosi at about 1:30 PM 
on October 2, 1333, and arrived in the Transportes del Norte 
bus terminal in Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, about 6:30 ?M 
the same day. 

RUIZ recalled that upon arrival in the bus terminal 
in Monterrey, everyone debarhed, and many of the passengers 
went to the restaurant located at the Transportes del Norte 
bus terminal to. eat. -.Vhile he v/as eating at one of the tables 
in the restaurant at the Transportes del Norte bus termanai 
in Monterrey, RUIZ recalled that a young American was seated 
alone at a table to his rear a few yards away from bim^ He 
advised this was the first time he had noted the presence* of 
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this person, whom he described as beins about 27 years of age, 
weighing approximately 130 to 135 pounds, with brov/n hair, 
about 5* 7” or 5' 8” in height, and of slender build. He 
recalled this same individual’s boarding the bus in lionterrey 
a few minutes after him. 

RUIZ viewed several photographs of LEE HARVEY CSVJALO 
and positively identified two profile photographs of 037'ALD 
as being of the above-described American youth who was seated 
to his rear in the restaurant of the Transportes del Norte bus 
terminal in llonterrey. He advised he had no doubt in his mind 
with respect to this identification. 

One of the photographs identified by RUIZ was the 
afore-mentioned photograph of 03\?ALD which had appeared in 
"Life" magazine depicting OSVLILD passing out pro-Cuban litera- 
ture on a street in New Orleans, Louisiana. The other photo- 
graph identified by RUIZ was a profile view of OSWALD taken 
at the New Orleans Police Department on August 9, 1933, under 
New Orleans Police Department No. 112723. 

He had seen front-view photographs of OSV/ALD in the 
newspapers following the assassination of President EENi'IEDY; 
however, he pointed out that he did not associate the photo- 
graphs with the above-described American nor did he give any 
careful or studied thought to their being identical to the 
American youth he described above. 

The American youth, whom he identified as being 
OSViALD, was dressed in a light colored, perhaps white, open- 
collared, short-sleeved sport shirt and v/as bare-headed. 
According to RUIZ, this individual was not wearing a coat. 

He did not recall the color or type trousers this person was 
wearing, his shoes, *or the luggage he might have been carry- 
ing. 


After the meal stop in Uonterroy, which lasted 
approximately one-half hour, the passengers boarded a different 
bus of the Transportes dol Norte line and he observed there 
also had been a change of bus drivers at that time. He recalled 
that the Individual whom he identified as OSUALD boarded the 
bus in Monterrey after he did and after he had taken his seat. 






No, 15, he noticed the American youth go down the aisle past 
him. He believed this person had taUcn a scat in the right 
rear section of the bus or on the same side of the bus on 
which RUZZ was seated. As far as RUIZ could recall, this bus 
had the same seating arrangement as the Transportes del Norte « 
bus on which he had traveled from Llexico City to Ilonterrcy, 
Sitting next to him was the same person that had traveled in 
the adjoining seat to his on the trip from Mexico City to 
Monterrey. Zlr. and Mrs. DE CUBA had the same seating arrange- 
ment as they had on the Mexico City-Monterrey portion of the 
trip. 

The person whom he believed to be a riaxican Army 
Captain and his wife were seated on this bus directly behind 
the driver. 

RUZZ estimated that the bus departed Monterrey on 
the trip to the United States-Mcxico border about 1C: CO P.'I on 
October 2, 1963. He believed the bus had more or less the 
same number of passengers as had been on the bus upon arrival 
in Monterrey. 

He believed the bus arrived at "ICiloziCter 2S," the 
Immigration and Customs control point located about sixteen 
miles south of Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, Mexico, at about 
1;00 All on October 3, 1933. Upon reaching "Kilometer 26," 
the bus stopped and an official', whom RUIZ assumed to be a 
Mexican Immigration officer, boarded the bus and proceeded 
hurriedly to* view the travel documents of the passengers on 
board. He recalled seeing the Immigration Official in the 
aisle on his way from the rear to the front of the bus and 
hearing him exclaim an English, "Come on with me," apparently 
directing his remarks to someone in the rear of the bus. He 
then saw the Mexican- Immigration official go to the front of 
the bus followed by the American identified by him as being 
OS\7ALD, He assumed some question had arisen as to the 
American's travel documents. 

The interior lights of the bus were on at the time, 
and he saw the Immigration Official and the Ai-erican get off 
the bus and enter the small Immigration office located at the 
side of the road a few feet from the bus. RUIZ estimated that 
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from the time the American left the bus with the Immicration 
Official until the time he boarded the bus and again went to 
the rear of the vehicle, a period of perhaps three or four 
minutes may have transpired. 

Ke recalled that after the American again boarded 
the bus, Vjt. DE CUBA left the bus and went- to the Immisration 
office and he assumed that there was some question with respect 
to DE CUBA'S travel documents. Ke believed that about one 
minute later DE CUBA returned and seated himself in the bus. 

The only two passengers he recalled having left the bus at 
Kilometer 2S were the American and ^Ir. DZ CUBA. 


He estimated that the entire operation of the Immi- 
gration check at kilometer 25 lasted from tea to fifteen 
minutes, and shortly after Mr. DE CUBA boarded the bus, the 
driver continued the Journey to Nuevo Laredo, where the bus 
arrived at the Transportes del Norte bus terminal about 1:30 
AM, October 3, 13S3. 


All of the passengers left the bus in Nuevo Laredo, 
remaining at the bus terminal for a period of from twenty 
minutes to one-half hour. During the period the passengers 
were in the Transportes del Norte terminal in Nuevo Laredo, 
he recalled seeing OSWALD waiting near the bus alone. He 
did not recall observing the American speaking to anyone. 

I 

RUIZ believed that two or three passengers left the 
bus at Nuevo. Laredo and one or two nsv; passengers boarced at 
that point. The passengers boarded the same bus on which 
they traveled from Monterrey to Nuevo Laredo. He recalled 
the American whom he' identified as OSV/ALD boarding the bus at 
Nuevo Laredo for the*- trip across the International Bridge tc 
Laredo, as he remembered seeing the American go down the aisle 
to the rear of the bus after he, RUIZ, was in his seat. 


From that point on, be doss not recall seeing the 
American again. 


The Transportes del Norte bus proceeded across the 
International Bridge, and in several minutes was in Laredo, 
Texas, on the United States side of the bridge. The bus . 
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stopped near the south side of the U* S. Governr-cnt building 
adjacent to the steps which lead into the offices where « 
according to RUIZ, he was vaccinated. 

iVhen the bus arrived at the above-describee point \ 
on the United States side of the International Bridge, all 
passengers, to his knowledge, left the bus and proceeded up 
the stairway leading to the office where RUIZ claimed he was 
vaccinated. The other passengers proceeded through that 
office to a large office located nearby, whereas he and 
another person whom he described as a short, ^IcKican male of 
advanced age, whor he believed had boarded the bus at Llontcrrey, 
remained behind to be vaccinated. 

After being vaccinated, he proceeded through a 
corridor leading to a large office with a long counter, which 
he assumed to be the U. S. Immigration offices, since he was 
asked for his travel documents at this point. In that 
particular office, he noticed various fellow passengers were 
also there. He can recall Mr. DS CUBA and the woman he be- 
lieves was DE CUBA'S wife being there and DB CUBA'S advising 
one of the Immigration Officers that he was going to Miami. 

The DE CU3AS left the bus a few minutes later at the Laredo 
bus terminal, and he did not see them again. He also 
remembered seeing the person he thought v;as a Memican Army 
Captain along with his wife in the U. 3. Immigration offices. 

He recalled this person had a .’discussion with one of the 
U. S, Immigration officers over some type of credential which 
the Mexican Army Captain had presented. 

Everyone already had boarded the bus by the time he 
had been processed through the U. S. I:.u.:igratior. procedures 
and he was the last .of the passengers to board the bus for 
the short trip to the Laredo bus terminal. RUIZ estimated 
that the entire U. 3. Government processing operation at the 
port of entry was about ons-half hour in duration. 

Upon reaching the Laredo bus terminal, everyone again 
got off the bus. After about one-half hour ’no boarded a tv.o- 
tiered Greyhound Line bus iii the Laredo bus terminal and, 
after boarding, he automatically seated himself in seat >!o. 15, 
since he had been in that seat all the way from Mexico City. 
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Seat No« 15 was located in the second tier, and seated ne;:t 
to bin was the same person who had sat next to his during the 
entire trip from Mexico City. This person got off the bus 
upon their arrival in San Antonio, Texas, about C;03 A^, 
October 3, 1953, and he did not see hin again. 

From seat No. 15 on the Greyhcuhd bus P.UIS boarded 
in Laredo, he could see a portion of the lower level of the 
bus, and he recalled that the Mexican Army Captain and his 
wife again had seated themselves directly in back of the 
driver. 


RUIZ believed that the person who had been sitting 
directly in front of him during the entire trip (possibly 
AUGUSTO AGUILAR) also got on the same Greyhound bus in Laredo 
and seated himself on the lower level somewhere on the right 
side of the bus in front. This person also left the bus in 
San Antonio and RUIZ did not see him again. 

The above-mentioned persons were the only people 
RUIZ could recall on the Greyhound bus he boarded in Laredo; 
however^ he stated there were a number of passengers who 
boarded the bus at Laredo and estimated that there might have 
been a total of from fifteen to twenty passengers. 


RUIZ estimated the departure from Laredo of the 
Greyhound bus he boarded as being about 3;C0 An, October 2, 
1963, and the arrival in San Antonio at about S:00 AM that 
same morning. He observed that everyone got off the bus at 
the terminal in San Antonio and estimated that the step in San 


Antonio lasted about bne-half hour, after which the passengers 
boarded the same bus and proceeded to Dallas, Texas, '.vhere 
RUIZ estimated the ‘time of arrival as about 1:C0 PLI on the 
same day, RUIZ recalled that upon debarking from the bus at 
Dallas, the person he believed to be a Llexican Army Captain 
and bis wife said goodbye to him, and he assumed that they 
remained in Dallas, as he did not see them again. 


RUIZ recalled that the stop in Balias lasted about 
two hours, and it was approximately 3; 00 PM w’hen the same ous 
departed Dallas for the journey to Chicago, Illinois, via 
Tulsa, Oklahoma. 
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RUIZ recalled seeing for the last tine the American 
vhom he identified as OSWALD u’hen the latter boarded the bus 
at Nuevo Laredo prior to the trip across the International 
Bridge to Laredo, RUIZ believed that the American had boarded 
the sane Greyhound bus he had boarded at Laredo on the ncraing 
of October 3, 19S3, and continued \;.io \.rip to Dallas, Texas, '• 
but stated he did not notice him nor did be pay particular 
attention to the other passengers. 

RUIZ did not recall having seen the American spealc 
to anyone at any tine and it appeared to RUIZ that the American 
was traveling alone. He coronented that the American had given 
him the impression of being a quiet individual of a retiring 
nature . 

RUIZ viewed a photograph of PHILIPPS PIT2R E, VAM 
DER V0R:.I, as it appears on Mexican Government Tourist Porn 
FM-8 No. 624820, which VAN DER VORIJ had utilized upon entry 
to Mexico in September, 19G3. RUIZ did not recall having seen 
this person as a passenger on either of the Transportes del 
Norte buses on the trip from Mexico City to Laredo in October, 
1963. 

INTERVIEW OF TRANSPORTES DEL NORTE 
PASSENGER JOSE BARRIGA BERNAL 

On April 6, 1934, Captain JOSE SARRIGA BSRITAL advised 
the second confidential source -’abx'oad that he is a retired 
officer of the Mexican Army and resides in Mexico City at Gabinc 
Barreda 104, Apartment No. 3. Ke recalled that cn October 2, 
1963, he and his wife had traveled from Mexico City to Laredo cn 
Transportes del Norte, and after entering the United States, had 
continued to Dallas,* Texas, via Greyhound bus. He viewed avail- 
able photographs of .OSV/ALD and stated emphatically that he 
could not recall him' as a passenger. Ke mentioned that the only 
passenger he could recall vms A.GAPITO DEL RIO, v/ith whom he 
conversed while they were passing through United States Customs 
at Laredo, Texas. 
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COMPARISON OF TRANSPORTES DEL NORTE 
PASSENGER LIST AND MEXICAN IMMIGRATION RECORDS

LEE HARVEY OSWALD 


A confidential source abroa^ advi^d as follovs: 

On March 31, 1954, GILBERTO \oZANo\uiZAR, Manager 
of the Mexico City terminal of the Transportes\Frontera 
Bus Company, Buenavista Street No. 7, Mexico, D. F., Mexico, 
emphatically advised that the original passenger list or 
manifest relating to departure No. 2, bus No. 340, on 
October 2, 1963, of the Transportes Frontera Bus Company, 
is an authentic record of data pertaining to that particular 
trip. It is noted that further details concerning the above- 
described passenger list or manifest were contained in a 
memorandum dated March 12, 1964. 

LOZANO pointed out that a passenger list is 
compiled at the Mexico City terminal of the company for 
trips originating in Mexico City and that, after the departure 
of the bus, information relating to this trip, that is, the 
number of passengers destined to particular points, is 
radioed ahead to one of their main offices located along 
the point of travel. In the case of the above-described 
trip, the information, according to LOZANO, was reported 
by radio to their Monterrey, Mexico, office. LOZANO advised 
that, once the information is relayed ahead and the trip is 
completed, for all practical purposes they have no further 
need of conserving the passenger lists as a permanent record. 

He advised that the passenger lists for all their 
trips originating in Mexico City are recorded chronologically 
on a gummed block of forms maintained on a clip board at 
the ticket sales counter of the terminal in Mexico City. 

He stated the above -described manifest dated October 2, 

1963, was handled in such a manner. He advised that, when 
the block of forms covering trips over a period o.^ a month's 
time has been completely recorded, the block of fdxms will 
be replaced on the clip board by a new block of forms ^or / 
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the succeeding month and the old forms which contained 
the passenger lists for the preceding month will be set 
aside for discarding. He stated that there are times ~ 
when the recorded block of forms containing the passenger 
lists is Immediately discarded, and on other occasions 
there may be an accumulation of forms covering trips over 
a period of months prior to their being discarded. He 
stated that the company maintains no fixed policy with 
relation to the destruction of the forms. 

He advised that officers of the Presidential 
Staff appeared at the bus terminal shortly after the 
assassination of President KENNEDY, seeking to review 
passenger lists of the bus company for early October, 1963, 
and it was found at that time that the completed block of 
forms for most of the month of October, 1963, which included 
the above-described passenger list, was still in the baggage 
room at the terminal prior to being discarded. He stated 
be had torn the October 2, 1633, manifest from the block 
of forms and furnished it to one Of the officers. LOZANO 
advised that one Lieutenant ARTURO^^OSCH, an officer with 
the Presidential Staff, reviewed the^ above-described manifest. 

LOZANO advised that, upon further reflection, it 
is his opinion that ARTURO BOSCH had filled in the blanks 
in ink at the top of the form as to the time, destination, 
trip number, bus number, and date, including the crossing 
out of the date "November 1" and replacing it with the 
notation "October 2" which appeared on the above-described 
manifest. LOZANO stated BOSCH did so on the basis of 
information he and FRANCISCO ALVARADO, the ticket salesman 
at the Transportes Frontera bus terminal, had furnished to 
BOSCH and as an aid to his investigation of the matter. 

LOZAJIO also stated that the printed notation 
appearing at the bottom of the manifest, 'T)river, DIONISIO 
REYNA, FCO. SAUCEDO," was also filled in by BOSCH. 

LOZANO, commenting on the manifest in question, 
advised that there was definitely only one section of 
bus No. 340 which departed Mexico City at 1:00 p.m. on 
October 2, 1663, en route Monterrey, Mexico, and 
Nuevo Laredo, Mexico. He explained that the notation 
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**Departure No. 2” appearing on the top of the manifest 
and which he believed BOSCH had filled out merely indicates 
the second departure of a Transportes Frontera bus on 
that particular day, October 2, 1963. The first departure 
of one of their buses on that day from the Mexico City 
terminal occurred at 9:00 a. m., with the terminal point 
being Monterrey, Mexico. He stated that the second 
departure of a Transportes Frontera bus from the Mexico 
City terminal on October 2, 1933, was the departure at 
1:00 p.m., with the terminal point being Nuevo Laredo, 

Mexico, and the passengers on this bus were reported on 
the above-mentioned manifest of October 2, 1963. He stated 
that there were three other departures on that day from 
their Mexico City terminal, the third departure having 
occurred at 2:30 p.m., with the terminal point being 
Matamoros, Tamaullpas, Mexico; the fourth departure having 
occurred at 9:00 p.m., with terminal point at Nuevo Laredo; 
and the fifth departure at 10:00 p.m., with terminal point 
being Ciudad Juarez, Chihuahiia, Mexico. L02<AN0 advised 
that the only bus operating on their line which would 
have arrived at Nuevo Laredo between the hours of 12:00 a.m. 
and 8;00 a.m. on October 3, 1963, is bus No. 340, which 
departed from their Mexico City terminal at 1:00 p.m. on 
October 2, 1963. 

LOZANO reiterated that he is of the firm opinion 
that the person designated as "OoViTLD'' on the October 2, 

1963, passenger manifest did not purchase a ticket and 
did not travel on that trip. He stated that it is his 
opinion that a reservation was made, but it was never 
used, and that their bus company has no further information 
which would shed any light on the matter. 

A second confidential source abroad advised as 

follows: 



On March 25, 1964, FRANCISCO ALVARADO, ticket 
salesman and dispatcher for the Transportes Frontera Bus 
Line at Mexico City, advised that the above-described 
manifest is an authentic document. He stated, as he had 
in the past, that he had prepared most of the handwriting 
which appears on the manifest. ALVARADO related that with 
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regard to the notations appearing at the top of the 
manifest as to the time, destination, trip nn::;bcr, bus 
number, and date, it is bis opinion that those notations ' 
were filled in by one of the Presidential wtaff invest i* 
gators who had reviev/ed the manifest at the bus terminal - 
shortly after President BTNIT.jEY's assassination. He 
advised that the hand printed notation appearing at the 
bottom of the page of the manifest, "Lriver, DICITISIO 
REYNA, FCO. SAUCECO^" vas also in bis opinion made by 
one of the Presidential Staff investigators, and be 
believed this person was Liei'.tenant A''TCTRC BO-'iCH. ALVARADO 
believed he liad furnished this information to BOSCH. 

On March 25, 1854, ALVARAl-O made available one 
block of forms of the Transportes Frcr.tera .^us Line which 
contained passenger lists during nest o.c the month of 
October, ISo.'s. However, the passenger list for October 1, 
1963, was not included in thin block of forns. AJjVARADO 
advised that he bad made efforts to lcca’:e th * manifest 
for October 1, 1C33; hov/ever, he had beer, rnsrcrcssful. 

He stated he v/ould continue efforts to loe.^te that manifest. 

It is noted that the ticket n*’»'.bers on the above- 
mentioned manifest of October 2, 1963, appear to be in 
sequence with manifests for subsequent tx'ips which were 
located for the month of October, 1963. 

On March 25, 1934, FPJiNCISCO Satt^DC, bus driver 
for the Transportes Frontera Bus Ccm.nnny, advised in Mexico 
City that he had been one of the bus drivers v/ho bad driven 
the Transportes Frontera bus Mo. 340 on October 2, 1963, 
which departed Mexico City at 1:CC p.m. on that day en 
route to Monterrey and Nuevo Lax'cdo. He stated that seats 
No. 1 and No. 3 on that bus had been reserved by him under 
tickets No. 39633 and No. 39334. Hov/cver, he advised that 
he does not recall for whom he had made the reservations. 

He said that on occasion be reserves scats in ad'/ance for 
only friends or relatives and never does so for anyone with 
whom he is not acquainted. However, be cc’^.ld not recall 
which of his friends or relatives had utilise'! those seats 
on that particular day. Eo stated he was certain- that seats 
No. 1 and No. 3 were not used by OS‘.‘'.tLD ct whom 

SAUCEDO advised he does not know. /• ^ 










On March 25, 1964, DIONISIO REYNA, who was co- • 
driver with JAUCEDO on Transportes Frontera bus No. 340 
of October 2, 1963, advised at Mexico City that be could 
furnish no information regarding the individuals who bad 
utilized seats No. 1 and Ho. 3 on that trip. He added 
that he v/as quite certain that neither OoT/ALD nor ANGEL 
PEREZ did so. REYNA again stated that he was quite certain 
that OS'JALD did not travel on that particular bus. ^ 

Information was received on March 24, 1364, that 
one J« U. Dl^CUBA and his wife, both of whom, according to 
Mexican Immigs^tion records, departed Mexico at Nuevo Laredo, 
Tamaulipas, oir October 3, 1333, and were checked out at 
Nuevo Laredo by the same Mexican Immigration Inspector who 
handled 03V/ALD's exit, stated they believed they had traveled 
to Nuevo Laredo on that occasion on a Transportes Frontera 
bus. Mr. DE CU3A, while disclaiming any knowledge of 03V/ALD, 
recalled that there was a young man he presumed to be an 
American who rode to Nuevo Lr.redo on the bus on which he 
and his wife had traveled. He advised that he could not 
identify the American passenger but recalled the Individual 
had trouble making himself intelligible to the Mexican 
border officials. 

On March 25, 1364, FRANCISCO SAUCEDO advised that 
be does not know the DE CUBAs and also was quite certain 
they had not utilized seats No. 1 and No. 3 on the above- 
mentioned trip. 

A third confidential source abroad advised as 

follows: 

On March 30, 1964, the records of the Transportes 
del Norte Bus Company, Avenida Insurgentes Sur No. 137, 
Mexico, D. F., were reviewed and a passenger manifest was 
located at that bus company listing two seats for J. M. 

DE CUBA and showing that J. M. DE CU3A had been a passenger 
on bus No. 322 of that company which departed Mexico City 
at 8:30 a.m. on October 2, 1933, and which had as its 
final destination Laredo. The above records located at the 
Transportes del Norte bus line indicated that J. M. DE CUBA 
and his wife actually traveled on a Transportes del Norte ^ 
bus rather than on a Transportes Frontera bus.

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Along with referenced Mexico City letter of 
March 31, 1964, the Mexico City office submitted as an 
enclosure a form of the Transportes Frontera bus line which 
is used as a passenger sianifest, reservations and ticket 
sales record, on which the date *'2 Oct 1963" had been stamped 
with the date stamp used by the ticket salesman of that 
. company at the Mexico City terminal and which is to be 
used for comparison purposes with the original manifest 
which was also enclosed. 

Also enclosed with referenced Mexico City letter 
dated March 31, 1964, was one block of forms for Transportes 
Frontera bus line, which forms allegedly were used in connection 
with the operations of that company during most of the month 
of October, 1963. 

Referenced Mexico City cable dated April 1, 1964, 
set forth that a record was located at a travel agency in 
Mexico City known as Agencia Vinjes Transportes Chihuahuenses 
of a reservation for one "Mr. H. O, LEE" for Seat No. 12 
on a bus of Transportes del Norte bus line, Mexico City, 
which left Mexico City at 8:30 a.m., October 2, 1963, en 
route to Laredo, Texas. Also located was a copy of a Greyhound 
International Exchange Order No. 43599, issued to H. O. LEE 
on October 1, 1963, for transportation by Greyhound from 
Laredo to Dallas, Texas. 

It is noted that OSWALD *s tourist card was made 
out to LEE^ HARVEY OSWALD and that a Spanish speaking person 
would normally write the name in that instance as H« 0« LEE. 

It appears that H. O. LEE is possibly identical with OSWALD, 
and investigation is presently being conducted to definitely 
determine this. 

Referenced Bureau cable dated March 24, 1964, 
concerning the Transportes Frontera bus line passenger manifest 
of October 2, 1963, requested to know whether other manifests 
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^/could be located to support the assertion of FRANCISCO 

\SAUCEDO, the Transportes Frontera. bus driver, that from 
bime to' time he manifests se&ts in his name for his friends 
on the buses that he drives. 


A review of the available bus manifests of the 
Transportes Frontera bus company at Mexico City for the 
months of October and November, 1963, failed to reveal 
similar instances where reservations appear for FRANCISCO

Referenced Bureau cable dated March 24, 1964,

It is believed that Mr. Binkson in leaving Mexico 
traveled to Nuevo Laredo via a bus departing fron Mexico City

This has arrived at the 
Mexican Immigration Station Kilometer 26 some 16 miles south 
of Nuevo Laredo at approximately 1:00 a.m.. October 3. 1963. 

Lee Harvey Oswald is believed to have traveled from 
Mexico City to Nuevo Laredo on the above-described bus in 
which he occupied scat nnaber 12 and from which it is 
believed he transferred at Laredo to a Greyhound bus departing 
from Laredo at approximately 3:00 a.m«. October 3. 1963. en 
route to Dallas. 

A passenger on this bns has advised that at 
Kilometer 26 a young male passenger, possibly an American, 
ej^ricnced some dirficulty with a Mexican Icmiigration official 
which necessitated bis getting off the bus. On returning to the 
bus this individual made a disgruntled remark. The passenger 
witness is unable to identify Oswald as the disgruntled young 
male but he considers him similar to Oswald in general appearance.

Under current procedures, twenty names are placed on 
each page cf the FM-ll In alphabetical order by date, and prior 
to final filing these are reviev'sd by a clerk who may make 
ccrrectlons and report possible discrepancies which might 
require Investigation in order to make certain that the 
Immigration Laws of Mexico are not being violated. The items 
of information which are recorded on the FM-ll in horizontal 
columns are: chronological number (chronological listing 

number during fifteen-day period), identification docisnent 
number, complete name, sex, age, marital status, nationality, 
occupation, place and countn' of origin, final destination, 
date cf entry or departure, type of vehicle In vdilch traveling, 
date of entry, date of departure (latter columns to determine 
period of residence), and remarks. 

A review of the original toiu'lst cards for persons

This Information Kith respect to "arrivals" is 
most essential tc assist the Inunigratlon Department in main- 
taining a record and control of aliens who are in Mexico as 
temporary residents x/ithout authorization to be gainfully 
employed . There is nc source of Information from which the 
typist prt^paring the FM-11 can obtain data for It other than 
the tourist cards, data provided to her by the Inunigratlon 
cfflcial v;ho may bundle a group of cards together and label 
them as having been taken up on a departing train or other 
vehicle, or her knov/ledge of the Immigration station 
v;here the cancelling official may have been working during 
a particular period of tire.

T-l, a confidential source abroad, advised that the 
present monetary exchange betv/een the United States and Mexico 
is 12,49 Mexican pesos to one U. S. dollar. To slrr^jllfy 
computations, the exchange rate of 12.50 pesos to one dollar 
is commonly used in Mexico and conversions at the 12.50 rate 
can be made by simply multiplying the number of Mexican pesos 
by eight; therefore, one Mexican peso amounts to eight cents in 
U. S. currency and ten Mexican pesos equal eighty cents U. S. 
currency. 


Hereinafter the peso and centavo (meaning cent) 
amounts refer to Mexican currency, and the U. S. dollar 
equivalent set forth in parenthesis behind the peso amount., 
was computed at the 12.50 exchange rate. 

2. COST OF BUS FAP.ES IN AND OUT OF MEXICO 


A. Travel from Laredo, 

Texas, to Mexico, D. F. 



T-l advised that ALEJANDRO SAUCEDO, Manager of the 
bus line, "Servlclos Unidos Autobuses Blancos, Flecha Roja, 

S. A. de C. V.,'' (The Unified Services of V.hlte Autobuses Red 
Arrcv/, Incorporated) located at Heroes Ferrocarrileros No. 45, 
Mexico, D. F., (D. F. refers to "Distrito Federal" - Federal 
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/Excluded .ff*cm automatic 
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C^M.F. I.P E N,T..I A L 


District of the Mexican Federal Capital) stated on April 15* 
196 ^, that the bus line he manages Is commonly referred to as 
the Flecha Roja bus line. In September, 1963^ this bus line 
charged 71.^0 pesos ($5.71 U.S.) for the trip from Nuevo 
Laredo, State of Taraaullpas, Mexico, to Mexico, D. F. SAUCEDO 
said this did not Include a 3.00-peso ($.2^ U.S.) charge for 
travel from Laredo, Texas, across the Rio Grande River (com- 
monly referred to In Mexico as the Rio Bravo del Norte) to 
Nuevo Laredo. 

The total cost from Laredo, Texas, to Mexico, D. F. 
via the Flecha Roja bus line In September, 1953^ would have 
been 7^.^0 pesos ($5.95 U.S.) . 

(LEE HARVEY OSV/ALD ^vas reported as having traveled 
on a Flecha Roja bus from Nuevo Laredo to Mexico, D. F., on 
September 26 to 27, 19o3.)

BEQUERISSE, Manager of "Agenda de Vlajes, Transportes 
Chlhuahuenses, S. A. de C. V.," (Chihuahuenses Transportation 
Travel Agency, Inc.) located at Fasep de la Reforma No. 52, 
Room 5* Mexico, D. F. , made available reservation and purchase 
order No, 1^5l5 Issued to "Autobuses Transportes del Norte" 
(Transportation Autobuses of the North), commonly referred to 
as the Transportes del Norte bus line, located at Avenlda 
Insurgentes No. 137 Sur, Mexico, D, F., In the name of Mr. 

H. 0. LEE for travel from Mexico, D. F. , to Laredo, Texas, 
on October 2, 1953. This order No. 1^6l8 reflects that H. 0. 
LEE, who Is considered Identical with 0SV;ALD, paid 93.75 pesos 
($ 7.50 U.S. ) for travel from Mexico, D. F., to Laredo, Texas, ~ 
on the Transportes del Norte bus line. 

LEE HARVEY OSWALD Is considered to have made both 
the above and the follov;lng travel under the name of H. 0. LEE 

C. Travel from Laredo, Texas, 
to Dallas, Texas 


T-2, a confidential source abroad, advised that 
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TERESA SCHAEFFER BEQUERISSE also made available on April 1, 
195^, Greyhound International Exchange Order No. ^3599 Issued 
to lir, H, 0, LEE by the "Agenda de Vlajes, Transports s 
Chlhuahuenses, S. A. de C. V.," for travel by Greyhound bus 
from Laredo to Dallas, Texas, This order reflected that It 
was Issued on October 1, 1963# for the amount of l60,00 pesos 
($12.60 U.S.). SCHAEFFER BEQUERISSE stated Mr. H. 0. LEE 
paid 253.75 pesos ($20.30 U.S. ) In cash to the "Agenda de 
Via jes, Transportes Chlhuahuenses, S, A. de C. V.," for travel 
from Mexico, D. F., to Dallas, Texas. 


3. COST OF LODGING AT HOTEL DEL 
COMERCIO. lEXICO, D. F. 


\T-3# a confidential source abroad, advised that 
GUILLERI'iO GARCIA^LUNA, owner and manager of the Hotel Del 
Comerdo, located at Calle (Street) Bernardino de Sahagun No. 
19# Mexico, D. F., stated OSV/ALD registered at the Hotel Del 
Comerdo on September 27# 19*53# and was assigned Room No, 18 
(vjlth bath) on the third floor at a dally rate of 16,00 pesos 
($1.28 U.S.). OSVJALD paid for his room on October 1, 1953# 
which, according to GUILLERI-IO GARCIA LUNA, v/as an Indication 
that OSNALD v;as entitled to and probably slept at this hotel 
on the night of October 1-2, 1953, and departed therefrom 
during the morning of October 2, 1953. 

OSVJALD stayed at the hotel from September 27# 1953# 
to October 2, 1953# for five nights' lodging at 16.00 pesos 
($1.28 U.S.), which amounts to 80.00 pesos T$6.40 U.S.) . 

On April 18, 1954, GUILLERI-10 GARCIA LUNA commented 
that the room prices at the Hotel Del Comerdo had been raised 
due to the local publicity v;hlch this hotel had received since 
OSVJALD stayed there and that the price for Room No, l8 Is now 
19.00 pesos ($1.52 U.S.). 

4. APPROXB'iATION FOOD COSTS 
WHILE IN I-EXICO

Food Costs Vvhlle Traveling 
to Mexico, D. F. 

T-1 advised that ALEJANDRO SAUCEDO, Manager of 
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of the Flecha Roja bus line, stated on April 15, 19o^, that 
meals are available for passengers at bus stops en route from 
Laredo, Texas, to Mexico, D. F. ^ ALEJANDRO SAUCEDO advised 
that the Flecha RoJa bus No. 51o which departed from Nuevo 
Laredo, State of Tamaullpas, Mexico, at 2:00 PM on September 
26 , 1903 , would have stopped at Monterrey, State of Nuevo 
Leon, Mexico, at 6:00 PM on the sane date for thirty minutes 
and passengers could have eaten at that time. This same bus, 
v/hlle en route to Mexico, D. F., v:ould have stopped at 
Saltillo, State of Coahulla, Mexico, for thirty minutes at 
8:00 PM on the sane date when passengers could have eaten a 
second tine. ALEJANDRO SAUCEDO added that there Is only a 
ten-minute stop for this bus at San Luis Potosl, State of 
San Luis Potosl, Mexico, from 3*20 AM to 3:30 All and that 
passengers generally are sleeping at this time and do not 
normally eat again until after their arrival at Mexico, D. F., 
usually at 9:30 All. 

He stated that the price of meals available to 
passengers en route to Mexico, D. F., varies from 8.00 to 
12.00 pesos ($.6^ to $.9'^ U.S.) or more, depending on 
Individual eating habits. 

T-2 related that on April 21, 19o^, ER13EST0 HERIWNDEZ, 
co-driver with bus driver ROBERTO* MORALES on Flecha RoJa bus 
No. 5 I 0 on September 26 to 27, 1983, from Laredo, Texas, to 
Mexico, D. F., advised as follov:s with regard to bus stops, and 
meals eaten by passengers en route: 

Bus No. 518 makes stops at Sabinas Hidalgo, State 
of Nuevo Leon; Monterrey, State of Nuevo Leon; Saltillo, 

State of Coahulla; San Luis Potosl, State of San Luis Potosl; 
Matehuala, State of San Luis potosl; and San Juan del Rio, 

State of Queretaro, before arrival at Mexico, D. F., and 
food Is available for purchase by passengers at each of these 
stops. The stops are for five to ten-minute periods, except 
for the stops at Monterrey and Saltillo vAiere the bus stops 
for thirty minutes. Passengers generally can obtain a meal 
at any of these stops for 10.00 pesos ($.80 U.S.) depending 
on the Individual. He advised that bus No. 518 skirts the 
main downtov.Ti area of San Luis Potosl even though It does 
stop there briefly.

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B. Food Costs VIhlle In Mexico, D. F . 

T-3 advised that, from Information developed at 
the Hotel Del Comerclo and neighboring .restaurants, a 
breakfast generally costs 3-00 to ^.00 pesos ($.24 to $.32 
U.S. ), mid-afternoon meals, 5.00 to 6.00 pesos ($.40 to $.48 
U.S.J# and any light meal In the evening, 2.00 to 3*00 pesos 
($.l'o to $.24 U.S.). The price of a meal In the neighborhood 
of the Hotel Del Comerclo would vary dependent on the person's 
eating habits. 


T-3 related that in a more fashionable area located 
close to the travel agency "Agenda de Viajes, Transportes 
Chlhuahuenses, S. A. de C. V.," at Paseo de la Reforma No. 52, 
Room 3f Mexico, D. F. , food at neighboring restaurants would 
cost 8.00 to 10.00 pesos ($.64 to $.80 U.S.) for breakfast, 

10.00 to 15.00 pesos ($.8o to $1.20 U.S.) for lunch, and 

15.00 to 20.00 pesos ($1.20 to $1.60 U.S.) for dinner. 

.^T-3 advised that Mrs. DOLOREsS^AMIREZ VDA, (meaning 
v/ldov;) DE ^BARRZIRO, ovmer and manager of the small restaurant, 
"Fonda La Esperanza, " Immediately adjacent to the Hotel Del 
Comerclo, clearly recalled on March 4, 19^4, that LEE HARVEY 
OSV/ALD had appeared at this restaurant. OSWALD generally 
arrived at the restaurant after 2; 00 In the afternoon v;hen 
the noon rush was over and always ate sparingly. 

She remembered that OSWALD ordered with care and ' 
apparent consideration for the cost, having soup, meat or 
eggs, and rice, but declining either a drink or coffee and 
dessert, OS'/ALD usually spent from 5.00 to 6.00 pesos ($.40 
to $.48 U.S. ) for each meal, OSWALD v/as alone always and ' 
never made any contacts or ate with anyone else. 

C. Food Costs V/hlle Traveling to 

Laredo, Texas, from Mexico, D. F-x 

T-3 advised that RICARDO MEDIIIA BELTRAN, Manager of 
the Mexico City terminal of the Transportes del Norte bus line, 
stated on April 17, 1964, that meals are available for passen- 
gers en route from Mexico, D. F., to Laredo, Texas, at bus 
stops when there Is time to eat and the meals generally cost 
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10,00 pesos (v.30 U.S.) . 

MEDINA BELTRAN Indicated there Is a dally bus 
departure at 8:30 AM from the Transportes del Norte terminal 
In Mexico City en route to Laredo, Texas, A tvrenty-mlnute 
stop Is scheduled at 2:00 PM on the same date at San Luis 
Potosl, State of San Luis Potosl, Mexico, where passengers 
can eat. Subsequently this bus stops for about five minutes 
at 7:55 PM at Saltillo* State of Coahulla, Mexico, and later 
stops for thirty minutes at Monterrey, State of Nuevo Leon, 
Mexico, at 9:30 PM v;here passengers may have a meal. This 
bus arrives at Laredo, Texas, at about 2:00 AI-1 the following 
morning where passengers may again have time to eat, 

- (Investigation discloses that LEE HARVEY OSV/ALD, In 
all probability, utilized the afore -mentioned Intlnerary upon 
departure fromjlexlco City to the United States-Kexlcan border 
In October, 19o5. ) 

5. BULLFIGHT AnilSSION PRICES 

T-^, a confidential source abroad, advised that 
bullfight cartels have been held regularly at the Plaza 
Mexico and El Toreo arencs In Mexico, D. F., but during 
September and October, I 963 , only the cartel of the "Novllladas" 
(literal meaning - baitings of young bulls) v;as held at the 
Plaza Mexico, reportedly the largest bullfight arena In the 
v/orld v:lth a seating capacity of 50,000. The El Toreo arena, 
v;hlch Is located Just outside of Mexico, D. F., v;as closed 
during September and October, 19'53* The Plaza Mexico Is In 
the Federal District of Mexico and located at a center bounded 
by streets named Avila Camacho, Rodin, Balderas, and Carolina, 
next to the Ciudad de los Deportes (Sporting Events City) on 
Avenlda Insurgentes Sur, In Mexico, D. F. 

Source explained that the "Novllladas" season Is 
that portion of the bullfight season In v;hlch apprentice 
bullfighters perform and that younger and smaller bulls are 
utilized; consequently, the admission prices are not as high 
as admission prices for cartels featuring professional bull- 
fighters .

T-^ noted that the prices on the sunny side of the arena always 
are more ncr.inal. The choice seats are those vrtilch are in the 
!fearrerd' close to the arena and, accordingly, the "Primer 
Tendido" is followed by the "Segundo Tendldo" to the General 
admission section, v/hlch are the sections higher up and 
farther av;ay from the arena, with the prices respectively 
cheaper as an individual sits further av;ay from the arena. 

It Mas the opinion of T-4 that American tourists 
in Mexico, D. F., generally pay the price of 15.00 pesos 
($1,20 U.S. ) to attend a "Novillada" at the Plaza Mexico and

HOTEL ACCOMMODATIONS OF LEE 
EriRVEY OSV.’ALD IN tEXICO CITY 

On Nover.ber 2S, 19S3, a confidential source, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, advised that, 
following a check of the registration records of numerous 
middle and lower. class hotels in the downtown area of 
Mexico City (also known as hiexico, D. F,, the "D. F.” 
referring to "Distrito Federal" - Federal District), he had 
ascertained that on September 27, 1963, LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
had registered at the Hotel del'^Gocercio, located at Calle 
(Street) Bernardino de Sahagun No. 19 and approximately 
eight blocks from the commercial heart of the Mexican capital. 
The records disclosed that OSWALD was registered as the 
occupant of room No. 13 until October 1, 1963, and was deleted 
from the hotel guest list on October 2, 1963. 

According to source, there were only three employees 
at the hotel, and some of them were able to recognize OSV/ALD*s 
photograph as having been a guest at that establishment but 
could recall virtually no information concerning the circum- 
stances relating thereto.

OTHER PERS0N7;EL AT HOTEL 

GUILLER:.X) GARCIA LUNA advised on March 3, 1964, 
that he is the owner and manager of the Hotel del Comercio, 
which is located approximately five blocks north of the 
main east-west thoroughfare of Mexico, Paseo de la Reforma, 
and two blocks east of the principal north-south artery, 
Avenida Insurgentes, He explained that his hotel caters to 
commercial travelers, most of whom are Mexican citizens; 
that it has a total of thirty rooms, most of which are 
equipped with a private bath; that for a single room the 
minimum rate, without bath, is 13.00 pesos ($1,0*^ U,S,) 
and the maximum, with bath, is 20.00 pesos ($1.60 U.S.). 

He added that the hotel is in the heart of the area of many 
of the bus terminals in Mexico City and also is only a few 
blocks from the passenger railroad station. 


GARCIA LUNA furnished the following observations 
concerning the stay of LEE HARVEY OSWALD at the Hotel del 
Comercio. He received OSWALD and caused him to sign the 
hotel registration book, which is utilized in place of 
registration cards. He believed OSWALD'S arrival had occurred 
between 10: CO and 11:00 a.m. The guest makes the initial 
entry in the registration book with data which Includes his 
name, place of origin, occupation, and nationality; thereafter, 
so long as the guest remains at the hotel, his name and 
identifying data are transferred to the registration book 
page for the current date, after he has made payment in 

I 
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advance for his room for the ensuing night 4 Inasmuch as 
payment is mndc' in advance, no effort is made to obtain an 
exact home address from the registrant. 

The hotel has four floors, and 03V/ALD was assigned 
room No, 18 (with bath) on the third floor at a dally rate 
of 16,00 pesos ($1.28 U.3,> The rooms on the latter floor 
are numbered from 1C through 23. , The hotel registration book 
reflects that OdV.'ALD paid for his room on October 1, 1963, 
v/hich, according to GARCIA LUNA, indicates he was entitled 
to and probably slept at the hotel the night of October 1<»2, 
1933, and departed therefrom during the day' of October 2, 

1933, GARCIA LUNA stated he could not recall the circumstances 
of 03’wALD’s departure nor the hour thereof, but merely v/as 
judging normal procedure on the basis of information in his 
record. 


GARCIA LUNA advised that he speaks a few words of 
English and received the impression that OSV/ALD neither spoke 
nor understood any opanish. He had not observed OSV.'ALO in 
the hotel during the day nor had he ever seen him accompanied 
by any individual or individuals. He recalled that OSWALD 
had been carrying a medium-size, brown handbag, which he 
believed had a zipper and v/as either of Naugahyde or canvas 
material. He did not remember that OSV/ALD had ever worn a 
coat and believed he usually appeared in a short-sleeved 
shirt of a knit variety. 

Inciuiry v/as made of GARCIA LUNA as to other personnel 
at the hotel who might recall OSWALD on the basis of having 
any reason to notice or contact him, and he stated that those 
persons v;ould be his assistant, SEBASTIAN PEREZ, and the 
maid who cleans the rooms on the upper two floors, MATILDE 
GARNI CA. 


GARCIA LUNA stated that he was acquainted with a 
few of the guests who were at the hotel during the same period 
as OSWALD but did not have home addresses for any of them. 

He mentioned that several of the guests of that period are 
commercial travelers and return to the hotel from time to time. 
Ho agreed to advise the confidential source in the event any 
of those guests should return to the hotel. 


i 
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MATILD^I GARfUCA, maid at the Hotel del Comerclo, 
j’dvlsod on M-^rcb 3, 1964, that she recognized the photographs 
of OSV.'ALD as being of the young American v;ho had occupied 
room No. 18 for almost a week during the latter part of last 
year. She explained that she handles the daily housekeeping 
duties for the third and fourth floors of the hotel, comprising 
rooms numbered 18 through 30, and ordinarily arrives at work 
between 9:00 a.m. and 10:00 a.m., leaving at 9:00 p.m., upon 
completion of her working day. 

Mrs. GARNICA related that she clearly recalls 
OSV.’ALD, as few Americans stay at the hotel, and was somewhat 
intrigued by his presence there. He had very few personal 
effects, which he carried in what she described as a "small, 
brown, zippered handbag," v/hich was either of canvas or 
imitation leather material. She did not believe she had seen 
OSV/ALD in the hotel on more than tv;o occasions, the day of 
his arrival arid the following Saturday as he still was in his 
room when she checked to determine which rooms were available 
for cleaning. She remembered that when she saw him in the 
room on the Saturday morning in question he said "good 
morning" to her in English, and a short time later left the 
hotel . 


She never saw him with any other person and had no 
conversation with him, having received the impression that 
he neither spoke nor understood Spanish. 

SEBASTIAir^REZ*l£^RNANDEZ, desk clerk and assistant 
to the owner of the Hotel del Comercio, advised on March 10, 
1SS4, that he had not conversed with OSWALD but remembered 
him clearly inasmuch as very fev; Americans have stayed at 
the hotel. To the best of his recollection, OSV/ALD left the 
hotel each morning and did not return until evening, possibly 
after PEREZ HERNANDEZ had completed his working day and left 
the hotel. Ho stated OSWALD was alone whenever he noticed 
him at the hotel and usually wore a knit, short-sleeved sport 
shirt and no coat or jacket. 

PEREZ iIERNANDEZ advised that since OSWALD paid his 
rent in advance for the night of October 1, 1963, there would 
have been little reason for contact with him on the presumed 
date of his departure, October 2, 1933, and he was unable to 
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remember any details in this connection. 

On the basis of information that OSWALD probably 
left Mexico City by bus on the morning of October 2, 19S3| 
PEREZ HERNANDEZ was reinterviewed on April 10, 1964, and be 
stated it had not occurred to him previously but it was 
possible that the night watchman, who remains at the 
reception desk during the night, might have been aware of 
OSWALD’S departure from the hotel. He identified the watchman 
as PEDRO RODRIGUEZ and stated he could be located at the 
hotel after 9:00 p.m. or during the early morning hours. 

On April 18, 1964, PEDRO-K'ODRIGUEZLEDESMA advised 
that he resides at Santa Clara, State of Mexico, and for 
many years has been the night watchman at the Hotel del 
Comercio, his working hours being from 9;00 p.m. to 9:00 a.m. 
He explained, however, that he often is able to leave the 
hotel by 8:00 a.m. or earlier if the owner and manager, 
GUILLERMO GARCIA LUNA, has arrived to relieve him and handle 
reception duties. V/ith respect to LEE HARVEY OSV/ALD's stay 
at the hotel he furnished the following information. 

He clearly recalls the young American v/hom he 
later Identified in his mind as OSWALD and remembers that 
on the date of the latter’s departure from the hotel and on 
the basis of sign language and the word "taxi," which he 
interpreted to indicate that OSV/ALD wanted a taxicab, 

RODRIGUEZ walked around the corner from the hotel to Orozco 
y Berra and Bernal Diaz Streets where he obtained a taxicab 
which had just left a passenger at the "Estrella Blanca" ■ 
("Vihite Star") bus terminal. He stated definitely that he 
did not know the taxi driver and had not known or discussed 
with the driver or OSWALD the latter's intended destination. 

He said OSWALD carried his own luggage downstairs and waited 
in front of the hotel with the luggage until RODRIGUEZ 
returned with the taxicab. 

He believed OSWALD left the hotel between 6:30 and 
7:00 a.m., since it was getting light when he went in search 
of the taxicab. He could not be more precise concerning the 
time. He believed that OSWALD gave him a small tip of one 
or two pesos ($.08 or $.16 U.3.) for his assistance in 
calling a taxi. RODRIGUEZ commented that while he had little 
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dilliculty obtaining a taxi at the early hour, It becomes 
very difficult to secure taxi transportation between 7:30 
and 8t30 a.m. because of the heavy traffic at that time, 

RODIllGUEZ related that to the best of his recol- 
lection 0 SV;aLD always arrived at the hotel late at night, 
"midnight or thereafter," but he never noticed any indication 
that 03V.’ ALD had been drinking. He never observed OSWALD in 
the company of any person and did not recall hio ever using 
the only telephone at the hotel, v/hich is located at the 
reception desk. 

V.’ith the exception of the morning of his departure 
from the hotel, RODRIGUEZ believed that OSWALD never left 
the hotel in the mornings prior to the former’s completion 
of his work shift and leaving, which would have been between 
8t00 and 9:00 a.m. 

On April 22, 1934, inquiry was made of GUILLERMO 
GARCIA LUNA with respect to the reliability of his watchman, 
PEDRO RODRIGUEZ LEDESMA, and he stated RODRIGUEZ is "humble 
but very serious, deeply religious, a family man, and highly 
reliable," He commented that he did not believe RODRIGUEZ 
v;ould fabricate or misrepresent Information in any way. 

OTHER INQUIRIES IN THE AREA OF 
THE HOTEL DEL COMERCIO, TAXI 
STANDS, AND BUS TERMINALS 

March 4 and again on April 10, 1984, DOLORES 
RAMIREZ DE'BARREIRO advised that she is the owner, manager, 
and sometimes cook at the small restaurant on Calle Bernardino 
de Sahagun (no number) immediately adjacent to the Hotel del 
Comerclo. She explained that there is no commercial 
connection between the hotel and her restaurant, but because 
of its proximity many hotel guests eat some meals at the 
restaurant . 


Upon viewing photographs of OSWALD, sirs. BARREIRO 
affirmed that she remembered him as a young American who had 
eaten several meals at the restaurant in the late afternoon 
over a period of approximately one week. She said he appeared 
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at the restaurant alter the noon rush hour or some time 
after 2:00 p.m,, always alone, and ordered his food by 
pointing on the menu, apparently with some consideration 
of costs. He always ate the soup of the day, rice, and 
either meat or eggs, but always rejected dessert and coffee. 
She thought this unusual, as the dessert and coffee ordinarily 
are included in the price of the daily lunch, but he did not 
appear to understand this and always waved the waitress away 
if she tried to serve those items. She recalled that he 
also rejected any efforts to sell him soft drinks, which 
she described as an important income item in her business. 

She estimated that OSWALD spent from five to six pesos 
($.40 to $.48 U.S.) for his meals. She had assumed he was 
a guest at the hotel but never observed him contact or talk 
to anyone while at the restaurant. 

The information recorded hereir-after was furnished 
by a second confidential source, who has provided reliable 
Information in the past, on March 24, 1964. 

In the area of the Hotel del Cr>.mercio at Calle 
Bernardino do Sahagun No. 19, it was observed that this 
street is only one block long and has very little business 
or other activity. A photograph of subject was displayed 
to GUILLERMO -CAMARGO, the owner and operator of a parking 
lot located directly in front of the Hotel del Comercio, and 
to RAMON RICO, who operates a cigarette and candy stand at 
the entrance to the parking lot, without any identification 
by those Individuals. 

On that same street, a photograph of OSVi'ALD was 
displayed to the automobile watchman, JESUSTTfIGO, who was 
unable to recognize 03V.’ALD. A restaurant without a name 
is located at the corner of Bernardino de Sahsgun Street 
and San Cosme, and the cashier of that establishment was 
unable to recognize a photograph of OSWALD. 

A careful check was made in the area of the 
Transportes Frontera bus line, as well as the A.D.O. 

(Autobuses del Oriente - Autobuses of the East) bus line, 
which is next door. In an effort to locate any individual 
who might have furnished transportation to Ni'.eve Laredo, 
Tamaulipas, Mexico, to OSVi’ALD between October 1 and 2, 1363. 
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Imr.;cdiately in front of the AtD^O, bus terminal 
is a taxi stand which maintains permanent service in that 
locality for that terminal and also the Transportes Frontera 
terminal. The number of the taxi stand is 119 and one of 
the drivers and owner of all the taxis operated there is 
JOS£"LtJNA XIABRERA, who operates a 1953 Ford with Federal 
District ^taxi license plates 33-64. He v;as certain that 
neither he nor any of the other drivers at that stand would 
have provided transportation to OSV/ALD to Nuevo Laredo, 
inasmuch as they rarely accept fares outside of Mexico City. 

He stated, however, if a North American should request 
transportation outside the city, they normally would refer 
him to their col league JESUS J.'£L" PINGUINO, " who is the 
only one of their group who speaks English. 

The foregoing individual was interviewed and shown 
a photograph of OS^.'ALD. He slated he had not made any trips 
outside the city in October, 1963, and was unable to Identify 
the photograph of OSV/ALD as anyone who had utilized his 
services as a taxi driver. 

03v;ald*s photograph was displayed to all the drivers 
at the above-mentioned taxi stand without locating any of 
them who could identify OSV/ALD as having been a passenger in 
their respective taxi cabs. 

It was determined that a taxi stand operates from 
in front of the bus terminal of the "Autobuses Blancos Flecha 
Roja” ("Red Arrow White Buses") on Heroes Ferrocarrileros 
Street, where the dispatcher Is MANUEL’^YARGAS . A photograph 
of OSWALD was shown to VARGAS, as well a^ to the other 
chauffeurs who operate from that stand, four or five in number, 
without locating anyon^-who recognized OSV/ALD as having been 
a passenger. FERNANDO ORTIZ advised that he is the only 
driver at that stand who speaks English and usually handles 
English speaking fares for persons who leave the bus terminal 
in search of a taxi to transport them to a hotel. He stated 
that he and other drivers v/ould be perfectly willing to make 
a special trip to Laredo but had not done; so in the month of 
October, 1933, He stated he could not recognize the photo- 
graph of OSWALD but did comment it looked something like 
photographs he had seen of OSV/ALD in the newspapers. 
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III the JU'ea of the above-mentioned bus terminal » 
IIICOLAS M/.RTl!>’n7, v ho operates a oevrsstand; the personnel 
of the "Musco" gasoline station, which is located Immediately 
adjacent to the bus terminal; and the owner and manager of 
the Hotel "iiuseo, " OBDUL 10 ANTON, as well as several employees 
and his nephew, MANOLO-ANTON, were unable to recognize a 
photograph of OSV/ALD. Also in the area of the bus terminal 
the shoeshine boy, FELIPB'GaRClA, as well as the candy salesman, 
ISAB£Lc£AL!.'AS, and the policeman who is stationed outside the 
bus terminal and has Badge No. 1128, were unable to recognize 
a photograph of OSV/ALD or furnish any information concerning 
him. 

In the area of the Mexico City railroad station 
(located a few blocks from the Hotel del Coraercio), it was 
determined that a taxi stand operates under the direction 
of Mr , ‘ARCINIEGA and Mr. DIAZ, but neither of those individuals 
was able'^to recognize a photograph of OSV/ALD. 

A photograph of OSV/ALD was displayed to IGNACIO 
^UIZ and J0SE~TREJ0, who sell travel handbags regularly at 
the doors of the A.D.O. and Transportes Frontera bus terminals; 
the shoeshine boys who operate regularly in the area; the 
National Lottery ticket salesmen, LDIS\MELCHOR, ANTON 10 -CRUZ , 
and JUAN'CRUZ; cali^men of belts and colored glasses, ROSENDO 
''CORONA and ANTONIO TOPEZ; newspaper vendors, NICOLAS 'SANCHEZ 
and CONZALOTASTRO ^MIRANDA; VICTORNJROPEZA and his son, 

ALFREDO, who sell orange juice from an ambulatory stand; 
LADISLAD0^B.VDILL0 and his cousin, JUAN_BADILLO, who operate 
a gift stand near the entrance to the AvU«0. terminal and a 
similar shop at the German-Anerlcan Hotel on the same block; 
and to JULIO><iARCIA, who operates a parking lot next door 
to the A.D.O, bus station, and none of them was able to 
Identify the photograph as being of any person who had been 
in that area inquiring for transportation. 

Photographs of OSV/ALD also were displayed in other 
business establishments adjacent to the bus stations at the 
Mexican Aviation Company offices, the branch of the National 
Bank, the German-American Hotel, the Isabel lunch stand, the 
Aisa battery shop, the Hotel America and the bus terminal 
for "Autobuses Corsarios del Bajio," which offers transpor- 
tation to Morelia, without locating any person who could 
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recognize the photograph of 03IVALD as having been In that 
locality. 

INTERVIEV/S OF GUESTS AT HOTEL 

A second confidential source abroad reported that 
on January 24, 1S34, ALFONSO- PEREZ-^PL'I EGO advised that his 
hone address is Calle Espana No. 304, Guadalajara, Jalisco, 
and that he frequently stops at the Hotel del Conercio while 
in Mexico City, where he has a business address of Calle 
Bolivar No. 8, Roon 401. He confirned that he had occupied 
roor. No. 19 at the Hotel del Conercio fror. Septenber 26 
through 2C, 19G3, but stated that he had not observed 
OSWALD'S presence at the hotel and was unable to furnish 
any infornation concerning the latter’s activities in Mexico 
City. 

A third confidential -source abroad advised that on 
March 1, 1964, Captain SALVADOil~ESQUIVEL'”SEGURA was located 
at the Hotel del Conercio and he advised that he resides 
pernanently at Calle Colon No. 18, Fraccionaniento Reforna, 
Veracruz, Veracruz, and is a Mexican Arny dental surgeon 
attached to the Military Zone Headquarters at Veracruz. 

Ke stated he was at the Hotel del Conercio during 
the latter part of Septcebor, 1963, for one night only, 
and if the hotel records reflected he was there on the night 
of Septenber 30, 1963, that data would coincide with his 
recollection of the natter. He advised that while he was 
nost desirous of being of assistance, he could not recall 
anything whatsoever concerning OSWALD in connection with the 
hotel and could not identify photographs of hin as being of 
a guest whon he had seen at the hotel. 

The/Saae source advised that on March 4, 1964, 
URBAN0^RRES%3END0ZA advised that he resides pernanently 
at Calle Sangre' de Cristo No. 51, Guanajuato, Guanajuato, 
and, being an autonobile salesnan, he nakes frequent trips 
between Guanajuato and Mexico City for the purpose of trans- 
porting new autonobiles. He related that he usually stays 
at the Hotel del Conercio, departing in the early norning 
and returning late at night. Upon viewing photographs of 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD, he stated he does not recall hin as 
anyone he has seen at any tine. 
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The first confidential source abroad furnished 
the lnforir.ation recorded hereiraf'er. 

Cn March 3, 1964, MARTiii(-^UERR£RO was located at 
the Hotel del Cocercio, room No, 15, and advised that he 
percanently resides at Calle Anahuac No. 215, San Luis Potosi, 
San Luis Potosi, and is a necber of a "hand fiber canufacturing 
cooperative" known as "Sociedad Cooperativa Fabrica de Fibras 
Duras Atlas" in San Luis Potosi. He recalled having been at 
the Hotel del Cotiercio in late Septecber and early Octobet*, 

19S3, explaining that he and his associates have been traveling 
to Mexico City with sone frequency in recent years in connection 
v/ith their business and always stay at the sace hotel. 

Upon viewing photographs of LEE HARVEY OS\/ALD, 

GUERRERO stated positively that he hadre recollection of him 
and was certain he had never been aware of a young Acerican's 
being at the hotel at any tine. He pointed out that he 
usually leaves the hotel early in the corning and does not 
return until late afternoon or evening and never spends tine 
in the snail lobby or reception area. 

^ JULI(5ifc^AN also was interviev/ed at the Hotel del 

Conerclo on Ilarch^, 1864, and stated he resides in San Luis 
Potosi at Calle Altanirano No. 510 and is an associate of Mr. 
GUERRERO in the fiber cooperative. He acknowledged that he 
had been at the hotel in Septecber and October, 1963, but 
upon viewing photographs of OSVi'ALD advised that he did not 
recognize thee as being of anyone he had ever seen. 

On March 14, 1964, MANUEL SERRALOE was located at 
the Hotel del Cocercio and related that he has resided "core 
or less pernanently" at that hotel during recent years and 
surely was at the establishcent during late Septecber and 
early October, 1963. He viewed photographs of LEE HARVEY 
OSV.'ALD and stated that while he recognizes thee froc having 
seen then in the newspapers, he is certain he was never aware 
of his presence at the Hotel del Cocercio and has no knowledge 
whatsoever concerning his having been a guest at the hotel. 
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FCJ5IBLE lUENlIFyiMG DATA 
CONCEAKIHG OTHER HOIEL GUESTS 

On April 22, 1954, GUILLERMO GARCIA LUNA advised 
that on the basis of a search of abandoned correspondence, 
reviev; of his records and accounts, and refreshing his r.er.ory 
through discussions with other personnel at the hotel, he had 
been able to develop the following additional data which eight 
be of assistance in locating other guests at the hotel during 
the tlee OSWALD was at the establisheent . 


ANTONIO OLIVA is a Negro who had been considered 
Cuban but had clarified to GARCIA LUNA that he had grown up 
on the east coast of Mexico where "Cuban Spanish" is spoken* 

Ke had registered his occupation as "eusician" but was known 
to have been er.ployed as a cook or cook's helper in an uniden- 
tified Mexico City restaurant. . He had been living at the hotel 
with a v/orian to whoc he referred as his "wife” but because of 
their 'Vay of life” GARCIA LUNA' judged that she ir.lght have 
been his parar^our. They left the hotel without paying a 
substantial hotel bill, and GARCIA LUNA has been atter.pting to 
locate ther. for several nonths without success. (Efforts have 
been t.ade to locate OLIVA through checking records of various 
restaurant workers* unions, the Mexican Departr^ent of Iiuciigration 
and the Mexican Institute of Social Security. All inquiries 
to date have been negative.) 

FERNANDO 'VALENZUELA arrives in Mexico City fror* tice 
to tice but does not always stop at the Hotel del Coterclo. 

He is a professional chauffeur who transports new autocoblles 
for soce autonobile agency in Chihuahua, Chihuahua.

ANGELICA' PERL YRA ^slded at the hotel for soce tice 
but several conths ago. carried PEDRO QUIJANO. also a guest at 
the hotel, and the.^couple now resides in Merida, Yucatan. 

PEDR?^ IJANO was an eeployee of an aviation coepany 
and shortly prior to his carriage to ANGELICA PEREYRA won a 
substantial lottery prize which enabled hie to carry and cove 
to Merida. (Inquiry was cade at the cain offices of the 
Mexican Aviation Coepany v;ithout locating any record Identifiable 
with QUIJANO.) 
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G/iBRIEL tXJKTRERAS is the owner of a business in 
Ciudad Juarer;, Chihuahua, involving cotton seed oil or 
related activity, and resides at Ciudad Canargo, Chihuahua* 


RCDOLFO RODRIGUEZ of Chihuahua, Chihuahua, also is 
a driver for an automobile agency, possibly the "Opel or 
General Motors agency" in Chihuahua. 


liARTIK^UilAYA is a retired "Army man" who occasionally 
has stayed at the hotel and resides in Nuevo Leon, Tamaulipas. 

RAFAEL ROCHA is an automobile driver and drives new 
automobiles from Mexico City to some agency at Torreon, 


GARCIA LlRiA believes JOSE GAMES is a bus driver, 
and the fact that his home address is listed as Aguascalientes 
causes him to assume that he is employed by the "Estrella 
Blanca" ("n'hite Star") bus line, which offers service to the 
area of Aguascalientes. 


FIDEl'XIO GARCIA may be a businessman in San Luis 
Potosi, San Luis Potosi. 

The full name of "Cap, DOMINGUEZ" is Captain CARLOS 
''DOMINGUEZ, and a letter which he left behind at the hotel 
reflects him to be the President of the "Unificacion Estatal . 
de los Yeteranos de la Revolucion" ("State Federation of 
Veterans of the Revolution"), Calle Alvaro Obregon No. 500, 
room No, 20, San Luis Potosi, San Luis Potosi, 

GARCIA LUKA advised. that he would continue to be 
alert for the arrival at the hotel of or information concerning 
other guests who might have some information concerning OSWALD, 

Hotel owner GARCIA LUNA advised that IIARIO RESEKDIZ 
Stops at the Hotel del Comercio periodically and travels 
throughout Mexico as a salesman of religious artifacts. 

A fourth confidential source abroad advised on 
February 28, 1S64, that extensive investigation had been made 
at Monclova, Coahuila, without obtaining any information as to 
the permanent address or further identifying data concerning 
iiARIO RESEKDIZ. 
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On April 22, 1864, inquiry was made of GUILLERMO 
GARCIA LUI'A as to his opinion of how OSV«ALD had selected and 
appeared at his hotel, and he stated that even though the 
hotel is three blocks and "around three corners" from the 
Red Arrow bus terminal, he considers his hotel to have the 
best general aspect and appearance of any of several in the 
area; furthermore, it is known by personnel in other hotels 
that GARCIA LUNA can understand and speak a little English. 

He also mentioned that his hotel is filled to approximately 
ninety per cent of capacity at all tiroes because he makes 
every effort to provide superior accommodations to commercial 
travelers at competitive prices. 



On April 17, 1864, a third confidential source, 
who has furnished reliable Information in the past and is 
in a position to be informed v/ith respect to the activities 
in Mexico of Cubans and individuals of other nationalities 
who are sympathetic to the Castro revolutionary regime in 
Cuba, advised that the Hotel del Comercio is not known to 
him as being frequented by pro-Castro Cubans. 

On April 23, 1864, the first confidential source, | 
who is well-acquainted with hotel operations in Mexico City, \ 
reported that he knows nothing unfavorable with respect to ' 
the character and reputation of GUILLERMO GARCIA LUNA of the | 
Hotel del Comercio and considers the latter to be a reputable * 
establishment usually frequented by commercial travelers and Jr 
individuals of modest means.

INTERVIEW OfWnAGER AND

CUIL^RMO GARCIA LUNA advised on March 3, 1964, 
that he is thew^er and manager of the Hotel del Comercla, 
which is locaten approximately five blocks north of the 
main east>west ^oroughfare of Mexico, Paseo de la Reforma, 
and two blocks east of the principal north-south artery, 

Avenida Insurgents. He explained that his hotel caters to 
commercial travel»s, most of whom are Mexican citizens; 
that it has a tots\ of thirty rooms, most of which are 
equipped with a prwate bath; that for a single room the 
minimum rate, witho^ bath, is 13.00 pesos ($1.03 U.S.) 
and the maximum, wit\ bath, is 20.00 pesos ($1.60 U.S.) 

He added that the botl is in the heart of the area of many 
of the bus terminals rn Mexico City and also is only a few 
blocks from the passen^r railroad station. 

GARCIA LUMA furnished th e following observations 
concerning the stay of LB£ HARVEY OSWALD at the Hotel del 
Comercio. He received OSi^LD and caused him to sign the 
hotel registration book, mlch is utilized in place of 
registration cards. He believed OSWALD'S arrival had occurred 
between 10:00 and 11:00 a.m ne guest makes the initial 
entry in the registration book with data which includes bis 
name, place of origin, occupation, and nationality; thereafter, 
so long as the guest remains Vt the hotel, his name and 
Identifying data are transferred to the registration book

GARCIA LUNA a^lsed that he would continue to be 
alert for the arrival atXche hotel of or information concerning 
other guests who might ha^ some information concerning OSWAU). 

Hotel owner GARCiV LUNA advised that MARIO RESENDIZ 
stops at the Hotel del Comeruo periodically and travels 
throughout Mexico as a salesi^ of religious artifacts. 

A fourth confidential Vource, who has furnished 
reliable information in the pas\ advised on February 28, 1964, 
that extensive investigation had\l>eeo made at Monclova, Coahuila, 
without obtaining any informatiocnas to the permanent address 
or further identifying data concerning MARIO RESENDIZ. 
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On April 22 , 1964, inquiry was cade of GUILLERMO 
GARCIA LUNA as to his opinion of hov; OSV<'ALD had selected and 
appeared at his hotel, and he stated that even though the 
hotel is three blocks and "around three corners" froc the 
Red Arrow bus tercinal, he considers his hotel to have the 
best general aspect and appearance of any of several in the 
area; furthermore, it is known by personnel in other hotels 
that GARCIA LUNA can understand and speak a little English. 

He also mentioned that his hotel is filled to approxicately 
ninety per cent of capacity at all times because he cakes 
every effort to provide superior accoccodations to connercial 
travelers at competitive prices. 


On April 17, 1964, a fourth confidential source, 
who has furnished reliable information in the past and is 
in a position to be informed with respect to the activities 
in Mexico of Cubans and individuals of other nationalities 
who are sym.pathetic to the Castro revolutionary regice in 
Cuba, advised that the Hotel del Cocercio is not known to 
hie as being frequented by pro-Castro Cubans. 

On April 23, 1964, the first confidential source, 
who is well acquainted with hotel operations in Mexico City, 
reported that he knows nothing unfavorable with respect to 
the character and reputation of GUILLERMO GARCIA LUNA of the 
Hotel del Corercio and considers- the latter to be a reputable 
establishment usually frequented by cotumercial travelers and 
Individuals of modest means.

Education and Welfare concerning the possibilities of Mr. EMERSON' s 
lecturing at schools in the U.S. and Mexico. Mr. BORDINMUM pre- 
pared an itinerary for the EMERSONs, a portion of which included 
a lecture by Mr. EMERSON at the Monterrey In.3titute of Technology, 
Monterrey, Mexico, on October 2, 1963.

The EMERSONs travelled around Washington, D.C. , and 
then by Greyhound bus with various stops en route to Los Angeles, 
California, from which city the latter part of September 1963, 
they travelled to San Antonio, Texas. 


They ' departed from San Antonio, Texas, by Greyhound in 
the early morning of October 1, 1963, en route to Monterrey, Mexico. 
They arrived at Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, about 12:00 noon, October 1, 
1963, where they encountered some difficulty with an official of 
the Mexican Immigration Service, as they were not in possession 
of two photographs each of themselves. They were permitted to 
go to a small photographer's shop where they had photographs 
taken, which satisfied Mexican immigration requirements. They

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. then boarded a Transportesdel Norte bus in the early afternoon, 
arriving in Monterrey about 7:00 P.M. , October 1, 1963. In 
Monterrey they stayed at the Main Square Hotel. -

On October 2, 1963, Mr. EMERSON lectured at the 
Monterrey Institute of Technology and then they went sight seeing. 

On October 3, 1963, in the morning after 8:00 A.M. , 
they boarded a Transpxjrtes del Norte bus at Monterrey en route 
, to Nuevo Laredo and San Antonio, Texas. When they boarded 

this bus at Monterrey, all passengers in it and those boarding 
• ' it appeared to be of Latin-American extraction. Upon leaving 
Monterrey, the bus stopped at a small village where they had 
coffee. They had lunch on board the bus. I he bus made other 
stops to discharge and pick up passengers and on these occasions 
all individuals appeared to be of Latin-American extraction. 

The bus was stopped twice at Mexican immigration check points 
and on each occasion, a Mexican official boarded the bus and 
checked the documents of the passengers. They could not recall 
the location of the first check point, but the second one was 
close to Nuevo Laredo opposite a cemetery. 

The bus arrived at the Mexican - U.S. border about 
2:00 or 3:00 P.M. , October 3, 1963. It did not stop at Nuevo 
Laredo, but proceeded to the U.S., side where everyone disembarked 
for processing through U.S. Customs and Immigration. After 
processing they boarded a Greyhound bus for San Antonio, Texas, 
arriving there after dark approximately 7:00 or 8:00 P.M. , 

October 3, 1963. They remained in San Antonio overnight, and on 
the morning of October 4, 1963, they Warded a Greyhound bus 
for New Orleans, from which city they travelled with various 
stops to New York City. They departed from the U.S., October 31, 
1963, on the ship, ”ILE DE FRANCE", which arrived in Southampton, 
England, November 5, 1963. 

The EMERSONs displayed their British passports which 
were observed to contain therein inked control stamps as follows:

They advised that ESPINOSA and HERREA are the names 
of the Mexican immigration officials who placed the stamps in 
their passports. 

They could not recall any Americans on the Del Norte 
bus on October 3, 1963, nor could they recall any American- 
appearing male attracting their attention at any time during 
the trip into or out of Mexico. 

The EMERSONs viewed a photograph of LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD and advised they did not see OSWALD or anyone resembling 
him during all of their travels in the U.S. and Mexico. 

The EMERSONs viewed a photograph of PHILLIPE PITER 
E. VAN DER VORM, a French National who has previously advised 
he travelled on a Transportes del Norte bus from Mexico City 
en route Dallas on October 2-3, 1963. They advised they 
could not recall seeing VAN DER VORM or anyone resembling him 
during their travels in the U.S. and Mexico. 

They reflected upon their travels in the U.S. and 
Mexico, advising they oould not recall any situation, incident 
or encounter which would in any way assist in the matter at 
hand.

On April 6, l964, PHILLIPE PITER E. VAN DER VORM 
advised that he does recall that when he vas on a Transportes 
del Norte Cor’.pany bus from Mexico City en route to Dallas, 

Texas, on October 2, 1963, there vas a Mexican immigration 
check some few miles south of Nuevo Laredo. He departed on 
the bus from Mexico City at about P:30 A.M. on October 2, 
and the imr.igration check occurred sometime around midnight 
October 2. At this point a Mexican official boarded the bus. 

He vas described by VAN DER VOR.M as being very fat and vearing 
a uniform. The official checked passports and visas of all 
passengers. One individual, believed to be an American, had 
difficulty. This person vas missing som.e document or it had 
expired. It vas necessary for the individual to leave the bus 
for a short vhile. On returning, this person made some com.m.ent 
about not understanding why he had been bothered. VAN DER VORM 
described this individual as probably an American, about 25 years 
old, vearing a vhite shirt vith a dark pull over sweater. VAN 
DER VORM had no conversation vith this individual, does not 
recall where the person got on or, off the bus, and has no 
further recollection of him. 


VAN DER VORM stated that the stop for the immigration 
check described above, vas the only Mexican border check made. 
Wlien tne bus arriv'ed at Nuevo Laredo about 1:00 A.M. , October 3, 
all passei;gers left the bus. They had something to eat while 
all luggage vas being transferred to a Greyhound bus. VAN DER 
VORM recalls that about 3:00 A.M. , on October 3, the Greyhound 
bus left and proceeded to the United States. He arrived on this 
bus in Dallas, Texas, alout the m.iddle of the afternoon of 
October 3. 


V.\N DER VORM stated the bus m.adc a nur.ber of stops 
from Mexico City and people would get on and off the bus. He 
has no recollection of the transfer of passengers at Monterrey. 
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Vi'iN DER VORM, vho is French by nationality, speaks 
excellent English. He stated he did recall two persons being 
on the bus, one of whom he described as a tall, slim Texan, 

* ■ about 45 years of age, who was travelling witn his wife. He 
talked briefly witn this person, who also spoke Spanish. The 
conversation concerned only idle chatter. He also advised 
that on the bus was a German woman who had been a school- 
teacher in the United States for the past i5 or 20 years. She 
had been in Yucatan on vacation andves returning to the United States. 
He described her as being about 50 years old. She spoke 
English and German. 

VON DER VORM stated he could not recall anyone on 
the bus whom he could identify as LEE HARVEY OSWALD. He stated 
he paid little attention to the passengers and spent a good 
deal of the time sleeping. He said there were approximately 
15 passengers on the bus, including both Americans and Mexicans. 

He could offer no further information as to the identities of 
any of the passengers.

VAN DER VORM at first 
did not recall the Mexican immigration checkpoint south of Nuevo 
Laredo until after his recollection was refreshed. He could still 
not identify subject as being on the bus on which he was ti’avelling. i'v 
VAN DER VORM’s memory is not good of the events; however, he stated 
he wanted to be of any possible assistance and would do what he

The results of interview of VAN DER VORM is set forth in 
the enclosed original and seven copies of an LHM, one copy foi” 

Pax'is. VAN DER VORM recalled that he had taken a .35 mm. coloi'ed 
slide while on the bus somewhere between Mexico City and the border. 
This was during the afternoon of October 2. The picture showed 
a mountain in the backgi’ound and included the bus and some of the 
passengers. He thought this might be helpful if it would be enlarged.

A typewritten letter in Spanish, postmarked 
January 17, 1964, Uexico, D, F, (D. F, refers to "Distrito 
Federal" - Federal District or the Uexican Federal Capital), 
was sent to'^Attorney General ROBERT F« KENNEDY by one 
ERNES^-FLORE^LONA, not further identified. 

The letter (translated from Spanish) states in 
part: "We take ’the liberty of reproducing with care eertain

> I y/^The letter continues that these documents "were 
addressed by a clerk in the shoe store of VICTOR COHEN, . 
FIDEL^ CASTRO *s intimate friend and the man who was delivering 
shipments 'from him (CASTRO?) to OSWALD and three other people 
> who were to assassinate President LOPEZ MATEOS of Mexic<^" 

/ ' The letter states that VICTOR COHEN was interested 

ib the President of the United States and indicates that 
more documents possibly exist in COHEN 's residence. 


The writer of the letter claimed that COHEN was_ 
CASTRO'S treasurer and that, prior to all this, COHEN was 
keeping various individuals of different nationalities in 
his house. Including OSVIALD, who was in Mexico looking for 
work and then went to Texas, 


Although the letter, described above. Indicated 
that enclosures were attached to it, the letter contained 
no enclosures. 
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A confidential source abroad advised that on 
February 11, 1964, VICTOp^OHEN-CHARAFF, 3d Xalle Oriente 
No._ 54, Tapachula, State of Chiapas, Mexico, ^v/as contacted , 

Ills clothing and general ncrchandlse stor^l^ — •'fcan^acional , ” 
^located at 3d Calle Poniente 35 in Tapachula. After being 
briefly inforoed concerning the contents of the above letter, 

' ^ich indicated he aras prooFXDEL CASTRO and had been in 
*>• .contact with LEE HARVEY 03Y/ALD, COHEN stated he would be happy 
to cooperate in any way possible to resolve the allegation. 

He related that he was not interested in politics — the 
politics of the United States, of Cuba, or of any other nation. 

He denied that he was pro-CASTRO, knew CASTRO or any of his 
adherents, and that he had ever belonged to any CASTRO . 

organization. He stated he would not belong to any organization 
which was pro-CASTRO. 

He advised that he is a "practicing capitalist" with 
a prosperous business and extensive property holdings in 
Tapachula, where he hires forty employees, and his businesses 
occupy all his tine. Because he considSers himself to be 
prosperous and since he is Jewish, he believes he has many /li 

enemies. 


COHEN claimed he was not acquainted with the name 
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ERNESTO FLORES LUNA and stated he could not assist in any 
way in establishing possible reasons why the letter vas 
forwarded with the Implications Dade therein. 


He stated he was unfanillar with LEE HARVEY OST/ALD 
and was unable to Identify a photograph of OSVi'ALO from a group 
of representative photographs. He stated he knew nothing 
about the visit of OS\iALD to Mexico. 




He was cooperative In furnishing samples from his 
typewriter for determination as to whether this typewriter 
was used in preparing the letter forwarded to Attorney General ^ 
KENNEDY. ^

For the information of the Houston office, OSWALD 
is believed to have traveled under the name H. O, LEE from 
Mexico City to Laredo, Texas, via buses of the Transportes 
del Norte bus company. He left Mexico City at 8;30 a.m. 
on October 2, 1963, on board bus No. 332, which required a 
change at Monterrey to Transportes del Norte bus No. 373. 

He arrived at Laredo, Texas, at approximately 2:00 a.m. on 
the morning of October 3, 1963. He was assigned scat No. 12, 
a window seat located four rows from the front on the driver’s 
side. It is believed he departed Laredo at 3:00 a.m. on 
October 3, 1963, on a Greyhound bus en route to Dallas, Texas, 
via San Antonio. 



One of the passengers who boai'ded bus No. 332 at 
Mexico City and continued the trip to Lai’edo, also boai'ding 
the Greyhound bus which departed Laredo at 3:00 a.m. on 
October 3, 1963, for the trip north, has identified profile 
photographs of OSWALD as being of an American youth, whom he 
recalled foi' the first time as having boarded bus No. 373 in 
Monterrey. He also recalled the American youth boarding the 
bus at Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, Mexico, after the stop there 
and prior to its crossing the Intei'national Bridge into Laredo 
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This passenger, ANASTASIO RUIZ MEZA, who is a 
resident of Mexico City and who was seated in seat No_,,15 


Bureau 
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on bus No. 332, upon interview on April 5, 1964, furnished 
some detail regarding other passengers he recalled being on 
the bus . He remembered that seated directly in front of him 
(seat No. 11) was an individual he believed to be a Mexican, 
who was traveling to Houston, Texas, and left the bus at 
San Antonio, Texas; however, he could furnish no information 
as to whether this person is a resident of Mexico or the 
United States. (The Transportes del Norte manifest for bus 
No. 332, which departed Mexico City on October 2, 1963, lists 
space lor one AUGUSTO AGUILAR in seat No. 11, which is the 
seat located directly in front of seat No. 15. AGUILAR^s 
destination is listed as Houston.) 

Upon reinterview on April 27, 1964, RUIZ MEZA advised 
he recalled that the person who had been seated in front of 
him and who may be identical with AUGUSTO AGUILAR was going 
to a Protestant religious convention which was being held in 
Houston. Ho stated that on occasion during the trip this 
individual was reading a Bible. RUIZ MEZA described the 
person as being about 44 years of age, with black hair, balding 
at the crown, five feet six inches in height, weighing about 
185 pounds, of stocky build and dark complexion. Upon further 
reflection, RUIZ MEZA stated that he believed this person 
resided in Mexico City but added that he was not certain. 

Efforts to identify AUGUSTO AGUILAR and several 
other passengers on bus No. 332 have been unsuccessful to 
date. Efforts are continuing to identify other bus passengers 
who may be in a position to furnish information regarding 
OS^VALD and to further confirm OSWALD ^s mode of travel upon 
departure from Mexico in October, 1963.

While Messrs. WiUiea T. Coleaan, Jr., Hovord P. 

'Villens and W. Davld-^l^vson of the Cannission staff vere In 
Mexico recently they discussed vith your representatives addi- 
tional Investigation In Mexico which would be of assistance to 
the Cocnlsslon. This letter is in confirmation of those 
discussions. 


We requested further Investigation along the following 


lines: 


1. Contact Is to be maintained with the Mexican 
authorities to ascertain whether Albert AlexandcrX^borne , also 
known as John Howard '(^wen, will be avai l able on reasonably short 
notice should the Coami-ssion decide to request his voluntary or 
Involuntary appearance for the taking of testimony. We would like 
to be advised whether Mr. Osborne has been placed on a "two-week • 
reporting schedule" by the responsible Mexican authorities. 

2. If possible, the actual time of arrival of the 
Flecha Ro'Ja bus In Mexico City on September 27 upon which Lee 
Harvey Oswald was riding, rather than Its scheduled time of 
arrival, should be ascertained. 

3. The Commission would like an itemized estimate of 
Lee Harvey Oswald's probable expenses in traveling to Mexico City 
from New Orleans, Louisiana, In steiylng In Mexico City, and in 
traveling back from Mexico City to Dallas, Texas. This estimate 
would Include at least the following Items: 
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g. Bus fare, both southbound and xtorthbound. 

Id Mexico and In the United States. 

b. The additional fee paid to the travel agency. 

If any, for the northbound bxis travel. 

c. The cost of Oswald's room at the Hotel del 
Cooerclo. 

d. The approximate cost of food. Including 
food he ate while traveling by bus In Mexico. 

e. The cost of a ticket to the bull fight for 
the section In which Oswald probably sat. 

f. The cost, if any, of any visits to museums. 

g. Various transportation costs by bus and/or 
taxicab Incurred on the trips he probably 
made In Mexico City. (Our Information Is 
that he probably vent from his hotel to the 
neighborhood of the Cuban and Soviet Dabassles 
on two dai's, Friday and Satxirdoy, September 27 
and 26. In addition, he may have gone to the 
bull fight on Sunday, and we know that he was 
engaged In making travel arrangements at 
various bus stations and a travel agency on 
Monday, Septeober 30*) 

h. The cost of a local telephone call. 

1. The cost of purchasing six picture postcards 
of the kind found In his possession after the 
as sas slnat Ion . 

4. The Commission would like a large, clear map of 
Mexico City with the places visited by Oswald clearly Identified 
thereon. In addition. If It Is still convenient to do so, the 
Coixlsslon would like the location of the Hotel Cuba Indicated 
on this map. 

5.. We would like a copy of the "dossier" on Lee Harvey 
Oswald furnished by the Bureau to Ambassedor Thomas Mann shortly 
after the assassination. 
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6. Certain telephone nvoohere and addresses pertaining 
to Mexico City vhicb were listed cn the ^7th page of Lee Harvey 
Oswald's adlrcus took were shown to a representative of the Bvireau- 
in Mexico City by representatives of the Cotzolssion. The Bureau 
representatives were requested to check \diether the telephone nmbers 
and addresses are in fact those of the Cuban and Soviet Consulates 
and/or Eobassles and, if they are not, ascertain whose telephone 
nuabers or addresses they are. 

7 * After discussing the matter with the Coomlsslon 
representatives while they were in Mexico City, the agents of the 
Bureau determined that there were two or three museums in Mexico 
City which Lee Harvey Oswald may have visited. They are to Inqiilre 
at these places and attempt to obtain evidence of his visits there 
and all available information about any such visits. 

On behalf of the Cocnission 1 would like to thank you for 
the cooperation extended to Messrs. Coleman, Slawson, and Willens 
during their visit to Mexico City. Based on the reports of these 
representatives, I am confident that this phase of the Ccossisslon's 
work will be satisfactorily completed in the near future.

BASIS FOR INQUIRY 


A confidential source abroad has advised that the 
baggage manifest of bus Mo. 516 of the "Servicios Unidos 
Autobuses Blancos Flecba Roja, S. A. de C. V.,*' (The Unified 
Services of White Autobuses Red Arrow, Incorporated) commonly 
referred to as the Flecha Roja bus line, which departed from 
Nuevo Laredo, State of Tanaullpas, Mexico, on September 26, 
1963, and arrlve,d in Mexico, D. F. , (D. F. refers to "Distrito 
Federal" - Federal District or the Mexican Federal Capital) 
the following day included as a passenger thereon the name of 
"LEE HARVEY OSWALJ." 


According to source, several persons who traveled on 
that bus as passengers have definitely identified photographs 
of LEE HARVEY OSWALD as being of a young American who was a 
passenger thereon. 

TIME OF ARRIVAL OF FLECHA 
ROJA BUS NO. 516 AT MEXICO, 

D. F. . ON SEPTEiaER 27, 1963 

A second confidential source abroad advised as 

follows: 

On April 16, 1964, JUL^Kj CASTRO, employee of the 
accounting department in the offices of the Flecha Roja bus 
line located at Heroes Ferrocarrlleros Mo. 45, Mexico, D. F. , 
made available the ledger of arrivals at Mexico, D. F. , for 
the Flecha Roja bus line. This ledger contains separate 
entries for each day, recording the exact time of arrival of 
each bus In Mexico, D. F. , at the terminal.

These records disclosed that bus No. 516 of the 
Flecha Roja bus line, on which LEE HARVEY OSWALD reportedly 
traveled from Nuevo Laredo to Mexico, D. F., on September 26-27, 
1963, arrived in Mexico, D. F. , at the Flecha Roja bus terminal, 
Heroes Ferrocarrileros No. 45, at 10:00 AM on September 27, 

1963. 


JULIO CASTRO advised that Flecha Roja bus No. 516, 
which departed from Nuevo Laredo, State of Tamaulipas, Mexico, 
at 2:00 PM, September 26, 1963, had a scheduled arrival in 
Mexico, D. F., of 9:45 AM, September 27, 1963, but, according 
to the entry in the ledger book, this bus was late in arriving 
at Mexico, D. F. He mentioned that the buses from Nuevo Laredo 
often arrive well in advance of their official schedules. 

CASTRO made available another record contained in 
the office files of the Flecha Roja bus line which is captioned 
"Control de Llegada" (Arrival Control) and which registers the 
mechanical condition of a bus upon arrival in Mexico, 0. F. 

This record revealed that upon arrival in Mexico, 0. F. , on 
September 27, 1963, one of the operators of bus No. 516 in 
the portion of the form captioned "condition of the bus" had 
made the notation "arreglar suspension" (repair suspension). 

A blank space on this form for time of arrival had not been 
filled out. CASTRO stated that the notation made by one bf 
the bus operators at the completion of the trip to Mexico, 

D. F. , possibly would explain the reason that bus No. 516 was 
behind schedule. 

CROSSING OF INTERNATIONAL BRIDGE AT 
NUEVO LAREDO, STATE OF TAMAULIPAS, 

MEXICO, BY FLECHA ROJA BUS LINE 


On April 16, 1964, JULIO CASTRO furnished Information 
concerning the crossing of the International Bridge between 
Nuevo Laredo, State of Tamaulipas, Mexico, and Laredo, Texas, 
by the Flecha Roja equipment as follows: 

There are two trips daily by the Flecha Roja bus line 
which leave Mexico, D. F. , for Nuevo Laredo, but with a final 
terminal point of Laredo, Texas. This schedule was in effect 
in September, 1963. On both of these trips the Flecha Roja 
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buses cross the International Bridge over the ”Rlo Bravo del 
Norte*' (Rio Grande River) between Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, and 
Laredo, Texas, with the buses stopping in Laredo where they 
discharge passengers and also pick up new passengers in 
Laredo for the return trip into Mexico with Mexico, D, F, , as 
the final terminal point, 

CASTRO advised that on the return trip to Mexico, 

D. F., Flecha Roja bus No, 516 had a scheduled departure from 
Laredo, Texas, on September 26, 1963, of 1:30 PH, arriving in 
Nuevo Laredo a few minutes later, with departure from Nuevo 
Laredo for the trip to Mexico, D, F, , scheduled for 2:00 PM,

A second confidential source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that on December 
16, 19S3, TESIFONTIT'LAZCANO, manager of the Flecha Roja bus 
line terminal' in L’onterrey, advised that the offices of the 
Flecha Roja bus line in Ilonterrey maintain only the list of 
passengers who purchase bus tickets at ilonterrey and no 
manifest is maintained of all passengers who travel from 
Nuevo Darcdo to liexico, D. F., aboard Flecha Roja buses. 

LAZCAWO stated that sometimes, a carbon copy of the passenger 
list is kept at Jlonterrey, but these are not always available 
and If located may not be legible. 

A second confidential source abroad advised that 
on April 16, 19S4, JULIO 'CASTRO, employee of the accounting 
department in the offices of the Flecha Roja bus line 
terminal, located at Heroes Ferrocarrileros No. 45, Mexico, 

D, F,, placed a long distance telephone call to TESIFONTE 
LAZCr.NO, manager of the Flecha Roja bus line terminal in 
Monterrey, for the purpose of obtaining copies of the 
passenger lists of Flecha Roja bus No. 516 for those passengers 
who boarded at dabinas Hidalgo, State of Nuevo Leon, Mexico, 
and at Monterrey on the bus trip for September 28-27, 1883. 

CASTRO advised that LAZCANO informed him these 
passenger lists were not available because shortly after the 
assassination of President JOHN F, KENNEDY, a Mexican 
Government agent, whose exact name and identity he could not 
recall, picked up those lists, which were never returned to 
him, and he did not know who was in possession of those lists. 
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EFFOI^TS ILiDE AT iiTIXICO, D. F., TO OBTAIN 
FAS3ENGEH LISTS OF FLECHi'. ROJA BUS No. 516, 
WHICH traveled FROM NUEVO LAREDO TO HEX ICO, 
F., SEPTEMBER 26-27, 1963. 


A third confidential source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised on December 16, 

1933, that ROBERTO MORALES, driver of Flecha Roja bus No. 

516 oil which OSV/ALD reportedly was a passenger on the 
September 25-27, 1953, trip, stated he could not recall 
the passengers on this trip; that he makes two round trips 
each week between Nuevo Laredo and Mexico, D. F. ; and that 
he delivers the original passenger manifest made at Nuevo 
Laredo to appropriate authorities of the Flecha Roja bus 
terminal at Mexico, D. F. The duplicate copy of the 
passenger manifest is filed at the Flecha Roja office in 
Nuevo Laredo. ; 

A third confidential source abroad advised that 
on March 7, 1954, JESUS\SAUC£DO, comptroller of the Flecha 
Roja bus terminal, Mexico, D. F«, explained that separate 
passenger reservation lists for a particular bus or trip 
are prepared at each point of embarkation, and, in the case 
of bus No. 516, separate lists probably were prepared at 
Nuevo Laredo, Sabinas Hidalgo and Monterrey, for passengers 
initiating travel on the bus at those localities. The 
original from each locality is picked up by the bus driver, 
who, upon arrival, delivers the originals to the main office 
in Mexico, D. F., where they are stapled together for use 
in the audit of tickets, passenger lists and ticket sales 
in connection with a particular trip. According to SAUCEDQ, 
these three passenger lists were reviewed and taken from 
the Flecha Roja terminal offices by unidentified investigators 
of the Mexican Government. 

SAUCEDO advised that he would contact the Flecha 
Roja bus terminals at Nuevo Laredo, Sabinas Hidalgo and 
Monterrey and attempt to obtain the carbon copies of the 
lists of passengers for bus No. 516 from those terminals. 

On March 15, IBS^l, SAUCEDO advised that he had received 
reports from the three localities mentioned that no copies 
of the passenger lists for the bus in question had been 
located. 
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A fourth confidential source abroad advised that 
on llarch 14, 1934 » ROBERTO^llORiiLES, driver of Flecha Roja 
bus No. 515, stated in liexico, D. F. , when shown the baggage 
list of Flecha Roja bus No. 516 trip for September 26-27, 

1963, from Nuevo Laredo to Mexico, D. F., that he was not 
acquainted with any of the names on this list. He stated 
that the passenger baggage list does not include all the 
names of the passengers, but the original passenger manifests 
and duplicate copies made at Nuevo Laredo, Sabinas Hidalgo, 
and tionterrey do list the names of the passengers. 

LIORALES stated that he always delivers the original 
passenger lists collected for each bus trip to the main 
terminal in uexico, D. F., when traveling from Nuevo Laredo 
to Liexico, D. F. , and the duplicates of these passenger lists 
are left at the Flecha Roja bus terminals where they are 
originally made. 

The third confidential source abroad advised that 
on flarch 19, 1934, /.LE JANDR<> Si^iUCEDO, manager of the Flecha 
Roja bus terminal in Mexico; D. F., advised that the original 
passenger manifests of bus No. 516, which had traveled from 
Nuevo Laredo to Mexico, D. F., on September 26-27, 1963, had 
been borrowed by investigators of the Mexican Government soon 
after the assassination of President JOHN F, KENNEDY, He 
could not recall the identity of the investigators, two in num 
ber, and he did not know when they were to return the lists. 

Si.UCEDO stated that the duplicate copies of these 
passenger lists were maintained in the offices of the Flecha 
Roja bus line at Nuevo Laredo, Sabinas Hidalgo and Monterrey, 
where they were originally made, and that he would attempt to 
obtain these copies. 

The third confidential source abroad advised that 
on March 24, 1934, ALEJANDRO SAUCEDO stated he had determined 
from the Flecha Roja bus line office in Nuevo Laredo that 
the duplicate copy of the passenger list made for bus No. 516 
also had been borrowed by unidentified investigators of the 
Mexican Government and had not been returned. 
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SAUCEUO stated he had assisted the IJexlcan 
Government inve£?tigators in searching for the passenger 
lists relating to the trip of September 26-27, 1963, and 
was quite certain the name of LEE tL'iRVEY OSVmLO did not 
appear thereon. He added, however, that the Flecha Roja 
bus line makes connection at Laredo, Texas, with the 
Continental Trailways .bus line in the United States, and 
if a passenger who had purchased a through ticket to 
Mexico, D. F., from a point within the United States were 
to board the Flecha Roja line at Laredo or Nuevo Laredo, 
no record of that passenger by name would be made on the 
passenger list. He explained that the passenger list would 
include a seat designation and ticket number in the name 
of "Continental." 

The second confidential source abroad advised 
that on April 2, 1954, and thereafter, ALEJANDRO SAUCEDO 
furnished the following additional data: 

He recalled that shortly after the assassination 
of President JOHI'I F. KENNEDY, two investigators, whom he 
described as being with the "Policia Federal Judicial" 

(Federal Judicial Police), appeared at the Flecha Roja 
terminal, Mexico, D. F. , and requested the original passenger 
lists of bus No. 516 of September 26-27, 1963, for review. 
SAUCEDO remembered that the two investigators examined the 
passenger lists, filed by dates, in a storeroom at the offices 
of the Flecha Roja bus terminal, found the originals for the 
pertinent date, and borrowed same. He could not recall the 
names of the investigators or the exact date they appeared 
at the office. 

SAUCEDO now recalled clearly that these tv/o inves- 
tigators, whom he could only describe as being "in their 
thirties," had the duplicate copy of the passenger list which 
apparently had been at the Flecha Roja bus terminal office 
in Nuevo Laredo when the trip for September 26-27, 1963, 
began. The investigators stated they wanted the original 
list bec.ause the duplicate copy made at Nuevo Laredo was 
not completely legible. SAUCEDO stated they had the original 
copies of the passenger manifests for Flecha Roja bus No. 

515 for September 26-27, 1963, when they left. 
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SAUCEDO stated the investigators did exhibit to 
him some governr.cut credentials, agency not recalled, and 
advised they were interested only in finding the passenger 
lists for the incoming trip of bus No. 516 for oepterober 
26-27, 1963. V/hen oxlUCEDO asked them if they were interested 
in locating a departure trip, they stated they were not, 
explaining they had just been at the bus terminal of Transportes 
Frontera in Mexico, D. F., where they had located the passenger 
list for OSWALD'S departure from Mexico. 

SAUCEDO advised that he would devote his free time 
to attempting to locate among all the passenger lists maintained 
in the storeroom of the office of the Flecha Roja bus terminal 
any possible list of the passengers for bus No. 516 which 
traveled from Nuevo Laredo to Mexico, D. F., on September 
26-27, 1963. 

On April 9, 1964, ALEJANDRO SAUCEDO stated he had 
not been able to devote the necessary time to locating 
possible copies of the passenger lists for bus No. 516 which 
traveled on September 26-27, 1963. He stated that on April 
9, 1964, he would make available for review the records of 
all passenger lists at the Flecha Roja office in Mexico, D, F. 

On April 9, 1964, JULIO CASTRO, employee of the 
accounting department in the offices of the Flecha Roja bus 
line terminal, Mexico, D. F., made available to the second 
confidential source abroad, on instructions of ALEJANDRO 
SAUCEDO, the original passenger lists of the Flecha Roja bus 
line, which were kept in a storeroom across the hall from 
the accounting office and were maintained in a disorganized 
manner, bound with heavy string in bundles and stored in bins. 

Each of the bundles contained passenger lists for 
trips made by buses of the Flecha Roja bus line for recent 
months. Each bundle was dated and included passenger lists 
for trips made on dates ranging from one to twenty days 
Immediately preceding the date of the bundle. 

The available bundles for the period September 
and October, 1963, were reviewed without locating passenger 
lists for bus No. 516 relating to September 26-27, 1963. 
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Durint; this search and review, an untied, loose 
bundle dated October 5, 1963, was located, thrown aside in 
a cardboard box on the floor of the storage room outside 
the bin area. This bundle was reviewed and found to include 
passenger lists for dates September 21, 1963, to October 3, 
1953, but no passenger lists of bus No. 516 for September 
26-27, 1963, were found. 

'.'.’hen asked about this bundle, JULIO CASTHO replied 
that this might have been the bundle from which the two 
investigators of the Mexican Government had taken the original 
passenger lists, but he had no definite knowledge of this. 

CASTHO stated that when the investigators for the 
Mexican Government appeared at the Flecha Roja bus line 
terminal shortly after the assassination of President JOHN 
F, KENNEDY, they reviewed several bundles containing passenger 
lists. It was his opinion that the two lists of passengers 
who boarded bus No. 516 at Sabinas Hldaldo and Monterrey on 
the September 26-27, 1933, trip to Mexico, D. F. , were taken, 
with the list made at Nuevo Laredo, by the two unidentified 
investigators, because the lists are always stapled together 
at the Flecha Roja office in Mexico, D. F. 

CASTRO was able to provide a payroll record for 
bus No, 516, which reflected that bus No. 516 began a trip 
in Mexico, D. F., on September 25, 1933, destined for Nuevo 
Laredo, and this same bus made the round trip and arrived 
back in Mexico, D. F., on September 27, 1963. The drivers 
of the bus on that trip were listed in the payroll . records 
as ROBERTO MORALES and ERNESTO'HERNANDEZ . ' 

On May 14, 1934, ALEJANDRO SAUCEDO advised the 
second confidential source abroad the following, after the 
Flecha Roja baggage manifest of bus No, 513, which departed 
from Nuevo Laredo for Mexico, D. F. , at 2;00 p.m. on 
September 26, 1933, was exhibited to him: 

SAUCEDO stated that this baggage manifest was 
prepared for bus No. 516, which was driven by Flecha Roja 
bus driver ROBERTO MORALES, and that the number "18,*' 
encircled at the bottom of the list, indicates that 18 pieces 
of baggage were checked and that baggage claim checks were 
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issued for storage and handling In the baggage compartment 
of the bus and for revision by Mexican Customs officers. 

This list does not account for any hand-carried bag taken 
by a passenger with him in the bus. 

SAUCEDO affirmed that the number of passengers 
departing on the bus at Nuevo Laredo is not specified on the 
baggage list and that only the persons who check and become 
responsible for one or more articles of baggage are listed 
thereon. He pointed out that unaccompanied baggage also may 
be sent in this manner and the presence of a name on the 
baggage list does not insure that the person actually 
traveled on the bus. This baggage list is made up at Nuevo 
Laredo for the use of liexican Customs, and in the event 
there is any infraction of Mexican Customs laws, respon- 
sibility can be placed with the listed person who had the 
baggage put aboard the bus. 

It was oAUCEDO’s understanding that four or five 
copies of the above baggage list are made and that these 
copies are left by the driver of the bus v/ith Mexican Customs 
at the appropriate Mexican Customs check stations. 

SAUCEDO advised that he was not acquainted with 
any of the names on the above-described baggage list which 
was exhibited to him. 

He explained that another system is utilized for 
the handling of baggage from points of embarkation such as 
•Sabinas Hidalgo and Monterrey, which he cited as the only 
tv/o other places in the bus route between Nuevo Laredo and 
Mexico, D. F., where passenger lists are compiled of those 
passengers who take the bus trip to Mexico, D. F. He 
exhibited a copy of the type of baggage list made at oabinas 
Hidalgo and ?ionterrey and stated that this is made up for 
the identification and handling of baggage only and is not 
made up for the Mexican Customs service. This list has a 
number at the top for record purposes and it sets out the 
hour of departure, the destination, the bus number, and the 
date. Following this is a list for the number of suitcases 
or bundles, the description of the same, the destination 
of the baggage, the name of the passengers and the number 
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of the clain check for the baggage. He added that inasmuch 
as passenger manifests are made up at Sabinas Hidalgo and 
Hontorrey, the passengers' names are not listed on the 
baggage lists made at these points, even though there is space 
designation on the baggage lists for them. 

He advised that since he was contacted last on 
April 9, 1964, he had been interviewed by a representative 
of the liexican Government, who was making inquiries to locate 
the missing passenger lists for bus No. 513. He repeated he 
was quite certain that the name of LEE HARVEY OSWALD did not 
appear as such on the passenger lists he furnished the 
investigators. He could not recall anything further to assist 
in identifying the investigators who took the passenger lists. 
He stated that it was his understanding from the representative 
of the Mexican Government who had interviewed him about giving 
up the passenger lists that the exact identity of the agency 
in the uexican Government for which the unknown investigators 
were working had not been determined, even though 5AUCED0 
remembers then as being with the "Policia Federal Judicial" 
(Federal Judicial Police). 

RECiUEST ;y.DE TO MEXICAN GOVERNI-IENT 
FOR PASaE.NGER LISTS 

On ::arch 24, 1964, Captain FERN ANDO ^GUT lERREZ 
-^BARRIOS, oub-Dircctor of the Mexican Federal oecurity Police 
' (DFS), advised the third confidential source abroad that his 
agency had conducted no investigation in connection with the 
travel in Mexico of LEE H»iRVEY OSVi'ALD and did not have in 
its possession any passenger lists from any bus lines. 

On April 1, 1934, Attorney EIANUEL* ROSALEsVkIR/iNDA, 
Director of the Department of Preliminary Investigations of 
the Mexican Federal Attorney General's Office, advised a 
fifth confidential source abroad that the Federal Judicial 
Police had conducted no investigation with respect to OSV/ALD's 
travels in Mexico and did not have any copies of passenger 
lists relating thereto. 

f 

On April 3, 1964, Attorney FERNANDO* ROMilN.XUGO, 
Attorney General for the Federal District of Mexico, advised 
a sixth confidential source abroad to the effect that he had 



made inquiries cf officials In the Judicial Police of the 
Federal District and had failed to locate anyone who had 
information concerning the whereabouts of the Flecha Roja 
passenger lists for the September 26-27, 19S3, trip. He 
added that his agency had not conducted investigation in 
connection with the OSVi’ALD case and would have no reason 
for having the passenger lists. 

The third confidential source abroad advised on 
April 14, 1964, that the fact the passenger lists of the 
November 2S-27, 1933, Flecha Roja trip from Nuevo Laredo

On May 1, 1964, Inspector JOSE"Tr.RIO DEL ‘VALLE 
advised source that he had been instructed to attempt to 
locate the Flecha Roja passenger lists and was making every 
effort to do so. 

DEL VALLE, who is employed in the Inspection 
Department of the Ministry of Government, advised that he 
had interviewed Captain linNUEL LECUONA, supervisor of the 
Presidential Investigative Staff, who had advised him that 
he had no information concerning any passenger list from 
the Flecha Roja bus line and that inquiry among investigators 
in that agency had failed to locate anyone who had any 
knowledge concerning such lists.

In efforts to fvirtber voi'ify whether CANI2iARES* entry 
date into Mexico w.'is 9/26, 63 , the follo.ving inquiry was made at 
the Visa Section, U. S. E.-abassy, Mexico, D, F, , to determine if 
a rccordis maintained there reilocting a residence address for •' 
CANIZARES in order that she could be located and interviewed 
regarding this matter; 

On 5/4/6 4 MARGARITA ML'NGUIA, Visa Section, advised 
SA HENRY J. PRAIT th.nt records reflect a visa was issued to 
CATALINA ADA DEI CARMEN CANIZARES GARCIA on 10/26/60 valid 
until 1/26 ’61. Theso records reflect CANIZARES was born 9/14/32 
at Havana, Cuba, a»'d lier residence address was Aown as Calle 
Lope de Vega 4^341, Apartn’.ent 1, Colonia Chapultepec Morales, 
Mexico, D. F. CANIZARES was listed as a housewife and has had 
jrcmigrant states in Mexico since 1948. CANI2IARES* visa was 
revaiidatel on 9/13/63 for unlimited entries into the United 
States until 3/ 13, '64. These records disclosed that as of 
.9/13/‘G3 CANIZARES had been a resident of Mexico for sixteen years.

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It was ascertained that Apartment 1 is now housing 
a draftsman’s office. A young man, approximately 32 years of - 
age, advised he had resided In Ap'\rtm'»nt 1 for about three 
months.

He believed that a family by the name of ALATRISTE had lived 
there for several years prior to his moving into Apartment 1. 

He said the family in Apartment 2 may possibly have more 
information regarding CANIZARES. 

Inquiry was made at Apartment 2, and a woman who ' 
stated she lived th.ere advised that a girl by the name of 
CAnMLIi (LNU) did live in Apartment 1 with a family by the name 
of (FNU) ALATRISTE, but they had moved some time ago and she 
did not krosv their present locati<’»n. She believed CARMEN was 
related to the ALATRISTE family. She slated she knew' of no one 
in the apartment building at the present time who would know the 
ALAI R I SI E family. ' 

Bureau alrtel to Dallas dated 4/9/64 stated the Bureau 
was not furnishing copies of refei'enced Mexico City letterhead 
memoranduTi dated 3/ 16/6‘1 to the offices Indicated in referenced 
Mexico City airtel dated 3/16/61 nor were leads being set forth 
to interviev. individuals listed in this letterhead memorandum 
who reside outside the United Stales. The Bureau pointed out 
that OSV.ALD’s means of travel into Mexit:o is known, as it has 
been verified by four witnesses oi; the bus, and his travel to 
Mexico City on 9..'26-27/ 63 was further confirmed by the Red Arrow 
bus baggage list ai>d Mexican Immigration records. 

Since all efforts have been unsuccessful at Mexico City 
in determining whether a record exists for entry into Mexico at 
Nuevo Laredo on 9/26/G3 of the above-listed six persons, and in 
view of the iniormption contained in Bureau airtel dated 4/9/64, 
nc leads aic being set loi Lh for f'the” offices to conduct 
investigation in this regard. 

If not already dene, it is suggested that, if it is 
desired to lurthor identity the abcve-listed six persons and 
ascertain the type travel docuneut utilized by them upon their 
reported entry into Mexico on 9/2C/63, the Bureau may wish to 
have Anierirnn Consul HARVEY CASH recontacted at Nuevo Laredo to 
dcteirine 'the crlginal source furi.ishing. the list of persons 
Who entered Mexi-:o at Nuevo Laredo on 9/26/63, which source may 
be the Mexican Customs records at Nuevo Laredo. If this lead is 
pursued further, an effort should be made to ascertain whether 
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those records contain any notations recording the ‘type travel' 
docupient utilized by those persons upon their reported entry 
into Mexico on 9/26/63.

BASIS FOR IHQUIRY 


I Oil Dccoicber 2, 1963, a person identifying himself as 
LUIS 'FERNANDEZ GONZALEZ appeared at the United States Embassy, 
i!exico, D. F. (Federal District or Mexican Federal capital), 
and claimed that about September 28, 1963, and again on or 
about September 29, 1963, be met an American male whom he had 
known as JOlIi; 'ViHiTE on the street in front of the Hotel Reforma, 
Mexico, D, F. FERNANDEZ stated that in his opinion the afore- 
mentioned JOlUi WHITE greatly resembled newspaper photographs 
of LEE HARVEY OS WALD. 0 


RESULTS OF INVES T IGATION IN MEXICO 

On December 2, 1933, an individual who identified 
himself as LUIS FERNANDEZ GONZALEZ and claimed to be a citizen 
of the Republic of Honduras appeared at the reception desk of 
the United States Embassy, Mexico, D. F., and indicated he 
possessed information of interest concerning LEE HARVEY OSV/ALD.U 


FERNANDEZ advised that he was residing at the Hotel 
Yale, Calle Mosqueta No. 200, Mexico City; that he was bo rn 
September 23, 1935, in Tegucigalpa, Honduras; and that his 
only living relative was his mother, AURORA GONZALEZ, who 
resided at Avenida 28 de Marzo No. 1300, Tegucigalpa, Honduras. 
FERNANDEZ stated he was illegally in Mexico, having surrep- 
titiously entered the country at Tapachula, Chiapas, about 
September 19, 1963. FERNANDEZ also claimed to be a member of 
the National Liberation Movement in Mexico and also a member 
of the "Armed Forces of National Liberation" in Venezuela. 

He mentioned that he was a member of a liberation movement v

in Houuuras wlilcli he was unable to identify by name.^ 

A second source abroad, who has furnished reliable 
infornation in the past, has advised that the ’’Movimlento 
Nacional dc Liberacion" (National Liberation Movement) was 
formally organized in Mexico, D. F,, in August, 1961, and is 
an antl-United States, procor.munlst organization under the 
partial influence of the "Partido Comunista Mexicano" 
(Communist Party of Mexico.)^ VI 

The published statutes of the Communist Party of 
Mexico state: ’The Communist Party of Mexico has as its 

final objective to construct socialism and to build the 
communist society in Mexico, 

On December 2, 1963, FERNANDEZ claimed he was in 
need of assistance to enable him to go to the United States 
or elsewhere out of Mexico because he feared he would be 
apprehended by the police in Mexico City and incarcerated 
if found in Mexico without proper documentation.U 

Concerning his membership in the National Liberation 
Movement in Mexico, FERNANDEZ stated his leader was CUAUHTEMOC 
CARDENAS of the Youth Section of the National Liberation 
ftlovement and meetings of the Youth Section were taking place 
on Benjamin Franklin Street in Mexico, D. F. FERNANDEZ also 
stated he knew one SAUL LOPEZ, whom he described as the 
Press Chief of the National Liberation Movement and with whom 
he claimed he made his principal contacts in that movement. U 



Questioned as to the bearing the above infornation 
might have on inquiries concerning OSh'ALD, FERNANDEZ stated 
that about September 28, 1963, he met an American male who 
later was identified to him as JOHN WHITE on the street in 
front of the Hotel Reforma, Mexico, D. F., and later saw this 
same individual on Scptcsiber 29, 1963, in front of the Hotel 
Reforma. FEilNANDEZ stated he had observed newspaper photo- 
graphs of OS'VALD and was of the opinion that JOHN WHITE 
greatly resembled OSWALD.

^ rnirAI'Di:" al'^o clair.t’d that on Scptenbcr 29, 1963, 
he accompanied v/iiiTE and SAUL LOPEZ to Cuernavaca, Morelos, 
traveling in LCPEZ' 1959 Ford Galaxie sedan, v/hich had State 
of Mexico license plates, and they spent the day at the Hotel 
Casino dc la Selva in Cuernavaca swimming and entertaining 
themselves.

FEF.NAIIPEZ related that SAUL LOPEZ resided at Avenida 
de las Aguilas Ho. 1400-6 in the Tacubaya section of Mexico, 

D. F,, but he and JOHN Vi'HlTE vere picked up on a Mexico City 
street corner by LOPEZ on the occasion of the automobile trip 
to Cuernavaca 1/ 

With respect to the last time he saw JOHN WHITE, 
FERNANDEZ slated he last saw WHITE on September 30, 1963, when 
WHITE and LOPEZ left Mexico, D. F,, traveling to Monterrey, 
Nuevo Leon, in LCPEZ* car. As to how he knew that LOPEZ and 
Vf’HITE traveled together to Monterrey, FERNANDEZ stated he 
was asked to accompany them but did not do so,(J 

FERNANDEZ described the person known to him as JOHN 
V/HITE as a white American male, about 23 to 24 years of age, 
about 5 feet 0 inches in height, and weighing approximately 
110 pounds. FERNANDEZ stated JOHN V/HITE could speak fairly 
good Spanish and seemed very familiar with the Mexico City 
arca^i 


On December 2, 1963, FERNANDEZ advised that he had 
no further data to offer having a possible bearing on any 
investigation of OSWALD, but he made a plea for assistance 
from the United States Embassy in arranging for his travel 
from Mexico to liiani, Florida, where he would like to go to 
live, FERNANDEZ explained he was without funds and had no 
gainful employment. The source observed that FERNANDEZ was 
exceedingly filthy, heavily bearded, and had the appearance 
of a destitute tramp. The source also noted that FERNANDEZ 
v/as unable to furnish any specific information with regard to 
his alleged association with JOHN WHITE, and his demeanor and 
manner of speaking gave the impression of a confused mind.vi 





On Oectmber 4, 1963, FERNANDEZ, who at that time 
Identified himself as LUIS FERNANDO GONZALEZ, appeared at 
the United States Embassy, Mexico, ~1>, F., and stated he was 
still residing at the Hotel Yale, Mosqueta No. 200, Mexico, 

D. F,, where he claimed to be registered under the name of 
JORGE FERNANDO GONZALEZ. U 

On this occasion he exhibited an undated passenger 
ticket stub No. 4S218 for the Mexican bus line known as 
"Transportes del Norte" which had been Issued for travel 
between Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, and Mexico, D. F, The 
ticket stub disclosed that the issuing carrier has its offices 
at Heroes No. 271, West, Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, and 
the ticket was issued for a one-way trip between Nuevo Laredo 
and Mexico, D. F., at a cost of 89.25 pesos ($7.14 U. 

FERNAi<DEZ claimed this ticket stub had been given 
to him on Septeriber 28, 1963, by JOHN WHITE who he had 
previously stated resembles OSWALD, During the interview, 
he related that WHITE'S associate, SAUL LOPEZ, had actually 
given him this ticket stub and told him to go to the Mexico, 

D. F, terminal of "Transportes del Norte" and pick up WHITE'S 
luggage JU 


FERNAFDEZ stated that LOPEZ lent him his 1959 Ford 
Galaxie sedan for the purpose of going to the bus terminal 
to claim WHITE'S luggage. He said he met LOPEZ and WHITE 
again on the sticct in front of the Hotel Reforma and claimed 
he drove to the bus terminal and secured a small, brown 
suitcase which he delivered to WHITE on the street in front 
of the Hotel Reforma U 

At this point in the interview, FERNANDEZ made the 
statement that he did not go to the bus terminal on September 
23, 1963, but actually went there to claim WHITE'S suitcase 
on September 29, 1963. He also said that Immediately after 
he delivered the suitcase to WHITE and LOPEZ In front of the 
Hotel Reforma, these tv/o individuals drove away and left 
FERNANDEZ standing In the street. 

FERNANIil Z was advised that the information he had 
conveyed was extremely fragmentary and appeared possibly \J 
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untrutb^^ 'l , Hip only r esponse vras that he should not be 
criticized for reporting this information to United States 
authorities because be felt that TiUlTE resembled OSWALD. 
Thereupon, he repeated his request that he be informed as 
to v;hat the United States Embassy in Mexico could do for him 
in view of his illegal immigration status in Mexico and the 
fact that he could not return to Honduras because the Honduran 
Government v.ould arrest him as a communist. He also requested 
that the United States Embassy Initiate action to allC9 him to

FER'JAKDEZ was questioned as to v/hy he had made no 
mention of the Lus ticket stub described above when he visited 
the United States Embassy on December 2, 1SS3. His only 
response was that he had not wanted to deliver the ticket stub

On December 5, 1963, a third source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that inquiry at the 
offices of the Mexican bus line known as "Transportes del Norte," 
Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, had developed information from an official 
of that company that according to the records of that company 
bus ticket No. 43218 had been sold at Nuevo Laredo on 
November 30, 1963, and it was Impossible that this ticket could 
have been in the possession of anyone at Mexico, D. F., on or 
about September 28, 1963. U 

On December 19, 1963, FERNANDEZ again appeared at 
the United States Embassy, Mexico, D. F., and on this occasion 
offered no additional Information having a possible bearing on 
the activities of LEE HARVEY OSWALD in Mexico. He made no 
comment when he was told that it had been ascertained that the 
bus ticket stub he had exhibited on December 4, 1963, as having 
been given to him in Mexico, D. F., on September 28, 1963, had 
not been issued until November 30, 1963. 

FERNANDEZ stated that associates of CUAUHTEMOC 
CARDENAS, the National Liberation Movement leader, had been 
meeting on Benjanin Franklin Street in Mexico, D. F., and 
that members of this group planned to hold meetings in the 
Republic of Honduias and also in the United States. As on 
prior occasions, FERNANDEZ was attired in filthy clothing, was \J 
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b'’.tlly in nc ocl of n. haircut, and his comnents were rendered 
in bis usual incoherent and disjointed fashion. \| 

FERNANDEZ related that he had decided to return to 
his horc in Honduras and requested that the United States 
Embassy in u'e.Nico direct a communication to police authorities 
in the State of Florida in order to secure background infor- 
mation which he felt would aid in his efforts to return to 
Honduras. He alleged that he had been arrested in lliami, 
Florida, in February, 19S3, as a result of his having posed 
as a Cuban diplomatic official, and later he was deported from 
the United States to Mexico. When asked how he, an alleged 
Honduran national, could be deported from the United States 
to Mexico, FEIlN/iNDEZ merely shrugged and offered no explanation. 
He insisted that he had been arrested in Miami and claimed the 
arrest would appear under the name of M/iNUEL SANTAilARIA. He 
claimed to be unable to identify the specific police agency 
which had caused his arrest in Miami. 

On December 19, 1953, it was learned from Attorney 
SANTIAGO IBANEZ LLA!.L\S, an official of the Mexican Immigration 
Service, Mexico, D. F., that FERNANDEZ had been detained by 
Mexican Immigration authorities in Mexico, D. F., for 
investigation concerning his alleged illegal entry into Mexico 
and to clarify his citizenship status. It v/as subsequently 
learned from Attorney IBANEZ LLAMAS that FERNANDEZ on January 
15, 1954, had been deported from Mexico to Honduras in view 
of his continued claim to Honduran citizenship.^ 

On March 23, 1954, Attorney IBANEZ LLAMAS advised 
that FERNANDEZ had returned to Mexico from Honduras without 
permission from Mexican Immigration authorities and had again 
been detained on -.larch 4, 1964, for questioning as a result 
of information received by Mexican authorities that he had 
claimed to liace information concerning a planned attempt on 
the life of French President C1L\RL£S D£ GAULLE incidental to 
DE GAULLE’S March 16-19, 1964, visit to Mexico. 

Attorney IBANEZ LLAMXS related that investigation 
by the Mexican Ministry of Government had established that 
FERNANDEZ* true name is MiNUEL SANTAr.LiRINA' tIENDEZ. He said 
that two Mexico City attorneys, AUGUSTIN‘S SANTAtlARlNA, JR., 
Avenida Reforma No. 76, Office No, 3, -hnd FERNANDO ARCE U 
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SANTAnAniHA, Avenida Reforma No. 76, Office No. 1, Mexico, 
n. F,, I •.•rronr.T 1 y Identified FERNANDEZ as their cousin and 
inforned the Mexican investigators that FERNANDEZ* mother, 
AURORA MENDEZ DE SANTAVJ'.RINA, is mentally afflicted, and his 
father, CARLOS SANTAMARINA, is deceased. The two attorneys 
described their cousin as mentally unbalanced and as a person 
v;ho is well Unov/n for inventing fantastic falsehoods. Attorney 
IBANEZ LLAMAS stated that this individual was released from 
custody on March 20, 1964, after inquiries had clearly estab- 
lished his Mexican citizenship, and Mexican authorities were 
convinced that his statements could not be relied upon.^

ReBucab No. 68 of 4/30/64, which outlined requests of 
the Presidential Commission in latter’s letter to the Bureau of- 
4/24/64. Section (5) of this letter covered request for copy 
of ’’dossier” on OSWALD furnished to Ambassador THOMAS MANN by 
the Bureau shortly after the assassination. 


A review of the Mexico City file on this matter 
discloses the following documents were furnished to Ambassador 
MANN by this office and may constitute the ’’dossier" to which 
reference was made by the Commission: 


1 . One copy each of two undated memoranda , one 
captioned "Assassination of President JOHIi FITZGERALD KENNEDY, 
Dallas, Texas, November 22, 1963," and the other captioned 
"JACK L. RUBY, also known as Jack Leon Ruby, Jack Rubenstein; 
Murder of LEE HARVEY OSWALD, November 24, 1963." Both memoranda 
were prepared at the Bureau. The first consisted of 11 pages 
plus a two-page list of exhibits. The second consisted of 17 
pages. Copies of the two memoranda were brought to Mexico City 
on 11/27/63 by Bureau supervisor LAURENCE P. KEENAN for use in 
briefing Ambassador MANN. Following the briefing of the 
Ambassador by KEENAN and Legat ANDERSON on 11/28/63, one copy 
each of the two memoranda was given to Ambassador MANN at his 
request since under the circumstances of the moment this request 
could not be logically declined. 
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3. A memorandvun was fu^ished the Ambassador on 
12/3/63 concerning allegations o,r a walk-in mental .case who 
gave the name of LUIS/FERNANDEZ/gONZALEZ, Subsequently^ /7'. ' 

investigation revealed FERNANDEZ to have been lying in this 
particular instance 'and to have a background of fabrication. 
Information concerning the FERNANDEZ allegations was being 
included in the summary being prepared here; however, in view 
of the Commission's interest in the "dossier,” a separate 
letterhead memorandum concerning the allegations has been 
prepared and is being foinvarded. 

The above-listed items are the only documents 
furnished to Ambassador MANN by this office which could 
possibly appear in his "dossier." It is entirely possible 
the latter also contains memoranda sent to him by the CIA here 
and copies of cable messages sent by him to the State Department 
and vice versa. While in Mexico City the three Commission 
representatives mentioned that they had conferred with Ambassador 
MANN immediately prior to coming here, and it is presumed he 
made available to them for reading all the material in his 
possession.

ReBucab instructed that copies of material furnished 
to Ambassador MANN be furnished the Bureau. It is believed the 
two memeoanda mentioned in No. 1 above are available at the 
Bureau and probably have already been made available to the 
Commission.

Details: The following investigation supplements information 

contained in a previous report by Special Agent 
JAMES J. O'CONNOR dated March 27, 1964 at Miami, Florida, in 
this case. That report set forth information concerning the 
receipt of a letter in the Spanish language by Mrs. DIAMELBA 
' -PELIPICH, Miami, Florida, dated January 31, 1964, at Havana, 
Cuba. It was stated a translation of this letter reflected 
the tnriter alleged that the assassination of President KENNEDY 
was coomitted by a Mexican named "DUGIAS” and. that OSWALD and 
JACK RUBY knew nothing about it. This lett^, although mailed 
to Mrs. PELIPICH, was directed to Dr. LUIS ^ONTE' AGUERO of 
Miami, Florida, who has a nightly radio program beamed to 
Cuba. 
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Dr. CONTE stated the author of the letter had 
previously furnished him valuable information. Dr. CO^TE, 
vhen contacted March 18, 1964, offered to attempt to contact 
the 1 tetter writer in an effort to obtain further details re- 
lating to *'DUCLAS" and the latter's alleged involvement in 
the assassination. 

On April 17, 1964, Dr. LUIS CONTE ACUERO, 4365 
Southwest 2nd Street, Miami, Florida, was reinterviewed for 
the purpose of arranging contact by him with the letter 
Writer in Cuba, in order that the basis for and additional 
details of the allegation involving "DUGLAS" could be 
obtained. 

Upon giving further study to the letter contain- 
ing the allegation concerning "DXLAS", Dr. CONTE advised 
that the meaning he obtained from the letter was not that 
"DUGLAS” assassinated President KENNEDY and that OSWALD and 
JACK' RUBY knew nothing about it, but rather, that "DUCIiAS" 
and- OSWALD together committed the assassination and that RUBY 
was not a figxnre in the assassination. 

Dr. CONTE stated that while the grammar of the 
letter and its lack of punctuation permitted -the original 
translation that a Mexican named **DUGLAS" was responsible 
for the assassination and that OSWALD and RUBY knew nothing 
about it, his understanding of the Cuban vernacular made it 
clear to him that the translation should be as follows; 

"President KENNEDY was killed by a Mexican of the 
surname '>.*^UG1AS' and by him who was killed on the 
day they were taking him to the jail (OSWALD). 

According to the way FIDEL talked to the Canadians, 
he (RUBY) who killed one (OSWALD) of the assassins 
of KENNEDY, knows nothing about the assassination."

Dr. CONTE said in his opinion it could not be con- 
cluded from the content; of the letter that the Canadians and 
the Panamanian mentioned as planning the deaths of President

Dr. CONTE stated he will attempt to contact the 
writer of the letter on his nightly radio broadcast 

under the name of^Centinelas de Libertad" (^ntinels of 
Liberty) over Station VRUL, New York City. He advised that 
this program is broadcast over the facilities of HRUL under 
the auspices of Radio Americas from 9:00 to 9:30 P.M. , Monday 
through Saturday. The program can be heard at 1160 kilo- 
cycles on the standard broadcast band and in the 49 meter 
Cand on short wave, ife said his method of obtaining the at- 
— le nti e n of the letter writer in Cuba will be by use of the 
ILatter's code name "X DEL^FRAC*', which code name the letter 
friter had furnished in a previous letter to Dr. CONTE. He 
laid he would request the letter writer to furnish additional 
M tails relative to the last letter he -had written which is 
&e one pertaining to "DUGIAS”. He said he would make this 
radio request on several suCcesaive nights. He said that 
in view of the deli^ys experienced in receiving mail from Cuba, 
it could not be expected thCt an answer would be received 
from the letter writer until possibly a month later.

The records of the Clilhuahuense Travel Agency and 
the Trenrportes del Norte bus line terminal at Mexico, D. F. 
C’D. F, " refers to the Federal District of Mexico or the 
Federal c-^pltal, also knov.Ti as Mexico City), reflect that one 
H, 0. LEE occupied seat No. 12 on the Transportes del Norte 
bus ?’o. 332 which departed frcra Mexico City^n October 2, I363, 
with Monterrey and Nuevo Laredo, Me^co,^^re its destination. 
According to the source, ANASTASIO^UIZ'MEZA, a resident of 
Mexico City, advised that he v/as a passenger on the above- 
mentlcnod bus and identified photographs of LEE HARVEY OSVIALD 
as having been a passenger thereon. 

It also had been ascertained that OSWALD traveled 
frc'”. Nuevo Laredo, Tamaullpas, to Mexico City on a bus of the 
FloOia R'^Ja bus line on Septeniber 25-27, 1963, and during the 
trip had recommended to passengers on that bus that they seek 
hotel O' 'nodations at the Hotel Cuba in Mexico City.

1 eiminnl of ’ he bus line, Trans] ''rt es del Norte, advised that 
tickets arc taken up by the driver from passengers at the time 
tliey board the bus, and he deposits them in a manila envelope, 
vhich is provided for that purpose in connection vith each trip. 

Ho stated th - driver makes a notation on the outside of the 
envelope a*^ to the number of passer.gers traveling over a determined 
section of the route, and the tickets inside the envelope should 
coincide or balance with the notation by the driver on the envelope. 

Vi th respect to the records of the company for the 
trip of its bus No 373 on Octob. r 2, 1963, from Monterrey to 
Kuovo Laredo. Tamaulipas, and LcTcdo, Texas, TREVINO advised 
that iie vas unable to explain tl.'c fact that the envelope 
carries tlic figure of *'12” passpng'*rs from Monterrey to Nuevo Laredo 
and Laredo and "1" passenger fruii’ Nuevo Laredo to Laredo, although 
a total of "20” ticket sections vere in the envelope for that 
particukr trip. He stated, ho’vover, that the notation by the 
driver i «= a clerical function wl'ic'n he handles during the trip, 
often at right and under considerable stress and pressure, and 
he can only conclude that the driver made an error in writing 
"12" rather than "19" upon completing his collection of tickets 
and del ive-r iiig the envelope at t!ip conclusion of his run. 

I t was mentioned to Mr , TREVINO that the baggage 
manifest for the bus which arrived at Nuev'o Laredo in the 
early morning of October 3, 1963, isad listed the number of that 
bus as No. 3r6, and he advised that this notation could only be 
a cl jc ’i ca.l error by the baggage hniidler.

Guadalajara, Jalisco, to San 
Luis Fotcol, State of San Luis Potosl, In order to continue 
th"lr travel on the October 2, 1963, Transportes del Norte bus 
to Nuevo Lnredo. He stated t.hat the name of HILDA QUEZADA Is 
totally w'.laiovas to him. 

It v;as determined on April 15# 196^, through a check 
at the Cei'.tral Office, Immigration and Naturalization Service 
(II.'S), V.'ashinrtcn, D. C. , that the master Index contained a 
reference to^ne HILDA QUEZADA QUIROZ. These records disclosed 
that HILDA QUEZA^QUIROZ was born September 4, 1944, at Mexico, 
D. F., I*0"ico, and that she vjac admitted to the United States 
at laredo cn May 24, I963, on a Class 5-2 visa valid to J\^e 
15/ 1963. She was the bearer of Mexican passport No. 31067, 
and the v’sa was issued at Mexico City on May 15, 1963. Her 
permanent address was given as J. M. Correa No, I96, Mexico, 

D. F. , Mexico, and her address In the United States was recorded 
as '’San Antonio and Houston, Texas." The departxire record 
reflects s.he departed from the United States at Laredo on Hay

The follov;lng Inforiratlon was furnished by a fourth 
confidential source abroad: 

On April 20, 1964, RAMON MEDINJT^LTRAN, manager of 
the Mexico City terminal of the Transportes del Norte bus line, 
advised that this company is affiliated with the Greyhound 
lines in the United States and is authorized and is in a 
position to sell transportation to any point in the United 
States. He stated that until spproxiinately one year ago the

According to the fix's t confidential source abroad, 
the passcnser and reservatloirs 31st for the Transportes del 
Ncx'te bus Nc. 532, vjhlch departed from Mexico City for Nuevo 
Laiedc oi: October 2, 1953, recorded that seat No. 11 had been 
utilised by AUGUSTO AGUILAR, vjhose final destination v;as listed 
ar Hcustcn (Texas). In this connection, passenger ANASTASIO 
RUIZ MEZA had recalled that seated In front of him on the bus 
was a person whom he believed to be Mexican and either a 
mlsslonoiy or minister, as he was reading a Bible during parts 
cf the tiip. RUIZ MEZA believed that the destination of the 
efcove-described person was Kc’iston, Texas., 

The follov/ing infoimatlon was provided by a fifth 
confidential source abroad:

Cn April 29, 1964, JOSE HERNANDEZ J., an officer In 
the Methodist Church and affiliated v/lth the Bible Society of 
Mexico, Mexico, D. F., reported that the recoi*4s of that 
Society include the name of cne AUGUSTO AGUILAR, Calle Juan 
Alvarez Ho. 44, Vlllahermosa, Tabasco. Through the cooperation 
of the Office of the Military .Attache, United States Embassy, 
Me.xlco, D. F. , which was In ccivjcunlcatlon with members of Its 
staff who v/ere traveling In Vlllahermosa, It v;as ascertained 
cn May 4, 1954 , that AUGUSTO AGUILAR of Vlllahermosa had ^ 
traveled to the United States by bus In early October, 1963, 

The Information recorded herelnunder was provided by 
a sixth confidential source cbi’oad: 

On May 6, 19^4, Mrs. AUGUSTO AGUILAR, Calle 2 de 
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Abril No. 37 (April 2 Street Me. 37) * Villahermosa, State of 
Tabasco, Texico, advised that her husband, AUGUSTO AGUILAR, 
who is an Evangelical minister, made a bus trip from Mexico 
City to the United States the latter part of 19S3» She stated 
her husbancL^Vas out of the city visiting his sister, Mrs, 

RITA MARI/' AGUILAR DE-"^ONZ, who lives at Calle 35 No. iS (35th 
Street Nc. 76). Ciudad del Carmen, State of Campeche, Mexico, 
telephone Mo. ^-37. 

She related that her husband is the minister of a 
church 1:1-10:0^. as the "Templo Eetl'icl, Iglesla Crlstlana de las 
Asanbleas de Dios’* (Eethel Temple, Christian Church of the 
Asser.tlles of God) which is located at Juan Alvarez Street No. 
U’i, in Villahermosa. 

Mrs. AGUILAR made available her husband's Mexican 
passport Me. 21630, Issued to JOSE AUGUSTO AGUILAR PINTO, and 
recorded therein was a United States nonimmigrant visa Mo. 
115356 , issued to AGUILAR on October 1, 1963, at the United 
States Embassy, Mexico, D. F. 

A stamped notation of the United States Immigration 
and Naturalization Service in this passport indicates AGUILAR 
v;as admitted to the United States at Laredo, Texas, on October 
3, 1563 . 


Cn May 6, 1964, JOSE AUGUSTO AGUILAR PINTO was located 
at the residence of his slstej’ at Calle 35 No. 7’6, Ciudad del 
Caiman, State of Ca.Tipeche, Mexico, and advised that although 
JOSE AUGUSTO AGUILAR PINTO is his complete name, he is more 
ccimonlj' l'.nov;n as AUGUSTO AGUILAR. He furnished the follov;lng 
inf omatlcn: 


He vias a passenger on a Transportes del Norte bus 
v.’hich departed Mexico City at 6:30 All on October 2, I 963 , 
knowing the date to be October 2, 1963, Inasmuch as his Mexican 
passport contains a date stamp that he was admitted to the United 
States at Laredo, Texas, on October 3, 1963, ajod he recalls 
that he boarded the bus in Mexico City on the previous day. 

He vias not certain of his seat number on the bus but 
occupied the seat which had been assigned to him. He said his 
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seat v/as a ^^flndov/ seat located on the right side of the hus 
and several rovjs fron the front. (Tire passenger manifest for 
Transportes del Norte bus Nc. 332, vihlch departed Mexico City 
at 8:30 AM, October 2, 19^3* discloses space was assigned in 
seat No. 11 for AUGUSTO AGUILAR whose final destination is 
listed as Houston. Seat No. 11 is a window seat on the right 
ride of the bus opposite the driver's side and tvio rows from 
the front . ) 

He believed there were perhaps ten or tv/elve other 
pasrengsrs v;ho boarded the bus at Mexico City; however, he 
cannot recall the identities of these fellow passengers or 
any details which v/ould aid in identifying then. He did not 
recall any Anerlcans having bearded the bus. 

He related that he had made a bus trip on a Trans- 
portes dr-l Norte bus from Mexico City to Hazatlan, State of 
Sinaloa, Mexico, to attend a religious conclave^ln Kazatlan, 
a short time prior to the trip of October 2, 19^3, and it is 
dll'flcuDl for hln to distinguish clearly in his mind the trip 
to Hanatlan fren the trip of October 2, 1983. 

\-hen he boarded the Transportes del Norte bus at 
Mexico City on October 2, 19' ’3, We' final destination was 
Houston, Texas, and after arrlvifig in Houston, he continued 
to the hene of Reverend BILIVx-^ANDERS of Humble, Texas, on 
whose jnvltaticn he had made tho trip, Vihlle in the United 
States, Jie delivered several sermons in the Hvimble, Texas, 
area and at Houston and San Antonio, Texas. He v;as in the 
United States until about November 20, I 983 , at which time he 
returned to Ke;:lco. He was able to fix his departure from the 
United States for return to Mexico as November 20, 1983, by 
tho fact that President KENNST’7 had been assassinated on 
November 22, I 983 , and he vfZ'’- in Veracruz, Mexico, when he 
first ] earned of the assassl’iatlon, having left the United 
States about tv/o days previously. 

He does not recall exactly v;here the bus stopped 
before reaching Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, although he 
assumed the bus stopped at San Luis Potosl as one of the 
principal cities on the route. 
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Ke v;as not certain vrfiether or not there was anyone 
seated ty him on the bus nor could he furnish specific informa- 
tion concorninc the passengers v.'ho had been seated in his 
immediate vicinity. He said the bus arrived in Monterrey 
ai-ound 13:00 FM, October 2, 15-3j but considered this was only 
an estlriate cil his part, remembering it was late at night. He 
could not remember any details of a stop at Monterrey, changes 
of bus ur.its, or other data related to that phase of his travel. 

He remembered that Just prior to arrival at Nuevo 
laredo, Tamaullpas, Mexico, tl)e bus stopped and travel and 
identification documents of the passengers were Inspected by 
Hoxican J: migration officials. The interior ligJits of the 
bus were turned on and one or two Mexican Immigration officials 
boarded *-hc bus at this stopping point. It was his lnT>resslon 
that cne of the officials v;as .0 stout individual, but he could 
remember no further descriptive data concerning this person. 

At this Immigration check point, an American youth 
left the bus v;lth the Mexican Iirmlgratlon official or officials, 
and lie believed that some question had arisen concerning the 
youth's documents. He said he considered this person to be an 
Aircrlcan from his general appearance. He estimated that this 
person v.xs av;ay from the bus for about ten minutes. He did 
not leccll this person's making any remarks after reboardlng 
the bur, rv that other passengers left the bus at this point. 

Upon viewing a chart of the seating arrangment of 
the Tran-rortes del Norte bus No. 332, v/hlch departed Mexico 
City cn O: voter 2, I963, it woo AGUILAR'S opinion that the 
American youth was seated in cither seat No. 8 or 9 or seat 
No. 12 or 13. AGUILAR stated he vaguely recalls this person 
was seated to his left and slightly to his rear. 

AGUILAR vaguely recalled that the American youth 
rebcardccl the bus at the Immigi’alslon check point and took a 
seat in the area of the seats numbered 8, 9» 12 or 13 . He 
described this person, whose fcacial features he cannot clearly 
rer.onber, as follows:

Ke expressed his general impression that the American 
v/ao dreacod neatly in dark-colored clothing and believed he was 
i.’earing a dark suit coat. He did not recall further details 
regarding the youth's clothing or his Ixiggage. 


AGUILAR viewed several photographs of T.K?: HARVEY 
CS’.'ALD and could not recognize the photographs as being 
idontlcel v/lth any of the passengers on the bus or the American 
youth. He agreed that the Ar:rrioan youth could be identical 
v.’itli OS'.JALD, but affirmed that lie could not be certain. 

AGUILAR viewed the photograph of JUAil^LATEO 
as it aprears on Mexican Government tourist^forra Fll-5 
3625256/ and of his v/lfe, ADA FRAHCISC/y^ISLIP DE I^E^UBA, as 
it appears on Mexican Govemrc-nt tourist form FM-5 He-.^625293* 
He aloe v:?.s shown a photograph of PHILLIFE PITER ErvAN EER 
VCP;! as it appears on Mexican Gcverriment to\irist form FIl-6 
no. 624320. AGUILAR could net recognize the photographs of 
Mr. and r:rs. LE CU'BA and VAM I'ER VORII as being Identical with 
any of toe passengers on the Vus . 


He could not recall whether the bus from Monterrey 
to Laredo stepped in iJuevo Laredo tut dees rer.'r.ter arriving f •* 
at the c/fices of the United dtates Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service and United States Customs near the International 
Erldgo 1-u Laredo. 


He recalled that upon arriving in Laredo, the 
passengers disenbarked, obtained their luggage, and walked up 
a ramp into a large office ccntalnlng a large counter, where 
the luggage of the passengers was then examined by United 
States officials whom he assumed to be United States Customs 
agents. Ke recalled going into another large office where the 
passengers' travel documents wei'e checked by United States 
autliorlties. 


.He does not recall details of contact betv/een the 
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various rassencers and United States officials but believed 
that the "u.ierican youth viho left the bus earlier during the 
I'lexican Inir.lgratlon check had scnie discussion v/lth a United 
States ijrjTilgratlon official duriJig the examination of travel 
documents; hov/ever, he could not furnish further details con- 
cerning the discussion. 

AGUILAR advised he v;as not vaccinated upon arrival In 
Laredo. He estimated that United States Imniigration and Customs 
check lasted about forty minutes and Khen It was completed, the 
passengers again boarded the bus. 


He could not remember vjhether he boarded another bus 
at the bus terminal In Laredo or San Antonio, Texas. He 
stated tJiat either at Laredo or San Antonio he boarded an 
"Arrei lean" bus but could not recall the bus company or any 
details regarding the number or other passengers on the bus. 
Frcir. San Antonio, he continued his Journey to Houston.

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OSVJALD'S L UGGAGE 

The following Information vras furnished by the fourth 
source abroad: 

On April 4, 1954, JUAI’^REZ/^KZALEZ advised that 
he is the chief of the baggage department at the terminal of 
the Flecha Roja bus line, Calle Heroes Ferrocarrileros No. 45, 
Mexico, r. F, PEREZ viewed photographs of an olive- colored, 

"r-4'’ tag with yellov/ chalk or crayon markings on one side 
which appeared to be "9/26" and possibly an initial, of 
fiagnents of stickers and tags thereon, and of a blue, zlppered 
handbag and affirmed that he lias no recollection of those 
pieces of luggage and did not recognize any of the markings, 
stickers cr tags as being in any viay connected with the Flecha 
Reja operations. He stated, however, that he recently entered 
Mexico at Nuevo Laredo vilth a snail, zlppered handbag of canvas 
material; and when he went through Mexican Customs, the 
Inspectci placed a green chalk or crayon marking on the bag to 
indicate It had teen Inspected. 

PEREZ displayed the various photographs to the 
baggage handlers on duty at tlie terminal, and they stated 
they v/cre unable to recall the luggage in question or make 
any explar-itlon of the tags, stickers and inscriptions on them. 

On May 8, 1954, the manager of the Mexico City terminal 
of the Transportes del Z^orte bus line, Insurgentes Sur No. 137, 
vlev.’ed the photographs mentioned above and advised that he did 
net have any recollection with, respect to the t\i;o pieces' of 
luggage described above nor did he believe that any of the 
fragment" of stickers and tags thereon v/ere connected in any 
way with tlie Transportes del Ncrte baggage handling procedures. 

He expressed the belief that the yellov/ chalk markings on the 
ollve-cclcred bag were typical rf the method used by Mexican 
Customs Inspectors at Nuevo Laredo to mark Ixiggage upon 
ccmpletlng examination thereof in lieu of a sticker which 
they scrie times use. /

Ihe manager, RICARDO MEDINA-'EELTRAN, displayed the 
pliotcgraphr to the baggage har.dlors on duty and they affirmed 
that they were unable to recc/';niae either piece of Ixaggage in 
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connectlcn v/lth any passenger but stated unanimously that they 
reccgnlzc'J the crayon or chalk markings on the olive hag as 
typical or the Inspection procedure of Mexican Customs at 
Muevo Laredo. MEDINA also displayed the photographs to several 
Transpor^cs del Norte drivers, and they v;ere of the opinion 
that the yellov/ Inscriptions on the olive hag had heen placed 


there hy t-he Mexican Customs Inspector at Nuevo I^redo. 



On May ^1, 1964, SEEA3TIAIj^REZ^RNAKDEZ, assistant 
desk clerk at the Hotel del Comerclo, Cadle Bernardino de 
Sehagun Nc. 19 , Mexico City, advised that he could not 
recognize the pliotographs of citlier the olive or the hlue- 
cclored Ivrgage as having heen jn the possession of a guest at 
that ho*'cl. 


On May 6 , 1964, GUILlEI’i^ICT GARCIA LUIJA, ovmer of the 
Hotel del Ccmerclo, affirmed that he was unable to recognize 
the photographs of the two hags as having any connection v/lth 
CS'.'AI.D or any other .guest at the Hotel del Comerclo. 

MATILi?E GARNICA, maid at the Hotel del Comerclo, 
who clalrod to remember OSUALD as a guest at the hotel In 
rcc!'. No, 18 , examined photcgrsrhs of the luggage on May 8 , 
1964 , and stated she recognized the small, blue, zlppered 
handbag as the luggage which CC'.4''vLD had In his room at the 
hotel . She pointed out that she had heen Impressed hy the 
fact that he had very few personal effects, had noticed he 
did scr:e Tnundiv each day and left the wet articles hanging 
In the hatliroon, and she was quire certain she had not seen 
the largei', olive-colored bag. 


rn May 9, 1964, FEDRiO RODRIGUEZ LEDESMA, night watch- 
man at tl'.c Hotel del Comerclo, eramined the photographs referred 
to above -'’rd stated he was quite certain OSUALD had heen 
cartylng the blue handbag on the morning of his departure from 
the hotel. He claimed to he xmsble to definitely affirm that 
OS’.'ALD had been carrying the olive bag, as he could not remember 
several of its characteristics, tut he expressed the firm 
conviction that OSV/ALD had been carrying tv;o pieces of luggage. 
He related that on the morning cf his departure OSUALD carried 
his Ci.q'! luggage devn the tvjo fl.ights of stairs and v;alted In 
the reception area v;hlle RODRIGUirlZ went in search of a taxi. 
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V.lien RODRIGUEZ returned with the taxi, he carried the luggage 
frcn the reception area to the taxicab, and still has the 
strong Irrreoslon that he had a bag in each. hand, RODRIGUEZ 
adnltted that his recollection of the type and color of the 
luggage l£ very hazy, and he does not v;lsh to state definitely 
that he recognizes the photograph of either piece of luggage 
in connection with OSV/ALD,

PATRigjA""uiNSTOII ar/J ?Ar-IELA"MUnFORD, v;ho v;ere 
passengers on the sane bus with OSV/ALD from Monterrey, Nuevo 
Leon, Mexico, to Mexico, D. F. , September 26-27^ 1953* when 
intarvlcv.’cd December 17, 1963, related that during the bus 
trip OS'J/.LD reccnnended that they stay at the Hotel Cuba in 
Mexico City. They related that OSWALD claimed he had stayed 
at that betel several times before and pointed out that the 
hotel war inexpensive, mentioning, hov;ever, that he was not 
staying at the Hotel Cuba during his current trip. 

Inquiry was conducted to establish whether OSV/ALD 
had, in fact, stayed at the Hotel Cuba during a period follov;- 
Ing his I e turn to the United .States from Russia in June, 1962, 
to Nevenber, I 963 . 

On December 27, 19^3, a second confidential source 
vho has furnished reliable information in the past advised 
that an exhaustive search of the records of the Hotel Cuba 
located at Calle Republlca de Cuba No. 69 , Mexico City, for 
the perjed June, 1962, to October, 1963, failed to disclose 
any reglntratlon for OSV/ALD ujider his name cr knovm aliases. 

A seventh confidential source abroad advised as 

fellc'.-st 

On March 11, 196k, Al/opr^ELCRIO, manager. Hotel 
Cuba, made available records of the hotel, which v/ere rechecked 
for the period June 9, 1962, to November 22, 1963, and no 
record could be located for the name of LEE HARVEY OSV/ALD or 
his I'nov.-n aliases, 0. H. LEE and ALEK JAIES KIDELL. The record 
did cont.ai)! a registration for one ROBERTO LEE, v;ho registered 
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at the hotel on August 11, 1953^ was assigned room No. 27» 
and checlxd out of the hotel on August 21, 1953. No further 
Identifying data regarding this LEE v;as contained In the 
records. (OSV/ALD had been reported as being at New Orleans, 
Louie lanr-, during that period.) 

CELORIO advised he has been at the Hotel Cuba only 
since Novenber 11, 1953^ when he became manager, and, prior 
th.eietc, JOSE SANCHEZ, who Is presently associated with another 
hotel In Nexlco City, served as manager for about a four-month 
perlcd ani Mr. RAFAEL AVALOS, also nov; employed at another 
hotel In Mf xico City, had served as manager for a number of 
years. 

Cn March 12, 19'54, both RAFAEljAVALOS, manager. 

Hotel Ccioreso, Calle de Allende No. l8, Mexico, D. F., and 
JOSE .SANCHEZ, manager. Hotel Catedral, Calle Donceles No. 95# 
Mexico, p. F. , vlevjed a photograph of OSV/ALD, and both advised 
they coui ^ net recognize the photograph as being of anyone 
stayed at the Hotel Cuba during the time they vjere managing 
the hotel. Both viere of the opinion that, if OSUALD had 
Etayc-d at the Hotel Cuba durii:g the time they were In charge 
tlicie, tl’^y v;ould have recalled him. Neither could furnish 
any furtb.o’^ pertinent Inforraaticn regarding the possibility 
OS'.VIP n~v have stayed at the Hotel Cuba In the past, 

AVALOS related he had served as manager at the 
Hotel Cot'' for a number of yeerr until July, 19‘52, and SANCHEZ 
stated ho had managed the Hotel Cuba from June 1, 19^3# to 
Novombci- 1.1, 1953 . SANCHEZ stated that during the period 
July, 1952 , to June 1, 19'53# v.iien he became manager, the 
adicinlstration of the hotel hod been disorganized and there 
v;es no permanent manager. He stated that JESUS HERNANDEZ 
SANCHEZ and his brother, HlCniO HERNANDEZ SANCHEZ, both of 
vdicm he believed v;ere still employed at the Hotel Cuba, would 
most logically be the persons in the best position to knov; 
v.’hether or not OSV/ALD stayed at the Hotel Cuba during the period 
July, 19 C 2 , to Juj;e l, lSo3^ 

JESUS HERNANDEZ SANCHEZ, room clerk. Hotel Cuba, 
advised cn March 13, 195^, that he has been employed as room 
clerk at tl-;at hotel for several years. He stated that during 
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the perioci fron July, 1952, tc June 1, 1953* v;hen the hotel 
had no pertianent manager, he and his brother, HIGINIO'HERJiANDEZ 
, SAIICHEZ, performed the administrative functions at the hotel 
and had most contact with the guests, 

HERHAIJDEZ vle\-;ed a p’lotograph of OSV/ALD and stated 
he could not recall ever seeing him. He further stated he 
cou3d not recognize the photograph as being of any person who 
had been at the Hotel Cuba during the time he has been emplgyed 
there. He advised that several months ago he arid his brother, 
HIGII’IO, had teen shovm a photograph of OSWALD by a local 
police cfflclal, and at that time both he and his brother 
v;e7>? unatlo to recognize the plictograph of OSV/ALD as being of 
any person v;ho had stayed at the hotel during the period they 
had teen ’./crklng there. He added that, follov:lng the publicity 
arising from the assassination of President KEl/IEDY, seeing 
0 S',;ALD'g p’lotograph In the nev;spapers, and after vlevilng a 
plictograph of 0SV;ALD exhibited by the police official mentioned 
above, he and his brother had discussed the matter and had 
agreed they could not recall OSWALD'S ever having stayed at 
the Hotoj Cuba.

MAVA had experienced 
ccnslderatle difficulty In seeing the DURANS and was allo;\red 
tc enter their apartment with the understanding that he remain 
no longer than fifteen minutes.

^v.’ho deperted on the same date v;ns that of MANUEL VICENT£--FuRRAS 
"RI\rEP.A._ Hoxican Immigration records reflect that on September 
13, 13'33, Mexican tourist card FM-5 No. 4377279 was issued to 
MAUliEL VIOEMTE PORRAS RIVERA by the Mexican Embassy at San 
Jcse, Costa Rica^ and he- entered Mexico at^the International 
Aiipcrt at Merida, Yucatan, cn September 26, 1953, stating 
that his destination in Mexico ;;as Monterrey, Nuevo Leon. 

His Costa Rican Faosport was No. 6093-53 and 
Included th.erein a Miexlcan Visa No. 1147, v/hlch he utilized 
v.’lien he departed from Mexico on October 3, 1963, at Nuevo 
Laredo, Tanaullpas. Mexican Tn’x.lgratlcn records reflect no 
mode of travel, and his final destination v;as listed as Costa 
Rica, his departure from Mexico being handled by Mexican 
Ir-mlgratJan Service employee JESUS GOVEA HERRERA. 

Inrjuiry at San Jose, Costa Rica to 
locate MAN UEL VICENTE PORRAS R IVERA 

Ail eighth confidential source abroad furnished the 
fcllovflnr: information: 

HARRY KUSHNER, Consul, at the United States Embassy, 
San Jose, Costa Rica, advised that records of the Embassy 
reflect that MAi.’UEL Vy^ORRAS -nr/ERA was issued a B-2 (visitor’s) 
visa on September 13,^1953, valid for multiple entries to the 
United States until September 13, 1967; that he was in possession 
of Ccsta Rican Passport Ho. 6093-63; and that he v;as born on 
March 21, 1937, at San Jose, Costa Rica. PORRAS RIVERA v/as 
described as male, white, 5' 7". (tall), brown eyes, brovjn 
hair, single, and a Costa Rican citizen. His address was listed 
as '‘'500 yards south of El Oriente Grocery Store in Escazu, 

Costa Rica. " He had requested the visa for the purpose of 
visiting Miami for fifteen days as a tourist and indicated that 
he expected to depart on Septf’nbbr 15, 19'53« 
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Captain GOl^ZALO ARAYA, Second in Conanand of the 
Security Agency at San Jose, Costa Rica, advised that PORRAS 
RIVERA Is a Costa Rican citizen, the bearer of Costa Rican 
Identification Documei^llo. 1-254-529, and vas^om March 21, 
193 7, son of VICEOT^^RRAS and RUTjijllVERA^'' > 

ARAYA advised that about six months earlier PORRAS 
RTTERA had contacted him and stated that he was trying to go 
to Cuba, }Ie inquired as to whether or not ARAYA was Interested 
in hi? m?I:lng the trip, as he proposed to provide information 
v.’hjcli he might obtain in Cuba. 

ARAYA advised that the parents of PORRAS RIVERA ovm 
a bakery in Escazu, a snail tc-.Ti located outside of San Jose. 

He considered PORRAS RIVERA tc be a "vagabond, " and he did not 
entourage liln to make the trip to Cuba, and was not informed 
as to v/hether or not he had atte'npted to travel to Cuba, 

GERIIIIIAL MOHGE LAZCARES, Section Giief of the Costa 
Rican Ir..'r.'1.~ratlon Department at San Jose, advised that the 
Irmlrratlcn records reflect that HAHUEL V. PORRAS RIVERA left 
Ccsta Pica on September 15, 19’o3, for the United States and 
returned to Costa Rica on October 11, 1953* 

Interview of I-IAirjEL VICEirTE FORHilS RIVERA 


On March 3, 1964, MAIilEL VICEHTE PORRAS RIVERA was 
lntervlc\.'ed and advised as fcllov/s; 

His father owns the Forras Bakery in Escazu, Costa 
Rica, and he is in charge of t.he bakery during the night shift. 
The ccimr.inlst situation in Cu^ a has v/orrled him, and he decided 
he v;ould attempt to make a trip to Cuba in order to ascertain 
t}'*c true conditions in Cuba a!:d laake this Infomatlon available 
to autJ^orities in Costa Rica. 

In furtherance of this idea, he left San Jose in mld- 
Sertenter, 19^3, for Hianl, Florida, In Miami, he contacted an 
antl-CATlRO Cuban, volunteered his services, and was placed in 
contact v.’lth other persons v;hc advised him they did not believe 
ho could be of any service to tliom; thereafter, he left Miami 
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for Moridn, Yucatan, Mexico, vihere he contacted the Cuban 
Ccncul on several occasions a.'id tried to obtain a visa to Cuba. 
Then the Cuban Consul In Merida denied his visa application, 
he traveled to Mexico City where he stayed at a small hotel, 
nar;e noi: recalled, v;hlch Is located about three or four blocks 
from the Palace of Fine Arts. 

On a Saturday, the exact date of which he could not 
recall but believed to be September 28, 19(53 j he called at the 
Cuban E*nta5sy In Mexico City v.'here he was stepped by a guard 
outride the building and was told that the Cuban Embassy was 
not epen. He was Instructed to return the follox^lng Monday 
but he did not try to contact the Cuban Embassy again. 

Several days later, he- left Mexico City at about 8:00 
or 9:00 FM by bus for lluevo Laredo. He recalled arriving at 
Monterrey, iM-3vo Leon, where he changed buses for Nuevo Laredo. 
He entered the United States at Laredo, Texas, but was unable 
to lecall the exact time he arrived In the United States, 
believing, however, that It v.’-os about 3:00 or ^;00 PM on the 
day follc;.’ing his departure frein Mexico City. On the same 
afternoon, he bearded a Greyhcu.ud bus at Laredo for Dallas, 
Texas, where he spent several doys before traveling to New 
Orieans, Louisiana, where he remained four or five days and 
fr cm whole he returned to San Jose, Costa Rica. 

A photograph of LEE HARVEY OSWALD was exhibited to 
him and he v/as positive that ho had not seen OSWALD at any time 
while at the Cuban Embassy In Mexico City or en route to the 
United States by bus through I.'uevo Laredo. 

II’QUIRL^S TO LOCATE EDWARD 
^TIE^ AT GUATEMALA CITY 

.The first confidential source abroad advised that, 
acccrdlpg, tt) the files of the Mexican Immigration Service, 
EDUARD''Pf.3TIEN v;as Issued Mexican tourist card FH-8 No. 3o25T 
by”'the Mexican Consulate General, Guatemala City, Guatemala, 
cn October 1, 19‘'33t and his name v;as among those who departed 
from Mexico on October 3^ at Nuevo Laredo. His entry to 

Mexico occurred on October 1, 19^3, at the Central Airport, 
Mexico, r. F. He v/as described as a male, American citizen. 
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56 y^ars of age, a priest, slncl®# and the bearer of "Identl- 
ficr.tlcn Card" No. *470 as prccf of citizenship. His departure 
was llstei as by automobile and his final destination as 
Guatemala, Guatemala. His departure from Mexico was handled 
by Mexlcrn Immigration Service employee TEOFILQ^^SOTO, ESCOBEDO. 

The eighth confidential source abroad advised that 
extensive efforts were made at Guatemala City, Guatemala, to 
locate ED’JARD EASTIEN, who also Is knovm as EDWARD BASTIEN, 
v;ith negative results. Source advised that It was determined 
that PASIIEN, v;ho v/as from El^in, Texas, had stayed at the 
Flaza Hotel In Guatemala City, Guatemala, on the nights of 
September 27 and 29 , 19u3i but liad not been registered for 
the night of September 23, 19o3. He again was at the motel 
on October 1, 19'33, and advised he v;as departing from Guatemala 
City, Guatemala, by airplane, destination not known, 

I?:TERVIE'; CF ROBERTO GONZALO RODRIGUEZ 
ESPINOSA AT TIE AS. CQ3TA RICA 

The first confidential source abroad advised that 
the recoids of the Mexican Iirmlgratlcn Service reflect that 
ROPERTO G'^l.'ZALO RODRIGUEZ ESFII.’OSA was Issued Mexican tourist 
card FM-? No. 153156 by the Mexican Consulate at Laredo, Texas, 
cn September 26, 1963 , and v;as listed as having entered Mexico 
on the same date. His final destination at the time of entry 
was given as Mexico, D. F., tut the mode of travel was not 
Indicated. He was described as a male, Costa Rican, 25 years 
of age, and bearer of Costa Flcan Passport No. 6057-63, as 
proof of his nationality. His entry v;as handled by Mexican 
Imnlgraticn Service employee PAUJ^duU'EVAKO^BUJILLO. 

The source also advised that JORGE ANTONIO RODRIGUEZ 
ESFINOSA ;;as issued Mexican tourist card FI’-S No. 133157 by the 
^3ex*lcan Consulate at Laredo, Texas, on September 26, I 963 . His 
destlnati-'n at the time of entry to Mexico was listed as 
Mexico, D. F., but mode of travel was not Indicated. He was 
described as male, Costa Rican, 21 years of age, single, and 
beaier of Costa Rican passport Uo. 6075-63 as proof of 
nationality. His entry to Mexico was handled by Mexican 
ImmlgiatJr'n Service employee RAUL LUEVAUO TRUJILLO. 
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The eighth source abroad advised as f ollcv:s 

On April 6 , I 9 SU, ROBERTO GOUZALO' RODRIGUBfESPINOSA, 
v;ho resides near the Police Headquarters, Tlbas,_jCosta Rica, 
a ii vised that he and his brother, JORGE ANTOh’IQ^IiODRIGUEZ

A confidential source abroad has advised as follovfs: 

Arnold LouLer^^l^ssler, whose permanent residence Is I8266 
• Plnehurst, - Detroit 21, Michigan, on April 30, 1964, in Sao Paulo, 

J^azll, advised that he at no time, at any place, had been In contact 
with Lee Harvey Oswald and advised he had made no statement to anyone 
that he had^had such a contact In Mexico , D. F. Kessler stated that 
’ hey-may hal^e made the remark to someone that a friend of his, Homobono 
J^AlcarajS^^Aragon, had once remarked that he had met Oswald In Mexico City. 
Kessler advised that approximately the middle of February, 1954,"' Aragon 
had told him, Kessler, that he had been contacted by representatives of 
the U. S. Bnbassy in Mexico City concerning his contact with Oswald 
and that he had told the Qnbassy representatives that he had, on one 
occasion, been Introduced to Oswald. Kessler stated he had no details 
of the meeting between Aragon and Oswald but that his recollection is 
that Aragon had stated he had been Introduced to Oswald sometime In 
the fall of 1963 and that it is his, Kessler's, recollection that Aragon 
had stated that Oswald and the person who Introduced them had had coffee 
with him at that time at an unidentified place in Mexico City. Kessler ' 
stated he could recall no other details of Aragon's statements and that 
he has no other details concerning such a meeting between Aragon and 
Oswald. Kessler noted that he does not know whether Aragon actually 
met Oswald or not. He advised that Aragon had been worried in mid- 
February, 1964, during the reported conversation, as he was at that 
time attempting to obtain a temporary U. S. visa and feared that he 
would not obtain the visa as a result of his reported contact vilth 
Oswald. 


Kessler stated he had gone to Detroit from California ap- 
proximately September 17, 1953> and that he was in Detroit, Michigan, 
on September 23, I963, his birthday* _ He stated he departed Detroit 
during the first week of Cctcber, 1953* spent one day in Chicago, two 
days in St. Louis, and. cnproximatcly one v/eel: in Guanajuato, State of 
Guanajuato, He::ico, after which iic had taken a bus to Mexico City. He 
advised that upon arriving in Mexico City he had checked into the Casa 
de Los Amigos and that as near as he could recollect this vjas approxi- 
mately the middle of Getober, 1953-

approximately one week during Carnival, He stated he returned to 
Mexico City about the middle of February, 19^4, and It was at this 
time that Aragon had made the statements concerning his having met 
Oswald. Kessler stated he had made a hitchhiking and commercial travel 
• .trip through Central America, arriving In Sao Paulo, Brazil, approxl- 
v/inately Marph 17, 196^* He further advised that since he has been 
.Instructed to report for his Selective Service physical examination 
In Detroit on May 22 , 1964, he plans to depart Sao Paulo on May 5* 1964, 
for Buenos Aires, Argentina, where he will spend approximately one 
week, after which he will return to Detroit by air via Lima, Peru. 


Kessler reiterated that he has at no time met Lee Harvey 
Oswald and knows of no other person who met Oswald, other than possibly. 
Aragon. He stated he could fvirnlsh no Information as to other persons 
who might have Information concerning a possible contact between Aragon 
and Oswald.

BASIS FOR INQUIRY 


The inquiries recorded hereinunder were conducted 
on the basis of inforr.ation received fron a confidential source 
abroad to the effect that LEE Hi'.RVEY OSWALD v;as alleged to 
have visited "some museuns" during the tine he was in Mexico 
City from September 27 to October 2, 19S3. 

INQUIRIES AT PRINCIPAL AND MOST ACCESSIBLE TJUSEUMS 


The information which follows was provided by a 
confidential source, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past and who explained that, while he had made a 
thorough survey of personnel at the various museums mentioned, 
all located in Mexico City, he had not always been able to 
obtain the names and in some instances the complete names 
of individuals interviewed, because of their sensitivity to 
questions concerning their identities and Insistence upon 
receiving an explanation as to the manner in which their names 
would be utilized prior to furnishing same. He explained that 
he had desisted from inquiring further concerning their full 
names when he encountered resistance in connection therewith.

The following information was obtained by a 
confidential source abroad: 

The Museum of Natural History is located at Calle 
Dr. Enrique Gonzalez Martinez No. 10 and on April 16, 1934, 
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ALFONSO M/>NC ILL/* GOMEZ advised that he is the caretaker at 
that museun, a position v/hich he has occupied for the past 
twenty-five years. He related that few American tourists 
visit the museum and that he follows the practice of spending 
some time assisting and explaining the interesting exhibits 
of the institution to those tourists who do appear there. 

He stated that he believed he would remember most American 
visitors, and upon viewing a photograph of 03V/ALD, advised 
that he could not recall him as a visitor at the museum and 
did not believe he had ever seen him at the lluseum of 
Natural History.

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I. INTRODUCTION 




The Information recorded herein was furnished by 
a confidential source abroad, who on November 22, 1963, was 
advised of the assassination at Dallas, Texas, of President 
JOHN F, X£NN£DY of the United States of America and was 
instructed to institute investigation for the purpose of 
explaining all aspects of LEE HARVEY OSWALD *s connections 
and contacts in Mexico, possibly with any enemies of the 
United States of America, and to evaluate the possibility 
of any foreign direction in the assassination of President 
AZIfMLDY. 


II. TRAVEL TO UEXICO BY LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
(September 26-27, 1963) 

(A) OST/ALD*s Application for United States Passport, 

June 24, 1963 

United States State Department records disclose 
that on June 24, 1963, OSWALD applied for a United States 
passport at New Orleans, Louisiana, stating that he intended 
to depart from New Orleans during the period from October to 
December, 1963, for proposed travel as a tourist of three 
months to a year's duration to England, France, Germany, 
Holland, Russia, Finland, Italy and Portugal. He was issued 
United States Passport No. DO 92526 at Mew Orleans on 
June 25, 1963. 

This passport was valid for three years for travel 
to all countries except Albania, (^ba and those portions of 
China, Korea and Vietnam under communist control. . 


This passport was found among OSWALD'S effects 
following his arrest at Dallas, Texas, on November 22, 1963. 

(B) OSWALD'S Mexican Tourist Visa 


Oh November 23, 1963, T-1, a confidential source 
abroad, advised that the official records of the Mexican 
Government reflected that one LEEj^ HARVEY OSWALD had entered 
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Vexico on September 26, 1963, at Nuevo Laredo, TanaUlipaSf^r' 
and bad departed Mexico at the same place on October 3, . 

1963. 

On November 24, 1963, source made available a copy 
of the Mexican form FU-8 (tourist card) used for the entry 
of this person into Mexico. The FM-8 is reproduced on the 
following page. 

The FM-8 bears No. 24085 and was issued on 
September 17, 1963, by the Mexican Consulate General in New 
Orleans, Louisiana. As noted above, it was issued in the 
name of LEEj^ HARVEY OSWALD. It would appear that the comma 
was placed on the card in error inasmuch as the signature 
appearing on the original and duplicate portions of the 
FM-G is LEE H. OST/ALD. OSWALD listed bis profession as 
**photographer, '* stated that he was 23 years of age and 
married, and presented a birth certificate as proof of his 
citizenship. The FM-8 was valid for a single Journey to 
Mexico for a period of fifteen days. 

According to the rubber stamp impression appearing 
on both the original and the duplicate copy of the FM-8, 

OSY/ALD was admitted at Nuevo Laredo on September 26, 1963, 
by Mexican Immigration Service employee HELIO/TDEXI* MAYDON. 

A rubber->stamp impression on the original of the FM-8 
indicated that he departed Mexico. at Nuevo Laredo on 
October 3, 1963, his departure having been handled by 
Mexican Immigration Service employee ALBERTO ARZAMENDI ^CHAPA. 

By way of general information, T-1 has stated that 
Mexican tourist cards are issued in duplicate. The duplicate 
copy of the card is picked up at the time 'ot entry into Mexico 
of the bearer of the card. The latter retains the original 
of the card until departure from Mexico, at which time the 
original is picked up at the port of departure. Both the 
original and the duplicate copies of the card are date-stamped 
at the port of entry and, in addition, the original is date- 
stamped at the port of departure.

T>2, a confidential source abroad, advised that 
Father PHILION stated at Sallna Cruz, Oaxaca, Mexico, on 
December 13, 1963, that he had obtained his Mexican tourist 
card, form FM>5 No. 4373765, at the Mexican Consulate in 
New Orleans, Z.oulsiana, on Septeoiber 17, 1963. 


Father PHILION examined various photographs of 
OSWALD, and he could not recall any person of OSWALD'S 
description being present at the Mexican Consulate In New 
Orleans when be obtained bis Mexican tourist card. 


Father PHILION advised that It was his best recol* 
lection that he was In the Mexican Consulate In Mew Orleans 
at about 1:30 p.m. on September 17, 1963, and that be arrived 
shortly before the Mexican Consulate was scheduled to close. 
He recalled that his tourist card was the last one Issued 
on the day of September 17, 1963, and that one man and a 
woman were present at the Mexican Consulate when be was 
securing his tourist card. He did not recall any Individual 
resembling OSWALD while he was at the Mexican Consulate In 
New Orleans. 

(C) Results of FBI Laboratory Examination 
of OSWALD'S Tourist Card

"No latent fingerprint impressions of value were 
developed on OSWALD'S Mexican tourist card." 

(D) Closing of United States»Mexican Border 



Immediately upon receipt of information of the 
assassination of President XEHKSD7, the Mexican Government 
closed all border traffic between the United States and Mexico 
lor the specific purpose of forestalling the escape of the 
assassin. 


The Mexican border was reopened following the appre- 
hension of OSWALD. 

(E) Mexican Newspaper, **Excelsior, *' November 25, 

1953, Issue re; 0ST/ALD*s Trip to Mexico 

On November 25, 1953, Mexican newspaper **Excelsior** 
published at Mexico, D. F., Mexico (Federal District of Mexico 
which encompasses Mexico City), contained on page 1-A an 
article in the Spanish language, a translation of which is 
as follows: 

"the apparent assassin of zennedy solicited 

VISAS HERE (liEXICO, D. F., MEXICO) IN ORDER 
TO GO TO MOSCOW VIA HAVANA. 

"les HARVEY ObWALD, alleged murderer of President 
XENKEDY and who was assassinated by JACX RU8IHSTEIN, 
entered Mexico on September 26, last, with a 
tourist card which our Consul in New Orleans issued 
him on the seventeenth of the same month, with 
his birth certificate, which he presented, accredit- 
ing him as an American citizen.

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who has furnished reliable infomntion in the past^ adviood « 
the records at the Ilcxlcan Ulnlstry of Gobernacion (Ulniotry of 
the Interior) reflect that ALBERT OSBORNE was ordered deported . 
from Uexlco on April 5, 1958# through Laredo, Texas. OSBC^NS 
bad been charged with selling an automobile in the Oaxaca, 
tlexico, area without paying the Import duties. These records 
reflect also that, in 1958, OSBORNE was known as JOHN HOWARD 
BOV/EN and was located in Uexlco and determined to be without 
proper Uexlcan immigration papers. 

On January 30, l964| T-6, a confidential source abroad, 
advised that inasmuch as ALBERT OSBORI^E had been illegally in 
Uexlco, he would be detained for deportation if located in Uexico. 

BOvnSN was interviewed at Florence, Alabama, on 
February 8, 1964, and advised that he recalled making a bus 
trip from Nuevo Laredo, Uexico, to Mexico, D. F., on September 
28»27, 1963, and sitting next to a young man whom be described 
as 29 years of age, 5 feet 8 inches tall, 150 pounds in weight, 
with thin, blond hair and a dark complexion, who appeared to be 
of Mexican or Puerto Rican descent. This individual went to 
sleep soon after boarding the bus, and, after a lunch stop at 
Sabinas Hidalgo, Mexico, this person moved to the back of the 
bus where he reclined on a seat and went to sleep.

T-1, vbo Is thoroughly familiar with the workings 
of the Mexican Ministry of Cobernaclon (Interior), furnished 
the following Information concerning the procedures utilized 
by the Mexican Immigration Service In connection with the 
entry and -departure of non-Mexican citizens Into and out of 
Mexico. It Is to be noted that the Mexican Immigration Service 
is a part of the Mexican Ministry of Cobernaclon. 


Tourists usually enter Mexico on a Mexican tourist 
card. There are two types of such cards, one being called 
the FM-G, which Is valid for a stay In the country of only 
15 days, and one designated as FH-5, which has validity for a 
180 days* stay in Mexico. Both types are Issued at Mexican 
Consulates throughout the world and can also be obtained 
from the Mexican Immigration Service at border ports of entry. 
FM-8 tourist cards also are available at airlines ticket 
offices and tourist agencies. ^ 

At the time of entry into Mexico, the traveler 
surrenders the duplicate portion of the tourist card, and 
both the duplicate and the original, which remains in the 
possession of the traveler, are stamped with a rubber stamp 
which shows the name of the Mexican representative handling 
the entry, the date of the entry and the locality of the 
port of entry. Jhen the traveler leaves Mexico, be surrenders 
the original portion of the tourist card and it is stamped 
with a rubber stamp which carries the name of the Mexican 
representative, the date of the departure and the locality 
of the port of departure. 

Each Mexican port of entry is required on a continuing 
basis to prepare a form called form FM-11. The FM-11 for both 
entries and departures is prepared each *'qulncena** (fifteen- 
day period). Entries and departures are set up on the FM-11 
in chronological order and thereafter, within each date, the 
names of the tourists are listed in alphabetical order. 

Basic information appearing on the FM-11 is taken from the 
tourist card presented by the traveler. At the time the FM-11 
is prepared, a number is placed on the tourist card, these r. 







numbers being in sequence sccording to the slphabetic&l ' 
order of the names within each date and thereafter by dato« 

By way of example, the first traveler in alphabetical order 
entering at a port of entry on the first day of the month 
or a "quincena" is assigned number 1. Thereafter, all 
travelers entering that port on that date are assigned 
numbers in sequence, according to alphabetical order. This 
sequence continues on the second day of the month and 
throughout the remaining 15 days of the "quincena.** 

T-1 made available for examination the forms FH-5 
and FU-8 for all non-Uexican citizens entering Mexico at 
Nuevo Laredo as tourists on September 26, 1663, as well as 
the copies of forms FM-11 containing the recapitulation of 
the entries to Mexico at Nuevo Laredo on this date. 

From the tourist cards {FM-5 and FM-8) and the 
copies of the forms FU-11, the following summary of infor- 
mation concerning each person who entered Mexico at Nuevo 
Laredo on September 26, 1963, has been obtained. The 
summaries have been divided into those persons traveling on 
form FM-5 and those traveling on form FM-8, since the forms 
FM-11 are so set up. The number appearing before each name 
is the number which appears on form FM-11. The following is a 
brief resume regarding each person who entered Mexico on 
September 26, 1963. Information was available regarding 
the mode of transportation on entry, a brief description of 
the person, the residence listed, proof of citizenship was 
shown and the Mexican Immigration Service employee who 
bandied the entry, and this information was set out in detail

"Inquiry Finds $30 Could Have Covered 
All Expenses of Month-Long Trip 

— lUs Travels Are Detailed

"Special to The New York Times 

**MEX1C0 CITY, Dec. 2— More lonely steps along the 
trail of uSZ 2. OST^ALD in the last autumn of his 
life came to light today. 

**Evldence turned up concerning the trip that 
OSWALD made here in late September and early 
October presented a picture consistent with that 
pertaining to other periods in the life of the 
accused assassin of President XEMHEDY. 

**Ihe Mexican Ministry of the Interior disclosed 
that the results of its intensive police inves- 
tigation had indicated that OSWALD was alone 
here. The ministry's findings have been trans- 
mitted to United States authorities. 

"Indeed few mysteries remained as to OSWALD'S 
trip hore, following painstaking Inquiry. The 
investigation disclosed that the often impecunious 
OSWALD could have financed his entire trip to 
Mexico Sept. 26 to Oct. 23 with less than $30— 
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thus apparently disposing of the question of 
where he could have obtained substantial funds 
for the trip. 

*Vewsmen identified the bus line on which OSVtlA 
traveled from Nuevo Laredo, across the (border) 
to this capital and back. It was Transportes 
Frontera. 

"At its office on Buenavista Street, a clerk, 
LUCID LOPEZ, said the Mexican police bad been 
given the lists of passengers on that run that 
the line keeps. 

"Investigators were understood also to have 
checked a number of the guests who were at the 
Hotel Comercio, the hotel where OSV/.LD stayed. 

He was the only American among a clientele 
composed mostly of Mexicans and a few Cubans, 
the latter apparently exiles. 

"The Cuban Foreign Ministry has confirmed that 
03’.]fALD, while in Mexico City, sought a Cuban 
visa on liept. 27 as a transit traveler to the 
Soviet Union. The ministry said that when 
OSViALD was told the consulate could not issue 
such a visa without Havana authorization, be 
left 'visibly displeased. ' The ministry also 
said such a visa would not be granted unless a 
visa had been previously issued by the country 
of destination. 

"Met Delay on Soviet Visa 

**The Mexican Interior Ministry said OSWALD'S 
effort later to get a Soviet visa bad also been 
met with a consular statement that there would 
have to be a delay. A Mexican official said 
OSWALD told the Cubans and the Russians he was 
a Communist who had lived two years in the Soviet 
Union and bad married a Russian woman.

3ARRE13 said CJVALD's Spanish bad been 
hard to understand and he bad eaten alone, in 
silence. 

Hewsmen calculated that OSWALD could have 
stayed within $3 for meals in Mexico for eight 
days.

"At the City of Mexico, Federal District, at 
6:00 p.m. of November 23, 1963, the undersigned. 

Captain FERNANDO GUTIERREZ BARRIOS, Assistant 
Director of the Federal Security (Police), 
proceeding legally with witnesses present, makes 
record: that with the presentation in this 

office of Mrs. SILVIA TIRADO D£ DURAN for the 
purpose of being interrogated concerning the 
matters which are herein set forth, this document 
was prepared: 

"Promptly upon the presentation of the person who 
under normal conditions is called SILVIA^IRADO 
D^ DURAN, having been warned to tell the truth 
and advised of the penalties which are incurred 
by those who furnish false testimony, described 
herself as follows: that her name is as recorded, , 

25 years of age, married, without religious 
preference, an employee, literate, a native and 
resident of this city,- with domicile at 
Constituyentes #143, Apartment #3, with respe ct 
to the natters under investigation declares: 
that she has been legally married to Mr. HO RACIO 
/^DURAN\NAVARR0 since November 5, 1958, and iiT the ' 
'‘mother of a child named PATRICIA, who, at the 
present time, is three and one-half years of age; 
that in the month of July or August of 1961 the 
deponent was invited to Join the Mexican-Cuban 
Institute of Cultural Relations, which, at that 
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time, was directed by Attorney AGUSTIN CUE 
CANOVAS, ms a Coordinator, and, although she 
does not recall specifically who It was that 
recommended her, she can clarify that for some 
time previously she was friendly and visited 
with frequency the employees of the Cuban 
Embassy, being a personal friend of Ambassador 
POA'ClJONDO, as well as the. Cultural Attaches, 
TEREoT^AOENZA and LUISfALVERU, as well as with 
the female employees ^biit principally with the 
secretary of^Consul EUSEBIO ASCUE, Kiss 
MARICARUEN'OLAVARRl, of Spanish nationality 
but a relative of A^CUE; that at the Institute 
the activities were exclusively of a cultural 
nature and were attended on occasions by the 
afore-mentioned Cultural Attaches and some 
Cubans, but in a greater number by Mexicans, 
always artists and intellectuals, without any 
political discussions, although she recalls 
that at the time of the October Cuban crisis 
in connection with the threatened invasion of 
Cuba and the subsequent blockade of the island 
by the North American Government, they listened 
by shortv/ave radio to the news from the *Prensa 
Latina* (Latin Press), on the basis of which they 
made up a bulletin which was* read of the news 
that they had listened to directly from Havana, 
agreeing also to the effect that Cubans and 
Mexicans attending said meetings discussed the 
political problem of Cuba on a private basis 
without doing so in any official character; that 
the declarant was receiving a salary of 500 
pesos ($40 U.S.) monthly in her capacity as 
Coordinator at the Institute, with her work 
schedule being from 4:00 to 8:00 p.m. daily, and 
the money for the maintenance of the Institute 
itself coming from a monthly subsidy from the 
Cuban Embassy, the amount of which she is not 
aware, but also with each one of the members 
paying a quota, and also contributions were 
received from persons whose names she does not 
recall because usually they were made anonymously. 
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being unable to fix the monthly receipts, 
although she was the person who personally 
received all of the funds received at the 
Institute; that ip' addition to the speaker, 
only Ifr. FELIP)^, ROJAS, who worked as a 
secretary at the Institute during the mornings, 
received any monthly salary in the same amount 
of 500 pesos ($40 U.S.), with the remainder of 
the money which was received being used for the 
payment of rent and other expenses connected 
with its operation. That in the month of 
December of 1961, the declarant and her husband 
made a trip by air to Havana, Cuba, paying for 
their own transportation, but all of their 
expenses of their visit to that city and the 
greater number of the cities of the island being 
paid by the Cuban Institute of Friendship with 
the People and the House of Culture, so-called, 

'of the ;\mericas, * the trip having lasted fifteen 
days without their having any contact or con- 
nection during this trip with officials of the 
Cuban Government. That as the speaker has already 
stated, she has been a sympathizer of socialism 
and Marxist doctrine for several years, having 
studied philosophy and existentialism, and 
particularly she has sympathized since its 
inception and sympathizes with the Cuban Revolution. 
That approximately three months ago she began to 
occupy the position of Secretary to the Cuban 
Consul in this city, Ur. EUSEBIO ASCUE, who 
ceased to function in that capacity some five days 
ago on Monday, the 18th of this month, having 
been substituted by Mr. ALFREDO MIRAVAL Y DIAZ, 
clarifying at this time that from the beginning 
she began to work in that capacity as a temporary 
measure as a result of the death in a traffic 
accident of her friend, UARICARMEN OLAVARRI, who 
had been occupying that position, until some person 
should arrive from Cuba who would assume the same, 
having had under her responsibility the adminis- 
trative operation and preparing the visas which 
are issued, as well as handling the applications 
for such visas which invariably are sent to the 
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Ministry of Foreign Relations, Governnent of 
Cuba, for its approval, having obtained this 
position directly from former Consul ASCUE, vlth 
whom she is very friendly, and for whom the 
speaker even organized a farewell party in her 
home, which was attended by almost all of the 
officials and employees of the Embassy and the 
Consulate, except the Ambassador. That the 
speaker does not belong to any political party 
and never has attended manifestations .or meetings, 
nor has she given lectures or speeches, which her 
husband has done, since be has written several 
articles for the newspaper *E1 Dia* (The Day) 
(pro-Communist Spanish language newspaper pub- 
lished in Mexico City); that she has never been 
arrested for any reason, nor even on the occasion 
of the visit to Mexico of Mr. JOHN F. KENNEDY, 
which caused her a great deal of personal satis- 
faction because of the benefits which it would 
represent to the country. That yesterday while 
she was working at the Cuban Consulate, where she 
is employed from 10:00 to 2t00 and from 4t00 to 
6 too p.m. daily and where she receives a salary 
of 1,500 pesos ($120 U.S.) monthly, Just before 
their time of departure at noon, a friend commented 
to her that she had been listening to the radio 
and heard a news item to the effect that President 
KENNEDY had suffered an attack in which they had 
fired three shots at bln, as a result of which she 
called her husband on the telephone and they dis- .. 
cussed this news, and he advised her that be 
already knew about it and referred to said attack 
as 'monstrous, * and they agreed that upon meeting 
at their home they would discuss the matter, which 
they did during their dinner hour, but in a very 
brief manner since they did not know all the 
circumstances of the attack and the name and 
description of the presumed author of the sane, 
its having been only that night that they read 
in the extra (edition) the news relating thereto, 
and subsequently on the radio at her residence she 
heard the name of LEE HARVEY OSWALD, which caused 
her to remember that this name refers to a North 









American who In the last days of September or 
the first days of the month of October of the 
present year appeared at the Cuban Consulate and 
applied lor a visa to Cuba In transit to Russia 
and based bis application on his presentation 
of his passport in which it was recorded that 
he had been living in the latter country for a 
period of three years, his work permit from that 
same country written in the Russian language and 
letters in the same language, as well as proof 
of bis being married to a woman of Russian 
nationality and being the apparent Director in 
the city of New Orleans of the organization called 
*Falr Play for Cuba* with the desire that he 
should be accepted as a 'friend* of the Cuban 
Revolution, as a result of which the speaker, in 
compliance with her duties, received all of his 
data and filled out the appropriate application, 
and he left to return in the afternoon, this 
time with bis photographs, and the speaker, 
recognizing that she exceeded her duties, semi- 
officially called the Russian Consulate by 
telephone because of her interest in facilitating 
the handling of the Russian visa for LEE HARVEY 
OSV/ALD, but from there they answered her that the 
operation would require approximately four months, 
which annoyed the applicant, since as he affirmed 
he was in a great hurry to obtain the visas which 
would permit him to travel to Russia, insisting 
that he was entitled to them because of his back- 
ground and his partisanship and personal activities 
in favor of the Cuban movement, the declarant's 
not being able to specify because she does not 
remember whether or not he said that he was a 
member of the Communist Party, but that his wife, 
of Russian nationality, was at that time in the 
city of Mew York from where she would follow him, 
although his place of origin was the afore-mentioned 
city of New Orleans; that as soon as OSWALD under- 
stood that it was not possible to give him a Qiban 
visa without his previously obtaining a Russian one, 
because the former was for transit, he became highly 
agitated and angry, as a result of which the 
speaker called Consul AECDE, who, at that time, was 
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In his private office in company of bis ultimate ^ 
replacement, MIHAVAL, but came out and began to 
argue in English vitb 03I^ALD in a very angry ; t 

manner and A^CUE concluded by saying to him that, 1 %' 
'As far as be was concerned, be vould not give 
bim a visa, * and that 'A person like him, in 
place of aiding tbe ^ban Revolution, vas doing 
It barm, ' its being noted that in tbeir discussion 
they bad been referring to tbe Russian socialist 
revolution and not tbe Cuban, its being stated 
by 03WALD that be bad tvo reasons to request the 
visa with urgency, which were, one, that his 
permit to be in Uexico was expiring and tbe other 
that be bad urgent necessity of reaching Russia; 
that in spite of the argument the speaker banded 
to 03WALD a piece of paper similar to that which 
she writes at this time in which she recorded 
her name, 'dlLVIA DURAN,' and tbe telephone 
number of the Consulate, which is *11-28-47, ' and, 
at any rate, she Initiated the handling of his 
visa application by sending it to tbe Cuban 
Uinistry of (Foreign) Affairs, from which a reply 
was received in the normal manner some fifteen 
to thirty days later approving tbe issuance of 
a visa, but conditioning it on bis previously 
obtaining the Russian (one) , although she does 
not recall whether OSWALD subsequently called 
her or not on the telephone for the Consulate 
which she had given bim; that all of tbe conver- 
sation which the speaker had with 03WA1J}, as 
well as that of Consul AS^CUE with him, was in 
the English language since he did not speak any 
Spanish, and that upon seeing bis photograph 
which appears in today's newspapers, specifically 
in the newspaper '£1 Dia, ' she immediately 
recognized and identified it as being tbe same 
person that she has been referring to as LEE 
HARVEY OSWAIJ).

her in.laws, LIDIA and RUBEN^URAR'^NAVARRO, the \ . 
former on various occasions 'attended with the 
declarant the meetings which were being held at 
the Institute, whereas the latter only did so 
on one or two occasions in connection with 
exhibit^of paintings and with respect to BETT 
>S£RRATcr>ZUCAR, the wife of RUBEN, she has always 
^ remained aloof from these activities, although 
all of them are of leftist ideology but do not 
actively participate in any activities; that 
BARBARA AN14 BLITS^TRESMOND'XSQUIVEL and AGATA 
^ROSENO^ARCIA are friends of BETY and the speaker 
"has known them very little and superficially, 
as a result of which she knows nothing about 
their activities and ideologies, and in connection 
with the gentleman who she now knows is named 
BENTLEY, she had never seen him before and 
supposes that he is a friend of BARBARA, since 
she noticed that he was talking to BARBARA when 
they were dining at the home of the deponent, 
being present her husband, AGATA and LIDIA, 
whereas the others were at the home of her brother- 
in-law, RUBEN. That she has nothing further to 
declare and after reading the above, she ratifies 
and signs the margins in evidence thereof.

"In connection with the assassination of the 
President of the United States, JOHN F, KENNEOT, 
it was reported that LEE HARVEY OSWALD had 
previously been in Mexico, as a consequence of 
which appropriate investigation was conducted, 
the results of which are as follows: 



"1. LEE HARVEY OSWALD was in Mexico, having 
entered at Nuevo Laredo, Tanaulipas (State), on 
September 26 last, as a tourist, proceeding from 
New Orleans and departing at the same place on 
last October 3rd. 

**2« It was confirmed that be had come to Mexico 
to apply for a visa at the Cuban Embassy, for 
transit enroute to Moscow. 

"3. Toward this objective, he established contact 
with SILVIA TIRADO DE DURAN, a Mexican 'SILVIA 
DURAN,* whom he Interviewed on two occasions, . 
since she is an employee of the Consulate, 
responsible for making the arrangements necessary 
for this type of visa and completing the cards 
with data concerning the applicant, an indispensable 
requisite for obtaining a Cuban visa, 

"4. Through her, he made contact with the Russian 
Consulate for the same jairpose. 

"When it was learned that the above-mentioned 

■ SILVIA DURAN bad been one of the contacts made - 
by LEE HARVEY OSWALD in Mexico, said lady and 
her husband were arrested in order that they 
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might be Interrogated, advising in their 
statements as follows: 

**INTERVI£W OF HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO: Mexican 

by birth, son of a Chilean father and Mexican 
mother. He said that bis occupation is that 
of Industrial Designer, holding a teaching 
position on this subject in the National 
School of Plastic Arts, a dependency of the 
UN AM (Universidad Nacional Autonoma de Mexico — 
National Autonomous University of Mexico), 
where he receives a salary of 1,400 pesos 
($112 U.S.) monthly; 40 years of age, married, 
without religious preference, domiciled at 
Constituyentes (street) #143, Apartment #3, 
in this city; that the first eight years of 
bis life were spent in Los Angeles, California, 
and subsequently he paiae to this capital with 
bis parents, RUFINO);DURAN and LIDIA NAVARRO OB 
DURAN, and later tney went to Santiago, Chile, 
to live, remaining there for a period of~a year 
and orie-half, later returning with his brother, 
RUBEN, to Mexico, being followed later by bis 
sister, LIDIA, and his mother; that be entered 
the National Agricultural School at Chaplngo, 
where he studied for five years for a career 
as an Agronomist and as be had learned drawing 
in the San Carlos Academy, he chose to continue 
studying that art, which served him as a basis 
for specializing in Industrial Designing, which _ 
he now follows, being a teacher in that subject 
in the School of Fine Arts of the UNAM, spending 
his free time In private work as. a Designer, for 
which he receives an Income of approximately 
5,000 pesos ($400 U.S.) monthly; that in 1950 
he was married to a French woman, LUCILLE DEJABDIN, 
with whom he fathered a son named PAUL DURAN 
DEJARDIN, who at the present time is 10 years 
of age, and with that marriage having lasted more 
or less six years, and with the breaking up of 
that matrimony, on November 5, 1958, be entered 
into a new marriage contract with bis present wife, 
SILVIA TIRADO DE DURAN, with whom be fathered a 
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girl named PATRICIA, now 3^ years of age; 
that when be became acquainted with his present 
wife, she was working as a Secretary in the 
Proteo Gallery and later she and other persons, 
among them Prof. AGUSTIN CUE CANOVAS, the 
Cultural .'ittache of the Cuban Embassy, and others 
began to organize the Ifexlcan Cuban Institute 
of cultural Relations 'Jose Marti, ' in which 
she served as a Coordinator, and for about the 
last four months, she has been employed as a 
Secretary in the Consulate General of Cuba in 
this city, first having worked with the Consul, 
EUSEBIO AZCUE, and now with MlRAl^L, receiving 
a monthly salary of 1,500 pesos.'' He acknowledged 
that his ideology is leftist and in sympathy with 
the Cuban Revolution, adding that this is the 
reason why he permits his wife to work and engage 
in her present activities. He stated that when 
he discussed with his wife the assassination of 
President KENNEDY, having heard the name of the 
presumed perpetrator, LEE HARVEY OSWALD, she 
immediately told him that she believed that he 
was the same individual who in the latter part 
of September or early October had been in the 
Cuban Consulate applying for a Cuban visa in 
transit to Russia; that she had attended him 
herself and handled his visa application papers, 
but when she notified him that he would first 
need a Russian visa and that his application 
would have to be sent to the Cuban Ministry of 
Foreign Relations, which, of course, would 
require several days, OSV/ALD became angry and 
lost his self control, as a result of which 
SILVIA called the Consul AZCUE, with whom the 
applicant had a violent argument. He added that 
he had not seen nor had he personally known LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD, and in December of 1961 he (DURAN) 
made a trip to Cuba, accompanied by his wife, 
paying for their tickets himself. 

"It is pointed out that at the home where the 
DURAN couple was detained at Herodoto #14, 
Apartment A, the home of the brother-in-law of 
SILVIA DURXN, named RUBEN DURAN NAVARRO, the

AGATA ROSENA GARCIA related that she was born in 
the Capital (of Mexico) and resides at Rivera Street No, 63,

BARBARA ANN^^^ISS stated that she was in Mexico as 
a tourist and has been living in the country for the past"

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vho presently lives in the United Jtates, and has a monthly 
Income of $&00 per month from the estate of her father^ .1 - 
which is adninistered by a firm in t/ashington, D. C. She 
explained that her father, ALONSO BLISS, formerly owned m 
sugar plantation on Trinidad, but presently resides at 
2585 Bayshore Drive, Coconut Grove, Miami, Florida, dhe 
explained that she had become acquainted with BETTY SERRATOS 
some three months earlier at the apartment of CARMEN PINO, 
and they had exchanged visits with each other thereafter 
because of their mutual liking for recorded music.

Go November 26, 1963, T-14, a confidential source 
who has furnished reliable information in the past, advised 
that, following a check of the registration records of numerous 
middle and lower class hotels in the downtown area of Mexico 
City, he had ascertained that on September 27, 1963, LEE HARVEY 
OST7ALD had registered at the Hotel del Comercio, located at 
Calle (Street) Bernardino de Sahagun No. 19 and approximately 
eight blocks from the commercial heart of the Mexican capital. 
The records disclosed that OSWALD was registered as the 
occupant of room No. 18 until October 1, 1963, and was deleted 
from the hotel guest list on October 2, 1963. 









According to source, there were only three employees 
at the hotel, and some of them were able to recognize OSWALD'S 
photograph as having been a guest at that establishment but 
could recall virtually no information concerning the circum- 
stances relating thereto, 

!• OSVfALD's Registration at Hotel 

T-1 0 iade available photocopies of the registration 
records of the Hotel del Comercio, Calle Bernardino de Sahagun 
No. 19, Mexico, D. F., which reflect that on September 27, 1963, 
OSWALD registered at that hotel as HARVEY OSWALD, USA, 

Texas, PHOTO, US citizen" and was assigned room No, 18, 

The owner and manager of the hotel, GUILLERMO GARCIA 
LUNA, explained on March 3, 1964, that upon arrival a guest is 
required to register in his own handwriting; however, as long 
as he remains at the hotel thereafter, the name is transferred 
to the registration list for subsequent days by the manager 
or his assistant. 

^ 2. Examination of Handwriting on 

Hotel Register by FBI Laboratory 


On December 11, 1963, a photocopy of the above- 
described page of the Hotel del Comercio registration book 
was submitted to the FBI Laboratory for examination of the 
"LEEj^ HARVEY OSWALD" signature appearing thereon. 

In a laboratory report dated December 18, 1963, 
the FBI Laboratory stated that examination of "Qc333, photo- 
copy of page of registry book of Hotel del Comercio, Calle 
Sahagun 19, Mexico City, with signatures of guests registering 
on September 27, 1963, Line 18, bearing signature *Lee Harvey 
Oswald*" had been made with the following result: 

"It was concluded that the LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
signature on Line 18 of Qc333 was written by LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD, whose known writing appears as H4 and X5 in this case."

4. Intervietr of Manager and 
Other Personnel at Hotel 

GUILLERMO GARCIA LUNA advised on March 3, 1964, that 
he is the owner and manager of the Hotel del Comercio, which 
Is located approximately five blocks north of the main east* 
west thoroughfare of Mexico City, Paseb d? la Rcforma, and two 
blocks east of the principal north-south artery, Avenida 
Insurgentes. He explained that his hotel caters to commercial 
travelers, most of whom are Mexican citizens; that it has a 
total of thirty rooms, most of which are equipped with a 
private bath; that for a single room the minimum rate, without 
bathf is 13.00 pesos ($1.04 U.S.) and the maximum, with bath. 
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is 20«00 pesos ($1.60 U.J.). He added that the hotel Is in; 
the heart of the area of many of the bus terminals in Mexico 
City and also is only a few blocks from the passenger rail- 
road station. 

GARCIA LUNA furnished the following observations 
concerning the stay of LEE KARVEY OSWALD at the Hotel del 
Comercio. He received OSV/ALD and caused him to sign the 
hotel registration book, which is utilized in place of 
registration cards. He believed OSWALD'S arrival had occurred 
betv/een 10:00 and 11:00 a.m. The guest makes the initial 
entry in the registration book with data which includes bis 
name, place of origin, occupation, and nationality; thereafter, 
so long as the guest remains at the hotel, his name and 
identifying data are transferred to the registration book 
page for the current date, after be has made payment In 
advance for his room for the ensuing night. Inasmuch as 
payment is made in advance, no effort is made to obtain an 
exact home address for the registrant. 

The hotel has four floors, and OST/ALO was assigned 
room Ho, ID (with bath) on the third floor at a daily rate 
of IS^OO pesos ($1.20 U.3.) The rooms on the latter floor 
are numbered from 18 through 23,- The hotel registration book 
reflects that OSWALD paid for his room on October 1, 1963, 
which, according to GARCIA LUNA, indicates be was entitled 
to and probably slept at the hotel the night of October 1-2, 
1963, and departed therefrom during the day of October 2, 

1963. GARCIA LUNA stated he could not recall the circumstances 
of OSV/ALD *s departure nor the hour thereof, but merely was 
Judging normal procedure on the basis of Information in his 
record.

GARCIA LUNA advised that be speaks a few words of 
English and received the impression that OSWALD neither spoke 
nor understood any Spanish. He had not observed OSWALD in 
the hotel during the day nor had he ever seen him accompanied 
by any individual or individuals. He recalled that OSWAU) 
had been carrying a medium-size, brown handbag, which he 
believed bad a zipper and was either of Naugahyde or canvas 
material. He did not remember that OSWALD had ever worn 
coat and believed be usually appeared in a short-sleeved 
shirt of a knit variety. - ^ 
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Inquiry was nade of GARCIA LUNA as to other personnel 
at the hotel who might recall OSWALD on the basis of having 
any reason to notice or contact him, and he stated that those 
persons would be bis assistant, SEBASTIAN PEREZ, and the maid 
who cleans therooma on the upper two floors, IIATILDE GARNICA. 


GARCIA LUNA stated that he was acquainted with a 
few of the guests who were at the hotel during the same period 
as OSWALD but did not have home addresses for any of them. 

He mentioned that several of the guests of that period are 
commercial travelers and return to the hotel from time to time. 

UATIljI^ GARNICA, 0 iaid at the Hotel del Comercio, 
advised on March 3, 1964, that she recognized the photographs 
of OSV/ALD as being of the young American who had occupied 
room No. 18 for almost a week during the latter part of last 
year. She explained that she handles the dally housekeeping \ 
duties for the third and fourth floors of the hotel, comprising 
rooms numbered 16 through 30, and ordinarily arrives at work 
between 9:00 a.m. and 10:00 a.m., leaving at 9:00 p.m. , upon 
completion of her working day. 


Mrs. GARNICA related that she clearly recalls OSWALD, 
as few Americans stay at the hotel, and was somewhat intrigued 
by bis presence there. He had very few personal effects, 
which he carried in what she described as a "small, brown, 
zippered handbag, " which was either of canvas or imitation 
leather material. She did not believe she had seen OSWALD 
in the hotel on more than two occasions , the day of his arrival 
and the following Saturday as he was still in his room when 
she checked to determine which rooms were available for cleaning. 
She remembered that when she saw him in the room on the 
Saturday morning in question, he said "good morning" to her 
in English, and a short time later left the hotel. 

She never saw him with any other person and bad no 
conversation with him, having received the impression that 
he neither spoke nor understood Spanish. 


SEBASTIAN PEREZ HERNANDEZ, desk clerk and assistant 
to the owner of the Hotel del Comercio, advised on March 10, 
1964, that be had not conversed with OSWALD but remendiered 
him clearly inasmuch as very few Americans have stayed at 
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the hotel. To the best of bis recollection, OSWALD left the 
hotel each nornlng and did not return until evening, possibly 
after PEREZ HERNANDEZ had completed bis vorklng day and left 
the hotel. He stated OSWALD was alone whenever he noticed 
him at the hotel and usually wore a knit, short-sleeved sport 
shirt and no coat or Jacket, 

PEREZ HERNANDEZ advised that since 0S\7ALD paid bis 
rent In advance for the night of October 1, 1963, there would 
have been little reason for contact with him on the presumed 
date of bis departure, October 2, 1963, and be was unable to 
remember any details in this connection. 

On April IG, 1964, PEDRO ^ODRIGUEZ^LEDESMA advised 
that be resides at Santa Clara, State of Mexico, and for auiny 
years has been the night watchman at the Hotel del Comerclo, 
his working hours being from 9:00 p«m, to 9:00 a,m. He 
explained, bot/ever, that he often Is able to leave the hotel 
by 8:00 a,m, or earlier if the owner and manager, GUILLERMO 
GARCIA LUNA, has arrived to relieve him and handle reception 
duties. With respect to LEE HARVEY OSWALD'S stay at the hotel, 
he furnished the following information. 

He clearly recalls the young American whom he later 
Identified In his mind as OSWALD and remembers that on the 
date of the latter's departure from the hotel and on the 
basis of sign language and the word "taxi,** which be Inter- 
preted to Indicate that OSV/ALD wanted a taxicab, RODRIGUE 
walked around the corner from the Hotel del Comerclo to droxeo 
y Berra and Bernal Diaz Streets where be obtained a taxicab 
which had Just left a passenger at the **Estrella Blanca" 

(White Star) bus terminal. He stated definitely that be did 
not know the taxi driver and had not known or discussed with 
the driver or OSWAID the latter's intended destination, fie 
said OSWALD carried bis own luggage downstairs and waited in 
front of the hotel with the luggage until RODRIGUEZ returned 
with the taxicab. 

He believed OSWALD left the hotel between 6:30 and 
7:00 a,m., since It was getting light when he went In search 
of the taxicab. He could not be more precise concerning the 
time. He believed that OSWALD gave him a small tip of one ^ 
or two pesos ($.0G or $,13 U.S.) for bis assistance in calling 
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a taxi* RODRIGUEZ commented that iifblle be had little '• '*■' 
difficulty obtaining a taxi at the early houri it becomes 
very difficult to secure taxi transportation between 7:30 
and 8130 a.m. because of the heavy traffic at that time* 

RODRIGUEZ related that to the best of his recol* 
lection 03V/ALD always arrived at the hotel late at night • 
*Yaidnight or thereafter,*' but he never noticed any indication 
that OST/ALD had been drinking. He never observed OSWALD in 
the company of any person and did not recall bis ever using 
the only telephone at the hotel, which is located at the 
reception desk. 

5. Other Inquiries in the Area of 
the Hotel del Comercio, Taxi 
Stands, and Bus Terminals 

On March 4 and again on April 10, 1964, DOLORES 
RAMIREZ DE BARREIRO advised that she is the owner, manager 
and sometimes cook at the small restaurant on Calle Bernardino 
de Sabagun (no number) immediately adjacent to the Hotel del 
Comercio. She explained that there is no commercial connection 
between the hotel and her restaurant, but because of its 
proximity many hotel guests eat some meals at the restaurant. 

Upon viewing photographs of OSWALD, Mrs. BARREIRO 
affirmed that she remembered him as a young American who had 
eaten several meals at the restaurant in the late afternoon 
over a period of approximately one week. She said he appeared 
at the restaurant after the noon rush hour or some time after 
2:00 p.m., always alone, and ordered bis food by pointing on 
the menu, apparently with some consideration of costs. He 
always ate the soup of the day, rice, and either meat or eggs, 
but always rejected dessert and coffee. She thought this 
unusual, as the dessert and coffee ordinarily are included 
in the price of the daily lunch, but be did not appear to 
understand this and always waved the waitress away if she 
tried to serve those items. She recalled that he also rejected 
any efforts to sell him soft drinks, which she described as 
an important item in her business. She estimated that OSWALD 
spent from five to six pesos ($.40 to $.48 U.S.) for his meals. 
She had assumed he was a guest at the hotel but never observed 






bim coatact or talk to anyone while at the restaurant. 


6. Inquiries in Neighborhood 
of Hotel del Comercio 



T>15, a confidential source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that he bad interviewed a 
large number of persons in the area of the Hotel del Comercio, - 
among them car watchers, taxi drivers, restaurant operators, 
ambulatory salesman, shoeshine boys, newspaper vendors, and 
others, displaying to them a photograph of OSWALD. According 
to source, be bad been unable to locate anyone who recalled 
OSWALD. 


7. Interviews of Guests at 
Hotel del Comercio 



T-2 and T-13 advised that interviews of the following 
persons, who were guests at the Hotel del Comercio during the 
same period as OSWALD, had failed to identify anyone who was 


able to remember bim:

Sources advised that GDILLERUO GARCIA LUNA, owner 
of the Hotel del Comercio, bad, been able to Currisb^some 
identifying data concerning t^tel guests ANTONIO^LIVA, 
FERNANDO 'VALENZUELA, ANGELICA''<P£R£YRA, PEDRp^QUIJANO, GABRIEL 
CONTRERAS, RODOLFO'RODRIGUEZ, 'UART^SUMAYA, RAFAEL> ROCHA, 
JOSEyGAMES, FIDENCIO. GARCIA, Captain CARLOS -DOMINGUEZ, and 
MARIC^RESENDIZ, and efforts are being made to locate those 
individuals as well as identify and locate others who were 
guests at the Hotel del Comercio during the same period as 
OSWALD. 
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On April 22, 1964. inquiry was nade of GUIX<LERliO 
GARCIA LGNA by T-13 as to bis opinion of how OSV/ALD bad 
selected and appeared at bis hotel, and he stated that even 
though the hotel is three blocks and "around three corners" 
from the Red Arrow bus terminal, be considers bis hotel to 
have the best general aspect and appearance of any of several 
in the area; furthermore, it is known by personnel in other 
hotels that GARCIA LUNA can understand and speak a little 
English, He also mentioned that his hotel is filled to approx- 
imately ninety per cent of capacity at all times because be 
makes every effort to provide superior accommodations to 
commercial travelers at competitive prices* 

On April 17, 1934, T-15, a confidential source who 
has furnished reliable information in the past and is in a 
position to be informed with respect to the activities in 
Uexico of Cubans and individuals of other nationalities who 
are sympathetic to the Castro revolutionary regime in Cuba, 
advised that the Hotel del Comercio is not known to him as 
being frequented by pro-Castro Cubans. 

On April 23, 1964, T-14, who is well acquainted with 
hotel operations in Mexico City, reported that he knows nothing 
unfavorable with respect to the character and reputation of 
GUILLERMO GARCIA LUNA ot the Hotel del Comercio and considers 
the latter to be a reputable establishment usually frequented 
by commercial travelers and individuals of modest means* 

IV. OSTTALD«S DEPARTURE FROM MEXICO 

The information recorded below was made available 
by T-17, a confidential source abroad* 

Llcenciado (Attorney) (sAFAEL HERNANDEZ OCHOA, 
Assistant Director of the Department of Immigration, | liexican 
Ministry of 'Gobernacion" (Interior or Government), advised 
that the files of that department reflect that LEE HARVEY 
OST/AID departed from Mexico on October 3, 1963, at Nuevo 
Laredo, Tamaulipas. He stated that the personnel records of 
the Mexican Immigration Office at Nuevo Laredo reflect that 
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On October 3, 1983, from 12:00 midnight until 8:00 ^ 

Immigration official ALBERTO ARZALIEMDI CHAPA was in charge of 
the "Kilometer 26" highway checking station, where tourist cards 
are picked up from aliens leaving Itexico by highway travel 
through Nuevo Laredo. The name and date stamp of ARZAHENDI 
CHAPA on the original tourist card surrendered by OSWALD upon 
bis departure from Mexico on that date were evidence of the 
fact that his exit from Mexico occurred during those ^urs. 

Llc./^RNANDEZ 0CH(^ and the Acting Minister of 
Government, Lie. LUIS ECHEVERRIA, both bad advised that con- 
siderable investigation had been conducted by several different 
agencies of the Mexican Government for the purpose of ascer- 
taining subject's method of travel on departure and that, in 
view of the fact the name "OSWLD" had been located on a 
passenger list for the 1:00 p.m. trip of the Transportes Frontera* 
bus line from Mexico City to Nuevo Laredo, Tamaullpas, on 
October 2, 1963, it was considered that OSWALD had traveled 
thereon. 


Considerable investigation with respect to the 
passenger list mentioned above, including a check of the ticket 
stubs at the Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, headquarters of the company ,- 
interviews of bus drivers and passengers, and numerous interviews 
of employees of the Mexico City terminal of the bus line, failed 
to confirm that OSTfALD, in fact, had been a passenger on the 
Transportes Frontera bus in question. 


(A) Interview of HERBERT ROBERT VOORBEES, 
Passenger on Transportes del Norte Bus 
Traveling from San Luis Potosi to Nuevo 
Laredo on October 2 to 3, 1963 


X . T-11 advised on March 26,, 1964, that HERBERT ROBERT 

VVOORISES, true name HERBERT FRANCIS \V00RHEES, who ..resides at 
'‘'Calle Masones No. 19, Apartment 10, San Miguel de Allende, 
Guanajuato, Mexico, furnished the following: 


On October 2, 1963, he left San Miguel de Allende, 
Guanajuato, at 7:30 a.m. by a "second-class yellow bus" for 
San Luis Potosi, San l 4 iis Potosi, Mexico, where at about 2:40 
p.m. on the same date he departed for Nuevo Laredo, Tamaullpas, 
Mexico, via a Transportes del Norte bus. 
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His bus arrived at Laredo, Texas, at approximately 
2:00 a.D. on October 3, 1963, and following his going through 
United 3tatep Customs and United States Immigration at Laredo, 
Texas, he disembarked from the bus in Laredo, rested at the 
Southland Hotel, and thereafter proceeded to San Antonio, 

Texas, via Greyhound bus. 

He was certain that the Transportes del Norte bus, 
while en route to Laredo, Texas, stopped in Mexico at about 
1:00 a,m, on October 3, 1933, at the "Mexican Immigration check 
station about twelve miles from the Ilexican-American border, " 
where the lights were turned on and a Mexican, Inunigratlon 
official boarded the bus to check each passenger's identification 
and travel documents. 

■k 

At this point, the Mexican Immigration official ushered 
off the bus a young American, whom be described as about 20 years 
of age, five feet nine inches tall, of medium build, clean- 
shaven, bareheaded, coatless, and cleanly attired in shirt, 
slacks and shoes. The young American, who had carried one small 
bag, had been sitting at the back of the bus. Upon bis return 
to the bus, after apparently being questioned for a few minutes, 
he walked again to the back of the bus. As be passed VOORHEES, 
be mumbled in good English, in a grumbling manner, something 
like, "My papers were in order before and I don't know why they 
bother me now — they took my pass before." 

Re clearly recalled seeing the American at the United 
States Customs checking station in Laredo, Texas, at about 
1:30 a.m. on October 3, 1963, when a Mexican woman's luggage 
was being examined and the young American was standing by. 

The American was trying to dispose of a banana by eating it 
hurriedly, "gulping it down," and be was told by a Customs 
officer that he could carry the banana into the United States 
and did not have to gulp it down so fast. 

He recalled talking with a "Mexican-American" man 
who sat across the aisle from him. This man was traveling with 
his wife and spoke English and Spanish. He could recall neither 
bis nsime nor his destination. 


Re furnished as many other details about the above- 
described trip as he could recall and claimed he could not > 
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definitely state that the ydung American was identical with 
03V/AlJ>t however, he considered photographs of OSWALD to be ^ 
similar in every detail with the yoUng Axnerican who was on 
the bus, 

(B) Checks of Records of Other Bus Lines 


T-13 provided the following information: 


On Uarch 30, 1964, officials of the Autobuses Blancos 
Flecha Roja, S. A. bus line made available passenger lists for 
the four scheduled trips of that company from Mexico City to 
Nuevo Laredo of October 2, 1963, and no information identifiable 
with OSWALD by any of the names be was known to have used was 
located on those lists. It was determined, however, that if 
the time schedules of that company are maintained, none of its 
trips to Nuevo Laredo would arrive at the "Kilometer 26" highway 
checking station between midnight and 8:00 a.m. 


On the basis of several contacts with Hr. RICARDO 
MEDINA BELTRAN, manager of the Mexico City terminal of the 
Autobuses Transportes del Norte bus line (hereinafter referred 
to as Transportes del Norte), information was received from 
him to the effect that "Secret Service agents. Presidential 
investigators, Federal Security agents, and others" bad reviewed 
the passenger lists maintained by bis company for its service 
between Mexico City and Laredo, Texas, and that he bad assisted 
in those checks, which failed to disclose any information* 
identifiable with OSV/ALD. 


MEDINA explained that the passenger list actually 
is a card form on which reservations and ticket sales are 
recorded and that after the particular trip for which it was 
prepared has left the terminal, it is cancelled to avoid further 
confusion, as the reverse side of the form is utilized for a 
similar record at a later date. Be stated that the cancelled 
lists are not a permanent record and are maintained only for 
a short period of time following their use. He stated that 
he had set aside the lists for early October, 1963, in the 
event there should be further need for them; nevertheless, he 
miS unable to locate them. He pointed out that apparently they 
had been placed inadvertently in a storeroom where tires, spare 
parts^ boxes of obsolete files and records, and other materials 
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are maintained and that only a thorough review of all material 
in the storeroom would reveal whether or not the list for 
October 2, 1963, was still in existence. He related that 
his company has two direct trips daily to Nuevo Laredo, 
Tamaulipas, and Laredo, Texas, and that the bus which departs 
from Kejcico City at 8:30 a.m. is scheduled to arrive in Nuevo 
Laredo at 2:00 a.m. the following morning and would arrive at 
the ''Kilometer 26" checking station at approximately 1:00 a.m. 

(C) Transportes del Norte Passenger 
List for October 2, 1963 

On Idarch 30, 1964, Mr. MEDINA advised that he had 
located the passenger-reservations list for the 8:30 a.m. bus 
of October 2, 1963, and on the basis of consultation with him 
and with several reservations and ticket clerks who recognised 
their bandwriting thereon, the following data was obtained 
therefrom as translated from Spanish:

MEDINA explained that seats Mo. 12 and Mo. 15 bad 
been reserved for another bus line or travel agency and that 
the company would bave no record with respect to the identities 
of the occupants of those seats. 


On March 31, 1964, Hiss ROSA MARIA OROZCO, auditor 
of the Auto Viajes Internacionales, S. A. travel agency 
(International Auto Travels, Inc.), Lafragua Mo. 4, Mexico, 

D. F., advised that she bad located a record of tbe sale by 
that firm of a ticket for travel on seat Mo. 15 of tbe 8:30 
a.m., October 2, 1963, bus of Transportes del Morte to Laredo 
to AMASTACIOVRUIZYmeZA. She stated that the company bad sold 
this transportation to RUIZ MEZA for travel via the Transportes 
del Norte bus line to Laredo and from Laredo to Chicago, Illinois 
by Greyhound Line. 

(D) Record of Location of 

Transportation Sold to H. 0. LEE 

T-11 provided the information recorded hereinunderi 
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On April 1, 1964, HACLOVIO^PORTILLO G. , ^perin- 
tendent of th ^ Mex ico City terminal of the bus line Transportes 
Chihuabuenses,~~57~'A.' de C.' V, (Chihuahuenses .Transportation, 
Incorporated vith Variable Capital), Berna^Diaz No. 5, 

Nexico, D. F., and bis clerk, MARIA T£RESA)^CASARES, caused the 
records of that bus line to be searched for all tickets issued 
for travel on October 2, 1963, in an effort to locate the 
names LEE HARVEY OSWALD, O. H. LEE, ALEK JAMES HIDELL, and 
V. L. LEE, eith particular attention to ticket No. 13688. 


PORTILLO advised that no information had been located 
which could be identified with the foregoing, explaining that 
tickets sold by his company during that period were in the 
eighty and ninety thousand series, eliminating the possibility 
that ticket No. 13688 might have been sold at that office. 


PORTILLO suggested that the transportation concerning 
which inquiry was being made might have been sold at the Agenda 
de Viajes, Transportes Chihuahuenses, S. A. de C. V. (Chihua* 
huenses Transportation Travel Agency, Inc.), with offices at 
Paseo de la Reforma No. 52, Room 5. He telephoned to that 
agency and was advised by a clerk, ALEJANORINA M. D£^ BUTCHER, 
that the reservation order under No. 13688 was available at 
that office. 

On April 1, 1964, Miss TERESA.VSCHAEFFER^BEQUERISSE, 
manager of the above-mentioned travel agency, located the 
reservation and purchase order No. 13688, and it was determined 
to be in blanlc, never having been utilized. She reviewed the 
Transportes del Norte passenger list for bus No. 332 for 
October 2, 1963, considering that the order number might be 
12688, and this order No. 12688 was located and also found to 
be blank. She insisted that her office had not handled the 
reservation noted on the Transportes del Norte passenger list 
shown her for October 2, 1963. She was requested to review 
all reservation and purchase orders issued for October, 1963, 
by her office. 


A review of the carbon copies of these reservation 
and purchase orders was made by the confidential source abroad 
in the presence of Miss SCHAEFFER, which revealed that reser* 
vat ion and purchase order Mo. 14618 was issued to Transportes 
del Norte in Mexico City for Mr. H. O. LEE for seat Mo. 12 from 





Mexico City to Laredo, Texas, on Wednesday, October 2, 1963« 
at 8;30 a.m. Tbis information mas printed in Spanish, and 
the reservation was confirmed by a Mr* SAUCEOO. At the 
bottom of this printed order the date was indicated to be 
September 30, 1933| and the cost was listed as 93.75 *bioneda 
nacional" (national money or Mexican pesos comparable to 
$7.50 U«S.) Also at the bottom of this printed order was 
the printed notice that the Agenda de Viajes, Transportes 
Chihuahuenses, is an agent for the Greyhound Bus Line. 

■Miss SCHAEFFER advised that former employee ROLANXX) 
BARRIOS had signed the reservation and purchase order and 
apparently made the sale to Mr. H. O. LEE. She stated the 
original of this form was given to the purchaser in order 
that he could then obtain his ticket at Transportes del Norte, 
explaining that an original and two copies of the reservation 
and purchase order are made and the original is given to the 
purchaser, one copy is kept at her office, and the third copy 
is forwarded to the main office of the travel agency, which 
is Transportes Chihuahuenses, S. A. de C. V., Avenida 16 de 
Septiembre No. 274, Ciudad Juarez, Chihuahua, Mexico. She 
made available the carbon copy of the above-mentioned purchase 
order and stated she would search her files for any other 
pertinent records. 

Subsequently she advised on the same date by telephone 
that she had located Greyhound International Exchange Order 
No, 43599 for presentation to the Greyhound agent at Laredo, 
Texas, and issued to Mr. H. O. LEE. This order was issued 
against the Western Greyhound Lines, 371 Market Street, 

San Francisco 5, California, for travel from Laredo, Texas, 
to Dallas, Texas, via San Antonio, Texas. 

T-12 advised that on April 1, 1964, Miss SCHAEFFER 
made available a copy of the Greyhound International Exchange 
Order mentioned above, which noted that Mr. H. O. LEE was 
traveling to the port of exit via Transportes del Norte. The 
order reflected it was issued on October 1, 1963, for $12.80 
D. S, by the Agenda de Viajes, T. Cb. S. A. de C. V., Reforma 
52-5, Mexico City. According to Miss SCHAEFFER, the signature 
of the issuing agent on this order form was that of ROLANDO 
BARRIOS, 




Hiss SCHAEFFER'S bookkeeper » Hiss MORMA ROHAN* Bade 


available the agency's cash receipt and disbursement ledger ' 
which Hiss SCHAEFFER described as a record of cash receipts 
and disbursements of the business on a daily basis. These 
records disclosed that on October 1, 1963 • an entry was aiade 
in the ledger reflecting receipt of 253.75 pesos ($20.30 O.S.) 
from Hr« H. O. LEE which was paid to cover the cost of a b us 
trip from Hexico City to Dallas via Laredo. Hiss SCHAEFFER 
explained that the entry reflecting receipt of cash ‘is made 
in the cash receipt and disbursement ledger on the day follow- 
ing tbe actual transaction. She added that of the total 253.75 
peso amount, 93.75 pesos ($7.50 U.S.) applied to the portion 
of the trip from Hexico City to Laredo and 160.00 pesos 
($12,80 U.S.) applied to the travel from Laredo to Dallas. 


The above record reflected that the total amount 
of 253.75 pesos was paid on Agencia de Viajes T. Ch, reservation 
and purchase order No. 14618 and that H. O. LEE was also issued 
Greyhound International Exchange Order No. 43599 to cover the 
trip from Laredo to Dallas. 

The above-mentioned cash ledger reflected that tbe 
letter **B" appeared beside the name of H. 0. LEE, and Hiss 
SCHAEFFER explained that the letter "B” represents tbe surname 
initial of ROLANDO BARRIOS, the former employee of the firm 
who handled tbe transaction with H. O. LEE. 


The cash ledger also revealed that under tbe figure 
of 253,75 pesos, the amount of the cash transaction, were 
illegible handwritten initials, and Hiss SCHAEFFER stated 
that those are tbe initials of ELSA HAYNEZ, another former 
employee of the firm, acknowledging receipt of the 253.75 pesos 
by HAYNES from BARRIOS for entry in tbe cash ledger b<^. 

Hiss SCHAEFFER advised that ROLANDoVraRRIOS Was 
involved in a financial problem with her agency for which she 
discontinued his services. She furnished bis bome_ address as 
Bahia de Santa Barbara No. 20-209, Hexico, D. F., and stated 
he was last known to be employed at tbe Hauna Loa Restaurant . 
in Hexico City. 

On April 1, 1964, Hiss SCHAEFFER made available a ‘ 
copy of a form captioned: **Western Greyhound Lines (Division 
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of the Greyhound Corporation), 371 Uarket Street, San 
Francisco, California, International Sales Report.** This 
sales report covers the period from October 1, 1963, to 
October 31, 1963, and Hiss SCHAEFFER advised that recorded 
on this form is a recapitulation of travel sales during the 
month of October, 1963, made by the agency as agents for the 
Western Greyhound Lines in connection with which Greyhound 
International Exchange Orders were issued to the travelers. 
There were twelve such sales recorded on the above-mentioned 
sales report, which reflects that the second entry or sale 
made involved the issuance of Greyhound International Exchange 
Order No, 43599 to one passenger, Mr. H. O. LEE, for travel 
from Laredo, Texas, to Dallas, Texas, total fare for that 
portion of the trip being recorded as $12.80 U. S. 

Miss SCHAEFFER advised that the foregoing must be 
maintained as a matter of permanent record in her office 
because of Mexican Government regulations. 

On April 2, 1934, T-11 was advised by Miss SCHAEFFER 
that MARGARITA^BASTIBA, who also worked in the front office 
while BARRIOS 'was present, had informed her that she remembered 
an American who purchased a travel order but could not recall 
the date nor could she state it was 0S17ALD. Upon interview. 
Hiss LABASTIBA could only recall that the American was tall, 
wore disheveled clothing, and bad a great deal of hair. She 
could not be more specific about the date or the description 
of the American. 

Photograph^ of lEE HARVEY OSWALD were exhibited to 
• > ' TERESA SCHAEFFER BEQUERISSE, ALEJANDRINA M. DE>BUTCHER, NORMA 
\bOISAH and MARGARITA LABASTIBA at the Agenda de Viajes, Trans- 
portes Chihuahuenses, S. A. de C. V. offices and these persons 
were unable to identify OSWALD. 

(E) Interview of ROLANDO BARRIOS RAMIREZ 

On April 2, 1964, the following information was 
furnished to T-13. 

ROLANDO BARRIOS RAMIREZ, Bahia de Santa Barbara No^ 
20, Apartment 209, Mexico, D. F., advised that formerly he was 
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employed at the Chihuabuenses Travel Agency and now is ' « ' 
employed as a cashier at the Mauna Loa Restaurant In Hexleo>- • 
City. BARRIOS reviewed the copy of the reservation and V- 
purchase order No« 14618 of the travel agency reflecting the 
sale oh September 30> 1963| of seat Mo. 12 on the 8:30 a.m. 
trip of Transportes del Morte from Mexico City to Laredo, 

Texas] ,on October 2, 1963, and definitely identified the 
bandprinting and signature thereon as his own. He also viewed 
a copy of International Exchange Order Mo. 43599 dated October 1, 
1963, recording the sale to Mr. H. Oi LEE of transportation 
by Greyhound Lines from Laredo, Texas* to Dallas, Texas. Be 
stated that the handprinting and signature on this document 
were bis and that undoubtedly he had bandied the transaction 
represented by the two documents. 

BARRIOS viewed photographs of LEE HARVEY OSWALD and 
advised that he was unable to affirm positively that be 
recalled OSWALD in connection with the travel agency. He 
related that at the time OSV/ALD's photographs were being 
published widely in newspapers andlmagazines be was impressed 
by the feeling that be bad known or met OSWALD at some time, 
but had been unable to associate the feeling with any particular 
incident or time. 

(F) Interview of Personnel at Transportes 

del Morte Terminal, Mexico City 

On April 3, 1964, the Mexico City Terminal Manager 
for Transportes del Morte, RICARDO^MEDIMAf BELTRAN, reiterated 
that he had no recollection whatsoever with respect to OSWALD 
and explained that he has no contact with passengers except 
under unusual circumstances since his office Is removed from 
the passenger area of the terminal. 

On the same date , bus drivers ROGELIO* CUEVAS and 
RAMON YgONZALEZ were contacted upon their arrival at the Mexico 
City '^terminal and advised that they reside in Monterrey, Muevo 
Leon, Mexico, at Magna Vista Mo. 232 and at Juan Mendez Mo. 

1407 Altos, respectively. Although they had no independent 
recollection in connection therewith, they were aware of the 
fact that the company's records reflect that they were the 
drivers of bus Mo. 332 between Mexico City and Monterrey cn r^' • 
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October 2» 1963. They stated that they usually leave the ^ 
bus fit Uonterrey, and It was their understanding that on 
October 2 , 1963, all passengers from bus Not 332 were trans- 
ferred to another unit which transported them to Nuevo Laredo 
with a relief driver. They viewed all available photographs 
of LEE HARVEY OSWALD and stated they were unable to recall 
bis having been a passenger. They pointed out that they rarely 
notice the passengers and would not remember one of them unless 
an incident or special circumstance created a special reason 
for noticing and recalling them. 

On April 2, 1964, ANGEL'^RIEL informed that he is 
a ticket salesman at the Uexico City terminal of Transportes 
del Norte and that be recognized his bandwriting on the 
October 2, 1963, passenger list for bus No. 332 in connection 
with the items listed under "destination** and **ticket niuober." 
He explained that he undoubtedly exchanged ticket No. 13688 
for the travel agency purchase order and recorded the number 
of the ticket before delivering it to the passenger. CURIEL 
viewed available photographs of OSWAU) and stated be could 
not recall him in connection with his duties at the bus line. 

On the same date, salesman NIGUEL 'SAUCEDO advised 
that the bandwriting on the passenger list under **name of 
passenger" of the word *'Chihuahuenses" opposite seat No. 12 
indicated that he received the telephonic reservation of the 
space by the travel agency. SAUCEDO did not recall the matter 
and was unable to identify photographs of OSWALD in connection 
therewith. 

Ticket salesmen CANUTO S.^ROJAS and JUAIKGASCON 
advised that they recognized their handwriting on the October 2, 
1963, manifest in connection with some of the reservations 
and ticket sales, but upon viewing photographs of OSWAIJ) could 
not recall having seen him at the Mexi co City terminal of 
Transportes del Norte. ^ 

UEDINA and the four ticket salesmen mentioned above 
explained that the diversity of serial numbers for tickets 
sold on the passenger list In question is occasioned by the 
fact that they each sell from different blocks of tickets for 
the various destinations involved. -

latervicws of Personnel at Transportes 
del Norte Bus Terminal Bestnurant, 
Monterrey, Nuevo Leon 



On April 6, 1964, T-7 Interviewed the following 
personnel of the restaurant located in the Transportes del 
Norte terminal at Monterrey, Nuevo Leon: 


DAVID'SANCHES^ONZALEZ, manager and cashier 
UARIA^priLLA<tOVAR, waitress 
RAFAZLKzavala^^^TILLO, counterman 
MANUEL^rCUELLASTOARCIA, counterman 

All four of these persons advised that they work a 
2:00 p.m. to 2:00 a.m. shift and that all were on duty during 
that shift on October 2-3, 1963. No one else worked during 
this shift* 


Upon being shown various photographs of OSWALD, 
none was able to recall having seen him in the restaurant at 
any time. 


According to T-7, the restaurant Is located within 
the Transportes del Norte terminal In Monterrey, there being 
a ticket counter at one end of the terminal, a waiting room 
in the center, and the restaurant at the opposite end of the 
waiting room from the ticket counter. 

(H) Inquiry at Monterrey, Nuevo Leon 

Main Offices of Transportes del Norte 

T-18, a confidential source abroad, provided the 
following information: 

On April 2, 1964, RAM^a^VINO' QUEZADA, Vice 
President and General Manager ox Transportes del Norte at 
Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, caused a search to be made for and 
succeeded in locating an envelope containing the tickets 
surrendered by the passengers to the bus drivers for the 
Mexico Clty-Monterrey travel in bus No. 332 on October 2, 1963. 
Among those tickets was No. 13688 which reflected thereon that 
it had been used for seat No. 12 on that trip. 
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TREVINO advised that tbe company records reflect Z 
that following tbe arrival of bus No. 332 in Ifonterrey at 
9:15 p.m., October 2, 1963, all passengers destined for Nuevo 
Laredo or beyond were transferred to bus No. 373, which was 
driven by ALVARO IBARRA and depa'rted from Monterrey at 9:50 
p.m. He explained further that because the company has 
thirteen trips daily between Monterrey and Nuevo Laredo, no 
effort is made to maintain a record of the passengers who 
board tbe bus at Monterrey in connection therewith. Mr. 

TREVINO explained that IBARRA recently married and resides 
at Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas. 

On April 3, 1964, Mr. TREVINO stated be had located 
the portion of ticket Mo. 13688 for travel from Monterrey to 
Laredo and that its presence in the envelope for that trip of 
October 2-3, 1963, was definite indication that tbe travel 
was performed. 

(I) Bus Passenger ANASTAS 10 RUIZ MEZA 

Identified Photographs of LEE HARVEY OSUALP 

T-13 advised as follows: 

On March 30, 1964, RICARDO MEDINA BELTRAN, manager 
of the Mexico City terminal of the Transportes del Norte bus 
line, advised that seat Mo. 15 of Transportes del Norte bus 
Mo. 332 for the trip of October 2, 1963, had been reserved for 
another bus line or travel agency and that the company would 
have no record with respect to tbe Identity of tbe occupant 
of that seat. 

On March 31, 1964, Miss ROSA MARIA OROZCO, auditor 
of tbe Auto Viajes Internacionales, S. A. (International Auto 
Travels,* Inc.) travel agency, Lafragua Mo. 4, Mexico, O. P«, 
located a record of the sale by that firm of a ticket for 
travel in seat Mo. 15 of the 8:30 a.m., October 2, 1963, bus 
of Transportes del Norte to Laredo to ANASTACIO RUIZ MEZA. 

This transportation was sold to RUIZ MEZA for travel via 
Transportes del Norte bus line to Laredo and from Laredo to 
Chicago, Illinois, by Greyhound line. 

T-19, a confidential source abroad, advised as follows: 
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^ On April 5, 1964, ANASTASIO RUIZ UEZA, who resldM 

at Sullana Mo. 710, Mexico, D. F., and vho Is employed in ** . 
the Auditor's Office, Customs Section, Mexican Ministry of 
the Treasury and Public Credit, advised as follows: 

He was a passenger on a Transportes del Norte bus 
which departed Mexico City at 8:30 a.m., October 2, 1963, 
en route to X<aredo, Texas, and occupied seat No'« 15 on that 
bus. Following his arrival in Laredo, he departed on a 
Greyhound Line bus with his final destination being Chicago, 
Illinois. 


RUIZ MEZA still had the Transportes del Norte ticket 
stub for the Mexico City-Laredo, Texas, i>ortlon of the trip» 
the number of the ticket being 13619. 

As nearly as he could recall, the bus departed 
without delay at 8:30 a.m., October 2, 1963. He believed there 
were about fourteen or fifteen other passengers who boarded 
the bus with him. ^ 


He could not remember whether or not any Americans 
had boarded the bus in Mexico City but stated that seated next 
to him on the bus was an Individual whom he described as being 
' tall, heavy and about 54 years of age. This individual, whose 
name he did not know, was of Mexican extraction and was travel* 

' ing to Houston, Texas. This person sat next to RUIZ UEZA on the 
several buses from Mexico City to San Antonio, Texas, v^ere 
: he departed the bus. Changes of buses had occurred at Monterrey, 
Nuevo Leon, Mexico, and at Laredo, Texas on the trip north. 

(The Transportes del Norte manifest for the trip of October 2, 
r^ l963, bus No. 332, lists space for one EULALIO 'RODRIGUEZ in 
--seat No. 14, which adjoins seat No. 15, with final destination 
for RODRIGUEZ listed as Houston.) ^ J ‘‘ ' ' 

Directly across the aisle to his rear, the seating 
^arrangements of the bus being staggered on either side, was 
' a young **Ecuador Ian'* couple, assumed to be man and wife (seats 
e^No. 8 and No. 9). He was not certain that this couple was 
from Ecuador, but believed they were South Americans. RUIZ 
identified a photograph of JUAN MATEO DE CUBA, as it appears 
ton- Mexican Government tourist form FM*5 No. 3625296, as identical 
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Pith the above -described **Ecuadorlan.** RUIZ also viewed a ' 
photograph of ADA FRANCISCA^BISLIP DE DE^CUBA, as It appears 
on Mexican Government tourlAt form FU-5 Mo. 3625295, vhlch 
depicts Mrs. DE CUBA wearing eyeglasses. RUIZ could not be 
sure this woman is Identical with the woman traveling In 
I the company of the person whom he Identified as being JUAK 
'^MATEO DEr*CUBA. He stated that the woman who was seated'next 
to DE CUBA was not wearing eyeglasses. 

(The above-described tourist forms describe Mr* 
and Mrs. DE CUBA as being residents of Aruba, Dutch Vest 
Indies. The Transportes del Norte manifest for the above- 
described trip lists space lor J. M. D E^CUBA and one other 
person In seats Mo. 8 and Mo. 9.) -r‘-- 

After departure from Mexico City at 6:30 a.m. on 
October 2, 1963, the bus did not stop until Its arrival In 
San Luis Potosl, San Luis Potosl, Mexico, at about 1:00 p.m. 
the same day. After about a half-hour stop, everyone again 
boarded the bus for the trip to Monterrey, arriving at the 
Transportes del Morte terminal there about 9:30 p.m. on 
October 2, 1963. 

RUIZ recalled that upon arrival in the bus terminal 
in Monterrey, everyone debarked and many of the passengers vent 
„ to the restaurant located at the Transportes del Morte bus 
terminal to eat. While RUIZ was eating at one of the tables 
In the restaurant at the Transportes del Morte bus terminal 
in Monterrey, a young American was seated alone at a table 
a few yards away from him to his rear. He advised this was 
the first time he had noted the presence of this person, whoa 
he described as being about 27 years of age, weighing approx- 
imately 130 to 135 pounds, with brown hair, about five feet 
seven or five feet eight Inches In height, and of slender 
build. He recalled this same Individual's boarding the bus In 
Monterrey a few minutes after him. 

RUIZ viewed several photographs of LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
and positively Identified two profile photographs of OSWALD 
T T : as being of the above-described American youth who was seated 
. to his rear In the restaurant of the Transportes del Morte . . . 
bus terminal In Monterrey. He advised he had no doubt in Us 
mind with respect to this Identification. 
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One of the photographs identified by RUIZ was 
photograph of OSUAU) which had appeared in *Xi£e'* nagazioe!, 
depicting OST/ALD passing out pro-Cuban literature on a 
street in Hew Orleans, Louisiana. (This is a profile photo- 
graph of OSWALD showing bis right arm extended and his torso.) 


The other photograph identified by RUIZ was a 
profile view of OSVfALD taken at the New Orleans Police Depart- 
Bent on August 9, 1963, under New Orleans Police Oepartoient 
No. 112723. 


He had seen front-view photographs of OSWALD in the 
newspapers following the assassination of President KENNEDY; 
however, he pointed out that he did not associate the photo- 
graphs with the above-described American nor. did be give any 
careful or studied thought to their being identical to the 
American youth. 

The American youth, whom he described as being 
OSWAU>, was dressed in a light-colored, perhaps white, open- 
collared, short-sleeved sport shirt, and was bareheaded. 
According to RUIZ, this individual was not wearing a coat. 

He did not recall the color or type of trousers this person 
was wearing, his shoes, or the luggage he might have been 
carrying. 


After the meal stop in Uonterrey, which lasted 
approximately one-half hour, the passengers boarded a different 
bus of the Transportes del Norte line, and be observed there 
also bad been a change of bus drivers at that time. He 
recalled that the individual whom he identified as OSWALD 
boarded the bus in Monterrey after he did, and after be had 
taken his seat. No. 15, he noticed the American youth go 
down the aisle past him. He believed this person had taken 
a seat in the right rear section of the bus or on the same 
side of the bus where RUIZ was seated. 

He believed the bus arrived at **Kilometer 26,** the 
Immigration and Customs control point located about sixteen 
miles south of Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, Mexico, at about 
1:00 a.m. on October 3, 1963. Upon reaching **Kilometer 26,** 
the bus stopped and an official, whom RUIZ assumed to be n ' 
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Mexican Immigration officer, boarded the bua and proceeded; 
to review the travel documents of the passengers on board* X 
He recalled seeing the Immigration official in the aisle oa 
his way from the rear to the front of the bus and bearing 
him exclaim in English, *'Come on with me,** apparently directlog 
his remarks to someone in the rear of the bus. He then saw 
the Mexican Immigration official go to the front of the bus 
followed by the American identified by him as being OSWALD. 

He assumed some question had arisen as to the American *s travel 
documents. 


The interior lights of the bus were on at the time, 
and be saw the Immigration official and the American get off 
the bus and enter the small Immigration office located at the 
side of the road a few feet from the bus. RUIZ estimated that 
from the time the American left the bus with the Immigration 
official until the time he boarded the bus and again went to 
the rear of the vehicle a period of perhaps three or four 
minutes may have transpired. 

He recalled that after the American again boarded 
the bus, Ur. OE CUBA left the bus and went to the Immigration 
office, and he assumed that there was some question with 
respect to DE CUBA*s travel documents. He believed that about 
one minute later OE CUBA returned and seated himself in the 
bus* The only two passengers he recalled having left the bus at 
**Kilooetor 26" were the American and Mr. OE CUBA. 

Re estimated that the entire operation of the* 
Immigration check at "Kilometer 26" lasted from ten to fifteen 
minutes, and shortly after Mr* OE CUBA boarded the bus, the 
driver continued the Journey to Nuevo Laredo, where the bos 
arrived at the Transportes del Norte bus terminal about 1:30 
a.m., October 3, 1963. 

All of the passengers left the bus in Nuevo Laredo, 
remaining at the bus terminal for a period of from twenty 
minutes to one»half hour. Ouring the period the passengers 
were in the Transportes del Norte terminal in Nuevo Laredo, 
he recalled seeing OSV/ALD waiting near the bus alone. Be did 
not recall observing the American speaking to anyone* 
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He recalled that after a short stop in Nuevo Laredo, 
the passengers boarded the saoe bus on which they had traveled 
from Monterrey to Nuevo Laredo. He recalled the American whom 
he identified as OSWALD boarding the bus at Nuevo Laredo for 
the trip across the International Bridge to Laredo, Texas, as 
he remembered seeing the American go down the aisle to the rear 
of the bus after he, RUIZ, was in his seat. From that point 
on, he does not recall seeing the Americaa again. 

The Transportes del Norte bus proceeded across the 
International Bridge and in several minutes was in Laredo, 

Texas, on the United States side of the bridge. The bus stopped 
on the south side of the United States Government building 
adjacent to the steps which -lead into the offices where, according 
to RUIZ, he was vaccinated. 

All passengers left the bus and proceeded up the 
stairway leading to what he assumed were Immigration offices. 

He stated that he and another person, whom he described as a 
short Mexican male of advanced age and who he believed bad 
boarded the bus at Monterrey, were the only persons who remained 
behind to be vaccinated. 

RUIZ estimated that the entire United States Government 
processing operation at the port of entry was about one-half 
hour in duration. Everyone already bad boarded the bus by the 
time he bad been processed by United States Immigration, and 
he was the last of the passengers to board the bus for the 
short trip to the Laredo bus terminal. 

Upon reaching the Laredo bus terminal, everyone again 
left the bus. After about one-half hour, he boarded a two- 
tiered Greyhound Line bus in the Laredo bus terminal and 
automatically seated himself in seat Mo. 15, since he had been 
in that seat all the way from Mexico City. He estimated that 
there might have been a total of from fifteen to twenty 
passengers who boarded the Greyhound bus at Laredo. 

RUIZ estimated the departure from Laredo of the 
Greyhound bus as being about 3:00 a.m., October 3, 1963, and 
the arrival in San Antonio, Texas, as about 8:00 a.m. that 
same morning. He observed that everyone got off the bus at^^. 
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San Antonio, and he believed the stop in San Antonio lasted^ ' 
about one-hall hour,, after which the passengers boarded the* r 
same bus and proceeded to dallasi Texas, arriving at about i 
1:00 |)*m, on , the same dayi * 

RUIZ recalled that the stop In tiallas lasted about 
two hours, and It was apflroxlmately 3:00 p«n. when the same 
bus departed Dallas for the journey to Chicago^ Illinois, wla 
Tulsa, Oklahoma. 

RUIZ recalled seeing for the last time the American 
whom be Identified as OSV/AXi) when the latter boarded the bus 
at Nuevo Laredo prior to the trip across the International 
Bridge to Laredo, Texas. RUIZ believed that the American had 
boarded the same Greyhound bus at Laredo on the morning of 
October 3, 1963, and continued the trip to Dallas, Texas, but 
stated he did not notice him nor did he pay particular 
attention to the other passengers. 

RUIZ did not recall having seen the American speak 
to anyone at any time, and It appeared to RUIZ that the American 
was traveling alone. He commented that the American had given 
him the Impression of being a quiet Individual of a retiring 
nature. 


RUIZ viewed a photograph of PHILIPPE PITER E. TAM 
DER VORM, as It appears on Mexican Government tourist form 
FM-8 No. 624820, which VAN DER VORM utilized upon entry to 
Mexico In September, 1963. RUIZ did not recall having seen 
this person as a passenger on either of the Transportes del 
Norte buses on the trip from Mexico City to Laredo In October, 
1963.

Passenger JOSE.; BARRlGA^RNAL 



On April 6, 1964, Captain JOSE BARRIGA BERNAL advised 
T-13 that he Is a retired officer of the Mexican Army and resides 
In Mexico City at Gablno Barreda 104, Apartment No. 3. He 
recalled that on October 2, 1963, he and his wife had traveled 
from Mexico City to Laredo on Transportes del Norte, and after 
entering the United States, bad continued to Dallas. Texas, via 
Greyhound bus. He viewed available photographs of OSUALD and • 
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stated emphatically that be could not recall bin as a .. 4 
passenger. He mentioned that tbe only passenger be could 
recall was AGAPITO DEiAriO, with whom be conversed while ~ 
they were passing through United States Customs at Laredo^ 5

T-1, who is familiar with tbe workings of tbe - 
Mexican Ministry of Gobernacion (Interior)* made available for 
examination the forms FU-5 and FM -8 for all non-Mexican citizens 
departing Mexico at Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, as tourists on 
October 3, 1963, as well as tbe copies of forms FM-11 containing 
the recapitulation of tbe departures from Mexico at Nuevo Laredo 
on this date. 

Investigation in this case disclosed that OSWALD 
departed from Mexico, at Nuevo Laredo on October 3, 1963. 

OSY/ALD's departure was bandied by Mexican Immigration Service 
employee ALBERTO^'^ARZAMEND^CHAPA. 

According to T-1, ARZAMENDI CHAPA worked the 12:00 
midnight to 8:00 a.m. shift on October 3, 1963.

The travel document with which LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
entered Mexico on September 26, 1963, is described as a 
Mexican Ministry of "Gobernacion" (Interior) FM-8 and is 
commonly referred to as a tourist card, which consists of 
two sections, an original and a carbon copy duplicate. At 
the time of OSWALD’S travel to Mexico, the PM-8 was valid 
for a single entry to the interior of Mexico and residence' 
therein for no longer than fifteen days. The original tourist 
card utilized by OSWALD records the following data:

It bears the stamp of the Consulate General of 
Mexico at Hew Orleans, Louisiana, indicating issuance by that 
agency^ and the date stamp of Mexican Immigration official 
HELIO TUEXI MAYDON, reflecting entry into Mexico at Nuedo 
Laredo, Tamaulipas, September 26, 1983. The stamp for departure 
is that of Immigration official ALBERTO ARZAMENOI (7HAPA and 
the date shown is October 2, 1963. Under normal procedures, 
the means of travel of the bearer upon entry to Mexico is 
recorded with a stamped, typed, or handwritten notation; however, 
this record does not appear on the FM«8 for OSWAli). 


A review of the original tourist cards (FM-S, FM-B, 
and one FM-17, the latter explained cbovcr) in the possession 
of the Immigration Department of the Mexican Ministry of 
*Xk>bernacion'* revealed that 79 persons documented with those 
forms had departed from Mexico at Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, 
on October 3, 1963, among them LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 


On March 23, 1964, Mr. MACLOVIO HERRERA, Chief of 
the Travel Control Files of the Mexican Immigration Department 
described the Immigration form 'TM-11*' as a "statistical record 
to be prepared every two weeks on nationals and aliens entering 
and leaving the country." Mr. HERRERA explained that separate 
FM-11 forms are submitted semimonthly by all Mexican Immigration 
stations for entries and departures from Mexico. He explained 
that separate lists are prepared in connection with the various 
types of travel documents presented and are submitted in 
duplicate (an original and one carbon copy) to the Travel Control 
Files for checking and comparison with the tourist cards or other 
travel documents on which they are based. 


Under current procedures, twenty names are placed on 
each page of the Fil-11 in alphabetical order by date, and prior 
to final filing these are reviewed by a clerk who may make 
corrections and report possible discrepancies which might 
require investigation in order to make certain that the 
immigration laws of Mexico arc not being violated. The items 
of information which are recorded on the FM-11 in horizontal- 
columns are: chronological number (chronological listing number 





during fifteen-day period), identification document nuaberfjj^ 
complete name, sex, age, marital status, nationality, .fC 

occupation, place and country of origin, final destination,' - 
date of entry or departure, type of vehicle in vhicb traveling, 
date of entry, date of departure (latter columns to determine 
period of residence), and remarks. 

A review of the original tourist cards for persons 
traveling as tourists who departed from ISexico at Huevo Laredo 
on October 3, 1S63, disclosed that in no instance did any 
notation appear on the travel documents to indicate the manner 
of travel of the bearer or the destination in the United 
States upon departure from Mexico. 

It was observed that on the FU-11 forms, the ''desti- 
nation*' of the traveler at the time of departure was completed 
invariably with the same information as appeared on the tourist 
card as to place of residence, place of issuance thereof, or 
a notation that the information was not available. 

FH-11 Preparation and Utilization 
by Mexican Immigration 

Inspector JOSE MARIO DEL VALLE of the Inspection 
Department of the Mexican Ministry of "Gobernacion, " who 
conducted investigation at Nuevo Laredo concerning the travel 
in Mexico of 1£E HARVEY OSWALD, advised on March 12, 1964, 
that the typist who prepares the FU-11 has no information 
available to her other than that which appears on the tourist 
cards. He stated the typist prepares the FM-11 for persons 
entering the country from the duplicate copies of the tourist 
cards which are surrendered to the Immigration official at 
the time of entry of the traveler. The duplicate tourist 
cards are then transmitted to the headquarters of the Immigration 
Department in Mexico, D. F., with the FM-11 form for the 
fifteen-day period. 

In the same manner, the FM-11 form for departures 
is prepared on the basis of data taken from the original of 
the tourist card, which is surrendered by the traveler to the 
Immigration official upon departure from the country. 








DEL VALLE acknoj^dged that the Mexican Innigration 
Department does not have «ny maJ[or Interest In "inethod of f ; 
traveller *'destination** of the departing traveler* other 
than to make certain that the individual vho enters the ' 

country with an automobile is removing the vehicle upon 
departure. He added that the typist who prepares the 
departure FH-11 usually records the means of travel as being 
the same as that appearing on the tourist card in connection 
with the traveler’s entry to the country; however* in some 
instances she may **guess" at the means of travel on the basis 
of the usual assignment at the airport* railroad station* or 
highway checking station of the Immigration official whose 
cancellation stamp appears on the tourist card. 

On March 13* 1S34, MACLOVIO HERRERA, Chief of the 
Travel Control Files of the Mexican Department of Immigration* 
Ministry of 'XSobernacion* *' and bis assistant* EDUARDO RIVAS* 
made the following comments concerning Mexican Immigration 
records and procedures: 

The "means of travel" and "destination" data 
appearing on the departure FM-11 forms are not information 
in which the Mexican Immigration Department has any substantive 
interest and are filled out by the typist only because the same 
form is used to record both arrival and departure information. 
This information with respect to "arrivals" is most essential 
to assist the Immigration Department in maintaining a record 
and control of aliens who are in Mexico as temporary residents 
without authorization to be gainfully eiq)loyed. There is no 
source of information from which the typist preparing the 
FM«11 can obtain data for it other than the tourist cards* 
data provided to her by the Immigration official trtio may 
bundle a group of cards together and label them as having been 
taken up on a departing train or other vehicle* or her own 
knowledge of the Immigration station where the cancelling 
official nay have been working during a particular period of 
time. 

Inquiry was made of HERRERA with respect to certain 
horizontal lines which appear on the FM-11* and be explained 
that such lines are drawn to delineate between different dates 
on the same page and also to designate an individual concerning 
whom some research is being done' or a report has been submitted 
to some section or department of the Ministry of *X>obernacion*" 








Vltb respect to the fact that on the copies of tbs^ 
FM-11 which were nade available for study and review thero ^ 
appeared under the **Remarks*' (Noi 16) column considerable 'V' 
data concerning the date and place of Issuance of the tourist 
cards^ HERRERA advised that this Information did not appear 
on the originals of the FM-11 which were In his possession^ 
and be was certain that this Informat^n bad been, added on 
the carbon copy In the office of the Resistant Director of 
the Department of Immigration, Attorn^ RAFAEL HERNANDEZ 
OCHOA, AS of possible Investigative assistance. 

On March 23, 1964, Attorneyjl^^RNANDEZ OCRO^ produced 
the carbon copies of the FM-11 forms relating to OSUAu>*s 
travel In Mexico, and It was observed that column 16 thereof 
bad been completed in original typing with data from the 
tourist cards as to date and agency where each tourist card 
had been Issued. HERNANDEZ OCHOA explained that be had Issued 
instructions to a typist In his office to complete the foregoing 
data from the tourist cards as of possible assistance In the 
Investigation with respect to OSNAXi). 

^Ith regard to the observation that the date of 
issuance of OSUALO*s tourist card was recorded In column 16 
as having taken place on *'Sept« 16/63, *'^^RNAMDEZ OCHOA \stated 
very definitely that this bad been a typogra p hical error on 
the part of the stenographer, who should have copied the 
Information from 05WAIJ)*s tourist card to the effect that it 
had been Issued on September 17, 1963. 











On November 28, 1963, and again on March 6, 1964,' 
T«1 made available the original passenger list or manifest 
relating to departure No. 2 of bus No, 340 on October 2, 1963, 
of the Transportes Frontera, S, A. de C. V, bus line, which 
has its headquarters in Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, and 
its Mexico, O. F. terminal at Calle Buenavista Mo, 7. 


T-1 advised that the above-mentioned passenger list 
or manifest was evidence that LEE HARVEY OSWALD had departed 
from Mexico, D. F. on the bus connected therewith, which had 
left Mexico, D. F. at 1:00 p.m, and was scheduled to arrive 
at Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas (across the border from Laredo, 
Texas), at 5:30 a.m., October 3, 1963,

handwritten} the names are not complete; and portions of it 
are not legible; however, the following constitutes an effort 
to reproduce as clearly as possible the information which 
appears on the list.

At the top of the nanifest the name, Traneportes 
Frontera, is handwritten, and in Spanish the following beadinga 
are printed: 

RESERVATIONS FOR 13 O'CLOCK, 

DESTINATION Laredo . DEPARTURE HO. 2 , 

ON BUS MO. 340 , DATE 2. MONTH, October of 1963. 

The underlined portions are blanks which bad been 
completed in ink. 

Following the list of passengers is the notation: 

**9 Laredo, 7 Monterrey.” 

Handprinted at the bottom of the page appears: 
"DRIVER, DIOHISIO REYNA, FCO. SAUCEOO,” as well as the numbers 
”13 - 2.”

On the left-hand margin of the manifest are the 
handwritten figures, ”78" and ”16.” At the top right-hand 
corner thereof are the numerals ”186, ” ”41” and under these 
”227.” On the backside of the document are the numbers 
”143.30” and ”108.80” and thereunder, as though a column of 
addition, ”255.10.” 

The following information was made available by 
T-13 on March 9, 1964:

On March 5, 1964, GILBEBT0'li3ZAN0''GUIZAR advised 
that he is the manager of the Mexicp'Xity terminal of the 
Transportes Frontera bus company, Calle Buenavista Mo. 7, 
which has a franchise for "through service” between Mexico, 
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lU Monterrey f and Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, but is not peraitted 
to sell tickets or pick up passengers at Intemedlate localities. 

LOZANO stated a complete study of Transportes Frontera 
bus company records and procedures bad been made vhlch resulted 
In the conclusion that the person designated as **OSWU)'* on the 
October 2, 1963, passenger manifest did not purchase a ticket 
and could not have traveled on the trip to which It relates. 

He pointed out that the passenger reservations, tickets sold, 
and passengers actually boarding the bus In Mexico, D. F., are 
recorded on the form which Is provided for that purpose and 
maintained on a clip board on the counter from which ticket 
sales normally are made by the ticket salesman and dispatcher, 
FRANCISCO ALVARADO. He admitted that ALVARADO occasionally is 
assisted during rush hours or a temporary absence from the 
counter by the baggage handler, LUCIO LOPEZ MEDINA, who may 
receive and record reservations on the manifest but does not 
handle the actual receipt of payment for tickets. 

' ' FRANCISCO* ALVARADO, ticket salesman and dispatcher 

for Transportes Frontera, advlsdd that he prepared most of 
the handv/riting on the October 2, 1963, manifest on which the 
name **OSWLD" and destination *T«ared" appear opposite seat Mo. 4. • 
Be stated he did not write, the *X>SWLD" reservation information 
and It was his opinion the reservation had been made and the 
Information recorded by the baggage handler, LUCIO LOPEZ. 

Uith respect, to the manifest for October 2, 1963, ALVARADO 
furnished the following explanations 

He was quite certain that the individual designated 
on the list as *X)SULD" did mot purchase a ticket and did not 
travel on the trip relating to that manifest. No ticket number 
was recorded for that person, and a search of the company's 
records in Monterrey had failed to locate a ticket stub which 
was not otherwise accounted for in connection with that 
particular trip. 

ALVARADO and GILBERTO LOZANO Stated the notations 
on the back of the manifest referred to advances of funds made 
by ALVARADO to LOZANO from the cash for repairs, parte, or 
other requirements. They related that the passenger lists 
are not kept as a permanent record, and, when the manifest 
was located in the **trash** at the request of investigators

of the Mexican Presidential Staff » the blanks at the top of ; 
the form bad not been filled in as to time, destination, ti^p 
number, bus number i and date, but they had completed those . 
blanks from their personal knowledge in order to make that^ . . . 
data clear to the investigators. They also had listed the 
names of the drivers on the form at that time* They affirmed 
that the handvrritten 'Transportes Frontera" at the top of the 
document had been added by some official of the Mexican Govern- 
ment after the document was borrowed from them. Both LOZANO 
and ALVARADO stated they had no recollection of LEE HARVEY 
OSyAlD, could not recognize bis photograph as being of an 
individual who bad been at the terminal or traveled on that 
bus line, and had no personal knowledge with respect to bis 
contacts and activities in Mexico. They could offer no 
explanation as to how Mexican authorities bad arrived at the 
conclusion that OSWALD traveled on the Transportes Frontera 
bus of October 2* 1963, but pointed out that, after the name ^ 
was located on the manifest, they bad not been given an oppor- 
tunity of reviewing or checking the data thereon. 

LUC 15 V 1 X}PE 2 '^^ 0 INA, baggage and freight handler at 
Transportes Frontera, related that be often assists the ticket 
salesman by recording reservations and Is quite certain he 
wrote *'03WLD" and *'Lared'* opposite seat Mo* 4 on the passenger 
manijEest of October 2, 1933. He stated he also recorded the 
reservations and ticket sales to *TCO* SAUCEOO, ** one of the 
drivers, opposite seats Nos. 1 and 3* **ANGEL GALLEGOS,** seat 
No* 8, and possibly other items on the manifest. He had no 
personal recollection of OSWALD, could not recognize his 
photograph as being of anyone who bad been at the bus terminal, 
and did not believe OSWALD had embarked on the bus in question. 



T-12 furnished the following information: 

On March 31, *1964, GILBERT0^1 X)ZAMo\gUIZAR, manager 
of the Mexico City terminal of the Transportes Frontera bus 
company, Calle Buenavista No. 7, Jlexico, D* F*, emphatically 
advised that the original passenger list or manifest relating 
to departure No. 2 of bus No. 340 on October 2, 1963, of the 
Transportes Frontera bus company, is an authentic record of 
data pertaining to that particular trip* 
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1/}ZAN0 pointed out that a passenger list is coBg>iled 
at the Mexico City terminal of the company for trips originating 
in Mexico City and that following the departure of the boB»'^ 
information relating to the number of passengers destined to 
particular points, is radioed ahead to one of the main offices 
located along the point of travel. In case of the above« 
described trip, the information was reported by radio to their 
Monterrey office. LOZANO advised that once the information is 
relayed ahead and the trip is completed, for all practical 
purposes they have no further need of conserving the passenger 
lists as a permanent record. 

He advised that officers of the Presidential Staff 
appeared at the bus terminal shortly after the assassination 
of President KENNEDY^ seeking to review passenger lists of the 
bus company for early October, 1963, and it was found at that 
time that the completed block of forms for most of the month 
of October, 1963, which included the above-described passenger 
list, was still in the baggage room at the terminal prior to . 
being discarded. Be stated he had torn the October 2, 1963, 
manifest from the block of forms and furnished it to one of 
the officers. LOZANO advised that one Lieutenant ARTUHO- BOSCH, 
an Investigator of the Presidential Staff, had reviewed the 
above-described manifest. 

LOZANO expressed the opinion that ARTURO BOSCH had 
filled in the blanks in ink At the top of the form as to the 
time, destination, trip number, bus number, and date, and had 
crossed out the date **November 1,*' replacing it with the 
notation "October 2" which appeared on the manifest. 1X)ZAN0 
stated B03CR had done so on the basis of deformation be and 
FRANCISCQ/^VARADO, the ticket salesman, had furnished to 
BOSCH as an aid to his investigation of the matter. 

1X)ZAN0 stated the handprinted notation appearing 
at the bottom of the manifest, "Driver, DIONISIO REYNA, POO. 
SAUCEDOy** was also filled in by BOSCH. 

LOZANO advised that there definitely was only one 
section of bus Ho. 340 which departed Mexico City at 1:00 p.m. 
on October 2, 19S3, en route' Monterrey, Mexico, and Nuevo 
Laredo, Mexico. He explained that the notation 'Departure 2" 
appearing on the top of the manifest, which he believed BOSCH 
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bad filled out» aierely indicates the second departure of a 
Transportes Frontera bus on that particular day^ October . 
1863. The first departure of one of tbeir buses on that day 
from tbe Mexico City terminal occurred at 9:00 a.m. vitb tbe 
terminal point being Monterrey t Mexico* He stated tbe second 
departure of a Transportes Frontera bus from the Mexico City 
terminal on October 2, 1963, was the departure at 1:00 p*a* 
with the terminal point being Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, and the 
passengers on this bus were recorded on the above-mentioned 
manifest of October 2, 1963* He stated there were three other 
departures on that day from the Mexico City terminal, the 
third departure having occurred at 2:30 p*m* with the terminal 
point being Hataooros, Tamaulipas, Mexico; tbe fourth departure 
having occurred at 9:00 p.m. with terminal point at Nuevo 
Laredo; and the fifth departure at 10:00 p.m* with terminal 
point being Ciudad Juarez, Chihuahua, Mexico* LOLANO advised 
the only bus operating on their line which would have arrived 
at Nuevo Laredo between tbe hours of 12:00 a.m* and 8:00 a*m* 
on October 3, 1933, is bus No* 340, which departed from tbe 
Mexico City terminal at 1:00 p.m. on October 2, 1963* 

T— 13 and T^21 furnished tbe information which 

follows: 

On March 25, 1964, FKANCISCO ALVARADO, ticket sales- 
man and dispatcher for the Transportes Frontera bus conpany 
at Mexico City, advised that tbe above-described manifest is 
an authentic. document* He stated he had prepared most of 
the baindwriting on the manifest* Oith regard to the notations 
appearing at the top of the manifest as to time, destination, 
trip number, bus number, and date, be expressed the opinion 
that those notations were filled in by one of the Presidential 
Staff investigators who reviewed the manifest at the bus terminal 
shortly after President XENN]^Y*8 assassination. Be advised 
that the handprinted notation appearing at the bottom of the 
page of the manifest, *Driver, DIONISIO REYNA, FCO* SAUCEDO,** 
also was made by one of the President Staff investigators, and 
he believed this person was Lieutenant ARTURO BOSCH* 

On March 25, 1964, FRANCISCO SAUCEDO, bus driver 
for the Transportes Frontera bus company, advised in Mexico 
City that he had been one of the bus drivers who bad driven 
the Transportes Frontera bus No* 340 on October 2, 1969, . 
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which departed Mexico City at 1:00 pinj on that day on routo 
to Monterrey and Muevo Laredo. He stated seats Mo. 1 and 
Ho« 3 on that bus had been feserved by biai under tickets 
Mo« 39633 and No. 39634| however, he did not recall lor whoa 
he had nade the reservations. He said that on occasion he 
reserves seats in advance for friendh or relatives but never 
does so for anyone with whom he iS not acquainted* Be could 
not recall who had utilized those seats on that particular 
day. He stated he was certain that seats Moa 1 and No« 3 
were not used by OSWAU) or ANGEL PEREZ. 

On March 25, 1964, DIONISIO BEIMA, who was co.i>driver 
with SAUCEDO on Transportes Frontera bus Mo. 340 of October 2, 
1933, advised at Mexico City that be could furnish no inf or- 
nation regarding the individuals who had utilized seats No. 1 
and No« 3 on the trip in question. REYNA stated he was quite 
certain that OSWALD did not travel on that particular bus. 

(B) Inquiry at Flecha Roja 
Bus Terminal 


On March 7, 1964, JESUS SAUCEDO, comptroller at tbo 
terminal of the Flecha RoJa (Red Arrow) bus company. Heroes 
Ferrocarrileros No. 45, Mexico City, advised that the full and 
complete name of the company is Servicios Unidos Autobuses 
Blancos, Flecha Roja, S. A. de C. T. (The Unified Services of 
TThite Autobuses Red Arrow, Incorporated) and that it provides 
bus service to numerous localities within Mexico, as well as 
to Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, and Laredo, Texas. He explained 
that txx> trips daily are made to Nuevo Laredo and Laredo, 
where the line makes connection with the Continental Trailways 
Bus System of the United States, departures from Mexico City 
being scheduled for 3:15 p.m. and 7t30 p.m. each day and 
arrival at Nuevo Laredo 19 hours later. 

SAUCEDO advised that a passenger list is prepared 
in duplicate for reservations and ticket sales for a given 
trip} the original is carried by the driver, and the carbon 
copy is transmitted to him for final checking and auditing 
of the operation in connection with each bos. 

With the assistance of SAUCEDO, a search was made 
of the passenger manifests of the company for all trips -

CC> OSWALD’S Tine of Arrival 

in M exi co City ^ 

T-12 advised as follows: 

On April 16, 1964, JULIO CASTRO, employee of the 
accounting department in the offices of the Flecba Roja bus 
line, Mexico, D. F., made available the ledger of arrivals at 
Mexico, D. F., for the Flecha RoJa buses. The ledger records 
separate entries for each day, with the exact time of arrival 
of each bus in Mexico, D. F., at the terminal. 

This ledger disclosed that bus No. 516 of the Flecba 
RoJa bus line, which made the trip from Nuevo Laredo, to 
Mexico, D. F., on September 26-27, 1963, arrived at the Flecha 
RoJa bus terminal. Heroes Ferrocarrileros No. 45, Mexico, D. F., 
at 10x00 a.m. on September 27, 1963. 

(D) Efforts to Locate Flecha 

RoJa Passenger List 

T-12 furnished the following information: 

On March 19, 1964, ALEJANDRO SAUCEDO, manager of the 
Flecha RoJa bus terminal, Mexico, D. F., advised that the 
original passenger manifest of bus Mo. M6 which had traveled 
from Nuevo Laredo to Mexico, D. F., on September 26-27, 1963, 
had been borrowed by investigators of the Mexican Government 
soon after the assassination of President JOHN F. KENNEDY. Be 
could not recall the identities of the investigators and did 
not know whether or not they intended to return the list. 

SAUCEDO stated the duplicate copy of this passenger list was 
maintained in the office of the Flecha Roja bus line at Nuevo 
Laredo and he would attempt to obtain this copy. 

On March 24, 1964, ALEJANDRO SAUCEDO stated he had 
determined from the Flecha Roja bus line office in Nuevo 
Laredo that the duplicate copy of the passenger list fbr bus 
No. 516 also had been borrowed by unidentified investigators 
of the Mexican Government and had not been returned. 'a*

SAUCEOO stated be bad assisted tbe Mexican Government 
Investigators in searching for the passenger list relating to 
the trip of September 26-27, 1963, and was quite certain tbe 
name of LEE HARVEY OSWALD did not appear thereon. He added, 
booever, that tbe Flecha Roja bus line makes connection at 
Laredo, Texas, vitb tbe Continental Trailvays bus line in tbe 
United States, and if a passenger who bad purchased a through 
ticket to Mexico, O. F., from a point vitbin the United States 
Trere to- board the Flecha Roja line at Laredo or Nuevo Laredo, 
no record of that passenger by name mould be made on the 
passenger list. He explained that the passenger list mould 
include a seat designation and ticket number in the name of 
Continental . ** 


T-12 advised that on April 2, 1964, and thereafter, 
ALEJANDRO SAUCEDO furnished the folloming additional data: 

He recalled that shortly after the assassination of 
President JOHN F. KENNEDY two investigators, whom he described 
as being with the **Policia Federal Judicial** (Federal Judicial 
Police), appeared at the Flecha Roja terminal, Mexico, D. F., 
and requested the original passenger list of bus Mo. 516 of 
September 26, 1963, for review. SAUCEOO remembered that the 
two investigators examined the passenger lists, filed by dates, 
in a storeroom at the offices of the Flecha Roja bus terminal 
and found the original copy for tbe pertinent date and borrowed 
same* He could* not recall the names of tbe investigators or 
the exact date they appeared at tbe office. 

SAUCEDO now recalled clearly that these two investi- 
gators, whom he could only describe as being *'in their thirties,** 
had the duplicate copy of the passenger list which apparently 
bad been at the Flecha RoJa bus terminal office in Nuevo Laredo 
when the trip for September 26, 1963| began* Tbe investigators 
stated they wanted the original list because the duplicate copy 
was not ccxapletely legible. SAUCEOO stated they had the 
original and duplicate copy of the passenger manifest for 
Flecha Roja bus Mo. 516 for September 26, 1963, when they left. 

SAUCEOO stated the investigators did exhibit to him 
government credentials, agency not recalled, and advised they 
were interested only in finding the passenger list for the 
incoming trip of bus Mo. 516 on September 26, 1963. Uhen . 
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SAUCEDO asked them If they were interested In locating a ' 
departure trip, they stated they were not, explaining tbej ^ 
had Just been at the bus teminal of Transportes Frontera la 
Mexico, D. F,, where they bad located the passenger list lor 
OSWALD'S departure froa Mexico. 

On April 9, 1964 1 JULIO CASTRO, an eai>loyee of the 
accounting department in the offices of the Flecha Roja bus 
line terminal, Mexico, D. F«, made avail^ able on instructions 
of ALEJANDRO SAUCEDO the original passenger lists of the Flecha 
Roja bus line, which were kept in a stoberoom across the ball 
from the accounting office and were maintained in a disorganized 
manner) bound with heavy string in bundles and stored in bins. 

The available bundles for the period September and 
October, 1963, were reviewed without locating a passenger list 
for bus No. 516 relating to September 26, 1963. 

During this search and review, an untied, . loose 
bundle dated October 5, 1963, was located thrown aside in a 
cardboard box on the floor of the storage room outside the 
bin area. This bundle was reviewed and found to include 
passenger lists for dates September 21, 1963, to October 5, 

1963, but no passenger list for bus No. 516 for September 26, 
1963, was found. 

The information hereinunder was furnished by T«13: 

On March 24, 1963, Captain FERNANDO GUTIERREZ BARRIOS, 
Assistant Director of the Mexican Federal Security Police (DFS), 
advised that his agency bad conducted no investigation in' 
connection with the travel in Mexico of LEE HARVEY OSWALD and 
did not have in its possession any passenger lists from any 
bus lines. 


On April 14, 1964, the fact the passenger lists of the 
September 26, 1963, Flecha RoJa trip from Nuevo Laredo to 
Mexico, D. F., had never appeared and were alleged to be in 
the hands of an unidentified Investigative agency of the Mexican 
Government was brought to the attention of the Acting Minister 
of Government, Attorney LUIS ECHEVERRIA, who issued instructions 
to the Qiief of the Inspection Department of the Immigration 
Service^ Attorney SANTIAGO IBANEZ LLAMAS, to make every effort 
to locate the passenger list described above. 
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Oa Nay 1, 1964, Inspector JOSE IIARIO DEL VALLE -4 
advised that be bad been Instructed to attempt to locate tb# 
Flecba Boja passenger list and was making every effort to

(E) Transportes del Norte Passengers 
Originating in Guadalajara 


On April 3, 1964, T-8 advised that tbe Linea Azul 
(Blue Line) bus company affords service from Guadalajara, 
Jalisco, Mexico, to San Luis Potosi, State of San Luis Potosi, 
Mexico, to make connections vitb Transportes del Norte for 
possible further travel to Monterrey and Nuevo Laredo, Mexico. 
According to T>8, a reservations list for tbe October 2, 1963* 
8:00 a«m. departure of tbe Blue Line bus from Guadalajara 
vitb San Luis Potosi as its destination reflects tbe following 
information as best tbe names and other data thereon could be 
deciphered :

Comprehensive investigation, including a check of tbe 
files of tbe United States Consulate visa records, a check of 
telephone directories, and numerous interviews of persons 
listed in the telephone directories with similar names, were 
conducted at Guadalajara for the above names of persons travel- 
ing beyond San Luis Potosi, without identifying anyone who had 
been a passenger of Transportes del Norte on October 2, 1963* 
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Transportiss del Norte Bus Line

On April 19, 1964, RAMpN‘fTBSVINO'()UEZAOA, wice 
president and manager of the Honterrey, Nuevo Leon, terainsl 
of Transport es del Norte bus line, advised that tickets are 
taken up by the driver from passengers at the time they board 
the bus, and he deposits them in a manila envelope, 'which is 
provided for that purpose in connection with each trip of a 
unit and driver. He stated the driver makes a notation on 
the outside of the envelope as to the number of passengers 
traveling over a determined section of the route, and the 
tickets inside the envelope should coincide or balance with 
the notation by the driver on the envelope. 


With respect to the records of the company for the 
trip of bus No, 373 on October 2, 1963, from Monterrey to 
Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, and Laredo, Texas, TREVINO advised 
that he was unable to explain the fact that the envelope 
carries the figure of **12*' passengers from Monterrey, Nuevo 
Leon, to Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, and Laredo, Texas, and 
**1** passenger from Nuevo Laredo to Laredo, although a total 
of "20** ticket sections were in the envelope for that particular 
trip. He stated, however, that the notation by the driver is 
a clerical function which be handles during the tTip» often 
at night and under considerable stress and pressure, and be 
can only conclude that the driver made an error in writing 
**12** rather than **19** upon completing bis collection of ** 
tickets and delivering the envelope at the conclusion of bis 
run. 


It was mentioned to TREVINO that the baggage manifest 
for the bus which arrived at Nuevo Laredo in the early morning 
of October 3, 1963, had listed the number of that bus as 
No, 396, and he advised that this notation could only be a 
clerical error by the baggage handler. He displayed a copy 
of a document referred to as a "traffic report" for Transportes 
del Norte at its Nuevo Laredo terminal for October 3, 1963, 
which recorded that bus No, 373 bad arrived at that terminal 
at 1:35 a,m, with A, IBARRA as the driver. The "traffic report" 
for October 2, 1963, registered the arrival of bus No, 396 





bn that date and its departure from Nuevo Laredo for Monterrey 
%as recorded on the report for the following day as having 
occurred at 2i30 a.n. Be pointed out that on the basis of 
the foregoing records, bus Mo. 396 would still have been at 
the Nuevo Laredo terminal at the time of arrival on October 3, 
1963, of bus No. 373, and be assumed the baggage handler bad 
become confused between them when he made the erroneous notation 
on the baggage manifest. 

(C) Ticketing Procedures by Transx>ortes 

del Norte Bus Line 

The following information was furnished by T-13. 

On April 20, 1964, RAUON^^OINA’ BELTRAN, manager of 
the Mexico City terminal of the Transportes del Norte bus line, 
advised that this company is affiliated with the Greyhound Lines 
in the United States and is authorized and in a position to 
sell transportation to any point in the United States. He 
stated that until approximately one year ago the sale of bus 
transportation in the United States in behalf of Greyhound 
Lines had been effected through a system of exchange or 
purchase orders; however, in the interest of simplifying the 
sales and accounting procedures, Transportes del Norte ticket 
counters are now stocked with Greyhound Lines tickets and make 
direct sales in behalf of Greyhound, as well as its own 
facilities. -He stated very definitely that the only record as 
to the identity of any person purchasing Greyhound transpor- 
tation through a Transportes del Norte ticket counter would be 
the recording of the seat reservation on a passenger list at 
the point of origin or purchase of the ticket*

T-16, who is in a position to be well-informed with 
respect to the day-to-day operations of the Mexico City ticket 
offices of the "Compania Cubana de Aviacion" (Cuban Aviation 
Company — commonly referred to as "Cubana -Airlines"), furnished 
the following information on April 18, 1964:

(B) Possibility OSWALD Sent or Received Money 

T-11 reported that on January 13, 1964t ALFXmSO FRIAS^ 
Assistant Chief of the Bank of Mexico Police at Mexico, O. F'., 
Mexico, advised that a check of the records of *Telegrafos 
^Nacionales" failed to disclose any record of money sent or 
received by OSWALD during the time he was in Mexico through use 
of communications channels handled by that telegraph system. 



On March 6, 1964, FRIAS advised that all banks in 
Mexico, including all branch banks, were checked officially 
for LEE HARVEY OSWALD and his aliases of 0. H. LEE and ALEK 
JAMES HIDELL, and no information was developed that OSWALD 
'had received or sent any money through those banks during the 
time he was in Mexico. 

(C) Inquiries at Hotel Cuba 

PATRICIA WINSTON and PAMELA MUHFORD, who were passengers 
on the same bus with OSWALD from Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, 
to Mexico, D. F,, September 26-27, 1963, when interviewed on 
December 17, 1963, related that during the bus trip OSWALD 
recommended that they stay at the Hotel Cuba in Mexico City. 

They related that OSWALD claimed be had stayed at that hotel 
several times before and pointed out that the hotel was 
inexpensive, mentioning, however, that be was not staying at 
the Hotel Cuba during bis current trip. 

Inquiry was conducted to establish whether. OSWALD 
had, in fact, stayed at the Hotel Cuba during a period follow- 
ing bis return to the United States from Russia in June, 1962 
to November, 1963. 

On December 27, 1963, T-4 advised that an exhaustive 
search of the records of the Hotel Cuba located at Calls 
Republics de Cuba No. 69, Mexico City, for the period June, 

1962, to October, 1963, failed to disclose any registration 







for OSWALD under bis naae or known aliases* 

T-12 advised as follows: * 

On March 11, 1964, ANGEl^f^LORIO, nanager. Hotel 
Cuba, Bade available records of that hotel, which were 
rechecked for the period June 9, 1962, to November 22, 1963, 
and no record could be located for the nane of LEE HARVET 
OSWALD or his known aliases O. H. LEE and ALEK JAMES RIDELL* 

The records did contain a registration for one ROBERTO LEE, 
who registered at the hotel on August 11, 1963, was assigned 
room Mo. 27, and checked out of the hotel on August 21, 1963. 

No further identifying data regarding this LEE was contained 
in the records. (OSWALD had been reported as being at Mew 
Orleans, Louisiana, during that period.} 

CELORIO advised he has been at the Hotel Cuba only 
since November ,11, 1963, when he became manager, and prior 
thereto, JOSEfSANCHEZ, who is presently associated with 
another hotel ^in Mexico City, servo'd as manager for about a 
four-month period 'and Mr. RAFAE^t^VALOS, also now employed 
at another hotel in Mexico City, bad served as manager for 
a number of years. 

On March 12, 1964, both RAFAEL AVALOS, manager. 

Hotel Congreso, Calle de Allende No. 18, Mexico, D. F., and 
JOSE SANCHEZ, manager. Hotel Catedral, Calle Donceles Mo. 95, 
Mexico, D. F;, viewed a photograph of OSWAU), and both advised 
they could not recognize the photograph as being of anyone who 
stayed at the Hotel Cuba during the time they were managing 
the hotel. Both were of the opinion that if OSWALD had stayed 
at the Hotel Cuba during the time they were in charge there, 
they would have recalled him. Neither could furnish any 
pertinent information regarding the possibility OSWALD may have 
stayed at the Hotel Cuba in the past. 

AVALOS related be had served as manager at the Hotel 
Cuba for a number of years until July, 1962, and SANCHEZ stated 
he had managed the Hotel Cuba from June 1, 1963, to November 11, 
1963. SANCHEZ Stated that during the period July, 1962,- to 
June 1, 1963, when he became manager, the administration of 
the hotel had been disorganized and there was no permanent^ 
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sanager. He stated that JESUS HERNANDEZ SANCHEZ and his 
brother, HIGINIO HERNANDEZ SANCHEZ, both of wbon he believed 
tvere still employed at the R>tel Cuba, would aost loglcallj^ 
be the persons in the best position to know whether or not S: 
OSWALD stayed at the Hotel Cuba during the period July, 1962, 


to June 1, 1963. ^ 

JESUS^HERNANDE^SANCHEZ, room clerk. Hotel Cuba, 
advised on March 13, 1964, that he has been employed as room 
clerk at that hotel for several years. He stated that during 


the period from July, 1962, to June 1, 1963, when the hotel 
had no permanent manager, he and his brother, HIGINIO'.HERNANDEZ 
y/SANCHEZ, performed the administrative functions at tne hotel 
^ and had aost contact with the guests. 


HERNANDEZ viewed a photograph of OSWALD and stated 
he could not recall ever seeing him. He further stated he 
could not recognize the photograph as being of any person who 
had been at the Hotel Cuba during the time he has been employed 
there. He advised that several aionths ago he and his brother, 
H.IGINIO, had been shown a photograph of OSWALD by a local police 
official, and at that time both he and his brother were unable 
to recognize the photograph of OSWALD as being of any person 
who bad stayed at the hotel during the period they had been 
working there* He added that following the publicity arising 
from the assassination of President KENNEDY, seeing OSWALD'S 
photograph in the newspapers, and after viewing a photograph 
of OSWALD exhibited by the police official mentioned above, 
he and his brother had discussed the matter and bad agreed 
they could not recall OSY/AU)'s ever having stayed at the Hotel 
Cuba.

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T-12 provided the folloving data: > 

On March 19, 1964, GUADALUPE GATTAM^ANCHEZ, care- 
taker and resident at the Fronton Mexico, Plaza de la Republica 
Mo. 3, Mexico, D. F., for thirty years, was unable to identify 
\ the photograph of OSWALD. GAYTAN SANCHEZ Stated that EiiRIQUE 
'^RTINEZ DEiVILLAGRAN has been the doorman at the Fro ntoiT Mexico 
for twenty years and, as such, observes every person who ’enters'' 
to determine' that this person is properly dressed and not the , 
type who might cause a disturbance at the Jai alai game. 


On March 19, 1964, ENRIQUE MARTINEZ DE TILLAGRAN was 
unable to identify OSWALD *s photograph, but stated the photograph 
appeared similar to an American who had entered the Fronton 
Mexico five or six months previously on several occasions for 
a period of a week and a day. He was not certain the American 
could be identical with OSWALD nor did he have any specific 
information about the American, his whereabouts, or his back- 
ground* 

On March 20, 1964, IGNACioVvADILLO B., the general 
cashier for the Fronton Met ropolitan<^ Bahia Todos Santos Ho. 

190, Mexico, D. F., stated Jai alai is not played at this 
Fronton. The game played there is Fron-Tenis , which differs 
from Jai alai in that the players do not use a cesta (a basket 
fastened to the hand of the player), but a racket slaiilar tp 
a tennis racket is used. 


VADILLO B. stated few, if any, Americans frequent 
the Fronton Metropolitano and those who do so are usually 
remembered. VADILLO B. was unable to identify the photograph 
of OSNAU) as an American who might have been at the Fronton 
Metropolitano. He suggested that OSWALD'S photograph be 
displayed to ESQUIEl^TAPIA^ROMERO, an Inspector for the Treasury 
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DepartBcnt of the Federal District of Mexico, because TAPZA 
ROMEno is always on duty at the front door of the Fronton 
Hetropolitano to obserwe all custO0»ers as they enter* 


> ESQUIEL TAPIA ROMERO wiewed the photograph of OSVALD 

on March 20, 1984, and stated definitely that 03VALD had sot 
been at the Fronton Metropolitano* 


(E) 03WAU)*s luggage 

The following inforaation was furnished by T-13: 

On laay 4, 1364, JUltIfi(^R£^N^OMZALEZ advised tluit he 
is the chief of the baggage department At the terminal of the 
Flecha Roja bus line, Calle Heroes Ferrocarrileros Mo. 45, 

Mexico,. D. F. PEREZ wiewed photographs of an olive-colored, 
bag with yellow chalk or crayon markings on one side 
which appeared to be '*9/26'* and possibly an initial, of fragments 
of stickers and tags thereon,- and of a blue, sippered handbag 
and affirmed that be has no recollection of those pieces of 
luggage and did not recognize any of the markings, stickers or 
tags as being in any way connected with the Flecha RoJa operations 
He stated, however, that be recently entered Mexico at Muevo 
Laredo with a small, zippered handbag of canvas material, and 
when he went through Mexican Customs, the Inspector placed a 
green chalk or crayon marking on the bag to indicate it had 
been inspected. 

PEREZ displayed the various photographs to the baggage 
handlers on duty at the terminal, and they stated they were 
unable to recall the luggage in question or make any explanation 
of the tags, stickers and inscriptions on them* 

On May 8, 1964, the manager of the Mexico City terminal 
of the Transportes del Morte bus line. Insurgent es Sur Mo. 137, 
viewed the photographs mentioned above and advised that he did 
not have any recollection with respect to the two pieces of 
luggage described above nor did he believe that any of the 
fragments of stickers and tags thereon were connected in any 
way with the Transportes del Norte baggage handling procedures. 

He expressed the belief that the yellow chalk markings on the 
olive-colored bag were typical of the method used by Mexican 
Customs Inspectors at Muevo Laredo to nark luggage upon completing 
examination thereof in lieu of a sticker which they sometimes use. 
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The manager, RICARDO liEDINA BELTRAN, displayed the photographs 
to the baggage handlers on duty, and they affirmed that they* 
were unable to recognize either piece of luggage Ih connection 
with any passenger but stated unanimously that they recognized 
the crayon or chalk markings on the oliVe-colored bag as typical 
of the inspection procedure of Mexican Customs at Nuevo Laredo* 
MEDINA also displayed the photographs to several Transportes 
del Norte drivers, and they were of the opinion that the yellow 
inscriptions on the olive-colored bag had been placed there by 
the Mexican Customs Inspector at Nuevo Laredo* 

On May 4, 1934, SEBASTIAN PEREZ HERNANDEZ, assistant 
desk clerk at the Hotel del Comer cio, Calle Bernardino de 
Sahagun No. 19, Mexico City, advised that he could not recognize 
the photographs of either the olive-colored or the blue-colored 
luggage as having been in the possession of a guest at that hotel. 

On May 8, 1964, GUILLERMO GARCIA LUNA, owner of the 
Hotel del Comercio, affirmed that he was unable to recognize 
the photographs of the two bags as having any connection with 
OSWALD or any other guest at the Hotel del Comercio. 

MATILDE GARNICA, maid at the Hotel del Comercio, who 
claimed to remember OSWALD as a guest at the hotel in room No* 

18, examined the photographs of the luggage on May 8, 1964, and 
stated she recognized the small, blue, zippered handbag as the 
luggage which OSV/ALD bad in his room at the hotel. She pointed 
out that she had been impressed by the fact that he had very few 
personal effects, had noticed he did some laundry each day and 
left the wet articles hanging in the bathroom, and she was 
quite certain she had not seen the larger, olive-colored bag. 

On May 9, 1964, PEDRO RODRIGUEZ LEDESMA, night watch- 
man at the Hotel del Comercio, examined the photographs referred 
to above and stated he was quite certain OSWALD had been carrying 
the blue handbag on the morning of bis departure from the hotel* 

He claimed to be unable to definitely affirm that OSWALD had 
been carrying the olive-colored bag, as he could not remember 
several of its characteristics, but he expressed the firm 
conviction that OSWALD had been carrying two pieces of luggage. 

He related that on the morning of his departure, OSWALD carried 
his own luggage down the two flights of stairs and waited in 
the reception area while RODRIGUEZ vent in search of a taxi. 
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When RODRIGUEZ returned with the taxi, be carried the luggage 
from th? reception area to the taxi, but still has the strong 
impression that be bad a bag in each hand. RODRIGUEZ admitted 
bis recollection of the type and color of the luggage is wery 
hazy, and he does not wish to state definitely that be 
recognizes the photograph of either piece of luggage in 
connection with OSWALD. 


(F) Arrest, Interrogation, and Physical , 

Condition of SILVIi^URAW / J •• • 

With respect to the alleged arrest of SILVIA T^DURAN, 
the Itexico City daily newspaper *Vovedades” for Novendier 30, 
1863, page 1, published an article, translated from Spanish 
as f ollovs : 


'Xfobernacion (Interior) advises concerning case 
of Mrs. SILVIA T. DURAN 


*The Uinistry of Gobernacion advised last night 
that Urs. SILVIA TIRADO DE DURAN, who was inter- 
viewed concerning the possibility that she might 
have had dealings with LEE HARVEY OSWALD during 
his stay in our country as a tourist, was not 
located at the Cuban Consulate, nor did she request 
authorization to serve a foreign government, and 
that in view thereof, the investigation which was 
made was not in respect to her status as an 
employee of the Cuban Consulate in Mexico. 

**lt (the announcement) concluded by saying that 
the woman in question agreed to go to the office 
to which she was summoned and she was interrogated 
without any force whatsoever.*' 

On December 9, 1963, DAVID ALKQN appeared voluntarily 
at the United States Embassy, Mexico City, identified himself 
as an architect residing at Calle Fernandez Gonzalez Roa Ho. 

47, Ciudad Satelite, State of Mexico, and furnished the follow- 
ing information to T-2: 
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ALKOII is a designer of residential hones and has ' 
a business arrangement with one HORACIO DURAN for the Interior . 
decoration cl houses designed by ALKON* DURAN is the husband 
of SILVIA TIRADO DE DURAN. ,, 

ALKON stated he has no social association with DURAN 
but understands DURAN is procommunist and often holds Marxist 
discussions in his home. ALKON advised that DURAN had mentioned 
to him that his wife had been detained and questioned by Mexico 
City police about her knowledge of LEE HARVEY OSWALD. DURAN 
told ALKON his wife knew OS\7ALD because the latter had been 
to the Cuban Embassy in an atten^t to secure a visa for travel 
to Cuba. ALKON gained the impression that the wife was not 
well-acquainted with OSWALD, but only recalled he had been at 
the Cuban Embassy after she read of the assassination of 
President KENNEDY. ALKON advised that it was his impression 
that the wife's contact with OSV/ALD related only to the appli- 
cation for a visa and that her contact with him was very slight. 

ALuCON said that DURAN commented to him that he thought 
it was a mistake for Cuba to protest to Mexico about his wife's 
being questioned by Mexican authorities, since the latter had 
a perfect right to question her about her knowledge of OSWALD. 
According to press reports, the Cuban Government presented a 
very strong note of protest to the Mexican Ambassador in Havana 
with regard to the detention and questioning of SILVIA TIRADO 
DE DURAN by Mexican authorities, and this note was rejected by 
the Mexican Government because of the unacceptable language 
utilized therein. 

On April 4, 1964, the following information was 
provided by T-13:

(G) ELIZABETH CATLETT HORA*s Concern 
About OSWALD'S Activities 


T»22, a conXidential source who has Xumished 
reliable information in the past* advised as Xollovs on 
December 6, 1963: / 
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ELIZABETEKCATLE'^MORA, also known as BETTITMORA, 
was very upset and excited over the involvement of ^l£E HARVEY 
OSWALD as the reported assassin of President JOHN F. KENNEDY, 


MORA had indicated that the Communist Party oX 
Mexico was very interested in obtaining all information 
available concerning OSWALD'S travel to Mexico and particularly 
data as to how much American authorities knew about this. 


MCNIA had stated also that OSWALD could be linked 
"to Mexico" only through his activities before his trip to 
the Soviet Union. She was very interested in obtaining 
information concerning the date that OSWALD departed for Russia 
and stated that she considered it "terribly important” to 
obtain any press references to OSWALD'S activities in Mew 
Orleans, Louisiana, before be went to Russia. She added 
that iX something regarding OSWALD'S activities at that time 
appeared in the press, it could "blow the lid off and we could 
all get fried.” 

MORA stated that she could not understand why the 
investigation of OSWAXJO as reported to the present time in 
the press bad not focused on Mew Orleans, Louisiana, rather 
than Dallas, Texas. 

MORA affirmed that OSWALD was well known in Russih 
among the Americans who were there at the same time as he 
and that he was "not that much of a nut," meaning that he 
could not have undertaken singly to assassinate President 
KENNEDY. 
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MORA stated that one MARY LOUISE PATTERSON, also 
known as UARY LOU ''PATTERSON, whom she described as presently 
residing in the Soviet Union and attending the *Triendship 
School” there, knew OSUALD while he was in Russia. Source i 
advised that MARY LOUISE PATTERSON allegedly is an American" 
from New York, New York, who now is married to a Cuban, name 
unknown to the source, whom MARY LOUISE PATTERSON met while 
living at the Friendship House in Moscow* MARY LOUISE PATTERSON 
is her maiden name and she and her husband reportedly are planning 
to move from R\^s^ia to Cuba . 

MARY LOUIS^uMMACHO, netf^'imERSbN, born March 15, 

1343, Chicago, Illinois, is the daughter of VILLIAM L. PATTERSON, 
Chairman of the Mew York State Communist Party (CP), and she 
is presently residing in the Soviet Union with her husband, 

- ROBERTOVCAUACHO. Although not.khowh to have been formally a 
CP memberV^ CAMACHO is apparently accepted as such and is being 
groomed for Party leadership responsibilities in the future. 

Her participation in CP sponsored and endorsed Marxist Youth 
activities, her attendance at and participation in other CP 
celebrations and activities, her attendance at the Patrice 
Lumumba University in Moscow, her unauthorized travel to Red 
China, and other participation in communist-type activities 
further this conclusion. 

Source advised on January 6, 1964, that MORA was 
ill and would not discuss the OSWALD case with anyone. 

On January 13, 1964, source advised that MORA bad 
made a statement that OSWALD "walked in cold" to the Cuban 
Embassy in Mexico, D. F., Mexico, and the first person be 
talked to was TERESA PROEMZA, Cultural Attache of the Cuban 
Embassy. 

MORA further stated that as PROENZA did not speak 
English she turned OSWALD over to the nearest person, not 
identified by MORA, but described as being of higher rank 
and knowing English. MORA said that PROENZA allegedly made 
the statement that the purpose of OSWAlD's visit to the Cuban 
Embassy was to obtain a visa to go to Russia. 

On February 6, 1964, source advised that on January 23, 
1934, MORA continued to be ill with an extraordinary amount of 
eye trouble. Source advised on March 7, 1964, that MORA vas^ 
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still ill and would not discuss the OSWALD natter any further 
with anyone. t 


^urce described ELIZABETH CATLETT MORA as a ^ 
naturalized Mexican citizen of Anerican origin who formerly ' 
•was a member of the Communist Party, USA, who now is a nenber 
of the "Partido Comunista Mexicano*' (PCM - Communist Party of 
Mexico) and who on occasion has acted as liaison between the 
PCM and the American Communist Group in Mexico (ACCM)« 


Tlie published statutes of the PCM state: 

"The Communist Party of Mexico has as its 

final objectives to construct socialism 

and to build the communist society in Mexico." 

The AOGM is a loose association of a pre- 
dominantly social nature of present and/or 
past members of the Communist Party,. USA, 
and their friends and associates who share 
a common sympathy for communism and the 
Soviet Union. 


(H) Information Concerning CHARLES SMALL; 

Bracelet, Post Cards, Race Track Pamphlet 

T-22 reported that as a result of the assassination 
of President ICENNEDY and the publication of the facts concern- 
ing OSWALD'S leftist connections and his prior residence in 
the Soviet Union, many members of the ACGM were extremely 
fearful, expecting police harassment of all leftists. 

vl/ Source identified CHARLE^^SMALL, true name CHARLES 
NELSON nSMOLIKOFF, who was born in' Brooklyn, New York, bn 
March 16, 1911, as being one of the most prominent associates 
of the ACGM. According to the source, SMALL is a United 
States citizen who resides JLn Mexico, D. F«, and operates a 
tourist-type store 'at"Call^ Niza No. 47, where he sells silver 
jewelry and other gift items. Source stated that SMALL resided 
in Miami, Florida, from 1939 to October, 1954, when be moved 
to Mexico. 



T-22 learned that in mid-December, 1963, SMALL had 
expressed concern that OSWALD might have visited bis store in 
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Nexico, as *'many American communists, when in Mexico, D. 
appear at his store.*' According to source, SMALL stated that 
vhen accounts of LEE HARVEY OSWALD *s involvement in the % 
assassination of President KENNEDY first appeared in the 
Mexican press, he consulted his personal records (for infor* 
nation about OSWALD.) Source reported that SHALL did not 
indicate the results of the check of his records and did not 
indicate that he recognized OSWALD from newspaper photographs 
or that he was familiar with his name. 

T-22 advised that in the past some, but not all, 
American communists visiting Mexico, D. F., have appeared at 
SiIALL*s place of business, and SBIALL has assisted these 
individuals in connection with their problems while in Mexico, 
D. F. 


According to source, SMALL had mentioned that it was 
fortunate that during the period OSWALD was in Mexico, accord- 
ing to the Mexican newspaper accounts, he, SMALL, was awoy from 
Mexico and in the United States. Source advised that SMALL 
departed from Mexico on September 15, 1963, for New York, New 
York, with his son, IffiNNIS, to visit his parents. T-22 
expressed the belief that in mid-December SMALL was building 
up a defense against any possible questioning by Mexican police. 
Source explained that SMALL previously expressed fear of possible 
Mexican police interrogation as early as the latter part of June, 
1963, indicating he did not know what difficulty he would 
encounter during his proposed trip to the United States. 

Source further advised that in late December, 1963, 
SMALL claimed he had been carrying bis "red book" at all tines 
since the publicity of the travel of OSWALD in Mexico, because 
he momentarily expected to be arrested by the Mexican police, 
and his "red book" would prove be was in the United States at 
the time of OSWALD'S presence in Mexico. According to T-22, 

SMALL felt he would eliminate any trouble from the Mexican 
police if he were able to convince them that he was in the 
United States at the time OSWALD was in Mexico. 

T-22 understood that in mentioning his "red book" 

SMALL had reference to his Mexican Immigration document attesting 
to his immigrant status in Mexico. Source added that a record 
is maintained in this booklet or carnet of departures from and 
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arrivals In Mexico of the bearer, and in the past it has been 
accepted in the ACGM that *'for a few hundred pesos'* it is v 
possible to have a record made of absence from Mexico without * 
actually effecting any travel. 

In early January, 1964, according to source, SMALL 
continued to worry that he might have known OSWAIJ) at some 
time and that OSWALD might have visited his store while in 
Mexico, D. F. Source stated SMALL had no definite information 
in this regard and was only speculating on the matter* Source 
was unable to develop any specific information to indicate 
that SMALL might actually have known OSWALD, that SMALL knew 
anyone who knew OSWALD, or that OSWALD had visited SMALL *s store 
in Mexico, D. F. Source considered SMALL's concern about the 
possibility that OSWALD might have visited his store to be 
part of the general concern of members of the ACGM after reading 
that OSWALD had been in Mexico* 

In connection with the possibility that a silver^ 
colored bracelet considered to be of Japanese origin was given 
by OSWALD to his wife, MARINA NIKOLAEVNA OSWALD, upon his 
return to Dallas, Texas, from Mexico, about October 3, 1963, 

T-22 advised on February 18, 1964, that SMALL was not known 
to handle imported Japanese merchandise in his store in Mexico, 

D* F«, which merchandise would be similar to the type of 
bracelet given to Mrs* OSV/ALD and added as follows: 

Post cards had never been observed on sale in SMALL*s 
store at any time, and this would seem to obviate OSWALD'S 
having purchased at SMALL *s store six colored post cards'* 
depicting scenes in Mexico, which reportedly were among OSWALD'S 
possessions. On February 18, 1964, SMALL had not been known 
to have available for sale or distribution any pamphlets exactly 
like or similar to the pamphlet reportedly located among OSWALD'S 
possessions with the inscription on the cover page: "Hipodromo 
de las Americas, S* A*, Mexico, D. F*** 

Source advised that additional inquiries would be 
made at SMALL 's store for any possibility that OSWALD could 
have purchased or obtained the above-mentioned bracelet, post 
cards, and/or pvr.phlet at his store and that a check also would 
be made for these items at the four known outlets of Japanese 
merchandise in Mexico, D* F* 
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On February 19, 1964 | source advised that careful 
review had been made of all the bracelets Ih SHAX<L*8 stors« 
and none of these was of Japanese origin or appeared In any 
way similar to a photograph of the above-mentioned bracelet* 


According to T-22, complete verification bad been 
made of previous observations that no post cards exist and 
none are sold at SMALL *s store In Mexico, D« F. 


T-22 advised that the six colored post cards depict- 
ing various scenes in Mexico which were in OSWALD'S possession 
were designed and manufactured by one FISCHGRUNO, one of the 
two largest manufacturers of post cards in Mexico and that 
these post cards are sold in a great number of stores In 
Mexico, 


Source stated that a check of four known outlets of 
Japanese merchandise in Mexico, D, F,, was made and that these 
outlets do not handle any type of bracelet which would be 
similar to the one which OSWALD gave his wife. 

T-23, a confidential source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that 244 stores, including 
Jewelry stores, tourist-type gift shops, and stores handling 
silverware in Mexico, D. F«, were contacted during the period 
March 6 through 13, 1964, without locating any store which 
carries the type of bracelet which OSWALD gave his wife. 

This source concluded that OSWAU) could not have 
purchased the bracelet in Mexico since the import tax on such 
an article not manufactured in Mexico Would be prohibitive 
for resale at a profit, unless OSWALD bought it from an 
ambulatory street vendor. In which case the bracelet night 
have been smuggled into Mexico by a Japanese sailor at the 
port of Acapulco, Guerrero, Mexico, If the latter occurred, 
OSWALD might have had a problem upon presenting the bracelet 
to an engraver in Mexico because he would have been handling 
smuggled merchandise. 

T-24, a confidential source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, contacted 59 stores in Mexico, O, F,, 
during the period March 7 through 14, 1964, which included 
Jewelry stores, stores selling silverware, and stores handling 











engraving, and was unable to locate any store which carried 
the type of bracelet OSVAU) gave his wife* As a resultf source 
did not believe OSWALD could have purchased the bracelet is - 
Hexlco because the import tax on a bracelet not manufactured 
in Mexico would prohibit resale at a profit* T»24 stated that 
if OSWALD bought the bracelet in Mexico, be could have purchased 
It from a street vendor, who could have obtained it from a 
Japanese seaman in Acapulco, Guerrero, Mexico, In which case 
OSWALD would have had a problem getting the bracelet engraved 
because It would have been smuggled Into Mexico* 


T-13 advised that on March 19, 1964, DANIEL GALINDO, 
assistant manager of the Hipodromo de las Americas, S* A*, 
Mexico, 0. F*, a thoroughbred race track, stated be was 
familiar with the pamphlet entitled **Hipodromo de las Americas, 
S. A., Mexico, D* F." GALINDO related that this pamphlet was 
published by the race track three or four years ago, explaining 
In English and In Spanish the *^ules for Betting In 1<>2 
Selection and Quinielas**' 


This pamphlet was given wide distribution at the 
race track and at souvenir shops, hotels, motels, drug stores, 
and restaurants and for a time was Inserted in the programs 
on racing days for patrons of the track* The race track still 
has some copies of this pamphlet on hand but has not distri* 
buted it during recent years. The same information recorded 
in the pamphlet is now published in the racing program for a 
given day whenever space is available for that purpose* 

GALINDO stated such a pamphlet could possibly have 
been picked up from any of the numerous localities in Mexico, 
D* F*, where the pamphlet was previously distributed if copies 
are still available, but all the localities are now unknown 
to him* 





.VII. ALLEGATION BY PEDRO GUTIERREZ VALENCIA 
(A) Basis lor Inquiry 

T-2 lurnlsbed the Infomation which follows: 



On January 23, 1964, ELDRIDGE A. SNIGBT, Regional 
Security Officer, United States Embassy, Uexico, D. F«, Mexico, 
made available a letter, written in the Spanish language, 
dated December 2, 1963, which had been directed to Resident 
LYNDON B. JOHNSON by PEDRO GUTIERREZ VALENCIA, who described 
himself as a credit investigator for a Mexico City department 
store. 


The letter states that he was at the Cuban Embassy 
in Mexico City on September 30, 1963, or October 1, 1963, to 
conduct a credit investigation concerning an employee of 
that Embassy and, upon leaving, he observed a Cuban in the 
company of a person he Judged to be an American also leaving 
the premises of the Cuban Embassy. According to this letter, 
these two Individuals were engaged in a heated discussion in 
English involving "CASTRO, Cuba and KENNEDY." GUTIERREZ 
alleged that the Cuban observed by him at that time was 
counting American currency, and both persons departed from 
the area in an automobile. The letter continued that he had 
later seen photographs of LEE HARVEY OSWALD and bad concluded 
that the .unerican seen with the Cuban was LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 

Inquiry on January 27, 1964, at the credit department 
of the Mexico City department store known as *Talaclo de - 
Hierro, " Calle Durango No. 230, revealed that GUTIERREZ is 
known there as a credit investigator. 

(B) Interviews of GUTIERREZ VALENCIA 

✓ 

On January 29, 1964, PED^> GUTIERREZ^ VALENCIA, who 
resides in Mexico City at Calle Florida No. 9, Colonia Napoles, 
Mexico, D. F., advised 'that' he currently is employed at the 
Palacio de Hierro department store as a credit investigator 
and during the period from 1947 to 1949, he was the Assistant 
Commandant of the Penitentiary of the Federal District, located 
on Calle Lecumberri. During the period from 1943 to 1946, he 
was connected with the management of the restaurant "Le Rendez 
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VouSf** In Mexico, D, F» 


GUTIERREZ related that when he ws^jAssistant c 
Coaualndant of the Penitentiary, Dr* ESTHERrUlAPA, vhon he r . 
described as a "well^knovn communist | was the Parole Board 
Director at the prison. He said that Dr. CHAPA formally 
accused him of being anti-communist at that time, which was 
a correct charge, since he *^ost certainly was anti-communist 
He stated that Dr. CHAPA was finally dismissed from her 
position by her superiors. 



GUTIERREZ explained he had offered the above facts 
for the purpose of substantiating his avowed anti-communist 
sentiments during a long period of tine. 

GUTIERREZ acknowledged that he was the author of 
the aforementioned letter dated December 2, 1963, directed 
to President LYNDON B. JOHNSON. 

GUTIERREZ stated that on September 30, 1963, or 
October 1, 1963, he had occasion to go to the Cuban Embassy 
in Mexico, D. F., in connection with a credit investigation 
of a female employee of that Embassy, and needing to interview 
this woman at the Cuban Embassy at about 10:30 a.m., he had 
parked his car on Calle Francisco Marquez Just outside the 
parking area reserved for the use of Cuban Embassy vehicles. 

On February 3, 1964, GUTIERREZ stated that he now 
estimates that he entered the premises of the Cuban Embassy 
at about 10:30 or 10:35 a.m. on October 1, 1963, and departed 
about 10:50 a.m., explaining that he had been able to fix the 
time rather closely because he bad located a credit report on 
an individual he was investigating that date in Coyoacan 
(municipality in the Federal District) and estimated he was 
in Coyoacan at about 11:15 a.m. on October 1, 1963. 


On January 29, 1964, GUTIERREZ related that upon 
entering the Cuban Embassy on October 1, 1963, he was able 
to locate the woman about whom he was inquiring and she dis- 
played to him a card which Identified her as a "Second 
Counselor" of the Cuban Embassy, but when be asked her to 
show him her carnet to identify her as an employee of the 
Cuban Embassy accredited to the Mexican Government, she said 
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that an application bad been aade to the Mexican Foreign | 
Office but that her status bad notf at that time, been ' * 
recognized or accredited by the Mexican Government* GUTIERREZ 
explained that this was an obvious falsehood as he had checked 
at the Mexican Foreign Office previously and bad found that 
no information was on record for this female employee of the 
Cuban Embassy, and the Mexican Foreign Office had no knowledge 
of her presence In Mexico* 

GUTIERREZ Stated that he told the credit applicant 
that she would require a *'flador" (guarantor) In order to 
have her credit application approved, and she Indicated she 
could not furnish a "fiador,** for which reason the credit 
application was not approved by the department store and no 
further action was taken In connection therewith* 

On February 3, 1964, GUTIERREZ advised that an 
exhaustive search of the credit reports made by him In 
September and October, 1963, revealed that the credit report 
he made on a female employee of the Cuban Embassy at Mexico 
City on or about October 1, 1963, had been destroyed because 
of the fact her credit application had been rejected^ He 
believed she was employed In the Commercial Department of 
the Cuban Embassy, that being the section he visited when he 
went there to contact her* 

GUTIERREZ further related as follows: 

Upon leaving the Cuban Embassy be paused In the 
courtyard which leads to the outside sidewalk and, while In 
the process of lighting bis cigarette lighter, was bumped 
by a person who was also leaving the Cuban Embassy and was 
accompanied by an adult male American. GUTIERREZ subsequently 
viewed photographs of OSWALD and advised that It Is bis opinion 
OSWALD was the aforementioned American* It was his opinion 
that the person accompanying the American was a Cuban, basing 
this assumption on an expression used by this person after 
bumping Into GUTIERREZ In the courtyard, as when GUTIERREZ 
excused himself, the person responded In Spanish, *Tsta blen 
Chico** (that*s all right, buddy), a common expression used 
by Cubans to Indicate no harm was done* 
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He described this Cuban as follows:

GUTIERREZ said that when they passed him, the two 
individuals were engaged in a heated discussion in English; and 
GUTIERREZ heard the words '*CASTRO" and ''KENNEDY" mentioned. 

He claimed he noticed that the Cuban bad some American currency 
in his band and appeared to be examining or counting this money. 
He said that after the Cuban and the American exited through 
the gate to the sidewalk on Calle Francisco Marquez> be observed 
the Cuban hand the money to the American, and the American took 
this money with his left hand, folded it and pushed it Into 
his left»hand trouser pocket* 

GUTIERREZ related that this exchange interested him, 
and be followed the two individuals along Calle Francisco 
Marquez until they turned left at the corner where he observed 
that they entered an automobile which he described as being a 
"Dina Renault," light beige in color and a fairly new or 
current model. The Cuban was on the driver's side. The license 
plates had white numerals on a black background, the coloring 
of the 1962-63 Mexican plates, but GUTIERREZ could furnish no 
information as to whether the plates were for the Federal 
District of Mexico, whether the plates may have been "diplomatic" 
plates, or whether they may have been from some state or 
territory of Mexico. After the American and the Cuban got into 
the car, they apparently drove away, and he did not see them 
further. 


GUTIERREZ advised be believes that the person he 
considered to be OSWALD referred to the Cuban as "ERNIE" on 
at least two occasions during the conversation which be 
overheard. He expressed the opinion that the use of the name 
"ERNIE" may indicate that the Cuban's name may be "ERNESTO," 
which would be the normal Spanish name for a person who might 
be known as "ERNIE" or ERNEST. 

On January 29, 1964, GUTIERREZ examined twenty-two 
photographs of current and recent employees of the Cuban 
Embassy at Mexico City and stated that none of the photographs 
exhibited to him is Identical with the Cuban be observed in 
the company of the American at the Cuban Embassy on October 1, 
1963. 
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On February 27, 1964, T-25 advised that inquiries « 
at Calle Tolteca Ho. 53, Colonia Uorelos, and at various • 
tmsiness establishments in the immediate vicinity of that " f 
address, failed to develop any information concernins CAONAr . 
ELIAS or the above-described 1959 Renault automobile. Source 
advised that the structure numbered 53 on Calle Tolteca is 
actually a cow stable and unsuitable for human habitation. 

The address is located in an extremely poor, low-class area 
of Mexico City which is frequented by thieves. 

Inquiry was also conducted at Calle Tolteca Mo. 53, 
Colonia Industrial, at Calle Tolteca in Colonia Ixtapalapa, 
and at Calle Tolteca in Colonia San Pedro de los Pinos, without 
obtaining information which would aid in identifying ARTURO 
GAONA ELIAS. 

T-5 advised that a check of driver’s license records 
at the Federal District Traffic Department revealed no evidence 
that anyone identifiable with ARTURO GAONA ELIAS had been 
issued a driver's license in the Federal District of Mexico. 
Source further advised that Traffic Department records do not 
show that license number 23-56-61 had been issued as of that 
date for the current 1964-65 Federal District license plates 
and that license number 26-58-61 is a 1962-63 Federal District 
license number. 

Source further reported that no record could be 
located at the Ceremonial Division of the Mexican Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs that anyone by the name of ARTURO GAONA ELIAS 
had been reported to that Division as a representative of*anjr 
foreign nation in Mexico. 

The source also advised that no information identi- 
fiable with ARTURO GAONA ELIAS could be located in the files 
of the Identification Division, Metxopolltan Police of the 
Federal District. 

T-2 advised on March 2, 1964, that PEDRO GUTIERREZ 
VALENCIA stated that he had never known or heard of ARTURO 
GAONA ELIAS. 

The information which follows was furnished by T-2^ 









Additional investigation at Uexico City, whicli 
included a check of the United States Visa records and the? 
files of the National Automobile Theft Bureau, failed to i 
develop further identifying information concerning ARTURO '■ 
^GAONA ELIAS until on March 4, 1964, ANTONIO' SERV IN OE LA 
.'\moRA, official of the Mexican Social Security Institute, 
reported that the files of that agency included a record 
for ARTURO GAONA ELIAS and his wife, IRLIA'MENDIVIL DE'GAONA, 
as residents in the year 1957 at Calle Zaragosa No. 800, 

Colonia Plano Oriente, Ciudad Obregon, Sonora. 

I 

T-26, a confidential source who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that on March 11, 

1934, ARTURO GAONA ELIx'iS had been located in Ciudad Obregon, 
Sonora, v/here he now resides at Calle Nuevo Leon 743 Norte. 

He advised source that he had sold the 1959 Renault automobile, 
motor No. 744492, to REVNALDdvMMERO^ FELIX, who lives at Calle r 
Sinaloa No. 234 Sur, Ciudad Ob^god. 

Source advised that on March 11, 1964, REYNALDO 
ROLIERO FELIX was located in Ciudad Obregon and advised be bad 
sold the above-mentioned Renault automobile in July, 1961, to 
CLAUDIO\OLIVEROS of. M^iep City. He described OLIVEROS as 
having ai questionable reputation as an automobile dealer and 
related that OLIVEROS took the Renault to Mexico, D. F., where 
be was believed to have turned it over to ERNESTO MITRANI, 
a Cuban, who was engaged in the automobile business. He advised 
that ERNESTO MITRANI has a brother by the name of ISAAC MITRANI, 
who also might be an automobile buyer. 

According to ROMERO, this automobile was to have 
been sold by ERNESTO MITRANI at^Hesico. 0. F.,^or to have been 
sent to an American by the name of GUILLERW^UILLY, who deals 
in automobiles at Chihuahua, Chihuahua. I 

(E) Inquiry Concerning ERNESTO MITRANI 

On March 13, 1964, MARGARITA UUNGUIA, Visa Section, 
United Stated Embassy, \ Mexico, D. F., made available visa file 
data concerning ERNEST0\M1TRANI"LEVY, reflecting that be was 
born December 29, 1936. 'at Havana, .Cuba, and that be was the 
holder of Cuban passport No. 26367, Issued December, 1959, 
with expiration date in 1964. » 






The visa card contained a photograph of EEtNESTO . ' 
MITRANI, and he was described on this card In January, 1961« 
as being five feet seven inches in height, weighing 176 > 
pounds, of fair complexion, brown hair and green eyes. £ 

On March 17, 1964, photographs of ERNESTO MITRANI 
LEVY were exhibited to PEDRO GUTIERREZ VALENCIA, who stated 
that the photographs of MITRANI definitely do not depict the 
Cuban be saw in the company of an American at the Cuban Embassy 
about October 1, 1963. 

GUTIERREZ advised he believes that the Cuban observed 
by him at the Cuban Embassy was not an employee of that Embassy, 
because this person had his late model Renault automobile 
parked on Calle Tacubaya in an area which is used by the 
general public for parking. He pointed out that many officials 
and employees of the Cuban Embassy park their cars on Calle 
Francisco Marquez in an area reserved for their use. 

GUTIERREZ stated he believes that he would have no 
difficulty whatsoever identifying the Cuban if be ever observed 
a photograph of this person, because he has the appearance of 
the Cuban better fixed in bis mind than the appearance of the 
American he considered to have been OSWAIJ>. 

T-19 advised on March 18, 1954, that ERNESTO MITRANI 
LEVY, employee of the "Casa Vogue" (ladies* wear shop), Calle 
Madero No. 20, Mexico, D. F., advised that about two years ago 
he was engaged in buying and selling used automobiles in 
Mexico. He affirmed, however, that be is certain he did. not 
buy a 1959 Renault sedan from CLAUDIO OLIVEROS, explalnl^ that 
OLIVEROS formerly operated a used car lot in Mexico City but, 
due to OLIVEROS* bad character and alleged fraudulent activities, 
he had been forced to close down the business and reportedly 
had left Mexico, D. F., for his home In Guadalajara, Jalisco, 
Mexico, 

MITRANI also mentioned that be had been employed in 
the Cuban Embassy in Mexico, D. F«, until 1959; however, be 
was unable to furnish any information concerning any possible 
employee of the Cuban Embassy who might have had a 1959 beige* 
colored Renault in his possession in October, 1963, or in 
February, 1964. 
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MITRANI stated that It Is common practice for • 
persons In Ucxico to buy an automobile and leave it regis*-- ' 
tered in the name of a prior owner to avoid payment of sales 
taxes* He said that the 1959 Renault may have changed hands 
many times since it originally was purchased by ARTURO GAONA 
ELIAS of Ciudad Obregon, Sonora, in 1959* 

Upon recontact on March 24, 1964, MITRANI advised 
he had checked the incomplete records he still possesses for 
the period he was in the used car business and had located 
no record of a purchase of a 1959 Renault from CLAUDIO 
OLIVEROS or anyone else. MITRANI advised he had spoken with 
his brother, ISAAC MITRANI, in an effort to determine whether 
he might have a record of a transaction involving the afore* 
mentioned Renault, but his brother likewise could locate no 
record involving the 1959 Renault automobile* 

(F) Further Interviews of GUTIERREZ 


T-2 advised as follows: 

On February 20, 1964, in an effort to ascertain 
whether or not he could identify the Cuban and the American 
he encountered on October 1, 1963, GUTIERREZ examined three 
photographs of an unidentified, white, male — several 

of the photographs depicting different attire — and he could 
not effect an identification. In this connection, GUTIERREZ 
also examined twenty photographs of white, male Americans who 
had been in Mexico City during September and October, 1963, 
any one of whom could have been the American seen by him at 
the Cuban Embassy. GUTIERREZ affirmed that he could mot* 
recognize any of them* 

On February 20, 1964, GUTIERREZ also was shown a 
photograph of LEE HARVEY OSUALD which bad appeared in *14.fe** 
magazine and which depicts OSWALD passing out pro*Cuban 
literature on a street in New Orleans, Louisiana* With 
respect to a profile photograph of OSWALD showing his right 
arm extended and bis torso from the waist op, GUTIERREZ advised 
that it does not appear familiar to him and that be cannot say 
that this photograph in any way resembles the American seen 
by him at the Cuban Embassy on October 1, 1963* He explained 
that during his brief encounter with the American and Cuban 
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on October 1, 1963, be at no tine observed the profile view 
of either the American or the Cuban. 


GUTIERREZ agreed that a nistaken identification "f 
from newspaper photographs of OSWALD which he saw almost two 
months later would be very possible. He insisted, however, 
that he does not believe be is mistaken in bis identification 
of OST/ALD. 


On February 20, 1964, GUTIERREZ examined a photo* 
graph of former Cuban Consul General in Mexico, EUSEBIO AZCDE, 
and stated he has never, to his knowledge, seen AZCUE and the 
Cuban observed by him with the American on October 1, 1963, 
definitely was not AZCUE. 

On March 2, 1964, GUTIERREZ examined two photographs 
of MARIA LUISA CALDERON, former employee of the Cuban Embassy, 
and stated that although these photographs looked familiar to 
him and could possibly be the female employee of the Commercial 
Section of the Cuban Embassy whom be bad interviewed on or 
about October 1, 1963, be cannot be certain that these photo* 
graphs of CALDERON depict that person. 

In order to more readily pinpoint the date be had 
been at the Cuban Embassy and observed the Cuban and the 
American, on March 2, 1964, GUTIERREZ made available a listing 
of 260 names of individuals concerning whom be bad conducted 
credit investigations for the Palacio de Hierro department 
store for the period September 1, 1963, to October 25, 1963, 
who were approved for credit. He stated this list represents 
the basis for bis pay as a credit investigator because he is 
paid on an individual case basis for each person investigated. 

He pointed out that he is paid only for those applicants who 
are approved for credit and that no records are maintained by 
the department store of names of persons who are rejected for 
credit. Among those names mentioned are the names of 30 persons 
investigated for credit by GUTIERREZ during the period from 
September 27 to October 3, 1963. GUTIERREZ explained that no 
specific data appears on this list which would identify the 
exact date he conducted the individual investigation on each 
of the 30 persons listed but that he has estimated that the 
names of the 17th and 18th individuals listed would have been 
conducted on or about October 1, 1963. He advised that the 
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naoes of JCSEFINA LORENZANAHIERNANDEZ and her *'f iador,^ 
RICARDO LOREMZANA RUBIN, are the 17th and 18th names on Ju 
this listing. ^ ’ - I' 


GUTIERREZ pointed out that the names of LORENZ AN A 
HERNANDEZ and LORENZANA RUBIN are significant in that these 
persons were the subjects of his investigation in Coyoacan 
on October 1, 1963, and the appearance of these names on 
the pay sheet in a nimerical sequence indicating that the 
investigations were conducted on or about October 1, 1963, 
further substantiates information to the effect he conducted 
the credit investigation of these persons on October 1, 1663, 
as be recalled that he had been at the Cuban Embassy Just 
prior to conducting the investigation on the LORENZANAs. 



GUTIERREZ stated he had given much thought to any 
other possible means of pinpointing the exact date be was at 
the Cuban Embassy but had not arrived at any additional means 
of establishing that he was there on October 1, 1963, other 
than from his personal recollection and the fact be conducted 
a credit investigation of the afore-mentioned JOSEFINA 


LORENZANA HERNANDEZ and her father, RICARDO LORENZANA RUBIN, 

nn 



In furnishing further details regarding his reported 
visit to the Cuban Embassy on or about October 1, 1963, 

GUTIERREZ advised he had departed from the Consular Section 
of the Cuban Embassy through the rear door leading into the 
patio or garden section of the premises and departed from the 
patio area through the main entrance on Calle Francisco Marquez, 
GUTIERREZ stated it was his impression that the unidentified 
Cuban and the person identified by him as OSWALD had left 
the building in the Embassy conq>ound where the Cuban Ambassador 
has his quarters rather than the Consular building, which is 
a separate edifice. He said he could not be sure that the 
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Cuban nnd the American bad not left the Consular building^'' ' 
but when he was bumped by the Cuban, It seemed to him that 
the Cuban and the American were coming more from the direction 
of the residence than from the Consular building. . i 

On April 25, 1964, front vlev and profile photo- 
graphs of HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO were exhibited to PEDRO 
GUTIERREZ VALENCIA, who Stated that these photographs of 
DURAN in no way resemble the unknown Cuban he observed on or 
about October 1, 1963, in the company of the American exiting 
the premises of the Cuban Embassy in Mexico, D. F. 

GUTIERREZ pointed out that be feels that the data 
be had previously provided bad exhausted bis means of substan- 
tiating bis allegation. 



(G) Inquiries Concerning Renault 

On March 31, 1964, FRANCISCO CHAVEZ ORTEGA, Agent 
for the Metropolitan Police of the Federal District, advised 
that he had ascertained from a check of the records of the 
Mexico City Traffic Department that the 1959 Renault automobile 
described above continued to be registered in the name of 
GAONA ELIAS and appeared to have been licensed in the Federal 
District of Mexico for the years 1964 and 1965 with the same 
license number that it previously carried for the years 1962 
and 1963. 

T-2 advised as follows: 

On March 7, 1964, Attorney RENE NUCAMENDI, an " 
official of the Mexican Federal Automobile Registration 
Bureau (MFARB), Mexico, D. F., advised that the MFARB file 
No. 193630 contains the following information concerning 
ARTURO GAONA ELIAS and a 1959 Renault automobile registered 
to him. 

A 1959 Renault **Dauphine** four-door sedan, motor 
No. 744492, serial No. 5401098, was assembled in Mexico by 
the automobile assembly factory known as "Autos Franceses, 

S. A." (incorporated), Avenida Cuauhtemoc Mo. 393, Mexico, O. F. 

This vehicle, a model 1090, was sold in 1959 to an 



automobile agency known as "Distrlbuldores Sonorenses de 
Autos Franceses, S. A.*' (French Automobile Distributors of -f 
Sonora, Inc.), located at Avenida Uiguel Aleman No. 242, "jr 
Ciudad Obregon, Sonora, Hexico. .V 

According to the UFARB file, this vehicle was sold 
by the aforc-mentioned automobile distributor in Ciudad Obrecoo 
Sonora, on December 5, 1959, to ARTURO GAONA ELIAS, Calle 
Tolteca No. 53, Mexico, D. F. 

Attorney NUCAUENDl stated that the MFARB file on this 
vehicle shows no transfer of registration from GAONA to any 
other individual, but such a transfer without notification to 
MFARB is not an uncommon occurrence in Mexico. 

(H) Information From CLAUDIO OLIVEROS 

The information which follows was provided by T-19: 

On April 7, 1964, CLAUDIO OLIVEROS was located at a 
Mexico City automobile parking lot at Parque Espana No. 5, 
and advised as follows: 

OLIVEROS stated emphatically that he did not buy a 
1959 Renault automobile from REYNALDO ROMERO, a used car dealer 
of Ciudad Obregon, Sonora, in 1961. OLIVEROS said that during 
1961, he was hospitalized in Mexico, D. F., for an operation, 
and during that period he made no trips to Ciudad Obregon, 
Sonora, to buy used cars. 

OLIVEROS stated that he could only recall having 
purchased two Renault automobiles in the Ciudad Obregon area 
in the past. One of these automobiles was a used Renault 
which he purchased during 1960 from the Renault car agency In 
Ciudad Obregon, and the other was a Renault automobile he 
purchased from an unknown farmer in the Ciudad Obregon area, 
also during the year 1960. 

OLIVEROS claimed that he is well acquainted with 
REYNALDO ROMERO and that this individual is known locally 
around Ciudad Obregon by the nickname **E1 Rey. '* OLIVEROS 
advised that REYNALDO ROMERO is mistaken if he stated that he 
sold a Renault automobile to OLIVEROS in 1961, because he, 
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0LIVER03, has never purchased a Benault automobile from 
REYNALDO ROMERO. 

The following data was provided by T-2:

On April 15, 1964, CLAUDIO OLIVEROS, who Stated 
he resides at Avenida Ejerclto Nacional No. 1049, Apartment 
No. 301, Uexico, D. F., related that following bis previous 
interview on April 7, 1964, he had recalled that he purchased 
a Renault automobile in Ciudad Obregon, Sonora, Uexico, in 
about July, 1951, and transported this vehicle to Uexico, D. F., 
where he sold the car to a *TIr. DURAN,** who was employed at 
a furniture manufacturing establishment. OLIVEROS vaguely 
recalled that the buyer of this vehicle either resided or had 
his place of business in the "Colonia Del Valle" section of 
Uexico City. He also recalled this individual had a brother 
who claimed he was married to an American girl. 


T-23 advised that it had been determined from 
observation that HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO, the husband of SILVIA 
TIRADO D£ DURAN, operates a 1962 maroon, four-door Volvo 
automobile, bearing 1964-65 Federal District of Uexico license 
plates number 30-51-18. 

T-2 advised that on April 24, 1964, CLAUDIO OLIVEROS 
stated he had learned from a former associate in the used car 
business that an automobile sales receipt still in the 
possession of the latter clearly shows that OLIVEROS sold a 
1959 Renault, motor No. 7444492, to a *'Ur. DURAN** at Mexico, 

D. F., in 1931. OLIVEROS stated that this sales receipt. was 
signed by DURAN, but the signature was somewhat illegible and 
he was unable to read the full name. It was brought to the 
attention of OLIVEROS that records of the Mexican Federal 
Automobile Bureau indicate the motor number of the 1959 Renault 
under consideration is 744492. OLIVEROS stated that be is 
certain that the motor number he provided is correct according 
to the sales receipt which he personally had examined, and be 
indicated that he is convinced that this is the vehicle which 
formerly was the property of ARTURO GAONA ELIAS of Ciudad 
Obregon, Sonora, Uexico, which he, OLIVEROS, had purchased 
in 1931 in Ciudid Obregon. 





On April 25, 1964, OLIVEROS advised that he bad .. X 
recalled that the 1959 Renault automobile had been sold to - 
the afore-mentioned "Ur. DURAN" at a lamp manufacturing ~%- 
and sales establishment known as *liamparas Duran" (Duran 
Lamps) located In the Colonla Del Valle area of Mexico, 0« 

(I) Inquiries Concerning DURAN Family 

On April 27, 1934, T-25 ascertained that "Lamparas 
Duran" is located at Calle Amores No. 327-A, Mexico, D. F., 
and is currently operated by one MARIO CARAZO, who stated be 
had purchased the business from LIDIA DURAN. Source advised 
that the business apparently employed only three persons. 

On April 29, 1934, T-25 advised that he had ascer- 
tained that LIDIA DURAN Is a widow and has one or two brothers. 

On April 27, 1964, T-5 advised he had established 
from the records of the Passport Section, Mexican Foreign 
Ministry, that LIDIA DURAN was born March 18, 1920, at 
Chihuahua, Chihuahua, Mexico, and that her full name, accord- 
ing to Spanish usage, is LIDIA DURAN NAVARRO. At the time of 
the issuance of a Mexican Passport in 1959$^ she was married 
to one RAUL FLORES GUERRERO. On April 29, 1964, T-5 advised 
that no record of HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO could be found in the 
passport files of the Mexican Foreign Ministry. 

On May 6, 1964, T-4 advised he had established 
through records of the Mexican Foreign Ministry and of the 
Federal Judicial Police at Mexico, D. F., that LIDIA DURAK 
NAVARRO DE FLORES; HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO and RUBEN DURAN 
NAVARRO are the children of RUFINO DURAN SILVA, father, 
and LIDIA NAVARRO de DURAN, mother. 

T-2 advised that on May 7, 1964, CLAUDIO OLIVEROS 
examined front view and profile photographs of HORACIO DURAN 
NAVARRO and immediately identified these photographs as those 
of the individual to whom he had sold a 1959 Renault automobile 
at Mexico, D. F., in July, 1961. OLIVEROS also examined a 
photograph of RUBEN DURAN NAVARRO and identified this photo- 
graph as that of a brother of HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO. After 
examining these photographs, OLIVEROS recalled he had known 
the DURAN family about ten years ago when they resided on 
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Calle Fanuco in Mexico, D. F. , and late in 1962 be had 
encountered RUBEN DURAN NAVARRO at the International Airport 
in Mexico, D. F., and was told by DURAN at that tine that be 
was taking a flight to visit some of the European **Iron . f 
Curtain'* countries, possibly including Russia* 

On May 7, 1934, DAVID ALKON, a Mexico City resident 
with residence at Calle Fernandez Gonzalez Roa No. 47, Ciudad 
Satelite, State of Mexico, advised that HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO, 
the husband of SILVIA TIRADO OB DURAN, currently operates a 
red, four-door Volvo automobile. ALKON stated that DURAN also 
owns a 1959 Renault automobile which was from Ciudad Obregon, 
Sonora, and bad been purchased by DURAN at Mexico, D. F., in 
1951. ALKON recalled that DURAN experienced difficulty in 
licensing the vehicle and mentioned that he had to correspond 
with the previous owner in Ciudad Obregon in order to secure 
additional data concerning the vehicle. ALKON affirmed that 
this 1959 Renault is a light grey color and definitely is not 
beige in color. He said this car is currently stored at a 
Mexico City repair garage after having been involved in an 
accident, and DURAN has indicated he was not able financially 
to pay for the repairs on the vehicle. ALKON stated that to 
the best of his knowledge, DURAN has maintained possession of 
this car since be purchased it in 1961. 

ALKON stated that he maintains a contractual relation 
with HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO for the interior decoration of bouses 
designed by ALKON and also is well acquainted with RUBEN DURAN 
NAVARRO, a brother, as well as with one sister who is known to 
ALKON as "LIN." Concerning "LIN," ALKON related that she is 
a widow and until about one year ago operated a lighting fixture 
firm known as "Lamparas Duran. ** 

ALKON stated that SILVIA TIRADO DE DURAN, the wife 
of HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO, was formerly employed in the Consular 
Section of the Cuban Embassy at Mexico City, and the 1959 
Renault which had been the property of HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO 
since 1961 had undoubtedly been used by the family for trans- 
portation to and from the Cuban Embassy on numerous occasions, 

ALKON made reference to th e fact that be voluntarily 
had appeared at the United States Embassy, Mexico, D. F., on 
December 9. 1963, at which time he reported that his contacts 
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with HORACIO DURAN NAVARRO had left him with the impression 
that contacts betv;een SILVIA TIRADO DE DURAN and OST/AU> 1 
related only to the latter *s application for a visa and that 
her contact with him was slight. On May 7, 1964, ALKON 
advised that his subsequent contacts with HORACIO DURAN NAV^JRRO 
have not led him to believe the latter ever had any contact 
with OSWALD and SILVIA DURAN *s contacts with OSWALD related 
to anything more than OSWALD'S application for a visa at the 
Cuban Embassy.

VIII ALLEGATION BV YLARIO^ROJASV VILLANUEVA

(A) Basis for Inquiry -

In an undated letter directed to Attorney General 
ROBERT F. KENNEDY, which was contained in an envelope postmarked . 
December 31, 1963, at Guadalajara, Jalisco, Mexico, the following 
was recorded as translated from the Spanish language: 


**I ask you to forgive these few bold lines addressed 
to so distinguished a person. 


"Mr. ROBERT, 1 am a Mexican by race and nationality. 
Also, Mr. ROBERT, I am communicating with you because 
I do not trust anyone in the matter 1 intend to deal 
with. 


, "X am referring to the death of your brother. 

Perhaps, my information may prove quite helpful even' 
though various officials of the United States may 
be involved and affected by it, I, your servant, 
am willing to identify them. I will tell you only 
later; however, with patience. It concerns the plan 
which I never thought would be carried out. 

"I used to be a friend of LEE OSWALD, and also of 
ALBERT, as well as three more people, I knew about 
the plan, but I never thought that it would turn 
out to be a true plan. 

"1 lost their friendship because I did not accept 
to introduce Communist propaganda into my Mexico, 

To be more specific, I separated from them, and

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never saw then again until I found out about the 
death of the President, your brother. 

*Torgive ne for not explaining any nore, but it 
is an extremely delicate subject for you and for 
me» I ask you to see to it that Justice is done 
now that this is in your possession. 

*'(Signed) YLARIO ROJAS, 

Uanuel Acuna 1367, 
Guadalajara" 

(B) Initial Interviews of YLARIO ROJAS 

T»0 advised as follows: 

Upon interview on January 10, 1964, at Guadalajara, 
Jalisco, Mexico, YLARIO ROJAS VILLANUEVA, Manuel Acuna 1367, 
Guadalajara, advised that in June or July, 1832, he was 
approached by an unidentified Cuban in a park in Mexico City. 
He claimed this Cuban talked to him about smuggling Cuban 
propaganda into Mexico and promised to see him later in 
Guadalajara. 

ROJAS related that the Cuban arrived in Guadalajara 
by automobile about the middle of August, 1932, and the two 
of them drove by automobile to Ciudad Juarez, Chihuahua, 
Mexico, across the border from El Paso, Texas. On this trip 
to Ciudad Juarez, he was introduced by this Cuban to an 
individual, r/hose name he could not recall but whom he 
recognized later by photograph as LEE HARVEY OSVfALD. He 
stated that after their meeting, the three of then discussjad 
the introduction of pro-CASTRO propaganda into Mexico via 
Cozumel, an island located off the coast of the Yucatan 
Peninsula of Mexico. 

ROJAS claimed that the following morning they left 
Ciudad Juarez on a flight of Aeronaves de Mexico Airlines 
and flew to Guadalajara, after a stop at Monterrey, Nuevo 
Leon. After their arrival in Guadalajara, the Cuban gave 
him 400 pesos ($32 U.S.) and told him he would receive further 
instructions at a later date. 
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ROJAS continued as follows: 

The latter part of December « 1962, the Cuban ^ 
visited him in Guadalajara, gave him 900 pesos ($72 
and on the instructions of the Cuban, he proceeded to 
Cozumel by bus, arriving there shortly after Christmas, 

1952. In Cozumel, ROJAS was met by two Cubans, whose names 
he could not recall, and also by a Cuban woman whose first 
name was CRISTINA. Although he could not recall the names 
of the Cubans, he claimed to have them written in a notebook 
which he left with DANIEL SOLIS, a municipal pollceiKan in 
Cozumel, and he affirmed SOLIS would not deliver the notebook 
to anyone but him. 

About December 20, 1S62, OSWALD arrived in COzumel, 
having proceeded there from Jamaica via Compania Mexicana de 
Aviation (CMA) Airlines. OSWALD, the three Cubans and ROJAS 
discussed the introduction of Cuban propaganda into Mexico. 
During the time of these discussions, OSWALD and the three 
Cubans stayed at the Hotel Playa in Cozumel and ROJAS resided 
at the home of DANIElVsolIS. OSWALD remained in Cozumel for 
^ two or three days and ^returned to Jamaica by air, and ROJAS 
and the three Cubans remained in Cozumel until about February 
15, 1953, when OSV/ALD again appeared in Cozumel from Jamaica 
and on this occasion stayed three days. The day following 
OSWALD'S arrival, an American by the name of ALBERT arrived 
from Jamaica. 

ROJAS claimed the Cuban woman, CRISTINA, told him 
that she, the other two Cubans, OSWALD and ALBERT had discussed 
the elimination of President KENNEDY. According tO' ROJAS, 
she stated OSWALD was in favor of killing President KENNEDY, 
but ALBERT and the Cubans did not agree with OSWALD. ROJAS 
was told by CRISTINA that OSWAID had stated to the Cubans 
that he and ALBERT had laid plans to eliminate the President. 
ALBERT had stayed at the Hotel Isleno in Cozumel and returned 
to the United States via Jamaica the day after his arrival In 
Cozumel. 


ROJAS claimed to have stayed in Cozumel until early 
March, 1963, when be returned by bus to Guadalajara. 

T-20 advised as follows:

On January 21, 

Gobernacion (Inferior) at 
Immigration records of entries and departures to Mexico at 
the Island of Cozumel | Quintana Roo, Mexico, and at Merida, 
Yucatan, Mexico, for the period from December 25, 1962, through 
February, 1963. These records disclosed no information for 
anyone v;ith the name of LEE HARVEY OST/ALD and the aliases of 
O, H, LEE and ALEK JA'JES HIDELL, or any information identifiable 
Trith the ALBERT referred to by ROJAS or the unidentified Cubans. 

(C) Reinterview of ROJAS 

T-27, a confidential source abroad, advised os follows: 

On January 22-23, 1964, YLARIO ROJAS VILLANUEVA advised 
that he was born in Ciudad Manuel Doblado in the State of 
Guanajuato, Mexico, but he did not know the year and guessed 
It was about 1932 or 1933. 

He stated he also uses the name ELADIO'VILLANUEVA 
\R0JAS and explained that his mother's name was' ESTEFANIA ROJAS 
'^'and that his father, whose surname was VILLANUEVA, was not 
known by him, for which reason most of the time he prefers to 
use his mother's maiden name, ROJAS, rather than his true name 
from his father of VILLANUEVA. 

At this time he furnished further background infor- 
mation concerning himself, as follows: He completed the sixth 

grade at a ranch school and in about 1949 he traveled to. the 
United States border and crossed illegally into the United 
States where he was employed at El Centro, California, by 
a man named MacILVANEY (phonetic), who had a drainage and 
irrigation business. He was arrested by the United States 
Immigration authorities but this agency allowed him to leave 
the United States voluntarily. Upon his return from the 
United States, he went to the ranch where his mother resides 
and remained there for approximately three years, after which, 
in about 1957, he went to Tijuana, Mexico,, where he was 
employed for approximately a year "by a bottling firm which 
handled **7-Up." Prior to his departure from Tijuana, "be had 
married his present wife, MARIA YOLANDA > CORDOVA DE^VlLLANUEVA. 
After about 1958, ROJAS had only odd Jobs and stated he has 
worked part-time during the period 1958 to 1964. 







V’ith specific reference to his alleged knowledge 
of OST/ALD and ALBERT and other unidentified Cubans, on this 
occasion ROJAS advised as follows: 

About August 14, 1962, be traveled to Uexico City 
and while waiting in a park near the bus station of the bus 
line "Estrellas de Oro" and the hotel where he stayed, he 
was contacted by an unidentified individual, who he later 
learned was a Cuban, and at that time this person proposed 
that ROJAS assist him in smuggling Cuban propaganda into 
Mexico, 

About August 19, 1962, the Cuban and ROJAS departed 
from Guadalajara by air to the United States border at Muevo 
Laredo, Tamaulipas, where he was introduced to a person who 
he later learned was LEE HARVEY OSWALD. At that time OSWALD 
was accompanied by two other Americans. ROJAS claimed that 
the Cuban and OSWALD discussed amounts to be paid for smuggling 
Cuban propaganda into Mexico; thereafter, about August 21, 1962, * 
be and the Cuban departed from Nuevo Laredo to Monterrey by 
bus, where the Cuban separated from him, going to Mexico City, 
while he, ROJAS, continued to Guadalajara. 

About three or four months latter, the Cuban arrived 
in Guadalajara, gave him 700 pesos ($56 U.S.) and instructed 
him to proceed to Cozumel for further contacts in connection 
with the smuggling of Cuban propaganda into Mexico. 

ROJAS departed for Cozumel and claimed that upon 
arrival in Cozumel by accident he met DANIEL SOLIS, a policeman 
whose wife is ROJAS' niece, and be resided at SOLIS' home during 
the entire time he was in Cozumel. 

During his stay in Cozumel, he again met OSWALD, 
the unidentified Cubans, one of whom was a woman by the name 
of CRISTINA, and also met with the American named ALBERT. 

During this period OSWALD came to Cozumel by plane on two 
occasions, and during OSWALD'S two trips to Cozumel, the plot 
to murder President KENNEDY was discussed. 

During his stay in Cozumel, be was friendly with a 
Mexican Air Force sergeant whose name he could not recall and 
whose assistance he sought to help him follow the activities

of the Cubans, CS\/AU) and ALBERT. This person later was 
Identified as LEOFOLDO>TORR£E' CORTES, Mexican Air Force ^ 
sergeant, v;ho is based at Cozumel airport.

He claimed to have left at the home of SOLIS a '■* 
notebook vrbich he alleged contained the names of the uniden- 
tified Cubans and the full name of the unidentified American 
named ALBERT. • 


He stated that the Cubans and OSWALD stayed at the 
Hotel Playa in Cozumel and that ALBERT stayed at the Hotel 
Isleno in Cozumel. 

(D) Discrepancies in ROJAS* Story 
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T-20 advised that on February 24, 1964, a review of 
the register of the Hotel Playa at Cozumel failed to reveal 
any record of OSWALD or any information identifiable with the 
Cubans mentioned by ROJAS for the period March 20, 1963, 
through July, 1963. It also was determined that the Hotel 
Isleno in Cozumel was closed from April to August, 1933. 

On the same date, a review of the records of CUA 
airlines at Cozumel was conducted for the period from March 20 
through August, 1933, and no record could be located for anyone 
with the name of LEE HARVEY OSV/ALD or his known aliases. 

v7hen interviewed on January 22-23, 1964, the dis- 
crepancies with regard to the Information he had furnished on 
January 22-23, 1934, with relation to the information he bad 
furnished on January 10, 1964, were pointed out to ROJAS, who 
merely attributed the discrepancies to his "lack of education." 

T-8 advised as follows: 

On February 6, 1963, ROJAS produced a slip of paper 
which he claimed he had obtained from under the inner sole of 
an old pair of shoes, and he alleged the paper had recorded 
thereon the names of certain unidentified individuals concerning 
'Whom he had furnished information previously, as follows: 

The Cuban woman whom ROJAS bad formerly Identified 
as CRISTINA is listed on this slip of paper as CRIST INA^GADEA.

The unidentified Cuban whom he claimed to have met 
in Mexico City and with whom he later claimed to, have traveled 
to Muevo Laredo and to Cozumel is listed as T0N1’7ERR£A« . « .

The individual referred to as the American named 
ALBERT is listed as ADWIN WALKER, and the name of LEE HARVEI 
OS WOL is listed. 

A review of the manifest of Aeronaves de Mexico 
airlines at Guadalajara for August 3, 1962, included a listing 
for HILAR 10 ROJAS as having flown from Guadalajara to Monterrey 
on an Aeronaves de Mexico flight; however, this manifest failed 
to reflect a listing for one TONI FERREA, whom ROJAS identified 
as the Cuban who traveled to the border with him. 

T-20 advised as follows: 

On February 24, 1964, at Cozumel, DANIEL SOLIS advised 

• he knows ROJAS as ELAOIO; V1LLANUEVA\RAMIR£E. SOLIS produced 
ROJAS* notebook, and it was observed that it did not contain 

I the names of the unidentified Cubans as claimed by ROJAS. 

♦ 

SOLIS advised that during the period of time he 
stayed in Cozumel, ROJAS did not engage in any unusual activities 
of any kind. He said he never sav/ ROJAS in the company of any 
unusual strangers nor in the company of any Americans or Cubans. 

LEOPOLOO TORRES CORTES, a Mexican Air Force sergeant, 
Cozumel airport, was contacted on February 25, 1964. TOR^S 
advised he became acquainted with ROJAS when the two of them 
arrived in Cozumel together in March, 1963. He related that 
he associated with ROJAS once or twice a week and that he had 
never observed ROJAS in the company of a Cuban or an American. 
TORRES stated that he never was requested by ROJAS to keep 
watch over or cover the activities of anyone in Cozumel. 

(ROJAS had previously claimed that TORRES had been of assistance 
to him in watching over the unidentified Cubans and the 
Americans . ) 




(E) ROJAS Involved In JACOB 5. FLOYD Matter 

On February 21, 1964, MARIA ESPERANZA GARCIA, ' 
manager, Sanborns airlines office, Hamilton Hotel, Laredo, 
Texas, advised Jpecial Agent ROBERT L. CHAPMAN of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation that she bandied ticket purchase order 
No. A37240 with CMA on July 31, 1962, which reflected that the 
purchase order was made out to HILARIOVrojas for an airline 
ticket from Guadalajara, Mexico, to Ituevo Laredo, Mexico, 
which was utilized by ROJAS on August 4, 1962. GARCIA stated 
that she had received a telephone call during the latter part 
of July, 1082, from Attorney JACOB S.VFLOYD, Alice, Texas, 
concerning the purchase of a round-trip ticket from Guadalajara 
to Nuevo Laredo for YLARIA V. ROGAS. 

GARCIA stated that on July 31, 1962, she received 
a letter dated July 30, 1952, from FLOYD enclosing a check 
for $60.64 (U. S. currency). This letter stated, *'l enclosed 
herewith a check for $60.64 covering a round trip ticket for'*’ 
YLARIA V. ROGAS, Chilarde 635, Guadalajara, Jalisco. This 
trip Ts to begin on August 4, 1932, and is from Guadalajara 
to Nuevo Laredo and return.*' The letter requested a refund 
if the ticket was not used and gave a residence telephone 
number of Mohawk 4-6323 and office telephone as Mohawk 4-6531, 
Alice, Texas. The letter was signed "JACOB S. FLOYD" and is 
on stationery of the lav; offices of Perkins, Floyd, Davis, 
and Oden. 


GARCIA stated that she had also received a copy of 
a letter written by JACOB S. FLOYD to ROJAS dated July 30, 
1S32. This letter advised ROJAS that arrangements bad been 
made for the District Attorney and a good interpreter to meet 
with ROJAS on Sunday afternoon, August 5, 1962, at the Plaza 
Hotel, Laredo, and that a round-trip airline ticket was being 
sent to him through Sanborns as agent for Aeronaves airlines. 
It was pointed out in the letter that a ten-dollar bill was 
being enclosed to ROJAS to cover expenses for food and hotel 
in the event he could not make airlines connections on the 
trip to Nuevo Laredo and bad to stay in Monterrey overnight. 

According to the first confidential source abroad, 
on February '2G, 1964, District Attorney SAM H. BURRIS and 
Assistant District Attorney JOHN C. CAMPOS at Alice, Texas, 



advised as lollovrs regarding their association eith YLARIO ROJAS: 

BURRIS and CAMPOS have been investigating the murder 
of BUDDY FLOYD since 1952. ROJAS initially contacted the FLOYD 
family in July, 1932, by letter addressed to Jim Wells County, 
Texas officials, claiming knowledge of a conspiracy by ALFREDO 
CERVANTES and others to murder FIX>YO and suggested a meeting 
with JACOB FLOYD, SR. 

On July 23, 1962, ROJAS wrote FLOYD from Guadalajara 
offering to meet FLOYD at the Mexican border if his expenses 
were furnished, as a result of which airline travel tickets 
were sent to RCJAS. 

On Augjst 5, 1962, FLOYD, BURRIS and CAMPOS met ROJAS 
at the Nuevo Laredo Motel, Nuevo Laredo, Mexico. At that time 
ROJAS stated he owned a bar at Chapala, Mexico, where be knew 
CERVANTES as a customer. ROJAS stated CERVANTES held a meeting 
with two Americans, NORMAN NEOCON and LOUIS FEANO, who allegedly 
had hired CERVANTES to kill JACOB (BUDDY) FLOYD, JR. ROJAS 
furnished detailed descriptions of these men. Before this 
conference r/ith FLOYD and his associates began, ROJAS demanded 
money, but this was refused until information of value was* 
received. At the end of the conference, ROJAS was paid $40.00 
by FLOYD, in addition to expenses, and was left at the Nuevo 
Laredo Motel. 

The investigation of this matter was turned over to 
BURRIS by FLOYD. BURRIS then wrote to ROBERT'ADAMS, American 
Consul, Mexico City, in this regard. 

On September 13, 1962, ADAMS reported investigation 
in this matter failed to verify the story related by ROJAS. 

He advised that no Information was developed concerning NEOCON, 
FEANO or anyone fitting their descriptions, driving a red Buick 
as described by ROJAS. 

ADAMS further reported. that inquiry revealed ROJAS was 
considered Irresponsible and lazy and that be had apparently 
learned of the CERVANTES case through an associate at Guadalajara. 

On August 16, 1962, ROJAS in a letter to BURRIS claimed 
that United States Customs officers bad beaten him up on August 
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5| 1962, which allegation BURRIS subsequently determined to . ^ 
be false. ROJAS again demanded more money, and constantly ^ . 
did 80 , which money was not furnished. 

BURRIS stated ROJAS did not furnish any information 
which could be verified. The last letter received from ROJAS 
was dated November 5, 1S63, in which be again pleaded for 
money, but this letter was not acknowledged. 

BURRIS and CAMPOS considered ROJAS to be **a liar** 
and a person who attempts to exploit others for money. 

District Attorney BURRIS advised he has in his files 
all correspondence and records pertaining to this matter which 
he would gladly furnish if needed and that he would be willing 
to testify at any time concerning these matters if such testimony 
would be needed. 
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(F) ROJAS* Admission of Fabrication 

T-29, a confidential source abroad, advised as follows: 

On March 5, 1964, at Guadalajara, Jalisco, Mexico, 

ROJAS orally admitted that he had never known or met OSWALD 
anywhere. 


On March 5, 1964, GENARO ALFARO LOPEZ and Captain 
ESTEBAN LOPEZ GARCIA, agents of the Mexican Federal Security 
Police at Guadalajara, Jalisco, interviewed ROJAS. 

They questioned ROJAS concerning his allegations of 
knowledge of an alleged assassination plot against President 
KENNEDY and of having met OSWALD, ALBERT and other unidentified 
Cubans in relation to this matter. At that time ROJAS admitted 
that he had fabricated the information. 

On March 5, 1964, at Guadalajara, ALFARO and LOPEZ 
obtained a signed statement from ROJAS, who, as has been pointed 
out, also uses the name ELADIO VILLANUEVA RAMIREZ. His statement 
aS; translated from Spanish is as follows: 

**At Guadalajara, Jalisco, 1:30 p.m., March 5, 1964, 
before GENARO ALFARO LOPEZ and Captain ESTEBAN LOPEZ 
GARCIA, Agents of the Federal Security Police, a 
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statement vras taken from ELADIO VILLANUEVA RAMISEZ, 
who stated his name is ELADIO VILLANUEVA RAUIREZ, i 

born Rancho Guayabo de Santa Rita, Uunicipality of 
Ciudad Manuel Doblado, Guanajuato, that he is married, 

30 years of age, of Mexican nationality, presently 
engaged at his home in the making of *huaraches* 

(Mexican native footwear). V/ith respect to the letter 
which he had written to ROBERT F. XENNEDY, Attorney 
General of the United States of America, VILLANUEVA 
stated as follows: 

*The information in said letter, as well as his oral 
statements to various United States Government officials 
at Guadalajara, are false and were fabricated by him 
personally; that he obtained the various names and 
details of said information from local newspapers; 
further, that the foregoing was done in the hope of 
obtaining a rev/ard, he is willing to testify to this 
statement, if necessary, and places his signature 
and fingerprint on this statement to confirm its 
veracity. 

*'/s/ GENARO ALFARO LOPEZ 

**/s/ Captain ESTEBAN LOPEZ GARCIA** 

VILLANUEVA signed to this statement the name ELADIO 
VILLANUEVA RAMIREZ, on the margin thereof, and also placed an 
inked fingerprint impression on the same margin. 

ALFARO and Captain LOPEZ advised that ROJAS had 
admitted that the trip he had made to the border in August, 1962, 
was for the purpose of contacting JACOB S, FLOYD, details of 
which have been previously recorded herein. 
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IX. ALLEGATION BY GILBERTO NOLASCO;ALVARAOo'''UGARTE ' ’ ^4 
• 7^* • t 

The first confidential source abroad advised tbat ' 
on November 25, 1963, GILBERTO NOLASCO ALVARADO UGARTE, a ^ 
Nicaraguan citizen born January 31, 1940, in Ciudad Rama, 
Departamento Zelay a, Nicaragua, made contact with the United 
States ’ Embassy at Mexico, D. F., and advised the following: 


ALVARADO entered Mexico illegally from Guatemala oa 
August 29, 1963, traveled to Mexico, O. F., and subsequently 
made contact with EDELBERTO^TORRES , a Nicaraguan communist 
residing in Mexico City. From this contact a plan was 
developed for ALVARADO to travel to Cuba to study guerrilla 
warfare tactics. He had occasion to visit the Cuban Consulate 
in Mexico, D. F., several different times for the purpose of 
obtaining travel documentation for Cuba by furnishing false 
identification papers as a Mexican citizen. 


ALVARADO claimed that the real purpose behind bis 
proposed travel to Cuba was a penetration mission for the 
Nicaraguan Secret Service. He stated that on September 18, 
1963,^he went to the Cuban Consulate, and while sitting in 
the waiting room saw a group of approximately eight persons 
enter the Consulate and the office of Cuban Consul EUSEBIO 
AZCUE. A person unknown to him was sitting at AZCUE*s desk. 

A short time later, while ALVARADO was standing near the door 
to the men's room at the Cuban Consulate, he noticed three 
men conversing a few feet away from him. One of them was a 
tall, thin Negro with reddish hair; the second was a man whom 
ALVARADO had seen previously holding a Canadian passport in 
the waiting room of the Cuban Consulate; and the third person, 
according to ALVARADO, was LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 

ALVARADO stated that a tall Cuban Joined the above 
group momentarily and passed some United States currency to 
the Negro. 


The following conversation between the Negro and 
OSV/ALD was overheard by ALVARADO: 

Negro (in English) : I want to kill the nan. 

OSWALD: You're not man enough. I can do it. 
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Negro (In Spanish): I can't go with you. 1 have « 

a lot to do» r ' 

OSWALD: The people are waiting ior me back theife. 

ALVARADO stated that the Negro then gave OSWALD 
$6,500 In United States currency of large denominations, 
saylngt 'This Isn't much." Of this sum, $1,500 was for extra 
expenses. The Negro also gave OSV/ALD about 200 Mexican pesos. 

In a later Interview, ALVARADO stated that the 
United States bank notes were In a small pack about one fourth 
of an inch thick, bound with a paper band, which the Negro 
broke before counting out $1,500 extra for expenses and $5,000 
as "advance payment . " 

ALVARADO stated that OSWALD had carried a green 
passport in bis pocket, and he believed he saw OSWALD wearing 
a pistol In a shoulder holster, but he was not sure of this 
point. He stated that OSV/ALD had long shoes and a wrist watch 
with a yellow-metal band. According to ALVARADO, OSWALD 
appeared to be completely at home at the Consulate and to know 
and to be known by Cuban Consulate personnel. 

ALVARADO was arrested and Interrogated by Mexican 
authorities on November 28, 1963, and a copy of the Interro- 
gation report by the Mexican authorities revealed the following: 

At the outset ALVARADO'S story generally resembled 
that recorded above. He repeated to the Mexican authorities 
the details of the scene In which be saw the Negro, the 
Canadian and the American conversing together, the delivery 
of the money to the American by the Negro, and the conversation 
he overheard. 

ALVARADO advised the Interviewing Mexican officials 
that upon seeing the photograph of OSWALD In the newspapers 
following the assassination of President JOHN F. KENNEDY, be 
recognized OSV/ALD as the American he had seen at the Cuban 
Consulate. 

An excerpt from ALVARADO'S statement to Mexican 
authorities, as translated from Spanish, Is as follows: 
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.spontaneously and after reconsidering he 
desires to state that the lunerican to whom be 
referred in the body of bis statement and shorn *.* 

be saw the 18th of September of this year in the ' * 
Cuban Consulate bad a certain resemblance, about 
sixty per cent, to LEE HARVEY OSWALD (assassin 
of the President of the United States)* That 
after the assassination of President KENNEDY the 
witness took advantage of this fact in his favor 
to exploit it, furnishing versions such as those 
initially set forth, for the purpose of provoking 
an energetic reaction from the political point of 
view on the part of the United States of America 
against the government of FIDEL CASTRO RUZ and 
that he hac'. no motive other than the profound 
hatred he feels for communism. That all his life 
the witness has dedicated himself to combating 
communism r.nd he regrets at this moment not having 
accomplislied his objective in the sense of causing 
a reaction on the part of the American Government 
against FIEEL CASTRO." 

Because of the fact that subsequent to making the 
above-mentioned statement to Mexican authorities, ALVARADO 
claimed that he had changed bis statement because of fear, 
be was interviewed at considerable length on December 5 and 
6, 1963, in Mexico, D. F«, by representatives of the United 
states Government. 

T-17 advised as follows: 

After reiterating his story, ALVARADO was afforded 
a polygraph examination on December 6, 1963. During the course 
of the examination he was asked, "Is this the American you saw 
in the Cuban Consulate?" At the time he was shown photographs 
of osy;ald. 

Each time he was asked this question, he definitely 
responded, "Yes," but it was noted that the polygraph indicated 
a "deception response" on these answers. These responses and 
those with respect to other questions led to the conclusion 
that ALVARADO was a fabricator. It was specifically pointed 
out to him that the polygraph Indicated that be was not being 







truthful In identifying photographs of OSWALD as being 
of a person he saw in the Cuban Consulate, and he was asked 
for his explanation thereof. 

ALVARADO replied that he had full faith in the 
polygraph and would not attempt to refute its results. He 
went on to say that the only explanation he could offer was 
that he had seen an American in the* Cuban Consulate on 
September 18, 1963, who resembled OSWALD, and that upon 
seeing the photograph of OSWALD in the newspaper, he built 
up within himself, either consciously or subconsciously, a 
complete belief that the person he had seen in the Cuban 
Consulate was OSWALD. 

On December 8, 1963, Mexican authorities deported 
ALVARADO from Mexico, D. F., to Managua, Nicaragua. 



X. MISCELLANEOUS INQUIRIES AND ALLEGATIONS 
RELATING TO OSWALD 

(A) Allegation by SALVADOR DIAZ VERSON 

Concerning OSWALD and SILVIA DURAN 

According to the first confidential source abroad, 
the White House at Washington, D. C,, bad received a paper 
entitled "Possible Psychological Motivations in the Assassi- 
nation of President KENNEDY" written by JOSE I. LASAGA, 2340 
N. E. 7th Avenue, Apartment 4, Miami, Florida. 

This speculative paper attempted to establish -that 
the motivation of OSWALD in the assassination of President 
KENNEDY was FIDEL CASTRO or a CASTRO agent and that OSWALD 
was so motivated during his trip to Mexico between September 
27 and October 2, 1963. The paper included the allegation 
that OSWALD had an extended interview with the Cuban Ambassador 
to Mexico, whom he met at a restaurant on the outskirts of 
Mexico, D. F., from where they departed together in the Cuban 
Ambassador's automobile for a private conversation. 

/ • • • • 

LASAGA had advised the White House that he received 
the above report from ANGELA FERNANDEZVVARELA, an employee of 
the Voice of Cuba in Miami, Florida, who received the infor- 
mation from SALVADOR DIAZ VERSON, who reportedly was in 
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Mexico, 0. F., doing some investigative work after the * 
assassination of President KENHEOY* 

SALVADOR^IAZ^VERSON was interviewed at Miani, 

Florida, and stated while in Mexlco,_D. F., from 

November 20 to 29, 1383, attending the Congress of the 
International Federation of Professional Newspaper Organi- 
zations, he was at the offices of the newspaper "Excelsior** 
on the night of November 25, 1963. He learned through the 
Mexican press that the Mexican Government had arrested one 
SILVIA DURAN, that DURAN allegedly had OJUALD as a guest in 
her house during his visit to Mexico, and that DURAN had 
placed 03V/ALD in contact with officials of the Cuban Embassy 
in Mexico, D. F. 

DIAZ VERSON claimed Dr. BORRELL NAVARROS, an exiled 
Cuban newspaperman employed by *’Excelslor, " told Elm that on 
the day following OSWALD'S arrival in Mexico, D. F., OSWALD 
and DURAN went to a restaurant called the *'Caballo Blanco" 
or possibly the "Caballo Bayo," where they met an official 
of the Cuban Embassy. DIAZ VERSON claimed he knew nothing 
about OSV/ALD and the Cuban official's having left the restaurant 
together in a car. 

\. T-3 advised that on January II, 1984, Dr. EDUARDO 

v! borrell\NAVARRO, a former Cuban cabinet minister who on occasions 
'writes feature articles for the Mexico City daily newspaper 
"Excelsior, and resides at 1303 Homero Street, Apartment 301, 
Mexico, D. F., furnished the following: 

SALVADOR DIAZ VERSON was in Mexico, D. F., as he had 
claimed and discussed OSY/ALD with BORRELL and other Cuban 
exiles. DIAZ VERSON also visited BORRELL at the latter's home. 

BORRELL did not corroborate the story credited to 
him by DIAZ VERSON concerning the visit to a Mexico City 
restaurant by OSWALD and SILVIA DU^N, BORRELL stated he had 
never heard this story or anything si^lar. 

BORRELL knew of no meeting between OSWALD and Cuban 
Embassy officials other than the meetings which allegedly 
occurred at the time OSWALD visited the Cuban Consulate in 
Mexico, D. F. BORRELL knew nothing concerning any visit by 
OSWALD to the home of DURAN. 
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On January 17, 1964, T-5 advised that he had been 
unable to locate a "Caballo Blanco" restaurant in Mexico, 7 
D. F., but stated that there is a **Caballo Bayo" restaurant 
located on the outskirts of Mexico, 0. F. Source stated 
that it is a very large, typical, Mexican restaurant which 
does a thriving business. Source advised that on January 11, 

1964, the photographs of former Cuban Consul EUSEBIO AZCUE 
LOPEZ, who was in charge of the Cuban Consulate at the time 
of OSWALD'S visit, of Cuban Ambassador JOAQUIN HERNANDEZ 
ARMAS, of SILVIA DURAN, and of OSWALD were shown to the employees 
of the "Caballo Bayo" restaurant and extensive interviews 
among the employees of this restaurant were conducted without 
locating anyone who could recognize any of the photographs 
of the persons mentioned above as having been at this restaurant. 

(B) Information Furnished by ROBERT EAFFKE 

I 

T-13, who had occasion to interview ROBERT ZAFFKE 
on February 27, 1964, in Mexico, D. F., advised the following: / 

KAF7KE identified himself as having been a member * 

of a student group which visited Cuba in^ 1963 and he explained 
that he had cone to Mexico, D. F., to seek contact with the 
Cuban Embassy in the hope of arranging another trip to Cuba 
or to obtain assistance in making arrangements to travel to 
Communist China as an observer or a teacher. He mentioned 
that he had made some inquiries with respect to the visit to 
Mexico, D. F., of LEE HARVEY OSWALD in the hope that he could 
develop an angle which would enable him to write a saleable 
magazine article. 

KAFFKE furnished the following background data con- 
cerning his interest in OSV/ALD's activities in Mexico: 

He stated that within the recent past, MARX LANE, 
an attorney for Mrs. MARGUERITE OSWALD, LEE HARVEY OSWALD'S 
mother, had visited San Francisco, California, on a lecture 
tour, and KAFFKE had attended the lecture and had spoken to 
LANE at some length after the lecture. 

LANE told KAFFKE that "the FBI is so convinced that 
OSWALD was responsible for the assassination of President 
KENNEDY that it has ignored other witnesses and failed to 
follow up various leads." LANE claimed to have seen an a. 










affidavit in the possession of the Dallas Police Department 
reflecting that the paraffin tests made of OSWALD bad ; 
disclosed powder burns on bis bands but not on bis cbeek^ c 
suggesting from this that be might have fired a hand gun 
on the day of the assassination but not a rifle. 

LANE advised SCAFFKE that he had located four women, 
newspaper reporters who were between the underpass and the 
point from which the assassination shots allegedly were fired* 
and these women had expressed the belief that the shots they 
heard had seemed to originate from the opposite direction 
from the Texas School Book Depository where OSWALD reportedly 
was employed. According to LANE, the four reporters had 
claimed that upon hearing the shots from the direction of 
the underpass, they turned in time to see a puff of smoke 
and figures running along the bridge over the underpass. 



LANE also told KAFFXE that he had seen (or bad in 
his possession) a second affidavit to the effect that five 
spent bullets had been located following the assassination 
rather than the three bullets which had been publicized in 
the United otates press. He referred to those alleged 
projectiles as follows: 

(1) A bullet which appeared on the stretcher 
which was utilized in removing President 
KENNEDY from the official limousine. 

(2) One bullet which lodged in the thigh of 
Governor CONNALLY. 

(3) One bullet which struck Governor CONNALLY 
in the chest. 

(4) A bullet which was found .imbedded in the 
presidential limousine. 

(5) A bullet which was found on the grass 
adjacent to where the automobile bad been 
at the time of the shooting. 

KAFFKE quoted LANE further to the effect that the 
latter had information that two days prior to the assassi* 








nation a "huddle** bad taken place at JACK RUBY's "Carousel 
Club** vlth the p-irticlpants being RUBY, TlPFll (the Dallas 
policeman allegedly killed by OJWALD) and an Individual 
Trhose name XAFF2E was unable to recall but whom he described 
as the "man who had published a full^page advertisement in 
a Dallas newspaper shortly prior to the assassination, 
charging President KENNEDY with being a communist*" 



XAFFKE expressed reluctance to discuss the above* 
described meeting, stating that the information had been 
obtained by LANE from a very confidential source, the Identity 
of whom he was not aware, and he referred to the Information 
concerning the meeting as being '.'real dynamite." He commented 
that if the meeting had taken place. It suggested a conspiracy 
of the "radical Left" or "radical Bight" and added that 
perhaps TIPFIT had meant to shoot OSV/ALD, He stated that 
possibly OHMALD killed TIPFIT contrary to the "conspiracy" 
and It became necessary for JACK RUBY to kill OSV/ALD. 

K/iFFKE denied that his trip to Mexico had been 
financed in any way by Attorney LANE but stated that he had 
advised LANE of his intention of traveling to Mexico, to 
which LANE replied that he would be "Interested In anything 
he might pick up." 

(C) Allegation by ROBERT EDMOND GALLANT, 

Santa Clara Prison Farm* Santa Clara, 

California, that OSV/ALD was In the 

Cuban Embassy in Mexico, D. F., on 

July 12, 19S3. . 

According to the first confidential source abroad, 
on November 16,^1863, ROBERT EDMOND/ GALLANT, also known as 
ROBERT JAMES^ALLANT , ROBERT EDV/ARDVgaLLANT and General 
ROBERTO EDMONDO CORTEZ, addressed 'a letter to United States 
Attorney General ROBERT F. KENNEDY from Milpitas, ^California,' 
where GALLANT was Incarcerated In a Jail farm. 

In this .letter, GALLANT alleged that he had been 
supplying the United States Government "with vital Information 
as to the communist movement In Latin American Countrys. 

Mainly Cuba, Brazil, Argentina and Mexico." He wrote~That 
he held the rank of a general In the "Secret Underground 
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ibovement in Mexico;*' that be was known as *Yieneral ROBERTO 
DE EDMONDO CORTEZ, Director of the Secret Army of Mexico; 
and that the Mexican Government did not approve of this 
movement because its top brass is 100% communist, both in 
the Government Party and the Military." 

In the letter, GALLANT advised that he had sent a 
long letter to President J. F. KENNEDY pertaining to this 
matter. He then furnished information regarding the alleged 
shipment of arms and ammunition to Cuba. He stated that he 
had been risking his life for the last four years to obtain 
information on the inside of the communist movement and that 
if he were given bis freedom to carry on his work, he would 
do all in his "power to aid the United States Government in 
obtaining information from Cuba throughout to Mexico." 
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GALLANT was interviewed at the Santa Clara County 
Jail on January 7, 1S64, and advised the following: 

After stating that he was born. on March 19, 1922, 
and furnishing background information to the effect that he 
was arrested by Texas authorities at Houston, Texas, for 
burglary and served for seven years at the Texas State Prison 
at Huntsville, Texas, he related other experiences of his life 
until in 1950 he moved to Mexico where he resided until the 
fall of 1533, at which time he was arrested by Mexican 
authorities and deported to the United States for having 
written fraudulent checks. 

GALLANT stated further that be bad been active. in 
an anti-FIDEL CASTRO underground in Mexico for the past few 
years under the name of General ROBERTO DE EDMONDO CORTE^; 
that he had under his command a secret army of 3,500 men*** 
throughout Mexico, and that this group was an antl«>CASTRO 
force concentrating its activities against Cuban communists 
in Mexico. He claimed to have a "secret agent" working in 
the Cuban Embassy in Mexico, D. F., and alleged that OSWALD 
was in the Cuban Embassy on July 12, 1963, to obtain a visa 
to Cuba and bad stayed in Mexico for about one week at that 
time. 


GALLAin'*s allegations concerning his underground 
movement were unknown in Mexico, and the results of a polygraph

Allegation by HECTOR FRANC ISCOVSERRANO 

T-'T 

T-17 advised as follows: 


On November 26, 1963, a local newspaper editor at 
Guadalajara, Jalisco, Mexico , was reported to have stated that 
on Monday, November 25, 1863, he was visited by one HECTOR 
FRANCISCO SERRANO, a news photographer from Culiacan, Sinaloa, 
Mexico, who told the newspaper editor that in late September, 
1S33, he traveled by bus from Culiacan to Mexico City with 
"LEE OSWALD." SERRANO related that they had attempted to 
converse though "OSWALD'S Spanish was poor," and "OSWALD" gave 
SERRANO a personal card and pamphlet in English with many 
pictures of FIDEL CASTRO, both of which later were discarded. 
SERRANO reportedly told the newspaper editor that upon arrival 
in Mexico City he noted "OSWALD'S" baggage included a rifle 
in a leath«»r case. 


T-23, a confidential source abroad, advised as follows: 

On December 2, 1963, HECTOR FRANCISCO SERRANO, Calle 
Rosales No. 477, Culiacan, Sinaloa, advised that in September, 
1963, he had taken a Tree Estrellas do Oro (Three Gold Stars) 
bus from Culiacan to Mexico City, arriving about September 29, 
1963« On the way to Mexico City, a person took a seat next 
to him near Guadalajara. He described this person as having 
facial characteristics similar to OSWALD and the same apparent 
age. He related that this person had talked to him in very 
poor Spanish on the trip from Guadalajara to Mexico City. 

He stated that be had seen OSV/ALD on television. 


SERRANO related that he is a newspaper photographer, 
and when the Soviet Astronaut GAGARIN arrived in Mexico about 
October 10, 1863, he went to the airport to meet him. Being 
in the crov/d, SERRANO was pushed to the front and personally 
talked to GAGARIN. SERRANO stated that he was surprised to 
see the same individual who had been next to him on the bus 
at the airport reception for GAGARIN. 





3ERRAN0 advised that many photographs vere taken ^ 
of the GAGARIN airport reception, and among the photographs 
which were taken was one which appeared on the front page of 
the October 12, 1933, issue of ”Ovaciones , a Mexico City 
daily newspaper, in which SERRANO appeared with GAGARIN* 
SERRANO expressed the belief that In the background of one 
of the photographs is the person he saw on the bus and again 
at the airport reception* 

T-17 advised that a review of the photographs 
appearing in the October 12, 1963, issue of "Ovaciones** 
revealed that OST/ALD definitely does not appear in any of 
the photographs. 



SERRANO advised that the above-mentioned bus from 
Culiacan to Mexico City arrived in Mexico City about September 
29, 1963; however, OSWALD apparently entered Mexico at Nuevo 
Laredo, Tamaulipas, Mexico, on September 26, 1963, and is 
reported to have traveled by bus from Nuevo Laredo to Mexico 
City where he arrived on September 27, 1963, and was registered 
at a Mexico City hotel from September 27, 1963, until October 
1-2, 1963* 

(E) 


On December 2, 1933, a person who identified himself 
as LUIS FERNANDEZ GONZALEZ contacted the United States Embassy, 
Mexico, D. F., and advised that he had some information of 
interest concerning LEE HARVEY OSWALD* 


Allegation by LUISyFERNANDEZ/GONZALEZ

T-2 advised as follows: 



FERNANDEZ claimed he resided at the Hotel Yale, Calle 
Ifosqueta Mo. 200, ^xico, D* F*, that he was born on September 
23, 1936, at Tegucigalpa, Honduras, and that his only' living 
relative is his mother, AURORA GONZALEZ, who resides at Avenida 
2C de Marzo Mo. 1300, Tegucigalpa, Honduras* He indicated 
that he is in Mexico illegally, having entered the country at 
Tapachula, Chiapas, on or about September 19, 1963* 

FERNANDEZ claimed to be a member of the Movimiento 
de Liberacion Macional (National Liberation Movement) in 
Mexico, D. F., and in connection therewith was acquainted 
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vlth one SAUL LOPEZ, whom be^described as. Press Chief of the 
national Liberation Movement* 


The Uovimiento Liberacion Macional 
(National Liberation Movement), which 
was formally organized at Mexico, D. F*, 
in August, 1931, is an anti-United States, 
procoromunist organization under the 
partial Influence of the Partido Comunis ta 
iJexicano (Communist Party of Mexico). 


The published statutes of the Partido 
Comunista Mexicano (Communist Party of 
Mexico) state: "The Communist Party of 

Mexico has as its final objective to 
construct socialism and to build the 
communist society in Mexico*" 
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FERNANDEZ related that on or about September 28, 1963, 
he met an American whom he came to know as JOHN WHITE on the 
street in front of the Hotel Reforma in Mexico City and again 
sav; this person on September 29, 1963, in front of the same 
hotels FERNANDEZ stated he has seen newspaper photographs of 
OSWALD and was of the opinion JOHN WHITE greatly resembled 
OSWALD, 


On September 29, 1963, be accompanied WHITE and SAUL 
LOPEZ in LOPEZ* 1959 Ford Galaxie to Cuernavaca, Morelos, 
where they spent the day swimming and entertaining themselves 
at the Hotel Casino de la Selva but did not register at that 
hotel, 

FERNANDEZ stated that he last saw JOHN WHITE on 
September 30, 1933, when WHITE and LOPEZ left Mexico, D. F., 
traveling to Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, in LOPEZ* automobile. 

FERNANDEZ described WHITE as being about 23 to 24 
years of age, about 5 feet 6 inches in height, and weighing 
: about 110 pounds . He claimed that WHITE could speak fairly 
good Spanish and seemed very familiar with the Mexico City area. 

FERNANDEZ stated he had nothing further to offer 
bearing on LEE HARVEY OSWALD but added that he was in need of 
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assistance to go to the Unitedvotates or elsewhere out of 
Mexico because he feared that^e would be apprehended by tbe 
police in Mexico, D. F., and led If be were found in > 
Mexico without proper documentation. He advised he was without 
funds and bad no gainful employment. He was badly In need of 
a shave and had an unicempt appearance. 

On December 4, 1963, FERNANDEZ presented an undated 
passenger ticket stub, No. 46218, of the bus line known as 
Transportes del Norte, which he claimed bad been given to 
him by v^HlTE on September 28, 1963, to have his baggage picked 
up at the Transportes del Norte bus station. 


FERNANDEZ at this time again related he was in need 
of assistance to leave Mexico and enter the United States. 



T-7 advised on December 4, 1963, that inquiry at 
the Transportes del Norte bus line in Monterrey revealed that . 
ticket No. 43218 had been sold on November 30, 1963. (FERNANDEZ 
claimed to have been furnished the ticket stub with that number 
on September 28, 1963.) 

T-20 advised as follows: 

On December 19, 1963, it was learned from Attorney 
SANTIAGO IB/iNEZ LLAMAS, an official of tbe Mexican Immigration 
Service, Mexico, D. F. , that FERNANDEZ had been detained by 
Mexican Immigration authorities in Mexico, D. F. , for inves- 
tigation concerning his alleged illegal entry into Mexico and 
to clarify his citizenship status. It was subsequently learned 
from Attorney IBANEZ LLAMAS that on January 15, 1964, FEfUlANDEZ 
had been deported from Mexico to Honduras in view of his 
continued claim of Honduran citizenship. 

On March 17, 1964, Attorney IBANEZ LLAMAS advised 
that investigation by the Mexican (iovernment had revealed 
that LUIS FERNANDEZ GONZALEZ actually was a Mexican citizen 
and that he was considered to be insane. IBANEZ also stated 
that FERNANDEZ* mother had been an inmate of a mental Institution 
in Mexico. 

On March 23, 1934, IBANEZ advised that FERNANDEZ 
bad returned to Mexico from Honduras without permission of 
Hcxican Immigration authorities and again bad been detained^ 
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on Harch 4, 1964, for questlonlns as a result of infomation 
received by Mexican authorities that he had claimed to have 
information concerning a planned attempt against the life of 
French President CHARLES DE GAULLE incidental to DE GAULLE *8 
March 16-19, 1964, visit t o Mexico* 

IBANEZ related that investigation by the Mexican 
Ministry of Government had. established that FERNANDEZ* true 
name is MANUEIAsaNTAMARINA', MENDEZ . He stated that two Mexico 
City attorneys, AUGUST INFANT AMARINA, JR., Avenida Reforma 
Ho. 76, Office No. 3, and FERNANDO ARCE SANTAMARINA, Avenida 
Reforma No. 76, Office No. 1, Mexico, D. F., personally 
identified FERNANDEZ as their cousin and informed the Mexican 
investigators that FERNANDEZ* mother, AURORA MENDEZ DE 
SANTAIklARlNA, is mentally afflicted and his father, CARLOS 
SANTAMARINA, is deceased. The two attorneys described their 
cousin as mentally unbalanced and as a person who is well 
known for Inventing fantastic falsehoods. 

IBANEZ stated that FERNANDEZ or SANTAMARINA had 
been released from custody on March 20, 1964, after Inquiries 
had clearly established his Mexican citizenship, and Mexican 
authorities were convinced that most of his statements were 
unreliable or completely false. 

(F) Allegation by ROBERT HIMES 

T-7 furnished the following! 

On December 13, 1963, ROBER'^ HIMES, 301 Isaac Garza 
Sur, Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, furnished the * following 
Information: 

On or about November 6, 1963, OSWALD allegedly 
entered Mexico at Ojinaga, Chihuahua, and proceeded south 
through the Republic of Mexico to the State of Michoacan where 
he conferred with General LAZARO CARDENAS. 

HIMES stated this information was given to his son, 
DAVID, by General SILICIA, Commandant of the Military Garrison 
at OJinaga, Chihuahua. HIMES had no further particulars as to 
how OSWALD was traveling or any additional information 
regarding the matter. 
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HIIdES advised that his son, DAVID, was engaged to 
marry the daughter of General SlLICIA,and during his early ■> 
December visit to OJinaga, the General had made the above 
statement. 

In connection with the allegation, it is noted that 
Ur, H« S. AIKEN, bookkeeper, Texas dchool Book Depository, 
Dalles, Texas, on November 25, 1983, made available official 
payroll records for the Texas School Book Depository, which 
reflected that OSWALD first worked for this company on 
October 16, 1963, and worked continuously eight hours per 
day from October 16, 1963, through November 22, 1963, without 
missing a day's work. During this period of time he was off 
duty on Saturdays, Sundays and November 11, 1963, which was 
a company holiday. It is noted in this connection that' 
November 6, 1963, was a Wednesday. 
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(G> Allegation by ANDREW CHAMPION that a 
Friend of FRANCIS H. FIEDLER of New 
Orleans, Louisiana, was OSWALD 

\/' 

T-7, who had occasion to Interview ANDREW^CHAMPION 
of Donna, Texas, at Calle Parras No, 213, Montemorelos, Nuevo 
Leon, Mexico, advised that on January 2, 1984, CHAMPION made 
the following statement: 

CHAMPION, who was born October 14, 1900, in Santa 
Maria, Texas, and served in the' United States Marines in World 
'Uars i and II, in 1952 or 1953 became acquainted with FRANK B, 
^FIEDLER, also known as FRANCIS H.^FIEDLER, at the Buena'Vista 
Hotel in Cuernavaca, Morelos, Mexico, FIEDLER had stated that 
he was working on his doctor's thesis at the University of 
California, Berkeley, California; that he was a teacher; that 
his studies were in “space work"; and that he was mistreated 
in the United States because he was Jewish, 

■ ~ In November, 1980, CHAMPION received a letter from 

FIEDLER dated October 8, 1960, which was addressed from 912 
North Rampart Street, New Orleans, Louisiana, and in this 
letter FIEDLER stated that he was going to visit the Rio Grande 
that he was “an American refugee from Cuba"; and that he had 
given up- his position as professor of literature at the 
University of Hawaii “because of CASTRO, “ 
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On November 7, 1962, CHAMPION received another 
letter from FIEDLER, and on January 1, 1963, two men suddenly 
appeared at CHAMPION'S home in Donna, Texas. One of the nen 
was identified later as JACK J. FRAZIER, 910 North Rampart . 
Street, New Orleans, Louisiana, a neighbor of FIEDl<ER*s. 
FRAZIER presented a letter to CHAMPION from FIEDLER in which 
the latter asked CHAMPION to assist the two men in parking 
their car and in obtaining instructions concerning travel in 
Mexico. 
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The second man, whose name CHAMPION never learned, 
stated that the two of them possibly were going to spend their 
vacation in Veracruz or Tampico and asked for the names of 
some inexpensive hotels at these places. The two men took 
two sea bags, presumably full of clothes, and on the afternoon 
of January 1, 1963, departed on foot toward the Mexican border, 
stating they were going to cross into Mexico at Brownsville, 
Texas. 


On January 29 and 30, 1963, FRAZIER returned by 
himself, stating that he had been in Tampico and that bis 
friend had decided to stay another month. FRAZIER left in 
his automobile after he had identified himself as the owner 
of the Ryder Coffee House, Home and Gallery, 910 Rampart 
Street, New Orleans. 

With the publication of OSWALD'S picture in the 
[ {national press on the day of President KENNEDY'S assassination, 
/CHAMPION concluded that LEE HARVEY OSWALD was identical with 
I the second man who visited his home on January 1, 1963. 

CHAMPION stated that on December 1, 1963, on his 
return from a trip to Mexico, he learned that he had received 
a letter from FIEDLER advising that be probably would visit 
the Rio Grande Valley in the near future, and CHAMPION'S wife 
had dispatched a letter to FIEDLER stating that CHAMPION would 
not be home for four months. This letter was mailed on 
November 23, 1953, to 1123 Burgundy Street, Mew Orleans. 

From the "Time” magazine issued after the assassi- 
nation of President KENNEDY, CHAMPION had clipped an article 
wherein it was set out that a WESLEYvFRAZIER had driven OSWALD 
to work on the morning of the assassination, and CHAMPION bad 
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vondered If there vas any association between the two FRAZIERs 
and the infornatlon that 03V/ALD had resided in New Orleans* 
CHAMPION stated that with this information he became more 
convinced that the man who visited bis borne on January !• 1963, 
was OSWALD. 

Subsequent to the foregoing, JACK J^FRAZIER, 2106 
Chartres Street, New Orleans, Louisiana, advised in January, 
1934, that he had made a trip lnto_Mexico in late December, 

1S62, accompanied by HOWA^ COHEN, 611 Esplanade, New Orleans, 
Louisiana. He stated that he and COHEN toured the east coast 
of Mexico, went to Acapulco, Guerrero, Mexico, and then returned 
to New Orleans about February 1, 1963. 

FRAZIER advised that he did not know LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
and that HOV/ARD COSEN in no way resembled OSWALD. 

(H) Allegation by ALBERTO GODOY That Film 

in His Possession Might Depict LEE 

HARVEY OS\/ALD and JACK RUBY Together 

T-2 advised as follows: 

On January 13, 1964, SANDERS F. ROSENBLUM of the 
United States Information Service, United States Embassy, 

Mexico, D. F., advised that a Mexican attorney named ALBERTO 
y GODOY appeared at the United States Embassy and related the 
' ' following: 


At 9:30 a.m. on January 14, 1964, be was planning 
a private showing at the Cine Versalles, Mexico, D. F., of a 
film on the Cuban revolution which he bad in his possession. 

GODOY had seen this film two years previously, and 
although he was not certain, he thought it possible that the 
film depicted an individual who possibly was identical with 
LEE HARVEY OSYi’ALD and another person who possibly was identical 
with JACK RUBY. 

GODOY was not certain that the individuals in the 
film were identical with OSWALD and RUBY and was anxious that 
an observation of the film be made on January 14, 1964. 
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T»2 advised on January 14, 1964, that when contacted 
on the morning of that date, GODOY advised that the film had 
been shown on January 13, 1964, and that there was no one 
available at the Cine Versalles to run the film again* 

He stated that reel No* 4 of the film was important 
because it depicted Cuban Premier FIDEL CASTRO *s entry to 
Havana, Cuba, at the conclusion of the Cuban revolution and 
includes shots of throngs of people which could be enlarged 
to possibly identify OSV/ALD or RUBY as being in the crowd* 

He made no allegation of having seen or identified 
OST/ALD or RUBY in these crowds because he had seen the film 
two years before this. He stated that many communists were 
present when FIDEL CASTRO entered Havana, and he believed that 
OSMALD and RUBY could have been members of these crowds in 
Havana* 


On January 14, 1964, he was shown photographs of 
OSWALD and he was not familiar in any way with the appearance 
of OSV/ALD. He also was shown a photograph of RUBY and could 
furnish no information reflecting that RUBY was shown in the 
film* 


On January 14, 1964, GODOY reappeared at the United 
States Embassy, Mexico, D. F*, with reel No, 4 of his film 
and stated that his primary interest was to sell the film 
to the United States Embassy for a price of $1,000 (United 
States currency) for the four reels of film, 

GODOY furnished no concrete data to substantiate 
the allegation made by him on January 13^ 1964, that OST/ALD 
and RUBY might be depicted in his film* 

GODOY, who appeared to be from 65 to 70 years of age, 
was unshaven and shabbily dressed and furnished his address 
as 128 Calle Bucareli, Mexico, D* F, 

(X) Letter to Attorney General ROBERT F* 

KENNEDY from ERNESTO FLORES LUNA 


According to the first confidential source abroad, 
a typewritten letter in Spanish, postmarked January U, 1964, 
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at llexico, D. F., was sent to Attorney General ROBERT F. 

KENNEDY by one ERNESTO.' FLORES' LUNA, not further identified.^ 

y' y* ' 

This letter alleged that there possibly were certain 
documents at the residence of VICTOR COHEN, owner of a shoe 
store in Tapachula, Chiapas, Mexico, and allegedly an intimate 
friend of FIDEL CASTRO of Cuba, which concerned contacts by a 
clerk of COHEN *s shoe store and an unidentified man who delivered 
shipments of documents from him (COHEN) to OSV/ALD and three 
other persons, not named, who were to assassinate President 
ADOLFO LOPEZ MATEOS of the Republic of Mexico. This letter 
stated that the writer of same was taking "the liberty of 
reproducing with care certain documents which arrived from 
Tapachula addressed to OSV/ALD." The writer of the letter 
alleged that COHEN was FIDEL CASTRO *s treasurer and that COHEN 
had kept individuals of different nationalities in his house, 
including OS7/A1D. 

There were no enclosures to the above letter and 
the identity of the writer could not be established. 

T.30, a confidential source abroad, advised as 

follows! 


On February 11, 1964, A. R, CEHRKE, British Vice 
Consul at Tapachula, advised that he was not acquainted with 
VICTOR COHEN but would make inquiries concerning him. 


CEHRICE subsequently advised that COHEN is the owner 
of the store, "La Nacional," at 3a Calle Ponlente No. 35* 

(35 V/est 3rd Street), Tapachula, which handles shoes, cloth, 
clothing and general merchandise. He stated COHEN is consid- 
ered to be a respectable businessman but is suspected of dealing 
in contraband. 


On February 11, 1964, ^ 

of the Mexican Federal Highway PATace it T^pacnula, advised 


that he knew COHEN well and that COHEN would not involve 
himself personally in Illegal activities for political reasons. 
He knew of no pro-CASTRO groups or activities in the Tapachula 
area« 
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Mexican Immigration ; 

Service at Tnpr.cliula, advised on February 11, 1934, that he 
vas well-acquainted with COHEN, whom he described as a 
prosperous local merchant. He stated that because of COHEN'S 
alleged contraband activities, he has tried without success 
to follow COHEN'S activities and establish evidence of violation 
of Mexican laws. He stated that during the course of his 
investigation, he learned of no contacts by COHEN with North 
Americans or other foreigners. He stated he believed it to be 
ridiculous to believe that COHEN would do anything for political 
motivation. He was certain that COHEN was not pro-FIDEL CASTRO 
and that there were no pro-CASTRO groups in Tapachula. 


VICT0R'\COHEn\cHARAFF, who. is the son of ISAAC COHEN 
and considered Identical with VICTOR'fCOHEN'SCHARAFF, a white, 
male Mexican, born July 19, 1933, at Tuxtep^c, Oaxaca, Mexico, 
5 feet 7 inches tall, weighing 147 pounds, with brown hair and 
eyes, of fair complexion, by occupation a clothing merchant, 
bearer of Mexican passport No. 282300, issued September 7, 
1959, advised as follows on February 11, 1964, at his store 
in Tapachula: 


He is not interested in politics concerning the 
United States, Cuba or any other nation; he is not pro-FIDEL 
CASTRO and has never belonged and never will belong to any 
pro-CASTRO organization. 

He stated that because he is a prosperous business- 
man and Jewish, be has many enemies in Tapachula. 

The name ERNESTO FLORES LUNA had no significance 

for him* 

He claimed he had had no contact with any North 
Americans or other foreigners during the previous year; that 
no North Americans or other foreigners have been in his house 
or rental units; and that none of his forty employees are 
pro-CASTRO. 

He was unfamiliar with OSWALD and unable to identify 
03\7ALD from a group of photographs exhibited to him. 

He recalled reading that OSWALD bad visited Mexico 
but knew nothing further concerning this visit. 
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VICTOR COHEN CHARAFF was cooperative in furnishing 
samples from his typewriter for determination as to whether x 
this typewriter was used in preparing the letter forwarded to 
Attorney General KENNEDY* 

Result of FBI Laboratory 
Examination of Typev/riter Samples 

T-29 advised that on February 19, 1964, the original 
and carbon copy samples from the typewriter of VICTOR COHEN 
were submitted to the FBI Laboratory for comparison with the 
typewritten letter directed to ROBERT F* KENNEDY by ERNESTO 
FLORES LUNA. 

The FBI Laboratory concluded in a report dated March 3, 
1954, that the typev/riter used to type the samples submitted 
from VICTOR COHEN *s typewriter was not used to type the envelope 
and accompanying letter forwarded to *'Sr. ROBERT KENNEDY" from 
ERIfESTO FLORES LUNA. 

Additional Efforts to Identify 
ERNESTO FLORES LUNA in Mexico, D. F, 

T-4 advised that throughout February, March and April, 
1954, the following efforts were made to locate and identify 
ERNESTO FLORES LUNA in Mexico: 

The only reference which could be located in the files 
of the numerous Mexican Government agencies checked for the 
name ERNESTO FLORES LUNA was a December 15, 1959, application 
for Mexican Social Security registration as an employee of the 
"Constructora Valle de Bravo, S. A." (Brave Valley Construction 
Co*, Inc*), Calle Oaxaca 93, Colonia Roma, Mexico, D* F*, Mexico* 
This individual indicated be was born in 1922 and resided at 
Sierra Mojada, Lot 51, San Isidro Tecamachalo, State of Mexico, 
Mexico* His wife was listed as MARGARITA DELGADO PEDRAZA* He 
was registered with Mexican Social Security No* 153-22>157* 

T-4 conducted the following inquiry: 

At the "Constructora Valle de Bravo, S. A*" it was 
determined that no record could be located of the employment 
of ERNESTO FLORES LUNA. The "Constructora Valle de Bravo, S* A.**

liras torsed In 1959 when this concern was engaged in the 
construction of a housing developaent known as "San Esteban" 
in Mexico, D. F«, and the firm and its subcontractors employed 
thousands of temporary workers.

might have been employed by one of the subcontractors as he 
was unknown to the parent firm. 

Neighborhood inquiries in San Isidro Tecamachalco, 
State of Mexico, which immediately adjoins the Federal District, 
failed to locate any information relative to ERNESTO FLORES LUN< 

According to T<>4, no documentation is necessary to 
apply for Social Security registration in Mexico, and any identl 
may be assumed in making such an application. Source pointed 
out that the fact there has been no other activity or entry 
with respect to this registration may indicate the registration 
of ERNESTO FLORES LUNA was fictitious, since efforts to identify 
LUNA through numerous other sources bad been unsuccessful. 

(J) Information from JOSE' GARCIA LUCHICHI 

That American Woman in Monterrey, Mexic o, 

Telephoned Dallas Before and After 
Assassination of President KENNEDY 


The first confidential source abroad advised as follows 

On January 3, 1964, JOSE GARCIA LUCHICHI, a former 
employee of the United States Embassy, Mexico, D. F,, and a 
reporter for *The News," an English language daily newspaper 
published in Mexico, D. F., furnished the following information 
to the Regional Security Office, United States Embassy, Mexico,

An unidentified American woman, who had rented a room 
in Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, from GUADALUPE DAVILA REYES 
at Colombia 345, Vista Hermosa, Monterrey, had telephoned Dallas, 
Texas, from Monterrey several times prior to the assassination 
of President JOHN F. KENNEDY and again following the assassination 

The unidentified woman allegedly revealed that she 
was very happy upon learning of President KENNEDY'S death and 
allegedly played "happy tunes on the piano" thereafter.

T-31, a confidential source abroad^ advised on 
January 15, 1964, at Monterrey, Mexico, that Miss GUADALUPE 
DAVILA REYES stated that the above allegations were coopletel: 
unfounded and without any basis whatsoever. 

(K) Allegation That STEVE KENMAN Might 
Have Met OSV/ALD in Mexico 


T-2 advised as follows: 

On January 22, 1964, HOMOBONO ALCARAZ ARAGON, a 
graduate student of the Universidad Nacional Autonooa de Mexico 
(National Autonomous University of Mexico), Mexico, D. F., 
commented on an alleged statement be made the latter part of 
December, 1963, that a young American, STEVE'^vKENNAN, described 
by ALCARAZ ARAGON as procommunist and from some city in 
Pennsylvania, might have had something to do with OSWAID. 

ALCARAZ ARAGON advised that when KENNAN was in 
Mexico in 1952 and 1963, he apparently was unsuccessful in 
securing a visa from Cuban authorities for travel to Cuba* 

ALCARAZ ARAGON Stated he could not identify photo- 
graphs of OSV/ALD as identical with anyone he ever observed in 
KENNAN 's company in Mexico or as anyone be had ever seen* 

ALCARAZ ARAGON claimed to have no knowledge which 
would place KENNAN in contact with OSWALD* 

On April 27, 1964, ALCARAZ ARAGON was reinterviewed 
and stated very positively that he had never seen OSV/ALD and 
had no personal knowledge whatsoever concerning OSV/ALD 's travel 
to and activities and contacts in Mexico City. He advised

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(L) Information From ARTURO ALCOCER RUIZ i 

T-10 advised that on November 27, 1963, Attorney 
• ARTURO ^ALCOCE^RUIZ, Calle Nasaryk No. 51, Mexico, D. F., 

furnished the following Information: 

At approximately 9:00 a.m., November 21, 1963, be 
and his wife, DOLOR£S\AH£00 pE'^ALCO^R, upon departing the 
Gunter. Hotel in San Antonio,' Texas, for a shopping tour, bad 
observed a very obese woman who' was wearing glasses and a 
green cotton dress, was about 50 years of age, about 5 feet 
7 inches in height, with dyed blond hair and weighing about 
200 pounds. This woman was standing in front of "Carl's" 
store near the Gunter Hotel. 

Upon returning to the vicinity of the Gunter Hotel 
about ItOO p.m., they again saw the same woman still standing 
at the same location. At that time President JOHN F. KENNEDY 
was passing down the street in a caravan, and they observed 
the woman leave the area after the Presidential procession 
had gone by. 

On November 22, 1963, following the assassination 
of President KENNEDY, while still in San Antonio and while 
watching a television interview of the manager of the guest 
house where OSWALD stayed in Dallas, Texas, the television 
camera, during the course of that interview, picked up the 
same fat woman they had seen in San Antonio the previous day. 

On November 24, 1963, ALCOCER and bis wife were 
watching a television program in San Antonio, following the 
shooting of OSWALD by JACK RUBY, and while RUBY'S sister was 
being Interviewed on television, they became certain that 
RUBY'S sister was identical with the fat woman. 

ALCOCER expressed the belief that the foregoing 
information might possibly indicate involvement of JACK RUBY 
and his sister as conspirators in the assassination of 
President KENNEDY. 
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(M) Information That ERNESTO RODRIGUEZ, 

New Orleans, Louisiana, Possessed Tape ' 

Recordings of OSWALD *s Spanish 

T-17 advised as follows: 

On November 27, 1963, a widow named Mrs. MARIA 
RODRIGUEZ D£ LOPEZ made the statement in Mexico, D. F., Mexico, 
that her son>in-law, a Cuban named ERNESTO RODRIGUEZ, 212 
Jefferson Parish, New Orleans, Louisiana^, telephone No* 

Vernon 5-9658, operates a Spanish school in New Orleans and 
had tape recordings of Spanish conversations by OSWALD. Mrs. 
RODRIGUEZ DE LOPEZ Stated her son Is opposed to Cuban Premier 
FIDEL CASTRO. 

According to the first confidential source abroad, 
ERNESTO RODRIGUEZ, President of the Modern Language Institute, 

New Orleans, Louisiana, advised that OSWALD contacted him on \ 
one occasion during the last week of July or early August, 

1963, and inquired concerning a Spanish language course offered 
at the Institute. OSV/ALD did not take any courses, and 
RODRIGUEZ had no taped recordings of OSWALD'S voice. He had 
no knowledge of OST/ALD*s Spanish-speaking ability.

Prior to the meeting with ECHEVERRIA, the three 
representatives discussed with Ambassador FULTON FREEMAN the 
possibility of taking depositions from Mexican nationals, such 
as the owner of the hotel where OSWALD stayed, bus company 
employees, and others. The Ambassador gave his approval of 
such a procedure so long as the depositions were taken within 
the confines of the Embassy and so long as the appearance of 
the Mexican witnesses was completely voluntary. He insisted 
however, that this procedure be cleared with Lie. ECHEVERRIA 


During the meeting with ECHEVERRIA on 4/10/64 the 
matter of the taking of the depositions was presented to him. 

He immediately opposed the taking of such depositions, poinl^ing 
out that it would appear from this action that the U. S. 
Government was conducting official investigation in Mexico. 

He said this would raise a hue and cry of criticism of the 
Mexican Government in the local press, something which the 
Mexican Goveamment could not afford at the present time with 
Presidential elections scheduled for early July. As a result 
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of ECHEVEKRIA's attitude, the Commission representatives took’ 
no steps to obtain depositions from any Mexican citizens or . 
anyone else while in Mexico City. > 4 

This is submitted to the Bureau in order that the 
reaction of ECHEVERRIA to the desire of the Commission 
representatives to take depositions may be a matter of official 
record at the Bureau.

PRESIDENT'S COMMISSION ON 
ASSASSUiATION OF PRESIDENT KENNEDY 


Remycab 5/19/64 and reBucab 5/7/64, which advised 
that a package was being forwarded by air pouch at the request 
of the President's Commission to be delivered personally to 
Dr. DALE CAMERON, who was staying at the Maria Isabella Hotel 
in Mexico City. This package, transmitted by Bureau routing 
slip of 5/7/64, van received here on 5/8/64. 

Inquiry at the Maria Isabel Hotel on 5/8/64 disclosed 
that Dr. CAMERON wac not registered there nor did he have a 
reservation. Inquiry was conducted on 5/9/64 at which time it 
was ascertained that Dr. CAMERON had arrived the previous 
evening for the purpose of attending a meeting of the American 
Psychiatrists* Association to be held during the following 
week. Dr. CAMERON was not at the hotel and messages were left 
lor him to contact the Legal Attache. He finally made such 
contact on the eve*iing of 5/10/64 and arrangements were made 
at his request for him to call at the office on 5/11/64. 

This was done and, following satisfactory identification, the 
package was delivered unopened to Dr. CAMERON in the Legat's 
office. Dr. CAMERON opened the package in the presence of the 
Legat , and it was noted that it contained a number of documents, 
sone of which nppeured to be portions of Bureau reports. Some 
of tbo documents were bound with Acco fasteners and covers 
similar to the file backs utilized by the Bureau, but bearing 
the name of the President's Commission, and in soiue cases 
classifications of "Top Secret" had been obliterated with a 
blue pencil. 

Dr. CA&TErON was rather reticent at the time the 
documents were delivered to him, but did comment that he had 
been asked to do a study by the Commission. Be was somewhat 
appalled at the quputity of dociimonts which had been sent to 
him. 
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Oil r<«turc)ay, 5/16/64, Dr. CAUEROM again called at the 
office and icqucslcj that the docuaents be returned to the 
Coramission via the pouch. Inasmuch as the Bureau had approtred 
this means of transmittal In forwarding the documents to 
Dr. CA?fERON, his request was granted. Inasmuch as the 
documents were broi’.gbt In by Dr. CAUEROR unwrapped, they were 
wrapped and the package sealed with tape in his presence in 
order to avoid any allegation at a later date that any of the 
documents had been misplaced following his delivery of the 
same to this office. On this occasion Dr. CAMERON commented 
in some detail on the assignment given to him by the Commission. 
ITe said that as tho Superintendent of St. Elizabeth's Hospital 
in Washington he had been requested to make a study of OSWALD'S 
conduct in an effort to determine his motivation for the 
essBSSination of President KENNEDY. He commented that this 
is a very difficult thing to do without having the benefit of 
speaking personally with persons who were well-acquainted with 
OSWALD, such as his wife and others. He also mentioned that 
In making this stu'ly It would be of decided value to have 
nvailable Infonnnt ion concerning OSWALD'S life during the time 
be resided in Ruse 'a and mentioned that no material concerning 
this phase of OS/AJT's life had been sent to him in Mexico City.

BASIS FOR INQUIRY 


A confidential source abroad has- advised that Hiss 
BARRIE HILLMAN, a student at the University of California, 
Berkeley, California, who claimed to be engaged to marry 
HOHOBON^ALCARi^MRAGON , a graduate of the Universidad Nacional 
Autononia de Hexico (National Autonomous University of Hexlco) 
at Mexico, D. F. (Federal District of Mexico which encompasses 
Hexico City), had made a statement in January, 1963, that she 
had visited ALCARAZ ARAGON in Hexico, D. F. , in December, 1963, 
and during that visit ALCARAZ ARAGON told HILLMAN that while 
at the Friends Service Center in Mexico, D. F. , he met an 
American, name unknown , who wanted to go to Cuba to make a 
''firsthand report on the situation there"; that later ALCARAZ 
ARAGON met this American at Sanborn's Restaurant in Mexico, 

D. F. , and on that occasion the unknown American was accompanied 
by LEE HARVEY OSWALD. The unknown American and OSWALD 
allegedly told ALCARAZ ARAGON that they were working together 
to obtain visas for Cuba and planned to travel there together. 
HILLMAN furnished no additional details and was said to be 
reluctant to discuss the matter further.

On April 27, 1964, HOMOBONO ALCARAZ ARAGON, who stated 
he was residing at Calle Chiapas No. 160, Mexico, D. F. , appeared 
at the United States Embassy, Paseo de la Reforma No. 305,

LOUIS KESSLER, stated KESSLER definitely is not identical with 
the American known to him as STEVE KENNAN. 

ALCARAZ ARAGON advised that the person known to him 
as STEVE KENNAN had visited Mexico in late 1962 or early 1963 
and had departed from Mexico many months prior to 0SWALD*s 
reported visit to Mexico in September and early October, 1963. 

ALCARAZ ARAGON related that he first became acquainted 
with ARNOLD LOUIS KESSLER in September or October, 1963, at the 
Friends Service Center located at Calle Ignacio Marlscal 
No, 132, Mexico, D. F., which is a charitable and religious 
center operated in Mexico, D, F, , by the Quaker organization. 

He recalled that KESSLER was still in Mexico when be had. been 
interviewed on January 22, 1964, regarding the statement he 
had made to his fiancee, BARRIE MILLMAN, during the latter part 
of December, 1963. 

He recalled that KESSLER had been employed by the 
"Mexico City Times” newspaper in late 1963 and early 1964, and 
he had seen KESSLER at the Friends Service Center at the time 
news appeared on Mexico, D. F. , television programs concerning 
the assassination of President JOHN F. KENNEDY. 

He could not remember that KESSLER bad made any 
comments at that time which would lead him to believe that

OSWALD and bad not been in contact with hiiii* He mentioned that 
KESSLER bad commented to him that, in the past, be had been 
sympathetic to the communist ideology and was trying to rid 
himself of the stigma because bis ideas in this connection had 
changed. He was certain that KESSLER bad never mentioned 
anything in bis presence which would lead him to believe that 
KESSLER might have known OSWALD, 

ALCARAZ ARAGON advised that ARNOLD LOUIS KESSLER is 
the only American be has known who has the first name "ARNOLD,** 
and be did not think that KESSLER was acquainted with STEVE 
KENNAN because the latter had left Mexico prior to KESSLER *e 
arrival in Mexico. He cmild not provide any information to 
further identify STEVE KENNAN and did not know that KENNAN had 
been in Mexico during the period of OSWALD'S visit. He stated 
he had no knowledge that any of his acquaintances might have 
been in contact with OSWALD. 

He pointed out that "a false alarm" apparently bad 
been initiated by some acquaintance of his fiancee, BARRIE 
MILLMAN, in Berkeley, California, to the effect that be had 
stated that possibly STEVE KENNAN might have had something to 
do with OSWALD in Mexico. ALCARAZ ARAGON reiterated that the 
report that he had met OSWALD in Mexico was completely without 
foundation. 

INTERVIEW OF ARNOLD LOUIS KESSLER IN BRAZIL , 

The first confidential source abroad advised that on 
April 30, 1964, ARNOLD LOUI^'EESSLER, permanent residence 
18266 Pinehurst, Detroit 21, Michigan, stated at Sao Paulo, Brazil 
that he bad never been in contact with OSWALD; that he had not 
made a statement that he had been in contact with OSWALD, but 
might have made the remark to someone that a friend of his, 

HO MO BONO ALCARAZ ARAGON, had remarked on one occasion that he 
had met OSWALD in Mexico, D. F. KESSLER claimed to have no 
details of the alleged meeting between ALCARAZ ARAGON and 
OSWALD, but recalled that ALCARAZ ARAGON had alleged that he 
had been Introduced to OSWALD sometime in the Fall of 1963; 
that OSWALD, the person who introduced them, and ALCARAZ ARAGON 
had had coffee together at an unidentified place in Mexico, 

D, F.; and that he had no other information which would serve 
to verify whether or not ALCARAZ ARAGON and OSWALD had met. 
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INQUIRY AT TI{E FRIENDS SERVICE CENTER, 

MEXICO, D. F,, RE; ARNOLD LOUIS KESSLER 

The second confidential source abroad advised as 

followst 

‘ ^ On May 11, 1964, /.Mrs. AGNE^^O^ESHALL , Director of 
tbe<^Casa de los Amigos'^Friends Service Center) , Calle 
Ignacio Mariscal No. 132,' Mexico, D. F. , advised that ARNOLD 
LOUIS KESSLER bad registered bis address at the center as 
18266 Pineburst, Detroit, Michigan, and that the records of 
the center reflect KESSLER resided therein during the following 
periods: 


October 25, 1963, to November 11, 1963; 

November 13, 1963, to November 16, 1963; 

November 30, 1963, to December 1, 1963; 

February 12, 1964, to February 29, 1964. 

Mrs. COGGESHALL stated that during late 1963 KESSLER 
had been employed by the "Mexico City Times" newspaper for a 
brief period and in December, 1963, had secured an apartment 
somewhere in Mexico City because, even though he preferred to 
reside at the "Casa de los Amigos," be had been informed he 
could not reside there because permanent residence at the 
center is not permitted. 


Mrs. COGGESHALL is acquainted with ALCARAZ ARAGON 
and advised that she would not rely on anything he might have 
to say 9 She recalled that ARNOLD LOUIS KESSLER had Impressed 
her as an Intelligent and reliable individual. She was not 
well*acquainted with either ALCARAZ ARAGON or KESSLER, but 
considered that of these two individuals KESSLER was more 
stable and t^thful. 

VON 'PEACOCK, Assistant Director at the "Casa de los 
Amigos,'* furnished the following on May 11, 1964: < 


He was aware that BOMOBONO ALCARAZ ARAGON had been 
Interviewed in Mexico, D. F., in February, 1964, concerning 
the comment he had made to his fiancee, BARRIE MILLMAN, that 
be might have met OSWALD in Mexico. 
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During hie periodic visits to the "Casa de los 
Aaigos**' ALCARAZ ARAGON bad never indicated to PEACOCK that 
be had met OSWALD in Mexico, and PEACOCK doubted that ALCARAZ 
ARAGON had any factual knowledge concerning OSWALD. 

PEACOCK stated that ALCARAZ ARAGON is a person 
inclined to engage in "loose talk" and that be was impressed 
by the fact that he had been sought out and interviewed with 
regard to OSWALD. He pointed out that, even though ALCARAZ 
ARAGON bad succeeded in obtaining a degree as an attorney in 
Mexico, be is actually "a weak character of questionable 
morals He had knowledge that ALCARAZ ARAGON bad boasted in 
the past of "bis connections in high places" and bad stated it 
was through this influence that he bad succeeded in his 
scholastic endeavors. 

PEACOCK did not doubt that ALCARAZ ARAGON might have 
told KESSLER that he had met OSWALD in Mexico because it is 
the sort of thing which ALCARAZ ARAGON might fabricate as a 
boastful gesture. PEACOCK stated he did not know whether 
ALCARAZ ARAGON bad or had not met OSWALD in Mexico, but based 
on bis knowledge of ALCARAZ ARAGON *s affinity toward "loose 
talk" be bad learned to be skeptical of any statement made by 
him.

At Laredo, Texas, where the Continental bus line aakes 
the sale of Red Arrow bus line tickets from Nuevo Laredo to 
places of destination in Mexico, there is no record made of 
the name of the bus passengers for the Red Arrow bus line. 

Only the ticket number sold and the point of destination in 
Mexico is entered on the passenger list which is compiled at 
Nuevo Laredo. No Red Arrow office is maintained at Laredo.. 

At the Bed Arrow bus line office in Nuevo Laredo, 
when a bus ticket is sold for travel from Nuevo Laredo with 
the final destination being Mexico City, the ticket number, 
the name of the passenger, and the final destination are 
recorded on the passenger list or manifest prepared at Nuevo 
Laredo. 

If a bus ticket is sold, at the Red Arrow bus line 
office in Nuevo Laredo for travel only to Monterrey or to 
points other than the final destination of Mexico City, then 
only the ticket number and destination are entered on the 
passenger manifest and the passenger’s name is not recorded. 

Another instance in which the name of the passenger, 
purchasing a ticket at Nuevo Laredo for travel to the interior 
of Mexico, is not recorded is as follows: 

The Red Arrow bus line in Nuevo Laredo maintains a 
ticket seller at the Mexican Customs station at the International 
Bridge in Nuevo Laredo. In those instances when the ticket, sale 
is made at the Customs station for a trip on a Red Arrow bus 
from Nuevo Laredo to the interior of Mexico , the only data 
appearing on the passenger list made up at Nuevo Laredo would 
be the ticket munber and final destination, and the name of the 
passenger is not recorded. 

The information received from ANOREANI is being 
incorporated into a letterhead memorandum currently in 
preparation. 

On 5/25/64 MANUEL SAUCEDO , owner of Red Arrow bus 
No. 516, was contacted at the Red Arrow bus terminal in Mexico 
City. SAUCEDO advised that he does not have the original 
passenger list, also known as *the '*Venta de Boletos" fozm, 
whidh covered the trip of bus No. 516 from Nuevo Laredo to 
Mexico City on 9/26-27/64. He stated the original passenger '

"Dear Sir: 


”I hereby extend respectful greetings and wish you 
personal happiness.

"Allow me to set forth the following: 

"Seven people masterminded the assassination cf ^ 
President Kennedy on November 22, 1963, in Dallas. ' 
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"In addition, two men were assigned to protection ; 
duties should the attempt be unsuccessful, 

"Of course, the actual perpetrators cf the assassina- 
tion of President John F, Kennedy were two. Cno was Lee 
Harvey Oswald and the other Jack Ruby. 

"Jack Ruby was to take over Ifi case Lee Earvey 
Oswald should miss the target or be reported to the police 
before accomplishing his assignment. 

"In this case, Jack Ruby would have fired on the 
President with a revolver. 

"Of course, they were paid by the seven nen who are 
the true killers of President John F, Kennedy, assassinated 
in a most barbaric fashion.

EFFORTS TO LOCATE JOACUIN RIVAS GAMEZ 
AT SAN SALVADOR, EL SALVADOR

follows: 


On May 11, 1964, Major GUSTAVO ATILIO 
Chief of Investigations, National Police, stated l:e had never 
heard of JOAQUIN RIVAS GALIEZ. 

On May 11, 1964, ALFREDO ZAPATA, Chief of Crii'.inai 
Investigations, National Police, after a review of the records 
of the Criminal Division of the National Police, advised he 
could locate no information identifiable '.vith JGAQUIM RIVAS 
GAMEZ. 

On May 12, 1964, Dr. PEDRO ANTONIO ANGEL, Herd of 
the Technical Section, National Police, checked hii recor-cs 
and located a fingerprint card on an Individual by the na.7.c of 
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JOAQUIN RIVA6 CAUEZ, This individual was Identified <19 a f 
Salvadoi'an, bora in 1924 at Apastepeque, San Vicente, 

£1 Salvador. His father was listed as JOSE RIVAS and his 
vother as JUANA GAMEZ. He was shown in these records to be 
5*8-3/4" in height, but there was no additional physical 
description. This man was arrested on August 21, 1952, at 
which time his address was shown as Colonia Militar 10 , 

San Salvador. He was arrested on suspicion of the homicide 
of ALBERTO GOMEZ GONGORA on a complaint of the latter's 
daughter, MERCEDES GOMEZ DE RAMIREZ. The only additional 
information on the card said that the accusation was not 
proved. 




On May 12, 1964, ALFREDO ZAPATA advised that inquiry 
in the section of San Salvador known as Colonia Llllltar 
disclosed a number of houses bearing No. 10. ZAPATA said 
that the address Colonia Mllitar 10 is not complete inasmuch 
as it lacks the name of the street. He advised that inquiry 
had been made at every house bearing the No. 10 in the section 
of the city known as Colonia Milltar without locating anyone 
who could furnish any information on JOACUIK RIVAS GAMEZ. 

On May 12, 1964, ALFREDO ZAPATA advised that 
investigation disclosed there is a small branch pest office 
at North Second Avenue 1604 in the section of the city of 
San Salvador known as Barrio San Miguelito. On May 13, 196-i , 
ZAPATA advised he had ascertained that this branch post office 
has only two employees, who indicated they receive mail but 
do not distribute mail from that address. Both employees, 
according to ZAPATA, advised they had never heard of JOACUIK 
RIVAS GAMEZ. ZAPATA stated he questioned both :>:iplcycc 3 ac to 
what action they would take if a letter arrived at the branch 
post office addressed to him, and both replied that they would 
forward it to the central post office in downtev/n San Salvador. 

ZAPATA stated that during the course of the cay on 
May 12, 1964, various people who entered the branch pest office 
in Barrio San Miguelito were questioned as to whether they knew 
JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ but no one admitted knowing this individual. 

On May 12, 1964, ZAPATA advised that inquiry at tfc?=^ 
central post office in downtown San Salvador failed to disclose 
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uny address for JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ and there was no indication 
that he received mall there. 

ZAPATA advised that a number of houses on other 
streets within the Barrio San Miguellto section of San Salvador 
bear the munber 1604. Residents of these houses were contacted 
but could furnish no Information as to the whereabouts of 
JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ and stated they had never heard of this 
individual. 

On May 12, 1964, a third confidential source abroad 
advised that a review of the records of the Department of 
Information, Ministry of Defense, San Salvador, failed to 
reveal any identifiable infoz*mation on JOAQUIN RIVAS GAI-GZ. 
record dated In November, 1961, was located on a JOAQUIN.. 

/RIVAS with address shown as North Second Avenue between East 
/ 9th and 11th Streets, San Salvador. RIVAS' occupation was shown 
as motorist which, according to the source, would probably mean 
the man was a truck driver. There was a notation that this can 
had spoken against the Government of £1 Salvador. He was 
reported to have said, "Que se tiene que derramar rucha sangre 
para recuperar la situacion" (Much blood has to be spilled in 
order to recuperate the situation) . 

On May 14, 1964, ZAPATA advised that inquiries were 
conducted on North Second Avenue between East Sth and lltb 
Streets, which is in the section of the city luiown as Sarrio 
San Miguellto but about nine blocks from the branen post: office 
in Barrio San Miguellto. A woman by the name of LUCIA DE 
ANDRADE was located at North Second Avenue No. 613, ard she 
informed that a JOAQUIN RIVAS had been employed as a Truck 
driver for her until about four months ago when she sold the 
truck. According to Mrs, ANDRADE, JOAQUIN RIVAS was thereaifer 
out of work, and she believed he had left El Salvador for 
Honduras. She could furnish no information as to \vherc he 
resided. 


On May 15, 1964, ZAPATA stated that on the night oi 
May 14, 1964, the husband of LUCIA DE ANDRADE claimed that 
JOAQUIN RIVAS bad been employed as a truck driver until he Lad 
an accident and was arrested, and subsequently left El Snlvadcr 
for Costa Rica. 
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On Hay 12, 1964, WILLIAU A. UITCUELL, Consul, Anerlcan 
Embassy, San Salvador, checked visa records without locating 
any identifiable infoxnaation on JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ. 

On Hay 13, 1964, Mrs. THOMAS C. JAMES, Secretary, 
Political Section, American Embassy, San Salvador, checked the 
name of JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ through the General Embasev Indices 
without locating any identifiable information. 

On May 14, 1964, ZAPATA related that on the previous 
day one of the detectives under his command caused a check to 
be made of the identification cards required of all Sclvadoran 
citizens, which cards are located in the Municipal Bulicilng of 
San Salvador. This check failed to indicate that any identifi- 
cation card had been issued in the name of JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ. 
Information was located on a JOAQUIN RIVAS PENA and a JOAQUIN 
RIVAS FIVAS but there was nothing to indicate either of these 
individuals might be identical with RIVAS GA!iiEZ. 

On May 14, 1964, AB^, HERNANDEZ, Head of the 
Investigative Section, Immigration Department, San Salvador, 
advised that a review of Immigration Department records faiiod 
to disclose that a passport had ever been issued in tho narie of 
JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ. 

On May 14, 1964, Major SALVADOR PALACIOS, Chief of 
the Traffic Department, San Salvador, advised that a tve-dny 
search by employees of his department had failed to locate any 
identifiable information on JOAQUIN RIVAS GAMEZ. He said these 
records Included a list of all automobiles, trucks, and other 
vehicles, as well as drivers* licenses, for the entire ccuntry. 

A review of the latter records, which are broken do«n into 
private automobile licenses, motorcycle licenses, light truck 
licenses, and heavy truck licenses, failed to reflect the nane 
JOAQUIN RIVAS GAKIEZ. According to law, a driver's license in 
any of the four categories must be renewed every year. The 
four categories were checked back through 1957 without locsting 
any Information in the name of JOAQUIN RIVAS GALIEZ. 

ZAPATA advised that he would continue the invest ic-t ion 
to locate JOAQUIN RIVAS GA&IEZ and in this regard would make 
efforts to locate the JOAQUIN RIVAS GA!iiEZ who reportedly ren 
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born in 1924 at Apantepeque, San Vicente, £1 Salvador, to 
ascertain whether he was the person who dirooted th« letter to 
the Attorney General of the United States.

BASIS FOR INQUIRY 

A confidential source abroad has advised that the 
baggage manifest for bus No. 516 of the "Serviclos Unidos 
Autobuses Blancos Flecba Roja, 8. A. de C. V.** (The Unified 
Services of White Autobuses Red Arrow, Incorporated), commonly 
referred to as the Flecba Roja bus line, which departed from 
Nuevo Laredo, State of Tamaulipas, Mexico, on September 26, 
1963, and arrived at Mexico, D. F. (D. F. refers to ’’Distrito 
Federal” - Federal District or the Mexican Federal Capital) , 
the following day, included as a passenger thereon the name 
of ’XEE HARVEY OSWALJ.” 

According to the source, several persons who traveled 
on that bus as passengers definitely identified photographs of 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD as being a young American who was a passenger 
thereon.

On Hay 21, 1964, CRISTIANl ANDREANI L. furnished 
the following information with regard to the matter of entering 
data on the passenger list form for Flecha Roja bus trips 
originating at Nuevo Laredo with Mexico, O. F, , as the final 
destination point: 

The complete passenger list for Flecha RoJa bus 
trips originating at Nuevo Laredo with final destination 
being Mexico, D. F. , actually is made up of three separate 
lists as follows: 

(1) Passenger list prepared for those boarding 
at Nuevo Laredo. 

(2) Passenger list prepared for those boarding 
at Sabinas Hidalgo, State of Nuevo Leon, 

(3) Passenger list prepared for those boarding 
at Monterrey, State of Nuevo Leon. 

At Laredo, Texas, where the Continental bus line 
makes the sale of Flecha RoJa bus line tickets for trips from 
Nuevo Laredo to places of destination in Mexico, there is no 
record made of the name of the bus passengers for the Flecha 
RoJa bus line. No passenger manifest is compiled at Laredo; 
however, the ticket number sold by the Continental bus line 
at Laredo and the point of destination in Mexico are entered 
on the Flecha RoJa passenger list which is compiled at- Nuevo 
Laredo. Usually tickets sold by the Continental bus line 
will have a letter prefix before the ticket number. No 
Flecha RoJa office is maintained at Laredo. 

When a bus ticket is sold at the Flecha RoJa bus 
line office in Nuevo Laredo for travel frcMn Nuevo Laredo 
with the final destination being Mexico City, the ticket 
number, the name of the passenger, and the final destination 
are entered and recorded on the passenger list or manifest 
which is prepared at Nuevo Laredo, In Instances involving a 
man and wife traveling together, normally only the name of 
either the husband or wife will appear. Similarly in the 
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case of a child and his parents or guardian traveling together, 
the name of one parent or guardian will appear; however, the 
ticket number is recorded for each traveler. 

If a bus ticket Is sold at the Flecha Roja bus line 
office In Muevo Laredo for travel only to Monterrey or to 
points other than the final destination of Mexico, D, F«, 
then only the ticket number and the destination are entered on 
the passenger manifest and the passenger's name is not recorded. 

On May 25, 1964, CRISTIANI ANDREANI L. advised the 
second confidential source abroad that another Instance In 
which the name of the passenger who purchases a ticket at 
Nuevo Laredo for travel to the interior of Mexico Is not 
recorded Is as follows: 

The Flecha RoJa bus line in Nuevo Laredo maintains a 
ticket seller at the Mexican Customs station at the International 
Bridge in Nuevo Laredo, In those Instances when the ticket sale 
Is made at the Customs station for a trip on a Flecha Roja bus 
from Nuevo Laredo to the Interior of Mexico, including Mexico, 

D, F, , the name of the passenger is not recorded on the 
passenger list or manifest. In this case the only data 
appearing on the passenger list made up at Nuevo Laredo would 
be the ticket number and the final destination. 

On May 21, 1964, CRISTIANI ANDREANI L. explained to 
the third confidential source abroad that the practice of 
recording names of passengers who travel on bus lines in 
Mexico has a historical significance. Years ago in Mexico 
when the roads were in poor condition and the bus drivers 
were not as adept as they are at the present time there were 
numerous bus accidents throughout the country. In many 
Instances these accidents were very serious In that buses 
turned over and caught fire, causing death to many passengers. 

On many occasions due to the seriousness of the accidents 
no identification could be made of the passenger victims. 

Also many fraudulent claims were made by relatives of persons 
who were not on the bus at the time of the accident. This 
resulted in the practice of the bus lines recording the 
passengers* names. 

ANDREANI stated the system of recording the names of 
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the passengers Is not absolute. He cited as an example the 
fact that on the Flecha Roja bus trip from Nuevo Laredo to 
Mexico, D. F. , only the names of the passengers with the 
final destination of Mexico, D. F. , are recorded at Nuevo 
Laredo and then only if the ticket is purchased at the 
Flecha RoJa bus line office in Nuevo Laredo. 

EFFORTS MADE AT MEXICO, D. F. , TO OBTAIN 
PASSENGER LISTS OF FLECHA ROJA BUS NO. 516 
ifHICH TRAVELED FROM NUEVO LAREDO TO 
MEXICO, D. F,, SEPTEMBER 26-27, 1963 

On May 21, 1964, Captain MANUEL LECUONA RAMOS, Chief 
of the Special Intelligence Section of the Mexican Presidential 
Staff, advised a fourth confidential source abroad as follows: 

Immediately following the assassination of President 
KENNEDY on November 22, 1963, and as a result of Instructions 
received from his superiors, investigators assigned to his 
group conducted investigation concerning OSWALD *s activities 
in Mexico. Among these investigators was Lieutenant ARTURO 
BOSCH. They located the record of OSWALD'S stay at the Hotel 
del Comerclo in Mexico City and a passenger manifest of the 
"Transportes Frontera" bus line which contained the name 
”OS^D,” 

Captain LECUONA said that neither Lieutenant BOSCH 
nor any of his other investigators had ever mentioned having 
obtained a passenger list of the Flecha Roja bus line. He 
stated definitely that he would have been informed had a 
passenger list of this company been found with the name of 
OSWALD appearing thereon. According to Captain LECUONA, he 
would immediately Interview Lieutenant BOSCH and, should the 
latter have any information concerning the Flecha Roja 
passenger list, this information would be supplied at once.

Concerning the interview of Captain MANUEL LECUONA 
RAMOS, it is to be noted that he gave every evidence of desiring 
to" cooperate. At the same time he obviously was uneasy about 
the questions concerning the Flecha Roja passenger list. He 
tended to pass off lightly the matter of the list even though 
it was pointed out to him that it is considered very important 
from the standpoint of identifying other passengers who 
traveled with OSWALD from Nuevo Laredo to Mexico, D. F. 
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From the information obtained and set forth in the 7 
enclosed LHlt that passengers who purchase tickets for Mexico >' 
City at the Continental office in Laredo, Texas, or at the 
Mexican Customs station at the International Bridge do not 
have their names listed on the passenger or "Sale of Tickets" 
list but only their ticket numbers, it is believed the following 
may have occurred: 

Hi.*' 

.Lt., ARTURO ^bDS^H, in the company of one or more 
other investigators from LECU0NA*s office, did pick up the 
three-part passenger list for the trip of Flecha Roja bus 
No. 516 which departed Nuevo Laredo on 9/26/63 for Mexico City 
with intermediate stops at Sabinas Hidalgo and Monterrey. 

Since in all probability OSWALD'S ticket to Mexico City was 
purchased through Continental, either in Laredo or at some 
other point, only a ticket number for him and not his name 
would have appeared on the passenger list. When the list was 
examined in LECUONA's office and OSWALD'S name was not found 
thereon , it was considered to be of no importance and was 
discarded at that time. 

If this did occur, as theorized, it is believed that 
neither Capt. LECUONA nor Lt. BOSCH will ever admit having had 
the list since to do so would be an admission of sloppy 
investigation on their part. 

Possibly bearing on this is the fact that on 5/21/64 
Capt. LECUONA not only stated he would question Lt. BOSCH 
but would instruct the latter to call at the Legat Office to 
discuss the matter. BOSCH has not appeared to date and efforts 
to locate him at LECUONA 's office have been unsuccessful. 

These efforts are continuing.

In furnishing copies of enclosed LEI to the Commission, 
the Bureau advised the Commission that we do not Intend to 
Interview all Individuals Identified In the lezican Immigration 
records (including holders of FI-5 and FI-8 Permits) who 
entered lezico and departed therefrom on indicated dates.

Travel from 
Monterrey to Laredo was performed on TDN bus No. 373 which 
departed Monterrey shortly thereafter and arrived at Laredo 
about 2:00 a.m., 10/3/63.

It is noted that on the front- ^ 
side of each ticket in the space designated for the price there 
appears the number 39532. As the Bureau has been previously 
advised, TEN officials advise that this is the number of the.^. / 
ticket for which ticket No. 9511 was exchanged. 


On the Mexico, D. F. - Monterrey, M. L., portion of 
the ticket it is indicated that the holder of the ticket 
occupied seat 7. The TEN manifest for this portion of the trip 
indicates that PAULA RUSIONI was assigned this seat. 


Both portions of the ticket on the reverse side bear v 
the words *'redondo , N . Laredo-Mexico" (roimd trip , N . Laredo- 
Mexico). The Mexico, O. F. - Monterrey, N. L., portion on the - 
reverse side has the words "tercer cupon” (third coupon) and 
the Monterrey, M. L. - Laredo, Texas, portion bears the words 
"cuarto cupon” (fourth coupon).

The President's Commission has advised that it has 
evidence that on Friday or Saturday, September 27 or 28, 1963, 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD had his photograph taken for use on a visa 
application at .the Cuban Embassy in Mexico City. 

RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION CONDUCTED 
AT PHOTOGRAPHIC STUDIOS IN VICINITY 
OF HOTEL DEL COMERCIO, MEXICO CITY, 

CUBAN AND SOVIET EMBASSIES, MEXICO CITY, 

AND TRAVEL AGENCY, MEXICO CITY, AT WHICH 
OSWALD IS BELIEVED TO HAVE PURCHASED 
A BUS TICKET AS H. Ot LEE 

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, furnished the follov;ing information 
on June 6, 1964: 

A street-to-street canvass in the vicinity of the 
Hotel Del Comercio, Bernardino de Sahagun No. 19, Mexico City, 
failed to disclose the existence of any photographic studios 
in the area. The source pointed out that the area surrounding 
the Hotel Del Comercio is one in vhich many bus terminals and 
small business establishments are located and does not appear 
to be an area which would be conducive to the operation of a 
photographic studio. 

A second confidential source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, furnished the following 
information on June 8, 1964: - - 

The personnel at the photographic studios located 
in the vicinities of the Cuban and Goviet Embassies in Mexico 
City were interviewed concerning the poj^sibility that a 
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photograph of OSWALD had been taken. The source also revleved 
the negatives retained by these studios for .photographs taken 
on September 27 and 28, 1963, but no negative was located 
which appeared to be the negative of a photograph of OSWALD. 
The studios contacted are listed below:

IBARRA stated that the only explanation he 
could offer for the discrepancy between number of 
cancelled tickets in the trip envelope and the 13 
individuals accounted for on the face of 'die envelope 
is that tickets from some other trip were intermingled 
with tickets of Bus 373 on October 2-3, 1963. 
xBARRA explained that if the date stamps on the backs 
of the tickets that were in Exhibit D-202 correspond 
with the date stamps on the front of the trip envelope, 
then he, IBARRA, made an error in recording the number 
of tickets inside the trip envelope. If the stamps on the 
backs of the tickets do not correspond with the stamps 
on the front of the trip envelope, the office in 
Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, intermingled tickets 
from another trip with the ones in Exhibit D-202. 

IBARRA pointed out the two stamps on the front 
of Exhibit D-202 are as follows: "Autobuses 

Transportes del Norte, October 22, Monterrey, N.L.," 
and "Transportes del Norte, October 3, 1963, N. Laredo 
C Tamps." and stated that one or the other of these 
stamps should appear on the back of each ticket that 
was in Exhibit D-202.

If the onchallenged remarks of Ibarra re date stasis on 
back of tickets are correct, they would tend to establish that the 
travel of H. 0. Lee oh Bus 373 10-3-63 to Laredo was incorrect. 
This the Bureau does not believe to be so. 


Ascertain from Del Norte Lines whether or not the 
remarks of Ibarra are correct. Note that ticket of H. 0. Lee was 
8taiq>ed September 30, 1963, and bore name on stamp of "J. Gascon." 
Your letterhead of 4-7-64 on page 11 dows that Juan Gascon is 
ticket agent of Del Norte Lines.

There is a problem re the ticket that was issued to H, 0, 

Lee (Oswald) for travel from Mexico City to Laredo 10/2-3/63 via the 
Mexican Del Norte Line Rus. The trip envelope shows that 13 passengers 
were aboard bus in Question; however^ there were 20 tickets within the 
envelope. The bus ariver says that if the date staisps on backs of 
tickets differ from the date stamps on face of the envelope, the 
company headquarters erred in intermingling extra tickets which wound 
up within the envelope. He maintains that if the date stamps on the 
backs of the tickets coincide with the date stamps on the face of the 
envelope, the error was his. 


In all probability, the date stamps on the tickets indicate 
the date the ticket was purchased or issued rather than the date of the 
travel. It is necessary that we establish this for if the driver is 
right, his statement would tend to show that II. 0. Lee was not a 
passenger on the bus in question.

He arrived at Laredo, Texas,, at approximately 2 AM on the 
morning of IO/3/63. He was assigned seat number 12, a 
window seat located four rows from the front on the driver* a 
aide. It is believed he departed Laredo at 3 AM on IO/3/63 
on a Greyhound bus en route to Dallas, Texas, via San 
Antonio. 


One of the passengers who boarded bus number 332 
at Mexico City and traveled to Laredo was ANASTASIO RUIZ K5ZA 
a resident of Mexico City, who was seated in seat nijiaber I5 
on bus number 332. MEZA also departed Laredo at 3 AM on 
10/3/63 for the trip north. He identified a profile photo- 
graph of OSWALD as being that of an American youth i^rhom he 
first recalled as having boarded the bus number 373 
Monterrey. 


It is noted Information in referenced San Antonio 
airtel Indicates MEZA has identified an individual believed 
to be EULALIO RODRIGUEZ as a person who sat next to him on 
the bus from Mexico City to Laredo on 10/2 - 3/63# This 
individual was destined for Houston, Texas. 


The following investigation was conducted at 
Houston, Texas, by SA EDWIN DALRYMFLE: 


Indices of the Houston Office contained no ref- 
erences identifiable with EULALIO RODRIGUEZ, The Houston, 
Texas, City Directory and Telephone Directory contained nP 
listing identifiable with RODRIGUEZ. 


On 6/3/64, Bureau of 

Greater Houston, advls^^^^^^genc^rec^ved a credit in- 
quiry on 12/3/63 from the Ford Motor Company at Houston 
concerning one EULALIO RODRIGUEZ, wife MARIA, described as 
62 years of age in I963. This individual was then residing 
at %15 Shammin, Houston, Texas, and had previously resided 
at Los Angeles, California. His occupation was described 
as truck driver for R, A, SCHRIEWER, South Houston, Texas. 
Mrs. FUTRELL stated her agency had made no inquiry concern- 
ing RODRIGUEZ and this file contained no additional informa- 
tion. 


On 6/3/64 ,AohM E, COPPERSMITH, Records Cler^ 
INS, Houston, Texas, checked the indices of his office and 
reported the only record under the name EULALIO RODRIGUEZ

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Which he could locate was in INS file A8 5^9 109. TWs ; 
file pertains to EUIALIO RODRIGUEZ-Chavez, horn 12/14/01, 
Tres' Marias, Morelos, Mexico* RODRIGUEZ applied for an 
immigrant visa on 9/15/53 8-t the U* S* Embassy, Mexico 
City, D.P. He entered the U. S. on 10/3/53 at San Yslt^o, 
California, destined to ERNEST and FRANCES RODRIGUEZ, 

Hearst Avenue, San Francisco, California. In this visa 
application, RODRIGUEZ was described as 5*8”, 196 pouiac’r, 
gray hair, brown eyes, Mexican nationality, wife identiriel 
as MARIA RIOS de RODRIGUEZ. 

This INS file contained a change of address card 
submitted by RODRIGUEZ on 12/13/63, from 23I North Rowan 
Avenue, Los Angeles, California, to 4517 Shannan, Houston, 
Texas. On l/T/64, RODRIGUEZ also filed the annual Address 
Report Card with INS at Houston, Texas, reporting he was then 
residing at %17 Shannan, Houston, Texas. 

On 6/5/64, a check of INS records at Houston, 

Texas, revealed that INS file a 8 549 151 pertains to Marla 
del Pilar RODRIGUEZ -Rios who was bom 5/6/48 in Mexico and 
first entered the U.S. on 10/3/53 at San Ysldro, California. 
This file was transferred on 1/24/64 from INS, Houston, 

Texas, to INS, Los Angeles, California. It would appear 
this individual is the daughter of EULALIO RODRIGUEZ, sub- 
ject of the current inquiry. 

/John E, COPPERSMIT^ ins, Houston, mentioned 
above, on 6/5/64 located Adaress Report Cards filed on 
1/7/64 by MARIA del PILAR RODRIGUEZ -RIOS, mentioned above, 
who gave her occupation as student and address as 4517 
Shannan, Houston, Texas, and also by Marla del Pilar 
RODRIGUEZ, subject of INS File a 8 549 l4l. The latter 
Individual Indicated she was born 10/5/05 in Mexico and 
as of l/T/64 had resided for 45 days at 4517 Sharman, 

Houston, Texas. It is apparent the latter individual is 
the wife of EULALIO RO^IGUEZ. 

Office Inspector's Texas, 

(conceal identity), advised he made inquiries concerning 
EULALIO RODRIGUEZ, formerly of 4517 Sharman, Houston, and 
was informed by the mall carrier covering this residence 
that RODRIGUEZ left Houston on 2/3/64 but declined to furnish 
a forwarding address. 
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On 6/3/64, Alexander contreras, 116 PrawieyV 

Houston, Texas, advised he lives at that address with his 
mother, Mrs. MARY L. CONTRERAS, who speaks almost no 
English. CONTRERAS Is a part-time truck driver and he and 
his mother also work for the Circulation Department of the 
Houston Chronicle. OGNTSERAS pointed out his mother oi.-ns 
the residence at 4517 Sharman which is next door to the 
Prawley Street address and his mother also owns several 
other small houses immediately adjacent thereto. 

fcONTRERAS related that EULALIO RODRIGUEZ is a 
cousin of Mrs. MARY L, CONTRERAS. Mrs. CONTRERAS frequently 
visits Mexico City in the summer where she has various rela- 
tives. EULALIO RODRIGUEZ contacted Mrs. CONTRERAS In Mexico 
City and convinced her he was her cousin. In approximately 
October, I963, EULALIO RODRIGUEZ traveled from Mexico City 
to Houston, Texas, alone by bus in order to establish a new 
residence at Houston. Mrs. COI^TRERAS pexmltted RODRIGUEZ 
to reside in the small house at 4517 Sharman. Thereafter, 
RODRIGUEZ x*etu3?ned to Mexico City, after which his wife and 
daughter also came to Houston. RODRIGUEZ sold his home and 
other belongings In Mexico when he went down to get his 
family. *CONTRERAS stated he knew RODRIGUEZ* wife as MARY 
RODRIGUEZ but professed he could not recall the name of the 
RODRIGUEZ daughter, who was approximately 14 years of age 
and attended John Marshall Jtmlor High School In Houston. 
COffHlERAS located a letter which his mother had received 
from RODRIGUEZ postmarked 11/4/63 at Mexico City, indicating 
RODRIGUEZ was in Mexico on that date, after his initial trip 
to Houston. 

CONTRERAS related RODRIGUEZ purchased a dump truck 
in Houston and attempted to operate a trucking business but 
was unsucceesful. RODRIGUEZ later gave this truck up and 
purchased a 1958 Chevrolet pickup, believed to be white. 

I Shortly after purchasing this pickup, RODRIGUEZ left Houston 

i In approximately January, 1964, and moved to California, 

r CONTRERAS stated RODRIGUEZ had failed to pay his mother for 

> renting the house and had likewise borroiyed money frcmi 

c CQNTRE^S and several other relatives, which he never paid 

i back. CONTRERAS stated for this reason RODRIGUEZ told no 

.. one idiere he was going In California and Mrs. CONTRERAS has 

never received any correspondence from him since he left 
Houston. CONTRERAS described RODRIGUEZ as 5*11” to 6« In 
.j height, heavy build and wearing a mustache.

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_ On 6/V64, J3ETGARCIA, Manager, Hontalb2uio LuiribcrC 

&lqpany No, 2, 2111 Jensen Drive, advised he is a son-in-lai 
ofMrs. MARY L, CONTRERAS, and he and his wife accompanied 
|!rs. CONTRERAS to Mexico City in the summer of I963. While 
at Mexico City, they were visited by EOLALIO RODRIGUEZ v*ho 
learned of their presence in Mexico from other relatives, ' 
RODRIGUEZ and Mrs, CONTRERAS discovered they were distant 
cousins, RODRIGUEZ expressed his desire to come to the 
United States and get in the trucking business. 

RODRIGUEZ came to Houston from Mexico City several 
months after GARCIA had vislj^d in Hbxlco City, RU££EN 
GARCIA, son of JOE GARCIA, drove a dump truck for RODRIGUEZ 
for several weeks but this business was not successful. In 
approximately January, 196^# RODRIGUEZ purchased a second- 
hand pickup, loaded his belongings and left the next day, 
reportedly for California. GARCIA stated he has heard 
nothing more from RODRIGUEZ and knoxfs nothing about his 
\ihereabouts. GARCIA professed not to remember the name of 
RODRIGUEZ* wife or daughter and stated he actually talked 
to RODRIGUEZ only twice while he was in Houston. GARCIA 
stated he believes RODRIGUEZ was residing in Houston when 
President KENNEDY was assassinated and he recalls that LEE 
HARVEY OSWAID's photograph was published repeatedly in the 
Houston newspapers, but he never heard RODRIGUEZ mention 
OSWALD or give any indication that he might have seen OSWALD 
in the past. , GARCIA recalled that RODRIGUEZ referred to the 
assassination as a very terrible thing. 

On 6/4/64, RUEBEN GARCIA, Montalbano Lumbqfc^Cbra- 
»pany No. 3, 6120 North Shepherd, stated he had worked for 
RODRIGUEZ for about one month but could not talk to 
RODRIGUEZ much because RODRIGUEZ spoke almost no English. 

* GARCIA recalled RODRIGUEZ came to Houston alone by bus frcmi 
Mexico in approximately October, 1963> and thereafter re- 
turned to Mexico City, sold his home and returned to Houston 
and purchased a truck. RUEBEN GARCIA drove this dump truck 
for RODRIGUEZ for several weeks and recalled President 
KENNEDY was assassinated a short time before he discontinued 
his relationship with RODRIGUEZ, IGARCIA stated RODRIGUEZ 
conmented that the assassination was a terrible thing but 
he gave no indication he had ever seen or heard of LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD. RODRIGUEZ commented to GARCIA that he had once 
worked in a factory in California and that his wife was a 
seamstress. 
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In early February, 19^4, RODRIGUEZ purchased a 
pickup truck and stated he was moving to California. 

f UEBHN GARCIA stated he never saw this truck and has heard 
othlng from RODRIGUEZ since he left Houston. GARCIA 
stated RODRIGUEZ daughter attended John Marshall Junior 
High School but he could not recall her name. 

On 6/4/64, Mrs. MARCELINE JOHNS and Mrs. JAlffi 
HdSHES, Record Clerks, John Marshall Junior High School, 

1119 Noble Street, advised they had thoroughly checked 
available records of students who attended that school • 
during the 1963 - 1964 school year and they could locate 
no record of a student by the name of RODRIGUEZ who gave 
a residence on Sharman Street. Mrs. HUGHES stated she 
checked the correspondence and other records pertaining 
to transfers of students and could locate no record of 
any transfer of a student from this school to a California 
school during 1964. 

On 6/5/64, R. A. SCHRIEWER, hauling contractor, 
9726 Easthaven Boulevard, South Houston, Texas, advised 
that ALEXANDER CONTRERAS had worked for him as a truck 
driver in the past but he was not acquainted with EULALIO 
RODRIGUEZ and could furnish no Information concerning him. 

On 6/B/64, HAROLD LIPPERT, Ford Motor Credit 
Conqpany, 2903 Richmond Avenue, Houston, Texas, advised 
that EULALIO RODRIGUEZ had not financed an automobile 
through his company and he could locate no record of a 
credit application having been received from RODRIGUEZ. 
*LIPPERT stated he would make further efforts to locate 
such a record and would advise the Houston Office of the 
FBI If he should be successful. 

From the information set forth above It appears 
that EULALIO RODRIGUEZ, INS File A8 549 109, Is the in- 
dividual who rode the bus from Mexico City to Laredo, Texas, 
on 10/2 - 3/63 and possibly observed OSWALD on this bus. 

For the Information of Los Angeles and San Francisco, the 
relatives of RODRIGUEZ at Houston, Texas, appeared to be 
somewhat evasive and It Is believed they did not furnish 
all information available to them concerning RODRIGUEZ, 
although they did not appear to have Information pertinent 
to Instant investigation. It would appear that after coming 
to Houston In October and/or November, I963, RODRIGUEZ 
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became dissatisfied with employment opportunities and > 

possibly made a trip to California In early December, 1963* 
which might account for his presence In California on 
12/13/63 when he Indicated a change of address from Los 
Angeles to Houston. It would appear that RODRIGUSZ Is 
probably residing In the Los Angeles area at present, 
although It Is noted when he first entered the United 
States in 19^3 be was planning to reside In San Francisco.

As has been previously reported, OSWALD, using the 
name of H. O, LEE, is believed to have departed Mexico City 
at 8:30 AM on October 2, 1963, on bus No. 332 of a bus line 
called *'Autobuses Transportes del Norte" (hereinafter referred 
to as Transportes del Norte). In Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, 

Mexico, passengers on bus No. 332 vbo were continuing on to 
Nuevo Laredo.

Interviewed at Los Angeles. RODRIGUEZ positively identified 
a photograph of lEE HARVEY OSWALD as passenger on Transportes 
del Norte bus which traveled from Mexico City, Mexico, to 
Laredo, Texas, 10/2/63 and then by Greyhound bus from 
Laredo, Texas, during early morning hours of 10/3/63. 
RODRIGUEZ recalled OSWALD was one of two men passengers 
taken off this bus for Turther questioning regarding his 
docxanents by examining Immigration officers at Mexican 
Immigration check station, located a few miles from the 
f' Mexican-United States border. RODRIGUEZ had no personal 

contacts or conversations with OSWALD.

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EUIALIO ROK?IGUEZ CHAVEZ, a Mexican citizen, 62 years 
of age, presently unemployed and residing at 3^l8i East Michigan 
Avenue, Los Angeles, California, advised the following in the 
Spanish lamgxiage: i 

He recalled having made three trips to the United ’ 
States by bus from Mexico City, Mexico, during the year of 
1963 . He refreshed his recollection from some personal letters 
and some documents, and determined that on October 2, 1963, 
he departed aboard a Transportes del Norte bus at Mexico City 
about 8:00 a.m. en route to Houston, Texas, via Monterrey, State 
of Nuevo Leon, Mexico, and Laredo and San Antonio, Texas. He 
had made reservations at the Transportes del Norte bus station 
located on Calle (street) Insurgentes in Mexico City about 
two days previous to his departure and remembered that he then 
received his bus ticket and was assigned a seat number. He 
could not recall the exact number of the latter. He departed 
from Mexico City en route to Houston, Texas, to engage in a 
duii^ truck business. 

Previously, he had traveled to Dallas, Texas, because 
of the death of a friend, and subsequent to the above trip to 
Houston, Texas, he again traveled to Houston with his wife and 
daughter from Mexico City in the latter part of November, 1963* 

He recalled that on the bus trip from Mexico City to 
Laredo, Texas, on October 2, 1963* be was assigned either seat 
number five or eight aboard the bus and he was certain that he 
sat about three rows back of the bus driver in an aisle seat. 

He was very certain about the latter because he does not like 
to ride in a bus sitting by a windov;. He kept the same seat 
on the bus during the trip from Mexico City to Laredo, Texas. 

He recalled that when he boarded the bus at Mexico City on 
the morning of October 2, I 963 , he was late in arriving and 
had difficulty obtaining assistance in getting his large suit- 
case placed in the trunk carrier of the bus. He remembered 
that \dien he boau?ded the bus, most of the other passengers 
already were seated. 


He remembered clearly that he sat next to a young woman 
who sat on his left next to the window and he could not recall 
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Whether a man or a woman sat next to him across the aisle. 

He spoke to the young woman, who was seated In the bus vrtien he 
boarded, and he described her as being of Mexican descent, , 
about eighteen or nineteen years of age, thin build, good 
looking, and spoke Spanish fluently. The young woman advised him 
that she had been vacationing in Mexico City, that she was 
married and was returning to her residence in Houston, Texas. 

He did not learn the young woman's naiae but she was supposed 
to have been met at the Greyhound bus station in Houston, 

Texas, by her husband. 


After being processed by United States Immigration, 
Public Health, and Customs at Laredo, Texas, he boarded a 
Gre^ound bus and proceeded to San Antonio, Texas, where he 
boarded another .bus for Houston, Texas. 



He recalled that the bus stopped at Monterrey and all 
passengers alighted, but he did not recall if it was the same 
or a different bus which they boarded vdien they departed fron 
Monterrey. He remembered that there were several rest stops 
while en route to Laredo, Texas, from Mexico City, vdiich allowed 
the passengers to drink a soda or eat a sandwich but these 
stops were short.

The bus was full and he did not have any conversation 
with anyone else except the young woman who sat next to him. 

He could not recall specifically if any additional passengers 
boarded the bus at Monterrey but he was certain that he kept 
his same seat all the way frewn Mexico City to Laredo, Texas. 

He remembered that the arrival at Monterrey was at about 9i00 
or 10:00 p.m. and that it was then dark. 

A few miles before reaching the border at Nuevo 
Laredo, State of Tamaulipas, Mexico, the bus stopped and the 
lights in the bus were turned on to allow a Mexican Immigration 
official to examine the travel documents of all the passengers 
aboard the bus. He remembered that at this Mexican Immigration 
check station there were two men taken from the bus for question- 
ing, apparently about their travel documents. He saw these two 
men who left the bus and considered that they were not Mexicans 
because there was some sort of problem with regard to their 
travel documents. He remembered that one of these men had sat 
across the aisle from him either to the irear or Just ahead, and 
that the other man was sitting to the rtar of him on his side 
of the bus. ^ 
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He could recall that only one Mexican Inunlgratlon 
official boarded the bus« but when the men were taken off the 
bus they were taken to talk with another Mexican Immigration ’ 
official whom he assumed was higher In rank with the Mexican 
Immigration Service and whom he stated probably was "a Sergeant". 

The two men were allowed to return to the bus and the 
stop at this check station delayed the bus about fifteen to 
twenty minutes. He believed that this stop was made at about 
1:00 or 1:30 a.m. on the morning of October 3» 1963« 

He described one of the men idio was taken off the 
bus and who sat. someplace across the aisle as "a foreigner to 
Mexico", about fifty some odd years old, black hair, graying, 
heavy set, and fair complexion. He could not recall the type 
of clothing this man wore. 

He described the second man who sat behind him as 
"a foreigner to Mexico", a young man, shorter than the above 
described roan, fair coroplexlon, wore a Jacket "coffee-colored 
tan" which was a -gabardine type, and he tried to speak some 
Spanish to the Mexican Immigration official when approached 
at the check station for his travel documents but he was unable 
to communicate his Spauilsh properly. This man did not get off 
at the rest stops with the other passengers and once he was 
observed eating a banana which he had taken from a paper bag 
he carried. This Individual was observed once talking with a 
middle aged woman, a passenger whose description he could not 
recall, and their conversation and the langxiage used could not 
be recalled as well as exactly when this took place aboard 
the bus . 


He recalled that after departure from the Mexican 
Immigration check station, the bus proceeded to Nuevo Laredo 
where again a Mexican Immigration official boarded the bus 
to hurriedly check the travel documents of the passengers. 

Then the bus traveled on the bridge across the Rio Grande River 
to Laredo, Texas, vhere all passengers alighted from the bus 
and were processed first by the United States Immigration 
Service, then by the United States Department of Public Health 
for a small pox vaccination, and then their luggage was examined 
by United States Customs. Following this, RODRIGUEZ CHAVEZ 
boarded a Greyhound bus at about 2:00 or«2:30 a.m. on October 3» 
1963, for San Antonio, Texas. Here he boarded another Greyhound 
bus for Houston, Texas, where he arrived at about 6:00 or 7:00 
a.m. on the same day. 

' .j 
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At this point he could not recall anything specific 
about any of the other passengers with regard to their identities* 
their descriptions and their purpose for travel because he did 
not engage in conversation with any of them except the young 
woman who sat next to him and who traveled to Houston* Texas. 

A photograph of I£E HAHVEY OSWALD taken on August 9 , 
1963* at New Orleans* Louisiana* which consists of a side and 
front view and a full length front view of him standing* was 
exhibited for identification and RODRIGUEZ CHAVEZ immediately 
recognized OSWALD as the second man described above* who sat 
to his rear* who tried to speak to the Mexican Immigration 
official in Spanish* and who was taken off the bus at the 
Mexican Immigration check station before arrival at the Mexican- 
United States border. He was positive about this because he 
explained that this photograph was that of the man vrfio kept an 
overhead reading light on* in the bus* after about 10:00 p.n. 
on October 2 * 1963 > vftilch disturbed RODRIGUEZ CHAVEZ from 
sleeping on the bus. He remembered that the man in the photo- 
graph shown him was reading either a book* a magazine* or a 
newspaper and this bothered him because the man was So incon- 
siderate to leave the light on when he)as well as others, were 
trying to sleep. He remembered that the man was reading 
because RODRIGUEZ CHAVEZ turned to look at him. 

He could not be certain as to the exact seat the 
man in the photograph sat but he was certain that the man 
sat to his rear and to his left. 

He was asked if he knew the man in the photograph 
shown him and he stated that he did not. He was told that 
the photograph was that of TEE HARVEY OSWALD and he stated 
that OSWALD was a ’’desgraclado" (disgraceful person). He 
then expressed a deep emotional feeling for President JOHN P. 
KENNEDY, losing his composure and crying at length. After 
composing himself* he advised the following additional 
information : 

He remembered that OSWALD not only did not turn 
off the reading light when others were trying to sleep* but he 
was "a loner" because he did not get off the bus with the 
other passengers at various rest stops jpn route and always 
appeared to be "alone"* not associating with other passengers. 
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He recalled having seen OSWALD last when the passengers 
alighted frcMn the Greyhound bus at San Antonio, Texas, and he , 
did not recall that OSWALD boarded the Greyhound bus with him 
en route froia San Antonio, Texas, to Houston, Texas. 

He did see the young woman who sat next to him on 
the bus, at the Gre^ound bus station In Houston, Texas, when 
her husband failed to appear and she stated that she was 
taking a taucl to her residence In Houston. 

He could not recall having seen OSWALD at the bus 
station In Mexico City or having been aware of his presence 
on the bus at the time It departed from Mexico City. The bus 
was crowded and during the first hour or two of the trip, he 
got accustomed to his seat and conversed with the unknown young 
woman sitting next to him. He said he was not aware of OSWALD 
until possibly the second rest stop when he observed that 
OSWALD did not get off the bus with the others but remained 
In his seat. 

He was asked to furnish any other specific knowledge 
he might have regarding OSWALD. He said that he did not recall 
observing any activities of OSWALD at the time the bus stopped 
at Monterrey, Mexico. He definitely recalled that OSWAID was 
on the bus when It crossed the border Into the United States 
and stopped for processing. He said, however, that he was 
most concerned with his own papers and the United States Customs 
check of his belongings, and he was not alert to the activities 
of the other passengers. He did not remember observing OSWALD 
being processed by the United States authorities. He did 
recall seeing OSVfALD board the same Greyhound bus with him at 
Laredo, Texas, when the bus proceeded to San Antonio, Texas. 

He could not recall vhere OSWALD sat on this bus. He stated 
that during the entire trip he had no personal contact or 
conversation with OSWALD. 

He was asked specifically whether he could recall any 
Information regarding other passengers on the busses. He stated 
that except for the young woman who sat next to him, who was 
returning to her residence In Houston, Texas, he remembered only 
one other vdio was a student. The citizenship and origin of this 
student were unknown to him, but he did ifemember that this young 
man had a "long string of tickets" and hS was traveling from 
Mexico City to San Antonio, Texas, >en route to Chicago, Illinois, 
and then some other "far away place." He did not sit next to 
or across from any male passenger whom he could recall, and he 
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could not reroembop irtiei^e the student sat on the busses. Be 
could not x*ecall a description of the student. t 

-t 

He >ia8 asked specifically if he had realized, prior, 
to this interview, that 0SWAU7, who allegedly assassinated 
President JOHN F. KENNEDY, was Identical with the passenger 
whom he had seen on the bus during the trip. He stated that 
he had not. He advised that he ceuinot read or speak English; 
that he does not own a television set; and had not seen OSWALD 
on television or In magazines. He said that he saw OSWALD'S 
photograph once in a newspaper. He admitted that he had not 
recognized the photograph in the newspaper of OSWALD as that 
of the passenger on the bus. He said that apparently it was 
not a good likeness. On the other hand, >dien shown the photo- 
graph of OSVIALD reflecting three poses, he immediately 
recognized the photograph as identical with the passenger on 
the bus because he stated the photograph was "so lifelike". 

He could not think of any other information regarding 
the activities of OSWALD while a passenger on the busses between 
Mexico City and San Antonio, Texas. He stated that he had never 
met 0SV7ALD previously and had no contacts with or knowledge of 
OSWALD after the trip on October 2-3* 1963.

BASIS FOR INQUIRY 

As has been previously reported, on September 27, 
1963, OSWALD registered at the Hotel del Comerclo, Calle 
(Street) Bernardino de Sabagun Ho. 19, Mexico City, under 
the name of LEEj^ HARVEY OSWALD. His name was continued 
in the guest records of the hotel through October 1, 1963. 
He occupied room No. 18. 

According to the guest records of the hotel, 
RAFAEL ROCHA, Torreon, Coahulla, Mexico, occupied room 
No. 13 on September 27, 1963. JUAN PEDRAZA, San Luis 
Potosl, State of San Luis Potosl, Mexico, occupied room

INTERVIEW OF RAFAEL. ROCHA DE LANUORA 


On May 31, 1964, a confidential source who has 
furnished reliable Infoxmatlon In the past Interviewed 
RAFAEL ROCHA DE LA MORA, Prlvada Narclso Mendoza No. 168 
Orlente, Torreon, Coahulla, Mexico. ROCHA advised as 
follows: 


He is a chauffeur who has worked for the past 
ten years In the transportation of new and used automobiles 
between Mexico City and Torreon and other cities. In his 
trips to Mexico City It .isa hls .custom to stay at .the Hotel 
del Comerclo. . /I Jmj . 
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He was unable to recall whether he stopped at 
the hotel on September 27, 1963, but felt that in all 
probability be was at the hotel on this date Inasmuch as 
he usually stops at the hotel several times a month* 


ROCHA viewed photographs of OSWALD and stated 
be had no recollection of ever having seen him at the 
Hotel del Comercio* 


INTERVIEW OF JUAl^>PJDRAZA\x^RTES 


JUAN PEDRAZA CORTES, Valentin Amador No. 36S, 
San Luis Potosl, State of San Luis Potosi, Mexico, was 
interviewed on June 17, 1964, by a second confidential 
source who has furnished reliable information in the past 
PEDRAZA supplied the following information: 


He is a retired railroad worker. He recalled 
having registered at the Hotel del Comercio on September 30, 
1963. He was accompanied on this trip by his niece ^ EMMA 
PEDRAZA, and the thirteen-year old son of the latter named 
JUAN JESUS PEDRAZA. PEDRAZA viewed the photographs of 
OSWALD and was unable to Identify him as anyone he had 
seen at the Hotel del Comercio.

On Hay 25, 1964, Hrs. Hargaret A« Wolff, residence^ 

2 Delaware Avenue, Dumont, New Jersey; occupation, housewife, -j' 
advised that she was a passenger on the Transportes del Norte 
bus operating between Hexlco City and Honterrey on October 2, 

1964. She advised that she had completed a nine— day conducted 
tour of Hexlco and was on the first phase of her trip home, 

Hrs. Wolff advised that when she boarded the bus In Hexlco City, 
she followed a custom that she has of sitting In the first seat 
behind the driver on his side of the bus. She explained that 
she enjoys traveling and enjoys looking at the passing country- 
side. She stated that she was not able to retain this seat 
because her ticket called for her to sit in the second row of 
seats on the same side. She was therefore moved to the second 
row and occupied an aisle seat on the trip. 

Hrs. Wolff advised that she was not aware of the 
presence of the subject nor the presence of any Individual of 
American nationality on this bus. She stated that she could not 
now recall Oswald's being a passenger nor did she note any 
luggage that appeared to her to be In any way out of the ordinary. 

Hrs. Wolff advised that she Is not In the habit of 
conversing with strangers, but did talk briefly with a woman 
while seated In the first seat of the bus. She stated that this 
Individual was of Hexlcan nationality, 28 years of age, and 
married with no children. She does not recall her name but- 
would recognize her If she saw her again. She Identified a 
second person with whom she had conversation as a male who 
occupied the Inside seat of the second row. She advised he was 
also of Hexlcan nationality, spoke broken English, was approxl- 
Biately 55 years of age, and although he did Introduce himself, 
she could not Identify him with the name Roberto P. Gonzales. 
However, she stated that if she saw this Individual again, she 
would recognize him. Hrs. Wolff advised that she was not In a 
position to further Identify any of the other passengers on the 
bus. It was her recollection that most of them were young and 
noisy but she did not pay any particular attention to them. 

Hrs. Wolff was shown a photograph of the subject and 
she stated that she had no recollection of his having been on 
that bus.

BASIS FOR INQUIRY 


As has been previously reported, OSWAIi), using 
the name of H. O. LEE, is believed to have departed 
Mexico City at 8:30 a.m. on October 2, 1933, on bus No. 

332 of a bus line called "Autobuses Transportes del Norte" 
(Hereinafter referred to as Transportes del Norte). In 
Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, passengers on bus No. 332 
vho were continuing on to Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, and 
Laredo, Texas, transferred to Transportes del Norte bus 
No. 373. 


It has also been previously reported that 
according to Transportes del Norte records, one of the 
\ passengers on bus No. 332. on October 2, 1933, was PAULA 
JrRUSlONl, holder of ticket No. 9511, which had been issued 
^ in exchange for ticket No. 39532. 

Extensive investigation has been conducted in 
an unsuccessful effort to date to locate and interview 
PAULA RUSIONI. In connection with this investigation, 
it was deemed desirable to ascertain the procedures 
involved in the issuance of the BUSIONI ticket. 


INTERVIEW OF RAMON TREVINO QUEZADA, 

GENERAL MANAGER, TRANSPORTES DEL 

NORTE BUS LINE, MONTERREY, NUEVO LEON, MEXICO 

t > * * 

On June 1, 1934, RAMON ^TltEVINO-QUEZ ADA, General 
Manager, Transportes del Norte bus line. Heroes Poniente 
No. 271, Monterrey, advised a confidential source abroad 
as follows: 
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The name PAULA RUUIONI does not appear on any ; 
of the passenger lists maintained by that bus line at 
Monterrey. He was not acquainted with any person so 
named. 

The Greyhound Bus Lines office at Laredo, 

Texas, regularly issues Transportes del Norte bus tickets 
to persons purchasing tickets in Laredo for travel to 
Mexico. It does not issue Greyhound tickets for such 
travel. Through an agreement between the two companies. 
Greyhound Bus Lines receives a ten per cent commission 
on each Transportes del Norte ticket sold by it. 

Ordinarily, the Greyhound office at Laredo, 

Texas, is the only one authorized to issue Transportes 
del Norte tickets, whether a Greyhound ticket was previously 
involved or not. However, on special occasions the 
Greyhound office at 3an Antonio, Texas, may issue 
Transportes del Norte tickets to members of an excursion 
group proceeding from that city to Mexico. Jpecial 
arrangements must be made with Transportes del Norte 
in such instances. 

When arrangements for travel to Mexico are made 
at Greyhound Bus Lines offices in other parts of the United 
States, that company issues its own (Greyhound) ticket. 
t7hen the passenger arrives in Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, 
Mexico, the 'pertinent portion of his ticket is exchanged 
for a Transportes del Norte ticket authorizing travel on- 
that bus line in Mexico. Subsequently, Transportes del 
Norte notifies Greyhound of the exchange and it is 
remunerated by Greyhound to the extent that the passenger 
traveled on that bus line in Mexico. 

The same procedure is followed at Transportes 
del Norte offices in Mexico when it issues its own tickets 
to purchasers there for travel in the United States. The 
pertinent portion of the Transportes del Norte ticket is 
exchanged at the United States border for a Greyhound 
ticket, and Transportes del Norte later reimburses Grey- 
hound to the extent the passenger traveled .on that bus 
line in the United States. 

Ticket No. 39532, believed to have been purchased 
by PAULA RUSIONI, was a Transportes del Norte ticket sold 






at the Greyhound Bus Lines office at Laredo, Texas, on 
September 10, 1963. According to PEOIIO ^MOLINA P. , 

Manager, Transportes del Norte office at Nuevo Laredo, 
Tamaulipas, Mexico, that ticket was a two-portion ticket 
authorizing travel from Laredo, Texas, to Mexico, D. F. , 
and from Mexico, O. F., to Laredo, Texas. The proper 
ticket for such travel should have been a four-portion 
ticket authorizing travel from Laredo, Texas, to 
Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico; Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, 
to Mexico, D. F.; Mexico, D. F., to Monterrey, Nuevo 
Leon; Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, to Laredo, Texas. (Then the 
ticket agent at the Transportes del Norte office in Nuevo 
Laredo, Tamaulipas, noticed ticket No. 38532 had been 
Issued in only two portions, he took it from the passenger 
and exchanged it for Transportes del Norte ticket No. 

9511, which was of the proper four -portion type, on 
September 11 , 1963 .

BASIS FOR INQUIRY 

As has been previously reported, OSWALD was 
registered from September 27, 1963, through October 1, 
1963, in Room No. 18 of the Hotel del Comercio, located 
at Calle Bernardino de Sahagun No. 19, Mexico, D. F., 
Mexico. 

•y The records of the hotel reflect that 
ERNESTO.UU1UA-JI1AREZ , Reynosa, Tamaulipas, Mexico, was 
registered in Room No. 8 on September 26, 1963, and 
FRANCISCO MORALES, also of Reynosa, was registered in 
Room No. 8 from September 27, 1963, through October 1, 
1963. 

On interview in Reynosa on June 16, 1964, 
ERNESTO LIMA JUAREZ, a masonry contractor, advised be 
was in Mexico, D. F., Mexico, where he stayed in 
Room No. 8, Hotel del Comercio, for a few days in the 
latter part of September, 1963, and possibly the first 
day or two in October, 1963. He was in Mexi co, D .. F.,* 
on business and was accompanied by FRANClS6€^itOHALES , 
whom he was attempting to aid in securing employment. 

While at the hotel, LIMA JUAREZ noticed an 
American, whom he later recognized from news media 
photographs as LEE HARVEY OSWALD. He did not associate 
with OSWALD, and as far as he knows, MORALES did not 
associate with OSWALD. He pointed out that at that time 
he had no reason to pay any particular -attention to 
OSWALD. s 
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LIMA JUAREZ c,lso saw four Cubans at the 
hotel and saw OSWALD associating with these Cubans on 
one or two occasions, but these neetings appeared to 
be social in nature. He did not associate with the 
Cubans and did not learn their names or addresses; 
however, MORALES had some drinks with them on one or 
two occasions and might possibly have their names or 
other information pertaining to them. LIMA JUAREZ 
beard, probably from MORALES, that one of the Cubans 
was from the State of Florida, U. S. A. He described 
this individual as a white male, 55 to 56 years of age, 

5 feet 8 inches in height, slender build, fair complexion, 
and grey hair. 

INQUIRIES AT HOTEL DEL COMERCIO 
CONCERNING ALLEGATIONS OF 
ERNESTO LIMA JUAREZ 


On July 6, 1964, a confidential source abroad 
obtained the following information: 

GUILLER^H>‘txA^ClA LUNA, owner and manager of 
the Hotel del Comercio, pointed out that a previous 
examination of the hotel register, which lists 'the 
nationality of each guest, showed that OSY/ALD was the 
only guest who did not list bis nationality as Mexican 
during the entire period that OSYVALD was at the hotel. 
GARCIA LUNA recalled that there were several Cubans who 
resided at the hotel some time prior to the arrival of 
OSWALD there. These Cubans were awaiting the issuance 
of United States visas from the American Embassy in 
Mexico, D. F., in order to proceed to the United States. 
He recalled very definitely that all of the Cubans 
departed the hotel before the arrival of OSWALD and 
emphasized that there were no Cubans at the hotel during 
the period of OSWALD'S residence there. 

GARCIA LUNA said that the records of the hotel 
show that ERNESTO LIMA JUAREZ of Reynosa, Tamaulipas, 
Mexico, was a guest at the hotel from September 15, 1963, 
through October 1, 1963, occupying Room No. 8 during 
this period. LIMA JUAREZ occupied this room with 
FRANCISCO MORALES, also of Reynosa. GARCIA LUNA pointed 
out that the procedure of the hotel is to list in the 
hotel register on a daily basis the name of the guest 
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for each room that is occupied. Where a room is 
occupied by two or more guests, the name of only one 
of them Is listed for the room. He explained that . 
this was the reason why the name of LIMA JUAREZ 
appeared as occupying Room No. 8 on September 26, 1963, 
and the name of FRANCISCX) MORALES was shown as occupy- 
ing the same room from September 27, 1963, through 
October 1, 1963. He was not well acquainted personally 
with these two persons but recalled that when they 
departed, they owed some money to the hotel and left 
a suitcase as security. Later, a girl, perhaps a 
daughter of LIMA JUAREZ, came by and paid the debt and 
picked up the suitcase. 

GARCIA LUNA could recall no group of four 
Cubans who stayed at the hotel during the period when 
LIMA JUAREZ and MORALES were there; however, he did 
recall that two Cuban families with children and an 
older Cuban man had been guests at the hotel during 
at least part of this period. He knew of no mutual 
connection among these Cuban people. Inasmuch as the 
hotel register for the period was not available, he 
could not locate the names of these people, but he did 
recall that the older Cuban man was named JULIAN HUERTA 
and that he was the last of the Cubans to depart the 
hotel . 


GARCIA LUMA checked other records of the hotel 
and determined that JULIAN HUERTA checked out of the 
hotel on September 22, 1963. He recalled HUERTA as a ^ 
white male, about 55 to 60 years of age, about 5 feet 
8 inches in height, medium build, grey hair, and fair 
complexion. GARCIA LUNA very definitely recalled that 
HUERTA was the last of the Cubans to leave the hotel 
and concluded that OSWALD could not have associated with 
any of these Cubans since HUERTA checked out of the hotel 
on September 22, 1963, five days before OSWALD registered 
at the hotel. 

SEBASTIAiT^I^S^IERNANDEZ, desk clerk at the 
Hotel del Comercio, corroborated the information furnished 
by GARCIA LUNA. PEREZ HERNANDEZ added that he recalled 
that FRANCISCO MORALES was a young man about 21 years of 
age and that ERNESTO LIMA JUAREZ, an /older man, was 
trying to help MORALES find employmeht. 



Both GARCIA LUNA and PEREZ HERNANDEZ advised 
that there is no restaurant or bar in the Hotel del 
Comercio and no liquor is sold there. Neither is there 
any establishment in the vicinity of the hotel which 
sells liquor, although beer is served in some of the 
restaurants in the vicinity of the hotel. 

The following information was obtained by 
the confidential source abroad on July 6, 1364, from the 
records of the Visa Section of the American Embassy in 
Mexico, D. F.: 'T’i-- 

An application for a United States immigration 
visa was made on August 20, 1963, by JULIAN FRANCISCO 
HUERTA-OLIVA, a Cuban citizen, born January 28, 1902, 
in Marinao, Havana, Cuba. The local address at the time 
the visa application was made was given as the Hotel del 
Comercio, Sahagun No. 19. He was the bearer of Cuban 
Passport No. 99428. An 0-1 United States immigration 
visa was issued to him on September 20, 1963. At that 
time he indicated that he planned to join his wife, 
ROSELir^CALONA, 221 Alton Road, Apartment 21, Miami

ROBERT J. KAYE was interviewed at Tucson, Arizona, 
on 1/9/64. KAYE is presently residing at 2116 E. 

17th Street and is employed as a sez^iceman by 
Falcon Automatic, Inc., a Tucson vending machine 
company. KAYE repeated his story of meeting unknown 
man named LEE (LNU) at the Greyhound Bus Terminal 
in Denver, Colorado, on a Saturday during early 
October, 1963. Advised that LEE gave him $300.00 
for traveling money and promised him another $3,000.00 
if he would go to Mexico City and obtain a package 
from a man who would contact him at a certain building 
in that city. KAYE claimed LEE (INU) gave him a small 
hand drawn map and a calendar on which certain dates 
were marked and stated that he gave these items to 
a Secret Service Agent in El Paso, Texas. KAYE advised 
that he traveled to Mexico City but was not met by any- 
one and that he eventually returned to El Paso, Texas, . 
and then to Tucson, Arizona. KAYE advised that he 
never went to Amarillo, Texas, where he was to deliver - 
package to LEE (LNU) and that he never again saw LEE. 
Believes that is identical with OSWALD but admits 
that he cannot be certain.

City about 6 AM, two days before he was to meet the unknown 
Bian. He advised that LEE bad given him no description of 
this man and that he, KAYE, was to bo ront' cted by the man. . 

In Mexico City, along with MIGUEL, he stayed in a small 
red stone hotel . He advised that this hotel is about three 
blocks away from the post office in Mexico City. It is 
about four or live stories In height and around the corner 
from a well known market place. When he left this hotel, 
he paid the hill In casn in the amount of 120 pesos. KAYE 
advised that he paid In peso.? rather than In dollars be- 
cause while at £1 Paso, he had converted $100 into Mexican 
pesos and had received soro^'>thing between 1200 or 1300 pesos. -- 

On a Saturday in November, 1963, the exact date 1 ■ 

he was unable to recall, accompanied by MIGUEL, KAYE went " 
to the monument about noon time. Tixey walked around the , 
park and observed the animals in the zoo. About 3:30 PM, ' 
they took the elevator to the second floor of the monument. . ' 

They found the very large picture which covered an entire 
wall and depicted tlxe history of Mexican life. He recalled 
that when they left the elevator on the second floor and 
followed the sign, the picture was on bis left hand side. 

KAYE waited in the vt^nfty of the picture and later found 
the rest-roon but wa:^*^oatarted at dither place by anyone. 

KAYE returned to the hotel with MIGUEL and on 


the next morning, a Sunday, left Mexico City alone by bus. ,, 

He traveled first to Chihuahua where he stayed for two days 

at tte home of a man named RAOUL (UiU) . Be advised that ■ 
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RAOUL had aorked at the Dcverly mitOD liotcl in Hollywood 
for a number of ycais &n a waiter and spoke vciy good 
English, ne stated he came to know RAOUL through GLOBIA 
whom he met iu Juaiez. Ebcn he loft Chihuakua, he vent 
by bus to Juarez vbcrc ho stayed with GLORIA for a few 
days. Bo thc'u returned to £1 Paso. He advir^od that he 
never vent to Amarillo, Texas, that he never again saw 
the man ,*ht»m he knew only as 1 T.F . . At El Paso he. stayed 
at the Y.ll.C.A. , which Is located Ir* the devatoan section 
of the city. He picked up the 1*337 Ford and traded it 
to an El Paso Ford Dealer (nap*e unknown) for a 1935 four 
dooi Oldsnot’-' lo . co'''.ir Pc Pvlviscvi Ibat ho paid 

$200.00 for the Oldfifobilc pins i.iado-la value on the 
Ford. Subsequently, he suld the Cldsmohi le back to the 
£1 Paso Ford Dealer and loceived $73.00. Ho advised he 
did this because the transoiE ~-lon was bad. 




After selling the Oldsuobilc, he went back to 
Juarez and tried to got a Job. Again he lived with GLORIA 
and stayed there a couple ot weeks.

OSWALD ou TV at £1 Paso, Tuxa.s. KAv£ advised that he 
believes that OSWALD x:» idcnv.lcal with LEE (LNU) whom 
he met in Dcuvci, Coloiadc, but admitted that he cannot ho 
absolutely certain since tie saw LEE only briefly on two 
occasions on the day !v> n’t him at Denvei*. 

KAYE advi.'-.cd that after seeing the picture of 
OSWALD on TV, he went to the Secret Scivlce Office in 
El Paso, Texas, but found it closed, lie returned the next 
day and furnished all the information concerning bis asso- 
ciation with LEE, his trip to lle:iico City, to a Secret - 
Service Agent. KAYE advised that he gave this agent the 
map drawn by LEE and the calendar which LEE had given to 
him.

As has been previously reported, OStfALD was regiS'- 
tered from September 27, 1963, through October 1, 1SS3, in 
- Room No. 13 of the Hotel del Comercio, located at Calle 
Bernardino de Sabagun No. IS, Mexico, O.F. , Mexico. 

The records of the hotel reflect that ERNESTO LIMA 
JUARZ^, Reynosa, Tamaulipas, Mexico, was registered in Room 
No. 3 on September 26, 1S63, and FRAI^C I SCO MORALES, also 
of ReynOsa, was registered in Room No. 3 from September 27, 
1&63, through October 1, 1963. 

On interview in Reynosa on June IS, 1964, ER^IESTO 
LIliA JUAREZ, a masonry contractor, advised he was in Mexico, 
■'D.F., Mexico, where he stayed in Room No. 3, Hotel del 
. <i-^mercio, for a few days in the latter part of September, 
,1963k and possibly the first day or two in October, 1363. 

'• B^ was in Mexico, O.F. , on business and was accompanied by 
FRANCISCO MORALES, whom he was attempting to aid in securing 
employment . 

0hile at the hotel, LIMA JUAREZ noticed an American, 
whom he later recognized from news media photographs as LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD. He did not associate with OSWALD, and as 
far as he knows, MORALES did not associate with OSWALD. 

He pointed out that at that time he bad no reason to pay 
any particular attention to OSWALD. 

LIMA JUAREZ also saw four Cubans at the hotel and 
saw OSWALD associating with these Cubans on one or two 
occasions, but these meetings appeared to be social in 
nature. He did not associate with the Cubans and did not 
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drinks with them on one or tvo occasions and might possibly 
have their names or other information pertaining to them.

GUILLERMO GARCIA LUNA, Owner and Manager, Eotel 
del Comercio, Sahagun No. IS, Mexico City, Mexico, and 
SEBASTIAN PEREZ RERNA^TDEZ ,' the desk clerk at this hotel, 
advised on July 15, 1S64, that the records of this hotel 
disclosed that ERNESTO LIMA JUAREZ and FRAI>TC1SC0 MORALES 
occupied Room No. 8 at the Hotel del Comercio from September 
15 to October 1, 1S63.. Mr. GARCIA advised that neither name 
appears on the payment book after that date and the records 
disclose that they checked out on October 1, 1SS3, still 
owing the sum of 106 pesos ($8.48 U.S.), which was later 
paid by LIMA'S. daughter. 

Mr. GARCIA advised that the only Cuban in residence

Mr. GARCIA was of the opinion that 
HUERTA Joined some of these individuals for coffee and they 
X>ossibly may have taken him sightseeing. 

Mr. GARCIA and Mr. PEREZ identified a photograph 
of JULIAN FRA1TCISCO--HUERTA OLIVA, born January 23, 1902, in 
Havana, Cuba, as the JULIAN HUERTA who was a guest at the 
Hotel del Comercio. 

Neither Mr. GARCIA nor Mr. PEREZ could recall any 
Megro guests of any nationality during this period with the 
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exception of ANTONIO OLIVA, described as a tall, slender, 
male Negro about twenty-nine years old, Ur, GARCIA said that 
OLIVA has the dark skin and kinky hair of a Negro and for 
this reason was sometimes referred to as a Cuban; however, 
OLIVA claimed to be a Mexican from Veracruz, Mexico, according 
to Mr. GARCIA. 

Mr. GARCIA stated that OLIVA claimed emplosrment 
as a musician, but neither Mr. GARCIA nor Mr. PEREZ noted 
any music or musical instruments in his possession and 
believed that OLIVA worked as a waiter in some night club or 
cafe. Mr. GARCIA said that OLIVA worked nights and lived 
with a woman about his age who also had a dark complexion 
.but who appeared to be a Mexican. 

Mr. GARCIA advised that OLIVA and his companion 
occupied Room No. 4 on the top floor of the hotel. Other 
rooms on this floor are numbered 24 through 30. He 
explained that the space formerly occupied by Room No. 4 
on the ground floor had been converted into an office with 
no room number. Thereafter, an additional room was 
constructed on the top floor and the number 4 was arbitrarily 
assigned this room, replacing the Room No. 4 on the ground 
floor which was converted into an office. This new Room 
Ifo. 4 on the top floor is one floor above the floor where 
Room No. 18, occupied by OSWALD, is located.

# Mr. GARCIA noted that HUERTA and LIMA were on the 

top floor and GABRIEL CONTRERAS was on the second floor in 
Room No. 14 during the pertinent period. Mr. GARCIA and 
Hr. PEREZ were not certain of the Identities of all of the 
persons on the second floor for this period, but were certain 
that none of them were Negroes or Cubans. 

Mr. GARCIA advised that OLIVA and his companion had 
no one else staying with them and occupied no other rooms at 
the hotel. 


Mr. GARCIA and Mr. PEREZ checked the hotel records, 
recalling that two Cuban families bad stayed at that hotel

GARCIA pointed out that OLIVA departed owing 
the hotel appro:: imately 200 pesos ($16 U.S.), and Ur. GARCIA 
has not seen or heard anything concerning him since his 
departure. Ur. GARCIA and Ur. PSRSiS believed that his "wife" 
was worhing as a waitress, but they had no information 
concerning the place of her employment. 

UATIL02 GARNI CA, maid, Hotel del Comercio, Mexico 

• City, Mexico, furnished the follov/lng information to the 
above-mentioned confidential source abroad on July 15, 1064: 

Uiss GARI'TICA could not recall that any Cubans had 
resided at that hotel 'during the pertinent period except 
Ur. HUBRTA, an older man who lived in Room No. 2C, and 
ANTONIO OLIVA. She could not recall that any Negroes had 
resided at the hotel during the pertinent period except OLIVA. 
She stated that OLIVA claimed to be a Mexican, but his "wife," 
IRMA, a Mexican of Indian appearance from Oaxaca, Mexico, 
told her that actually OLIVA is a Cuban.

Aftex' OLIVA and his companion left the hotel, 

Uiss (lARNICA later saw them together on two occasions, once 
on Chopo Street near the Hotel Mxiseo, and on another 
occasion at the Metropolitano Movie Theater. On both 
occasions they appeared to be avoiding her, presumably 
because of their outstanding bill at the hotel. 

On one occasion Uiss GARNICA noted that OLIVA had 
a letter which had been directed to him at Calle Sullivan 22, 
Mexico City, Mexico. 
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J!iss GARNICA did not recall that anyone had stayed ^ 
with OLIVA and his companion, but recalled that OLIVA has a 
close friend who may be described as being a darh, slender 
young Negro who is taller than OLIVA.

BASIS FOR INQUIRY 

As has been previously reported, investigation 
disclosed that one H. 0. LEE, believed to be Identical with 
OSWALD, departed Mexico City at 8:30 A.M. on October 2, 

1963 , on bus No. 332 of a bus line called "Autobuses 
Transportes del Norte” (hereinafter referred to as Transportes 
del Norte). A total of sixteen passengers. Including LEE, 
boarded the bus in Mexico City with destinations of Monterrey, 
Nuevo Leon, Mexico; Nuevo Laredo, Tanaulipas, Mexico; Laredo, 
Texas; and points beyond.

As has been previously reported, on September 27, 

1963, OSWALD registered at the Hotel del Comercio, Calle 
(Street) Bernardino de Sahagun No, 19, Mexico City, under 
the name of LEEj_ HARVEY OSWALD. His name was continued 
in the guest records of the hotel through October 1, 1963, 

He occupied Room No, 18. 

According to the guest records of the hotel, 

} ,NESTO LIMA JUAREZ and FRANCISCO MORALES occupied Room 
'‘•5, 8 during the pertinent period. 

On July 10, 1964, ERNESTO LIMA JUAREZ, Reynosa, 
Tamaulipas, Mexico, advised as follows: 

He is a masonry contractor by trade and is 
presently out of work. He resides several miles outside 
of Reynosa on the Monterrey Highway and is usually in 
downtown Reynosa during the daytime. 

He, LIMA, and FRANCISCO MORALES, a close friend, 
went to Mexico City and registered at the Hotel del Comercio 
on about September 18, 1963. The purpose of the trip was 
to attempt to obtain employment for MORALES in the Comision 
Federal de Electricidad (Federal Electric Power Commission) 
in Mexico City. They were contacting officials and persons 
necessary for such purpose during the major portion of each day. 
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When they returned to the hotel, LINA, age 58, usually 
went up to the room and MOP^LES, a younger m 2 m, would 1 

stay in the hotel lobby. They were not acquainted with 
any hotel guests prior to registering at the hotel. 

MORALES became acquainted casually through friendly 
overtures with several of the hotel guests whom MORALES 
later introduced to LIMA. They thusly became acquainted 
with one GABRIEL CONTRERAS of Chihuahua, Mexico, and 
whom LIMA believes to be a retired railroad man. They 
also became acquainted casually soon after their arrival 
with three Cubans who were residing at the hotel on the 
second floor, room numbers unknown. They had drinks 
with the Cubans, names unrecalled, several times. LINA 
believes the three Cubans they met at first were in the 
hotel when LIMA and MORALES registered. Two of the 
Cubans were Negro males whom he recalled only as young, 
tall and slender, and one of them resided with and was 
supported by a Cuban Negro woman in the hotel. The 
third Cuban was a male, age 44-46, five ^eet, ten inches 
to five feet, eleven inches tall, with dark hair and 
eyes, dark complexion, who appeared to be possibly part 
N^gro. These three Cubans had no apparent occupation. 

On about September 23, 1963, these three Cubans 
went to the airport at Mexico City and met a fourth Cuban 
who arrived by plane from Cuba. He was described as white 
male, age 54-58, five feet, seven inches to five feet, 
eight inches tall, graying brown hair, gray mustache, 
who claimed to have owned a large ranch near Havana, Cuba, 
which ranch was confiscated by CASTRO. The four Cubans 
were anti-CASTRO and denounced CASTRO for his actions, 
policies and political philosophy. The latter Cuban 
departed Mexico City via plane en route to Miami, Florida, 
to join his wife, having received money by check from 
Florida. His departure was on about October 8, 1963. 

Some time before this Cuban departed, a street photographer 
took a picture of LIMA, MORALES, CONTRERAS, and the two 
older Cuban men, which picture each signed on the back 
on the reverse of his respective photograph and this 
photograph was retained by CONTRERAS. 
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Some time about the latter part of September, 
1963, LIMA saw a young American man, about 26 years of -» 

age, with hair receding each side of the forehead > 

leaving a peak^ whom LIMA believes, but is not positive, t 
is identical with OSWALD who on two occasions was talking ' 
briefly ...\ English to the two Cuban Negroes at the 
entrance of the hotel. LIMA believes these were merely 
friendly greetings between them, but he is not certain 
due to his understanding few English words. OSWALD 
and MORALES never met to LIMA*s knowledge nor did 
LIMA meet OSWALD. MORALES does not speak English. 

On about October 12, 1963, LIMA had run out 
of money and he sent MORALES back to Reynosa to get 
some money to bring or send LIMA. MORALES never returnee 
or sent any money, and LIMA, on about November 18, 1963, 
arranged with the hotel and checked out to return to 
Reynosa, owing money to the hotel. He sent the money to 
the hotel later from Reynosa.

When there was later publicity about OSWALD, 
LIMA saw the photographs of OSWALD in news media, 
but these were not clear and, for that reason, LIMA 
at that time was not sure the man he saw was OSWALD. 
LIMA further stated that at this time due to the lapse 
of time and the poor photographs menti med above, he 
could not be certain from photographs that the man at 
the hotel was identical with OSWALD. — ■

JULIAN FRANCISCO HUERTA OLIVA, Cuban exile residing 
at Miami, Fla., stated he lived at Hotel Del Comercio, 
Mexico City, Mexico, from 8/19 to 9/23/63, departing 
for Miami on the latter date. He saw no other Cubans 
at the hotel during his stay, and did not see OSWALD. 


DETAILS; 

This investigation is related to information 
which was developed from ERNESTO^IMATJUAREZ of Reynosa, 
Mexico, who had stayed at the Hotel Del Comercio in 
Mexico City, Mexico, from September 15 to October 1, 1963. 
He said he noticed an American at the hotel whom he later 
recognized from news photographs as LEE HARVEY OSWALD. He 
said he also saw four Cubans at the hotel, with whom 
OSWALD associated on one or two occasions in an apparently 
social manner. 
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LIMA also advised that a retired railroad man 
named GABRIEIT^NTRERAS , from Ciudad Camargo, Mexico, had 
also been staying at the Hotel Del Comercio, and might 
possess information concerning the Cubans, and might also 
have seen OSWALD at the hotel. 

Information was also received through employees 
of the Hotel Del Comercio that while several Cubans had 
stayed at the hotel during part of the time that ERNESTO 
LIMA was there, all the Cubans had departed before the 
arrival nf OSWALD at the hotel. These Cubans were re- 
portedly seeking immigrant visas to the United States, and 
the last of them to depart was identified as JULIAN FRAN- 
CISCO 'HUERTA"OLIVA , who reportedly left the hotel as of 
September 22, 1963, en route to Miami, Florida. 

On July 9, 1964, JULIAN FRANCISCO HUERTA OLIVA, 
residing at 221 Alton Road, Miami Beach, Florida, displayed 
his immigrant registration card, #A13 332 144, reflecting his 
arrival in the United States at Miami, Florida, on September 
23, 1963. Tha card reflected HUERTA *s date of birth as 
January 28, 1902. 

Mr. HUERTA related that he had arrived in Mexico 
from Cuba on August 19, 1963, on which date he took a room 
at the Hotel Del Comercio in Mexico City while awaiting the 
issuance of an immigrant visa by the U. S. Embassy in Mexico 
City. He stated he remained at the HotelDel Comercio for 
the entire period of his stay in Mexico City, having departed 
from Mexico City by plane for Miami, Florida, on September 23, 
1963. He said that during this entire period, he observed 
no other Cubans at the Hotel Del Comercio, and did not see 
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anyone resembling LEE HARVEY OSWALD, whose photographs he 
saw in the newspapers subsequent to the assassination o£ 
President JOHN F. KENNEDY. 

Mr. HUERTA stated that the Hotel Del Comercio 
has about thirty rooms, and to his knowledge, there were no 
Cubans staying at the hotel during the time he was there. He 
stated he befriended a retired Mexican railroad man named 
GABRIEL CONTRERAS vdio is from Ciudad Camargo, Mexico, and 
was in Mexico City for an eye operation. He stated that 
CONTRERAS was still as the hotel as of the date HUERTA de- 
parted from Mexico City and may have returned to the hotel 
following his operation. He said he believes CCHITRERAS 
travels frequently from Ciudad Camargo to Mexico City be- 
cause he possesses a railroad pass.

She said that he was met at the airport 
in Mexico City on bis arrival from Cuba by a Mr. LUIS MOREMZA, 
a Cuban newspaper man, residing in Mexico City. She said that 
to her knowledge, no other person met her husband and M0REN21A 
did so at the request of Mr. NESTOR CARBONJELL, a friend of 
the HUERTA family who knows MORENZA and requested the latter 
to assist HUERTA OLIVA in getting settled in Mexico City while 
^ . awaiting Issuance of visa for entrance to the United States. 

Mrs. HUERTA stated that on two occasions, she 
sent money to her husband in Mexico City. On the first occasion, 
the money was delivered to MORENZA by NESTOR CARBONELL Shortly 
before HUERTA arrived in Mexico City but at a time when 
Mrs. HUERTA knew that he would soon be there. Mrs. HUERTA 
said she sent her husband another $100 by Pan American Bank 
of Miami wire transfer number 0V13134 transferring the $100 . 

, to the Banco Internaclonal Aveni^a Madera, Mexico City, for 
. • V ber husband whose address was then listed as Sahagtin Number 19, 
Mexico City. This money transfer was dated August 26, 1963. 


Mrs. HUERTA stated she had discussed her husband's* 
stay in Mexico City during two or three telephone calls she 
made to him in Mexico City and also after his arrival in 
Miami. She said she specifically asked him if he saw or 
met any other Cubans while in Mexico City, and her ^husband 
stated he did not. She recalled he did tell her there was one 
Negro staying at the hotel Del Comercio where her husband 
stayed who claimed he was a Cuban; her husband said he was cer- 
tain by this person^ speech and manner that he was not a Cuban 
and was possibly a Puerto Rican. 
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Mrs. HUERTA exhibited a photograph talcen with a 
Polaroid type camera showing her husband and four other 
individuals seated at a table apparently in a cafe serving

BASIS FOR INQUIRY 


As has been previously reported, investigation 
disclosed that one H. O. LEE, believed to be identical with 
OSWALD, departed Mexico City at 8:30 AM on October 2, 1963, 
on bus No. 332 of a bus line called "Autobuses Transportes 
del Norte" (hereinafter referred to as Transportes del, Norte). 
A total of sixteen passengers, including LEE, boarded the bus 
in Mexico City with destinations of Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, 
Mexico; Nuevo Laredo, Tamaulipas, Mexico; Laredo, Texas; and 
points beyond.

INTERVIEW OF PEDRO GONZALEZ YERENA 

On July 10, 1964, PEDRO GONZALEZ YERENA, Carrizo

PEDRO-^NZALEZ^fERENA advised that his permanent

GONZALEZ stated he, MAXIMINO ESQUIVEL, CECILIO 
CARDENAS, and JOSE CRUZ CUELLAR had been looking for work in 
Guadalajara, Jalisco, Mexico, in early October, 1963. They 
had also sought work in the State of Mlchoacan, Mexico, but 
had been unsuccessful and bad decided to return to Monterrey, 
Nuevo Leon, Mexico. 

On October 2, 1963, they boarded a bus of the 
company called "Camiones Azules" (Blue Buses) at Guadalajara, 
Jalisco, Mexico, and arrived at San Luis Potosl, State of 
San Luis Potosl, Mexico, at about 2:00 or 3:00 PM. 

They immediately boarded a Transportes del Norte 
bus bound for Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico. This bus had 
come from Mexico, D. F., Mexico, and was destined for 
Monterrey and Nuevo Laredo, Tamaullpas, Mexico. 

CECILIO CARDENAS and GONZALEZ occupied seats which 
were numbered somewhere between 20 and 24 on the same side 
of the bus occupied by the driver. An American occupied a 
seat almost opposite them. This American was wearing a blue 
coat and a sport shirt. GONZALEZ stated be is certain this 
American is the same individual whose photographs have appeared 
in the newspapers as being the alleged assassin of President 
KENNEDY. G0N2^ALEZ claimed that when he saw the photographs 
of LEE HARVEY OSWALD in the newspapers he knew he had seen 
OSWALD before, but had been unable to recall exactly where. 

GONZALEZ claimed to be certain that he now recalled 
very clearly that the American on the bus between San Luis 
Potosl and Monterrey was LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 

GONZALEZ pointed out that he and his friends had 
purchased a wooden container of tequila in Guadalajara and 
had been steadily drinking tequila from the time they left 
Guadalajara. JOSE CRUZ CUELLAR invited the American, on 
several occasions, to have some tequila, but the American 
always refused by shaking his head. GONZALEZ recalled that

INTERVIEW OF FERNANDO VALENZUELA 

On July 10, 1964, FERNANDO ^VALENZUELA , Calle 33 
No, 2213, Chihuahua, State of Chihuahua, Mexico, furnished 
the following information to a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past. 


VALENZUELA stated he resided at the Hotel del Comercio 
during the last week of September, 1963, and the first part 
of October, 1963, but could not recall the exact dates. 


VAL^ZUELA viewed a series of photographs of LEE 
1L\EVEY OSWALD and stated he knew who this Individual was as 
a result of the publicity concerning him following the 
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assassination of President JOHN F, KENNEDY. VALENZUELA said v 
he did not recall ever having seen the subject. > 

VALENZUELA said he did recall that there were a 
few Americans, or at least persons who spoke Bnglisb, at 
the hotel during the period of time he was there. VALENZUELA 
also recalled that a Cuban family and possibly one or two 
young Cuban men were also there, but he could not recall the 
names or descriptions of these individuals, other than the 
Cuban family. 

VALENZUELA recalled that a political dispute arose 
between a tie salesman of unknown origin and the Cuban, who 
was awaiting passage for Uiami, Florida, with his family. 
VALENZUELA recalled that this discussion led to some comments 
concerning communism and vaguely recalled that the tie 
salesman was trying to convince the Cuban concerning a point 
about communism. VALENZUELA did not recall any of the 
details of the discussion, but it was bis impression that 
the Cuban who was planning to travel to Uiami, Florida, 
apparently opposed any communist ideas. 

VALENZUELA stated be could not furnish any 
additional identifying information regarding any of the 
other guests at the hotel or any of the activities at the 
hotel which may have concerned OSWALD, during the period of 
time that VALENZUELA was a guest at the hotel.

As has been previously reported, OSWALD vas 
registered from September 27. 1963, through October 1, 
1933, In Room No. 10 of the Hotel del Comerclo, located 
at Calle Bernardino de Sahagun No. 19, Mexico, D. F.,

The records of the hotel reflect that ERNESTO

Investigation at Calle Sullivan 23, Mexico, D. F., 
Mexico, disclosed that a gasoline station is located at 
this address, and inquiry in the area failed to locate 
anyone acquainted with an ANTONIO OLIVA. U__ 

However, on July 31, 1964, Mrr'TtCOMIGUEZ^NAVARRO, 
owner of a -low-class night club named LOS FERICOS, located 
at Calle Sullivan 13, stated that ANTONIO OLIVA was 
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formerly- employed' as a waiter at this night club. 

According to Mr. RODRIGUEZ, OLIVA is from Honduras and 
is probably in Mexico illegally. He recalled that OLIVA 
possessed a waiter's credential that was issued by a labor 
union in Veracruz, Veracruz, Mexico. 


Mr. RODRIGUEZ advised that the night club was 
raided by the police in January, 1964, and OLIVA was taken 
into custody. He stated that OLIVA has not returned to

BASIS FOR INQUIRY 


As has been previously reported, OSWALD was 
registered from September 27, 1963, through October 1, 
1963, in Room No. 18 of the Hotel del Comercio, located 
at Cal le Bernardino de Sahagun No. 19, Mexico, D. F., 
Mexico. 


The records of the hotel disclosed that 
GABRIEL CONTRERAS, Ciudad Juarez, Chihuahua, Mexico, was 
registered at the hotel during the pertinent period. 


INTERVIEW OF GABRIEL 
CONTRERAS UVINA

GABRIEL^NTRERAS UVINA, who was residing 
.t temporarily at the Fermont Hotel, Chihuahua, Chihuahua, 
,|j>^Mexico, furnished the following information to a 
V confidential source abroad on July 29, 1964: 


CONTRERAS recalled that he had resided at the 
Hotel del Comercio, Calle Bernardino de Sahagun No. 19, 
Mexico, D. F. , Mexico, in late September and early October, 
1963. CONTRERAS was in Mexico City on business, as well 
as to make an appointment to undergo eye surgery at the 
Hospital Colonia, operated by the Mexican National Railroad 
in Mexico City. CONTRERAS stated that he had cataracts 
on both eyes, which had reduced his vision to approxi- 
mately thirty per cent of normal, according to bis doctors. 


CONTRERAS said that he had been unable to 
undergo this surgery at that time and returned to Mexico 
City in late November, 1963, for the operation. 
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CONTRERAS stated that his normal residence 
is Ciudad Camargo, Chihuahua, Mexico. He stated that 
he owns and operates a small store called '*£1 Sol'* 

(The Sun) , selling small electrical appliances and new 
and used electrical parts. He said he is a retired 
employee of the Mexican National Railroad and is 
occasionally called upon by the firm known as "Aceltes 
de Algodon" (Cotton Oil Company) to serve as an expediter 
of tank cars. He added that he spots and moves cars for 
loading and transfer on all of the company’s sidings 
throughout Mexico. As a result, he is usually in Mexico 
City at least once a month. 


During his stay at the Hotel del Comerclo in 
late September and early October, 19S3, he was in the 
habit of having his meals at a restaurant next to the 
Hotel del Comerclo, which is operated by a woman named 
LOLA. CONTRERAS said that it was very possible he had 
seated himsell at the same table as LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
during one of his visits to the restaurant, since the 
restaurant is often crowded during mealtimes. CONTRERAS 
pointed out that he could not see very well at the time 
and did not know LEE HARVEY OSWALD, did not remember 
ever seeing OoV/ALD during his stay at the hotel, and if 
he spoke to OSWALD, it would have been no more than a 
.1 courtesy greeting. 

After viewing a number of photographs that were 
^exhibited to him, CONTRERAS had no trouble in selecting 
photographs of OSV/ALD. CONTRERAS pointed out that he 
became aware of OSWALD and his background as a result of 
the world-wide publicity which occurred as a result of 
the death of President KENNEDY. CONTRERAS said that he 
did not recall ever having seen OSWALD before or after 
his visit to the Hotel del Comerclo in late September or 
early October, 1963. 

CONTRERAS said that LOLA had advised Agents of 
the Mexican Ministry of Government, who had conducted 
investigation in regard to OSWALD'S stay at the Hotel 
del (Corner cio , that CONTRERAS had been at the same table 
with OSWALD. CONTRERAS said that this was possible, but, 
because of his bad vision, he did not recall this incident. 
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CONTRERAS said that he was not aware of any 
Americans residing at the hotel during the period he 
was there. He associated with three of the guests, to 
the best of his recollection, and remembered a man named 
LIMA JUAREZ, who was at the hotel with another individual. 
CONTRERAS believed that both of these men came from 
Monterrey, Nuevo Leon, Mexico, and were in Mexico City 
to seek employment. CONTRERAS could not recall the first 
. name of LIMA JUAREZ and could not recall the name of the 
friend of LIMA JUAREZ. 

CONTRERAS stated that the third man with whom 
he spoke on two or three occasions was a Cuban, who was / 
residing at the hotel while waiting for a visa to enter 
the United States, en route to the State of Florida. 
CONTRERAS could not think of the name this Individual, 
but when the name of JULIAN FRANC ISC(>^£RTA was mentioned, 
he immediately acknowledged that this Ws the person he 
had in mind. CONTRERAS recalled going to an office of 
the Mexican Ministry of Government with HUERTA on one 
occasion to obtain some papers that HUERTA needed. 

CONTRERAS was not certain of the name or location of the 
office and could not Identify the person to whom HUERTA 
spoke. 

. CONTRERAS said that he knew HUERTA was acquainted 

. with LIMA JUAREZ and the friend of LIMA JUAREZ, but he did 
u/ jnot know if HUERTA visited with other persons in the hotel. 

CONTRERAS said that he had not known LIMA JUAREZ 
prior to his visit to the hotel during the pertinent period. 
CONTRERAS ascertained that LIMA JUAREZ was a member of 
some labor union and that the friend of LIMA JUAREZ 
apparently was an electrician. 

CONTRERAS said that the best description he 
could furnish of LIMA JUAREZ, due to his limited vision, 
was that LIBIA JUAREZ was a white, male, Mexican, about. 

55 years old, 5 feet 7 Inches tall, weighing 165 pounds, 
with grey hair and wearing glasses. The friend of LIMA 
JUAREZ was a white, male, Itexlcan, about 5 feet 7 inches 
tall, weighing about 160 pounds, with black hair. 
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CONTRERAS recalled going out with LIMA JUAREZ, 
the friend of LIMA JUAREZ, JULIAN FRANCISCO HUERTA, and 
another man, whose name he could not recall. This 
unknown Individual Is a huge man, who Is a rancher from 
Zacatecas, Zacatecas, Mexico, or from Saltillo, Coabulla, 
Mexico, and CONTRERAS thought that bis name might be 
MACIAS. CONTRERAS recalled that this man occupied 
Room No. 12 in the hotel and was in Mexico City to conduct 
some business with the Confederacion Nacional Campesinr 
’ (National Federation of Farmers) and the Mexican Department 
of Farm and Ck)lonlzation Matters in Mexico City. CONTRERAS 
and the other four individuals left the hotel together 
and visited the Tijuana Bar, located on the corner of 
Plaza Buenavlsta and Calle Heroes Ferrocarrilleros, 

Mexico City. While at this bar, a sidewalk photographer 
took two pictures of the group. The photographer developed 
the pictures on the spot. CONTRERAS bought one of the 
pictures and HUERTA also bought one. CONTRERAS did not 
recall whether or not everyone signed the photographs 
but did say that some of the group signed the photographs. 

CONTRERAS said that he looked at the photograph 
in the hotel the next day and decided that he would not 
want his wife to see the photograph since she might object 
to his drinking and being photographed while drinking. 

I He then tore up the photograph and threw the pieces away. 

■ CONTRERAS stated that he usually does not drink 

•* jand the above-mentioned Incident was the only time he 
went out with anyone to visit a bar. 

CONTRERAS said that be did not know if the 
other men who went with him to the Tijuana Bar were 
regular customers there. He did not know if they went to 
other nearby bars. He could not recall that any of these 
persons had engaged in conversations with any Americans 
or with any other persons who were not Mexicans. 

CONTRERAS was certain that he had not seen LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD, regardless of the statement by LOLA indicat- 
ing that CONTRERAS and OSWALD had shared a table in the 
restaurant. CONTRERAS said that the only reason he could 
identify a photograph of OSWALD was the fact he had seen 
photographs of OSWALD frequently in newspapers and other 
news media.

The records of the Visa Section, United ;>tates 
^m^assy, Mpxico, D. F., Mexico, disclosed that JUSTINO 
-^ODRIGUEZ^RNANDEZ, born August 5, 191S, Quemados de 
Cuines, Cuba, bearing Cuban passport No. 01596, issued , 
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January 17 » 1956, at Havana, Cuba, was issued a visa 
to travel to New York City in April, 1961. RODRIGUEZ 
was described as being 5 feet 6 inches tall, weighing 
142 pounds, black hair, brown eyes, and employed as a 
musician. 

The confidential source abroad mentioned above 
obtained the following Information on August 6, 1964: 

A photograph of ^HJSTINO RODRIGUEZ HERNANDEZ 
was exhibited to MATILDE^tjARNICA, the housemaid at the 
Hotel del Comercio, and she advised that it could be a '' 
photograph of the individual who visited OLIVA at the 
Hotel del Comercio. 


JU3TIN0 RODRIGUEZ HERNANDEZ, .ialado Alvarez

that he vaguely recalled ANTONIO OLIVA as a former

D. F. , Mexico, where RODRIGUEZ was employed as an 
entertainer. RODRIGUEZ claimed that he was not a close 
friend of OLIVA and did not know his present whereabouts.

Jlien photographs of OSY/ALD were exhibited to 
RODRIGUEZ, he said that he recognized OJyALD only as 
the result of seeing his photograph in the newspapers. 

It is noted that RODRIGUEZ v;as barely coherent 
during this interview and appeared to be under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs. 
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A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the pas^ obtained the following Information 
on August 6, 1964: 


ANTONIO OLIVA ALVAREZ was encountered by chance 
at 3alado Alvarez 17, Mexico, D. F., Mexico, on August 6, 
1964. OLIVA stated that he was born in La Celba, 

Honduras, and entered Mexico in August, 1931, at Chetumal, 
Quintana Roo, Mexico. 
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OLIVA stated that be vas formerly employed 
as a cook at the night club called "Los Pericos," 

Jullivan 13, Mexico, D. F. , Mexico, but Is presently 
unemployed. OLIVA stated that he vas visiting JU3TIM0 
RODRIGUEZ), a Cuban, residing at Jalado Alvarez 17, 

Apartment 10, Mexico, D. F., Mexico. 

The confidential source abroad mentioned above 
obtained the following information on August 7, 1964: 

AKTONIO OLIVA ALVAREZ was interviewed at bis 
present residence in the Hotel Fornos, Revillagigedo 92, 
Room 17, Mexico, D. F., Mexico. OLIVA stated that he 
was formerly a waiter at the "Los Pericos” night club 
and is currently unemployed. He stated that he was born 
on June 13, 1933, at La Ceiba, Honduras. 

OLIVA said that he resided at the Hotel del 
Comercio from about June, 1963, until January, 1964, in 
Room No. 4, located on the roof of the hotel, with his 
common-law wife, IRMA CANSECO. 

OLIVA stated that he does not recall ever having 
seen any Americans residing at that hotel during the time 
that he was a guest. 

OLIVA said that he had read about OSWALD in 
the newspapers but had never seen OJV/ALD in person and 
did not possess any information concerning OSWALD, other 
than that gained from newspapers. 

OLIVA stated that he did not associate with any 
of the guests at the Hotel del Comercio and did not know 
any of them by name. OLIVA pointed out that he worked 
late hours and he and his wife limited their personal 
contacts with the hotel staff to those contacts that were 
absolutely necessary. 

OLIVA was not acquainted with any Cubans residing 
at the Hotel del Comercio, nor was he acquainted with any 
Negroes residing in the hotel. OLIVA stated that be is 
often mistakenly identified as a Cuban, perhaps because 







be is a Negro and a Spanish speaking foreigner. OLIVA \ 
stated that be bad a Negro friend, vbo eas in the habit -i • 
of visiting him at the Hotel del Comerclo, but OLIVA 
could not recall this person's name and did not know • r 
his present whereabouts. OLIVA stated that he would 
locate this individdal and make him available for interview. 


IRMA'^ANSECO^IlTIZ was Interviewed at the Hotel 
Fornos where she is residing with ANTONIO OLIVA in Room 
No. 17. iihe stated that she' was born on August 15, 1944, 
in Oaxaca, Oaxaca, Mexico. 


CANSECO confirmed that she had resided with 
OLIVA at the Hotel del Comercio from approximately June, 
1S33, to January, 1954. She stated that the housemaid 
was the only person at the hotel with whom she bad any 
contact . 


CANSECO stated that she had never seen an 
American at the Hotel del Comercio and the only Information 
she possessed concerning 05Y/ALD was obtained through 
newspaper reports.

Hone of the 37 persons interviewed furnished any 
information of value concerning OSWALD *s activities in Mexico. 
On initial interview on 5/23/64 by an informant, GABRIEL 
CONTRERAS UVINA of Ciudad Camargo claimed that on one occasion 
he had occupied a table with OSWALD in a small restaurant next 
door to the Hotel Del Comercio, this being done due to the 
crowded condition of the restaurant. He claimed they had no 
conversation due to the language barrier. On reinterview by 
k Bureau Agent on 7/29/64, CONTRERAS said that a woman named 
LOLA , operator of the restaurant , had told him he occupied a 
table in the restaurant with OSWALD on one occasion. CONTRERAS 
'pointed out that at that time he was in Mexico City for a 
cataract operation on his eyes and because of his bad vision 
he did not recall this incident.

ERNESTO LIMA JUAREZ of Reynosa, when interviewed by -'/' 
a San Antonio source on 7/10/64, told of having been at the 
Hotel Del Comercio during the pertinent period with FRANCISCO 
MORALES-% He claimed that at the hotel were residing two young 
.Cuban Negro males, one of whom was supported by a Cuban Negro V ^ 

woman who also resided at the hotel. Be alleged that on about - 

9/23/63 these three Cubans went to the Mexico City airport 
and met a fourth, older Cuban who arrived by plane fr<mi Cuba. 

This latter subsequently departed for Miami, Florida, to Join 
his wife. 

LIMA JUAREZ said that some time prior to the departure ^ 
a street photographer took a picture of LIMA JUAREZ, MORALES, 

GABRIEL CONTRERAS, and the two older Cuban men. 



LIMA JUAREZ also stated that in the latter part of 
September, 1963, he saw a young American man, believed by him 
to be identical with OSWALD, speak briefly in English with the 
two Cuban Negroes. 

Previous investigation had established that the hotel 
register listed no Cuban nationals as guests during the time . * ^ ' . , 
OSWALD was there. The hotel owner corroborated this fact. 

One guest, ANTONIO OLIVA, listed as a Mexican national, was 
thought possibly to be Cuban because of his manner of speech; 
however , when he was located and interviewed , it was determined 
that he is a Honduran Negro bom in La Celba, Honduras. ' 

When interviewed following the LIMA JUAREZ statements, 
the hotel owner again reiterated that there had been no Cuban 
guests at the hotel when OSWALD was there. He remembered that 
prior to that time some Cubans had stayed at the hotel. He 
recalled that the last Cuban to leave was one JULIAN HUERTA, 
since fully identified as JULIAN FRANCISCO HUERTA OLIVA. He 
was at the hotel through 9/22/63 and traveled to Miami on 9/23/63. 

* Interviewed by Miami and Mew Haven, HUERTA OLIVA 

alleged there were no other Cubans at the hotel when he was , % 

there. He made available a copy of the photograph mentioned . / 

by LIMA JUAREZ. In addition to LIMA JUAREZ and HUERTA OLIVA,

While it is felt that the LIMA JUAREZ allegations 
regarding the Cubans have been discredited in that HUERTA OLIVA 
the only Cuban identified as being at the hotel, departed 
Mexico for Miami four days before the arrival of OSWALD at the 
hotel , it is suggested the Bureau may desire to have New Haven 
reinterview HUERTA OLIVA to ascertain whether his friend, v ;..,- 
NESTOR CARBONELL, might be identical with one of the three 
other Cuban males mentioned by LIMA JUAREZ. It is noted that -■ 
HUERTA OLIVA advised New Haven that on arrival in Mexico City 
from Cuba he was met at the airport by CARBONELL. 




The above has been set forth in considerable detail to 
show that of the 37 hotel guests interviewed only 2, CONTRERAS 
UVINA and LIMA JUAREZ, furnished any information possibly 
bearing on the case. Even this information appears to be of 
doubtful veracity and value. . . • V > - '• / 


Very extensive negative investigation has been . 
conducted through established sources and contacts in an effort - 
to locate the remaining hotel guests. The major portion of this 
investigation has not been reported to the Bureau because of its 
negative nature.

MARINA advised that on the evening of August 26, 1964, 

Mr. JAMES WESLET LIEBELER, a representative of the President's 
Conmlsslon, telephonlcally ccntacted MARINA at her residence 
to Inquire of her concerning several natters in the 
investigation of the assassination. Including an inquiry as 
to whether LEE HARVET OSWALD had left New Orleans for Mexico 
the day following the departure of MARINA from New Orleans 
to Texas, or If OSWALD had stayed on In New Orleans for a 
while before his departure for Mexico. MARINA said that 
when Mr. LIEBELER asked this question It recalled to her that 
she had, on about August 17 or 18, 1964, found among some 
personal effects belonging to her, a stub of a Mexican bus 
ticket. She said she told Mr. LIEBELER about this ticket 
and that she had found It In a paperback pamphlet which 
OSWALD had brought back from Mexico. MARINA said these Items, 
as well as the other Items described belcw, had been 

discovered by her In a smill brora suitcase which contained 
old magazines, personal letters, personal photographs of 
her chlldro^ greeting cards and books. This suitcase and 
Its contents had been In MARINA'S possession at the PAINE 
bouse at the time of the assassination. Following the assassina- 
tion, these Items were delivered to her. She does not recall 
now exactly idien she acquired them or from whom. 


MARINA made available these pertinent Items which 
are described as follows: 


(1) A paper stub of a bus ticket Issued by Transportes 
del Norte showing travel from Mexico, D. F. to Laredo, Texas. 
The price shown Is $93.75 (Mrl-Pescs). The stub number rs 
13G88. A block stamp bearing this legend appears on the back 
of the stub, "Transportes del Norte, Set. 30, 1963, Mexico 
D.F., J. Gascon". The date shown is September 30, 1963. 

MARINA stated she found this stub inside the paperback pamphlet 
entitled "This Week - Esta which is described 

immediately below. 


(2) A paperback pamphlet entitled '"This Week — Esta 
Semana". for the week September 28 - October 4, 1963, which is

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written in the English and the Spanish languages. Ibis book 
is a well-known tourist and entertainment guide for the 
Republic of Mexico and is published on a weekly basis. 

MARINA exhibited handwriting which appears on page 38 of this 
pamphlet. Some of this handwriting is in English and there 
is some Russian handwriting. MARINA Identified the handwriting 
as that of LEE HARVEY OSIAU). She also pointed out markings 
made by a pen on pages 29, 31, 50, 54 and 78, but she could 
not identify these markings as having been made by LEE HARVET 
OSWALD or any other person. 

(3) A book with cover torn off entitled **Leaming 
Russian", published by Foreign Languages Publishing House, 

Moscow. Author is NINA POTAPOVA. On page 12 of this book the 
Russian alphabet is printed and part of the alphabet is torn 
out. MARINA remarked that she had been exhibited by 4 
representative of the President*8 Commission pieces of paper 
on which had been pasted printed letters cut from some book 

or magazine. She said therefore this item might be of 
interest in the investigation. She identified this book as a 
book used by OSWAU) in his study of the Russian language. 

(4) A guide map of Mexico City, folded, published by 
Editorial Flecha, printed in Mexico, D. F. , which contains a 
large map of Mexico City on which appear three enclosed 
circle markings. There also appears on the back a smaller map 
which contains three circle markings, as well as a line drawn 
along streets in Mexico City. In the index opposite this 
smaller map, several locations are checked. MARINA identified 
this map as being the property of OSWALD. She said he probably 
obtained it in Mexico on his trip there. 

(5) A paperback psuapblet entitled FIESTA BRAVA, published 
by Pemex Travel Club, Mexico, D. F., which describes ibe bullfight. 
MARINA stated this was also the property of OSWALD and was 
probably obtained by him in Mexico on his trip there and 

brought back by him to Dallas. 

(6) A library pass in the name of LEE HARVEY OSWAIJ), 
dated April, 1962, written in the Russian language. This pass 
was used by OSWALD to obtain books in public libraries in Russia. 
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MARINA stated she had probably seen these pasphlsts ^ 
and book on several occasions, but did not think then of 
particular pertinence in this investigation. She said she did not 
knos that the bus ticket stub sas contained in one of the panpblets.

BASIS FOR INQUIRY 

On August 27, 1964, 
to the Federal Bureau of Investigation the following items: 

(1) A section of a bus ticket for Transportes 
del Norte Bus Company for travel from Ecxico, D. F.. to 
Laredo, Texas, bearing No. 13688. A block stamp on the 
back of the ticket section reflects the following data: 
’Transportes del Norte, Set. 30, 1963, liexico, D* F., J. 
Gascon." IIARINA OSWALD stated that she had found the 
above-described ticket section inside a paperback pamphlet 
entitled 'THIS WEEK - ESTA SEMANA" (tourist guide book). 

(2) A paperback pamphlet entitled THIS WEEK - 
ESTA SEUANA" for the week September 28 - October 4, 1963, 
which contains material in both the English and the Spanish 
languages. IIARINA OSWALD identified handwriting which 
appeared in the pamphlet in the English and the Russian 
languages as being the handwriting of LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 

(3) A guide map of Mexico City, which folds to 
pocket size and is published by Editorial Flecha, Mexico, 

D. F. This includes a map of the entire city, an enlarged 
map of the downtown area of Mexico City, an index of 
streets, and an index of points of interest, and contains 
ink markings and check marks as follows: 




MARINA OSWALD made available 


On the index of points of interest, check marks 
appeared opposite the National Palace, the National Tourist 
Department, the National History Museum, the Anthropology 
Museum, the Natural History Museum, the Olimpia Theater, 


the Fronton (Jai Alai) Mexico, the Alameda Central Park, 
and Constitution/ Square. 
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On the downtown area nap, there appears an inked 
tracing which begins at the corner of Insurgentes Norte 
along Puente de Alvarado, turns north at Buonavista street, 
east at Ferrocarrileros street, and continues until the 
latter becomes Mina street, terminating at the point where 
the latter Intersects Zarco street. In the same area, a 
heavy ink mark is placed in the center of an area bound 
by Bernal Diaz, Ferrocarrileros, Buenavista and Puente de 
Alvarado streets. In the H-3 area of the above map, the 
Palace of Fine Arts and the "Coliseo Arena" (Sports Arena) 
are encircled in ink, and a small inked arrow pointing 
north appears on Dr. Jimenez street at the intersection 
of Dr. Jose Terres and Dr. Olvera streets. 

On the main, larger map, inked circles appear at 
the following localities: At the intersection of Juanacatlan, 

Chicontepec and Jalisco streets; at the corner of Fernando 
and Tula streets; a larger circle with a large ink dot or 
marking in the center is noted in the area of Bernardino de 
Sahagun street in the area bordered by Buenavista, Ribera 
San Cosme, Diaz Bernal and Ponciano Arriaga streets. 

INFORMATION (X)NCERNING BUS TICKET SECTION 



The following information was >^rnished by a 
confidential source abroad: 


On September 3, 1964, RAMON^MEDINA^^LTRAN, manager 
of the Mexico City terminal of the Transportes del Norte 
Bus Company, Insurgentes Sur 137, advised that tickets of 
that company for travel from Mexico City to Laredo, Texas, J, 
are printed in three sections which are detachable from 
each other and from a stub which remains in a bound, 
numbered book of tickets resembling a checkbook in its 
general appearance. Different colors are used for tickets 
to different destinations served by the company, and the 
Mexico, D. F. - Laredo tickets are pink in color. The 
stub and the three detachable sections of the ticket bear 


the same serial number, and it is an optional practice for 
the ticket salesman to place an identification and date 
stamp on the back of all three sections of the ticket at 
the time they are delivered to the purchaser. The ticket 
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sections are separated by perforations vhich permit the 
bus operator to detach the outer section at the time the 
traveler boards the bus at Mexico City. The second section 
is detached by the driver at the time of boarding at 
Monterrey for the last phase of travel to Laredo, and the 
main section of the ticket remains in the possession of the 
traveler as a receipt and evidence of entitlement to the 
transportation. 

MEDINA stated that the ticket section found by 
Mrs. OSWALD as described above, being numbered 13688, is 
definitely a portion of the ticket which was sold on the 
basis of a Transportes Chihuahuenses Travel Agency purchase 
order presented by an individual who was Identified on that 
purchase order as H. O. LEE and was assigned seat No. 12 
for travel on October 2, 1963. 

INQUIRY CONCERNING ’THIS WEEK ^ ESTA SEMANA” 

On September 9,, 1964, JUAN ''MIRANDA, Ramon Alcazar 
No. 6, Mexico, D. Fi, advise^ that he is the distribution ' 
manager of the pu^ication, /H^IS WEEK — ESTA SEMANA.*' 

He described this~publication as a weekly tourist pamphlet 
in English and Spanish of approximately 80 pages, which 
is 'published weekly at the above address and is distributed 
widely throughout Mexico, principally in areas frequented 
by tourists. It is also sent to Mexican Consulates, Mexican 
tourist bureaus, and airline offices in the United States 
and other countries. MIRANDA related that much of the 
information in the pamphlet is repeated from week to week, 
but data which is subject to change is modernized for each 
issue. He stated that the publication always bears an 
Inclusive date from Saturday to the following Friday, but 
it actually leaves the presses in Mexico City at approxl<- 
mately 12:00 noon the previous Thursday. He mentioned that 
8,Q00* copies of the pamphlet, which has been published 
continuously for almost thirty years, are run off each week, 
and most of the distribution is gratis. He expressed the 
firm opinion that the issue of September 28 — October 4, 1963, 
could not possibly have reached Laredo, Texas, or Nuevo 
Laredo, Tamaulipas, for distribution by the afternoon of 
September 26, 1963. 
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MOVIE THEATERS OF POSSIBLE IKTEREST TO OSWALD 7 

It was advised that on page 31 of the copy of 
'THIS MEEK," which bad been made available by MARINA 0S7AU>, 
Inked check marks appeared which Indicated an apparent 
Interest In the following theaters which were showing the 
films Indicated, all of them being In English with subtitles 
In Spanish: 

(A) Ariel, Avenlda EJerclto Naclonal 826, 

"Ml Novla es del Otro Mundo" (My Sweet- 
heart Is from Another World) • 

(B) Chapultepec, Reforma 505, "Las Plcaras 
Doncellas" (The Gay Maidens).

The Inquiries recorded hereinafter were conducted 
by a confidential source, who has furnished reliable Infor- 
mation In the past, and who provided the results of his 
Inquiries on September 10, 1964: 

Photographs of LEE HARVEY OSWALD were shown to 
various employees of the movie theaters mentioned, with 
the request that they bear In mind the dates from September 
28 to October 2, 1963, In an effort to recall having seen 
OSWAID at any of the''tlie^ters . In order to locate one of /)• > 
the employees, MAXIMINO^^MOLINA, the leader of _t he Union of... 
Movie Theater Employees of the Capital, was contacted, and 
he expressed the opinion that It would be virtually Impossible 
for personnel at the ticket booths or entrances to remember 
anyone who entered the theater unless the individual was a 
celebrity whom they recognized from previous familiarity . 
with photographs of the person. In general, the ticket 
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ealesladiss commented that they rarely look up or see the 
faces of the persons purchasing tickets, as they are 
occupied vith the ticket vending machine and the matter 
of making correct change. The salesladies and also the 
ticket takers who are identified in connection with each 
theater were unable to recall having seen OSWALD at any time 
other than in newspaper and magazxnc photographs subsequent

The confidential /source abroad advised on 
September 8, 19647s^at a7^ulde_Mag of Mexico City," 
also described as aT^uia.Flecha de. la Ciudad de Mexico,^ 
published by the "Flecha" (Arrow) printing firm and 
registered in the name of MANUEL REJON NUNEZ as copyright 
owner, is widely distributed by the Mexican Government 
Tourist Department and the Pemex Travel Service in the 
name of "Pemex, " which is the popular name for "Petroleos 
Mexicanos" (Mexican Petroleum), the Mexican Government 
monopoly for production and distribution of petroleum 
products in Mexico.

Hotel del Comercio at

Earlier inquiries had established that IjKE ZkSVEY 
OST/ALD had lodgings at the Hotel del Comercio, Berrardino 
de Sahagun (street) No. 19, mhlle in Mexico City in 
September and early October, 1963. The foregoing street 
is only one block in length, is often referred to or. Mexico 
City maps as Sahagun because of lack of space to print the 
longer name, and is the approximate center of the area 
bordered by Buenavlsta, Ribera San (k>sme, Diaz Bernal and 
Ponciano Arriaga streets in the J-7 area in the main map 
and in the H-3 locality of the smaller^ central area nap 
which is bordered by Bernal Diaz, Ferrocarrileros, Buenavlsta 
and Puente de Alvarado streets. 

With respect to the inked tracing which begins 
approximately at the intersection of Puente de Alvarado 
and Insurgentes streets and teruinatcs at Zarco street on 
Mina, it was observed that the Puente de Alvarado-Insurgentes 
intersecticn is located one and one-half blocks from the 
Hotel del Comercio on Bernardino de Sahagun street and is 
an embarcation point for numerous bus lines which provide 
transportation to virtually all areas of the city from that 
point. It also would be a logical area in which to find a 
taxi during the rush hours in Mexico City. 

Intersection of Mina and Zarco streets 


Tlie following information was provided by the 
confidential source on September 9 and 11, 1964: 

In the vicinity of the intersecticn of Mina and 
Zarco streets, the only facility of possible tourist interest 
was found to be the Hotel Astoria, which is located at 
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Zarco No. 39. NPbotographs of OSWALD 'jvejpe displayed to 
FRANCISCO de la)CONCHA and FRANCISQ>;%^ PEDRO, co-managers 
of this small hotel, but they advised that they could not 
recall OSWALD as having been at that hotel at any time. 
Photographs of OSWALD were displayed to numerous Individuals 
operating small business establishments along Mina and Zarco 
streets without locating anyone who recognized the photo- 
graphs or could furnish any Information concerning him. 

It was observed that several bus lines which 
provide service to such localities as the downtown area of 
the city, the airport, and the Villa de Guadalupe Basilica 
travel along Mina street at this point. 

It was also noted that Zarco street Is on the 
route of several bus lines which provide service to the 
southern section of the city to such points as Dnlverslty 
City, the bull ring, and the football stadium. 

Intersection of Dr. Jimenez, 

Dr. Jose Ter res and Dr. Olvera streets 

It was noted that the area of the Intersection 
of Dr. Jimenez, Dr. Jose Ter res and Dr. Olvera streets Is 
characterized by small businesses and humble, tenement- 
type residences. Photographs of OSWALD were displayed to 
employees and owners of numerous restaurants, lunch stands, 
automobile repair shops, shoe stores, grocery and dry goods 
stores, beauty shops, and other establishments In the area 
without locating anyone who recalled ever seeing OSWALD In 
person. Similarly, permanent residents In the proximity 
of the junction of the three streets were Interviewed, and 
they advised that there are no facilities of tourist Interest 
In the neighborhood and they were not familiar with OSWAIJ)'s 
photographs. Caretakers of the several small apartment 
buildings In the locality were Interviewed, and all Insisted 
that during the past year there had been no Cuban nationals 
or other foreigners residing In any apartments under their 
care. They were unable to recall OSWALD from his photo- 
graphs as having been seen by them personally. 
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It was observed that the intersection of the 
three streets nentioned above is a logical place for 
boarding busses of a number of lines which provide trans- 
porta^io ^to numerous facilities of the Federal District.

The Alameda Central Park Is located in the heart 
of the Mexico City commercial area between Juarez and 
Hidalgo Avenues and occupies several square blocks of 
landscaping of monuments, walks, fountains, plants, shrubs 
and trees. It is provided with numerous benches for the 
public and access thereto is not controlled in any fashion 
whatsoever . 

The Constitution Square, located in the center 
of Mexico City and commonly referred to as the **Zocalo,** 
is several acres of paved area surrounded by the Hational 
Palace (Federal Government), the headquarters of the 
government of the Federal District, the Hational Cathedral, 
and one block of business establishments. It is traversed 
by thousands of persons daily and access thereto is not 
controlled in -any manner. 

In view of the foregoing, no effort was made to 
conduct interviews or display photographs of OSWALD in 
relation to his presumed interest in those localities. 

The Pklace of Fine Arts 


It was observed that the Palace of Fine Arts, 
which is located to the east of the Alameda Central Park 
in Mexico City, is a huge building which, in addition to 
its main theater area where operas, musicals, ballet 
performances and symphonies are presented during various 
seasons, has numerous other halls utilized continuously 
for recitals, art exhibits, and varied special events.

Concerning the markings on the large and small maps 
depicted in Exhibit D-240, a confidential source abroad has 

advised that the central markings in the J-7 and the H-3 

areas of these maps define Lee Harvey Osvald's place of 
residence at the Hotel del Comercio at Bernardin de Sahagun 
Street, Number 19, Mexico, D.F., Mexico. 

Examination by the FBI Laboratory of Exhibit D-237, 
the portion of the Transportes del Norte bus ticket obtained 
from Mrs. Oswald, established that D-237 was originally^ 
connected to the two ticket stubs depicted in Exhibit 0^202. 

. The examination further established that the D-202 ticket 
stubs were originally connected. 

According to a confidential source abroad, 

{Hr. Bicardo Medina, Mexico City manager of the Transportes del 
Norte line^ explained that tickets issued by his company for 
travel from Mexico City, Mexico, to Laredo, Texas, consist 
of three sections which arc delivered to the purchaser. Each 
of these sections bears the same niimbcr. According to MedlniQ 
one section is for travel from Mexico City to Monterrey and 
the second is for the travel between Monterrey and Laredo, 

Texas. The third section, recording the total travel from 
Mexico City to Laredo Texar, is retained by the passenger. 

This section (Exhibit D-237) records the price of the ticket 
to be ninety- three pesos and seventy-five centavos. The 
tickets of the Del Norte line are pink in color and are torn 
from a bound, numbered book of tickets in which a stub remains 
to record the sale thereof.

At about 10:30 p.m. three young, white Americans 
' arrived at the party. They were greet?5d by SILVIA DURAN 

and spoke only to her. They more or Icl^p isolated thenselves 
from the rest of the party and insofar as she observed they 
had no conversation with anyone else at the party. 

The three Americans appeared to bo bet'reen twenty-two 
and twenty-four years of age. One of them wa^ dressed in a 
sweater and dark trousers and appeared to be e.boi<t five feet 
nice inches in height. The second one was about six feet 
tall, had blond, straight hair, a long chic, and was a bit 
"beatnik" in appearance although his drec;s included a coat. 

The third American wore no coat. 

y Mrs. PAZ said the American dressed in the svcAtrr 

[ and dark trousers ji«sembled, yery.mucb press photographs of 
i^LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 'Her daughter agreed with this observation. 
Photographs of OSWALD in various poses were exhibited to 
both Mrs. PAZ and her daughter at the time of the interview 
. and they were unable. to make a positive identification, but 
; claimed he very much re sem bled. thoi^ner lean at the party as 
/ they recall him. 

Mrs. PAZ could not state how long the three 
Americans remained at the party nor did she observe them 
when they departed. She questioned HURACIO DURAN as tc the 
names of the Americans, and he told her they were friends 
of SILVIA DURAIT. He did not give her thoir names, but did 
tell her they wore supposed to depart Hoxlco City the 

( following morning. She added that this latter was not 
correct inasmuch as she and her daughter, while driving 
in an automobile on Insurgentes Street the following morning, 
Observed the three Americans walking near a furniture store " 
on that street. " 
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It is to be noted that investigation has established 
.that LEE HARVEY OSWALD departed Mexico City by bus at 8:30 ; 

'^a.iB. on October 2, 1963, and could not have been identical 
with the American allegedly observed by Mrs. PAZ at the 
party if this party were be Id on the evening of October 1 
or October 2, 1963. '' 

Mrs. PAZ was questioned regarding the identity of 
other persons attending the party at the RUZ^!I DURAN home 
who might have been in a position to observe the three 
Americans. She said that in the course of the party her 
daughter met a young man named "ALEJANDRO" at the party and 
danced with him. Ee was apparently quite smitten with the 
daughter and tried to call her on several occasions after 
the party. The daughter did not take the calls and as a 
result "ALEJANDRO" wrote several letters to the daughter. 

Mrs. PAZ exhibited two of these letters, as well as a 
business card which identified the young man as ARIO 
J ALEJANDRO LAVAGNINI STENIUS. 

An examination of the letter which Mrs. PAZ said 
was the first directed to her daughter by the young man 
disclosed that it bears the date of September 10S3, and 
‘was postmarked at the Mexico City Post Office on September 2, 

J 1963. 

Questioned as to whether her daughter had known the 
young man prior to the party at the RUBEN DURAN home, Mrs. 

PAZ yas most, insistent ..that she had not. When it was pointed 
out to" her that the first letter from the young man to her 
)' daughter bore a Ifexlco City postmark of September 2, 1963,

He was not a friend of the DURAN family, but had been invited 
to the party by Mrs. ISABEL NANSON, a divorcee who was 
formerly married to an American and a close friend of the 
wife of RUBEN DURAN.

FABRE, was also invited to the party by Mrs. NANSON. He,

rain which occurred as they were leaving the party at 
about 2:00 a.m. 

LAVAGNINI noted no Americans pronfir^t a.t thin party. 

He was familiar with the appearance of LE2 UA\V7^ OS17ALD 
because of publicity following the assasrlr.?.tion of President 
KENMEDT, but otherwlso had no knowledge of hl 2 and bad never 
seen him except for news photographs following the assassination. 

He volunteered to consult his papors and attempt to 
fix the date of the party.

Mrs. PAZ and her daughter were interviewed in the 
Mexico City Office on 11/24/64 by Legat CLARK D, ANDERSON and I 
SA RICHARD S. CLARK. The stories of both were inclined to be 9 i 
rambling and it was difficult; to pin* them down on details. i ' 
From comments made during the course of the interview by Mrs. 

PAZ, it was obvious that she was rather familiar with at least , 
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sone of the details of the Warren Commission Report, particularly 
those concerning OSWALD'S activities while in Mexico City. . c 

Mrs. PAZ and her daughter readily identified 
photographs of the members of the DURAN family and of EUSEBIO 
AZeUE. Photographs of OSWALD In different poses were exhibited 
to them along with photographs of several individuals completely 
unconnected with the OSWALD case. While they picked out some 
.of the photographs of OSWALD as resembling the American, they 
saw at the party In the RUBEN DURAN home, they dld_np_t_ma^e a ■ 
posit ive Id entification and It Is to be noted it would have 
I been quite' easy tb~pTck out the OSWALD photographs because of 
I the niimerous press photographs of him which appeared in Mexico

Information In the past, advised that the identification 
records maintained at the Monterrey Police Department and 
at the Nuevo Leon State Police Department, contained no 
references whatsoever to the name of MIGUEL FONSECA RIVAS. 


On June 11, 1965> T-2, who has furnished reliable 
Information In the past, advised that he made discreet neigh- 
borhood inquiries concerning MIGUEL FONSECA RIVAS, and he 
ascertained that FONSECA Is a young man, reportedly employed 
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as a waiter, who resides with his mother at Tecate 120, 

Colonla Las Mltras. He said neighbors appeared to know very 
little about FONSECA, contending that he was antisocial and 
had very little contact with anyone In the neighborhood. He 
stated the neighbors, advised him FONSECA was en^loyed as a 
waiter, but no one could furnish the name of the establishment* 
where he worked.

T-4, who has furnished reliable information In the 
past, made available the following Information on 9/29/C'j. 


The following people were Interviewed in Cuernavaca, 
Morelos, Mexico: ENRIQUE PEREZ DOraN, his son ENRIQUE PEREZ 

SANCHO, and Attorney GUILLERMO -QROPEZA. PEREZ BONIN is the 
owner of the Hotel Del Parque located In the principal plaza 
In Cuernavaca. According to PEREZ BONIN, T.?.e HARVEy OSWALD 
had ne/er been a guest In his hotel in Cuernavaca and so far 
as was known was never In the city of Cuernavaca. OROFEZA, 

PEREZ BONIN, and PEREZ SANCHD all advised that thej had never 
seen or heard of lee HARVEy OSWALD prior to the assassination 
of president JOHN F. KENNEDY but, of coxirse, after the assassi- 
nation of president KENNEDY, due to the wide publicity Involved, 
they all becaise aware of lee HARVEY OSWALD as the assassin of 
President KENNEDY. PEREZ BONIN, PEREZ SANCHO, and OROPEZA all 
advised that If they had had any Inf ormatlo.i relating to the 
assassination of president KENNEDY^ they would have Immediately 
advised the United States Government. 


With regard to MIGUEL FONSECA RIVAS. PEREZ BONIN 
advised that FONSECA had for about a year managed another . 
hotel, the villa Galeana, which was the property of PLREZ 
BONIN. This was In 1962-1963; however, PERLZ BONIN became 
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aware of the homosexual activities of FONSECA RIVAS aiA the 
bad manner in which he had managed the Villa Galeana Hotel 
in Cuervavaca and had Instructed his attorney GUILLERMO 
OROPEZA to institute Investigation of FONSECA* This investi- 
gation revealed that FONSECA RIVAS had stolen a considerable 
quantity of money from the Hotel. Consequently, FONSECA RIVAS 
was relieved of his duties at his hotel and Mr. EZEQUIEL 
BENEDICTO IZ<%UIERDO had been named as manager of the Villa 
Galena Hotel. This was in May, 1963* and FONSECA was brought 
to trial on a charge of U.cft of funds, vias convicted, and 
Jailed on August 22, 1963< FONSECA reiLalned in Jail for 
about a year thereafter before being released.
